part of either Army disbanded^ for, though j,.^„^ ^,^ 
Orders had been iuued to that purpofe, yet wAnix scot 
the Money , without which it couid not Im^i* 
be done, was not yet come to hand ^ and becaufe fo great a 
Sum couid not be prefently procured, as would iatisfy Both, 
an A£t of Parliament had been pafs'd, for the Satisfkdlion of 
the Principal Officers of the King's Army, by which they 
were promifed Payment, upon the Publick Faith, in Novem* 
^fr following i till which ticneihey were torcfpite it, and be 
contented that rhe common Soldiecs, and Inferior Officers^ 
fliould be fully Satisfied upon their Disbanding. 

During the time of the King's abode at Tork, which wa« 
not many days, the Earl of Holland, Lord General, made a 
fuittohim for the making a Baron; which, at that time, might 
have been worth to bim ten thoufand pounds. Whether the 
King apprehended the making an unfit man, who might 
diflervc him in the Houfe of reers ; or whether he refolv'd 
to contain himfelf from enlarging that number, except upon 
an extraordinary relation to his Own Service, I know not : 
but he thought not fit^ at that time, to gratify the Earl : by 
which He took himielf to be highly Difobliged ( as the 
Courtiers at that time look'd upon whacfoever was Denied . 
to them,, as taken from them ) and having receiv'd ibme In* - 
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formation, from S' Jacob j^Jbky and S' John Omiers^ of feme 
idle pafTages in the late tampertng with the Army to Petition, 
which had not been before heard of; afloon as the King was 
gone towards Scotland ( though his Majcfty hath fince told 
me, ^' that he thought he had left him at parting in very ^^ 
'< good humour and devotion to His Service ) the Earl wrote 
a Letter to the Earl ofEjtx, to be communicated io ParUa* 
ment, '^ that he found there had been ftrange attempts made 
** to Pervert, and Corrupt the Army, but, he doubted not, 
*' he ihould be able, to prevent any miichief : the whole 
Senfe being fo myfterious, that it was no hard matter, after 
ic was read iA the Houfes, to perfwade men, that it related 
to fomewhatthey had yet never heard ;'and being dated on 
the Sixteenth day of AuguB , which muft be the time that 
the King was there, or newly gpne thence ( for he took hi* 
Journey from London on the Tenth ) feem'd to reflcA on 
fdmewhat his Majcfty ihould have attempted. Hereupon 
their Old Fears are awaken'd, and New ones isftifed into the 
People; every man taking the liberty of making what inter- 
pretation he pieafed of that which no man underftood. 
ordiTpfictb The Papifts were the moft Popular Common-plaoe, and 
D^UrmMU the Butt againft whom all the Arrows were dire&ed; and fo, 
n'afifis, * npon this new Fright, an Order was made by Both Houfes 
'^ for Difarming all the Papifts in England : upon which, and 
the like Orders, though feldom any thing was after done, or 
no matter of moment, yetitferv'dto keep up the Fears and 
Apprehenfions in the People, of Dangers and Defigns, and 
to difincline them from any Reverence orAffeftion to the 
Queen , whom they begun every day more implacably to 
hate , and confequently to difoblige. And, as upon thofe, 
and the like light occafions. They grew to a licence of Lan- 
guage, without the leaft refpeft of Perfons, of how Venerable 
eftiraation foever ; fothey dep>arted from all" Order or Regu- 
larity in Debate; or Rules and Meafures in Judging; the 
chief Rulers amongft them, firft defigning what They thought 
Fie to be done, and the Reft concluding any thing Lawftil, 
that They thought, in order to the doing and compaffing the 
fame : in -which neither Laws nor Cuftoms could be admitted 
to figriify any thing againft Their fenfe. 

. I REMEMBER, about that time, in the providing Money , 
for the Disbanding the Armies, upon which they were mar- 
velloufly foiiiciroiis, from the time that the King went to- 
wards the North, there arofe a Queftion, '* Whether ff^l- 
^^moty j^fihmhamy and PoUard, fliould receive their Pay due 
" to them upon their feveral Commands, lying under the 
^^ Charge of the Plot, for bringing up, and Corrupting, thp; 
•*Arroy; very many Paffionately alledging, *^that Such men'

" ought not to receive their Pay , who had For^ited their 
^' Truft : Yet there wanted not many who alledg'd, ** that 
*' They had the Security of an Ad of Parliament for their 
^' Payment, and that in Juflice it could not be detain'd from 
*^thcm j that, •though they lay under the Difpleafure of 
f^the Houfe, they were fo far from a Judgement yet, that 
'^there was not fo much as a Charge againft them, but thac 
** they were at liberty under Bail j and therefore, they could 
'^not befaid to have Forfeited any thing that was their own. 
In this debate the Houfe feem'd equally divided, till One, 
who well knew what he fiid, told them "That there could 
^^ not beany ReaTonablc Pretence for Detaining their due, as 
/^ well for the Reafbns that had been given, as, that they were 
^^ abfolutely Pardon'd by the kte Att of Oblivion, and Pa- 
^^cification, between the two Kingdoms: the which was no 
(boner faid, than many of Thofe who were before inclined to 
the Gentlemen, changed their opinions, and, without fo much 
as calling to have the Statute read, declared , <* That they 
^^ could have no Benefit by that Ad: of Parliament, bccaufe 
^^ then, the Same might be ^ well applied to the Arch- Bi(hop 
^^ofCanterimry, And fo, without further weighing the Law, 
or the Reafon, it was thought fuiScient, not only to exclude 
them from that Benefit, but to bar them from their Money ; 
left they might be thought to be admitted to it for Thac 
reafon , which might prove an advantage to Another , to 
Whom They had no incUnation to be Juft. And no queftion, 
They had been overfeen in the Penning that Statute ; the 
Words, in their true and genuine fignification and extent;, 
comprehending as well the Arch-Bifhop of Canteriury ^ as 
Thofe who at that time had no contempt of the Security thej. 
reaped thereby. 

Soon after the King wtnt vatoScotlandy there being (bme 
modoq '' to Adjourn the Houfes till after Michaelmas^ which 
fcem'd to be generally inclined to, very many of both Houfes 
being willing to refrefli themfelves, after fo long abfcnce from 
their Homes ( the Summer being far fpent, and the Plague 
increafing; of which fome Members had died i and others 
were in danger, having' been in infe<5):ed houfes ) and con- 
ceiving, that there was no more to be done tillthe return of 
the King, faving only the procuring Money to finifli the 
Disbanding ; we^it into the Country ; and others, who (laid 
in the Town, werelefs follicitous to attend the Publick Ser- 
vice i but betook themfelves to thofe exercifcs and refieih- 
ments which were pleafanter to them: inforauch, as within 
twenty days after the King's remove, there were not above 
Twenty Lords, nor much above a Hundred Commoners, in 
both Houfes. But This was the advanragc Icok'd tor; 
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Thore Perfons cx>ntinuing ( erpecttliy in the Houfe of Com- 
mons } CO Whofe care and mtoagery the Whole Reformation 
ivas committed. They now entrcd upon the confultation of 
the highcft matters, both in Church and State : and made 
attempts and entries upon thofe Regatities and Foundations, 
which have been ^mce more evident in wider and more no- 
torious Breaches. 

From the liberty and fuccefs of advifing what was (it to 
be done out of the Kingdom^ with reference to the Levies 
for France and Sfain^, Thev aflumed the fame freedom,ofoon- 
lultingand determining what was Not fit, within the walls 
of the Church ; and finding their numbers to be fo thin, that 
they might; by art or accident, prevail with the major part 
to be of Their mind j and to gratify the more Violent Party 
of the Reformers ( who , with great impatience , (nfktd 
themfelves to be contained within any bounds or limits, by 
Thofe who knew better how to conduft their bufineis ) 
They entrcd upon debate of the Book of Common-Prayer 
( whtch fure, at that time, was much reverenced throughout 
the Kingdom ) and propofed, " in fegard (they faid ) many 
^^ things in it gave offence, at leaft umbrage, to tender Con- 
•^ fcicnces. That there might be liberty to Difufe it : which 
Propofitton was fe ungracious, that, though it was made in 
B thin Houfe, andpreU'd by Thofe who were of thegreatefl 
Power and Authority, It was fo far from being confented to, 
tbar^ by the major part ( the Houfe confifting then of about 
Sixfcore ) it was Voted, " That it fliould be duly obferv'd. 

However, the next day, contrary to all Rules and Or- 
ders of Parliament, very many being abfent who had been 
aftive in titat Debate, They Sufpended that Order ; and Re- 
folv'd, ''That the Standing of theCommunion-Table in all 
** Churches fhould be altered ; the Rails ( which in moft 
Places had been fet up for the greater Decency) "(hould be 
'' puird down; that the Chancels (hould be levell'd^ and 
^' pade even with all other parrs of the Church ; and that no 
*' man (hould prcfume to bow at the Name of Jefit ( which 
was enjoin'd by a Canon, and of long ufe in the Church ) 
and having digeftedtheie Godly Refolutions into an Order, 
they carried it up to the Lords for Their concurrence ; pro- 
mifing themfelves , that from the fmall number which re- 
main d there, they '(hould find no diflent. But the major 
part of the Lords being much fcandalized, that the Houfe of 
Commons (hould not only unfeafbnably, and irregularly, in- 
terpofe in a matter wherein they had not the leaft jurifdi- 
6tion ; but (hould prefume to difturb the Peace of the Church, 
and interrupt the Settled and Legal Government thereof, by 
fuch Schifmacical prefumpcion, not only refufed to join with 

them. 
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them, but mftead thereof, direAed an Order, formerly made 
by the Houfe of Peers (on theSixceemh oi January before ) 
to be Printed , to this eflfeft , ^* That the Divine Service 
^' fliould be Perfor«i'd, as it is appointed by the ASs of Par- 
'^ Jiament of this Realm ; and that all Such as fliall Diflurb 
*' that Wholfome Order, fliall be Severely, Punifli'd according 
*^ to Law j arvd acquainted the Commons therewith: Who, 
nothing fatisfied, purfued their former Order j and "com- 
"mandingall the Commons ol England to Submit to Their 
** direftion, declared, That the Order of the Lords was made 
*' by the Confent but of Eleven Lords, and that Nine other 
'* Lords didDiftnt from it ; and therefore, that No Obc* 
" dience fhould be given thereunto. Whereas, the Order 
had been made in Full Parliament , feven Mon.ths before ; 
and was Seafonably order'd to be Publifli'd, by the Major 
Part prefent, upon that Important occafion. And Such an 
Arraigning the Houfe of Peers for Publifliing an Order in 
maintenance of the Laws eftablifh'd , by Thofe who had 
no Authority to declare what the Law was, nor a Jurifdi- 
ftion over Thofe who fliould infringe the Law, was (o tran- 
fcendent a Prefumption, and Breach of Privilege, that there 
was great expediation what the Lords would do in their own - 
Vindication. 

There was one Claufe in the Adl of Pacification, *^ that ^* <''■*'- 
« there fliould be a Publick and Solemn Day of Thankfgiv- j;;"/^^^;'^ 
" ing, for the Peace between the two Kingdoms of Engfa7tdc^y\f * 
'^and Scotland: But no day being appointed for that aA oinMk^iv^ 
Itidevotion, the Lords and Commons afliiroed the Power to *"i^ <"• •'^^'•- 
ihemfelves of dircftingit j and to that purpofe, made an Or- ^'"1^^'^^'^^ 
dina^ce (as they call'd it ) " that it fliould be obferv'd on the ^'^^^'^ ""' 
" Seventh of SefUmber following , throughout the Kingdom 
^^ oi England ^vA Dominion of Wales. Which was done ac- 
cordingly : the Fadious Minifters in all Pulpits, taking oc- 
caflon then to magnify the Parliament, and the Scots j and to 
infufe as much Malignity into the People, againfl Thofe who 
were not of that Faction, as their Wit and Malice could fug- 
geft ; the Houfe of Commons celebrating that day in the 
Chappel at Lincoln ^-XviVi^ becaufe the Biflhop of Lincoln^ as 
Dean of Wefimmfter^ had formed a Prayer for that occafion, 
and enjoin'd it to.be read on tharday, in thofe Churches 
where He had Jurifdiftion ; which they liked not : both 
as ^t was a Form , and form'd by Him ; and fo avoided coming 
there. 

After the Solemnisation of that day, and their making 
their Declaration againft the Lords, about the Order above 
menticHi'd, and the recommending fome Seditious, Uncon- 
formable Minifters, to be Ledhirers in Churches about Lon- 
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Wtf», whom the Incumbents were compell'd to receive : When 
They had great apprchenfion , by their Members leaving 
them, that they thoutd not have Forty remaining ( le^than 
.which number could not conftitute aHoufe of Commons) 
l^b^liire* "^^^y confented to a Recefs j and on the Ninth day of Sep- 
^i/«n»v«^«w^'*> i(J+i, They Adiourn'd themfelves till the Twen- 
oaob. xo. tieth day of O&oher following : Either Houfe , irregularly 
appointing M ^ for the Hkc had never been before piaAifed ) radcin| a 
'^^^'"^'^"^^'•^ Committee, to meet twice a week, and oftner, if They few 
dirt.^'the caufe, during the Recefs, andto.tranfadfuch bufinefs as they 
T^eeefs. werc authofizcd todo by Their inftru&ions. 
ThePiwert The Houfc of Lords limited their Committee (which 
0fthe Com- confiftcd of the Earls of Effex^ Warwicky the Lords Whart^m^ 
nnttie of tb* Kimholton^ and Twelve more ; but every Three were as able 
^'^rdi '^ ^^ tranfadt as the whole number ) by their Inftrudions , 
^*^ ' *' only to open the Letters which fliouid come from the Com- 
"mitceein Scotland^ and to return Anfwers to them^ with. 
** Power to recall that Committee, when they thought fit; to 
"fend down Moneys to the Armies j and to adift about their 
" Disbanding; and in removing the Magazines from Berwuk 
^^zndCariiJIe. 
»fth Nouft But the Houfc of Commons thought this Power too nar- 
#/ cmmons. ^^^ fQ^ Their Committee ; and therefore, againft Order too 
( for the Power of the Committees of both Houfes ought to 
have been equal ) They qualified theirs ( which confilted of 
M' Pyfn , Mf SamUjohHy M' Strode^ S' Gilbert Gerrardj S' 
Henry Mildmay^ S*" Henry Vane^ Alderman Fefmington, Captain 
VenHy and Others ; ty^ry Six having the Authority of the 
Whole ) as well with the Powers granted to the Lords, as 
likewife, " to go on in preparation of proceedings, aeainft 
^* fuch Delinquents, as were voted againft, or complain d of 
*^ in the Hou(e ; and to receive any offers of Difcovery that 
" They fliould make ; To fend to all Sheriffs, and Juftices of 
"the Peace, upon information of any Riots, or Tumults; to 
*^ ftir them up in tbeir Duty in Reprefling them ; and to re- 
** pore to their Houfe any Failing in Obedience to Their 
*' Commands; To take the Accounts of any Accountants to 
*• his Majeffy, in order to the preparation of his Majefty's 
*^ Revenue; To coftfider of framing and conftituting ^WeH 
*^ Ir/dia Comp2LnY ; and to confider the Fiflnng, upon the 
*^ coafts of Efiglavd^ Scotland^ and Ireland ; and many other 
Extravagant particulars: which fcrv'd to magnify the Autho- 
rity of that Committee; and to draw Refort and Reverence 
to them from almoft ail forts of men. 
ne TufJnefs The Houfcs being thus Adjoum'd; the Committee of 
^'Iwmuue ^^^ Commons appointed M*" Tym to fit in the Chair ; who, 
cnTeVfL forthwith, wiih his own hand, Sign'd the Printed Declara- 
n^vif, " lions 
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tions before mentioned, of the Ninth of September *y and 
caufed them to be fo Read in All Churches in London^ and 
throughout the Countries. Whereupon, the Seditious and 
Famous perfons, caufed the Windows to be broken down in 
Churches ; broke down the Rails, and removed the Com- 
niunion-Table ( which, in many places , had flood in that 
manner ever fince the Reformation ) and committed many 
Infolenc and Sc^dalous DiTorders. And when the Minifter, 
and the Graver and more Subftantial fort of Inhabitants, ufed 
any Oppoficion, and Refifted fuch their Licence, They were 
immediately required to attend the Committee ^ and, if they 
could be neither perfwaded, nor threatned to Submit, their 
attendance was continued from day to day, to their great 
Charge and Vexation. If any Grave and Learned Minifter 
refufed to admit into his Church a Le<3:urer recommended 
by Them ( and I am confident, there was not, from the be- 
ginning of this Parliament, one Oi:thodox, or Learned man. 
recommended by them to any Church in England) He was 
prefently required to attend upon the Committee ; and not 
oifcharged till the Houfes met again j and Then likewife, if 
he efcaped Commitment, continued, to his intolerable Lo{s 
and Trouble : few men having the Patience to endure that 
Opprefllion, againft which they knew not whither to Appeal ; 
and therefore in the end Submitted to what .they could not 
Rcfift : And fo all Pulpits were fupplied with Their Sedi- 
tious and Schifmatical Preachers . 

The Armies were at laft Disbanded ; and, about the end The ^rmitt '* 
oiSeftemher, the EzxXoi Holland^ in great Pomp, returned to '^»'*^'»^*'- 
hisHoufe at Kenfington/y where he was vifited and carefs'd, 
with gf-eat application, by all the Fadiious Party : for he had 
now, whether upon the Difobligation remembred before, of 
being denied the making a Baron ; or upon fome Informa* 
tion, of fome (harp Expreflions ufcd by the Qneen upon his 
Letter ; and the Confcience of that Letter : or the appre- 
heniions of being Qucftion'd, and Profecuted, upon the Eu-^ 
ormities of his Office of Chief Juftice in Eyre, and other 
Tranfgreffions, fully declared himfelf of Their Party. And 
that They might be the better prepared to keep up the Pre- 
judice to the King, and the keennefs againft the Court, till 
the coming together of both Houfes; when, they had rea- 
fon to believe, the obfervation of Their crooked and indire<3: 
Courfes, and their vifible, unwarrantable Breaches, upon the 
Church, and the Religion eftablifli'd by Law, would ren- 
der men lefs devoted to them; his Lordlhip furnifli'd thern 
with many Informations of what had pafs'd in the late Ar- 
my , which might be wrefted to the King's difadvantage : 
told them whatfoever the King himfelf had faid to him, 
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when He look*d upon him u a Per(bn True to him, and 
jnrhen, it is very probable. He was not much delighted with 
the Proceedt: es at WfimmBer ; and of all the particular;, 
which S' jMCoi J0)kj and y John Cmders had informed him, 
when they cook him to be of entire Truft with his Majefty, 
and wholely under that confideration (whereupon, They 
were afterwards examin'd, and compell'd to teftify That in 
Publick, which they had before imparted to Him in the great- 
eft Secrecy ) and added to ail this, whatever informaeion he 
had receiv'd by the Lady OnrUJk^ of Words or AAions, 
fpoken or done by the Qieen, which might inaeafe Their 
Jealoufy or Malice to herMajefty. And He himfelf (who 
had been always betiev'd a Creature of the Queen's ; and ex- 
ceedingly obliged, and proteded, by Her immediate and 
finglc grace and fitvour, againft the Earl of P^rtlamJ, the Earl 
of Straffbrdy and the Arch*Bifliop of Canterbutyy in thofe times 
when They had ocherwife deftroy'd him ) vi6ted her Majefty 
but once, from the time of His return out of the North to 
the time of the King's return from Scotlani^ which was fiiU 
fix weeks. And yet, there were fome Men ftill at thofe pri* 
vatc meetings at Kenfingtony who thought the Queen's fe- 
. vour a likelier means for their Preferment, than the Intereft 
of the Others ; and therefore always gave advertisement to 
her of what pifs'd in that Company : which information, for 
want of due care in the managery, and by reafon of the un* 
faithfplncfs of her neareft Servants, coihmonly produced 
fomewhaf, of which the other Side made greater advantage, 
than She could do by the knowledge of Their Counfels and 
Refolutions. 

The fliort Recefs of the Parliament, though it was not 
much above the fpace of a Month, was yet a great Refrefh- 
ment to Thofe who had Site near a full Year, Mornings and 
Afternoons, with little or no intermiffion ^ and in that warm 
Region, where Thunder and Lightning was made. Some 
very Unwarrantable Proceedings, by the Committee that 
Site during the Recefs, or M' Fym^ who fate in the Chair of 
that Committee, and iflued out thofe Orders concerning the 
Church, gave fo much Ofience, and Scandal, that the Mem- 
bers were like to meet together with more Courage, and 
Jefs inclinations to Novelties, than they had parted with. 
But there were feveral accidents fell our, fome from very lit- 
tle, and fome from vtry great Caufes, which had that In- 
fluence upon the Nature and Spirit of Men, and upon the 
Adtions of that time, that, for the better underftanding fome 
particular paf&ges, which will appear pertinent, it will be 
even neceflary, briefly, and it fhall be out very briefly, to 
mention fome of thofe Particulars. 

When 
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W«EN the King went into Scotland ^ for the better prc-^ fiuU 
ferving the Corrcfpondence between the two Kingdoms, ^^^j"*^''*^*/ 
was pretended ^ and to fee all things perform'd, which were fjj*^7j]^ 
to be done in the Parliament of Scotland^ by the Aft of Paci- i^in^ in 
6cation ^ a fmall Committee ( as hath been before faid ) was Scotland, 
appointed by the two Houfes, confifting of one Lord, and 
two Commons, to Attend ( as the Phrafe ^as ) upon his Ma- 
jefty : but, in truth, to be Spies upon him j isnd to give the 
fame affiftance to the Parliament There, upon any emergent 
cccaiion, as the Scotifh Commiffioners had done Here. 

The Perfon appointed by the Lords, was the Lord ffo- f^ ^ht 
»ard of Efcrkk ^ a younger Son of the Houfe of Suffolk : who, i^ds, tu 
in the time of the Duke of Buckingham^ married a Neece of ^'^ '^J- 
his 5 and having his whole dependence upon him, and being ^i^^^^ 
abfolutely governed by him, was by him made a Baron ; but 
that Dependence being at an end j his Wife dead ^ and He 
without any Virtue to promote himfelf i He withdrew him- 
felffromFoUowing the Court; and (hortly after, from Wifli- 
ing it well; and had now, deliver^ himfelf up, Body and 
Soul, tp be diipofed of by that Party, which appeared moft 
Averie, and Obnoxious, to the Court and the Government : 
and only in that Confidence, was defign'd to that Employ.- 
merit i and to be entirely Diipofed and Govern'd by the two^*"'**^^" 
Members, who were joyn'd with him by the Houfe of Com- ^^Ip Su- 
mons, who were, S^ Piilip Stafkton^ and M^Hamhden, pleton, JKr 
' The Latter hath been mentioned before, as a Man of great Hambdcn. 
Underftanding, and Parts, and of great &gacity in difcern- 
ing Men's natures and manners ; and he muft, upon all occa- 
fions, ftill be niention'd, as a perfon of great Dexterity and 
Abilities, and Equal to any truft or employment, good or bad, 
which he was inclined to undertake. 

The Other, S^ Fbilip Stapktony was a proper Man, of a 
fair extraftion^ but, being a Branch of a Younger Family, 
inherited but a moderate Eilate, about five hundred pounds a 
year, in Xork-Jhire:, and, according to the cuftoro of that Coun- 
try, had fpent much time in thole delights which Horfes and 
Dogs adminifter. Being retum'd to fervc in Parliament, He 
concurred with his Neighbours, Hotham and cholmondley ^ be- 
ing much younger than they, and governed by them in the 
ProfecUtion of the Earl of Straff^ojay and fo was eafily re- 
ceiv'd into the Com.pany and Familiarity of that whole Party 
which took that work to heart ^ and in a ihort time, appeared 
a Man of Vigour in body and mind ^ and to be rather With- 
out good Breeding, than not Capable of it ^ and fo He quick- 
ly outgrew his Friends and Country-men in the Confidence 
of Thofe who govern'd : They looKing upon him, as worth 
the getting entirely to them \ and not averfe from being 

gotten} 
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gotten ; tnd fo joyn'd him with M^HmmUem in this their firft 
employment fand cbc Firft, chat ever a Parliament had of thac 
kind ) to be initiated under fo great a Matter^ whote inftru- 
iftion He was very capable of. 
TrdMTsaimt There had been, even from the time the Sc$ti/b Annv 
^"^^''"^'came into England^ many Fa&ions, and Jealoufies, amongO: 
Mouafrofc, ^^^ Prindpil Perfons of that Nation ; but none fo much taken 
Argy!c,4iiJ notice of, as that between the two Earla^ of Mnuarofi^ and 
HAfnilioa. Argjk, The Former took himfelf to have Delerv'd as much 
as any Man, in contributing more, and appearing fooner, in 
Their firft approach towards Rebellion \ as indeed he ^was 
a Man of the beft quality, who did fo foon diJcover himlelf ; 
and it may be he did it the fooner, in OppoGtion to Arglt ; 
who, being then of the King's Council, he doubted not, 
would be of his Majcfty's Party. The People looked upon 
them Both, as Young Men of unlimited Ambition ^ and 
ufcd to fay, *' That they were like C^frr and Vvmf^i^ the One 
'^ would endure no Superior, and the Other would have no 
^' Equal. True it is, that from the time that Ar^k declared 
himl'clf againft the King ( which was immediately after the 
Firft Pacification ) M^mtrofe appcar'd with le(s vigour for the 
Covenant ; and had, by underhand and fecret infinuations^ 
made profter of his Service to the King. But now, after his 
Majefty's arrival in Scotlarfdy by the introdudion oif MrWil^ 
Ham Murray of the Bed-Chamber, He came privately to the 
King ; and infbrm'd him of many Particulars, from the be- 
ginning of the Rebellion ; and '^ that the Marquis of Hovy/- 
^^ ttmj was no lefs Faulty, and Falfe towards his Majefty, than 
^^ Argyle-^ and offer d " to make Proof of all in the Parlia- 
^* ment ; but rather defired, '^ to have them Both made away ^ 
which He frankly undertook to do : but the King, abhorring 
that expedient, though for his own Security, advifed, *' that 
*^ the Proofe might be prepared for the Parliament. When 
fuddainly, on a Sunday morning, the Qty dl Edenharough was in 
Arms 5 and Hamilton^ and Argyle^ both gone out of the Town 
to their own Houfcs ^ where they ftood upon their guards ; 
declaring publickly, " That they had withdrawn themfelves, 
^^becau^ they knew that there was a defign to AfMinate 
5' them; and chofe rather to abfent themfelves, than byftand- 
^^ing upon their Defence in Edenhorough (which they could 
*' well have done ) to hazard the Publick Peace, and Security 
*^ of the Parliament ; which thunder'd on their behalf. 

T n E Committee at Edenhorough difpatch'd away an Ex- 
prefs to LondoHy with a dark and perplexed account, in the 
morning that the two Lords had left the City y with many 
doubtful cxpreffions, *^what the end of it would be: not 
without fomc dark infiouations, as if the defign might lock

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farther than Scotia?^. And thefe Letters were brought to 
LfindoHj the day before the Houfes were to come together, 
after the Recels i all That Party taking pains to PcrfWa<te 
Others, "that it could not but be a Defign to Affaffinate 
'^ More Men than thofe Lords at EdenBorovgh, 

And the morning the Houfes were to meet, Mr Hyde 
being walking in Wefiffimftei^TA^\\^ with the Earl of Holland 
and the Earl of Efixj Both the Earls feem'd wonderfully 
concerned at it j and to believe, "<hac Other Men were in 
^ danger of the like Afiaults ^ the Other, not thinking the Ap- 
prehenfion worthy of them, told them merrily, " that He 
*' knew well what opinions- They Both had of thofe two 
^^ Lords, a Year or two before, and he wondcr'd how they , 
" became fo alter'd ; to which They anfwer'd fmijing, " That 
"the Times and the Court was much alter'd fince. And the 
Houfes were no fooner Sate, but the Report being made-in 
the Houfe of Commons, and the Committee's Letter from 
Scotland being Read, a Motion was made, ^' to fend to the 
** Houfe of fters, that the Earl of Effexj who was left by 
" the King General on this Side Trent, might be defired to 
** appcM&t fuch a Guard, as He thought competent for the Se- 
** curity of the Parliament, conftantJy to attend while the ^^ ^^^^ ^ 
*^ Houtes fite ; which was done accordingly j and continued, g^f^ ^^ 
till They thought fit to have other Guard^. AUwhich w^ points a 
done to Amule the People, as if the Parliament were in Dan- ^^'^^^ /•'• 
ger : when in Scotland^ all things were quickly Pacified j and ^^^fj^^^^ 
ended in creating the Marquis Hamilton a Duke, and -^Sj^^iitJtnu' 
Marquis. 

There was a Worfe Accident than all thefe, which i^umtafthe 
out in the time of the King's ftay in Scotland^ and about x)\(tRthcUmHi% 
time of the two Houfes reconvening^ which made a won- ^'^^^a**^* 
derful impreffion upon the minds of Men j and proved of in- 
finite Difadvantage to the King's affairs, which were then re- 
covering new life ; and that was the Rebellion in Ireland : 
which broke out about the middle of OBoher^ in sll parts of 
the Kingdom. Their defign upon Duhlin was miraculoufly 
difcover'd, the n^ht before it was to be executed ^ and fo the 
Surprizal of that Caftle prevented ^ and the principal Con- 
fpirators, who had the charge of it, apprehended. In the 
other parts of the Kingdom, They obferv'd the time appoint- 
ed, not hearing of the Misfortunes of their Friends at Dublin. 
A general Infurreftion of the Irijh fpread it felf over the 
whole Country, in fuch an Inhuman and Barbarous man- 
ner, that there were Forty or Fifty Thoufand of the Englijh 
Proteftants murther'd, before they fufipeftcd thcmfelves to 
be in any danger, or could provide for iheir Defence, by 

drawing together into Towns, or ftrong Houfes. 

From 
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From DuUmy the Lords Judices, and Council, difpatch'd 
their Letters by an Exprefs ( the ftme Man who had made the 
Difcovery, one OcmuUvy who had formerly been a Servant 
to S^ Johm Chtv)9rthj } to Lndm, to the Earl of Ltkefier, 
then Lord Lieutenant of IreUmd. From the Parts of the 
North, and Ulfttry an Expreis was fent to the King himielf, 
at E4emifr99igb'y and the Rtogs Letters from thence, to the 
two Houtes, arrived within lei's than two days after the Mef- 
ienger from Duhlm, 

It was upon a ^Mri^x night, that the Letters from Duiim 
came to the Earl of Jjtnefier ; who immediately cauled the 
Council to be fummon'd, and aflbon as it was met, infbrm'd 
them of the condition of Irtlamd ; that is, fo much as thofe 
Letters contained : which were written, when little more was 
known than the Difcovery at Duhlim\ and what the Confpi- 
rators had confe£»'d upon their: examinations. The Houfe 
of Peers had then adjourn'd it felf to the WeJmefdsy follow- 
ing 'j but the Houfc of Commons were to meet on the nexc 
day, Monday morning; and the Council refolv'd, *^ that they 
** would in a Body go to the Houfe of Commons, aflbon as ic 
^ Sate, and inform them of it; which they did ; notice being 
firft given to the Houfe, ^' that the Lords of the Council had 
** fomc matters of Importance to impart to them, and were 
^' above in the Paintra Chamber ready to come to them: 
whereupon, Chairs were fct in the Houfe for them to rOTofe 
Tie Lt^ds «/ themfelves, and the Serjeant fent to coodud them. Auoon

Stmc^, " for the Importance of the Lptters, to impart them to that 

'^Houie; and io referr'd the bufineis to the Lord Lieute* 

nant ; who, without any inlargement, only read the Letters 

he had receiv'd, and fo the Lords departed from the Houfe. 

There was a deep Silence in the Houfe, and a kind of 
Confternation : mo% Mens heads having been Intoxicated 
from their Firft meeting in Parliament, with imaginations of 
Plots, and Treafonable Deligns, through the Three King* 
doms. The affiir it felf feem'd to be out of their cognifance ; 
and the communication of it, ferv'd only to prepare their 
thoughts, what to do when more (hould be known; and when 
they Ibould hear what the King thoughc fie to be done. And 
when the King's Letters arriv'd, they were glad the news 
had come to him, when he had fo ^ood Council about him 
to advife him what to do. 

The 
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The King; was not then inform'd of what had been difcd* 
ver'd at DuhOn ^ but the Letters out of Ulfier (which he fent 
ro the ParUamem) gave him notice *'ot a general Infurre- 
'^dion in the North; and of the Inhuman Murthers com- 
^^ mitted there, upon a multitude of the Proteftants ^ apd that 
^'Sr Fheltm O ^Tfi/ appear d as their General and Commander 
" in chief. 

Upon which his Majcfty writ to the two Houfes, " That "'' ^j*Jh 
" he was fatisfied that it was no RaOi Infurredion, but a •""f.Vi** 
"Form'd Rebellion i which muft beProfecuted with a OiarpJl/JT*'* 
'^ War -y the conducing, and profecuting whereof, he wholdy 
'^ admitted to Their Care and Wifdom, and depended up- 
^K)n Them for the carrying it on ; and that for the pre* 
"fent. He had cauied a ftrong Regiment of fifteen hundred 
"Foot, under good Officers to be tranfported out of Scot^ 
*^ land into U/fier, for the Relief of thofc Parts : which were 
upon the matter wholely inhabited by Scots and Iri/b ^ there 
being fewer E»gli0^ there, than in any ipzrtx>i Ireland, 

This fell out to their wifli ^ and thereupon, they made a 
Committee of both Houfes, '^ for the confideration of the af- 
*' fairs of Ireland^ and providmg for the fuppJy of Men, 
"Arms, and Money, for the Supprefling that Rebellion ; tlie 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland being one of the Committee : 
which fate every morning in the Painted Chamber; and the 
Lord Lieutenant firft communicated all the Letters he receiv'd 
to Them to be confulted on, and to be thence reported to the 
two Houfes ; which were hereby poflefs'd of a large Power, 
and Dependence; all Men applying themfelves to Them,^ 
that is to the chief Leaders, for their Preferments in that 
War : the mifchicf whereof, though in the beginning little 
taken notice of, was afterwards fek by the King very fen- 
fibly. . 

These concurrent Circumftances, much alter'dand fup- 
prefs'd that good humour and fpirit the Houfes were well 
difpofed to meet in, and the Angry Men, who were difap- 
pointed of the Preferments they expcdod, and had promifed 
themfelves, took all occafions, by their Emiffaries, to in- 
finuate into the minds of the People, " that this Rebellion in 
^Ireiandy was contrived and fomented by the King; or at 
"leaft by the Queen, for the advancement of Popery ; and 
"that the Rebels publifh'd and declar'd. That they had the 
"King's Authority for all they did ; which Calumny, though 
without the leaft Shadow or Colour of Truth, made ipore 
Impreffion upon the minds of Sober and Moderate Men (who, 
till that time, had much difliked the Paflionace Proceedings 
of the Parliament ) than could be then imagin'd, or can 
yet be belie v'd. So great a Prejudice, or want of Reverence 

was 
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Was univerfally contrtded againft (he Court : dpedally the 
Queen i whofe Power and Adiyicy was thought too gieat. 
^ Shortly after thebegimiing of the Parliwenc^cherehad 

ni rTTved been a Commiitec appointed^ *< to prepare and draw up a 
f^nirMng^ « gcoc^ Remoofhance of the ftate o^ the Kingdom, and the 
uf^i\tm»m-ci particular Grievances it had fuftain'd y but it fcaroe met, or 
fir^it, ^asever after fpoken of: But now, the Houfes no fooner met 
after the Recefs, than Mr Strpde (one of the Fierceft Men of 
the Party ^ and of the Party only for his FierceneTs) nx>ved, 
'< That that Committee might be revived, and order'd to 
<< meet ; ft>r which of courfe, a time and plape was appointed : 
by which Men eafily difcem'd, that nothing .of their Tury 
was abated, but rather increafed, in that they found their 
Credit every day ieflen'd in the Houfe, by theoppofitioa and 
contradiction they fuftain'd. And they being thus difquieted ; 
and knowing little y and fb doubting much ; every day 
ieem'd to them to produce a new Difcovery, of fome new 
Treafon, and Plot, againft the Kingdom. One day, ^^ a Let- 
^^ ter from beyond Sw, of great Forces prepared to Invade 
^^Effgland'y another, ^^of fome Attempt upon thcLtfo of M' 
<< Fym : and no oco^on omitted to fpeak of the Evil Council 
about the King y when fcaroe a Counfellor durft come near 
him ; or be fulpeded to hear from him. 
^umiuu A F T F R fome days, a new Bill was prefented to the Houfe 
tfihgikuft of Commons, ^'for the taking away the Biflx>ps Votes in 
•fC^mmnu cc Parliament ; and for Difabling them to exerciie any Tem- 
yj^^^*^.«poral OflBce in the Kingdom : againft which was objefted, 
* " That it was contrary to the Courfe and Order of Parlia- 
^< ment, that any Bill that had been rejeded, ibould be again 
^* Preferr'd the fame Seffion ^ and therefore it ought not to 
^'be fo much as Read : to which nothing was reply'd but 
^^ Noife y and ^^ that this Bill varied in fome Claufes from the 
*^ former ; and that the good of the Kingdom abfolutely de- 
^^pended upon it : and fo, by the majoricy of Voices, it was 
order'd to be Read : and afterwards, without any very con- 
fiderable oppoficion, Pafs'd the Houfe, and was tranlmitted 
to the Lords : the greateft argument being, ^' That their in- 
^* termeddling with Temporal AfEurs, was inconfiftcnt with, 
^'and deftrud^ive to, the exercifeof their Spirimal Fun&ion. 
Whilft their Reformation, both in Scotlaniy and this King- 
dom, was driven on by no Men fo much, as Thofe of their 
Clergy who were their Inftrumcnts. As, without doubt, the 
Arch-BiDiop of Canterhury had never fo great an Influence 
upon the Counfels at Court, as D' BurgefSy and M^Marfhal^ 
had then upon the Houfes^ neither did all the Bifliops of 
Scotland together, fo much meddle in Temporal Afiairs,as Mr 
Bmderfin bad done.

*^ Men. There was a Gentleman who fate by ( M^ Bmtd of 
Darehefteri very Severe, add Refolv'd, agaiml the Church 
and the Court ) who, with much Pamon, and Trouble of 
mind, fiud to them, ^ For God's fake be c^ the Gonunittee, 
^Yoa know none of our fide can give Reafons^ which imule 
Thofe that over-heard him Smile : though he fpoke it* fud- 
dainly; and upon obfervation that the Leaders were not then 
in the Houfe. Other wife, it cannot be denied, Thofe who 
conduded them, and were the Contrivers of die Mifehief* 
were Men of great Parts , and unfpeaktble Induftry ; and 
their Silence in fome Debates, proceeded partly from Pride, 
that it might appear; Their Reputation and Intereft, had an 
Influence upon the Senfe of the Houfe, againft any Rhetorick 
or Loeick : but principally, from the Policy they were 
obliged to ufe : for, though they could have given a pregnane 
' reafon for the moft extravagant overture they ever made, and 
evinced it, that it was the proper way to Their end; yet, ic 
not being time to difcover their purpofes ( how apparent fo- 
ever they were to difcerning Men ) they were nece(&riJy to 
give no reafons at all ; or fuch as were not the true ones. 

This Stratagem failing, of Hopping the creation of the 
new Biihops ; They endeavour, by all means, to haften the 
Houfe of Peers to difpitch the work before them, before 
they Ifaould be qualified ( their £leAions, Confirmations, and 
Confecrations, and other Ceremonies, fpending much time) 
to increafe tlie number of the Oppofers ; and for the better 
doing thereof, with great cgnfidence, They demand of the 
Lords, ^^ That no Recufant Lord, or any Biibop, might have 
^' a Vote in the paffing that h& : the laft being Parties ; and 
'^the other not fuppofed competent Judges on the behalf of 
^^ the Kingdom. But, when they found that Logtck could 
not prevail ("the demand being indeed fo Scandsuous, that 
the Houfe of Peers, if they had not been fiitally mifled, muft 
have refented it as a high Prefumption, and infolent Breach 
of Privilege ) with more Formality and Colour, though as 
Unrcafonably, They prefs'd, " That thofe Thirteen Biihops, 
*'whom They had before Iropwch'd, for making the late 
. ^^ Canons ^ and upon whom their Lordfliips thcrofelves had 
*^pa6'd Severe Votes (fuch indeed as were fitter for Ac- 
cufers than Judges, Unparliamentary and Unprecedented) 
** might be Sequefter'd from the Houfe, till they fliould be 
*' brought to Judgement. And for this, They found Lawyers 
in their Houfe, who, proftituting the Dignity and Learning 
of their Profeffion, to the cheap and vile afiedation of Po^ 
pular Applaufe, were not alhaoied^ io ayer Cuftom and Law 
a for 
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for their Senleleft Propofidon. ButtheHou&of Peers was 
HOC Yec deluded enough, or terrified ( chough too many a- 
mongft them paid an implicit devotion to the Houfe of Com- 
mons ) to cotpply inthis unrea(bnable demand. 

And here I cannot but with grief and wonder remem- vm J^nimt- 
ber, the Virulency and Animoficy exjprefs'd at that time, up-iff«>' ^tf^^f 
on all occafions, by Many of good Knowledge in t^^cxce^^^^•'•^" 
lent and wife ProfeflSon of the Common Law, towards thcy^^f^'^„^ 
Church, and Church- men; taking all opportunities, unchArfimeChurth* 
ritably , to improve Miftakes into Crimes ; and , unreafon- ">«» p^^*^ 
ably, to transfer and impute the Follies and Faults of Particu- *''''//|f1r* 
lar men, to the Malignity of their Order and Fundlion ; and""^* ''' 
Yo, whet and iharpen the, edge of the Law, to wound the 
Church in its Jurisdidtion ; and at laft to cut it up by the 
Koots, and demoliHi its Foundation. It cannot be denied^ 
that the Peevilh fpirits of fome CIergy*men, have taken great 
pains to alienate that Profeffion from them ; and Others, a3 
unskilfully ( finding, that in former times, when the Religion 
of the State was a Vital part of its Policy, many Church* 
inen were employ'd Eminently in the Civil Government of 
theKingdomJ imputed Their wanting thofe Ornaments their 
Predeceflors wore , to the Power and Prevalency of the 
Lawyers; of Whom, fome Principal men, in all times. They 
could not but obierve to have been their avow'd Enemies : 
and fp believ'd, the Scraitning and Confining the ProftiTion of 
the Common Law, mufl: naturally Extend and Enlarge the Ju- . 
rifdidlion of the Church. Thence arofe Their bold and un- 
warrantable Oppofing and Protefting againft Prohibitions, 
and other Proceedings at Law, on the behalf of Ecclefiaftical 
Courts ; and the ptocuring fome Orders and Privileges from 
the King, on the behalf or the Civil Law ; even wiih anex- 
cluiionof the other : as the Arch-Biihopof 0«w/^Ayr;', pre- 
vailed with cbe King to direft, '^ that half the Matters of the 
'^ Chancery ihould be al\yays Civil Lawyers ; and to declare, 
^ that no others, of what condition foever, fliould ferve him 
^'as Mafters of Requeft. All which was a great miftakc: 
For, befides (be flopping Prohibitions wasan envious Breach 
upon the Juftice of the iCingdom; which at ibme time or 
other, WiU ftiU be too hard for the ftrongefl: Oppoiers and 
Oppreflbrs erf it : I could neyer yec know, Why the Dodlors 
or the Civil Law, were more of Kin to the Blfhops, or the 
Church, (han the Common Lawyers were. To fay, that 
' Their Places were in the Biihops difpofal, as Chancellors, 
Commu0aries, and the like ; and therefore, that their Per* 
^ fons were more like to be at Their difpofal too ; at leaft, to 
pay them greater Reverence ; conducfes nothing : for the 
Clergy hadopportunity enough, to oblige and create an equal

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dependence frqpi the Profeflion of the Common Law ; and I 
am perfwadcd, the Stewardfliips to Bifihops, and of the Lands 
of the Church, which were to be managed by the Rules of 
the Common Law, were not much . inferior in Profit to all 
the Chancellorfliips in England, And then, if, where the Po- 
licy may confift with Juftice, it is no ill mesfure in making 
Friendlhips, to look into, and compare, the Power of doing 
Hurt, or doing Good; it is apparent, that the Civil Law in 
this Kingdom, had not, in the lead degree, the ability to 
Help, or to Hurt the Church, in any exigency, as the Com- 
mon Law had : Whofe Profeffors had always, by their In- 
terefts , Experience , and Reputation, fo great an Influence 
upon the Civil State, upon Court a;nd Country, that they 
were notable Friends or Enemies. And the dependence of 
the Church^ as to their inheritance, and Eftatcs (except their 
minute Tythes) was entirely upon the Law; being only de- 
terminable by thofe Rules, oy which They have ieldom re- 
ceiv'd eminent Injuftice. And truly, I have never yet'lpoken 
with one Clergy-man, who hath had the experience of both 
litigations, that hath not ingenuoufly confcfs'd, " he had ra- 
**ther, intherefpeft of his trouble, charge, and fatisfaAicn 
^* to his underftanding, have Three Suits depending in Wejl- 
^* mrnfier-HzWy than one in the Arches,, or any Ecclcfiaftical 
*« Court. 

The Particulars above mentioned, were, I confefs, to Vul- 
gar minds, great Provocations and Temptations to Revenge , 
and therefore, I do not at all wonder, that, in the great herd 
of the Common Lawyers, many Pragmatical fpirits, whofe 
thoughts and obfervations have been contrafted to the nar- 
row limits of the few Books of that Profeffion ; or within 
the narrower Circle of the Bar Oratory : fliould go along 
with the Stream, in the Womanifli art of Inveighing againllt 
Perfons, when they fliould be Reforming Things : and that 
fome, by degrees, having found the Benefit oif being of that 
Opinion ( for we all remember , when Papift and Puritan 
Lawyers got more Money than their Neighbours, for the 
Private Opinions they were of; not what they deliver'd in 
Publick ) grew, at laft, to have Fits of Confcience in earneft ; 
and to believe, that a Parity in the Church was neccQary to 
Religion j and not like to produce a Parity in the State : by 
which Doftrine if they had been then fufpedled, they would 
quickly have been afhamed of fuch Divinity. 

But, that Learned and Unbiafs'd ( I mean Unprovoked ) 
men, in that Science of our Law, who knew the Frame and 
Conftitutionof the Kinjjdom, and that the Bifliops were no 
lefs the Reprcfentative Body of the Clergy, than the Houfe 
of Commons was of the People, and confequently, that the 
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depriving Them of voice in ParliinieDry wasa-VioI^fK^^aAd 
removing Landmarks , and not a Shaking ( which rtiighc 
Sctttle dgain ) but Diflblving Foundations ^ which muft leave 
the Building unfafe for habitation : That Such x^^n, ^^o 
knew the Ecctefiaftical and Civil-Scate - was io wroi^c and 
interwoven together, and, in truth, (o inoorporated ^ each' 
other, that the one could not long continue in Frofpenty widi^ 
oQt the other ^ and that the ProfeOorsof the Law were never. 
itfo great a height, as even in 'This time that They fo un* 
jaftly envied the greatnefs cf the Church: Andlafily, Thae 
They, who might weJl know, that the great unweildy Body 
of the Clergy, confiding of fuch dtderent tempers, humours, 
inclinations, and abilities ; and which inevitably .will. hav6 fci 
lirong anJnfluence upon the nature and afie^ions of the 
People; could never be Regulatied and Govern'd .by any 
Magiffratcs but of Themfclves ; nor by any Rules,- but of fudt 
Power as the Bifliops exercifed ; Whom ( befides all argu- 
ments of Piety, and fubmiffion to Antiquity) the experience 
ofcheBleflfed Times Since the. Reformation, not to be pa* 
niiel'd in any Nation under Heaven, declared to i^ th.e moft 
Happy Managers of that Power , whatfocf er. n^nkn^fs and 
i^crefcence might have proceeded from 4<«>fi(^ Branches : I 
fay, that thefe Knowing and Difceming men ( for Such I 
rouft confefs there have been ) fliould believe it pofSble for 
Them to flburifli, or that the Law it felf would have the 
lime refpeft and veneration from the People, when . thejwcil: 
(iifpofed Fabrick of the Chqrch Ihould be. r^nt .. aiiUber 
(which, without Their activity and skill in Coi^u&on, could 
Bcrerhave been compafs'd ) hath been to me an Inftance of 
the Divine Anger againft the Pride of Both, in fuSering them« 
te be the Fatal Engines of Breaking one another: whereas 
Neither tx)uldiiave been opprefs^d by any other Strength or 
Power but Their own . 

And I cannot but fay, to the Profeflbrs of that great and 
admirable myftery, the Common Law ( upon which, no man 
looks with more arciStion, reverence, and fubmiffion} Who 
fecm Now, by the Fury and Iniquity of the Time, to f>wnd 
upon the ground they have won, and to be Mafters of the 
Field; and, it may be. Wear feme of the Trophies and Spoils' 
They have ravifli'd from the Oppre&'d ^ that They have fct 
tatfharpen*d Weapons for Others to wound them; and that 
Their Own Arguments and Eloquence, may be, one time of 
other, applied to Their Own Deftrudion. And therefore, 
if they have either Piety, to repent and redeem the ill thar 
they have wrought; or Policy, to preserve their own condi- 
tion from Contempt 5 and T^hemfelves from being Slaves tc' 
4e moft abjea of the People ; They will at length wind up 
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the Charch and the Iav^ inoo one and the tunt intercft ; 
and, by a firm and fteady purfiiic, eodcavour u> & Both on 
the bxo9 Foutidatioa, from whence they have been ta irio- 
lently dtftnrb'd. 

Br dm time the King was at weary of Scdtlatidy as he 
bad been impatient to go thither i gndingall things pfopofed 
to him, 88 to avanquilb'd Perfen, withnit confideratioii of 
his Honoufi or hts intereft : and having not one Counfellor 
aboar him, but the Duke of Lenox ( wIk) from the beginning 
carried himfelf by the moft exaft rules of Honour, Gratitude, 
and Fidelity to him ) and very ft w followers, who had either 
afieftion' CO his Perfon, or refpedt to his Honour. 

That which Ihould have been an AA of Oblivion, was 
made- a Defence and Juftificacion of whatibever They had 
done : Thetr 6rft Tumuks, and eredring their Tables . in 
pppofitton to, and at laft Suppreffing, both Courts of Juftice 
itad SefHon; and the Ads and Orders of thofe Tables ^ de- 
ciai«d to be ^^ theedeSs of their Duty to his Majeily ^ and ac- 
^^ cording* £0 the Law of the Land : And ib all Thofe, who, 
according to their Atle^iaace, had oppofed and refifted them 
on the behalf of his Majefty, and were qualified by his Ma- 
j^fty's Commiffions, were adjudged Criminal ; and the cmly 
j^rfons Excepted from Pardon, and Exempted from the Bene- 
lit of that Oblivion. 

T H £ Seditious AAs of diat Aflembly, which had ExpeU'd 
tUBifhops, and the Canonical Clergy, from being Members 
of tK Aflembly ; and affirm'd Themwlves to have a Power, 
^ to infiiA the (Jenfures of the Church upon his Ms^fty him- 
^ felf ^ were declared ^< to be Lawful, and aooordtng to the 
** Conftitution of the Kingdom ; and the Government of the 
^^ Church by Arch-Bilbops, and Biihops, declared to beagainft 
^ the Word of God ; and They condemned , as Enemies to 
'^the Propagation of the true reformed Proteftant Religion; 
^^ and therefore to be utterly Abolifh'd ; and Their Lands given 
^ to the King, his Heirs and Succefibrs. 

I N confideradon of the Kmg's necefl&ry Abfence from that 
his Native Kindom, it was thought fit, <^ that the Full and 
^ Abfolute Government thereof, (hould be committed to the 
^^ Lords of the Secr^ Council ; who were lUtewife made 
^^ Confervators of the Peace of the two Kingdoms, during the 
^^ intervals of Parliaments ; and thofe Lords, and Confo-va- 
tors, '^ were then, and ftill , to be named by Parliament ; 
^^ which was once in three years to aflemble upon a daycer- 
^^ tain, without any Summons from the King, if he negled:* 
^^ ed to publifli fuch Summons ; and, upon thp fame reafon, 
^' all great Officers, as Chancellor, Treafurer, Secretary, and 
f ^ the reft , nominated by Parliament ; and in the interval 
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^<by the Lprclsof the Secret Coipcil^. wHhpuc. fo jnuch ts 
being concern'd to have his Majefty's approbacion. . 

All which A&s, and whatioever elie They were pleafed 
to prefeoc to Him, concerniog Church or Sute, theKiog con- 
firm'd^ and thereby, made the Lord Z«aaa^, who had been 
the Principal Manager of the Rebellion, Chancellor of Scot- 
/ami ; and Created him likewife an Earl ; and conferred the 
otter great Offic^^ as he was dire&ed : Then, he made the 
Earl S Argyk ( for he was ftijl trufted with conferring of 
Honours) Mai^qnis; Their great General^ l^J^Jfy Earlof 
J>v«3»^ and their Lieutenant- General, Earl ofOar/eW^^ and 
conferr'd other Honours on Perfohs, according cp the Capa- 
city and Ability they had in doing him Mifchief : And laltly 
( leaving all his Own Party barely to Liye^ for ,he had pro- 
cured a Pardon for them from the Parliament up^ condi- 
tion ** They came not near the King's prefeqce^ nor rccciv'd 
^^any Benefit from him; without Their approbation) his 
Majefty gave all die Lands of the Church, which had bcoa 
devolved to him by Its ruin, and whatfoever he bad elfe to 
give, in that Kingdon^, to Thofe who had difi:over!d it not 
to be in good hands before : So that he feem'd to have made 
that Progrefi into ScotLmd^ only ihat he might make a per- 
fed Deed of Gift of that rCingdom ; which he could never 
have done, fo abfolucely, without going thither. And to^ 
having nothing more to do There, He begpn his Journey to- 
wards EngUftazhout the middle of Novemt^* 

I T is not to be doubted, in conlideration of thofe Extra- 
vagant Concellions, They made as Extravagant PromUes to 
the King; That by their Loyal and Dutiful Comportment, 
his Majefty fliould find no diminution of his Power ;^ That 
he iQiould have the entire Obedience of that Nation, to pre- 
ierve his fiiU Rughts and Regalities in England ; and to Reduce 
Ireland : The Earl of Leve» telling him ( as Marquis Harml- 
ton aflured me, in his hearing ) ^^ that he would not only ne- 
^^ ver moi^ ferve againft him ; but that whenever his Ma- 
'^jefty would require his Service, He (hould have k without 
*' ever askicig what theCaufc was. Apd many of them whifper- 
ing in his Ear, and afliiring him, ^ chataflbonas the Troubles 
^* of the late Storm could be perfc&Iy calmed. They would 
^' Reverie and Repeal whatfoever was now uoreafpnably ex* 
^^torted from him. And his M^efty having never receiv'd 
any confiderable Profit from Scotland^ cared the lefs for what 
he parted with There : and, it may b^ being refolv'd they 
ibould be no more Charge to him in his Court hqre (for fure- 
ly he had then very hard thoughts of a great part of the Na- 
tion) he believed he fliould fave more in This Kingdom, 
than he had given in That ; and he made no doubt, but that 
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They^ete fo full Fed.npwJ tBat they wocW not ftir from 
Home ngatn, till the Temper an«l AffeftionofbisPeoplehere, 
0iould "be better difpofcd fer their Reception. 

BxTT his* iMajcfty n^vcf.confider'd, or nor foori- enough, 
thatrhejr could- not ^reafonably b^pe to keep M'hat they had 
fo ill got^but by thcYame Arts by which they, were fuch gain- 
• crs*; snd tHere cannot be a ftfer evidence of the Continuance 
of an Enemy, thafa the havlh^ rcfeciv'd Injuries Trom him of 
ft nature that do not ufe to be forgiven. Neither did he fuffi- 
cienrly weigh the unfpealcable Encouragement ; and, in (bme 
parriculars, the reafonable Preceiice the Faftious Party here 
"v/ould havfc, from the Profperouy Wickednefs of thofe there. 
And, it is certain, their number from thenceforth increas'd 
wonderfully: the Enertifts of the Church prefuming their 
work was more than halfdone, when the King himfelf had 
declared (for his Confent to that ASt They would eafily make 
appear to beiuch) ^^ that the Government by Arch-Bilhops, 
*'and Bifliops, Wasagainft the Word of God, and the Propa- 
^^ gation of Religion. Many cbnduding the King would at 
laft yield to any thing, put , thettifelves in corhpany of the 
fcoldeft'and moft pofitive Askers; and fome, who in their 
Hearts abhorr'd what the Sc^s Had! done, yet difdaibing to be 
over-witted by them'^ and that they fhould get mone for 
themfelvcs, and receive a greater Argument of the King's 
Triift, than We of this Nation; out of pure Mafice to them, 
refolv'd to do the fame things with them; and fo join'd and 
concarrM in any Exorbitancies; All which the King too late 
difcover'd, by the Entertainment he receiv'd upon hi5 Return. 
7Wr*«- About the time the news eame of the King's beginning 
tmuefftr his JouTBtey from Scotland upon a day appointed; and that he 
^*» ***•»' had fettled aU things in that Kingdom to thegeneral Satif- 
f^y^jTjI/ftftion; the Committed for preparing the Rcmqnff ranee, of- 
II. //>* HtfKjifcr'd their Report to the Houfc; which caufed the Draught 
#/C<»»*w»/.they offered, to be Read. It contained a very bitter Repre- 
fentatfon, of all the illegal things which had been done, from 
the firft hour of the King*s coming to the Crown, to that mi- 
nute; with all the (harp Reflexions which could be made, 
upon the'King himfclf, the Queen, and Council ; and pubiifli*d 
all the tmreafonablc Jealoufies of the prefcnt Government, 
6f the introducing Popery; and all other particulars, that 
triight diftiirb the minds of the People : which were enough 
difcompoifed. 

The Houfc fecm*d generally to diflike it ; many faying, 

*'that it was very unnecefliry, and unfcafonablc : Unnecef- 

***fary, all thofe Grievances being already fully Rtdreft'd ; 

"and the Liberty and Propctty of the Sumeft being as well 

^ Secured for the future, zs couki poi&bly be done: and Un- 
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<^ feafonable, after the King had gratified them, with granting 
^' every thing which they had defired of him ; and after fo 
^Mocg abfence, in the fettling the Diforders in another King- 
^'dom, which he had happily compofcd j to be now welcom'd 
"Home with fuch a volume of Reproaches, for what Others 
^^had done amiis, and which He himfelf had rcforra'd. Not- 
withftanding all which, all the other Party appeared Paflion- 
£rdy concern'd that it might not be rejeded y and enlarged 
thenofelves with as high expreffions againft the Government, 
Sisat firft ^ with many infinuatioos, ^^ that we were in danger 
"of being dcpriv'd of all the good Afts which we had gain'd, 
'^ if great care and vigilance were not ufed, to difappoinc 
^'fome Counlels which were ftill entertain'd -, making fome 
doubtfiil glances and refledions upon the Rebellion in Ireland 
(with wUch they perceiv'd many good Men were eafily amu- 
fed) and in the end prevail'd, ^^ that a day Hiould be appoint- 
"ed, when the Houie fliould be refolv'd mto a Committee of 
"the whole Houfe, and the Rcmonftrance to be then re- 
^^ taken into confideration : and in the mean time. They em- 
ployed all their Credit and Intereft with parcicnlar Men, to 
perfwade them, ^^that the paffing that Rcmonftrancc was 
^' moft necefl&ry, for the Preler vation and Maintenance of all 
^^ thofe good Laws which They had already made ^ giving 
feveral reafoos to Several perfons, according to their natures 
and inclinations; afTuring many, ^^ that they intended it only 
"for the mortification of the Court, and manifcftation that 
"That Malignant Party, which appeared to be growing up in 
^^the Houfe, could not prevail ; and then, ^^ that it (hould 
"remain Aili in the Cleric's hands, and never be publiih'd. 

And by thefe, and the like Arts, They promifed them- 
felves that they fliould eafily carry ic : So that the day it was 
robe rcfumed. They entertain'd the Houfe all the morning 
with other Debates, and towards Noon call'd for the Rcmon- 
itrancei and it being urged by fome, '^that it was too late 
"to enter upon it, with much difHculty they confented, that 
"it Ihould be entred upon the next morning at nine of the 
" Clock i and every claufc fliould be Debated, the Speaker in 
"the Chair ^ for they would not have the Houfe refolv'd 
into a Committee , which they belicv'd would fpcnd too 
much time. O/iver Cromwell ( who, at that time, was little 
taken notice of) ask'd the Lord Falklatid^ "Why he would 
"have it put ofl^ for that day would quickly, have detcrmin'd 
" it ? He anfwer'd, " There would not have been time enough^ 
"for fure it w^ld take fome Debate. The other replied, 
" a very forrv one : They fuppofing,by the computation they 
had made, tnat very few would of^ofe it. 
B u T he quickly found he was miftakcn : for the next 
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morning, the Debate being enter'd upon about Nine of the 
Clock, it continued all that day ; and Candles being caD'd 
for when it grew dark ( neither Side being very defirous to 
adjourn till the next day ; though it was evident very many 
withdrew themfelves out of pure fiiintnefs and diiablility to at- 
tend the conclufion) the Debate continued till it was after 
Twelve of the Clock, with much Paffion ; and the Houfe 
being then divided, upon the pafline or not palling it, it was 
jr WAS ctfr- carried in the Affirmative, by Nine Voices, and no more : and 
v^i^. ^"*'aflbon as it was declared, WHamMen moved, "That there 
** might be an Order enter'd for the prefent Printing it ; which 
produced a (harper Debate than the former. It appeared then, 
that They did not intend to fend it up to the Houfe of Peers, 
for their Concurrence i but that it was upon the matter an 
Appeal to the People j and to infufe Jealoufies into their 
minds. It had feldom been the cuftom to Publilh any De* 
bates, or Determinations of the Houfe, which were not regu- 
larly firft tranfmitted to the Houfe of Peers ; nor was ic 
thought in truth, that the Houfe had Authority to give war- 
rant for the Printing of any thing ; all which was ofFcrM by 
Mf Hyde^ with fome warmth, afloon as the motion was made 
for the Printing it : and he faid, " He believ'd the Printing 
*Mt in chat manner, was not lawful; and he fear'd it would 
^'produce Mifchievous cfFcds ; and therefore defired the leave 
*' of the Houfe, that if the Queftion (hould be put, and be 
*^ carried in the Affirmative, that He might have liberty 
*' to enter his Proteftation j which he no fooner faid, than 
Jeffery Palmer (a Man of great reputation, and much eftcem'd 
ivk the Houfe ) flood up, and made the feme motion for htm- 
felf, "that he might likewife Proreft; Many afterwards, 
. without diftindiion, and in fome diforder, Cry'd out toge- 
ther, '* They did Protcft : So that there was after fcarce any 
quiet and regular Debate. Bat the Houfe by degrees being 
quieted. They all confented, about Two of the Qock in the 
Morning to adjourn till Two of the Clock the next Afternoon . 
And as they went out of the Houfe, the Lord Taiktand ask'd 
Oliver cromweSj " Whether there had been a Debate ? to 
which he anfwer'd, "he would take his word another time: 
and whifper'd him in theEar» with fome afleveration, *'that 
"if the Kcmonftrance had been rejefted. He would have 
" fold all be hod the next morning , and never have feen 
^^ Eag/anJ more ; and he knew, there were many other Ho- 
" ncft Men of the fame Refolution. So near was the poor 
Kingdom at that time to its Deliverance. • 

However They got this Viftory, they did not in a 
long time recover the Spirits they loft, and the agony they 
had faftain'd, whilft it was In fufpenfe ; and they difcern*d 

well

wdl eDOQgh, that the Houfe had kiot ftt that titne biif Its 
Members pnefent; though they had provided, tbaft AOt a 
Man of then' Party was abfent ; and that they had even car- 
ried it by the hoisrof the Night, which drove away a greater 
mimber of oM and infirm Oppofers, than would havt: made 
Thofeof the Negative Superior in number : So that they had 
little hope, in-afuiler Houfe, to prevail in any of their Uxijuft 
cfefigns, except they found fbme other Expedient, by hopei or 
fairs, to woric upon the Affediona of the feveral Members. 

In order to which, They feent moft part of thetiett d^ 
in their privateConfultatiotis, now to Chaftife fomeof thole 
whoOSeaded them the day before; and refoiv'd in the fiift 

Ehce, DOC to fufier chat Precedent to be introduced into die 
Idbfe, '^ that Men ihould Proteft againft the Senfe of the 
^ Hoofe .' which, it is true, had not Men ufed in the Houfe 
of Commons. This Subjed was the more grateful to th^n, 
becaufe they (hould heartily take Revenge upon M' Hy^f 
whom they perfeAly hated ; and to whole aftivity, diey im- 
puted the trouble they had fuftain'd the day before; and He 
was the Firft who made the Proteftation, that is, ask'd |wve 
todo ir; which produced the oth«r fubfequent clamour, that 
was indeed in fome diforder. But here cney difl&r*d amongft 
thcmfelves; all the Leading Violent Men, who bore the 
greateft Sway, were moft giad of the occafion, as it gave 
them opportunity to be rid of M' Hyde ; which they PalSon* 
atcly defared : but S' J^lm Hotham^ cMmandleyy and $tM^ 
fktm ( who never fevered, and had a numerous Train at* 
tending their motions) remember'd the Service M' HfdeYaA 
done againft the Court of Tmrk ( the overthrowing whereof 
was their peculiar glory ) and would not confent that they 
fhoald queftion him ; but were ready to concur with them 
in the Profecution of any ether of the Protefters ; whereof 
there was number enough. This made fo great a Difl&rence 
amongft theto, that for the prefent they agreed no further, 
than '* that they would that Afternoon only provide, that 
**the next Mornii^ they would fiiil upon that mattery and 
then they might comult together ac Night, what Perfon they 
would Sacrifice. 

About Three of the Clock, when the Houfe met, Mr 
Pjm " lamented the Diforder of the Night before, which, he 
^faid, might probably have engaged the Houfe in Blood, 
^^and had prooeeded principally from the ofieringa Protefta- 
*^ tion 'y which had never biefore been offer'd in That Houfe j 
**and was a Tranlgreflion that ought to be feverely examined, 
"that MifchidF mi^ht not refult hereafter from that Prcce- 
^ dent : and therefore propofed, That the Houfe would the 
^^ncxt Morning enter upon that Elamination ; and in the

** ffieao time. Men might recoiled themfelvcs, and They who 
^^ufed to take Notes, ooight perufe their Memorials j that 
*^ the Perfons who were the chief caufes of the Dirorder, 
^^ might be named, and defend chemfelves the bcft they could : 
and with this refolution the Houfe arofe ; the vexation of the 
ni^ht before, being very vifible in the looks and countenance 
crfmany. Neither that night's deliberation, npr.all the Ar- 
tifice, or Importunity that could be ufcd, could remove the 
obftiiiate Northern Men from their refoluiou ^ They declared 
pofitively, " That if they Profecuced Mr i^^> They, and 
"all their Friends, would engage in his Defence : which 
made the Others refolve, not to. incur the danger or incon- 
venience of fuch a Schiijrn ; and fo they i^nanimouily agreed 
upon another Perfon, whom they would accufp. . # 

The next Morning, They firft enlarged upon the Ofi^nce 
itfelf^ ^' of the Mifchicf it had like to have prpduced ^ and 
^* would unavoidably produce, if the cuftom w liberty of it 
** were ever admitted ; That it was the Firft time it had ever 
^^ been ofFer'd in That Houfe ; and that care ought to be 
"taken, that it fhould be the Laft^ by the fevere Judgement 
*^ of the Houfe, upon Thofe Perfons who had begun the Pre- 
"fumption. 

Mr Hyde, who had then known nothing of the Private 
Confultation ; and had many reafons to believe Himfelf to be 
dcfign'di ftood up ( notwithftanding fome-Sigris made to him 
at a diftancc by his Northern Friends, which he underftood 
BQt ) and faid ^^ it concern'd him to Juftify what he had done, 
'^ being the Firft Man who mention'd the Proteftation : upon 
which, there was a general Noife and Clamour "toWich- 
'^draw; and as great, ^^to Sp.'ak: He proceeded, and laid, 
** He wss not old enough to know the Ancient Cuftoms of 
"That Houfe; but, that He well knew, it was a very An- 
*^cieiit Cuftom in the Houfe of Peers ; and Leave was never 
^^ denied There to any Man, who ask'd that he might Proteft, 
"and enter his Diflsnc, againft any Judgement of the Houfe, 
" to which he would not be unaerftood to have given his 
"Confent: That He did no^ underftand anyrcafon, why a 
'" Commoner (hould not have the fame Liberty, if he defire J 
"not to be involved- in any Vote, which he thcught might 
"poffibly be Inconvenient to him. ThatHehad notoflfer'd 
" his Proteftation againft the Remonftrance, though he had 
^^oppofed it all he could, becaufe it remained ftill within 
" thofe Walls ; That he had only defircd leave to Proteft a- 
*^ againft the Printing it ; which. He thought, was not in many 
*' rrfpefts Lawful for Them to do ; and might prove very 
•^ Pernicious to the Publick Peace. 

They were very much o^nded with all be faid, and his 
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^r ftfliirflince In faking; and Mr Strode could not conUtn him« 
:?- felf ftom faying, ^'thac That Gendeman had confefs'd liiat 
** Ha^had -firft' propofed the Proteft^tion j aad therefore de- 
** fired, He might wirhdraw; which many Others likewife 
caird fof : till S' JohM Ifythitm appear'd with . forae warmth 
agattid it ^ and young Hofkam^his Son, accufed Jefferj Calmer 
. ** of gtv'ing the caufc of Diforder, by faying, J ie Vrvtejty 
^^ without asking the leiave xA the Houfe \ and encouraging 
^'^ Others to cry out every Man, 1 do Frottft : whereupon. 
They ail fellinco great Noifeiiind Gonfufion^ and fo, without 
much mone difcoarfe, Mr Faimer^i^ caird upon *^ to Explain^ 
which, as he Wis about to do, Mr Hyde ( who lov'd him 
much j and had rather have fuflir'd Himfelf, than that He 
fliould ) fpoketo the Orders of the Houfe ^ and laid, "That 
^^ic was againft the Orders and PraAice.of the Houfe, that 
^^ any Man (hpiild becall'dupon to Explain, for anything 
"hefaid in the Houfe twadays before j when it could not 
^* be prefumcd, that his own Memory could Recoiled aU the 
^^ words he had ufed ; or, t^at any body elfe couM Charge 
^'him V^rth them^ and am)eard to the Houfe, whether tb«re 
*^wai any Precedent pf the like. And there is no doubt, 
there never had been ^ and it was very irreguhir. But They 
were too pofitively refolv'd to be diverted j till, after two 
hours Debate, He himfelf defired, " That, to fave the Houfe 
^' further trouble, he might AnjTwer, and withdraw ; which 
he did. When it drew towards Night, after many hours De- 
bate, it was order.' d, " that he fliould be committed to the 
^^ Tower j xhe Angry Men preffing, with all their Power, 
"that he might beExpell'd theHoide; having born him a 
long grudge, for the Civility he fliew'd in the Proiecution 
of the Earl of Strafford j that is, that He had not ufed the 
fame reproachful Language which the Ochers had done : but 
They were at laft glad co compound for his bare Commit- 
ment to the Tower ; from whence he was within few days 
enlarged, and retum'd again to the Houfe. In the clofc of j-^^ j^^^^ 
that day, and the rifing of the Houfe, without much oj^o-jy,^^, ^J 
fition, They obtain'd an Order for the Printing their Re- dtr^d w fo 
monftrance. Prim«d. 

That Remonftrance, after many claufcs and unbecoming rbt fub^ 
expreflions were caft out, contain'd, '^ That there had been/?iiiw»#/'i>. 
<' from the beginning of his Majefly's Reign, a Malignant 
^^and Pernicious Defign, of Subverting the Fundamental 
^^ Laws and Principles of Government, upon which the Re- 
^^ ligion and Juftice of the Kingdom was Eftabliih'd : That 
*^ the Adors and Promoters thereof, were the jefuitcd Papifts y 
^' the Bifliops , and Corrupt part of the Clergy ; and fuch 
^^ Counfeilors and Courtiers, as had engaged themfeivea to 
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^^ further ^he Ittterefts of feme Fpodgn Prmoes or States, to 
^'che Pmudiceof the King aodSc2ce at Home: All which 
^' had eoclesvour'xl to raifc DiScrences and DUcontenta be- 
'^ twixt the King and his People, upon queftioos of Pieroga- 
^ttveand Liberty i. to Supprefc the Purity of fieligjoo. and 
^' fiidi Men as were beft afieded t6 it, as the greateft Itnpe* 
.^^diment to that Change which They thought to iavoduce ^ 
'^tbcheridi and maintain tfaofeO^nions in Religion, wbtch 
/^brought Ours neareft and moft agreeable to the Papifts; 
^^and to continue, muhipty, and efliaige the Difl&rences be- 
.^^tween the Pibteftants themfelves, diftioguifliiag between 
'<^ Proteftano sad Puritant, by introducing and counteoanctog 
*^ fdch Opinions and Ceremonies, as were fitceil for accom- 
^^modation with Popery ; that (b,-of Ptoifts, Armtaians, and 
^< Liberciots, - They might compofe a Body, iit to aft (iich 
^^Coiinfels and Refolutioas, as were moft conducible to 
<« their Own Ends : And laftlv, to render the King Difafl^a:- 
^< ed to Parliaments, by Slanoers and Falfe Imputations, and 
'^fo patung Him upon other ways of Supply, as of mote ad* 
^^vant^ethm the ordinary couifeof Subudies, which foroughc 
"^infinite Lois to the King and People, and caufed thel>i- 
'^ ftradions that enfued. 

They remembered ** the Breach of the Parliament at 0«- 
^^ffni in the firft year of his Miyefty 's Reign ^ and reproach'd 
*^ him with the Fruidefs Voyage to Cadtz^ at his firft coming 
^^to the Crown; the Loft of R^chel^ by firft Suppreffing 
** Their Fleet with his Own Royal Ship^, by which the 
^^ Proteftant Religion in France infinitely Suficr'di the nuking 
ccg yfj^^ ^i(}| ]pr4mce precipitately, dnd a Peace with Spain^ 
^^ without Their Confent, and fo deferting the Caufe of the 
*^ Pslatinatw ; and with a Dcfign to brmginGfmM* Horfe, 
^^ to force the Kingdom, by Violence, to Submit to fuch Arbi- 
^^ trary Contributions, as (hould be required of them. 

They remembered him '^ of Charging the Kingdopa by 
^^Billecting of Soldiers, and by raifing ofCoat and Condua 
'* Money for thofe Soldiers, in the Second and Third years 
^^ of his Reign ^ of his Diflblving the Parliament, in his Se- 
'^cond vear^ after Their Declaration of an intent to grant 
^^Five Subfiidies^ and the exafting thofe Five Subfides mer- 
^^ wards by a CommiflSon of Loan ^ upon the refu&l whereof, 
^^ divers Gentlemen were Imprifon'd, whereof (bme Died, 
^'by the Difeafes they contraaed in that Imprifonment i of 
*^ great Sums raiied by Privy*Seals y and of an attempt to fet 
** die Excife on foot. 

They remember'd ^^the Diflblution of the Parliament in 
*^ the Fourth year of his Reign, and the Untrue and Scanda* 
«< lous Deekir$tioa8 thereupon ^ the Imprifoniog divers Mem- 
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<c bers of that Patliament after the DiflRilucioo, and df taUaog. 
** them clofe Prifoners for Words fooken m Palian^ebt, Sen- 
^* tencittg and Fining them for thoie Words y One of which 
<^ Died in Prifon for want of ordinary refreOunent, whofe 
<< Blood ( They fakl ) ftill cf y'd for Vengeance. 

They reproach'd hk Majefty "with Injuftice, OppreP* 
** fion, and violetice, which, uter the Breaking qf chat Parlia* 
^^ ment, broke ii^ upon them, wicbout any reftraint or mode-- 
^^ ration ; with the great Sums of Money He bad exacted 
*^ throughout the Kingdom for defnilt of Knighthoody in the^ 
^^ Founh year of bis Kelgn ; with the receiving Toni)agea|ul 
^^Poundase^ from the death of Kmg7«»fT; and raifing the 
^' Book of Rates, and kyii^ New Impofition^ upon Trade ; 
^^ with the Enlargemem of Forrefts, and Compoficiona thcic- 
^^upon ^ the ingroffing Gun- powder, and funering none to 
<cbuy it without Licence; with all the moft odious Mono- 
^^ poliespf Soap, Wine, Salt, Leather, Sea-coal, and the reft 
( which had been granted fhxn his Majefty's firft coming to 
the Crown, and fome of them before ) " with the new Tvx 
^^ of Ship- money, and the ill guarding the Seas, and leaving 
^^ the Merchants naked to the violence of the VirkHb pirates, 
^ notwichftandingthat extraordinary and extravagam Supply ; 
^^ with the Vexations upon pretence of Nui&noes in Building, 
^ and thereupon raifing great Sums of Money for licences to 
^* Build i and of Depopulation, that men might pay Fines to 
'^continue the fiime mifdemeanour; wiith the Seizing the 
^ Merchants Money in the Mint ; and an abominable Projeft 
^ of making Brais Money. 

They repeated ^the extravagant Cenfures of the Star- 
Chamber, whereby the SubjeA had been opprefs'd, by Fines, 
^ Iroprifonments, Stigmatizing, Mutilations, Whippings, Pil- 
^^ lories. Gags, Confinements, oanifbments ; the Severe and 
^' Illegal Prcceedings of the Council-Table, and Other new 
^^iere&d Judkatcwies ; and the Sufpenfions , Excommunica* 
'^ tions. and Deprivations, of Learned and Pious Minifters,by 
^^ the H^h Commiflion Court ; which ^rew to that Exceu 
'^ of Sharpnefi and Severity, that They iaid it was not much 
^ left than the Itomifb Inquifition. 

They reproach'd the King << with the Liturgy and Canons 
^< fenttnto ScatUmdy as an Attempt upon the Proteftant Re-* 
^^ligion ; with the Forcing that Nation to raife an Army in 
^^ Their Own Defence, and raifing an Army againft Them ; 
*^ with the Pacification, and Breach of that Pacification \ that 
^' Hecaird a Parliament after, in hope to Corrupt it, and 
^ make it Countenance the War with ScotUwd ; which when 
^^ He found it would Not do, heDidblv'd it, and theQcom- 
^miacd Alembers to prifon } uid coinpeird xnea to lend 
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" Money tgainft their wills 5 and Itrtprifon'd fuch^a$ rcfiifed. 

They rttenMon'd *< t>»t* Sy«dd held by theBitbOprjiftei' 
**the erid* 6f the Pailianient, ttnd the Canons and Oath mftrio 
**by them; the raifing the Arrftie*, Here and W Ir^Mifdj 
'^againft tht Sc/^sj and thehberal Collcdioft mid:Cpntr.ibu- 
"tion from the CIsrgy, and the 'Catholicks ^ towards that 
**War; all the Favour* that- had 6ccn doncco th^. Papilb j 
**the Reception and En^'ertaioment 6f Sc:ignior Cax^ aad^fhe 
*^ ConteRozettiy by the Queen, froih Rente • and focne- Mini- 
*^ fters fcnc by her Ma jefty thkhcr. • - *♦ 

In a word, They left not awy Error or Misfortune jn Go- 
vernment ; or any Paffionate£xerdfc of Power, UDracntion'd, 
or un^reft'd'i' with the Sharpcft, m.<i ffioft PathcCical Expref^* 
fiofts to^^fifeft the People, thai the general obfervation of the 
Wifcft* er the particular Animofuy of the rnoft Difobiiged, 
or ill Aflfcfted perfons, could fuggdt, to the Difadvantagc of 
the King, from the death of his 1^'athcr, -to the unheppiy. be- 
girt ning of the prefent Par Jiamenrr :• • 

ThIen They magnified theiriown* Services:." That hav* 
**ingf6und the Kingdom groaphig under thefe Difficulties, 
'^ Which fetrn^ to- be iofoperabie,' They had, by the Divine 
"Providence, overcome them all-; That They hadiabohfliM 
*' Ship-money , and all Monopohes ; and had taken away 
" that which was the Root of all rhofe Evik, .the Arbitrary 
^ Power of Taxing the Subject,, pretended to bo In the King : 
/* That the Living Orievames, the Evil Counfellora, were lb 
'-'qucird, by the Juftice done on the Earl of Strafford r^ the 
** Flight of the Lord Fimhy and Secretary Windelank ; the 
" Accufation and Imprifonmcnt of the Arch'Bifliop of 0?»- 
^^terhtry^ and other Delinquents; that it was not like to the 
** only an Eafe to the prefenc Times, but a Prefervation to the 
"Future. 

They reckoned up -^^aH. the Good Laws, and the Benefit 
** the People rcceivM by thofe Laws ; fpoke of many Good 
"Dcfigns They had, for the Beiaciit of the Kingdom: But 
then Complain'd, ^'of OppoficioBS, and Obftru^Uons, and 
<* Difficult-ies, with which They were encountered, and which 
*' ftill lay in their Way, with fome ftrength^ and .much ob* 
" ftinacy ; That there was a Malignant Party took heart a- 
''gain, that Preferred fome of their own Agents and Faftors^ 
"to Degrees of Honour, and to Places ofl'tuft* and Employ- 
"ment. That They had cndcavour'd toworkin hisMajefty 
"ill Impreflions and Opiriions". of Their Proceedings 5 as if 
" They had done altogether Their Own Work,, and not His j 
" and had dbtain'd many things from him Prejudicial to the 
^* Crown, in refpe<fl of Prerogative, and Profit. To wipe 
^ out which SlandciT, They declared, all They h^ dooc way 
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*^ for Ms Majcfty^lTis Greatnefsj Honour, and. Support : That, 
** when They gave five and twenty thoafand pounds a Month, 
•* for the relief of the Northern Counties, in the fupporc x)f 
'* the Scotijh Army, It was given to the King, for that He 
*^ was bound to Prore^ his Subjcdls^ and that, when Thtfy 
*^ undertook the charge of the Armyj which coft above fifly 
** thoufand potinds a Month, It was given to the King, for 
** that it was his Majefty's Ai^roy, and the Commanders Irid 
*^ Soldiers underrcbntractwithHim; and that, when They 
*^ undertook to Pay their Brethren of Sctnland three hundred 
*' thoufand pounds, It was to repair the Damages and Lofles 
"They had fuftain'd by his Majifty and his Minifters 5 and 
^^ that thofe particulars, aniounted to. above Eleven handn^d 
" thoufand pounds. 

T H fe N They negligently^rtd perfartdlonly paft'd over his 
Majefty's Gwtccs and Favours ; "'as being little more than in 
*'Juftice He was obliged to grant-j^ and of no confiderable 
**Lofs and Daimage to Himfeif : and promifed the good Peo- 
*' pie fhortTy Eafe in the matte]? 'of Proteftions ( by wfaidi, 
** the Debts from Parliament meft. -and their FoUowerfanti 
*^ Dependents, were not rccpvefable ) and fpeedily to* pafs a 
** Bill to that puppofe. - . . * 

Then They inveigh'd againft the Malignant Party; *<that 
** had fought to caufe Jealoufics between Them and their 
'^ Brethren oi Scdtlandy and that had fuch a Party of Bifliops 
" and Popifli Lords in the Houfe of Peers, as hinder'd the 
*' Proceedings of divers good Bills, Pafs'd in theCommons 
*^ Houfe, concerning fundry great Abufes and Corruptloas 
" both in Church and State ( when, at that time, the Houfe 
of Peers* had only refufed to concur with them in Two Bills, 
that, of theProteftation ; and, the taking away the Votes ©f 
BiQiops out of the Houfe of Peers ) " that had attempted 
'* to DifaflFeft and Difcontent his Majefty's late Army, and 
*' to bring it up againft the Parliamenr, and City of Londam ^ 
"that had raifed the Rebellion in Ireland ^ and, if not by 
** Their Wifdom prevented , had brought the hke Mifcry 
** and Confufion in this Kindom. 

Then They declared, ** That They meant to havcagc- 
" neralSynbdy of rhe moft Grave, Pious, Learned, and Judi- 
" cious Divines, of this Ifland ( when at that time, there was 
fcarce one Orthodox Divine in England in reputation with 
them ) '* who, iaffifled by fome from Forreign Parts, profcf- 
^'fingthe fame Religion, (hould ccnfidcr of all things nccef- 
" fery for the Peace and good Government of the Church j 
^* and prefent the refult of their Confultations to the Parlia- 
**ment, to be there allow'd aftd confirm'd: That They 
^' would provide a Gompeteot Maintenance for Confdentioas 
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<^ «iid Prencbiog Miniftcjr^ throughout the Km^dom : That 
^'fhey inccoded co Reform and Purge the Fouptains of 
^'Lcariiiiig^ the two UniTi^Gcies^ that the Screams ilowing 
*^ from thenoe might be clear andpure, aod an Honour and 
^< Comfort to the whole Land : That bis Maiefty fliould be 
.^^ Petitioo'd by Bpth Houfe^s y to employ fuch CounfeUors, 
^EmbaAdors, and othcr.Minifters, in mansgisg his bufinefs 
^ It home and abroad, as the Parliament have caufe toooo- 
^ fide. in; without which> They could not give bis M^efty 
'}^ fitch Supplies for His Own jfupport, or fadi Affiftanoe for 
f^ tht Proteftanc Party beyond the Seas, as was defired. 

Withal They declared, ^^That the Commons might 
^^have caufey often,. JuAly to take Excepcioas at fome Men 
^^ for being Counfellors, and yet not charge thofe Men with 
^^ Crtmos ; for that there are gfounds of Diffidence, which 
^^ lye not in Proof; and othiers, which though they may be 
*^ Proved, yet are not Legally Criminal ; as to be a known 
^^ Favourer of Paptfts ; or to liave been very forward in De- 
^'fendinj; or Countenancing (bme great Ofltendeis,qiieftion'd 
. ^ ia Parmment i or to fpeak Contemptuoudy of Either Houfe 
^' of Parliament, or Parliamentary Proceedings ^ or Such as 
"are fufpeded to get CounfcIIors Places, or any other of 
<( trud concerning Publick Employment, tor Moqey: That 
<' all good courfes may be taken, to Unite the two lUngdpms 
^^ of Effgland and Scotland ; to be mutually aiding and aflift- 
^^ iagone another, for the Common Goodof theliland, and 
.''the Honour of Both : With fome other particulars of 
this nature. 
The n^jthy I KNOW not how Tbofe men have already anTwer^d it to 
mkith th0 Their Own Confciences j or how they will anfwer it, to Him 
^^Z^H^r ^^ ^" difcern their Confciences j who havingafliimcd their 
^iommwu. Countries Truft, and, it may be, with great Earneftnels la- 
' bour'd to procure that Tmd , by their Supine Laztnefs, 
Negligence, and Abf^ice, were the Firft Inlets (o thofe In- 
undations y and t^ contributed to thofe Ltcenfes which have 
overwbelm'd us. For, by this means , a Handfiil of ipen, 
much inferior in the beginning, in number ^xiA intereft, c^me 
to give Laws to the Major part ^ and to (hew that Three Di- 
ligent perfona, are really a Greater and more Significant num- 
ber, than Ten Unconcern'd, They, by Plurality of Voices, 
in theerul, converted or reduced the Whole Body to Their 
opinions. It is uye^ Men of AAtvity and Faftlon, in any 
defign, have many Advantages, that a Compofed and Settled 
Council, though induftrious eoougbB ufiially have not ; and 
fome, that Gallant men cannot give themielves leave to en- 
tertain : for, befides Their through oonlidering and forming 
their Counfels before they eveeuce them^ They comraft a 
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hibtt of ill Nature and Difingenuity nccef&y to Their idSufV^ 
aad the temper of Thofe upon wnom they are to work, that 
tiboral-minded men would not perfwade themfelres to en* 
tenain, even for the Prevention of all the Mifchief the Others 
intend. And whofoevcr obferves the ill Arts by whicH 
Thefe menufed to prevail upon the People in general^ Their 
abfiird, ridiculous Lying, to win the aftedions, and corrupt 
Che uiklerftandin|s, of the Weak ; and the bold Scandals, to 
confirm the Wilful ; the boundlefS Promifes They prefented 
to the Ambitious ; and Their grofs, abjed Flatteries , and 
AroUcaticHis, to the Vulgar^piriced^ would hardly give him- 
feifleave to ufe tho& Weapons^ for the Preservation of the 
Three Kingdoms. 

The King had at that time a greater Difad vantage ( befides 
the concurrence of .ill and extraordinary accidents ) than Him- 
felf, or any of his Progenitors,had ever had before ^ having no 
Servant of^the Houfe of Commons, of Incereft, Ability, and 
Reputation, and of Faithfulnefs and Afi&dion to his Service : 
Sr Tb^mtas Jtrwjny who was very Honeft to him, and of good- 
Abilities, through his indifpofidon of health, and trbnbie of 
mind for his Son's misfortune, having left the Houfe, and 
the Court, and being retired into the Country : and S<^ IJ^mrj 
Vame ( who was the other only Privy>Coun(eIlor ) having 
committed thofe Faults to the King, he knew could not be 
forgiven y and thofe Faults to the Country, could not be for- 
gcxten ; gave himfelf entirely to the difpofition of the new 
Mafters : and M^ Sitrnt-J^hMy who at the beginning was made 
SoJlicitor General ; and thereby , had obliged himfelf by a 
particular Oath, ^^ to Defend his Majefly's Rights ^ and in no 
^^ cafe to be of Counfel, or give Advice, to the Prejudice of 
*^ the King, and the Crown ; was the Chief Inftrument, to 
Devife and Contrive all thePropofitions, and Ads of Undu- 
tifiilneis towards him. So that, whilft Thefe men, and their 
Conlbrts, with the greateft deliberation, confulced , and dif^ 
poied tbemfelves to compafs Confufion; They, who out of 
the mofl abilraAed Senfe of Loyalty to the Kirig, and Dut^ 
to their Country, fevei^d from any relations to the King s 
fervice^ or hopes from the Court, preferv'd their own Inno- 
cence, and encieavour'd to uphold the good old frame of Go- 
vernment, reoeiv'cf neither countenance norcondudt from 
Thofe who were natuirally to have taken care of that province. 
And fure, the Raging and Fanatick Diftemper of the Houfe 
ojf Commons ( to which all other diftempers are to be im- 
poted ) mufl mod properly be attributed , to the Want of 
Such good Miniflers of the Crown in that Aflembly, as be- 
ing Unaw'd by any Guilt of their Own, could have watch'd 
Otiier men's , and inform'd , encouraged , and influenced, 
Vol.L Paiti. A - Thofe, 
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Thofe, who ftood well iodiaed to the PvbUck Peace. 
T o which purpoTe, if chac Strttagem ( chcMgh none of 
the beft ) of winniog mefl by Places, h^ beeo praftifed, aflboa 
as the rcfoluckm was taken at Ti^ri to call a P^liamenc ( m 
which, it was apparent, dangerous attenopcs would be made ^ 
aiid that the Court could not be able to raift thofe attempts ) 
and if M^ Pymy M' iUmUemy and M' HoBky had been then 
Preferry , with M' Sdimt-Joim y before they were dcfpentely 
embark'd in their defpcrate de(ups } and bad Innocence e* 
nough about them, to cruft the King, and be tiuftedby him ; 
having yet contraded no Pcrfonal aniraofities againft lum : it 
is very poffible, that They might either have been made lo- 
ft ruments to have done good Service ; or atleaft been rcr 
ftrain'd, from endeavouring to Subvert the Roval Building^ 
for fupporting whereof They had been placed as phndptt 
Pillars. 

But the Rule the King gave himfelf ( very reafonable at 
any other time ) that They Iliould Firft do Service, and com- 
paiii this or tthat thing for him, before they flxNiU receive Far 
vcur, wa^ Then very unreafonable : fioce, befides that They 
could not in truth do him that Service without the qualifi- 
cation, it could not be expcded They would defert thacSide, 
by the Power of which They were hire to make themfehrcs 
confiderable, without an unqueftionable mark of intereft in 
the Other, by which They were to keep up their Power and 
Reputation : and fo, whilft the King expedied They (boukl 
manifeft their inclinations to His S^vice, by their Temper 
and Moderation in thofe Proceedings that moft ofifended 
him y and They endeavoured , by doing all the Hurt tbey 
could , to make evident the Power They had to do him 
Good^ He grew fo far Difobliged, and provoked , that he 
could not in Honour Gratify them ; and They fo Obnoxious, 
aad Guilty, that they could not think themfelves Secure in 
his Favour : and thence, according to the Policy and Mediod 
of Injuftice, continued to Opprefs that Power They had In- 
jured ; and to raife a Security for Themfelves, by Difabling 
the King to queftion their tranfgreifions. 
TheK^i-i't Notwithstanding ail thefe Contrivances to Lef- 
frSndon ^^ ^^ Reputation of the Court ( to which many other jrar-> 
Hi'on'^hif ft' ticulars contributed j which will be touched hereafter ) The 
rxyr^ cut of City Q^ tjfndon made great Preparations to receive the King: 
SotUnd, Qotirneyy then Lord Mayor, was a man of Wifdom,aad Cour* 
2.'av.2.j. jjgCj and exprefs'd great Indignation, to fee the City fo 



_ jrrupxed, bv the ill artifices ot Faftious pcrfons j and there- 
fore attended ujx^n his Majcfty , at his entrance iato the 
City ,' with all the Ludre and good Countenance it oould 
(lie w y and as great profeffions of Duty, as it couU main, or 
I the 
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(he King exped. And oa Hmrjllayy the FivQ and Twteisth 
of N^s^nfer, the King entred into Xrariv*; ftccfy'd with 
tbegreateft acdamatioos of Joy, that had beeft' known opori* 
fflyoccafioD ^ and after a moiliiuigtitficent Enteitaiomem, by 
^BkbMrdG$Mrmiy Lord MzjOTy at the GutU-HtU; where the

This Petition, together with the Remonftrance, was pre- 
fented at Hamftpn-dmrtj on the Firft day of DecemUr ; aikl 
within few days after, both the Petition and Remonftrance 
were by Order Printed , and with great induftry PuMifh'd 
throughout the Kingdom. Albeit the King, at the receipt 
thereof, defired them not to publifh either, till He ibould 
lend his Anfwer : which he did (hortly after, expreffing ;

"iJ*^. f*' ** them for the Unparliamentarinefs of their Remonftrance in 
m F0$um. u Print J whereof ( He faid ; « He would refcrve to himfelf 
^ to take fuch courfe, as He (hould think fit , in Prudence 
^ and Honour. But to their Petition, He told thcto, " That

^^ whereof they complain'd, known to his Njbuefty, He would

Governing Party, as much as their kind reception had done. 
The Petition was gracipufly received ^ all the Aldermen

The Letters out of Ireland were very importunate for Re- jifMn in

This wtis no (boner known, than the Houfe c( Coar c^ttmi

<< Kingdom J and that the man who was appointed for his 
^'Socoeflbr was a perfon of great Licence, and known only 
'^byfome Defperate ads^ for which He had been foimq^ly

^the Kingdom : They defired the Lords to join with Them

This gave them no Satisfaftion in the Change, finoe it 
bd no reference to Their Recommendation ; which They 
Qoly looked after : but it gave them great delight, to fee that 
the King's Counfels were not fo fix d , but Their Clamour 
might aSer them ; and that doine Hurt, being as defiraUe a de^ 
tree of Power, to fome men, as doing Good, and likely to gain 
them nxire Profely tes.

T H R Houfe of Commons , in^nled that Their Fricnda 
fliouldbefo ufed, much InVcigW^ainft the Earl oiDorfiti

Judgement he had been Party to, in the Star-Quimbcr, or

It was quickly. underftood abroad, that the Commons Gr*4« r*^ 
liked well the Vifits of their Neighbours : So that the People »^''^<'«^ 
aflemWed in greater Numbers than before, about the Houfe ^^*^^* 
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ofPeers ^ calliffi ftUl out wicti doe Voice* JN^ B^9pSy id 
f^fli Jj^ris ; Crowded aad Aflfronced fuch Lords as came 
, near then?, who They knew aftfted not their ends, calling 
them Rottem-beartedtiras, 

Her Euro N, the Houfe of Peers defired a Ccmference 
with the Cblamons ; at which , They complain'4 of thofe 
Tumults ; and told theou '^ That fuch Diforders would be an 
^ Imputation upon the Parliament, and make it be doubted 
*' Whether they had Freedom ; and (b might happilj^beoomesi 
'^ Blemiflito thofe many good Laws They had already Pafi'd, 
^^ as well as Prevent the making more ; and therefore defired 
** them, that They would, for the Dignity of Parliaments, joiri 
^^ with Them in a Declaration, for the Supprefling fuch Tu- 
^mults. This was reported to the Commons jam! as food 
laid afide , <^ for the hamiliag of other matters of more im- 
^ portance. 

; T H E Tumults continued : and their TnfelencieS iilcreas'd ; 
infbmuch, as many Diflbhite aiid Prophane People, went into 
the Abby at Wfftmmftety and ^roiild have pull'd down the Or- 
gaos« and fome Ornaments of the Church ; but being re^ 
uftecl , and by force driven out, They threatned, ^ They 
^ would come with greater numbers, and pull down the 
« Church. 

Hereupon, theLordsfend again to the Houfe of Com- 
mons, to join with them in their Declaration ; and many Mem- 
bers of that Houfe complained, *^tbat they could not comd 
^< with (afety to the Houfe; and that fome of them had been 
*' flflaulted , and very ill entertain'd, by thofe Peodc that 
^^ crowded about the door. But this Conference could not be 
procured ^ the Debate being ftill put off to fome other time ^ 
after feveral Speeches had t^en made injuftification of them, 
and Commendation of their afiedtions : Some faying, ^^They 
^ muft not Difeourage theit Friends, This being a time They

Jhi urit I N the end, the Lords required the advice of the Judges, 
dirtSk A writ ^ what courfe was L^ally to be taken, to Suppress ahd Pre- 
14 b9 ifued «vent thofe Diforders; and thereupon, diredled the Lord 
TJIST^ Keeper of the Great Seal, «' to iffue out a Writ, upon the Sta- 
^^tute of NorttoTffptony to the Sheriff and Juftices, to appoint 
^^ ftrong Watches in fuch phces as They judg'd mod con- 
^' venient, to hinder that unlawful conflux of People to Wefi-^ 
^^tnmffer, to the difturbance of Their confultations. Which 
Writ ifluing accordingly, the Juftices of the Peace, in obedi- 
ence thereunto, appointed the Conftables to attend at th« 
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Wftter fide, and places near about Wefiminfiir^ with good 
Wacches, to hinder that Tumultuous relbrt. 

This wis no fooner done, than the Conftables were fent Ttte Hmft rf 
for, by the Houfe of Comnx>ns, and after the view of thcitC">^mJ» 
Warrants, required to Dilcharge their AVatches. And then difckv^^u 
the Juftices were convened, and examin'd ^ and albert it ap^ ^^r- • 
pear'd, that what They had done was in purfuince of a Legal -. 
Writ, dire&ed to them under the Great Seal of England^ by 
the advice of the Lords in Parhament, without fo much as 
oooferring with the Lords upon that Aft of Theirs, the fetting 
fudiaWatch, was voted to be ^' a Breach of Privikge: and 
one of the JuiHces of the Peace, who according to his Oath 
had executed that Writ, was committed to the Tower for 
thatofience. 

Upon this encouragement, all the Faftioos and Schifma* 
tical People about the City and Suburbs, aflembled themfelves 
together with great licence ; and would frequently, as well 
in the night as the day, convene themfelves, by the found of 
a Bdl, or other token , in the Fields, or fome convenient 
place, to confult, and receive Orders from Thofe by whom 
they were to be difpofed. A meeting of this kind being aboutf 
the time we fpeik of in Soutbmarky in a place where thdir 
Arms and Magazine for thatBurrough was kept ^ the Confta^ 
ble, beingafober man, and known to be an Enemy to tho(a 
a&s of Sedition, went among them, to obferve what they did ; 
he was no fooner efpied, but he was reproached with difdatn-* 
fill words, beaten, and dragged, in fo barbarous a manner^ 
that he hardly efcaped with his life. Complaint was made to 
the next Juftices^ and Oath of the Truth of the compIainC 
made : whereupon, a Writ was direded to the Sheriff, to 
impannel a Jury according to Law, for theinquifition, and exa« 
mination of that Riot. 

This was complain'd of in the Houfe of Commons, as an 
aft that concerned Their Privileges ^ for that ic was pretend* 
ed, ^^ That meeting in ^9«r/i&«;4frii? had been made by godly and 
" well affedlcd men, only to draw up and prepare a Petition 
^ againft Bifliops ; and that the Conftable, being a Friend 
^'co Biibops. came amongiithem to crofs them, andtohin** 
"dcr men from Subfcribing that wholfom Petition. Upon 
thisdifcourfe, without any further examination, an Order waa 
made by that Houfe, ** Thiat the Under-Sheriflf' of Surref 
^'fhould beenjoin'd, not to fufier any Proceedings co be made 
''upon anylnquifition, that might concern any perfons who 
^^ met together to Subfcribe a petition to be preferr'd to that 
« Houfe. 

B y this, and other means, all obilacles of the Law being re« 
mov'd, and the People taught a way to aflemble Lawfully 
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togecher, in how Tumultuooi a mioiMr fcerer^aod AcObrift' 
mas Holy*days giving nxure leive and lioenoe co mil kind of 
People, cheCoocourle grew more numefottt aboat w njPm^ 
Tht Tnmuttjfifr i the RibMe fometinoei , in their piflige bec^ireea the 
i~"J^^'' CiCY and IVefimmfier^ iDakii« a ftead before W%it€-EUJI,vii 
{Hli -Si"' crying out , Nb B^Uft. N^ Bjfib^. Mr PPfi/bUrdry weak! 
Wt^Amiii- fay afeudy ^ That They would haircnomore Porters Lodge, 
tt«r. ^' but would Spenk with the Kins when They {denied : and 
when They cane near the two Hou<es> tookPupen oat of 
their Pocketi. and getting upon fome phoe higher dian the 
reft, would RaKl the Names of fevcral perfons > under the 
Tide of I^MtOtd Mmtert if fU Hmfi tf an mm wms ; and 
piU'dmany Lorda, Fa^»EvH, and Ititttrnt^hiwrttdlj^ds. Bur 
Their Rage and Fury againft the BiflioiMgrew fohigh, dm 
They threaten'd to Pull down their Lodgtog^ where they lay \ 
oflTer'd to Foroe the Doora of the Abby at mfiwamfhr^ 
which were ke^ Lock'd many days, and defended by a con- 
^tnual Guard within ; and Aifiulted the Perfoos of iqme of 
the BiChopa in their Coadiea^ and laid hands on the Ardi- 
Biihop oiXorky in diat manner, that, if hehad not been fea- 
fonably refcued, it was believ'd They would have Morder'd 
vvhenui*^ him : So that all the Biibops, and many other Members, of 
^ l^Jl^ ^"^^ Houfes , withdrew dMrnfelves from attending in the 
mJij^fb9th Houfes, out crf'a real apprehenfion of endangering tbdr Lives 
Houfamth. These Infurreftions by this mesns wck fo Countenanced, 
drew frcm (hac no induftry or dexterity of die Lord Mayor of Ufrndwy 
]$^^e ^^ J^^^d Gmtrmey , could give any Chedc to them ; but 
^'' mftead thereof, Htmictf (with great and very notable courage 
Oppofing all Their Fanatick humours, both in the Court of 
Aldermen and at the Common 0>uncil ) grew to be reckoned 
in the Firft Form of the MaBgnamts ( which was the term 
They iropofed upon all Thofe They meant to render Odious 
to the People) mfomuch,as His Houfe was no Ids threatned 
and difquieced by the Tumults, than the Houfe of Lords ; 
tod when He apprehended fome of Thofe who were mofl 
notorious in the Riot, and committed them to the cuftody of 
Both the Sheriffs of Lmtdon in Perfbn to be carried to Nev)- 
gate J They were, by the power and ftrength of their Compa- 
nions, Refcoed from Them in cheafJUe^ and the Two Sie- 
x\Ss compelled to Shift for their own fafecy. And when it 
was oifer'd to be proved by a Member in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, That the Wife of Captain V^nm ( having received a 
Letter from Her Husband to that purpofe ) who was one of 
the Citizens that ferved for Jufmdm^ and was known Him- 
fclf to lead thofe men , that came Tumultuoufly down to 
Wefimmfter^ and Wbite^Hall, at the rime of the Faffing the Bill 
of Attainder of the Earl of Strafford, had with great induftry 
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Solliched many People to go down with their Arms to Wefi^ 
wunfhfy upon a day ( that was named ) when She faid, her 
Husband had ient her word, that in the Houfe of Commons 
They were together by the Ears, and that the worfer Party 
"Was like to get the better of the good Party ^ and therefore 
her Husband defined his Friends to come with their Arms to 
M^Jfmkfffer to help the good Party ; and that thereupon ma- 
ny in a (bort time went thither : They who ofier'd to make 
Proof of the fame, were appointed to Attend many davs ; but 
notwithftandins all the importunity that could be ufed^ were 
never admitcedto be Heard. 

All this time the King (who had been with great So^ 
lemnity invited by the City of LanJon^ and defircd to make 
his RdSdence nearer to Them than Hampton^Court) was at 
Wbite-HaUy where, befides his ordinary Retinue, and menial 
Servants, many Officers of the late EHsbanded Army, who 
SoUicited Their remainder of Pay from the Two Houfes, 
which was fecured to Them by Adt of Ptrliamenr, and ex- 
pedled ibme farther imployment in the War with Ireland^ 
upon obfervation, and view of the Infolence of the Tumults, 
and the Danger , that thev might poffibiy bring to the Court, Someoffiari 
offer'd themftlves for a Guard to his Majefty's Perfon ; and '^^Uthe 
were with more Formality and Ceremony entertained by !^^!"*^ 
Him, than upon a juft computation of all diftempers , was Haii^' 
by many conceived Seafonable. And from thefe Officers, 
warm with indignation at the Infolence of that vile Rabble, 
which every day pafled by the Court, firft Words of great 
Contempt, and then, thofe words commonly finding a Re- 
turn of ojual Scorn, Blows were fattened upon fome of the 
moft Pragmatical oif the Crew. This was looked upon by 
the Houfe of Commons like a Levying War by the King, 
and much pity exprefled by Them, that the poor People 
(houM be fo ufed, who came to Them with Petitions ( for 
fome few of them had received fome Cuts, and Slaflies, that 
had drawn Blood ) and that made a great argument for Rein- 
forcing their Numbers. And from thofe conteftations, rhe ^ence th§ 
two Terms of Round- Head znd Cavalier grew to be received terms of 
indifcourfe, and were afrerwards continued for the mo(} Sue- 1^°""*^- - 
cintt diftindtion of afieftions throughout the quarrel: They^J'^jj^J'^^ 
who were looked upon as Servants to the King, being then 
called Caroaliers ; and the Other of the Rabble contemned, 
and defpifed, under the name oiRatmd- Heads, 

The Houfe of Commons being ac this time without any 
Member, who having Relation to the King's Service, would 
exprefs any Zeal for it, and could take upon him to fay to' 
others, whom he would truft, what the King defired, or to 
whom tbey who wiihed well, could reforc for advice, and 
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diredion^ Co that whilft there was a drong Coojunaion^ and 
Combination to difturb the Government by depraving ic^ 
whatever was faid or done to Support it, w>is as .ii^ k were 
done by chance, and by the private didates of the, reafon of 
The L9rd private men ; the King Refolvcd to call the Lord ^alkland^ 
*^!il?^&f and Sr John Colepefper ^ who was Knight of the Shite for 
7^rj\fs1^at'e»^^^^^ to Kis Councili and to make the former Spcretary of 
«»i^rjohnS:ate in the place oi Vane^ that had been kept VJica^t^ and 
colcpepper the litter Chancellor of the Exchequer^ which OfEge the Lord 
^T^h *'^^^^^^&^^ ^^d Refigned, that M' Vym might be put into ity 
qucr ' when the Earl of Bedford fliould have been Treafurer, as is 
mention'd before. They were Both of great Authority \rx 
the Hoiffe.i neither of them of any relation to the Court ^ and 
therefore what They faid made the more IropreCBon j and 
They were frequent Speakers- The Lord Falkland was won- 
derfully beloved by all who knew him, as . a man of Excel- 
lent Parts, of a Wit fo Sharp, and a Nature fo Sincere, that 
nothing could be more Lovely. The Other was generally 
efteemed as a good Speaker, being a man of an Univcrfal Un- 
derftanding, ^ Quick Comprehenfion, a Wonderful Memo- 
ry, who commonly Spoke at the end of the Debate; when 
he would recoiled; all that had been faid of Weight on all 
^des with great exadnefs, and exprefs his own Senfe with 
much clearnefs, and fuch an application to the Houfe,thacno 
man more gathered a general Concurrence to his Opinion 
than he; which was the more notable, becaufe his Perfon, and 
manner of Speaking were ungracious enough ; fo that He 
prevailed only by the llrength of his Reafon, which was in- 
forced with Confidence enough. 

The King knew Them to be of good Efteem in the Houfe, 
and good Affedlions to his Service, and the quiet of the King- 
dom J and was more eafily perfwaded to bcftow thofe Pre- 
ferments upon Them, than the Lord Falkland was to accept 
that which was defigned to him. No tnan could be more 
Surprized than He was, when the firil Intimation was made 
to him of the King's purpofe : He had never propofed any 
Such thing to himfelf, nor had any Veneration for the Court, 
but only Such a Loyaltv to the King as the Law required 
from him. And He hacl naturally a Wonderful Reverence 
for Parliaments, as believing them mofl SoUicitous for Juftice, 
the Violation whereof in the Icaft degree he could not for- 
give any Mortal Power; and it was only his Obfervation of ' 
the Difingenuity, and want of Integrity in this Parliament, 
which leffened that Reverence to it, and had difpofed him 
to crofs, and oppofe Their defigns : He wasfo totally unac- 
quainted with bufinefs, and the forms of it, that He did be* 
lieve really he could not Execute the Office with any Suffi< 
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cicncy. But there were two Confidcrations that made moft 
Impreffions upon him ; the Onejlcft the World Ihould believe, 
thac his own Acnbitionhad procured this Promotion, and that 
he had therefore appeared Signally in the Houfe to Oppofe 
thcfc Proceedings, that he might thereby render himfelf gra- 
cious to the Court : The Other, left the King (hould cxpedl 
Clich a Submidion, and RefignatioQ of himfelf, and his own 
reafon, and judgement to his Commands, as he fliould never 
give, or pretend to give ^ for he was fo fcvere an Adorer of 
Truth, that he could as eafily hiive given himfelf leave to 
Steal a^ to Diffemble^ or to iuflfer any Man to think that he 
ivould do any thing, which he Refolv'dnot to^io^ which 
he thought a more mifchievous kind of Lying, than a poficive 
averring what could be moft eafily contradided. 

I T was a very difficult task to M*" iJyde, who had moft 
Credit with him, to perfwade him to fubmit to this purpofe 
of the King's- chcarfiilly, and with a juft fenfe of the Obliga- 
tion, by promifing that in thofe Parts df the Office, which rc» 
quired moft Drudgery, he would h<^p him the beft he could. 
But above all he prevail'd with him , by inforcing the ill 
confequence of his rcfufal to take the Office, which would 
be interpreted to his diflike of the Court, and his Opinion, 
that more would be required from him than he could ho- 
neftly comply with, which would bring great Prejudice to the 
King : On the other hand, the great Benefit that probably 
would redound to the King, and the Kingdom, by his ac- 
cepting fuch a Truft in fuch a general defcSion, by which he 
would have opportunity to give the King a truer Information 
of his^ own Condition, and the State of the Kingdom, thaa 
ic might be prefumed had been given to him, and to prevent 
any Counfels or Pradtice, which might more alienate the Af- 
fediions of the People from the Government ; and then, thac 
by this relation He would be more able to do the King Ser- 
vice in the Houfe, where he was too well known to have it. 
believed, that he attained to it by any unworthy Means or 
Application. In the end. He was periwaded to fubmit to the 
King's good Pleafure, though he could not be prevail'd with 
to accept it with fo good a Grace, as might raife in the King 
any notable Expeftation of his departing from the fevcrity 
of his own Nature. 

Thus, He and Colepepfer were both invefted in thofe Of- 
fices, to the no fmall diipleafure of the Governing Party, 
which could not diflfemble their Indignation, thac any of their 
Members Ihould prefume to receive thofe Preferments, which 
they had defigncd othcrwife to have difpofed of They took 
all opportunities to cxpreft their diflike of Them, and to 
Oppoie any thing they Propofed to Them. And within few 
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days there came it Letter oat in Print, pretended to be In- 
tercepted, as written from a Roman Catholick to anotfer of 
the fame ProfefCon, in which be gives an account, ^^ That 
<^they had at iaft, by the intereft of their Friends, -procured 
** thofe two Honourable Perfons ( before mention'd ) •* to be 
^' preferred to thofe Offices^ and that they were well aflured 
'^ that they would be ready to do them, and all their Friends, 
*^ all good Offices. Sf Jelm Cokpiffer thought fit to take no- 
tice or it in the Houfe, and to make thofe Profeffioiis of his 
]S.^ltgion, which he thought nece(&ry. But the Lord FmU- 
land chofe rather to Contemn it, witbout taking notice of the 
Libel, well knowing that he was Superior to tbde Calumnies, 
as indeed he was ^ all of that Profeffion knowii^ that he 
was moft irreconcileable to their Doftrine, though He was 
always Civil to their Perfons. However grievous this Prefer- 
ment was to the anjgry part of the Houfe, it was very grate- 
ful to all thofe, both within and without the Hou&, who 
wiflied well to the Kine, and the Kingdom. 

The King at the Sme time RefoTved to remove another 
Officer, who did diflerve him notorioufly, and to Prefer M' 
Hyde to that place, with which his Gracious intentions his 
Majefty acquainted him, but he pofitively refu&d it, and af- 
fured him, ^^ That he (hould be able to do much more Service 
^^ in the condition he was in, than he (hould be, if that were 
^^ improved by any Preferment, that could be conferred upon 
^* him at that time ^ and he added, " That he had the Ho- 
^^ nour to have much Frtendfliip with the two Perfoos, who 
^^ were very Seafonably advanced by his Majefty,. when bis 
^^Majefty's Service in the Houfe of Commom, <6d in truth 
'^ want feme Countenance, and Support; and by hisConver* 
^^ fation with Them , he (hould be fo well inftru&d by 
^^ Them, that he (hould be more ufeful to his Majdly, than 
''if it were under a nearer relation and dependence. The 
King, with a very Gracious countenance, told him, '^that he 
"perceived he muft, for feme time, defer the laying any 
'^ Obligation upon him; but bid htmbeaOured he would find 
'^ both a Proper Time, and a Suitable Preferment fot him, 
^^ which he (hould not reiufe. In the mean time, he faid, he 
'* knew well the Friendfliip between the two Perfons, whom 
^^ he had taken to his Council, and him ; which was not the 
''leafl: motive to him to make that choice; and that he 
f' would depend as much upon his Advice, as upon either 
"of theirs; and therefore wilhed that all Three would Con- 
f ^ fer together, how to condudl his Service in the Houfe, and 
" to advife his Friends how to carry themfelves moft to the 
*f advantage of it, (and to give him conflant Adverti(iemenc 
V' of what had Pafs'd, and Counlcl when it wa& fit for him

^ tttedo any thiiigi and declared, chat He would do notbiog, 
« chat in any degree coooerned, or related to his Service in 
*^tfae Houfe of Commons, without their joync Advice, and 
^tuGt Communication to them of all his own Conceptions ; 
whidi, without doubt, his Majefty did at that time ftedfaftJy 
RebifCy chough in very few days he did very Fatally fwerve 
fiomit. 

Br what bath been laid before, it appears that the Loid 
D^if was much trufted by the King, and he was of great fa- 
miliarity, and firiendfliip with the other Three, at leaft with 
Two or chem ; for he was not a Man of that Exadoefs, as to 
be in the entire Confidence of the Lord Fs/kloHd^ who look* 
ed upon his Infirmities with more Severity than the other 
Two did y and he liv'd with more Fratikncfs cowards thofe 
Twoy thflo he did towards the Other : Yet even between 
thofe Two there was a free Converfation, and Kindnefs to 
etch other. The Lord Digiy was a Man of very Extraordi- 
oary Parts by Nature and Art, and had furely as good and 
excellent an education as any Man of that Age in any Coun* 
try : a Graceful and Beautiful Perfbn ; of great Eloquence 
and becomingneis in his Difcourfe ( iave that fome^mcs he 
feem'd a little afield ) and of (b Univerfal a Knowledge, 
tbAt he never wanted &ibjeA for aDi(courfe : He was equal 
to 1 very good part in thegreateft AfiSiirs, but the unfitccft 
Ma&aUve to conduAthem, having an Ambition, and Vanity 
Superior to all his other Parts, and a Confidence in hinMt f, 
which fbmetimes intoxicated, and tranfported, and expolcd 
him. He had from his Youth, by the difobligacioni his I a- 
mily bad undergone from the Duke of Buckwghsmy and rhe 
great Men who fucoeeded him, and ibme ibarp rcprehenfion 
himfelf had met with, which obliged him to a Country Lite, 
contracted a prejudice, and ill will to the Court ; and io l.ud 
in the b^inning of the Parliament, engaged himfelf wi;h 
that Party which difcover'd moft Averfion from it, with a 
Paffion and Animofity equal to theirs , and therefore very 
acceptable to Them. But when he was weary of their vio- 
loit Couniels, and withdrew himfelf from them with fome 
circumftaoces which enough provoked them , and made a 
Reconciliation, and mutual Confidence in each other for the 
future, manifieftly impoflible amongft them ; he made private 
and fecrct ofiers of his Service to the King, to whom in fo 
general a dcfeftion of his Servants, it could not but be very 
agreeable ; and fo bis Majefty being facisfied both in the DiC- 
coveries he made of what had pafled, and in his Profeffions 
for the future, remov'd him from the Houfe of Commons, 
where he had render-d himfelf marvelloufly ungracious, and 
called him by Writ to the Houfe of Peers, where he did 
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vifibly Advince the King's Service , tod quicklf r^ndrec 
himfclf grateful to all chofe who had not thoughc coo well 
of him before, when he defervcd Icfs ; and Men were not 
only ple^fed with the Afliftance he gave upon all Debai cs, by 
his Judgement and Vivacity, but looked upon him^ as one, 
who could derive the King's Plcafure to them, aod make i 
lively reprefentation of their good demeanour to the Kii^, 
which he wai very luxuriant in promifing to do, and ofiScxous 
enough in doing as much as was juft. 

H B had been inftruniental in promoting the Three Per- 
Tons above mentioned to the Kinrs Favour^ and bad himfeif 
ia truth fo great an Efteem of then^ that he did very fre- 
que«itly, upon Conference together, de:part from his owii In* 
clinations and Opinions, and Concurred in theirs ; and very 
few Men of fo great Parts were, upon all occafioos^ icore 
Counfellablethan he; fo that he would feldom be in danger 
of running into great Errors, if he would communicace, and 
cxpofe all his own thoughts and inclinations to fuch a dif- 
quificion; nor was he uninclinable in his Nature to fiich an 
entire communication in all things which he conceived to be 
difficult. But his &tal infirmity was, that he too often 
thought difficult things very eafy ; and confider'd not poffible 
confequences , when the rropofition adminiftred Ibmewhat 
that was delightful to his Fancy, by purfuing whereof he 
imagined he fhould reap feme Glory tohimfelf, of which he 
was immoderately Ambitious : So that if the confultation 
were upon any AAion to be done, no Man noore implicftely 
entred into that Debate, or more chearfuUy reGgn'd nis own 
conceptions to a joynt determination : But when it was once 
affirmatively refolv'd ( befides that he might poffi^ly refcrvc 
fome impertinent circumftance, as he thought, the imparting 
whereof would change the nature of the thing ) if his Fancy 
fuggefted to him any particular, which himfeif might per- 
form in that AAion, upon the imagination that every body 
would approve it if it were propoled to them, he chofe ra- 
ther to do ir, than communicate it, that he might have ibme 
lignal part to himfeif in the TranraAion, in wnich no other 
Perfon might claim a fliare. 

By this unhappy Temper he did often involve himfeif in 
very unprofperous Attempts. The King himfeif was the un- 
fitteft Perfon alive to be ierved by fuch a Counfellor, being 
too ca/iiy inclined to fuddain Enterprises^ and as eafily ftart- 
led when they were entred upon. And from this unhappy 
CompoHtion in the One, and the Other, a very unhappy 
Counfel was propofed, and Refblution taken, without the leaft 
communication with either of the Three^ who bftd been Co 
lately admitted to an entire Truft. 

The 
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The Biflx>ps, who had been, in the manner before Ipoken 
of, driven, and kepc from the Houfe of Peers, and not very 
Secure in their own, could not have the patience to attend 
the DifiRrfuCion of this Storm, which in wifdom They ought 
to Ittve done : but confidering Right and Reafon too ab- 
ft/adly, and what in Juftice was due, not what in Prudence 
was to be ezpe£ked j fufler'd Themfelvcs implicitely to be 
guided by the Arch-Bi(hop of Tork, who was of a reftlefs, 
iod overweeniog Spirit to fuch an ad of indifcretion , and 
diiadvantage to Themfelves , that all their Enemies could 
Qothave brought upon Them. This Bifliop, as is faid, was 
a Man of a very Imperious and fiery Temper, D' TfWamf^ 
who had been Bifliop of Lincoln^ and Keeper of the Great 
Seal of Engiand in the time of Kioe y^^if/. After his remo- 
val from that Charge, He had lived Splendidly in hisDiocefs^ 
and made himfelf very Popular amongft th<ne who had no 
reverence for the Court i of which he would frequently, and 
in the prefence of many , fpeak with too much Freedom, 
and tell many Stories of Things and Peribns upon his own 
former Experience ; in which, beine a Man or great Pride 
aod Vanity, He did not always confine himfelf to a precife 
Veradty, and did ofcen prefume, in thofe unwary difcourfes, 
to mention the Perfon of the King with too iitde reverence. 
He did afied to be thought an Enemy , to the Arch-Bifliop 
of Qgnttrhury ^ whofe Perfon he feem'd exceedingly to con- 
temn, and to be much difpleafed with thofc Ceremonies and 
Inoovations, as they were then called, which were counte- 
nanced by the Other; and had himfelf publiflied, by his own 
Authority;, a Book agaioft the ufing thofe Ceremonies, in 
which there was much good Leaming, and too litthe Gra- 
vity for a Bifliop. His Paffion and his Levity, gave every 
day great advantages to thofe who did not love him, and He 
provoked too many, not to have thofe advantages made uie 
of: So that, after fcveral Informations againft Him in the 
Scar-Cliamber, He was Sentenced, and Fined in a great fum 
of Money to the King, and committed Prifoner to the Tower, 
without the pity, or companion of any, but thofe, who, out 
of hatred to the Government, were forry that they were with- 
out fo ufeful a Champion ; for He appeared to be a Man of 
a very corrupt Nature, whofe Pafltons could have tranfported 
Him into the moft unjuilifiable Adions. 

He had a faculty of making relations of tfaines done in 
his own Prefence* and difcourfes made to himfelf or in his 
own hearing, witn all the circumftances of anfwers, and re- 
plies, and upon Arguments of great Moment ^ all which, upon 
Examination, were ftill found to have nothing in them that 
was Rcalj but to be the pure effe<^ of his own Invention. 

After 
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After he was Senteficed in the Sttr-Chamber^ fome of his 
Friends rcforted to him, to lament, and condok with him 
for his Misfortune, and (owe of them feem'd to wonder that 
in an Affair of fuch a Nature, He had not found means to 
have made ibme Submiflioo, and Compofitioo, that might 
have prevented the Publick Hearing, which proved fo much 
to his Prejudice in point of Reputation, as well as Profit. 
He anfwer'd them with ail the formality imaginable, ^^ that 
^^they had reafon indeed to wonder at him upon the Event; 
^ but when they Qiould know how he had govera'd himfelf, he 
^' believ'd they would oeafe to think htm worthy of blame. 
And then related to them, '^ that aflbon as PubUcation had 
^' palled in his Ciufe, and the Books were taken out, he had 
^' defired his Council ( who were all able Men, and fome d[ 
^^them very Eminent) in the Vacation time, and they at 
^' moil leifiire^ to .meet together, and carefully to look over, 
^^ and perufe all the Evidence that was taken on both fides i 
^^and that then they would attend him fuch a Morning, 
^' which he appomted upon their conient, at his own Home 
^^ at Wefimnfiir : That they came at the time appointed ; and 
^^ beine then (hut up in a Room together. He asked diem, 
^^ whether they had fufSciently peruTed all the Books , apd 
^^ were throughly inform'd of his Cafe ? To which they all 
^^anfwer'd, that they had not only read them all over to- 
'^gether, but had feverally every Man by him£elf perufed 
^ them again^ and they believ'd they were all well inform'd of 
^^the whole. That he then told them he had defired thisCon^ 
^^ference with them, not only as his Council, by whofeOpi- 
^'nion he meant to govern himfelf, but as his particular 
^^ Friends, who, he was fure, would give him their beft Ad- 
^^ vioe, and perfwade him to do every thing as they would do 
^' themfelves, if they were in his Conditioa That he was now 
^^offer'd to make his Peace at Court, by fuch an humble Sub- 
^^miffioQ to the King, as he was moft inclin*d, and ready to 
^' make ; and which he would make the next day after his 
'^Caufe was heard, though he (hould be declared to be In- 
^'nocent, of which he could make no doubt ^ but that which 
^^ troubled him for the prefent, was, that the Infiimoufnefs of 
^^ the Charge againft him, which had been often Expofed, and 
*^ Inlarged upon in fc^veral motions, had been fo much taken 
^' notice of through the Kingdom, that it could not confift 
^^ with his Honour to divert the Hearing, which would be im- 
^' pured to his want of Confidence in his Innocence, fince Men 
^^ did not fufpeft his Courage , if he durft rely upon the 
"other; but thu he was Refolv'd, as he faid before, the next 
**^day after he (h)uld bz vindicated from thofe Odious Afper- 
t^ lions, he would caft himfelf at the King's fee.r^ with all the 
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Humility , and Submiffion^ which the moft Guilty Man 
^^ could make profeilion of. Ic was in this point he defired 
*^ their Advice, to which he would, w^hout adhering to his 
^^own Inclination, entirely conform himfelf ; and therefore 
*^ defired them, fingly in order, to give him their Advice. 
He repeated the feveral , and diftind difcourfe every Man 
had made , in which he was fo pundual, that he applied 
thofe* Phrafes, and Expreflions, and Manner of Speech to 
the Several Men, which they were all taken notice of fre- 
quently to ufe^ as many Men have fome Peculiar Words in 
difcourfe, which they are mod delighted with, or by cu- 
ftom moft addi&ed to : and in conclufion, ^^ that they were 
^^ Unanimous in their Judgements , that he could not, with 
'^ the prefervation of his Honour, and the opinion of his In- 
^^ tegrity, decline the Publick Hearing ; where he muft be 
^^ unqueftionably declared Innocent ; there being no Crime, 
*^ or Miiclemeanour prov'd againft him in fuch a manner, as 
'^ could make him liable to Cenfure : They all commended 
^^ his Refolution of Submitting to the King aflbon as he had 
^^ made his Innocence to appear ; and they all advifed him to 
'^ purfue that Method. This, he faid, had Swayed him ; and 
^^ made him decline the other Expedient, that had been pro- 
*^pofcd to him. 

This Relation wrought upon Thofe to whom it waa 
made, to raife a Prejudice in them againft the Juftice of the 
Caufe, or the Reputation of the Council, as they were moft 
inclined; whereas there was not indeed the leaft (hadow of 
Truth in the whole Relation ; except that there was fiich a 
Meeting, and Conference, as was mentioned, and which had 
been confenced to by the Bifhop upon the joint defire, and 
importunity of all the Council; who, at that Conference, 
Unanimoully advifed and defired him ^ to ufe all the Means 
<^ and Friends he could, that the Caufe might not be brought 
^^ to Hearing; but that he (hould purchafe his Peace at any 
^^ Price ; for that if it were Heard, he would be Sentenced 
^^ very grievoofly, and that there were many things prov'd a* 
^^gainft him, wlndi would fo much refleft upon his Honour, 
^^and Reputation, and the more for being. aBiftop, that all 
^^kis Friends would abandon him ; and be &»- ever after 
^^afbamed to appear on his behalf. Which Advice, with 
great PaiHon, and Repoaches upon the Several Perfbns for 
their Prefumption, and Ignorance in matters fo much above 
Them, he utterly and (cornfiilly rejeAed. Nor indeed was 
it poffible, at that time, for him to have made his Peace j for 
though upon (bme fonner Addvefles, and Importunity on his 
behalf by fome Perfons of Power, and Flaie in the Ccurt, 
in which the Queen her fdf had endcavQui'd to h;iye done 
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bim good Offices, the King was inclined to have-favcdliim,' 
being a Biftiop,from the Infamy he muft undergo by a Pub- 
lick Trials yec the Bifhops Vanity had, in thofe conjundlures, 
fo &r cranfported him, that he had done all he could to have 
infimiated, "that the Court was afliam'd of what they had 
*'donei and had prevail'd with feme of his Powerful Friends 
"toperfwade him to that Compofition : upon which the 
King would never hear more any Perfon who moved on 
His behalf. 

1 T had been once mention'd to Him, whether by Autho- ' 
rity, or no, was not known, ''that his Peace (hould be made, 
** if he would reflgn his Bifboprick, and Deanery of Weft- 
*^ minfter ( for he had That in Commendam ) *' and take a 
"good Bifhoprick in IreUndy which he poficively refuted ^ 
and faid, "he had much to do to defend hsmfelf agafnft the 
*' Arch-Bifliop Here; but if he was ivilre/andy There was a 
*^ Man ( meaning the Earl of Strafford) who would cut off his 
" Head within one Month. 

This Bilhop had been for foroe years in the Tower, by 
the Sentence or the Star-Chamber, before this Parliament 
met ; when the Lords, who were the moft Aftive and Pow- 
erful, prdendy refoVd to have him at Liberty. Some had 
much kindnefs for him; not only as a known Enemy to the 
Arch Bilhop of Canterbury ^ but as a Supporter of Thofe 
Opinions, and Thofe Perfons, which were againft the Church 
it felF And he was no feoner at Liberty, and brought into 
the Houfe, but, as has been before mention'd, he defended, 
and feconded the Lord Say^ when he made an Invcdive with 
all the Malice, and Bitternefs imaginable, againft the Arch- 
Bifliop then in Prifon ; and when he had concluded, that 
Bilhop faid y ^' that he had long known that noble Lord, and 
" had always believ'd him to be as well afl&dled to the Church 
"as Himfelf, and fo he continued to make all his Addrefs to 
that Lord, and Thofe of the fame Party. Being now in full 
Liberty, and in fame Credit, and Reputatiod, he applied 
himfelf to the King y and made all poffible profeffions of 
Duty to his Majefty, and Zeal to the Church ; proteftidg 
'* to have a perrcfl: Deteftatioh of Thofe, Perfons, who ap- 
** peared to have no Aflfedlion or Duty towards his Majefty, 
" and of all evil intentions aeainft the Religion Eftablilh'd ; 
" and that the Civilitv he had ezprefled towards them, was 
" only out of Gratitude for the good Will they had (hew'd 
"to Him; and efpecially that he might the better promote 
'^ his Majefty's Service. And it being his turn (hortly after, 
as Dean of IVeftmnftery to Preach before the King ; he took 
occafion to fpeak of the FaAions in Religion; and mention- 
ing the Presbyterian Diicipline, he faid, ^^ it was a Govern* 
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^^ meotooly fit for TayJora aod Shoocsak^rs, and the like : 
^^ not for Noblemen, and Gentlemen : which gave great Scan- 
dal, afKt Oftence to hia great Patrons; to. whom he eaiily 
reconciled himfelf , by making Them as merry with feme 
Sharp Sayings of the Court, and by performing more Sub- 
ftamial Offices for them. 

When> upon the Trial of the Eix\ of Strafford^ it wag 
reiblv'd to decline ^he Judgement of the Houfeot Peers, and 
to proceed by Bill of Attainder : .aiid thereupon it was very 
unreafonably Mov'd, " that the Bifhops might have no Vote 
^^ in the pafling that hik of Parliament y becaufe they pre- 
^^ tended it was to have their hand in Blood, which was a- 
^^ gainfi: an old Canon ; This Biihop, without communicating 
with^ny of his Brethren, very Frsjnkly declared his opinion, 
*^ that they ought not to bepr^feot.; and offered, not only in 
his own Name, but for the. reft of the Bifliops, '^ to with- 
*' draw always when That bupnefs was entered upon ; and fo 
betray'd a Fundamental Right' of the whole Order ^ to the 
great Prejudice of the Ki^g, andto the taking away the Life 
of that Perfon, who could not other wife have Suffcr'd 

And (hortly after, when the King declared, that he nei- 
ther would, nor could in Confcience, give his Royal Aflent 
to that Aft of Attainder; when the Tumults came about the 
Court with Noife and Clamour for Juftice ; the Lord Say 
deQred the King to Confer with his Bifhops for the Satisfa- 
ftionof his Confcience ; and defired him to fpeak with That 
BiOiop in the point. After much difcourfc together, and the 
King infilling upon many particulars, which might induce 
others to confent ; but were known to Himfelfto beFaife; 
and therefore he could never in Confcience give his own con- 
fent to them; the BiOiop, as hath been mentioned before, 
amongft other Arguments, told him ; ^^ that he muft confi- 
"der, that as he had a Private Capacity, and. a Publick, fo 
^^ he had a Publick Confcience as well as a Private ; that 
"though bis" Private Confcience, as a Man, would not per- 
"mit him to do an Aft contrary to his own Underftanding, 
'^Judgement, and Confcience; yet his Publick Confcience, as 
^' a King, which obliged him to do all things for the Good 
"of his People, and to preferve his Kingdom in Peace for 
"Himfelfand his Pofterity, would not only permit him to 
"do That,' but even Oblige, and Require him. That he faw 
'^ in what Commotion the People were ; that his own Life, 
" and that of the Queen's, and the Royal Iflue, i?iight prcba- 
'' bly be Sacrificed to that Fury ; and it would be very ftrange, 
"if his Confcience ihould prefer the Life of one fingle Private 
" Perfon how Innocent foevcr, before all thofe other Lives, 

^^ and the prefer vation of the Kingdom, 
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This wu the trgumenttcioo of db«t onhtppf Ct£aBt y 
who trul7> it mty be» did bdinre himfelf^ for covardi the 
end of the War, and when the King^a Power dccUo'd ; he^ 
beiog then an Arch-Bifliop^ did in Perfon aifift the Rebels to 
take a Caftle of the King's ; in which there urns t Ganifoo, 
and which was taken by a long Siege ; beanie be mighc 
thereby the better enjoy the Pro6ts of hia own Eftac^ which 
lay thereabouts 

U Po N all thefe great Services He had perfomi'd tor the 
Pdrty, he grew every day more Imperious ; and afbcr the 
King thought it neceAry to make him Arch-Bt(hop<^Tiri, 
which, as the time then was, could not qualify him to do 
more harm, and might poflibiy diipofe, and oblige him to do 
Tome good : he carried bimfeif fo Infolentlv, in the Houfe 
and out of the Houfe, to all Perlons^ that he -became much 
more Odious univerfidly, than ever the other Arcb-Bifliop 
had been ; havnig fure more Enemies than He, and few or 
no Friends, of which the Other had abundance. And the 
great hatrecf of this Man's Perfon and Behaviour y was the 
greateft invitation to the Houie of Commons fo irr^ularly 
to revive that Bill to remove the Bifliops j and was their 
chief encouragement to hope, that the Lords, who had re- 
jeAed the Former, would now Pais, and confcnt to this Se- 
cond Bill. 

This was one of the Bifliops, who was moft ruddy treat- 
ed by the Rabble ; who gathered themfelves together about 
the Houfe of Peers, crying out, Nt Bifbofs^ K^ l^b&fs : and 
his Perfon was aflaulted. and Robes torn from his bick ; upon 
which, in very juft diipleafure, he retum'd to his houfo^ the 
Deanery at Weftmhfter ^ and fent for all the Biihops , who 
were then in the Town ( it being within very few days rf 
Chrijhnas ) of which there were Twelve or Thirteen j and, 
in much Paffion, and with his natural Indignation, He pro- 
pofed asabfblutely necefl&ry ; **that tbby might Unanimoufljr, 
•' and Prefently prepare a Protcftatioo, to fend to the Hoofk 
^^ againft the Force that was uled upon Them ; and againft 
^' all the k&Sy which were, or (hould be done durii^ the 
" time that They fliould by Force be kept from doing their 
^^ Duties in the Houfe. And immediately, having Pen and 
Ink ready, Himfelf prepared a Proteftation ; which being 
read to them, They all approv'd ; depending upon His great 
Experience in the Rules oiF the Houfe, where he had (ace fo 
' many Years, and in fome Parliaments in the place of Speaker, 
whiJft he was Keeper of the Great Seal; and fo preiuming, 
that He could commit no errour in Matter or Form : and 
without further Communication, and Advice, which both 
the Importance of the Subjcd, and the Diftemper of the 
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time did require ; and that it miehc have been coofider'd as 
iBvell vhat was Fit, as what was Right ; without further de* 
lay, than what was nccct&ty for the ^ir Writing, and In- 
groSf&ng the Inftrument they had pcpar'd ; Tb^ ail fet 
their hands to it. Then the Arch-Biuiop went to WUte-lM 
to the Kine, and prefented the Proceftation to him ^ ic be- 
ing direAed to his Majefty with an bumble defire, that Hs 
ivould fend it to the Houle of Peers, fince They could not 
pre&nt it Themfelves ; and that He would command, that it 
ihould beEnter'd in the Journal of the Houfe. His Majefty 
calling his Eye perfunAorily upon it, and believing it had 
been drawn by Mature Advice, no fooner received ic, than he 
delivered it to the Lord Keeper, wiio unfortunately happen'U 
to be Itkewife prefenr, with his command that he dbould de- 
liver it to the Houfe as htm as it met y which was to be 
within two hours after. The Petition contained thefe words, 

Ta the Kmg's moB ExceUent Msjefly ; awd the LerdsyomlThiFetmm 
Peers new afemiled m ParUament. i*'/*'*?'.. 

Bifitft u the 

^^ The humble Petition, and Proteilation of all the Biibops, j^.^ i^d 
** and Prelates now called by his Majefty's Writs to atrend ''•<• •/ 
^ the Parliament, and pre&nt about LiemJ»m and WkH* ^^^ 
^^ minfier for that Service. 

^'Tfiat, whereas the Petitioners were called up by Se- 
^' veral and Refpeftive Writs, and under great Penalties to at- 
^^ tend in Parliament ; and have a clear and indubitable Right 
'^ to Vote in Bills, and other matters whatfbever Debateable 
^^in Parliament, by the ancient Cuftoms, Laws, and Statutes 
*^ of this Realm ; and ought to be Protcdled by your Majefty, 
^^ quietly to attend, and profecute chat great Service : 

*^ T HT Y humbly Remonftrate, and Proteft before God, 
*' Your Majefty, and the noble Lords and Peers now aflem- 
^^ bled in Parliameat^ that as They have an indubitable Right 
^' to Sit, and Vote in the Houfe of Lords, fo are they ( if they 
*^may_beprotciked from Force, and Violence) mdl ready, 
^^ and willing to perform their Duties accordingly \ and that 
^^ they do Abominate all A&ions or Opinions tending to Fo- 
^^ pery, and the maintenance thereof; as aUb all Propenfion, 
^^ and Inclination to any Malignant Party, or any other Side, 
^^ or Party whatfoever, to the which Their own Reafbns, and 
'^ Confciences (hall not move them to Adhere* 

^* But, whereas They have been at fevcral times, violent- 
^^ ly Menaced , Affi^onted , and Aflauked by Multitudes of 
^^ People in their xx>ming to perform their Services in that 
^^ Honourable Houfe , and lately Chafed away, and put in 
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^daogerof their Lt?cf. andc&n findno Redtdk, or Proce- 
^ Stkm upon fuodry Compliints made to both Hoafes in 
** Thefe Ptrticulirs : 

^< T H E V likewife hainbly Proteft before your Mqefty, and 
*' the noble Houfe of Peers ; chat, laving to themietycs all 
^ their Rights, and Intercfts of Sitting, and Voting in That 
^Houfe at other times; They dare not Sicor Vote in the 
^ Hoafe of Peers, until your Majefty (hall further (ecure tbcm 
^* from all Affronts, Indignities, and Dangen in thepremiies. 

^^Lastlt, whereas their fiearsare not built upon Fanca- 
^ fies, and Conceits, but upon fuch Grounds and Obieftsy as 
^* may well terrify Men of good Reiblutions, and miicb Gon- 
^ ftancy ; They do in all Duty and Humility Proteft, before 
*^your Majefty, and the Peers of That moft Honourable 
'< Houfe of Parliament, againft all Laws, Orders, Votes, Re- 
^' folutions and Determinations, as in tliemfelves NuU and of 
^^ none EfieA, whidi in Their Abfence, fince the fevcn and 
^ twentieth of this Inftant Month of December i6^iy have 
^^ already Pafled ; as likewife againft all Such, as ihall her«&er 
^' Pals in That moft Hoocurablc Houfe^ during the time of 
'' this Their Forced and Violent Abfence from the faid moft 
'^Honourable Houfe; not denying but if Their Abfbnting 
<<Therofelvcs were Wilful and Voluntary, That moft Ho- 
** nourable Houfe might proceed in all Theie Premifes, Their 
*' Abfence, or this Their Proteftationnotwichftanding : 

^^And humbly Befeeching your moft excellent Majefty 
<< to command the Clerk of the Houfe of Peers to Enter this 
<< Their Petition, and Proteftation amongft the Records :

It was great pity, that, though the Arch*Bi<hops Paffion 
tranfported him, as it ufually did ; and his Authority impofed 
upon the reft, who had no afiPe&ion to his Perfon, or reve- 
rence for his Wifdom; his Majefty did not take a little tiine 
to confider of ir, before he put it out of his Power to alter 
it, by putting it out of his hands. For it might eafily have 
been difccrn'd by Thofe who were well acquainted with 
the Humour, as well as the Temper of both Houfes, that 
fome Advantage, and ill Ufe would have beea.made offbme 
Expreffions contained in^it \ and that it coirld produce no good 
EfteA. Bu( the fame Mpcive and Apprehenfion , that had 
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pfeci{ntftted the Bilhops to fo hafty a Rcfolution ( wfakb was, 
r^MX the Houfe of recn would b^ye made that u<e of the 
Sifhops beiiig kept from theHouTe, that they would in that 
dme have, pafled the BiU it felf for taktog aw^v their Votes j 
liad its tSaStB likewife w^th the Ktoe ; who iiad the fame 
iinaginatioD, aod therefoce would lote no time in the traof- 
joxUBoa of it to the Houfe . Whereas it is more probable the 
Lords would never have made ufe of chat very Seaibn, wbilft 
the Tusiults ftiU cxmunued, for the Fading an Ad of thac 
importance^ and the Scaodal, if not Invalidity of it, would 
liave be«i an Unanfwerable ground for tbeKii^ to have re^ 
fiifed his Royal AOent to it. 

AssooN as this Proceftation, wfajcb, no donbt, in the 
time before the Houfe was to meet, had been communicated 
to Thofe who were prepared po fpcric upon it, was Deliver- 
ed by die Lord Keeper with im '. Majefty's Command^ and 
Read ; die Governing Lords maoifeited a great Satisfadtion 
init ; Some of them feying,-^ that there was Digitus Dei to' 
^ bring Thatto pafs, Which they could not Ocherwife have 
^^ compared ; and wicbottt ever Dedaring any Judgment or 
Opinion cS their own upon it, which they ought to have done, 
the matter only having relation to themfelves , and con- 
cerning dieir own Meo^rs ; they fent to deiire a Confe- 
rence prefently with the Houie of Commons, upon a hM^-niFrouz ^ 
ncfs of Importance j and, at the Conference, only Read, and>^^'"»«'''^- 
Dehvcr'd the Proteftation of the Bifliops to dicm ; which, ^Z7tiUto 
the Lord Keqxi* told them, he had received from the King's ti^e m^fe ff 
own Hand, with a Command to Prefent it to the Houfe ofar.;v<>r; 
Peers. The Houfe of Commons took very little time to con- *• <^"'f'' 
fiderof the matter; Init, within faadf anhoijfr, they fent upn^r 
to the Lords ; and , without further Examinadon , accufed ^^c'* 
them all who had Subfcribed the Proteftation, of High Trea- ^^;. 
fon; and, by this means, they were ail,, the whole Tweivc^ll^'li'^^- " 
of diem, committed to Prifon; and remained in the Tower rrtf^Vsr,;., 
till the Bill for the potting them out of the Houfe was Pafled,r^o' arc 
which was not till many Months after. «mm;r/-a . j 

W HEN the Paffion, Rage, and Fury of this time Ihall be'^' '>"'*- 
forgotten , and Poftcrity fliali find, amongft the Records of 
the ^pream Court of Judicamre, fo many Orders, and Refo* 
lutions in vindication of the Liberty of the Subjeft againft the' 
Imprifoningof any man, though by the King Himfclf, with* 
out flffigning fuch a Crime as the Law hath determined to be 
worthy of Imprifonment ; and in the fame Year, by this high' 
Court, ihali find Twelve Bilhops, Members of This Courc, 
<;ommitted to.Prifon for High Trcafoa, for the Prdeming. 
This Proteftation J Men will furely .wonder at the Spirit of 
that Refarniation : and even that Claufe of Dccbripg ali Atti 
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Nutl| which had been, or (hould be done in their Abfence, 
in defence of "which no man Then durft open his Mourh, 
will be thought good Law, and good Logick ; noc that the 
Prefence of the BiQiops in chat time was fo Eflential^ that no 
AA fliould Pafs without Them ; which had given them a 
Voice, upon the matter, as Negative as the King's ; and Them- 
felves, in their Inftrument, Dilclaimed the leaft Pretence to 
filch a qualification ; but becaufe a Violence ofler'd to the 
Freedomof any One Member, is a Violation to all the Reft : 
as if a Council confift of Threeicore, and the door to that 
Council be kept by Armed men, and all Such, whofe Opini- 
ons are noclilced, kept out by force; no doubt the Freedom 
of Thofe Within is infringed, and all Their Afts as Void 
and Null, as if they were Locked in, and kept without meat 
till they alter'd their Judgments. 

And therefore you (ball find in the Journals of the moft 
Sober Parliaments, that, upon any eminent Breach of Their 
Privileges, as always upon the Commitment of any Mem- 
ber for any thing Said or Done in the Houfe, fometimes upon 
]e& occafions, that Houfe, which apprehended the Trefpafs, 
would fit mute, without Debating, or Handling any bufinefs, 
and then Adjourn ; and this hath been pradiicd many days 
together , till they had Redre^s or Reparation. And their 
Reafon was, becaufe their Body was L^ime ^ and what was 
befallen One Member, threatened the Reft ; and the confe- 
quence of one A& might extend it felf to many other, which 
. were not in vicw^ and thisniade their Privileges of fo ten- 
der, and nice a temper, that they were not to oe. Touched, 
or in the leaft degree Trenched upon ; and therdfbre that 
in fo apparent an A& of Violence, where it is not more dear 
that they were committed to Prifon, than that they durft 
not then Sit in the Houfe, and when it was Lawful in the 
Houfe of Peers for every diflenter in the moft Trivial Debate, 
to enter his Proteftatipn againft that fenfe he liked nor, though 
he were fingle in his opinion ; That it (hould not be Law- 
ful for Thofe, who could not Enter it Themfelves, to Pre- 
fent this Proteftation to the King, to whom they were ac- 
countable under a Penalty for their Abfence ; and unlawful to 
that degree, that it (hould render them culpable of High 
Treafon ; and fo forfeit their Honour, their Lives, their For- 
tunes, expofe their Names to perpetual Infiimy , and their 
Wives and Children to Penury, and want of bread ^ will be 
looked upon as a Determination of that Injuftice , Impiety, 
and Horrour, as could not be believed without thofe deep 
marks, and Prints of Confuiion that followed, and attended 
That Refolution. 
And yet the Indifcretion of Thofe Biihops^ fwayed by 
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the Pride, and Paffionof chat Arch-BiQiop, in applying that 

Remedy at a time, when they faw all Forms and Rules of 

Judgaiene impetuoufly declined; and the power of their Ad* 

ver&ries ib great, that the Laws themfelvesfubmicted to their 

Oppreflion^ that They (hould, in fuch a Storm , when the 

beft Pilot was at his prayers, and the Card, and Compafs lofl*, 

without the advice of one Mariner, put themfelves in fuch a 

Cock-boat, and to be fevered from the good Ship, gave that 

Scandal and OfFence to all thofe who paflionately defired to 

preferve their FunAion, that they had no companion, or re^* 

gard of their Peribns, or what became of them 5 infomuch 

as in the whole Debate in the Houfe of Commons , there 

was only o^' Gentleman, who fpokein their behalf, and faid j 

*^ he did not believe they were guilty of High Trcafon, but 

^^ that they were Surk Mad ^ and therefore defircd they might 

^^ be fent to Bedlam. 

This high, and extravagant way of proceeding brought 
no Prejudice to the King ; and though it made their Tribu-* 
ml more terrible to men who laboured under any Guilt, yet 
it exceedingly leflened the Reverence and Veneration, that 
formerly had been entertained /or Parliaments : and this laft 
Accufation, and Commitment of fo many Bifliops at Once^ 
was looked upon by all Sober men with Indignation. For 
whatever Indifcretion might be in the thing it ielf, though 
fome ExprefSons in the matter might be Unskilful and Un« 
warrantable, and the Form of preieming and tranfmitcing ir. 
Irregular and Unjudifiable ( for all which the Houfe of Peers 
might punifh their Own Members, according to their difcrc- 
tion) yet every man knew there could be noTreafon in it; 
and therefore the end of their Commitment, and the ufe all ^^^ 

men faw would be made of it, made it the more Odious 3 and T^ 

the Members who were abfcnt from both Houfes , which 
were Three parts of Four, and many of thofe who had been 
prefenr, Abhorred the Proceedings ; and attended the Houfes 
niore diligently^ fo that the Angry Party, who were no more 
treated with, to abate their Fury, would have been compel- 
led to iMive given over all their Defigns for the Alteration of 
the Government both in Church, and States if the Volatile, 
and Unquiet Spirit of the Lord Digi^ had not prevailed with 
the King, contrary to his Refolution, to have given Them 
fome Nfew Advantage j and to depart from nis purpofe of do- 
ing nothing without very mature Deliberation. 

Though S' WiUiam Balfour, who is alread)[ mentioned, 
had, from the beginning of this Parliament, forgot all his 
Obligations to the King ; and had made himfelf very Graci- 
ous to thofe people, whofc ^Jory it was to be thought Enemies 
to the Court i and, whiiit the liarl oi Strafford was his Pri- 
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foocr. did mtny OffioM im Iwyoming cbc Truft he hid from 
chc NiQgy tod cooeributed much co the JadooTvy which that 
Ihrcy hadof hisMajeft^; upoo which cbere had been aloog 
lefolutioo to fcmove him from that Chaige ; bMt todo ic with 
hia own Cookotf that there might be no maniftftatioD of 
Difploiiire ; yet it wu t very Mnfeafonabk Coftjmifturey 
which was taken to execuc» ic in ; anddiia wbok Traalkdi- 
on wtt fo fecretly carried, that there waa neither notice nor 
fufpicion of it, tul it waa heard, that S' lUmm Utmfnd was 
Sworn Lieutenant of theToWer : a man, whp« though of an 
ancient Family in Sugi*^ was of t very finall, and decayed 
Fortune, and of no good Education ; having been few yean 
before, compelled to fly the Kingdom, lo tvoid ^ hand of 
Jnftice for fome riotoua Miidemeanour ; by reafon whereof, be 
fpent fome time in theKrviceoftheKhigof fIrMicfyWberehe 
got the reputation of a Man of Courage, and a good Officer 
of Foot; and in the be^nntng oftheTroubleshere had fome 
Command in the King'a Army ; but fo much inferior to 
many others, and was fo little known, except upon the diftd- 
vantage of an iU Chaiader, that, in the moft Dutifel time, 
the Promotion would have appeami very ungrateful. He was 
mterly a Stranger to the Kiiig, and tboefere it wat qotckly 
underftood to proceed from the Single eledUon of the Lord 
Htgkj^ to whom he was likewiie very little known; who had 
in truth, dcfigncd* that Office to his Brother S' I/var JEMivx, 
againft whom there could have been no exception, but hir 
Relation : but He being not at that time in Town, and the 
other having fome feaet Reafon to fill that place in the In- 
ftanr, with a man who might be trufted ; he faddainiy reiblved 
upon this Gentleman, as one who would be Faithhil to him 
for the obligation, and execute any thing be Ibould defire, or 
direft ; which was a reafon he might eajQIy have forefcen 
would provoke more powerful Oppofition^ which errour, as 
isfaid before, was repaired by the foddain change, and put- 
ting in ^^John Bfrom'y though it gave little &cisiiH5tion, and 
the lefs , by reafon of another more inconvenient A£kion, 
The ^tfur. which changed the whole Face of Affiurs, and caufed Hiii 
nejGefurAi ^q bc oiore rcflcded upon. 

ii^Js«!M^' I N the Afternoon of a day when the two Houfes fate, Her- 
H»uft •/ t^ the King's i^uroey informed the Houfe of Peers, that 
Urdt th$ hehadfomewbat to fay to them from the King; and there- 
urd Kim- upon, having a Paper in bis hand, he (aid, that tbn King com- 
fv^ltA^. mandcd him to accule the Lord KmUhan^ a Memter of that 
ten •/ tht Houfe, aud fi VA Gentlemen, who were ail Members of the 
Ji<nif€ •f Houfe of Commons, of HighTreaibn; and that bis Majefty 
^tTJkr* *^ ^^^ himfcif delivered him in Writing feveral Articles, upon 
fit which he accuied t^m ^ im) he t^ad in a Paper thefe enfuiog 
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Aitidesy by which the Lord Khdobm^ DimillMky S' Ar- 
thm HMtr^y M' Tym^ M' HfaMm, and Mr Sir9dfy ftood 
Accafed of High Treafon^ for Gonfpiring i^aioft the King, 
and the Parltament.

I. "That They ha?e Traitevoufly endeavoor'd to^b*

a. *^ T H AT They have endeavoured, by many foul Afper- 
^ fions upon his Majefty, and his Government, to alienate the 
'* Afiedions of bis People, and to make his Majefty odbus 
*^ to Them. 

3. **That They have cndeavoar'd to draw his Majefty's 
^' late Army to difobedience to his Majefty 's Command, and to

Thb Houfeof Peers was ibmewhat appall'd at this Ala* 
rum ^ but took time toconfider of it, till the next day, that 
they might fee how their Matters the Commons would be- 
have tti^m^lves ; the Lord Kimbolton being prefent in the 
Houfe, and making great profeffions of his Innocence; and ' 
no Lord being b birdy to pre6 for his Commitment on the 
behalf of the King. 

A T the ftme time, a Serjeant at Armes demanded to be a s^rjeam 
heard at the Houfe of Commons from the King ; and being *» '^'•'j" 
fent for to the Bar, demanded the Perfons of five of their ^^'^J^^^.^^^ 
Members to bedeliver'd to him in his Majefty's Name, his,„,;,^ h.-/"* 
M3iv^fty having aecqfed thorn of High Treafon. But the Com- n/ Ommtm. 
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mons were not much furpriltd wirb the Accident ; torbt&des 
that they quickly knew what had pafled with the Lords, tome 
Serv^cs of the King, by efpedtl Warrant, had vifiDed the 
Lodgings of fome of the Accufed Members, and Sealed up 
their Studies and Trunks ^ upon information whereof, be- 
fore that Serjeant came to the Houft, or Publick notice was 
taken of the Accufacion, an Order was made by the Commons ; 
^^> That if any Pcrfon whatfoever fliould come to the Lodgings 
^^of any Member of that I^mfis^ and. there offer to Seal the 
** Doors, Trunks, or Papers of fuch Members, or to Seize 
^^ upon th&ir Perfons ; that then fuch Member fliould require 
^^ the aid of the next Conftable^. to kqep fuch Perfons in fafe 
^^Cuftody, till the Houfe (hould give further Order : that if 
**any Perfon wbatfoerer iliouldofler to Arreft or Detain any 
^^ Member of that Houfe, without firft acquainting that Houie 
*' there wrth,and receiving furcher Order from thence; it fliould 
^' be lawful for fuch Member to ftand upon his Guard, and 
*^ make Refiftance, and for any Pcrfon to aflift him, accord- 
** ing to the Protcftation taken to defend the Privileges of 
^^ Parliament* And fo, whea the Serjeant had delivered his 
Meflage, he was no more called in j but a Meflage fent to the 
King, '* that the Members fliould be forth conning aflbon as 
^^ a Legal' Charge, fliould be preferr^ agaioftthem; and Co 
the Houfe Adjourned till the next day, every one of the Ac- 
cufed Perfons caking a Copy of that Order, which was made 
for their Security. 
ih: i<it»s The next day in the Afternoon, the Krag, attended only 
fi7urj If' ^^ ^^^ ^^'^^ "^"^^ Guard, and fome few Gentlemen, who put 
clZmous themfelves into their company in the )vay, came to the Houfe 
to demAnd of Commons ; and commanding ail his Attendants to wait 
ii»w. at the Door, and give offence to no Man j Himfelf, with 
his Nephew, the Prince Eledtor, went into the Houfe, to the- 
great amazement of all : and the Speaker leaving the Chair, 
the King went into iti and told. the Houfe, "he was forry 
'^for that occafionof coming to them ; that yefterday he had 
'^ fenc his Serjeant at Armes to Apprehend fome, that, by his 
*^ command, were Accufed of HighTreafon; whereunto he 
*' cxpefted Obedience, but inftead thereof he had receiv'd a 
^^ Meflage. He declared to them, that no King of England h^id 
^^ been ever, or fliould be more careful to maintain their Pri- 
^^ vileges, than He would be ; but that in Cafes of Treafon 
*' no Man had privilege ; and therefore he came to fee if 
*'any of thofe Perfons, whom he had Accufed, were There j 
** for he was refolv'd to have them, wherefoever he fliould 
'' find them : and looking then about, and asking the Speaker 
" whether they were in the Houfe, aad he making no anfwer, 
^'befaid, he pcrceiv'd xhc Birds wf re all F/ovm, but expeded 
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'^they fliould be fenc to him, aflboo as chey return'd thither ; 
*^ and aOiired them in the Word of a King, that he never in* 
^'tended any Force, but would proceed againft them in a bdr^ 
'^aod legal way, and fo return'd to ivUte-Hatt. 

The Accufed PeHbm, upon information and intelligence 
what his Majefty intended to do, how fecrctly foever it waa 
carried at Court, having withdrawn from the Houfe about half 
in hour before the King came thither; the Houfe in great 
difordar, aflbon as the King was gone. Adjourned till the 
jAxa day in the Afternoon ; the Lords being in fo great ap- 
prehenuon upon notice of the King's being at the Houfe of 
Cammons, that the Earl of Effex exprefled a tender fenfe he 
had of the inconveniences which were like to enfue thofe 
Divifions ; and moved, ^^ that the Houfe of Peers, as a work 
^very proper for them, would interpofe between the Kins 
^and hu People ; and Mediate to his Majefty on the behaff 
''of the Perfons Accufed; for which he was reprehended by 
his Friends^ and afterwards Laughed at himfelf, when he 
found how much, a flronger Defence they had, than the beft 
Mediation could prove on Their behalf. 

How fecrctly ioever this Afiair was carried, it wasevident 
that the King's Refolution of coming to the Houfe had been 
difcovered, by the Members withdrawing themfelves, and by 
aCompofednefe, which appeared in the Countenances of ma-* 
117, who ufed to be difturbcd at leis Surprizing Occurrences ; 
and though the purpofe of acculing the Members was only 
confulted between the King and the Lord Dighj ; yet it was 
generally believ'd, that the King's purpofe of going to the 
node,was communicated XoUWiamMurrsjofthQ Bed- Cham- 
ber, with whom the Lord Digi^ had great Friendfliip ; and 
that it was difcover'd by him. And that Lord, who had pro« 
miied the King to move the Houfe for the Commitment of 
the Lord Kimloltowy ailoon as the Atturney General fliould 
haveacaoifed him (which if he had done would probably have 
laiTed a very hot Difpute in the Houfe, where many would 
have joyn'd with him ) never fpoke the leaft word ; but, on 
the contrary, i^em'dthemoft furprized, and perplexed with 
the Attumey's Impeachment ; and fitting at that time next 
the Lord Kmbobony with whom he pretepded to live with 
much Friendfliip^ he whifperM him in the Ear with fome com- 
motion ( as he had a rare talent in Diffimulation) ^^That 
^'the King was very Mifchievoufly advifed; and that it 
^diould go very hard , but he would know, whence that 
'^Counfelproceeded ; in order to which, and to prevent fur- 
"ther Mifchief, he would go immediately to his Majefty; 
and (b went out of the Houfe. 

Whereas He was the only Perfon who gave the Coun- 
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fel, nsmed ifae Perfons, $nd parcicolarly the Lord KmMtom 
( agauift whom lefs could be (aid, than againft tnftny others, 
and who was more generally beloved) and undertook to 
prove chat the (aid Lord KimS^bm told the Rabble, when 
they were about the Parliament Hou(e, that diey (bould go to 
f0:ite'HaB. When he ftmnd the iU Soocefi of the Impoch- 
Dienc in both Houfes, and how unfatisfied all were with the 
proceeding, he advifed the King the next Mommg to go to 
the GuHd'Hali^ and to inform the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
Grounds of his Proceedings ^ which will be me^Uon'd anoo. 
And that People might not believe, that there was mnf de^ 
jcftion of mind, or forrow for what was done^ the AmeNight, 
the feme Council caufed a Proclamation to te pyeparedfor 
the flopping the Ports ; that the Accufed Perfons might not 
efcapc out of the Kingdomi; and to fcnrbid all Perfeos to re- 
ceive, and harbour them^ when it was well known, that they 
were all together in a hou(e in the City, without itj fear of 
their Security. And all this wis done without the leaft com- 
munication with any body, but the Lord Dkfyy who advifed 
it ; and it is very true, was (b willing to take die vaiaaSt ha- 
zard upon h tofelf ; that he did ofler the Kinp;, when he knew 
in what houle they were together^ with a fekft cdospany of 
Gentlemen, who would accompany him, whereof S^Db^xMr 
Xjmsfard was one, to Sei!Z«e upon them, and bring them away 
Alive, or leave them Dead in die place : but the King liked 
not fiich Enterprizes. 
iii Perfim That Nighty the Perfons Accu(cd remov'd themfieives 
'mZeUto' ^"^° ^^^^ Strong-Hold, the City : not that they durft not 
ikt Off, venture themfelves at thcit old Lodgings, for no Man would 
have prcfumed to trouble them, but that the City might ice, 
that they relied upon that Place for a Sanduary of tMir Pri- 
vileges againfl Violence and Oppreflion; and fo mi^t put 
on an early Concernment for them. And they were not dis- 
appointed ; for in fpight of ail the Lord Mayor could do to 
corapofe their Dift^mpers ( who, like a very Wife and Stouc 
Mfigiftrate, bcftirred hitoielf ) the City was that whole Night 
in Armcs; feme People, defign'd to that purpofe, running 
from one Gate to another, and crying out, ** that the On^aliers 
^ were coming to fire the City ; and fome faying^ **that the 
'' King himfelf was in the head of Them. 
7T;< rCiV The next Morning, the King being inforih'd of much 
^r.gs,„ralk9 that had paffed that Night, according to the Advice he had 

rl^ilVft ^^^^^^*<^5 fcnt to the Lord Mayor to call ft Gomn)on Council 

//^^^///''immedia'clyi and, about ten of the Clock, himfelf, attended 

only by three or four Lords, went to the Guild-Hall '^ and in 

the Rcom, where the People were aflembled, told them, 

"He was \cry ferry to hear of the Apprehenficns, they had 
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^emertain'd of £|finger ; tfait He was come to Them, to 
'^ttnew how much he relied upon their Aflfeftions for Ms 
^Sepuricy, and Guard, haying brought no other with him ; 
^im lie had accufed certain Med c( High Treafoo, againft 
'^ whom he would proceed in a Legal way ; and therefore he 
^mfiiai'd they would not flielter them in the Citf . And 
Qfiog many other very Gradoos Expreffioos of his value for 
diem, and ceiling one of the Shnim (who was of the Two 
thoa^ lefi indln'd to bis Service j '^ diat be would Dine 
^wim him, he departed without that Applaufe and Chear- 
(alDg&y which he inight haveexpeded from cbeexcraordinary 
Giaoe he vouchfitfecT to them. And in bis pailage through 
Ac City, the Rude People flocked together, and ay'd our, 
Triviiege tf FarRameni, Privilegf rfFarliamimt^ fome of them 
preffing very near bis own Coach, and amongft- the rdl one 
oiliif out with a very loud Voice, 7> your Tents O I/rse/. 
Ijowever the King, though much Mortified, continued his 
Refoiutioo, taking little notice of the Diflecnpers^ and, hav- 
ing Dined at the griff's, retum'd in the Afternoon to fPbite^ 
bUB^ wad publiflied, the nexc day, a Prodamatioii, for the 
Apprdienfion of all Thofe, whom be bad acxnafed of Hig[b 
Titafbn, forbidding any perfbn to Harbour them; the Arti- 
des of th^ Charge being Itkewifb Printed, and difperfed. 

When the Houfe of Commons next met, none of the 
Accufed Members appearing. They had Friends enough, who 
were well inilruded to aggravate the late proceedings, and 
tQ put the Houfe into a Thoufaod Jealoufies, and Apprehen- 
foos, and every flight Circumftanoe carried weight enough in 
it to dtfl:urb their Minds. They took very little notice of the 
Accttfing the Members j but the King's coming to die Houfe^ 
which Ittd been Never known before, and I>claring, ^^ chat 
'^ he would take Them, wherever he Found Them, was an 
^' Evidence^ that he meant Himfelf to have brought a Force 
^into the Houfe to Apprehend them* if they had been there; 
and was look'd upon as the higheft Breach of Privilege, thac ' 
ooold poflibly be imagin'd. Thty who fpoke moA Faffion- 
ately, and (nobably meant as Malkiooily, behaved themfelvea 
vith Moddfiy, and feem'd only conoem'd in what ooncem'd 
thciD All ; and concluded, after many Lamentations, ** that 
^^they did not think themfelves Safe in that Houfe, till the 
'^ Minds of Men were better Compofedj tbat the City was 
'%il of Apprehenfions, and was v6ry Zealous for their Se- 
^cdrky ; and therefore wiih'd, tbat they might Adjourn the 
'^Parliament to meet in fbme plaae in the City. But that 
was found not Pradicable^ fince it was not in their own 
Power ft> do it, without the Confcnt of the Peers, and the 
Concurrence of the Kiiig ; who wete Both like rather td 
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n# H««/# */choofe a place more dtftant froi^ the City. So, with more 
Sw»7 Reafon, in the end they concluded, "chat the Houfefhoald 
ffciiTjwIw ''Adjourn it feif for two or three days, and name a Com- 
f^r fmt "niittee^ who (hould ikfooth Momins and Afternoon in the 
tUjs.nanu*^^ City • and All who* came ^o have Voioes: ^nA Msrcbafit'' 
uT'""*he "^^y^^-^^^^ was appointed for the place of their meeting^ 
upt lA t •pijgy ^jjQ Served tor Xjmdm^ undertaking, " that it (bould 

<^ be ready againft the next Morning : no Man oppofing or 
contradiding any thing that was faid ; They, who former] 7 
ujed. CO appear for all the Rights atjd Authority which be* 
longed to the King, not knowing what to fay, between Grief 
and Anger, that the Violent Party had by thefe late unskilful 
adionsof the Court, gotten great Advantage, and recovered 
new Spirits: iind the Three rerfons before named, without 
whofe Privity the King bad promifed that he would enter 
upon no Counfe], were (o much difpleafed and dejed^ed, that 
they were inclined, never more to take upon them the Care 
of any thing to be tranfaded in the Houle^ finding already, 
that they could not avoid being looked upon as the Authors 
of thofe 0)unfel5, to which they were fo abfbluce Strangers, 
and which they fo perfedly Detefted. 

And in truth, They had then withdrawn themfelves from 

appearing often in the Houfe, but upon the abftraAed con* 

^deration of their Duty and Conicience, and of the preient 

ill condicionthe King was in ; who likewifc felt within him- 

felf the Trouble and Agony, which ufually attends Generous 

and Magnanimous Minds upon their having committed £r« 

rors, which expofe them to Cenfure , and to Damage, la 

line, the Houfe of Commons Adjourn'd for fomc days, to 

eonfult with their Friends in the City ^ and the Houfe of 

'f^« /-«f^» Lords held fo good Corre/pondence with them , that they 

li^wmini lil^cwifc Adjourn'd to th^fame Days they knew, by foroe In- 

p^rr^ir/tfWftcliigence, the Commons intended to meet again. But the 

Mjs, Lords made no Committee to fitin the City. 

Vo» TVanfi When the Committee met. the next Morning at -Ator- 

ii3i9aiof'thechant-Taylors-HaU^ where All tvho came were to have Voices, 

cymmhtee and whithfir All didcomcat firft, out of Curiofity to bbferve 

'»^ * ^'^^ what Method they meant to proceed in, rather than Expe&a- 

tion that they fliould be able to do any Good there; they 

found a Guard ready to attend them, of Subftantial Citizens 

in Arms, and a Committee from the Common Council, to bid 

them Welcome into the City ; and to Afliire them, " that the 

" City would take Care, that They, and all their Members 

'^ fliouId be Secured from Violence^ andtothatpurpofe had 

'^appointed That Guard to attend them, which fliould be al- 

*' ways Reliev'd twice a day, if they refolvM to fit Morning 

'^ and Afternoon : and acquainted them further , ^^ that the 

" Common 
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^Common Council, in contemplation that they might Sand 
^' m wane of aay thing, had like wife appointed a Committee 
^^ of (o many Aldermen, and fuch a number of the Common 
^^ Council, which (hould meet always at a place named^ at 
" thofe Hours, which that Committee Ihould appoint to meet 
^4t j to the end, that if any thing were to be required of the 
^^Ciiyy they nai^t (till know their Pieafure, and take Care 
^chac itfliould Obeyed. Thus they bad provided for fuch 
a mutual CopanQunication and Confederacy, that they might 
be fure always to be of one Mind, and the One to nelp the 
Ocher in the profecution of thofe Defigns and Expedients , 
which they fbould fiild neccflary to their Common end : the 
Committee of the City cpniifting of the moft Eminent Pbrfons, 
Aldermen and others, for their difaSedion to the Government 
of Church and State. 

At their firft Sicting, the Committee begun with the fta- 
tfizg the Manner of the King's coming to the Houfe, and. all 
he did there; thefeveral Members mentioning all that they 
vould take upon them to remember of his Majefty's Doing 
or Speaking, Doth as he came to the Houfc, and after be was 
there; fbme of them being walking in Wfftmmfter-HdU 
when the King walked through, and To came to the Houfe 
wlch him, or near him; others reporting, what they heard 
fome of the Great Men, who attended his Majeily, fay, as 
tbey pafled by ; every idle word having it's Commenoary ; 
and the Perfons, whoever were named, being appointed to* 
anend, they haying Power given them to fend for ail Perfons, 
and to Exaroine them . touching that Afiair . Nor had any Man 
the Courage to rcfufeto Obey their Summons; fo that all 
thofe of the King's Servants, who were fenc for, appeared 
punftually at the hour that was aflign'd them ; and were Ex- 
amined upon all Queftions, which any one of the Committee 
would propofe to them, whereof many were very Impeni- 
nent, and of little xtht&, to the King. 

It was very well known where the Accufed Perfons were, 
all together in one Houfe in Coleman-Streety near the place 
where the Committee Sate; and whither Perfons trufted pai^ 
fed to and fro to communicate, and receive Diredions; but it 
was not Seaibnable for them yet to appear in Publick, and to 
come and Sit with the Committee, or to own the believing, 
that they thought themfelves fafe frpm the Violence, and the 
A&alts of the Court ; the Power whereof they exceedingly 
contemned, whilft they feemM to apprehend it ; nor was it 
yet time to Model in what manner their Friends in the City, 
and the Country, fliould appear concerned for them ; in pre- 
paring whereof no time was loft. 
Against the day the Houfe was to meet, the firft Ad- 
journment 
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joammeht Qot being for above two or three daya^ the Com- 
mittee had prepared Matter enough for a Report ^ a Relation 
of ail chejr had difcover'd upon thtir EzainiiiatioiiS) and fiich 
Voces, as they thought fit to ofier upon the bicach cf their Pri- 
vilege ^: dac they nSght thereby difoover the Affiftions of the 
Hoqfe, of which they couid not yet calce any meafur^ leeing 
there liad been no Debate fince time Accidents, whicn could 
difcover the general Tamper ^ which they well enough kaew^ 
was not before to their Advantage. lo the mean time, they 
ufed all the ways they could to Afoerfe thofe^ who uiS»d to 
Oppofe them, as the Contrivers of the l«:e Proceodinp ; and 
were willktg they ihoutd know it ^ Which diey imagined, 
would reftrain them from taking tte (ame Liberty they had 
ufiedcodo. 
VHiiifthi And fo at their meeting in the Houfe^ upon the Report 
H^ufe •/ of die Cohimicree, they declared, ^That the King's cotniog 
on»0M»/M;>.«to.t;heHourC) and Demanding the Peribns of divers Mem- 
•^^rfirji «be„ thereof to be dcHvefd unco Him, was a high Breach 
4f4i». ^*' ^^ of the Rigbtt and Privileges of Parliament: and incon- 
^^ fiftent with the Liberty and Freedom thereof^ and there- 
^ fete tihat they could not with the Safety of their own Per- 
^ fons, or the Indemnity of the Rights and Privileges of Par* 
^^ liameQt, Sit there any longer, without a full Vindication of 
^^ fo. high a Breach, and a fuf&cient Guard , wherein they 
^^ might Confide ; and for that Reaibn, did Order, that their 
^^ Houie ffaould be again Adjourn'd for four days ; and that 
f^ the Committee (hould meet in the fame place, to Ccmfider 
^^ and RefblVe of all things^ that might concern the Good and 
^ Safety of the Qty, and the Kingdom ; imd particularly, 
^ How their Prtvilq^s might be Vindicated, and their Per* 
^^fons Secured -, and (hould have Power to Confute and Ad- 
*^ vife with any Pferfon, or Perfons, touching the Premifes. 
And, this Order and Declaration being made, they Adjourn* 
ed : the hft Claufe being intoulcd to bring their Members 
to them. 

A T the meeting of the Houfe, the Committee had in* 
form'd thetti; Firft of the great Civilities, they had received 
from the City in all the particulars, that they might have 
Order to return the Thanks of the Whole Houfe , which 
they eafily obtained ; and, at their return, they took more Ex- 
aminationB than they hdd formerly ; by which they tnade a 
filler Retatk)n of the King's coming to the Houfe, and his 
Carriage and Words there. And becaufe k was vifible to 
alt Men, that the King was fo far from bringing any Force 
with Him, which they defired . it (hould be believ'd he had 
brought, that he. had only his Guard of Halberdiers, and 
fewer of thetn, than ufcd to go With Him on any ordinary

Modoa ; and that fewer oF bis Genckmen Servtnts were 
Then with him, than uiiially attended him when be went 
but to walk in the Park ; and had only their Little Swords ; 
the; were very punAual in mentioning any Light or Ix)o(e 
Words, which had fallen from any Man, that it might be 
bdiev'd) thit there was more in the Matter. As they care- 
fully inferted in their Relation, that one of the Waiters, as 
he walked very near his Majefty through the HalL faid, '^he 
^M agoed Piilol in his Pocket ; and that Another, as they 
vrcre widking up the Stairs towards the Houfe of Commons, 
called out, FaB 0m ^ from which they would have it behev'd, 
thittbere bad been very Bloody intentions. 

Theh They propofed (bme Votes to be offer'dto the 
Hcofe, in which they Voted *^ the Relation, which was made^ 
''to be true ^ and thereupon, that the King's Coming to the 
''Houfe was the higheft Breach of the Privilege •f Parlia- 
"fflcDt, that could be made ; and that the Arrdfting, or en- 
"deavourtng to Arreft, any Member of Parliament was a high 
''Breach of their Privilege: and that the Perfon, who wasfb 
"Ancfted, might lawfully Kefcue. and Redeem himfelf: and 
^ that all, who were prefent, and law the Privilege of rarlia- 
"inent fo Violated, coight, and ought to Aflift the injured 
" Perfon in his Defence , and to procure bis Liberty with 
^Foice. And thefe Votes the Houie Confirmed, when they 
were Reported. Though, in the Debate, it was told them, 
'That they muft take heed, that they did not out of Tender- 
"sefs of their Privilege, which was, and muft be very pre-* 
'^dous to every Man, extend it further, than the Law would 
"fuller it to be extended .* that the Houfe had always been 
^very fevere upon the Breach of any of their Puvileges, and 
" in the Vindicating thofe Members, who were injured ; but 
"that thedifpofing men to make Themfelves fudges^ and to 
"Refcue themfelvesor others, might be of evil Confequence, 
" and produce ill Eftds ; at leaft if it (hould fall out to be, 
" that the Perfons were Arretted for Treafon, or Felony, or 
"Breach of the Peace ; in either of which Cafes, there could 
" be no Privilege of Parliament. This, though a known 
Truth to any, who knew any thingof theLaw, was received 
with Noife and Clamour , and with wonderful evidence of 
Diilike, and fome faint Contradictions, <' that no Such thing 
" ought to be done , whilft a Parliament was Sitting : and 
thtn, falling upon the late Adtion of the King, and the Me- 
rit of thcie Perfons, and without much Contradidtion, which 
was found to be ungrateful, the Houfe Confirm'd all that the 
Commitcec had Voted ; and then Adjourii'd again for fome 
days, and Order'd the Committee tp meet again in the City ; 
which they did Morning and Aftffri^n ; and prepared other 

Votes 
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Votes of a brighter Altoy, tod more in the face of the King, 
and the Law, every day adding to the Fury and Fieroeneft 
of the precedent. The Houfe met and Sat^ only to Confinn 
the Voces which were Pafs'd by the Committee, and co pro- 
iecute fuch Matters, as were by Concert brought to them, by 
Petition from the City ^ which was ready to Advance any 
thing, they were direded ; and fo whilft the Members yet 
iKpc themfelves Concealed, many particulars of great loapor- 
tanoe were tranfaded in thoTe (hort Stttioes of the Houfe. 

The Kin^ about this time^ having tSoond the Inconveni- 
ence and Milchicf to himfelfof^ having no Servant of Intereft 
and Reputation, and who took his buGneis to Heart, in the 
Houfe of Commons, had made the Lord Pslktamd and Sr 
Johm CoUpefper, both Members of that Houfe, aodofunble* 
miflied Reputations and coofefled Abilities , of his Privy- 
Council ; and the one, the Lord FslkUmd^ his Principal Se- 
creury of State, and S^ Jobm Cokfeffer , Chancellor of the 
Exchequer : as is laid bdfbre. And fe, havuig now gotten 
two Councilors about him, who durft Truft one another^ and 
who were Both fit to be Trufted by Him, which he had been 
without above a Year paft^ to His, and the Kingdom's irre- 
parable Di(advantage ^ He thought fit to Publiin a Deelara- 
tion to all his Subjeds, in Aafwer to the Remonftrance, he 
had lately receiv'd from the Houfe of Commons, and was 
difperfed throughout the Kingdom. In which, without the 
leaft Sharpne^ or return of the Language he had receiv'd ^ 
rh€ Kin£t he took notice ^ of the Fears, and Jealoufies ( for thofe were 
^%fwrf the New words,, which ferved to Juftify all Indifpoficions, 
Jjjj^' ^ and to excufc all Dilbrdcrs ) " which made Impreffion in the 
fH^^Rt' ^' Minds of his People, with reference to their Religion, thdr 
vmftMtt. *' Liberty, or their Civil loterefts. 

^^ As to their Religion, He obferv'd the Fears to be of 
^^ Two forts 'y either as Ours here EitabliQied might be in- 
<< vaded by the Roman Party; or as it was accompanied with 
'^fome Ceremonies, at which fome tender Coiuctences, or 
'^ Really were, or Pretended to be, Scandalized. For the firft, 
'^as there might be any fufpicion of Favour or Inclination to 
'^ the Papifts, he iaid, he was willing to Declare to all the 
^^ World, that, as he had been brought up from his Child- 
'^ hood in, and praAifed that Religion, which was Eftablifhed 
^^ in the Church of England ; fo he belie v'd he could, having 
'^ given agood part of his time and pains to the Examination 
^'of the Grounds of it , as it Difter'd from that of Rmne^ 
^^ maintain the fame by Unanfwerable Reafons; and hoped 
^^hefhould be ready to Seal it with the effiifion of his Blood, 
'^ if it fliould pleafe God to call him to that Sacrifice : and 
^^tbac nocbitig could be fo acceptable to him, as any Propo- 
^ ^^ fitiop. 
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"fitioD,. which might contribute to the Advanccroeot of it 
"Here^ or the Propagation of it Abroad ; this being the 
^^ greateft means to draw down a Bleffing from God u| on 
" himfelf, and this Nation j and if this Profeffion of his was 
^^ wanting to his People, he thought himfelf extreamly Un- 
'^fortunatCy for that his conftant Pra£tice in his own Per- 
^^ fon had always been, without Oftencation, as much to evi- 
"dence his Care and Duty therein, as he could poffibly cell 
" how to exprefs. 

• "As for mauers of Ceremony , He faid , he would, in 
*' Tendcrnefs to any number of bis loving Subjeits, be willing 
^^ to comply with the advice of his Parliament, that fome Law 
^^ Ihould be made for the exemption of tender Confciences 
"from punifhment or profecution for negleding (uch Cere- 
" monies ; and in fuch Cafes, which by the judgment of moft 
"men are held to be matters Indifferent , and of foroe to 
" be abfolurely Unlawful. Provided, that that Cafe (hould 
" be attempted, and purfued with that Modcfty , Temper, 
"and Submiflion, that in the mean time the Peace , and 
" Quiet of the Kingdom fliould not be difturbed, the Decen- 
"cy, aod Comlinefs of God's Service not difcountenanced, 
" nor the Pious, Sober, and Devout adions of thofc Reve- 
" rend perfons, who were the firft Labourers in the blefled 
" Reformation, or of that time, be Scandalized, and Defamed. 
"For, he (aid, he could not without Grief ©f Heart, and 
^^ without (bme TaX' upon himfelf and his Minifters for the 
'^not executing of the Laws, look upon the bold Licence of 
*' feme men in Printing of Pamphlets , in Preaching and 
'^Printing of Sermons lb full of bitterncfs and malice againft 
^^thc prefcnt Government, againft the Laws Eiiablilhed^ ib 
" fall of Sedition againft his own Perfon, and the Peace of 
^'the Kingdom; that he was many times atnaxed toconfider 
^'by what Eyes thofe things were Seen, and by what Ears 
"they were Heard. 

"Concerning the Civil Liberties and Interefts of tho 
^^ SubjeAs, He fkid, he Ihould need fay the \t(sy haiing ere- 
" ftcd fo many lafting Monuments of his Princely and Fa- 
" therly care of his People, in thofe excellent Laws pafledby 
" him this Parliament ; which, with very much Content to 
" himfelf, he faid, he conceived to be fo large and Ample, 
''that very many Sober men had little left to wifliforofthac 
"Kind. He told them, he very weUunderftood the Rights 
"and particular Advantages, he had Departed from in many 
"of the A^ he had palled; and thereiore he had reafon to 
"hope, as he had taken all Occafions to render Their condi- 
" Hon moft Comfortable and Happy ; fo They would, in grate- 
"ful and dutiful return, be always leidy with equal Tender- 

^^ nsfs 
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^^nefs Mid Alacrity to advance His Rightt, and prefer His 
^Honour, apon which their own Secority and Sub^eaoe (b 
^ much depended ; and ao particular ihouldbepMfentedun- 
^^ to him for the Compkating, and Eftablifiiing chat Security, 
^ to the whic^ he would not with the fiune r«idine& contri- 
^^ bute his beft Affiftance. He fiud, if thofe Refidutions were 
^^ the tScQ» of his prefent Counfels , and he took God to 
^ Witnels that they were fuch, and that his SubjeAs might 
'^ confidently exped the Benefit of them from him, certainly 
^^ no ill Del^nupon (he Publick could accompany fuch Re- * 
'^ foiutions ^ nekher could there be great caiue of fu(picion 
^^ of any Peribns preferred by him to degrees of Honour, and 
"places of Tnift and Imployment, fince this Parliameac: 
^^ and therefore, that aroongft hisMirfortunes. he reckoned it 
" not the Lead, that, having tot retain'd in his Service, nor 
^^Protededany One perfon, againft whom the Parlianoent 
^^ had excepted, during the whole Sftdng of it, and having 
'* in all that time fcarce vouchfafed to any Man an inftance of 
"his Favour or Grace, but to Such who were under fame 
^' eminent Charader of Eftimation amongft the People, there 
"Aiould fofoon be a mtf-underftandtng or jealoufy dF their 
"Fidelity and Uprightnefs^ efpecially in a time, when he 
" took all occafions to Dedare , that he conceived himfelf 
"capable of being ferved only by Honeft Men, and in Ho- 
"neftWays. 

However, if He had been miftakenin fuch bis Ele* 
^^ £Hon, the Parcicuhir (hould no fboner be difcovered to him, 
•* cither by His own Obfervation, or other certain Informa* 
^'tion, than he would leave them to PubKckJufttce, under 
" the marks of his Difpleafure. If notwithftandmg this, any 
"Malignant Party (hould take heart, and be willing toSacri- 
" fice the Peace and Happinefs of their Country to thdr awn 
" Sinifter Ends and Ambitions, under what pretence of Reli- 
^^gion and Confcience foever ; if they (hpuld endeavour to 
" leflen his Reputation and Intereft, and to weaken his Law- 
" ful Power and Authority with his good Subjeds ; if they 
" fliould go about* by difcountenancing the prelent Laws, to 
^^ loo£bn the bonds of Government , that all Disorder and 
" Confiifion might break in. He doubted not, but God in His 
"good Time would difcover Them ; and the Wifdom, and 
"Courage of his High Court of Parliament would joyn with 
** him in their Suppreffion, and Funifliment. 

** H A V I N o faid all He could, to exprcfi tlie d^amefe and 
"uprightneft of his Intentions, and done all he could to ma- 
" nifeft thofe Intentions, He faid , he could not but ponfi- 
"dently believe, all his good Subjcfts would acknowledge 
^ His part lobe fully perform'dy both in Deeds paft, and pre- 
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^^ letitRelblationscoDo, what withJufHce might bereqiiirtd 

^* of him ; and that th^ijr.Qgiec and Profocrity now depended 

^^ v^holely on Tbetnfelvesj and was in Their own Power, by 

^^ yielding all Obedience and due Reverence to the Law $ 

^^ vrhich is the Inhericance of every Subjed,* and the only Se^ 

^^ cufity biecao have for his Life, Liberty, andEftace^ and chd 

^^ which being negle&ed.or difisfteem'd, under What Specious 

^^ fliews foever, a great meafure of Infelicity, if not anirre* 

^^ parable Confufion, muft without doubt nil upon them. 

^^ And he doubted not, it would be the moft aoooptable De* 

^^claration a King could make tohi3 Subje&s, that hewa^ 

^^ not only refolv'd to keep the Laws himfeif, but to maincaid 

^^ chem againft what Oppofition foever, though with theha^ 

^^ 2ird of his Being. He hoped the Loyalty, and good Af* 

^^ fedions of all his SubjeAs, would Concur with him in the 

^^ conftanc preferving a good Underftanding between Hinl 

'^ and his People ^ and t£uat their own Intereft, and Com- 

^^ pafSon of the lamentable Qgndicion of Che poor Proteftant$ 

^^ in Inbmdy would in¥ii9. (hfim to a fair intelligence and 

^^ Uaky amongfl: Themfelves ^ that fo they might, with one 

^^ heart, intend the relieving, and recoverii^ of that unhappy 

^^ Kingdom ; where thofe barbarous Rebels praftifed fuch in<^ 

^^ human and unheard of Outrages upon the miferable Peo* 

^' pie, that no Chriftian Ear could hear without horrour, or 

^^ Story parallel. He concluded with conjuring all his good

*^ Men, to joyn with him.foit the recovery .of the Peace of 

** That Kingdom, and the privation ef the Peace of This; 

<< CO remove all the Doubts and Fears, whieh might, interrupt 

^^ their ASeAion to Him/ and all their Jealoufies ac^ Appre-' 

^ henfions, which might leflen their Charity to each Other ; 

<< and then. He faid^ if the Sins of the Nattoif bad not pre- 

^^ pared an inevitable Judgement for all, Godwoidd makd 

'* him a gteat and glorious King ov6r a Fre^ 9Qd Happy 

«« People. , 

Though this Declaration bad afc<rwards.a*very|;dod in«^' 
fluence upon the People, to his Majefty's advantage ; yet for 
the prefent it gave no allay to their Diftempers. Their Se* 
ditious Miniiiers were difpatched to inflame the Neighbour. 
Counties, andall poiSble Arc wasufed to inflame, the City q£ 
lAmbm'^ which prevailed fo far^ that nocwithftancUogail the 
op{)ofition the Lord Mayor of lAndony the Recorder, and the 
graveftand tnofl: fefcMftanti^l Aldermen could ooake, the Ma- 
jor part of the Common Council prevail'd to- fend iPeticioit 
to the Ktdg^ iQ the name qf the Mayor, Aldermen^ and Com-^ 
jnon Council of the (Sity ,o£ Ij^ukn j which, was the. nextr 
Vol. L Part. X. " A a . Scraday 
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Sunday Momitigr' d^liver'd to^liim, n^kh great Sofemnicy^ at 
tfbite-Hall by a number chofcno/chat Body ^ Reprercnting 
^iiUlnitbt *^ ^^^ great J^Dangcrs, Fears, and Diftradtions, the City then 
Kjnf!^ ' ^^ was i»y by reafoti of the prevailmg progreis of the Bloody

" ment. That their Fears weifeexcbedingly inaeafed by his 
^ Majefty's lace going iilco the Houie of Commons, attended 
'^ by a-mukiAKJe of Armed Men, for the apnrehendmg of 
^' divers Members of that Houfe , to the inoangering his 
'^ own Perfon, and the Petfons, and Privileges of that Ho- 
^^nourable Aflembiy. Thattheefleftsof thofe fears tended 
f' not only to the overthrow of the whole Trade of that City 
^' and Kingdom, which they felt already in a detp nxeafure, 
^^butthrteatn'd che-utte^ ruin of the Proteftant Religion, 
''and the Lives aftd Liberrtts of all his SubjeAs) affii there- 
" fore they pray'd his Majeftyy that by the Advice pf his 
" great Council in Parliament,' tjfce Proteftattts in Jreland 
" might be fpecdily rcllev'd ; the Tower put into the hands 
'^of Perfons of TruR: ^ that byremovel oi d4iciktiijt and un- 
'^ known Perlbns from about mbite-iAdt^ and W^ J h u n fie ry a 
'^ known and ^ approved Guard ^^^fat be appointed tot the 
'^ Safety r of 'hi» Majefty , and the Parliament ; and flat the

Tiik King very well underilbod from irhatSpiHtthfe Pe- 
tition proceeded, and the inconvenience of giving to much 
countenance to it, as the very ili^elvlng it was, if he could 
have avoided-it. But the Torrent was too ftrong to be re- 
lifted by any dired ftrcngth \\^ could raife a|^infttt ; and 
therefore he refolv'd to endeavour to divide and reduce them, 
by riie mofi; gracious deibending to their preteiided Fters, 
and Apptebenfions ; and the fam;e d^y, gavethem this AftftM^)* ^ 
nui^AJeflys^^ Thar for die fad buiinefs ^ IiMpAm^^ faetduld tkX pioffibly 
^»fwr. «c3cpre& a greater fenfe than hehiitddones thew being no- 
" thit^ left •on . His pare Unbflfer'dV or UniiowiB;* For the 
"Tower, he wonder^ that Imving removed ^ a Servant of 
^^ Truft from that Charge, only to fatisfy the *F«ars of the 
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^^ Cicy^ and put in another of unqueftioqablc Reputation and 
^^ known abuicy, the Petitioners fliould ftill entertain thofe 
** Fears ; and whatlbever preparation of ftrength was there 
^^ made^was with as great an eye of Safety and advantage to 
^^ the City,as to his own Perfon, and fliouId be equally imploy* 
"edtoboth. 

^^ F o R the fortifying WbHe-HoB with men, 4nd Ammuni-* 
^^ tion in 9n unufiial way, He doubted not, that chey . had ot>> . 
^^ ferved the ftrange provocation he had received tp entertain 
^^ that Guard, that, by the diforderly and tumultuouscQnflus 
^^ of People ^tWefimmfi^r and WUte-Hatty his great Couocil 
^^ was not only dilquieted, but his own Royal Perfpa in Dan* 
^' ger ; moft Seditious language bdng uttered even undet hi* 
^' own windows. And if any Citizens had been wounded, or 
^^ ill treated, he was con6d^tly aifured, that ic bad happened 
^^ by their own evil and corrupt Demeanours. For the Fire* 
^^ works in the hands of a Papift, he knew nothing^ nor un<> 
^^derftood Whom, or What They meant. 

^'FoR his going to the Houfe of Commons, wi^en his An 
^^ tendants were no otberwi(e armed than as Gentliemfsa with 
^'Swords, He was perfwaded, that if they knew the clear 
^ grounds, upon which Thofe Perfonsftood accufed of ^igh 
^^ Treafoi^ and what would be proved againft them« wicb 
^^ which they ibould in due time be acquainted j ^nd coni|dered 
^^ the Gentle way he took for their Apprehenficm (which bo 
" preferred before any courfepf Violence, though thgt way 
^^ had been v^t^ Juflifiablp ^ fince it was notorioufly kt^own that 
** no Privilege of Parliament can extend toTrcafon^ Felony, 
'^ or breaeh of Peace ) they would believe his going thither 
^^ was an AS: of grace and favour to that Houfe, and the 
"moft peaceable way of having that neceG&ry Service per-

" the proceedings againft thofe perfons , be ever intended

" men would chearfully fubmit And this extraordinary way 
" of iatisfying a Petition of fo unufual a Nature, he faid^ he 
^ was con6dent would be thought the greateft inftance, could 
^' be ^yen . of his dear intentions to his Subkds ^ and of 
'^ the finguiar efteem he had of the good afteaions of that 
" City, which he hoped in Gratitude would nev^r be wanting 
^^ to his juft commands and iervioe- 

It was no wonder, thafthey^ who at Such a time could be 
corrupted to frame, azki deliver Such a Petition, would not 
be reformed by fuch an Anfwer. Neither will jt be here 
unfeafonable, to ipend a little time in confid^ing how the 
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afieAions and tempers of fo rich and opulent a City, which 
could naturally expcft to profpcr only by Peace, and agree- 
ment, were wrought upon, and tranfportcn, to that degree, as 
to be the chief Inltrumcnts of its own, and the Kingdom's dc- 
ftrud:ion. 
TbefiftiMd The City ofL^iulony as the Metropolis of Efgland^ by 
f^«ri/r<« its Situation the moft capable of trade, and by the tnbft ufual 
aty •/Lon- refidence of the Court, and the fixt Scation of the Courts of 
^^^"/''^'^Jufticefor the publick adminlftration thereof throughout the 
Kingdbtn j the chief feat of trade, was, by the fuccdiive coun- 
tenance and favour of Princes, ftrerlgthen'd with great Char- 
ters and Immunities, and was a Corporation governed with- 
in it felf ; the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen, Sherifis; chbfen 
by themfelvcs ; feveral Companies incorporated within the 
great Corporation ; which, befides notable Privileges, enjoy- 
ed Lands, and perquiGtcs to ^ very great revenue, of the in- 
credible increale of Trade^ which- the diftradH6n$bf other 
Countries, and the Peace of this brought, and by thie great 
licence of refort thither, it was, fince this King's acctfs to the 
Crown, in Riches, in People, in Buildings marvelfoufly in- 
creafed, infomuch as the Suburbs were almoft equal to the City ^ 
a Reformation of which had been often in contemplation, ne- 
ver purfued, wife men forefeeing thf>t fuch a Fulnefs could 
not be there, without an Erhptincfs in other places ; and whilft 
fo many perfons of Honour and Eftates were fo delighted 
with the City, the Government of the Country muft be 
neglefted, befides the excefe, and ill husbandry, that would 
be introduced thereby. But fuch forefight was interpreted a 
Morofity, and too great an oppreffion upon the Common Li- 
. berry j and fo, little was applied to prevent fo growing a Dif- 

' eafe. 

As it ha<I thefe, and many other advantages and helps to 
be Rich, fo it was looked upon too much of latetimeas a 
Comrobn Stock not eafy tobeexhauftcd, and as a body not 
tobegrieved by ordinary Aftsof injuftice; and therefore as 
it was a plad*6f refort, in all cafes of neceffity, for the fod- 
dain borrowing great turns of money, in which they Were 
comnnonly^'erchants too good for the Crown, 3d it was be- 
come a praftice, upon any fpccioUwS pretences, to void the Se- 
curity that was at anytime given for nfYoney fo b6i*r0wed. 

Thus afcer many queftionings of their Cbarter^* Which 
were ever removed by confiderablefums of money,' a- Grant 
made by the King in the beginning of his Reign { in confi- 
deration of great fums of money ) of good quantities of Land 
in Ireland^ and of the City of LoftJ^ttderry there, was Voided 
by a Suit in th^ Star^cf^am^r ; all the Lands, after a vaft ex- 
pence in building and planting, refumed into the King's hand9. 
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and a Fine of Fifty Thoufand pounds impofed upon the City. 
Whfch Sentence beins; pronounced after a long and publick 
Hearing, during which time, they were often invited to a 
Compcudon, both in refped of the fubflance^ and the cir- 
cumflances of proceeding, made a general impreflion in the 
minds of the Citizens of ^1 Conditions, much to the difadvan- 
tage .of the Court; and though the King afterwards rcnaitted 
to them the penalties of chat Sentence, they imputed that to 
the Power of the Parliament, and rather reroember'd how the 
benefit of their Grant had been taken from them, than by 
whom it was reftored; fb that, at the beginning of the Par- 
liament , the City was as ill afieded to the Court as the 
Country was ; and therefore choie fuch Burgefles to fit there, 
as had either eminently Oppofed the Court, or accidentally 
been Opprefled by it. 

The chief Government and Superintendency of the City 
is in the Mayor, and Aldermen ^ which, in that little King^ 
dom, refembles the Houfe of Peers ^ and the Common Coun- 
cil is the reprefentative body thereof, like the Houfe of Com- 
mons, to order and agree to all Taxes, Rates, and fuch par- 
ticulars belonging to the Civil Policy. The Common Coun- 
cil are chofen every vear, fo many for every Parifb, of the 
Wifcft, and moftSublxancial Citizens, by the Vcftry, and com- 
tnon Convention of the People of that Parilh j and as the 
Wealthiefl, and befl Reputed Men were commonly chofen, fo^ 
though theEledion was once a year, it was formerly fcarce 
ever known, that any Man once chofen was afterwards rc- 
jeded or left out,except upondifcovery of an enormous Crime, 
and decaying in Fortune to a Bankrupt : otherwife, till he was 
called to be Alderman, or dyed, he continued, and was every 
year return'd of the Common Council. 

After the beginning of this Parliament, when thofe who 
ftcer'd at Wefiminfier found by their Experience in the Cafe 
of the Earl of Strafferd^oi what confequence the City might 
be to them, and afterwards found by the Courage of the pre- 
fent Lord Mayor, S»"J!y^i&tfrrf'r^«r»^, who cannot be too often 
or too honourably mentioned, that it might be kept from be- 
ing difpofed by them ; and that the Men of Wealth, and Abi- 
lity, who at nrft had concurred with them, begun now to 
dilcern that they meant to lead them further than they had a 
mind to go; they direded their Confidents, that at the Ele- 
dion of the Corajrron Couneil-men by the concurrence and 
number of the Meaner People, all fuch who were Moderate 
Men,and lovers of ibe prcfent Government, fliould be rejedled; 
and in their Places Men of the moft Adtive and Pragmatical 
Heads, of how mean Fortunes foever, Ibould be Elefted . And 
by this means that Body in great part now confiftcd of Up- 
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ftart, Fadlious, Indigent Compftntons, who were ready to re- 
ceive all advercifemencs and dire^ions from Wefimmfier^ and 
as forward to incroach upon their Superiors, the Mayor, and 
Aldermen. And fb this firebrand of Privilege inflamed the 
City ar that time. 

That They might gratify the City in procuring a better 
Anfwer, than they had receiv'd from the King to their Pe- 
*tition, and that they might more expofe his Majefty to their 
AflSx)nts, the Houfe refum'd the bufineft of the Tower again, 
with the old Reflexions upon the removal of the former 
Good Lieutenant, and the putting in a Rude Perfon and of a 
defperate Fortune, as they called him, that he might ufe fuch 
Priionersj as there was an intent to fend thidier, in fuch a 
manner as he (hould be direded ^ and that the Perfon, who 
was finceput in, had put the City into great apprehenfions by 
the bbfervation that was made, that he took great ftore of 
Provifions into the Tower, as if he made provifion for a greater 
Garrifon, which raifed great jealoufies ; and there was a Pe- 
tition brought, and delivered to the Houfes in the Names of 
feveral Merchants whoufed to Trade to the Mint j in which 
they defired that there might be fuch a Perfon made Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, " as they could Confide in (an Expref. 
fion that grew from that time to be much ufed ) without 
which no Man would venture Bullion into the Mint, and by 
confcquence no Merchant would bring it into the Kingdom. 
Whereas in truth there was no Gendeman ip the Kingdom of 
a better Reparation amongft gU forts of Men, and there had 
been more Bullion brought into the Mint in the (hort time 
of his being Lieutenant, than had been in many Months be- 
fore ; and amongft' thofe Perfons, which fo folemnly delivered 
that Petition, and had all fubfcribed it, there were very few 
who had ever fent any Silver into the Mint, However the 
Houfe entcrcain'd the complaint as very reafona&le, and fent 
for a Conference with the Lords, with whom they prevailed 
to joyn with them in a defire to the King, "that he would 
" remove S' Jokn Byron from being Lieutenant of the Tower, 
which the Kmg for fome time refufed to do, till they preflcd 
it in another manner,- which fliall bemention'd anon. 
riftCemmti' Th E Committee, chat ftill continued to Sit in Lond^y in- 
ne of the tended no other bufiaefs, but their own Privileges ; fent for, 
(^owmwi 2S\i examined, as hath been faid, all Men, who had attended 
\!a!lTthe ^^^ Majefty, or had been cafually prefent in the Hall, or at 
Cfty, the doors of the Commons Houfe when the King was there ; 
and all fuch Examinations, as ceftified any extravagant dif- 
courfe uttered by any loofe Fellow, who had accidentally put 
himfelf into the company, though it appeared he had no re- 
lation to the King's Service , were carefully Enter'd , and 
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TPublKh'd ; but fuch as declared the King's ftrid Command 
^S^^nft A^y Violence, or diforder, and nis pofitjve Charge, 
no Man (hould prcfiime to follow him- into theHoufe of 
lom ( ds full proof was made to them of thofis partial- 
is ) wer^ as carefully Supprefled, and Concealed. 
The Sherifis of London had been direded to appoint i 
<3uard to attend the Committee, whilft it (hould continue 
^liere; and then to Guard the Houfes when they (hould again 
-Gt at Wisftmmfier. The Accufed Perfons, who lodged all this 
^tme in the City, were brought to the Committee with much 
fbite, and late with them to devife fome way to Vindicate 
themfelves. 

T H E N a Declaration was agreed upon by the Commoiis on- ^ DeeUn^ 

ly, in which was fet forth, ^^rhat the Chambers, Studies, and '"» «/ '^ 

Trunks of M' HoUis^ S^ Artkur Haflersg, M' Pjm, M' Hami^ ^^H^^'th^ 

Je»y and M' SfroJey had been by colour of his Majefty's/v« a^ 

^^ Warrant fealed up^ which was not only againfl the Privi- keru 

«< lege of Parliament, but the common Liberty of every Sub- 

*^ je&j that the fame Members had been the fame day de- 

^^manded by a Serjeant at Armes to be delivered to him, that 

*^ be mi^hc Arrcft them of High Treafon j that the next 

*^ day his Majefty came to the Houfe in his own Perfon, at- 

<* tended by a multitude of Armi'd Men in a Warlike manner 

^^ with Halberts, Swords, and Piftols, who came up to the 

<« very door of the Houfe, and placed themfelves there, and 

^^ in other places, and pafiag^s near to the Houfe, to the great 

^'terrour and difturbance<x the Members then Sitting ; that 

^' his Majefty, fitting in the ^)eaker'6 Chair , demanded the 

^ Perfons ot thofe Meqobers to be delivered to him ; which 

^^ was a high breach of the Rights, and Privileges of Parlia- 

^^ ment , suod inooofiftenc with the Lil^^rties and Freedoin 

^^ thereof, that afterwards his Majefty did ifliie forth feveral 

'^ Warrants to divers Officers under his own hand, for the 

^'apprehenlion of their Perfons, which by Law he could not 

"do. And thereupon they declared, *'that if any Perfon 

"(hould Arreft M' HoBis, &e. or any other Mj^tttber of Par- 

^' liament, by pretence of any Warrant ifluing otit from the 

^^ King, he was guilty of the breach of the Privilege of Par- 

"liament, and a publick Enemy of the Common-wealth ; and 

^^ that the Arrefting any Member of Parliament, by any War- 

" rant whatfoever, without oonfent of that Houfe, whereof 

" he is a Member, is a breach of the Privilege of Parliament : 

<^ and thePerfcxi th^t (hail fo Arreft him, is declared a publick 

^ Enemy of the Common- wealth. 

They publifiied, that it did fully appear by (everal Exa-> 
roinations, " that many Soldiers, Papifts and others, to the 
"number of about five hundred, came wifih-bis Majefty to 
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^ the Hoiife of Omroonfy armVI; and chat fi>iDe of cbcfn, 
^ holding up their Piftols cocked joetr thedoor of theH< 
^^ whidi they kapc open, (aid, 1 am a good Markfinan, 1 cm 
*^ hit right, I warrant you : and laid, they would have 
<<door open; and if any oppoQtion was made, they mademj 
'^ queftion but they (hould maintain their Party ; and that foi 
faid, ^ a Pox cake the Houie of Commons, let them be Hang- 
^^ ed. And when the King returned from the Houfe, chey o 
^^ prefled great difconccnt asking, when comes the luarj/^ tli 
^* fome of them being demanded what rhey thought the com* 
f^ pany intended to have done, anfwer'd, thu queftionlefe i& 
^tbe pofture they were fet in, if the 'word had been given, 
^ they fliould have fallen upon the Houfe of Commons, and 
^5 have cut all their Throats : upon which they fiiid they were 
'^ of opinion, that the Soldiers and Papifts coming in that 
** manner with hisMajefty was to take awav fome of die Mem- 
^^ bers of the Houfe, and if they (hoqld We found oppofi- 
'^ cion, or dental, then to have fallen upon the Houfe in a ho- 
5* ftile manner. 

And they did thereupon declare, ^^ That the fame wasi 
^' Traiceroua dpfign againft the King and Parliament. And 
^^ whereas the Perfons accuied had,, with the Approbation of 
^^ the Houfe, abfented themfelvcs from the Service of tbe 
^^ Houie, for avoiding the great and many inconveniences, 
'^ which otherwife might have happened; fince which time, 
f ^ a Printed Paper .in the form of a Proclamation had ilSied out 
f^ for the Apprehending and Imprifoning them, fuggefting, that 
^^ through the Confgience of their Guilt they were abfent, 
'^ and fled; they did further declare, ^ that the faid Primed 
*^ Paper, was falfr, and fcandalous, and illegal ^ and that not- 
^^ withftanding that Printed Paper, or any Warrant ifliied out, 

or any other matter againft them, they might and oagbc 
^^ to attend the Service of the Houfe, 9nd the Committees then 
^ 00 foot i and that it was lawful for all Peribns whatfoevei 
f ^ to lodge, harbour, and cpnverfe with them, and who(bever 
^^ ihould be queftion'd for the fune ihould be under the Pro- 
^^ ce&ion, and Privilege of Parliament. 

A N they declared, ^^ That the publifliing the Articles of 
^ High Treafon againft the Perfons accufed, was a high breach 
^^ of the Privilege of Parliament, a great Scandal to his Ma- 
^^jefty, and hi$ Government, a Seditious si£k manifeftly cend- 
*^ in^ to the Subverfion of the Peace of the Kingdom, and an 
'Mnjury, anddi(honour to the Members; and that the Privi- 
^^ leges of Parliament, and Liberties of the SubjeS: fo violated 
^^ and broken, could not be fully, and fufEciently Vindicated, 
^^unlefs the King would be gradoufly pleafed todifcover the 
^^ Name^ of th&fe Perfons, who advifed him to do the par- 
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^^ tidilir Ads before niention'd, chat they might leoeiveCoo* 
*^ dign PuniOiment. 

This ftrange Declaration, fo contrary to the known rules 
aod judgements of Law, and to the known pra&ifi: and pro- 
ceedu^ of Parliament, was no (boner framed and agreed 
upon in the Cotnminee, than it was Printed, and Pubuifaed 
rhroughout the City, and Kingdom, before it was Confirmed 
by^ or Reported to dhe Houfe ^ which is againft the cuftom 
of Parliament. For, by that cuftom, no AA done at any Com- 
mittee (houki be divulged before the fame be Report^ to 
the HoQfe. 

Th£ truth is, it cannot be eyprefled how great a Chatige 
cheieappear'd to be in the countenance and minds of all forts 
of Peq>le, in Town and Country, upon thefe late proceed- 
inp of the King. They, who had before even loft their Spi* 
lits^ having loft their Credit, andReputation, except amongft 
the meaneft People, who could never have been made ufe 
of by them, when the greater (hould forlake them ; and fo 
defpaired of ever being able to compafs their defigns of Ma- 
lice, or Ambition (and fome of them had refiimed their old 
lefoludons of leaving the Kingdom ) now again recovered 
greater Courage than ever, and quickly found that their Cre- 
dit and Reputation was as great as ever it had been ; the Court 
being reduced to a lower Condition, and to more difefteem 
^ negleA than ever it had uoder^e. All that they had 
formerly faid of Plots and Confpiracies againft the Parliament, 
vA/ch had bdfbre been laughed at, was now thought true 
^ real ; and all their fears, and jealoufies looked upon as the 
effeds of their great Wifdom and Forefight. All that had 
been Whifpered of Ire/anJ, was now talked Aloud and Print- 
ed ; as all other Seditious Pamphlets and Libels were. The 
Shops of die City generally fhut up, as if an Enemy were at 
their Gates ready to enter, and to plunder them ; and the Peo- 
ple in all pkces at a Gaze, as if they looked only for diredi- 
005, and were then difpofed to any undertaking. 

On the other fide. They, who had, with the greateft Cou- 
rage and Alacrity, oppofed all their Seditious praftifes, be- 
tween Grief and Anger were confounded with the confidera- 
tioa of what had been done, and what was like to follow. 
They were far from thinking that the accufed Members had 
nceiv'd much wrong, yet they thought it an unfealbnable 
time to call them to an Account for it, That if any thing 
liad been to be done of that kind, there fliould have been a fit- 
ter choice of the Perfons, there beine many of the Houfe, of 
more miicbievous inclinations, and defigns againft the King's 
Peribn, and the Government, and who were more ezpofed to 
the Publick Pxejudice, than the Lord Ksmhhon was i who was 
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a Civil, tod well nttured Mai^ tod had rather kept ill Gorr- 
. pany, than dnuik deep of chat infcAion and poifim, thac h:d 
WRWghc upon many ochen. Then S' Artbwr Hftfle^, ard 
M' StrUey were Perfoos of too Low an aocount and etteem^ 
and though their Virulence, and Malice, was as ooolpicuowi 
^ and cnuucendent as any Man's, yec their Reputation^ and Id- 
tereft to do miichief otherwife than in concurring in it, ws5 
fo final], that they gained Credit and Authority by being joic* 
ed with the reft, who had indeed a great influence. How- 
ever, finoe there was a Refolation to proceed againft Tbofe 
Men, it would have been much better to have cauled then 
to have been all fcverally Arretted, and fent to the Tower, or 
to other Prisons, which might Imve been very eafily done be- 
fore fufpeAed, than to fend in that manner to the Houfes with 
that Formality, which would be liable to io many excepcf- 
€tas. At leaft, thty ought fo far to have imparted it CD Mem- 
bers in lx)th Houfes, who might have been trufted, that io 
the inftant of the Aocu&tion, when bodi Houfes were in thac 
Conftemation (as in a great Conftemirioo tiiey were ) fome- 
what might have been prefied Confidently towards the King's 
fatisfiiAion ; which would iiave piodiiced Ibme oppoficioo 
and eontradiAion, and might have prevented that Kjnvfcr&t 
concurrence and dejedion oi Spirit, which feized upon, and 
poflefled both Houfes. 

Bt;T above all, tiie anger, and indignation was very great 
and general, that to all the other overughts and prefumptions 
was added die efpofing the Dignity, and Majefty, and Safety 
of the King, in his coming in Perfon, in that manner, to the 
Houfe of Commons; and in going the next day, as he did, to 
(he Guild HaB^ and to the Lord Mayor's, which drew fuch 
Reproaches uiK>n him to his Face. AH which was juftly im- 
puted to die Lord Digijj who had before fewer true Friends 
than he defervM, and had now alroc^ the whole Nadon his 
Enemies , bdng the moft Univerfally odious of any Man 
in it. 

When the Houfe of Commons had Faded fuch Votes fiom 
the Committee at Merctata^Tttj^brs-Hatt^ as they thought n^ 
ceflarv, and had once more Adioum'd thither, the Committee 
asked the advice of the Hou(e, whether the accufed Mem- 
bers might be prefent with them (who had in truth direded, 
and governed all dieir proceedings from the time they Sace 
there ) which was not only approv'd, but thofe Members re- 
quired to attend the Houie the next day it was to Sit, and To 
to continue the Service of the Houfe, which was then Ad- 
journed for three or four days, that the City might appear io 
* fuch a pofture, as fhouldbe thought convenient* 

T H £ noife was fo great of the preparations made in the 
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to bring the accufed Members in Triumph to the Par- 
listmenr^ and chat the whole Militia would accompany chem, 
^^^l\tlft the Sea-men and Mariners made an appearance in Barge9^ 
other Veflels, upon the Thames to Weiimmfiery that the 
_ thought it convenient to remove again from riHyite-Hall^ 
SLXid fb on the tenth of Januarjy which was the Eve to that # 
great Feftival, his Majetty, the Queen, and the Royal Chil- ^ Kf"^ 
droii, went from Whtte-im to Hamf ton- Court, waited on by ^|™*^^ 
Come few of their own Houfhold Servants, and thirty or forty m^ve 'u ** 
oF thofe Officers, who had attended at Ifbtte-HaB (or fecurity Hampton'* 
againft the Tumults. co«'«- 

Before His going, he (ent to the Earls of Effex and 

JF^Band to attend him in his Journey ^ who were both bv 

rbeir Places, the one being LordChamberlainof his HouRioldj, 

rhc other the firft Gentleman of his Bed-Chamber or Groom 

of the Stole, obliged to that Duty. The Earl of Epx rc- 

folved to go, and, to that purpofe, was making himfelf rea- 

dy, when the Earl of Holland came to him, and privately dif- 

fwaded him ; afluring him, that if they two went, they (hould 

be both Murther'd ^t Hamfton-Court '^ whereupon they left 

the King to his fmall retinue in a moft difconfolace, perplexed 

Condition, in more need of Comfort and Counfel, than they 

liad ever known himj and inftead of attending thcii* Mafter 

in that exigent, they went together into the City, where the 

Committee Sate, and where they were not the \ck wellcome 

for being known to have been invited- to have waited upon 

their Majeliies. They who wiflied the King beft, were not 

forry that he then withdrew from IVkHe-HaUj for the in{b- 

lence, with which all that People were rranfportcd, and the 

animoiity, which was infufed into the Hearts of the People in 

general againft the Court, and even againft the Perfon of the 

King, cannot be exprefled. 

Whilst the Committee Sate in Lfindon^ the Common 
Council likewife met, as harh been faid, to the end they might 
be ready to comply in any particulars (hould be defired from 
the City , and fo the Committee having Refolv'd, " that 
'' the adions of the Citizens of London, or of any other Per- 
" fon whatfoevet for the defence of the Parliament, or the 
*^ Privileges thereof, or the Prefervation of the Members there- 
" of, were according to their Duty, and to their late Protefta- 
^^tion, and the Laws of this Kingdom ; and if any Perfon 
fhould Arreft, or Trouble any of them for fo doing, he was 
declared *^to be a pubJick Enemy of the Common- wealth : 
and in the next place having Refolv'd, " that That Vote (hould 
*^be made known to the Uommon Council of the City of 
*' Londony^ the Accufed Members about two of the Clock in 
the Afternoon on the eleventh of January ^ being the next day

Tbt Mcufii after the King wenc to HamfUm^Courty came from their Lodg- 
Mtmhri sr€ ic^gg in the City to mjfmmjler, guarded by the ShcriflS, and 
IwSiIfc *• Train'd-bands of LonJan and W^minfier^ and attended by a 
weftmin- CopQux of iftany thoufands of People beudes, making a great 
fierjan. II. clamour againft Bifhops, and Popiih Lords, and for the Pri- 
vileges of Parliament ; Ibcue of them, as they pafled by White- 
Haul askinjg with much contempt, *' what was become of the 
" King and his Cdvaliers} and whither he was gone? 

From Umdon Bridge to WiBmmffer ^ the Tiiames i^as 
guarded with above a hundred Lighters and Long-boats , 
laclen with fmall pieces of Ordnance^ and drefled up wi:n 
Waft-cloaths and Screamers, as ready for Fight. And mat the 
Train'd-bands of Ijonion might be under the Command of a 
Perfbn fit to lead them, they granted aCommiflion to CapcaiQ 
Skifpof^^ who was Captain of the Artillery Garden, to be Nla-* 
jor-Geqeral of the Militia of the City of Loudon y an Office 
never before heard of, nor imagined that they had Authority 
to condicute. The Man had ferv'd very long in Holiaxd, and 
from a Common Soldier had raifed himfelf to the degree of a 
Captain, and to the reputation of a good Officer ^ he was a 
Man of order and fobriety, and untainted with any of thofe 
Vices which the Officers of that Army were exerciied in } 
and had newly given over that Service upon fomc excepiions 
he had to it, and, coming to Jjondon^ was by fome Friends 
preferred to that Command in the Artillery Garden, which 
was to teach the Citizens the cxercife of their Armes. He was 
altogether illiterate, and having been bred always abroad , 
brought difaJfTeftion enough with him from thence againll: the 
Church of Bvglaftdy and fo was much carefled and trufted by 
that Party. 

This Man marched that day in the head of their Tumul- 
tuary Army to the Parliament Houfe ; where the accufed 
Members were no fooner enter'd, than they magnified '^ the 
^^ great kindnefs and afieflion they bad found in the City, 
^ and their Zeal to the Parliament i and if their expreflions of 
*^ it, upon this extraordinary occafion, had been fomewhat 
^^unufual, that the Houfe was ingaged in honour toProtedt 
^^ and Defend them from receiving any damage. Whereupon 
the Sheriffs of Lfindon were called into the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and thanked by the Speaker for their extraordinary care, 
and love exprcfled to the Parliament ; and told, '* That they 
^^ fliould have an Ordinance of Parliament for their Indem- 
" nity, declaring that all their aftions of refoeft and kindnefs, 
" which they had fliew'd to the Lorfs and Commons in Lotz^ 
** douy and their attending them to, and at Wsfhnmftery was 
^^ legal and juftifiable. The Mailers and Officers of Ships 
were libwife called in^ and moft heartily thanked for their 
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:mdne(s ; and Serjeant Major-General Skippen appoint^ eve* 
Y day to attend at Jfkffmmjfery with fuch aUtUild u he 
thought fufScient for the two Houfes. There was one ciicum- 
ftance not to be forgotten in the march of the Qti^ns that 
day, when the fhew by Water was little inferior totbe other 
by Land, that the Pikemen had faften'd to the tops c£ their 
pikes, and the reft in their hats or their bofoms, ]»iated Pa- 
pers of the Proteftation which had been taken, and eiijoiiied 
by the Houfe of Commons the year before for the defence t>f 
the Privilege of Parliament ; and many of them hadtheprint- 
ed Votes of the King's breaking their Privileges in bts^ com- 
ing to the Houfe, and demanding their Memters. - > 

AssooN as the Citizens and Mariners were diichatged,7^ Back^ 
feme Bucktngkam-Jhire meciy who werefaid to be at the Door, j".8^*"" 
with a Petition, and had indeed waited upon the Triumph With SlSJTw 
a train of feveral thoufand men^ were called in^ who deli-tteii^/i/ 
vercd their Petition in the name of the Inhahinuitsrof rheC«»ii>'M. 
County of Buckingham^ and faid it wds brought to the Town 
by about fix thoufand men. " They commended the unwea- 
"ricd pains of the Houfe of Commons, for the redreia of 
^Hhe preflures they had Iain under, but complained that the 
" fucccfs was not anfwerable, their endeavours being fruilra-' 
" ted or retarded by a Malignant ftftion of Popifb Lordff, 
** Biflwps, and Others ; and now of late, to take all that lit- 
^ tie hope, was left, from rherri, of a future reformation, the 
"very Being of the Parliament was Oiaken, the Privitegea 
'^ thereof broken in a defperareand unexampled manner, and 
" the Members thereof unafliired of their lives, in whofefafe^' 
"ty, the fafety of Them^ and their Pofterity was involved. 
*^ They held it therefore their duty according to their late P»o- 
'^teftation to defend, and maintain the Perfonaahd Privileged 
"thereof, to the utmoft power of their Lives and Eftaees; 
** to which purpofe, they laid, they were then cotne to make 
^'the humble tender or their Service, and would reniitiir^ii^ 
"expeftation of their Comrbahds and Order; totheexecU'- 
^' tion whereof they would with all alacrity addrefs tbem- 
**felves, ready to live by them, or to dye at their feet, a- 
^' gainft wbomfoev^r Ihouldin any fort ill^ally attempt upon 
"them. .... T •• 

** T H EY befqught them therefore to affift the ardent Pray- 
"ers of the Petitioners, that the Popifh Lords and Bifiiops 
"niight be forthwith outed the Houfe^bf Peers ; that all Privi- 
^' leges of Parliament might be (Confirmed \o thero^ and that 
^^^all evil Counfellors, the ,i*&is»x of the Comttion-wcaWi, 
^ might be given up to tfiehands'of Juftic^; without all 
^*which, they feid, they had not the leaft hope of I^rW/ peace, 
'or to reaptboie glortoiir adva^hges, which Cnc fourteen 
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'^ MpQths leed ume of cheir unpaiallell'd codetToun bad given 
^ CO didr unfacUfied ezpedatioiis. 

Wh SN xbcj had received thanks for (heir wonderRiI afie- 
AioD, and were coU, chat ^^by the great care of the City of 
^ Lmh^ythc Parliameac waa ruffictenuy guarded and aflured j 
tt aod therefore that they might depart to their Hotsies till 
^'iiirther . oocafioo appeared, of which they (botild be fore to 
<« be iofoiiDed i One of them fatd, ^ they had another Peu- 
^ tifioo, which they acanc to prefer to the King ; but defired 
^^ their advice , whether that Houfe would vouchGdfe to re- 
^ cxxumend it^ or whether they themfelves ihould deliver tc 
For that, they received new thanks; and werewiflied ^' that 
^^ GXy or eight of them (houM prefent it to his Majcfty in the 
'^ name of Se reft ; for the Hoiue faw their Wifdom and mo- 
deration fucby that they iM^umed they of Themfclves were 
very able to manage that bu&oeis. 
They atf W'HEN they ivid thus carefled the Commons, they went 
Titititntht to the Houfe of Lords with another Petition) complaining 
//<<#•/ c^of the malignant fadion, which render'd the endeavoursof 
^'^' ^^the Houfe <x Commons fuocefidefs , and faid ^^ that in re- 
^^ ipea of that laee attempt upon the Honourable Houfe of 
*' Commons, they were come to oSbr their Service, as refbived 
^^'in their juft defenoe to live and dye. And therefore they 
^^ did humbty pray, that thift moft Honourable Houfe would 
'^cooperate wichthe Houfe of Commons, in fpeedily perfefi- 
'^ ing the moft neceflary work of Reformation, hriagii^ to oon- 
^^ dignand exemplary puni(hment both wicked Counfellorsi 
'^ and other. F)occers, and Delinquents ; and that the whole 
*' Kingdom might be put-into fuch a prefent pofiure of De- 
<' fence, that they might he fafe both from all pradioesof the 
'fmal^ant. Party at nome, and the endeavoursof any ill af« 
*^fe&ed' States abmad. The Lords were as Civil to them as 
Vny Paiti^ the Commons had been, and gave them great thanks. And 
•» the Kin^. fe^m theoqa > they went to Bm out the 1^^ with their Peti« 
tioCbtt^ Binet} in which they complained, ^ that M^ Hamb* 
'^'</«i^' whom. they had <hofea Knight of their Shire, and in 
^f^ivhom tbeyh&<i ever good ^caufe to confide, was, to their 
^^^reae amazement, aocufed, amongft the others , of High 
*' Treaton. They (aid, that having taken into their ferious 
^' qonfidi$i^tiQn the manper of their Impeachment xbev could 
'^not buE'CoooeJve that it did oppu^ theRignts otParlia^ 
'^ mimr^ to the maintenance wbeqpof their Proteftation did 
^f bind them; and th^ did believe, that the malice, which 
'^Msy and the others 2^alxo. Jbis Majefty's Service, and the 
^ StaiiQ, bad raifed in the Enemies of bisMaJefty, the Churchy 
^^and the Comnion*-wealth, h^ occafioned that foul Accufa- 
f MUy richer dsan any ill defetts of Theirs ; aod that through 
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^ Their fides the judgement aod care of the Petitioners and 
^^ others were wounded^ by whefe choice they were prefeated 
^^ to the Houfe; and therefore they did humbly de(ire his 
^MajeSy that Mr Hamidem^ and the reft, who lav under the 
'^ burden of that Accufation, might enjoy thejutt Privileses 
^ of Parliament. So from this day we may reafonably date 
the Levying of War in England ^ whatfoever hath been fince 
done being but the Superttruftures upon thofe foundations^ 
which were then laid. 

The Members being in this manner placed again upon tiw ff«i/« ff 
their Thrones, and the King retired with his poor family to^'^''/'- 
Umft^m^Courty they reviewed their Votes, which had pafled J^)J^, A,^ 
in the CSommittee in the City> . which they had caufed every ^y thtirc«n- 
night DO be printed without ftaying for the confirmation ofwreMn the 
the Houfe ; and where they had any defedk, as they thought, ^2^»**'' ^' 
or by the interpretation of others^ they fupplied tncm with ** 
moreftrength and Authority. So they provided and declared, 
^that no- Member of Parliamenc fliould be arretted upon 
^^ &ny pretence whatfoever. And becauie it had been infifted 
OD that they would not makeany Declaration fo much againft 
the known Law,- which allowed no Privilege in the cafe of 
Treafon ,**Felotty , or breach of the Peace, they now added 
that " even in the Cafe of Treafon no Member oughtor could 
^^beaTTcftod, or pfoceedcd againft, without firft informing 
"the Houfe of which he was a Member, of the Charge and 
^Evidehce againft him, and receiving Their leave and dire- 
^'dtion for suSs proceeding againft^^im; And that men might 
hereaftrtbemore wary how fbey 'were made inftrumental in 
bringing any reproach upon them, they Appointed a Cooh 
mittee to prepare a Charge againft |*r^r^ the Kings Attur- 
^y Geneial for prefuming to actnife the M«mbeis of High 
Treafon^ which was made ready. accordangly, and piofecuted 
^ith wonderful vigour^ as will be lepembred herenter. 

They xtfdLttd that ibt Kin^&ouldnot enjoy mucheafe 
tod quiet in his retreat }. and therefore every day fent fome 
Committee or other to him with Petitions and expoftuhti- 
^s: a Committee of Lords ind Gommdns a^ttended him with 
^grievous complaint' of the Breach of Privilege^ t^y had fu* 
ftained by his coming to the Houfe; and defiredhim **tbat 
^^he would inform them who had givjen him that pernicious 
^Coanfd, that fuch evil Counfellors m^fat be brought to 
^juftice, and receive condignr punilbment. And. when they 
found that the Lord D;Q^,whQm they generally bc^ved to 
'^ the Authbr and contriver af all that tranfa&ioQ, tho|^ 
&ey could have' iio ^evidence of kj had withdraiyvij l)ii^V 
^^ Court, and they well enough knew 4ia4 xranfported 
himfelf beyond tbe,Seas^ tb^y brought. WkodTe^.tstjI^.'Sar,

who affirmed, '^ that there were, on fuch a day, feveral OfiS- 
^^cers, whereof the unbeloved LMnsfori was one, aflerabiec

^ that tHe Lord Dighy came chicher to them in a Coach with 
"fixHorfes from HamfttihOnntt^ and conferred with them 
ih» Urd ^^ A long time, and then returned again thtcher. They wer£ 
Djpby M' well fatisfied with the evidence, and forthwith accufed him 
M'kT ^^ ^^ Houfeof Peers of High Treafon, for the Levying of 
fmuptnirt' War againft the King and Parliament ; and a Prodamacion 
itHeTp/bk was (hortly ifliied out for his Apprehenfion, when all the 
Uvyini Town knew, that he was fafely arrived in Zeeland, They re- 
^*^ fll fumed the confideration of the iiemeoant ot the Tower y and 
K^ngfton yp^ jjg^ information that much provifion was fent in thi- 
Tham«. ^"^f cvcry day, they fent for &" J^hn Byroftj who appeared at 
their Bar, and gave lb full anfwers to all the (]ueftions they 
asked of him, that they could not but difmifs him. However 
they fent again to the King to remove him, and put a fitter 
man into the place, and recommended S^ JffhnCmers to him, 
as a mail in whom they could Confide ; and becaofe they did 
not fpeedily receive fuch an Anfwer as they liked, they ap- 
pointed their Major-Genisral Skipp9n to place fuch Guards 
about the Tower, as might prevent the carrying in more 
provifi6n of vi6hial thither, than would ferve for one days 
confumption ^ notwithftanding which, the King would not 
cohient to their defire. 

A L L Men were now iti onion in both Houfes; the Lords 
had not yet' recovered i\ib Omrage' to diflent iaanr one Pra- 

Eifition made to them IVom^^he Commons^ and. in Their 
oufe no man durft prefume- to Debate the matter of Pri- 
vilege, how far it extended, and in what Caiea it was of no 
Moment, left he might be thought to be priv y to, aiod a Cotrn- 
fellor ofl tbst hl^inous Breach, which had given them ail this 
Credit in this confent and concurrence^ all the Votes, which 
had paiTedat the Committee in Londmy and which bui been 
hy them 'communicated to the 'Common Council, and fo di- 
vulged throughout the City andriCingdom, were con&med ; 
and thofe who objefted againft any expreflions, vibidh were 
not warrantable^ reprehended for ^uxing thediicretionof the 
Comrrtittee. 

An'i> in one day both Houfes agreed in, tand executed 
thfe^ Piih of Soveraignty, even of as high a natiire as any 
they haV<f ^e ventured upon ; the firft, ^^ in commanding 
^^ the Sherifis of Tjond&n^ by^ and withxhe advice of their new 
^^SeqeaBft-Major-General^Jjf/^pwr, to place a Guard upon, 
^^ that is tobefiege the Tower of tendon, ix). hinder the com'- 
'^^ ing in of any Provifions, or going out of any Arms or Am- 
f^munitioh^ the fecond, ^Mn %pfo]mvig-Si^9tnfja0^dmto

^ go to Jfirff, which will be ineiicion'd anon ; the third, '^ in 

'^ CeDdingan Order to the Governour of Fart/mouthy that ao

^^ fer'd to paTs from thence, or any thing to be dilpofed of 

^ there, but by order from the King fignifiedby both Houfci 

^'of Pariiamenc. 

After this, a meflage was refoiv'd upon to be fentto 
the Governour of the Prince, ^^ that he fhould not fufier the 
^^ Prince to be tranfported out of the Kingdom, as he would 
^anrwerthe breach of Truft repofcd in him concerning Re- 
'^ ligion , and the Honour , Safety , and Peace of the three 
*^ Kingdoms ^ and they declared, ^^that any Perfon who fhould 
^^perfwade or attend upon himinfuch tranfportation, (hould 
^ be under the fame Cenfure With thefe high Ads of Pub- 
Ijck CoQcernroent they joined the vindication of themfelves 
from the kte Trefpafs : and to that end caufed the Atturney VaCtmrnM* 
General to be publickiy examined upon Interrogatories . ^xsmitu tb$ 
" whether he did contrive, frame, or advife the Articles of •^''"^^ 
" Impeachment againft the Members that wereaccufed ? whe-^^J^^' ^, , 
^* ther he knew the truth cf them upon his Own knowledge, impefch^ ' 
*' or by iofcMiiiation ? whether he would undertake to rcaktfwitofthi 
^ them good, when he (hould be thereuiSto called ? from /^^* •^«^ 
" whom he received them, and by whofe direAionor advice ^*'^'* 
^^ he ^d exhibite them ? whether he bad any teftimony or proof 
^^ of them before the exhibiting ? And having received his ^« ^^/v^. 
Antwci^ ^^ that he had neither framed, nor advifed them, nor 
'^ knew any thing of the truth of them, nor could undertake 
*• to juftify them, but that he had received them from the 
*^ King, and was by him commanded to exhibite them ; they 
prefently declared, •* that he had broken the Privilege of Par- rhej vtts 4 
'Miamenc in preferring thofc Articles, and that the fame was ^^""S' *" 
** illegal, and he Criminal for fo doing ; and that a Charge ^^"^ ^^'* 
^(houki be fent to the T^rds, in the name of the Houfeof 
•* Commons, againft the Atturney General, to have fatisfa- 
*^ftton for the great fcandal , and injury to the Members 
^' thereof, unle(s he did within five days bring in his Proof, 
^ and make good the Articles againft them. 

So that th^ had now raifed to themfelves an unqueftion- 
ableftock of fecurfty^ when they had declared, "that they 
"might neither be apprehended by a Warrant under the 
"King's own Hand, nor accufcd by his Atturney General, 
" except themfelves were willing : and they who had con- 
cluded icmoft exadlyjuft, that the Houfeof Peers muft Im- 
priiba their own Members, as faft as the Commons accufed 
them of High Treafon, an^, by that mie , had, within lefs 
than a week before, freed themfelves of twelve BiQiops, who 
always oppofed their defigns ( and in a cafe, where every 
Vol.1. Part a. . Bb Man^a 
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Man's Confcience abfolved chem of the Guilt, of which they 
were charged ) thought it now Unaofwcrible reafon to con- 
demn the Jultice of the King's proceedings ; ^^ becaufe if a 
^^ man fliould be committed and imprifonedailoon as the King 
^'accufed him of High Treafon, the Parliament might by 
confequence be Diflblved ; (ince he might fucceffively ac- 
cufe the whole Body j which Logick, if they had not pleafed 
to Voce the contrai y, would have run as well in their own 
cafe, upon their own Licence of acculing , and moredange- 
roufly in refped of the Houfe of Peers, which might poflibly 
indeed have been thereby Diflblved. 

Though the King had removed himfelf out of the noife 
of Wejhnmftery yet the eftcds of it followed him very clofe i 
for belides the Buckinghamjhire Petitioners, who alarmed him 
the fame, or the next day after he came to Hamptm-Court^ 
fcveral of the fame nature were every day prefentcd to him, 
in the name of other Counties of the Kingdom ^ all which 
were Printed, and fcatcered abroad with the Declaration of 
the Lord Digbfs Levying War at Kingfiom upon Thames^ and 
the Proclamation for apprehending him y all which bemg {o 
induflrioufly difperfed, and without any colour, or ground of 
danger, but only that the Kingdom might be inured to the 
ftyle of the two Houfes , and exercifed in their commands 
againft the time that they meant to be in earned , gave the 
The King King reafon to remove in few days from Hdn^tcmCffurf to 
^JT^*' '* his Caftle at Windjivy where he could be more fecure from 
windfor. jjjjy fuddain popular Attempt j of which he had reafon to be 
very apprehenfive, when, atter thofe high Adls of Sedition at 
Jjondon and Wefimmfter were declared to be according to the 
Laws of the Land, and the Proteftation lately taken, that Pro- 
teilation was by a new Order enjoined to be adminifter'd 
throughout the Kingdom , and the Names of all thofe who 
refufed to rake it, which there was reafon to believe many 
would upon Their new Glofles, retumM to the Houfe oif 
Commons, who were as fevere Inquifitors as could be found 
anywhere. 
Taence finds FROM thence his Majefty fent a Meffiige to both Houfes, 

tTb^^y " ^^*^ ^® ^^^^ notice , that his proceedings againft thofe 
«•»*/«'• c« Pcrfons, whom he had accufed ( naming them ) were con- 
^' ceived by many to be illegal, and not agreeable to the Pri* 
^^ vilege of Parliament, and that he was fo deiirous to give 
'^ fati^dlion to all men in all matters that might feem to 
^^ have relation to Privilege of Parliament, that he would wave 
'' his former proceedings ^ and all doubts being by that means 
^'fettled, when the minds of Men were compofed) he would 
^' proceed againft them in an unqueftionable way ^ and he 
VafliiredbothHoufesi ihat^ upon all occafions, he would be 
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^ fts careful of their Privileges as of hia Life^ or his Crovn. 

^* To which he added, that, in all his proceedings againft 

^dnfe Peribns^ he had never the leaft intention of violating 

^ the leaft Privilege of Parliament ; and in cafe any doubt of 

^ breach of Privilege remained, he would be willing to aflerc 

''it by any reafbnable way his Parliament fhouldadvife him 

**t03 and therefore he dcfired them forthwith to lay by all 

'^ jealooGes, and apply themfelves to the publick and premng 

^' Affidrs, and efpecially to thofe of Irelandy where the good 

^ of the Kingdom, and the true Religion, which fliould ever 

^^ be his firft care, were fo highly and fo nearly concern'd« 

*^ And he defired them , that his care of Their Privileges 

^ might increafe their care of His Lawful Prerogative, which 

^wasfb neceflary to the mutual defence of each other, and 

" both would be the foundation of a perpetual and perfcd in- 

^celligence between his Majefty and Parliaments, and of the 

^ happinefs and profperity of his People. 

But this Meflage was not fuchss they looked for ^ there 
feem'd ftill to be left a time for profecucion, and though the 
errour in Forrii feem*d to be confentcd to, yet the Subftance 
and Matter of the accufation might be ftiil infixed on. And 
therefore they took no notice of it, but proceeded in inflam- 
ing all Men with the fenfe of the breach of Privilege ; and 
&nd\ng the general mettal fomewhat to abate, that they might 
keep up the apprehenfion of danger, and theeftcem of their 
DirJing the City, they confult about Adjourning both Houles 
into Loudon *j but finding fome danger of infringing the Adfc 
of Parliament, from whence fome advantage might be taken 
CO their prejudice, till that power might be cleared by a Law,^ 
they were contented to Adjourn their rloufes as they had done 
for ibmedays, and to appoint Committees, qualified with more 
power than the Hou(es had, to meet in Umion ^ which for the 
convenience of the Common Council, who took up the Quild- 
HaSy chofe to fie in Grocers-Hall, 

It was wondcr'd, that having all places fo much ac theim# «««)>' 
devotion, th^y would remove from their more convenient */"/«*•' ^•'»- 
feats at Wejhtmfter ; where they might tranfadt whatfoever JJ^' Q^iccri- 
4cy defired without interruption, and where they were only Haii. 
diflnirbed by their own dir^ioh. But the advantage they 
ttxfti by It was extraordinary ; for , befidcs the fears they 
^ifperfcd abroad, and the confidence they gave their own 
Friends of the City by being with them, they were fure, for 
< the mc^ part, to have a Committee to their own hearts de^ 
fire; fince^befides many outof Lazinefs or Indignation would 
aot attend the Service info inconvenient a place, very many, 
who troubled them mod in their Counfds , Durft not in 
taraeft go thither , for fear of uncomely Af&onts, if not 
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danger, their names being publiibed in the tumults as dif* 
a£fmed perfons ^ and They were thofe indeed, which conftt-. 
tuted the Malignant Party, which they prayed againil : ^ukl 
they found icmuch eafier to tranftdt any thing contrived and 
fram'd by fuch a Commiccee, than originally o5er'd and de« 
bated in either Houfe, before the myi^ery was underftood by 
their Profelytes, and when chofe, who coo well underftood it, 
did render their defigns fomecimes ineflPcdual. 

The minds of Men throughout the Kingdom being now 
prepared to receive all their DiAaces with leverence, and to 
obey all their Orders, and to believe that all their Safety 
coniifted in, and depended upon their Authority, and there 
being few within the Houfe who had Courage to oppofe and 
contradi^ then), they fent to the Lords to quicken them in 
the Bill they hsid formerly fent to them concerning removing 
the Bifhops out of their Houfe ^ which now, when there 
were To many of them Priibners in the Tower, they preiunoed 
TbefMNtMHf woifld not meet with ib great an oppofition. In the Houfe 
10 ufm St of Commons they called to have the Bill read, which had 




^^rifons into the hands of fuchPerfbnsas they could CPmfiJe 
^^m'y which was the Expreffion they ufed, when they had a 
mind to remove anv man from a place , of which he was 
juftly poQeflTed, ^'tnat thev could not Confide m hio), which 
^^ they thought to be rea(on enough to difplace any man. 
When this Bill had been with much ado accepted, and firft 
refd, there were few men who imagined it would ever re- 
ceive further countenance : but now there were few, who did 
not believe it to be a very neceflary provifion for the Peace 
and Safety of the Kingdom. So great an imprcllioa had the 
late proceedij^gs inade upon them \ fo that with little op- 
pofuion it pa&d the Commons, and was fent up to the 
Lords. 

Upon the disbanding the late Army in the North, all the 
Artillery. Art^is, and Ammunition, that was provided for that 
Service, had been by the King's Command fent to HuU^ where 
it ftill remained ^ and his Majefly intended it (hould be kept 
there , for a Magazine upon all occafions. And he bad a 
little before thefe lace paflages fent the Earl of NeW'^Cafi/i 
thither, with a privatcCommilTiontobe Governour thereof, 
aflbon as it (hould be fictopublifh fuch a Command^ and in 
the mean time by his own Intercft to draw in fuch of the 
Country, as were neceflary to Guard the Magazine. But no- 
thing the King did in the moft private manner, but was quick- 
ly known to tho& from whom it (hould mofl have been 

concealed. 
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concealed. And fo the Earl of t^t^Cafib was no feoner 
gone, but tiodce was taken of ic^ attd he had noc been three 
days in f&ffj before the Houfe of Peers fenc for him, co at- 
tend the Serfice of that Houfe, which he had rarely ufed to 
do, being for the moft part at Bkbmamd attending upon the 
Prince oiWakSy whofe Govemour he was. He made no haft 
to return upon the Summons of the Houfe, but fent to the 
King to know his Pleafure ^ who not thinking matters yec 
ripe enough to make any fuch Declaration, appdinted him 
to oome away ^ upon which he appeared in the Houfe, with- 
out being asked where he had been. 

But both Houfes ftiortly after noov'd the King ^^ that the 31,11^^^ 
^^ Magazine at l£»f might be remov'd to the Tower of L^in^nmftim 
^*Joify which would be very necef&ry for the quieting the^'V'^^ 
" minds of that Country, and abating the Fears •n^jcaloufics^jjlj^^jj 
'^in the hearcs of very many, who did apprehend fbme de6gn ^^bn, r— 
^^in the keeping f^ much Ammunition in the Northern pans : imw^ h iW 
and his Majefty not giving them a fpe^y Anfwer, they fent'^^'"^* 
downSr JdhnHHthdm^ whofe Eftate lay Within three or four 
Miles of H»U^ and he had foine Command of the Trained* 
bands, *' to be Govemour thereof, and to draw in fuch of the 
'^ Country as he thought fit for the place. And though Hb- thgf find 
thorn had conciirr'd with them in all their violent ways , *•'<»»** 
yet thev well knew that he was not poSefled with Acir^?!^*"' 
Principles in any degree, but was very well afie(fled in his 
judgement to the Government both in Church and State, but 
had been firft engaged by his particular malice againfl the Earl 
of Strafford^ and afterwards terrified by their Votes againft 
Sherifis and Deputy Lieutenants, and therefore they lent his 
Son, a Member fikewife of the Houfe, and in whom tney noore 
Confided, to aflift him in that Service, or rather to be a Spy 
upon his Father. And this was the firft Eflay they made of 
their Sovereign Power over the Militia and the Forts, whilft 
their Bill was yet depending, and was a fiifiBcient manifefla- 
tion what they intended to do, when it (hould be pafled ; 
towards which they made all the haft they could, exercifine 
the King's patience every day with fome difagreeable Mef 
fagc to him, upon th^ir Privileges, and requiring *' vindi- 
*^ cation, and reparation, and dtfcovery of the Perfons who 
" had promoted that Profccution. And though the Coun- 
cil once a week attended upon his Majefty at Wlndfrr, he 
could not freely confult with them upon what moft con- 
cern'd him. 

I H this fad Condition was the King at Whifaty fallen in 
ten days from a Height and Greatnefs that his Enemies fear'd, 
to fuch a Lownefs, that his own Servants durft hardly avow 
the watting on him. Fcmt though, 'tis true^ ^ A^s of the 
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Houfe of Commons, and the Tumults, were as gi^t afiFrdtt 
toMajefty, before this laft Aft upcm the Members, as aa] 
that could be imagined poflible to fuccced, yet the Houie d 
Peers was then well difpoied, and might have been managed 
with a little patience, to have blafted all the extravagances 
of the Commons. And the truth is, the greateft excrava- 

fances appear'd to the ftanders-by to be but the atrenopcs of 
erfons m Defpair, and the ftruglings of Men at the laft Gafp. 
And, without doubt, if the King could have had the pacienoe 
to have fate ftill a Spe&ator of the Diflenfions between the 
two Houfes,'and encouraging the Lords, Who were firm to 
him, and putting thofe matters in ifliie, wherein the Com- 
mons had invaded both His and the Lords Privileges ; if be 
had commanded his Council at Law and the Judges, to have 

} proceeded by the ftriA rules of the Law againft S^tious Per- 
bns at large, for Preaching and Printing againft the peace of 
the Kingdom, and put the Commons Houfe either to have 
been quiet , whiift their Champions were exemplarily pu- 
siQied (which would have put a fpeedy end to their Licence) 
or to have appear'd the Chiimpions for an Infamous A<^ a- 
fainff the Law and the Juftice of the Kingdom, their JuriP 
didtion would probably in a fliort time luve been brought 
within the due Limits, and the ilouteft Fador for the Vib- 
lent Party been glad to have compounded for an Ad: of 
Oblivion. 

And I have heard from Credible Perfons, that the Chief 
of that Fadion afterwards cocdPeflcd, that if that extraordinary 
Accident had not happen'd to give them new Credit and 
Reputation, they were finking under the weight of theEr- 
peoation of thofe whom they had deluded, and the Envy 
of thofe whom they had opprefied. I am fure, they who 
out of Confcience, and Loyalty to their King and Country, 
diligently attended the Publick Service, were flrangely fur- 
prized at the matter and manner of that Accufation; and fore- 
saw, from the minute, the infinite difadvantage it would bring 
to the King's Afiairs. Not that they thought the Gentlemen 
accufed, Icfs Guilty ; for their extreme dimonefl Ads in the 
Houfe were fo viuble, that nothing could have been laid to 
their Charge incredible : but the going through with it was 
a matter of fo great difficulty and concernment, that every 
Circumftance ought to have been fully deliberated, and the 
ieveral parts diflributed into fuch hands, as would not have 
fhakcn in the execution. And the faying, that the King had 
not Competent Perfons enough, whom he might truft in fo 
important a Secret f which I believe was true) is rather an 
Argument, that the thing was not to be attempted at all, than 
that it was to be attempted in that ccuuioeri for whoever 

would 
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wcNild have betray'd the Tnift, would be Aire to find fault 
with it, when it was endeavour'd wichouc him, efpecially if 
it mifcarried. The truth is, there was little reafon to be- 
Vieve, that the Houfe of Peers would commit the Lord K/w- 
hlton upon the Accu&tion of Mr Attumey in that conjun* 
fiureof time; and lefs that the Houfe of Commons would 
deliver up their Members to the Serjeant at Armes, when they 
ibould be deraanded ; which was an irregular thing, and im- 
plied unreafonably , that they had fome Power to keep 
them, who ^virere defired to deliver them. Yet if the choice 
had been b^tcr made, and the feveral Perfons firft Appre- 
hended, and put into diftindtclofe Cuftodies, that neither 
any Body elfe (bould have heard from them, nor they one 
from another* all which had not been very difficult, the high 
Spirit of both Houles might poffibly have been fo dejedled, 
that they might have been Treated withal. But even that 
attempt had been too great for the Solitary State the King 
was in at f hat time ; which was moft naturally to have been 
improved by (landing upon his guard, and denying all that 
was in his Power to deny, and in compelling his Minifbers to 
execute the Law in thofe Cafes that demonftrably concern'd 
the Publick Peace. 

T Hs Committee at Grocers-Hall, very much exalted to find "^ Cmmt- 
no oppofition in any thing they defired from both Houfes, ccm-'hiu' 
itfolv'd to make what advanuge they could of that Seafon oidtfign « mv 
their Power ; and therefore not vouchfa£ug to return any An->*w»»- 
fwcr to the King^s Mcflige of retradtion, they concluded )*'*»'•' 
upon ^^ a new Remonfirance to be made of the State of the 
^^Kingdoot) ; in which they would prefcnt to the King's view 
^^thecaufes of the prefent evils and diftradions, and propoie 
" to him, by way of Advice, the Remedies that in their opi- 
^ nion he was to apply to thofe evils. 

"The Caufes they agreed to be, the evil Council about T%#w««er 

" the King and Qu^en, difpofing all occurrences of State, and thij^reforti 

"abufing the King's Authority and Power to the prejudice-^*^ "• 

"of Religion, thehaT^rding the Publick Peace, and ftrength- 

" ning a Malignant Party in the Kingdom 5 the influence, 

"which the Priefts and Jefuits had upon the afl£6lions and 

"Counfels of the Queen, and the admiffion of her Majefty to 

" intermeddle with the Great Affairs of State, and with the 

"difpofing of places and preferments of the Higheft concern- 

"incnt in the Kingdom ; whereby thofe of great Power and 

^Authority were engaged tp favour fuch defigns, as were in- 

"fufed into her Majefty by thofe of that Religion : the want 

"of a dae Reformation of the Church Government, and Li- 

"turgy then ufed j the want of a Preaching Mtniftry, and a 

!* competent Maintenance for them ; the over ftrift prcffing 
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^^of dIvenCeremonief io the Liturgy and Rubrick, and the: 
^^ preflfiDg other Ceremonies not injoin'd by Law ; the Votei^ 
^^ of the Popifli Lords in the Houfe of Peers, which was a 
'^ hindrance of the Reformation, and a protedtion of the Ma* 
^Migoant Party; the preferring fuch as had adhered to De- 
^^ linquenrs, and the difpleafiire Ihcw'd againft chofe w1k> had 
^^ been ufed as Witneflcs in the Profecuttoa of them ^ the 
*^ breaches of the Privileges of Parliament ; and themaiMgiflg 
^^ the great Afiairs of (he Realm in Cabinet Councils by Mm 
^' unknown, and not publickly trufted ; the preferring Men to 
^' degrees of Honour and Offices, and difplaang other^in Par- | 
^Misment time, and without the confent of that Council, and 
^'many other particulars; to which they thought chefe Re- 
^'roedies moft natural, and proper to beai^liecT 

^' T H A T all Privy Coumellors, and others of tmft and im- 
^^ployment beyond the Seas, (hould be'remov'd from their 
^Places, and only fuch admitted, as ihould be recommended 
^^ to the King by both Houfcs of Parliament ; and that fuch 
^Counfellors and Officers, as Ihould be {o difplaced, and not 
^^ again recommended, Ihould not have accefs to the Courts 
*^ of the King and Queen : that all Priefis, Pap fts, and ill af- 
^^feded Perfons, though profeffing the Proteftant Religion, 
^* Ihould be remov'd from the Queen's Perfon, and from hav- 
'^ ing any Office or Imployment under her, and that all her 
*^ Servants ihould take fuch an Oath as (hould be devifed by 
^^ Parliament ; that he, or (he. would not at any time diredly,

^* any Pcrlbn whatioever. 

'^ T H A T the King would remove from about his own 
** Perfon, and the Queen's, and from both their Court^ M' 
^^miiamMurr^f, M^ Porter, M' 7«bs Wblfr, and Mr HW- 
'^ It'am Crops, being all Perfons of evil Fame, and Difa£feAion 
'^ to the Fublick Peace and Profperity of the Kingdom, and 
^' infiruments of Jealoufy and Difcontent between the King 
'^ and the Parliament : that the King would not entertain any 
^'advice or mediation from the Queen in matters of Reli- 
'^gion, or concerning the Government of any of his Domi* 
^' nions, or fof the pTactng or difplacing of any great Officers, 
^^ Counfellors, Embaf&dors, or Agents beyond the Seas, or 
^' any of his Servants attending his Royal Perfon either in 
*^his Bcd-Chamber, or Privy-Chamber, or attending the 
*^ Prince, or any of the Royal ISue after they (hall attain to the 
"Age of five years: 

«That 
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^^ T H AT the Queen (hould cake a ibiemn Oadi, in the 

** prefcncc of both Houfes of ParUamcnt, that (be would not 

^^ hereafter give any Counfel^ or ufe any mediation to the 

^ King, concerning the dii'pofing of any Offices or Places 

^^ above mencion'd, or at all intermeddle in any Afiairs of 

^^ Scace^ or Government of the Kingdom : that all Officers 

^'2Bd Counfellors, that (hould be imploy'd in any of the Places 

'^before mentioned, fliould take a folemn Oath, that they 

<' had not made ufe of any power or mediation of the Queen 

*' dire€Uy, or indircdlly, for their Preferment, or in obcain- 

** ing any fuch Place or Imployment : That the Affairs of the 

^^ Kingdom fhouid not be concluded or tranfa&ed by the ad* 

'^ vice of Private Men, or by any unknown or unfworn Coun- 

^fellors, but fuch matters as were fit for the Council, by 

" the Privy Counfellors only j and fuch as were fit for the Par- 

**liament, by the Parliament only : 

*^ T H A T no Perfon whatfoever, under the penalty of Trea- 

^^foUy fhouid preiiime to (bilidte, or further any propofition 

*' for the Marriage of any of the King's Children with any 

^'Prince or Perfon of the Popi(h Religion y and that no Mar- 

^^ riage for any of the King's Children fliould be concluded 

" with any Prince or Perfon whatfoever, without the Con- 

*'fcnt and Advice of both Houfes of Parliament : That none 

*^ of the King's Children, except the Prinoefs Mary then af- 

^^fianced, ihould at any time go beyond the Seas without the 

^^amfent of bothHoufes of Parliament^ and that no Perfon 

*^undcr penalty of High Treafon fliould affift, or attend any 

'^of his Majefty's Children in any fuch voyage bey(»id the 

^'Scas, without the like confent of both the Houfes of Par- 

'^kimcnt. 

"That no Mafs, or Popilh Service, fliould be fold in the 

"Courts of the King or Queen^ or in tbeHouie of any Sub- 

" jeft of the Kingdom ; and that more Laws fliould be made 

'' againft the Paptfts ; and all the Priefts which were con- 

"demn'd, fliould be forthwith executed. That the Votes of 

" Popifli Lords might be taken away ; and a Reformation 

"madcrf the Church Government, and Liturgy by the Par- 

^ liament ^ and that no penalty flioukl be incurred for omi& 

*' fioo of any Ceremony, till the Reformation fliouid be per- 

^fA: That all Delinquents ihould be fufajed to fuch penal- 

'^tKs and forfeitures as fliould be agreed on, and impoled by 

''Bill, in both Hocrfes of Parliament : That fuch as Oiould 

'^he declared in Parliament to adhere to any Delinquents, and 

'^had thereupon received any Preferment from the King, 

''flioold be remov'd from fuch Preferment ; and fuch as 

'^flioald be declared by both Houfes to have been imployed 

^md uied agaioft Delinquents^ and had tfaezeupon fallen into 
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^^ the Ktng'f dirpletrure, and been put from their Places^ flioiild 
^' be reftored to their Places^ and nis Majefty's Favour : 

^< T T A T every Perfoa, who, being a Member of the Houfe 
^^ of Comoions in that Parliament, had been accufed of any 
'^ Ofience againft that Houfe, an<L the Acculation depending, 
^ had been called up to the Houie of Lords in the quality of 
^* a Peer, ihould by Ad of Parliament be put out of that 
^^Houfc^ and that hereafter no Member of the Houfe of 
^ Commons (hould without their oonfent be called up to be 
^'a Peer, except in cafe of Defcent : That no Perfon, which 
'^ (hould hereafter be made a Peer of the Realm, (hould be 
^' admitted to have his Seat, or Vote in the Houfe of Peers, 
^^ without the confent of both Houfes of Parliament : That 
^^ thofe Members of the Houfe of Commons, who had this 
^^ Parliament been called to the Houfe of Peers, except in cafe 
^^ of De(cent, (hould be excluded from giving their Votes in 
^^the Houfe of Peers, unlefs both Houfes of Parliament 
^^ (hould aflent thereunto : That no Member of either Houfe 
^^ of Parliament (hould be preferred or difplaced, fitting the 
^' Parliament, without the confent of that Houfe, whereof 
^^he was a Member : That fuch of either Houfe as had been 
^^ preferred to any Place or Office, during the Parliameot, 
'^ might be put out of thofe Places : 

*' T H A T the King would declare the Names of thofe 
^* who advifed him to the accufation of the Members, and all 
^^ the particulars that enfued upon that accufation ; and that 
'^ he would make publick Declaration and promife in Parlia- 
*^ menr, never more to receive information from any Man to 
'^ the prejudice of any Member of either Houfe, for any thing 
^ ^done in that Houfe, without difcovering theNane of fuch 
^ Perfon who gave him fuch information. 

These, and many other particulars of the like nature, 
were the refults of that Committee at Grocers-Hatt; which 
I infert here, being the prc^r time of their Birth, that the 
World may fee, what their ProjeAions were in the Infancy of 
their vifible power and advanuge, though they were not di- 
gefted into avow'd Propofitions till long after, as the eEBsOs 
of riper divifions, and fuller grown jealoufies. For by that 
time they had fhaped and framed their Devices, they found 
the Eyes of the People not fo univerfally (hut as tney had 
been y and that the King's coming to the Houfe of Commons, 
or the accufing the Members, was not more fpoken of than 
the Tumults, and the driving the King out of LonJony and 
not fu6Pcring him to be quiet at Ham f ton-Court. Then the 
Lords begun to take new Courage, and thouah they were 
fomewhat intoxicated with the fears and jealoufies concerning 
their Privileges, yet they thought Trefpafles of that kind ca* 

pable 
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paUe of reparation, and (bwere willing to receive any Over- 
ture from the King to that purpofe. Ic was concluded there- 
fore, '^ the time was not yet ripe to do all at once, till more 
^Men were engaged, and refblv'd, ^^ with more patience to 
"win their ground by inches. 

The King continued at Windfir to expeA the end, or the 
iSueof chisTcmpeftj and (iodine that they hardly would take 
nodce of his former Meilages, but proceeded in the High- 
ways of Deftru<flion, for he had advertifement of their moft 
fecret Combinations, refolv'd to fend fuch a Meilage to the 
twoHoufes, whofe United Reputation was yet too great to 
finiggle with, as might at leaft divide Thofe, who defired the 
Publick Peace, from the Minifters of Confufion : and To on 
theiQtb ol January font this Propoficion and Meflage to them rw Ki*£* 
io writing, '* For preventing ihofc evils, which the manifold ^•f^tUm 
"Diftrafltions threacen'd to the Kingdom ; that they would ^t^'S"^ 
*widi all fpced fall into a ferious Confideration of all thofe JJ^T;.^; 
"particulars, which they held neccffary, as well for the up- ^' 
^^ holding and maintaining the King's juft and Regal Autho- 
"rity, and the Settling his Revenue, as for the prefcnt and 
"future Eftablifliment of their Privileges, the bet and quiet 
"enjoying of their Eftates, and Fortunes, the Liberties of their 
"Perfons, the fecurity of the true Religion now profefled 
" in the Church of England^ and the Settling of Ceremonies 
^m fuch a manner, as might take away all Juft Ofience; 
"which when they (hould have digefted, and compofed into 
"one entire Body, that fo his Majefty and thcmfelves might 
"be able to make the more clear judgement of them, it (hould 
"then appear, by what his Majefty would do, how far he 
"had been from intending, or defigning any of thofe things, 
" which the too great Fears and Jealoufies of fome Perfons 
"(eem'd to apprehend ; and how ready he would be to equal, 
"and exceed the greateft Examples of the moft indulgent 
"Princes in their Afts of grace and favour to their People^ 
"fo that if all the prefcnt Diftradlions, which fo apparently 
"threatened the ruin of the Kingdom, did not, by the blet 
"fingof Allmighty God, end in a happy and bleffed accom- 
modation, his Majefty would then be ready to call Heaven 
*^and Earth, God and Man, to witnefs, that it had not failed 
on His part. 

This Meflige was received by the Lords with great figns 
of joy, infomuchthat they defired the Commons to join wjth 
them in returning their Thanks to his Majefty for his gracious 
oflers, and to aCkire him, " That they would forthwith apply Biah }huf«t 
"themfelves to thofe confiderattons, be propofed. However i^'wiV* rfc« 
the next day they joined together in a Petition to the King, f^jJ^J 
" that he would, in very few days, fend in his Proofs, and MtiXw! • 

" proceed 
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^^ proceed ttainft the Members he had Aocured of High l*rcm- 
^ Ion, or declare them to be Innocent, and himfelf to be 
yy'^tT" *^ ill •^vifed i to the which he Anfwcr'd, "that he was ready 
yi^^ ^ to proceed againft them, but that there might be no dcw 
^^milcakes in the way, and form of the proceedings, he de- 
^* fired, that it might be firft refolv'd, whether his Majefty 
^ were bound in refped of Privileges to proceed againft them 
^^ by Impeachment in Parliament, or whether he were at li- 
^^ berty to prefer arr Indidbment at Common Law in the ufuai 
^^ way, or whether he had his choice of either^ before that 
" was refolv'd, his Majefty thought it unufual and unfit to dlA 
^ cover what Proof he had againft them j but then he would 
^^ give fuch fpeedy direAion for Profecution, as might put a 
"determinatiop to the bufinefs. 

This gave them new Oftence and Trouble ; and if the 
King's Council had had the Courage to have infifted upon the 
matter of Law, and the Lords would have given them reafbn* 
able countenance, they would have been much puzled to have 
procured a Refolucion that would have fervid their pur- 
pofes to all parts, and been content to have fufpended their 
judgement, that fo the King might have fufpended his profe- 
cution. For if the Judges had been called to deliver their opi- 
nions in point of Law, which they ought to have been, they 
could not have avoided the declaring, that by the known 
Law, which had been confeded in all times and ^es, no Pri- 
vilege of Parliament could extend in the cafe of Treafon ; but 
that every Parliament Man was Then in the condition of 
every other Subjed, and to be proceeded againft accordingly. 
In tne next place, as they would never have ventured them- 
ielves upon the Houfe or Peers under an Impeachment, and 
thereby made them their Judges, which indeed was incon- 
gruous, every Subjeft being to be Try'd for his Life fer Pa- 
res, vei per Legem Terraj to both which the Lords, and the 
Impeachment, weredireAiy oppofire^ fo they would lefs have 
trufted an Indidtment at Law, and a well chofen fober Jury, 
who had been bound to follow their Evidence of FaA, and 
were not Judges of the Law, which was fcvere in any Coni 
fpiracy againft the Crown, or the Perfons of King or Queen. ; 
But having (hut the doors againft any mention oT Law, 
they made no Tcruple of refolving, and anfwering his Majefty, 
** That they were firft to fee the Evidence he had to prove 
*' the guilt, before they could give any diredlion for the man- 
** ncr of the Profecution, and proceeding ; which they ground- 
ed upon a Maxim, they had but lately eftablilhed, though 
never till then heard of; ** that no Member of Parliament, 
^^ for what Offence focver, could be Arretted, or proceeded 
^^ againft^ but by the confent of that Houfe of which he was 

" a Mem- 
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<^ t Member ^ tnd then, they faid, cbey could not |dv^ or dc» 
^^ ny their coofenc by tny other meafurcthan the fCnowledge 
^ Qt the Crime and Proof, upon which fuch Member ftood 
'^accufed. Which Conclufion had been reaibnable had the 
Frcmifes been juft ; whereas the argument was to be invert- 
ed, (hsx Their conlent was not to be asked, becauie they bad * 
BO G^niliLOce of the Crime of which their Members were 
aocufed, nor were Judges whether their accufiuion were valid 
in Law, or fufflcieDtly proved in Fadl. 

It is not to be believed how many fober, wellminded men, okfirym 
who were real Lovers of the Peace of the Kingdom, and had '*!J^jf'*' 
a full fubmiffion, and reverence to the Known Laws, wetCp^*^, 
impoTed upon, and ^ad their Underftandings confounded^ 
mi fo their Wills perverted, by the mere mention of Privi- 
lege of Parliament j which inftead of the plain, and intelli- 
gibk notion of it, was by the dexterity of thoie Boutefeus, 
and their under-Agents of the Law, and the Supine Sottilh^ 
nefs of the People, rendered fuch a myftery , as could be only 
explain d by Th^nfelves, and extended as far as they found 
nccel&ry for their occafions, and was to be acknowledged a 
good reafon for any thing that no Other reafon could be 
given for. '^ We are, fay they, and have been always confeC- 
^fed, the only Judges of our own Privileges; and therefore 
" wtetfoevcr we declare to be our Privilege, is fuch : othcr- 
^wik whofoever determines that it is Noclo, makes himfelf 
^Judgeof that, whereof the Cognifance only belongs to Us. 
And this Sopbiftical Riddle perplexed many, who, notwith- 
ftanding the defoerate Confequence they faw muft refult from 
fuchLogick, taKing the firft Propoii(ion for true, which, be-^ 
iog rightly onderftood, is fo, have not been able to wind 
theo^iielves out of the Labyrinth of rhe Conclufion : I iay thp 
Propofition Rightly underfiood : They are the only Judges 
of their own Privileges, that is, upon the Breach or thofe 
Vmil^egy which the Law hath declared to be their own, 
and w& puni&menc is to be inflided upon fuch Breach. But 
there cao be no Privilege, of which the Law doth not take no- 
tice, andt which is not pleadable by, and at Law. 

The truth and dearnefs of this will beft appear by Inftance: 
If lam Arrefted by Procefsout of any Court, I am to plead 
MtheCouet, that I am a Member of Parliament, and that, 
by the Privilege of Parliament, my Perfon ought to be free 
from Arrefts. Upon this Plea the Judge is boam to difcharge 
me ; and if he does not, he is a Criminal, as for any other 
trefpafs againft the Law : but the puniQiing the Perfon, who 
hath naade this infringement, is not within His power, hue 
proper t<o that Jurifdiaion, ^ainft which the contempt is ; 
therefore that Houfe, of which lam a Member, upon com- 
4 plaint 
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pktnt made of fuch an Arrdh uTually fends for the peribns 
culpable, the party at whofe Suit the Arreft is made, and the 
Omcers which executed it, and commits them to Prifon, till 
they make acknowledgment of their Ofience. But that Houfe 
never fends, at leaft never did till this Parliament, any Order 
to the Court out of which the Procefs ilTued, to llay the pro- 
ceedings at Law, becaufe the Privilege ought to be legally 
pleaded. So, after the Diflblution of Parliament, if I am Ar- 
retted within the days of Privilege, upon any plea of Privi* 
lege the Court difcharges me ^ but then the Party that Arrefts 
me, efcapes punifhment till the next Parliament the Judge 
having no more power to commit the man that fued or arre- 
fted me, than he hath to imprifon a man for bringing an A&t- 
on at Law, when he hath no good title ; neither is He Judge 
of the contempt. 

Again, it a man brings an Information, or an Aft ion of 
the Cafe, for words fpoken by me, and I plead that the words 
were fpoken by me in Parliament, when I was a Member 
there, and that it is againft the Privilege of Parliament, that I 
(hould be impleaded in any other place, for the words I fpoke 
There i I ought to bedifcharged from this Aftion or Infor- 
mation, becaufe this Privilege is known, and pleadable at 
Law y but that Judge can neither punifh, nor examine the 
breach of Privilege, nor Cenfure the contempt. And this is 
the true and proper meaning of the old received Axiom, that 
they are Judges only of their own Privileges. 

And indeed thefetwo, of freedom from Arrefts for their 
Peribns ( which originally hath not been of that latitude to 
make a Parliament a Sanftuary for Bankrupts, where any per- 
fon out-lawed hath been declared incapable of being returned 
thither a Member ) and of liberty of Speech, were accounted 
their chiefeft Privileges of Parliament : For their other, of Ac- 
cefs to the King, and correfpondence by Conference with the 
Lords, are rather of the Eflence of their Councils, than Pri- 
vileges belonging to them. But that their being Judges of 
their Privileges fcould qualify them to make New Privileges, 
or that their Judgement (hould Create them fuch, as it was 
a doftrinc never before Now heard of, fo it could not but 
produce all thofe Motiftrous effefts we have feen ; when they 
have aflumed to (Wallow all the Rights and Prerc^atives of 
the Crown, the Liberties and Lands of the Church, the Power 
andjurildiaion of the Peers, inaword^ the Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties of England , in the boctomlds and in(atiable 
Gulph of their own Privileges. And no doubt thefe inva- 
(ions, on pretence of Privilege, will hereafter be indeed xo 
have been the mott unparallel'd, and capital Braadff at tho(e 
Privileges, that had ever vec bees ancinpted.

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I N the Addrds, which Che Houie of Commons prepared rw lw^ 
(oT ficlmowledgefnent of the King's Grace and favour in his «(^cnmm«#

whKh the Lords Difier'd with ^hem ; as well for that the 
Ai(Mblofthe cuftody thereofwas the King's peculiar Right 
and Prerogative^ as likewife that his Majeity had committed 
the charge thereof to S^ John Byrany a pcrion of a very An- 
cienc family, an honourable extradion, and good Fortune, 
aod as unblemiflied aReputation, as any Gentleman of £»g- 
U The Commons, much troubled that the Lords fliould

And therefore on the fix and twentieth day of yamuajyT**' f»»-

^ which, to ftU Humane rcafon, the great DiftnAians aftbt 
^Kiogdom muft needs overwhelm it with milervaod Ruxne. 
The King was not troubled at the receipt ofthis Petition, 
glad, that fioce they could not be brought to fiich a degree 
of ReafonabieneTs, as might make up all breaches, tbev would 
be (b peremptorily Unreafonable as might probably £cver 
Thofe from them who were not To Dcfperace as thcmfelvcs j 
and he hoped, that when the People ibould obfer ve that ibis 
grafpiiki of the Militia of the Kingdom into their own hanos, 
as an Expedient for the compofmg their high grown Fears 
and Jeaioufics, W2s no more than they defired i he Summer 
before, when S^ Arthur Hmflerigg brought in his Bill into the 
Houfe of Commons, which is before remembred, when that 
title of Feais and JealouGes was notdifcovcr'd ; and when the 
Peers Ihould obferve, that the Houfe of Commons iD(blem7y 
Demanded, by rh^rir own Single SufTrage, the deputing men 
to Places of that vaft Importance, they would both concludej 
that thofe Immodeft Askers were not only fit to be Denied, 
but Reformed : yet believing that Real and Juft Fears might 
grow up , to difcounrenance and fupprefs thofe Imagiaary 
ones, his Majefty vouchfafed a very iott and gentle Anfwer 
H» M4i#/b*« to that Petition; and told them, *' that he hoped his gracious 
^nfmr. "Meflagc would have produced fomc fuch Overture, as by 
^'oflering what was fit on Their parts to do, and by asking 
^^ what was proper for Him to grant , might have begot a 
^* mutual Confidence in each other. Concerning the Tower 
^'of Ijmion^ that He did not expe&, having prtferr'd aper- 
^' fon of a kiiown Fortune, and unqueftionable Reputation, to 
^ tiiat Truft , that he (hould have been prcfled to remove 
*^ him without any particular Charge objeded againft him y 
*^ however, that it , upon due examination , any particular 
5' Ibould be preiented to him , whereby it might appear he 
*^ was miftaken in his good opinion of that Gentleman, and 
^^ that he was unfit for the Truft committed to him, he would 
*^ make no fcraple of difcharging him ; otherwife , he was 
^^ obliged in juftice to himfelf, topreferve his Own work, left 
^his tavourand good Opinion might prove a Difadvantage 
^* and Misfortune to his Servants, without any other Accu- 
'^ fation ; of which he hoped his Houfe of Ccmimons would 
^^ be fo tender, as of a bufincfs , wherein his Honour was 
^' much concern'd, and if they found no material Exceptions 
'^ againft that perfon, they would rather endeavour to fattsfy

"digefted, and propofed to him, he would r^urnfuch ati 

"Anfwer as fiiould be agreeable to hi* Honolir , and the 

"Safety of his People, he being refolv'd only to'denyrhofe

"another, by their love of Religion, and the Peace of the 
"Kingdom, in which, he faid, that of I^^A^ff^ was included, 
' "that they \vould not be tranfported by Jealoufi?s, and ap- 
" prehenfions of Poffible dangers, to put themfelves or his 
"Majefty, into Real and Prefent inconvenienciesi but that 
"they would fpeedilypurfue the way propoled by his former 
Vol. I. Part X. Cc ' - *^Mcffigc, 
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^* MeC&gc, which, in Human Reafon, was the only way t( 
*' compofe the Diftradions of theKifigdom, and, with God' 
*^blefling, wpuld reftorc a great meafure of felicity to Kinj 

^^andPcopk. 

This ALfwer being not only a denial, but fuch an Ex- 
poftulation as would render their Counfels of lefs reverence 
to the People, if upon thofe reafons thev fliould recede froni 
what they had with that Confidence, ancl difdainof the Houfc 
of Peers demanded of the King j they therefore refolvM tc 
fee up their reft upon that flake, and to go through with it^ 
or pcrifh in the attempt. And, to this purpofe, they again 
roufter up their Friends in the City, and lend their EmifTuries 
abroad to teach the People a new Language. All Petitions 
muft now defire, .'^ that the Kingdom might be put . into a 
^^'pofture of Defence, and nothing elfe would ferv'e to defend 
*' them frpnx tbcxnany Plots and Confpiracies againft them, or 
^^fecurfc them fcom their own Fears and Jealoufies. More 
Petitions were prefented to the Houfe of Commons by fome 
Citizens of London^ in the name of thofe Merchants , that 
nfiially Traded to the Mint with Bullion , who pretended 
*' that their Feats and Jealoufies were fo great, that they durft 
'^ hot carry their Bullion to the Tower., being not fatisfied 
"with tlie prefcht Lieutenant there; and therefore defired

Gentlemen, and Freeholders, and other Inhabitants, ^I'^w^ril- 
ofthe Counties of ilf/^<i//(/?x, Effex^ and HnffarJ^ all which cermm^tim 
fcvcrajly inveighed agaioft the Malignant Party, which rcn- MiVi/i*. 
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<ler'4;hc good endeavours of the Houfe of Commons fniil 
Icfs; ^^ dcfired that the Votes of the Bifliops, and Popifl 
f^LorJs, might be taken out of the Houfe of Peers; thacthej 
'^ might be .put into a pofture of defence, and the Fores, aiK 
f'Caftles of the Kingdom, into fuch hands as the Parlianoent 
^^ might Confide in j that fo Ireland might be relieved^ and 
^^ this Kingdom made happy. One of them adding, that the 
^^ Malignant Party of Prelates and Papifts,and their adherents^ 
^^ were inconfiftent with the happy fucoefi of the Parliament 
.Thefe Petitions, and che.Anfwer of the Comrnon Council oi 
X^ndcny were thought ample materials for a Cboference with 
the Lords, who might be thereby remembex'd of their Duty \ 
\Mr pym and to that purpofe M' ^y^ delivered them at a Conference, 
dtitvtrs the and after they were read,told them,'^tbat their Lordfliips might 
fi!i"/*;^' 4/ " *" ^^^^ Petitions hear the voice, or rather the Qy of all 
mc^n/mct,.^^ JEffjAwf^/ J and that they were not to wonder if the urgency, 
'^^the Extremity of the condition we were all in, did pro- 
^^duce feme earneftnels and vehemency of expreffion more 
*^ than ordinary ^ the agony, terrour, and perplexity, in which 
'^ thje Kingdom laboured, wasuniverlal, all parts were aflcdt- 
^^ed with it j and therefore inthofe Petitions they might ob- 
^^(crvethe Groans and miferable complaints of all. After a 
long difcourfe of the great and notorious dangers the Kingdom 
:Was in, by Invafions threaten'd from abroad, and Infurrections 
fron) within , he told them , ^^ the Obftru&ions , that had 
*' brought them into that Diftcmper, were principally the ob- 
^' Arudtlonof Reformation in matters of Religion j and that 
." there was never Church or State affliAed with more grie- 
^^ vanccs of That kind, than we had been y and that though 
^^they were partly eafed and diminiflied by thewifdom of 
'^ the Parliament, yet many ftill remained j and as long as the 
*^ Bifhops, and die corrupt part of the Ckrgy, continued in 
/^ their power, there would be little hope of freedom, cither 
^' from the fenfe of thofe that continuea, or the fear of thofe 
^^ which were removed. And of That obftru&ion, hefatd, 
^^ he muft clear the Coinmons, who were in no part guilty 
^^ of it. Some good Bills they had already pafled,. and others 
^^ were in preparation , and might have been i^Qed before

H E told them " there was great obftruftiori in Trade, 

^^ which brought food and nouriflimeut to the Kingdom ^ and 

^' then having inlareed himfelf with enumeration of the nor- 

, ^ able benefits the Kingdom received by the fulnefs of Trade, 
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* ^he fiud, he nuft proteft, theHoufeof Commons had given 
^ "no caafe to that obftrudlion : They had eafed Trade of 
' ^ many Burthens, and heavy Taxes, and had freed it from 
I ^'many hard reftraincs by Patents and Monopolies 9 they had 

"fought to put the Merchants into fecurity and confidence 

^'iorefpeft of the Tower of London^ chat fo they might be 

'^iflvited to bring in their Bullion to the Mint, as heretofore 

"they had done; they were no way guilty of the Troubles, 

"the Fears, and Publick dangers, which mode Men wichdraw 

^'ibeii Stocks, and keep their Money by them, to be ready 

''for fuch fuddain exigents, as, in thofe great diflraAions, 

" they had too great caufe to expeft. 
"Thbre was an obftrudion, he faid, in the relief of 

^^Irtknd^ but he muft declare the Commons were alcogether 

" innocent of any negleA therein ; they had agreed to the Le* 

'^r/cs of Men and Money, and, from time to time, done all to 

^^che furtherance thereof, though in the midft of many diftra- 

"ftions and divcrfioas ; but the want of Commiflions for 

^* Levying Men, that was the Bill about Prefling, and divers 

^ other impediments, had been the caufes of that obflru- 

"dion. Way, he fiid, he did not only find impediments to 

"ihfitnfelves, but incouragement to the Rebels; for many of 

"thechief Commanders now in the head of the Rebels, after ^^ 

*'both Houies had flopped the Ports againft all Ir\fh Papifts, 

"had been fuffer'd to Pafs, by his Majefty's immediate War- 
grants, much to the difcouragement of the Lords Juftices and 

"Council there, which were procured by fome evil inftru- 

"njcots too near his Royal Perfon, and, they believ'd, with^t 

^out his knowledge and intention. 
He faid, '^ there was an obftru&lon in providing for the 

"defence of the Kingdom, that they might be inabled to 

"refill a Forreign Enemy, and to fupprefs all civil Infurre- 

"ftions : what endeavour they had u(ed to remove them, but 

"hitherto without that Succefs and Concurrence which they 

"cxpeded, and where their flop had been, and upon what 

" grounds they might proclaim their own Innocency and Faith- J 

"falnefs in that particular, they defired no other Wicnefles J 

"^ut dieir Lordlhips. j 

^l told them, ** the evil influences, which had caufcd 

^^^ihat Diftemper, were the evil Councils about the King, 

l^the great Power, that a Faflious and Incerefled Party had 

^^ in Parliament by the continuance of the Votes of the Bimops, 

l^and Popifti Lords, in their Lordfliip's Houfe, and the tak- 

' ing in of others out of the Houfe of Commons, and other- 

"wife to encreafe their flrength, the fomenting a Malignant

"King, and his Parliament. And afcer many bitter and Ss-

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ditious ezpreflions of the OMirt, and of &U thof^ who were 
not of his mind, he concluded^ *^ thae he t\ad nochiog co pro- 
^'pofe ro their Lordfiitps by. way of requeft or 6tfirc from 
** the HouTe of Commons ) he doubted nor, but their Judge- 
^ments would tell them what was co be done^ their Con- 
^^fcteoces, their Honours, their Interefts, would call upon 
*^ them for the doing of it. The Commons would be glad 
^' to have their help and concurrence in (kving the Kingdom ; 
^'but if their Lordihips fliould fail, it (hould not difcOurage 
^ them in doing their Duty ; and whether .the Kingdom 
^' be loft, or favcd, they fhould be forry, that the ftory of 
'^this prefent Parliimenc (hould tell Pofterity, that^ in fo 
^'great danger and extremity, theHoufe of Commons (hould 
^^be inforced to iave the Kingdom alone, and that the Houfe 
*^ of Peers (hould have no part in the Honour of the prelcr- 
^^ vation of it, they having (o great an intereft in the good 
^'fuccefs of tho(e endeavours, in refpeA of their great Eftates, 
^^ and high degrees of Nobility. 

As SOON as this Conference was ended, the Speaker of 
the Houie of Commons was appointed to give Mr Pptt fo^ 
]cran Thanks for his fo well performing that lervice, and to 
pi'^^b' ^^V^^^^ ^^^ ^o deliver his Speech in writing in to theHoufe, 
oX. ^ ^^^^ ^^ might be Printed; which was done accordingly, to the 
end that the People might underftand, be(ide$ thofe reproaches 
upon the King, how negligent the Houfe of Peers were of their 
welfare and lecurity. 

The fame day and hour after that Conference, a great 
number of people, in the name of the Inhabitants of the Coun- 
ty of Hertford^ prefented a Petition to the Houfe of Peers; 
in which, amongft other particulars, ^' they complain'd of the 
^* delay of putting the Kingdom into a pofture of War for 
** their better defence, and the want of complyance by that 
*^ Honourable Houfe with the Houfe of Commons, in enter- 
'^ taining thofe many good Motions, and Pafling thofe necef- 
** fary Bills presented to them from that Houfe for the Com- 
^*mon Good. And therefore they defired chem, for the bct- 
^^ ter removing of all the caufes and fprings of their Fears 
"and Troubles, that the evil Counfellors, and others hindcr- 
'^ing the Publick Good, might be taken from his Majefty, 
** and the Voting of the Bifhops and Popifli Lords, to be re- 
'^mov'd out of that Honourable Hou(e : And that the Peti- 
*' tioners, who would be ever ready to hazard their Lives and 
'^ Eftates for the defence of the King and Parliament, the Pri- 
'^vUeges of the fame, and in fpecial thofe noble Lords and 
'^Gentlemen in both Hcufes, whgfe endeavours were for 
^^the Publick Good, might have liberty to Proreft againft all 
^^ thofe, as Enemies co the Kingdom, who refufcd to joyn 

*^ with 
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^ with thofe Honourable Lords and the Houfe of Gammons, 
*^for the putting the Kingdom into a way of Safety, under 
'.' ibe Command of fuch Pcrfons, as the Parliamcift (hould 
** appoint. But neither this, nor any of the other proceed- 
ings were reiented by the Houfe of Peers, though their Privi- 
leges were not onjy invaded, but the very Freedom and Li- 
beity of Parliament abfolutely taken away and deftroyed 
thciiby. 

When the Houfe of Q>mmons found that none of thefc 
extraordinary ways would throughly Subdue the Houfe of 
Lotds, but that, though they b^ very fturdy Champions 
there, the Major part, albeit the Bifhops, and all tKeKecu* 
fint Lords were driven from thence, ftill oppofcd them, 
wherd>y neither the Bill for the taking away the Bi(hop$ 
Votes, nor about Preffing, could pafs, and that they perempto- 
rily ftill refufed to joyn in the bufinefs of the Militia ; they 
foofld a new way, as unpradiced and as unnatural as any 
of the former, whereby they would be fure to have an in* 
fiuence upon the Houfe of Peers, It is an old Cuftom, 
and Privilege of that Houfe, that upon auy folemn^ Debate, 
whofoever is not fatisfied with the conclufion and judgement 
of the Houfe, may demand leave to enter his Proteftation, 
^^ich muft be granted. The Original of this was in Jea- 
lous Times, when Men defired, for avoiding the ill confe- 
quence of any Aft there, that their Diflencs might appear; 
and was very feldom prafticed, but when they conceiv'd Re- 
ligmy or the Crown, trenched upon ; Infomuch as you (hall 
not find, in the Journals qf many Parliaments, oneProtefta- 
don enter'd; and when there was any, there was no more in 
the Records, than, after the Refolution of the Houfe is cnter'd, 
"that fuch a Lord defired that his Proteftation or Diffcnt might 
''be cntery, anc;! oftentimes when feveral have diOcnted 
from the general Opinion, not above one or two have entered 
thtir Proteftation. But fince this Parliament, .as. they alter'd 
this Cuftom from cafes of high Concernment to the raoft tri- 
vial Debates, the Minor part ordinarily entering .their Prote- 
ftation, to the end that their Opinions might betaken notice 
of,.aDd who were oppofite to them, whereby the Good and 
m Lords were known and publilhed ; fo they alter'd the 

fonn,and inftcad of Ihort general Entries, caufed the matter 
of Debate to be fumm'd up, and thereupon their Protefta- 
6», " that they were not to be anfwerable for any Inconve- 
'^iijcnces or Mifchicfs, that (hould befal the Common-wealth 
''by reafon of this or that Refolution. So that from an Aft 
for the parricular Indemnity of the Perfon, that made it, it 
grew fonictimes to be a reproaching and arraigning the fenfe 
of the Houfe by any Faftious number that difagrted. Then 

Cc 4. . becaufe 
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bccaufc the Moufe of Peers is a Court of Recx>rd, they con- 
cluded, /^ That any Man upon any occafion might peruie 
"the Journals; and fo every Night the Houfe of Commons 
could fee how the Debates had been managed and carried a.11 
the Day, and take publick notice, and make ufe of it accsord- 
ingly, which they could not do of thofe difcourfes they re— 
ceiv'd ffora their Confidents ; for fupplying whereof this un- 
juftifiable method was found out. For though it is a Courc 
of Record, the higheft Court, and the Afts and Judgemencs 
of Parliament are Records, to vhich the Subjcft may upon 
all occaiions fefort, yet they ought not to make ufe of that Li- 
berty in order to queftion any words fpoken, or afts done^ 
and remembered there; of which if the Lords are not the 
X)nly Judges, their Privileges are much Icfs than tbeCommons 
in truth have, and may juftly claim. 

It happened, about this time, that upon fome Overture iix 
the Lords Houfe, which pleafed them not, the Violent Party 
there, in a diforderly manner, cry'd out, jid^tmrn^ Adjourn^ 
being not willing the matter ihould then come into Debate^ 
others were not willing that the Houfe fliould Adjourn. The 
• Duke of "Richmond troubled at that Tumultuary and indirecft 
proceeding, faid, without direfting himfelf to the Speaker, 
*' if they would Adjourn, he wilhed it might be for fix 
*^' Months, or words to that eflfeft; upon which fome of the 
other Party immediately moved, *^ that the Houfe might not 
*^ rife, and that the Duke would explain himfelf, and anfwer 
'' the making fuch a Motion, as, being granted, would be de- 
" ftruftive to the Common- wealth. The Duke faid, "he 
'^rnade no Motion, but ufed that expreffion, to (hew his dif- 
**^]Tke of the other Motion to Adjourn at that time, when 
"there wasbufinefs in agitation of great Concernment; and 
" that, when he fpoke, all Men being upon their feet, and 
"out of their places, he conceiv'd the Houfe had been Up. 
Upon this he was required to withdraw; and then they, who 
had long looked upon him withgreat Envy and Animbfity, as 
the onl)r g;rcat'Perfon, and Officer at Court, who had diC- 
countenanced their power, and their ftratagems, and had 
with notable Courage always oppofed their extravagancies, 
and fervile complying with the Houfe of Commons, iand fub- 
mitting to the Tumults, and had with Angular Conftancy 
preferv'd his Duty and Fidelity to his Majefty unviolated, in- 
veigh'd againft that Motion, "as of too Serious a nature to 
** be macic a jeft' of, and fit to be Cenfured as moft pernicious 
"to This Kingdom, and defhuftivc 10 Ireland \ the War 
^' whereof could not proceed, if the Parliament fhould have 
" bepn Adjourned for &x Months, as bis Lordlhip had pro* 
"pofed. 

On 
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Oh the other fide, it was aUedg'd, ^<that the Motion had' 

^' never been made to the Houfe ; and therefore they ought 

"tromore to queflion, or take notice of it, than of every 

^^ lighter frolick Difcourfe orExprdlion, that negligently, or 

^cafually fell from any Man ; which would take iway all li- 

*'bciiyof Converfation. However, that if it had been fe- 

*'rioufly, and forrnally made, it could be no Crime, it being 

**theiiece(firy Liberty and Privilege of every Member, to 

^make any Motion he thought in his judgement fit, which 

'^cheHoute would approve, or rejeA> as it found reafonable. 

^^And ibat, fince ic was as much in the Houfcs Power to 

^'Adjoam for fix Months, as for fix Days^ it was as lawful 

"to move the one as the others of which there could not be 

"die leaft inconvenience, becaufe the Houfe would be fure 

"to rejeft it, if it were not found proper. After a very 

Sace, and eager Debate, in which much Bittemefs and Vi- 

Tolcncj was cxpreflfed, it was Refolv'd by the Mfejdr parr, 

^tfaat the Duke had committed no Ofience; and fo he was 

as regularly abfolv^d as was poflible. Hereupon the Earls of 

^wxhumherland^ Temhrokey EjfeXj and Holland^ who thought 

the Duke's Affedion and Duty to his Matter a Reproach, and 

his intereft prejudicial to Them, with the reft of that Party 

enter d their Proteftation j *' that whereas fuch a Motion had 

** been made by the Duke of Rkhmond, and upon being que- 

^hmA for the fame, he had been acquitted by the Major 

''part, They were free from the Mifchiefs and Inconveni- 

'^eaceS) which might attend the not puniihing of an Ofience 

^tendiog fo much to the prejudice of King or Kingdom. 

This Proteftation, by the ad vice of that Nights meeting, 

was, the next Day, taken notice of in theHoufe of Commons^ 

aod the matter it felf of the Motion inlarged upon, by all po(- 

ible ixnd Rhetorical aggravations, concerning the Perfon. and 

his Intereft, according to the licence of that Houfe, and that 

People. Ic was faid, ^' here was an evil Ccmnfellor, that had 

"difcover'd himfelf, and no doubt had been the Author of 

"many of thofe evil Counfels, which had brought that trou- 

^bleupon us^ that he had received his Education in Spam^ 

^' and had been made a Grandee of that Kingdom, and had 

"been ever Gnce nocorioufly of that Faftion ; that his Sifters 

*^were Papifts, and therefore his Afiedtion was to be qucfti- 

"oDcd in Religion^ that, from the beginning of this Parlia- 

''fflentj he had been oppofite to all their proceedings, and 

^ns au Enemy to Reformation , that he had vehemently 

^'oppofed the Attainder of the Earl of Strafford^ was a Friend 

''to Biftiops ; and now, to prevent any poflSbility of Refor- 

"mation, which could not be effeded without the Concur- 

^'rencc of the two Hogfcs, had defperately moved in the 

"Houfe 
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^HojttAof Peers, where he bad agreacFadjon, tjiac k ^iroulc 
^^ Adjourn for (ix Moacha ^ in which time the Maligoanc Party 
^'of which he might well be thought the Hciid, and liac 
^' the greateft influence upon the Kmg's AflSe&iops^ "woulc 
*^ prevail fo far, that all future hopes would be rendered de- 
'^ iperate, and the Kingdom of JreumJ be utterly loft, and 
^' poOefled by the Papiils : that they were therefore to take 
^ this opportunity, which God had given them, to recxK>v;e ii> 
^^ Malignant and dangerous a Perfon from the King, and one 
^^ (o fufpedled, from (o important a Charge as the Cinque 
^' Ports, of which the Duke wa^ Lord Warden, and to £bnd 
'f to (he Lords to joyi) wi(h them in a defire to the Kix^ co 
^'thatpurpofc. 

On the other fide, it was obje6ted, that ^*\i4iilft they 
^^ were fo Soliicitous for their own Privileges^ and fenfible oF 
^^the breach and violation of them, they could not more 
^^ juftify thofe^ who had been the Advifers of fuch breaclies^ 
^' than by ofiering the like treTpafs to the Privileges of che 
'^ Peers: that the life of that Council depended on the liberty 
*^ of Speech, and where there were fo different Minds, there 
^' muft be di£&reht ExpreOions, and if one Houfe might taire 
'' notice what the other Houfe faid, or did, within Tfaoie 
'^ WalJs^ the Lords would as well queilion Their Members, as 
^^ they did now one of the Lords ^ which would take away 
^^all freedom of Debate : that they could not Examine the. 
^Circumftances, which attended that Motion, if any fuch 
*' was made j and therefore could not fo much as, in their pri- 
*Wate underftandings make a reafonable judgement of it, bur 
** that they were naturally to prefume the Circumftances were 
*' fuch, as took away the OflFence of the Motion ; for that the 
'^ Majort part of that Houfe, where the words were fpoken, 
^^ and at the time when efaey were fpoken, had, upon Solemn 
^^ Debate, concluded, that there was no Crime in them ; and 
" that they were not only the Prefer, but the Only Judges 
'^ in that Cafe ; and if the Commons (hould intermeddle 
^^ therewith, it was no other wife, than, by the firength of the 
*^ Major part of the Houfe of Commons, to make the Minor 
*^part of Lords Superior to the Major part of that Houfe ; 
^' which they would not fufier to be offered to themfelves. 

It was alledg'd, " That the Duke was a Perfon of great 
*' Honour and Intqgrity, and of fo unbiemidicd a Fame, that 
*' in all the difcovery of the Court OSences, there was not any 
*' refledrion upon him . Tliat his Education had been, accorci- 
*^ ing to the bieft Rules of the Greateft Pcrfons, for fome years 
*^ beyond the Seas; and that, having fpent more time inFranc^ 
^^ind Jtafy, he vifited Spain; where his Gceat Quality being 
^^ known, and no queftioo as a Compliment to this Kingdom^ 

** with 
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^ with which it was then in ftreight AUyance .and Co(^ififde-> 
'^ racy, chat King had confcrr'd the Honour of Grandee upon 
^him ; which was of no other advantage or fignificatttm to 
" him, than to be Cover'd in the Prcfence of that King, as 
^^the principal Subjedts there are. That his Afii^liof) to the 
'' PfOteftanc Religion was unqueftipnable and very £a)ioent ; 
^ and though his Sifters, who n^d been br^d under their Mo- * 
'^ther, were Roman Cathohcks, yet his Brothers, of whofe 
^^Educatioo He had taken the fole Care, were very good 
"Piotcftants. 

"That hispplnions in Parliament had been very avow'd, 

'^ and were to be prefumed to be aocording to hisConfcience, 

^inche profeffion of which he was fo publick, that there was 

^^reafon to believe heufed no ill arts jn private^ fince he 

''bad the Courage to do that Aloud, which he had roLfon to 

''believe would difpleafe many. That it would be a great 

''prejudice, and blertiifli to their Councils and Difcoveries, if 

" after fo long difcourfe of a Malignant Party, and evil Coun- 

"fellors, of which they had never yet named any, they fliould 

^'firft brand This Lx)rd with that imputation upoQ fuch a 

^' ground and occafion, as muft include all thofe Lords who had 

"abfolv'd him, which was the Major part of thel/)rds. In a 

" word, that it would look as if they had devifed thoie new 

^' words to make Men afraid, and keep them in refer ve toap- 

"ply to all thofe with whom they were Angry. 

But nocwichftanding all this, and all the reafon that could 
be fpokcn on that part, and that there could be none on the 
other, after a Debate of very many hours, till after niqe of 
the Clock at Night ( the lateft that ever was in the Parlia- 
ment, but that of the Reroonftrance ) in which it was evident, 
that diey meant, as far as in them lay, to Confound all thofe, 
whom they could not Convert j it was Refolv'd by the Ma- 
jority of Voices, not half of the Houle being prefent at that 
unfeafonable time of the Debate, '^ that they mould accufir the 
"Duke of Rkhmand to the Lords to be one of the Malignant 
"Party, and an evil Counfellor to hisMajefiy; andtodefire 
"them to joyn in a requeft to the King, that he might be re- 
" mov'd from any Omce or Imployment about his Perfon ; 
which was folemnly recommended to the Lords accordingly, 
and by them fo far received, that though the defire was re- 
JliBc&dy no diflike or difapprobation of the Matter or the Man- 
ner was in the leail difcover'd, or infifted on. 

All things thus prepared, and fo many Lords driven and 
kept from the Houfe, befides the Bilhops, and they that ftay'd 
ihere, by this laft infiance,inftru6ted how to carry themfelves, 
at leaft how they provoked the Good Lords to Froteft, they 
Refolv'd once more to try whether the Houfe of Peers would 
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be induced to Joyn in the bufinefs of the Militia, whic^ they 
had twice refufed ; and to that parpoie, their old Friends of 
the City in the fame numbers flocked to Wffimttfier^ but un- 
der the new, rcceiv'd, and allowed, ftyle of Petttioners ; but 
ai unlike Petitioners to any of thofe Lords or Commons, 
whom they underftood to be Malignant, as the other T'umu/rs 
had been. From thefe Herds there were two notable Feri- 
tions deliver'd to the Houfe of Commons, the one from the 
Poners, their luimber, as they faid, confiftlng c^f fifteen 
Thoufand ; the other under the title of many Tnou^nds of 
poor People in, and about the City of London. The Porters, 
•with grcac Eloquence, confefled '^the unexprefBble pains, 
*' that Honourable Houfe had taken for the Good of CA^urch 
*'and State ; which defer v*d to be Recorded to their Eternal 
** Fame, though the Effefts of thofe unwearied endeavours 
*'wcre not produced, by reafon of the prevalence of that ad- 
"verfe Malignant, Blood- fucking. Rebellious Party, by the 
** power of which the Privileges of Parliament, and the Li- 
** berty of the Subjedl was trampled upon, the Rebellion m 
** Inland increafed, and all Succours and Relief for that King- 
**dom obftrufled. They faid, " That Trade had been long; 
^^ languifhtng, but was now dead by the Fears, Jealoufies, and 
** Diftra(3:ions they lay under, for want of Fortification of the 
** Cinque Ports, which was a great incoaragement to thePa- 
*' pifts to make Infurreflions, and did much animate a For- 
*' reign Power to Invade us : that by the deadnefs of Trade 
*' they did want imployment in fuch a meafure, as did make 
** their Lives very uncomfortable i therefore their Roqueft 
*' was, that That eztrcam neceffity of theirs might be taken 
^'into fcrious Confideration, and that the Honourable Houfe 
^' of Commons would fell upon the fpeediefl courfe for abat- 
*' ing and quelling the Pride, Oatrage, and Infolency of the 
^^ adverfe Party at Home ; that the Land might be fecured by 
*' Fortifying the CJinque Ports, and putting the People into 
** a pofhire of Ddfence, that all their Fears, or as many as 
** could, might be remov'd, and that Trade might be again 
*^ fet up and opened, that their wants might be in fbme mea- 
**fure (upplied. They further dcfired that Juftice might be 
•* done upon Offenders, according as the Atrocity of their 
** Crimes had deferv'd j for if thofe things were any longer 
''fufpended, they (liould be forced to Extremities not fit to be 
^' named, and to make good that faying, that Neceflity hath 
*' no Law. They faid they had nothing to lofe but their 
"Lives, and thofe they would willingly expofe to the utmoft 
** peril, in defence of the Houfe of Commons, according to 
.^^ their Proteftation, &c. 
Tn% other was a Petition in tfaenames of many Thoufands 
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: of pcx)r People, and brought by a multitude of fucb, who 
' bcm'd prejpared for any Exploit. I have thought fit,' fOr the 
. mends otit, and the rare Eftedt it produced, toinfcr't that 
^etitioD in Terms as it was prerentecl. Thus.

After tW fcUndalous and extravagant Pctitidfl delfver- 
ed, the Houle', according to ru graqious cuftott", ordered 
thanks to be giv^en far their great Kndnefe; Tioi the* Which 
whenic was delivered by the Speaker, Whorold^tticmthiC 
the Houfe was in confideration ofthofethibgs, whereof- they 
complainied, feme of that rabble, no doubt as rii'ey hadbeeri 
t-aughc, replied, " that they never doubted the HDufe-bfCom-. 
'^ mons, hut they heard all ftuck in' the "Lords ^Hoiife, and 
^^ they dcfired to know the Names of thofe Peers^ who hin- 
*^dered the agreement between the Good Lords 'and the 
*' Commons : which they prefled with unheard of riidenefe 
and importunity, and with a fceming unwillingnefs withdrew,

" ocular, to joyn with the H6uie of Commons, were, in His 
" opinion. Enemies to the Cohimon-weakh j when the Ma- 
jor part of rt hat Hoiife had twice before refufed to concur 
with theni fi> it. Yet when his Lordfhip was queftipned fpr 
that Unparliamentary language, all the other Lords of that 
Faftion joined with him 5 and declared, " that it was Their 
^opinion likewife : the Rabble being at the door to execute 
whatever they were direfted : fo that many Lords, out of a 
jufl indignation to fee their Honours,' and tneir "Lfbertics Sk- 
crificed to the People by Themfelves j others, oat of real 
/car of being triurthcrcd, if they fhould, in that conjuncture 
of time, infift on their former rciblutions, withdrawing them- 
felves ; the Major part of thofe, who ftayw, concluded to -joyn xb* urdM 
with theHoufc of Commons in tfccir defire concerning -tniB;u»/5rfc«ijtf 
Militia* ■ touchtHiti^ 

Within two days after thisHaj^reetaent, and febniiflioa^''"*^' 
of the Lords, another Petition was prefented tothe Coinmons, 
in the name of the Inhabitants of *the<jourity of Surrtj^ by a 
tnultitude of People, who were,'or"l)rdtended tobe^of that 
County, und Sublcribcd by above two thoufand hands. Their 
Petition was of the ordinary ftraiir, full of devotion to the 
Houfe of CJomnidnsl, and offe^ifig toexetute all their com*. 
niands ; but with it they prefedtcd ^ikewifc a Petition^ which 
they intended to prefent to the Lords, if They approved it, 
and was Siibferibed by abCve two thoufand hands j by which 
itmayappea^ Whdre that PcCicidn was drawn, and When, 
however the hahds'were procui'ed. TW Petition to the Lords 
took notice ''of their happy conctirrence with the Houfe of 
'' Comrfeonsin fettling the Militia, and Forts, in fuch hands 
*'as the Common-wealth might Confide in, and theKing- 

«dom 
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^< dom in fuch a poftureaf might be for ft$ dcfimoe^and fafi>- 
^^ guard : ya they complained of the miferable oondicson of 
" Ireland^ which, they laid, by the dehy ic had fouad amoogft 
^f chelr Lordfliips, nocwichftanding the prcflSng endeaTOurs of 
'^ the Houfe of Commoos, toget^ with many of their Lord- 
,^'Ibips, had beea expofed to the inhuman crueltief of chair 
^^ mercy left Enemies. With like grkf they apprehended the 
. ^^Diiiradions of diia Nation, the compofure of which wasai- 
^^ together hopelefs^ fb long as the Kiag's Throne was fur- 
. ^^ rounded with evil CounfeUors, and fo long as the Votes of 
'^Popifli Lords, andBilhops, were continued in their Houfe. 
~^' Wherefore they did humbly pray, and beieech their 
^^ Lordfliips, that they would go on.in a conftant Union with 
'^ the Houfe of Commons, in providing for the Kingdom's 
^^iafety^ that all evil CoiinfeUors might be fouiid ouc, Ire^ 
'^ !and relieved ; that the Votes of the Poptfii * Lords, and 
^^ Bifliops, might be fpeedily removed ^ that fo the Peace of 
^' the Kmgdom might beeftabliQied, the Privileges of Parifa- 
^^ meat vindicated, and the purity of Religion fetled, and pre- 
*^ ferved. And, they faid, they (hould be in duty obliged to 
. '^ defend, and maintain with their lives and Ellates , thdr 
^ ^^ LordQiips, as far as they fliould be united wich the Honour- 
/ ^^ able Houfe of Commons, in all their juft and pious pm- 
-^'cccdings. 

^ '\ W H i c H Petition was r^ad in the Houfe of Commons, and 

^approved, and the Petitioners thanked for their kind exprefli- 

oos therein^ and then it was delivered by them at the Bar ot 

. the Houfe of Peers ^ who^ within a day or two, pafled both 

4mdthi Blithe Bill for taking away the Bifhops Voc^, and tl^t concern- 

tmching the Jog Prcffiog, which had lain fo long dcfperate y whilft the 

Ijj^j;^,^ Lords came, and fate with freedom in the Houfe, Andthefe 

fji s- marvellous things done, they again Adjourn both Houfes into 

IdLi^rt J^-^^^j to lay the Scene for future Aflion. .

^^ eftablifliing and enlarging the honour, |;reatnels, and Power 

. "^^of his Majefty, and Royal poflerity j and ifor the refloring 

^^ and confirming the Peace, and happine(s, of his loyal Sub- 

. 5^jedsin all his Dominions. And to that their moft neceflary 

a ' t^ Pecitiofl/ 
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^^PMtioQ , tbey ftid , they did, in all humility; GtpeSt his 
^ (peedy and gracious Anfwer, the great DiftraAiOns^ aod Di^ 
^' ftempers of the Kingdom, not admitting any delay. 

At the fame rime tliey likewife prefented another Petition 
to him, concerning the acuied Members ; in which they be- 
fougk him ^to gi^ dkeAionSy that the Parliament might 
^^bc informed before Friday next ( which was within two 
^^days ) what proof there was againft them, that accordingly 
'^ they might be called to fi legal Trjil ; it being the un- 
'^doubted right, and Privilege of Parliament, that no Mem- 
"ber of Parliament could be proceeded ag&Jnft, without the 
" confent of Parliament. 

His Majefty now found that thefe perfons could not be' 
compounded with, and that their purpofe was, by degrees, to 
get fo much Power into their hands , that they need not 
are for what was left in His , and that the Lords were in no' 
c^egree to be relied iijpon to maintain their Own Privileges, 
mud) lefs to defend His Rights ; snd that thev had the power 
generally to impofe upon the People's Underftanditig contra- 
7 to their own Senfes, and to perfwade them, '^that they 
"were in danger to be invaded by forreign Enemies, when 
the King was not only in peace with all Chriftian Princes,' 
but almoft all other Nations fo imbroyled in War, that they 
ill defired the Friendfbip and Afliftance of J^and ; none 
^^ in cafe or condition to difturb it : ^^ and that there wag 
"a decay and deadnefs of Trade, and Want and Poverty 
"growing upon the whole Kingdom, when np man living 
tad ever remcmber'd the like Plenty over the whole Land^ 
^ Trade was at that heigth, that the like had never been 
faiown. 

He refoived therefore to remove himfelf to a greater di-'iw Kjng 
ftancefrom LonJm, where the Fears and Jealoufies grew ;'''*A'^' '• 
adconftantly todenytopafsany Aa, that Ihouldbe recom- Jj^?.'^'*''- 
fficnded 10 him from the two Houfes, except what might Londi»a; 
i^OBcern Irelamdy till he might have a full profped of all they 
^^^^ to demand, and an equal aOiirance how far they in- 
^ed to gratify him for all his condefcenfions ^ which refo- 
Ititionwas very Parliamentary, it having been rarely known, 
tin this preient Parliament, that the King coniented to any ' 
^ till th|e determination of the Sef&on. 

The truth is, when his Majefty found theexcream ill fiic- 
cds of the accufation againft the Members, and that the Tu^ 
^«lts, and the Petitioners, were no other than an Army at- 
«c difpofal ofthofe, in whom he had no reafon to put his 
^fidence, and that all fuch who expreflled any eminent 
^«1 tohis Service, would be taken from him under the ftyle 
(^Delinquents and Malignance, he refoived that the Queen^'

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vha was very fiiU of fears, flioald go to ^mfmuth^ Colonel 
Goringj who was Governour cherepf, bavii^ found means to 
make good smpreilions again in their Majefties of his Fideli- 
ty i and chat Himfelf would gp to HtB^ where his Magazine 
of Canon, Arms, and Ammunition was; and chat beitig Se- 
cured in thofe ftrong places, whiehex they who wifhed him 
well, might relbit, and be prote&ed, he would iic ftill, till 
they who were over-a&ire, would come to reafon. 

But this, though refolved with fomuch fecrecy, that it 
was not communicated to three perfons ( as I have been fince 
alTured by thofe who knew ) whether by the Treachery of 
one of thofe few, or by theCurioiiry of others (which Ira- 
tlier believe ) who found means to over-hear all private dif- 
courfes ( as both Bed-Chambers were inhabited , and every 
corner poflefled, by diligent Spies upon their Mailer, and Mi- 
ftrifs ) was imparted to thofe who procured thofe Orders be- 
fore mentk>Qed for J^B and Fortjmoiab ; by reafon whereof, 
and the advice , and promife of many Lords , ^^ that they 
^^ would firmly unite themfelves for the juft fupport of the 
'^ Regal power, with the extream apprehenfion the Queen 
had ot' danger, that Counfel was laid afide* That y which 
wrought fo much upon the Queen's fears, belidesthe general 
obfervation how the King was betrayed, and how his Rights, 
and Power, were every day wrefted from him, was an ad- 
vertifement, that (he had received, of a defign in the preva- 
lent Party to have accufed her Majefty of High Treafon ^ of 
whichy without doubt, there had been fome difeourfe in their 
moft private Cabals, and, I am perfwaded, was imparted to 
her upon defign, and by connivance ( for there were (bme 
incorporated into that Fadion , who exadtly knew her na- 
ture, paflioos y and infirmities ) that the difdain of it might 
tranfport her to fomewhat which might give Them, advan- 
tage. And (hortly after that difcovery to her Majefty, thofe 
perfons before mentioned were accufed of High Treafon ; 
yet afterwards, when they had received the full fruits, they 
found means to complain, ^^as a great argument of tbema- 
*' lignity of thofe perfons of ncarnefs to both their Majefties, 
**- that an infufion had been made to the Queen, that there 
^' was a purpofe of accufing her of High Treafon, and folemn- 
ly by Meffage "befought her to difcover , Who had done 
*' chat malicious Office j when they very well knew Who it 
was, and for Whofc fake the Queen was brought to return 
Ani'wer, ^' that fl)e had heard fuch a difeourfe, but took no 
" notice of it, as never believing it j whereas if (he could have 
been compelled to have difcovercd, how they knew that the 
Queen had been informed, all thefecret would have appear- 
ed j the fame perfon firft telling her what was in projeftion 

I againft 
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agiisft her. and then returning Intelligence of -any cicpreffi- 
Qtt, and difleoaper^ he mighteafily obicrvc upon the gppre- 
wkm which the other bc^t. 

But both King and Queen were then upon that diiadvan- 
tUL duit all their words, and adions, which were the pure 
icnbsof their own reafons, and judgments upon what they 
&w every day ocauicdf were called the efieds of evil Coun- 
ieb, that So they might cake the liberty to reproach them with 
the more Uosnce ; whilft what they received by the moft fe* 
aet peijory of Bed-Chamber Spi^s^ or what ./they forged . 
themfelvet, was urged as the refulc ot common Fame^ or the 
tflb&s of their Fears and Jealoufies, cotliefanobur of which 
dvmoft precious balm of tbe&own muft'be applied. And 
therefore it was concluded, ^^that the Queen (hould take ^hc 
^^opportunity of her Daughter the Princeis May's Journey 
^^'mtoHoBsmJ (who had ^oieen before married to the young 
Prince of Orange^ and was now folemnly ddired by the States 
£fflbadadours to come into chfit;. Country ) ^^ fo cranfporc her 
^ielf into HoBandj patiently to cxDcd an amendment of the 
"afiirs of England -^ and tnai the King (hould retire into the 
'^North , axid reGde at Tork , and denv all Particulars , till 
^' the Whole alteration Ihoiild be framed. But the firft re(b-j 
btion concernine the Queen was only publiflied^ the other, i 
cxxiceming the Kinf, communicated to very few ^ both their 
A&jefties being reduced to fo great wants, that the Queen! 
was compelled to coyn, or fell, her Chamber Plate^ for chq 
fupply of her mod necdiary occafions, there b^i^g no money 
in ciie Exchequer, or in the power of theMinifters of the Re- , 
venue; the 0£Bcersof theCuftoms, out of which the allow*' 
^Qce for the weekly fupporc of their Majefties houfliold had 
been made, being enjoined by theHoufeof Commons, not 
to iflue out any money, without their particular confent, and 
approbation. . | 

1 T was evident now that the accufed Menibers were too 
i^htv for the King or the Law, and that they would admit 
to other Judges of their guilt, than Themfelves, nor rules of, 
poceediiig, than the Plurality of their own voices : and there^j 
^the iuxigrefolved to give over any more thought of that 
'^tfineis. And fo to that Petition he Anfwered, ^"that as he 
I'once conceived that he had ground enough toaccufe thecn,' * 
'fo Now he found as good caufe wholely to wave any pro- 
"fecutionofthem. The other Petition concerning the Mi-' 
litugave him more trouble j for though he was refolved ia .. 
no d^ree toconlent to it, yet he was willing^ till all things 
could be ready for the Queen's Journey, and fo for his own 
«nx)ve, rather to Delay it, than Deny ic^ left the fame Ar- 
®y of Fetilioners might come to Windfor to pcrlwadc him,* 

Dd i which 
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whidi had Converted, or prevailed over the HottlebfPeew- 
Aod he was perfwadra by fome, who thought they knew 
the temper of both Houfes, that digugh they were now anired 
in the Matter, they might eafily be divided upon tfaeCir- 
cumftances^ and that they would not be of onembdHa the 
cledion of the Perfons to be Confided in. So that to that 
Petition his Majefty returned this'Ar»fwcr : ' 

Th* iy»/' "That he was willing to ipply a remedy not'^only to 
^nfmtr f ^ their Dangers, but to their Doubts, and Fears 5 and '--there- 
tbePeMhm "'fore that when he fliould knoi«^ the extent of powcr^'whidh 
21! MiSL " ^^^ intended to be eftablilhed in thofe perfons, whom they 
'*' ** defired to he Commanders of the Militia in the ieverd 
** Counties, and likewlfe to what time it Ibould be limited, 
*' that no power fliould be executed by his Majefty alone 
** without the. advice of Parliament, Then he would declare 
^ that he Miiould be content to put in aU the Forts, and over 
*^the Militia, fuch perfonJ as both Houfes of Parliament 
**'£houki either approve, or"retxm?mend to him^fo that they 
** before declared the names of the perfons, whom* they would 
^approve or recommend , and fo that no perfon flipuld be 
** named by them, 'againft whom his Majefty (houldhavejuft, 
** and Unqueftionable exception. 

Which Anfwer, though it was not a Confent, gave them 
notable- encouragement ^ and exceedingly united the vulgar 
minds to them; who concurred only with them, as they law 
them like to prevail in what rticy went about. And there was 
no danger of any difunion in the Nomination of Perfons; 
becaufe, though they (hould at firft atfmitfuch into the Num- 
bcri whom they could not fufficiently truft, nor plaufibly ex- 
cept againft, yet when they were once poflcflcdof the power 
of Nomination , they might eafily Weed but ihofe which 
were not agreeable totheSoilthq^ were planted in. How- 
ever this would take up fome time j and therefore to keep the 
King's incfihation to gratify 'them ( for fo they would under- 
ftand it^ warm, the fame day they received this Anfwer, 
they returned a MeQage of thanks ; and defired his Majefty, 
•* whilft they were preparing all other particulars according 
**tohis command, tnat he would confer the cuftody of the 
tht Uiufe «/« Tower upon S^John Conierf^ whom they had lately rccom- 
^J^J^'''^ mended to his Majefty as a perfon of great merit. With which 
jy»frt4ni^iiheing fur prized, and defired likewife by S' John Byron to 
^ni</#/?r#5r free him from the Agony and 'vexation of chat place, which 
John coni-hadexpofed his perfon and reputation to the rage and fury of 
wlTuJll ^^^ People, and compelled him to fubmit tofuch reproaches, 
7enantlfthe^ a geuerous Spirit could not brook without muqb regret j 
Tattr. for he had upon frivolous furmi(es been fent for as a De- 
linquent , and been brought upon his knees at the Bar of 
+ both 
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both Houfes^ his Majefty cofifeoted to chat alteration^ andiw j^n^ 
made S' Jobm ComerslAGattx^nt of the Tower. Which was«W«»»* 
fuc^^an ipftaoce of his Yielding upon Imponunity, that from '^"^ 
that time they thouj^hc tnemfelves even poOefled of the whole 
MiUtia of; (he Kingdom.' ' ' . 

Whilst 'all diligence was i^fed in making preparatioii 
v)i AeQi^eeh s Journey^ to diverc iheir Councils from other 
ioquiiicioh, the King f who had xccw'd Co many (harp ex- 
pottuluions for breach of Privileges^ and other attempts upoa 
thof ReptJtations) refolv'd upon rheir publication cf abold' 
fcaodal upon Himfelf by one of their principal Members, to 
ezpoftul^te with them, and txy what Satisfaaion smd Repara- 
doQ they vKere prepared to give Him, who exatSi'cd fo much 
tVom Hinl. . All opportunities had been taken in PubUck, and 
all licence given to Private and Clandeftine fofgeries to lay 
odious, or envious imf^utation on the King and Queen, in 
Aeb(mnG(s of , Ireland *y aiidto impure the progreis and liic* 
ccis of that Rebellion to a connivance, if not a countenance, 
from the Court: the notL^vyipgMen^and fending Provi- 
sions, imputed to his Majefty ; though he had, as is before 
obfeiVd, pfiered to Levy ten Thoiuand Voluntiers for that 
Servke, atid had confenied chcarfully to every Propofition, 
that had been made with, the ieail reference to. the aflSftance 
of that Kingdom. Indeed he was fo alarm'd. with thofe per- 
petual odious fuggeftions, which, he perceived wrought very 
pernicious eSc&s in the minds of the People, that he was 
compelled to confent to many things contrary tahis Judge- 
mentp and;King1y Policy, to prevent greater, incouvenienceg 
by thofefcandals, which he. faw' were prepared for hi|;n. So 
when leveral Propofitions were recommended to him by the 
two Houfcs concerning thofe Supplies, which were to be 
fentout of Scotland, ampngft the reft, there ws^pne, "that 
^^the Scots (hould have the Command, and keeping of the 
"Town, andCaftle of Carrickfergus^ and if any Regiments, ' 
"or Troops 'in that Province. flK>uld joyn witli them, that 
*^they (hould. receive Orders from the COmn^der of tho 
" Sfotijb, Forces. The King confented to all the reft, though 
there Wfere inatters' uhreafonablc enough in favour of that 
Nation :' but, " That, he faid, " he could not approve of ^ 
and wimed " the Houfes to take that Proportion again into 
'^conlideration, as a bufinefs of very great importance, which 
"he doubted might prove prejudicial to the Crown of JS»^- 
^ land J and the Service intended. And he faid, if the Houfes 
"defired it, he would be willing to fpeak with the Scoti/b 
" Commiifioners, to fee what fai;isfadion he could give them 
" therein. This Ahfwer was no (boner read, but both Houies 
Voted, ** that whofoevcr gave the King Advice, or Counfel, 
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^ to fend that Anfwer, was an Enemy to the King, and Kio^- 
^ donn and a Committee appointed to find out who. thoJTe evil 
CounfeUon were. So thar, the Scotj/b CbmmiffiOners ptef^ 
hng htm, ^that being their Native King, be would tioc 
^^publifli a lefs Truft and Confidence in them, than their 
**Neighbo\ir Nation had 'done, his Majefty thought fit to 
confent co the Whole, as thd tlP^dfioufes had advifecT 

Then, iti tHe carrying on th^ War, they allowed his 
Myefty fo little Power, that When' he recommended IfatDC 
Officers of prime Q^^^i^y? R^eputacion, and Eicperien<^ in tfae 
War^ to Ae Lord Lieutenant to be imployed m that Service, 
the Houfetjf Commons by exprefe Order, and after they 
knew that nis Majefty had recommended ihem, tcjeiGtca 
them« beeatift they were raken notice of to have attended upon 
the ICing 9t Whtte-Hall^ as a Guard to his Perfon. And met 
&n this, they took all occafions to afperfe him with any 
omiflions chat were in that great work i as M^ Fjm had cpore 
particularly dohe^ in that Speech before taken notice of, at Che 
Conference with the Lords, upon the delivery of thofe Sedi- 
tious Petttions 5 of which the King cpulc} not take notibe> left 
he (hould be again reproached with breach of Privilc;^* 

B u T when that vSpeech was Printed by Order of |he Houie» 

the King- thought he had an opportunity to require a vWli- 

. qation; and thfertfore, in a Letter tO the Speaker, he lent diis 

J^^"^^^. Meflage : ''That he had taken notice of a Speech, pretend-

^^ have been fuffered to pafsW his Majefty's immediate War-^ 

*^rant: ahd 'being certain of Wing ufed esccream cautipn in

*^therthat Paper not to have been fo delivered, and Printed, 

^'as is pretended J pr that. Houfe to have received fome mif- 

** informatibh. And therefore his Majefty defired to know,

^* by their Order, and what was therein dehvered^ was a* 
**gTec8ible to the fcnle of theHoufe : That thcyhad rcceiv'd 
''divas Advertifements concerning the fevml rerfons, Irijh 
'^Pap^, and others, who had obtained hid Majcfty's im-s 
^mediate Warrant for dieir paffiog into Ireland^ fince the 
^ Order of reftraint of both Houfes ; fome of Which; as they 
'^ bad been informed, fince their coming into Ireland , had 
^^joyuM with the Rebels, and been Commanders amongft 
^ diem ; and fome others had been ftay'd, and were yet ia 
"fafeCuftody. 

Then they named fbme, to whom Licences had beeii

"and their Anfwer, with which he could not reft facisficd.^ 
"He (aid, he was moft allured that no Perfon, who had 
" Comnaand in the Head of the Rebels, had pafied by his War* 
" rant, or Privity. j\nd then, he defired them to cohfidcr, 
" whether fuch a General Information, and A^d veitifement, as . 
"they implied in their Anfwer, witboycthei name of any. 
"parcicular Perfon, was abound cnpu^ for. rach. a djreo^ 
"and pofitive AfBriparion, a$ was inadq in fh$t' Speech;' 
" whfoi, in reftea of the Place and Perfon, artd 1«^Ag now 
" actowwledged to ' be according to the (enfe of the floufe, 
"was-of that Authority, that his Majcfty ttiight ftrfftr in the 
" AffeftiOtts of mahy of his-' good Sut^edls, aitd fall .ttndcr a . 
"jwffible cohftrudlioin , , confidering many fcandalous Pam-1 
"phletsto fuch a purpol^, of not being feiifible ,oiough of 
" that Rebdlion, fo horrid, and odious to allChriftians; by 
"which, in that diftra6Uon^ fuch a danger might poflibly en- . 
"fue to bis Majcfty*8 PerHbb^^ and ^ftate, as h^ was well af- 
"fured they would cndcaVouf. to prevent.. And therefore, 
"he thought it very neceflary, and expe^fed that they fliould 
" name, tnofe Pcrfoififs 'ilrhb nad paflcd *by his- Licence, and 
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^ were then in the Head of the Rebels : or if, upon their re- 1 
^^ examinaQpn, chey did not find particular Evidence to prove I 
^tbac AOertion (as he was moft confident they never could) 
*' as that A£5urmation, which refledted ifpon his Majeily, was 
f- very Pablick» To they would pubiifh fuch a Declaration, 
'^ whereby chat miftake might pe cjifcovered j he being the 
**rhQre tender in that particular* whicli had reference to Ire- 
^^ land, and being mo(t afliired, that he had been, and was^ 
**frona his Soul, refdlv'd to difcbarge his duty, for the Rdkf 
^^ of his poor Proteftant Subje&s, and the utter rooting oat 
'^ that Rebellion y lb that Service had not . fufifer'd for the 
'^ want of any thing propofed to bim, and within his Ppwcfr 
*^ to grant. 

He faid, ^^in this matter he bad dUtpently examined his 
^ownNkmory, and the notes of his Secretaries ^ and then 
pamed all the Ir^ Perfons to w^rh he had given any {^i- 
tcnces to go into that Kingdom, iuice the beginning of that 
Rebellion j and faid, ^ He was well a0ured, none of Them 
^^ were with xhe Rebels^^^ and though fome of them might be 
. ^* Papifts, yet he had no reaibn to have any fuTpicion of them, in 
^^reipeO: of their allyance with Perfons pf great Honour and 
'^ Power in that Kingdom, of whofe Fidelity to him he had 
^good aflurance^ and the Lords Juf^ices themfelves having 
** declared, that they were fo far from owning a jealoufy of all 
'* Papifts therp, that they had put Armes into the Hands of di' 
^ vers Noblemen of that Religiop. within the Fale, which the 
'^Parliament had well approved pf. And therefore, unlefe the 
**firfl: AflSrmatioii of the Hopfe of Commons coukl be liiade 
' '^good by fome particulars, he cxpedted a vindication by fuch 
^ a Declaration a9 lie had propofed^ which, he (aid, was, in 
^'.Duty apd Juftice, due to him... 

' Bt;T thifii^^and-any thing elfe could be Aid, was fp far 
ffom jprocurJng any Reparation, that when thev perceived 
tbe King 'ft tir preflfid for that Jull ce, and apprehended that 
rftafiy woiild believe it due to him, and that the prejudice 
they had rgifcd.to him for Ireland wopld be remov d there- 
by> theyppnfideptly pAibliflied another DecUratioa pf fcveral 
I'erfons Karnes,,' to whom they jaid the Kins had granted 
'Pa{|es, arifj wwe then Commanders in the Rebels ^tW, of 
v^hbfe Names his Majefty had n^ver before heard, to whom 
no PafTes had tn^en granted, neic}ier did he believe that there 
were fuch Men (n Nature : and fo left the People to believe as 
they found themfelves inclined uppn thj? Kmg's cbebi^, or 
Their fo particular, and pofitive Affirmation. 
'These pro(:eeaings ot the Parlianoient made a deep ica- 
- pfeffion u^n all Noble and Generous iP^erfons, who mund 
that their Pride^ and Ambition was (b great^ that they re- 
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[oive&to /€moye all perfojis^ who v[crc lilft to ftand in theie 
way, by oppcfing ^ny thing they defired, or by filling any[ 
Place, or OEBcc^ Ivhicb tbcy dcMgo'd fliould be execuced by 
fome other perioD, in whom they could Confide. The £ari 
oi Ifem-caji/e^ who was Gbvernour to the Prince, knew very 
well in what prejudice he Aood with the jEar]3 oi Efex^ ana 
IManJ (two very powerful pcrfons ) upon the Account of 
Che Challenge formerly mentioned to be Tent by hiip to the 
latter of the two, who would be glad of any opportunity to 
expole him to anaffi-ont^ and that t)}ey would find occa^ons 
enough upon the account of his l|:nown AfFc^ions to the 
Kja|s i^rvi^e, ff om which it was not poflibie to rfsmove or 
ibrtle 4m. fie knew they liked not that he fliould have th^ 
Govcmroent of the trince, as one, who would infufc fuch 
priociples injto. him, as wou)d nQt be agreeable to their (Je* 
%a5, aod would difpofe him to nokindneis to their Pcilbus^ 
2nd that they would not reft, till they faw another Man Uk 
that Province ^ in order to which, they would pick aUQuar- 
nls they could, and load bim with all Reproaches, which 
might blaft bina with the People, with whom he had a very 
good Reputation. Upon thofe confiderations, and fome other Tin E^l^f 
imaginations upon the profpedl of Affairs, he very wifely J^c-^cw-Ca- 
folv'cl to retire from the Court, where he had expended much f^^Iit^ 
of his own Fortune, and only made himfelf obnoxious to G^vtmrntru 
the Malice, aad Envy of other pretenders ^ and defired the thi Priue*. 
I^ng to approve of this his reafooable inclination, and to put 
Ae Prince qnder the Tuition of fome Pcrfon of Honour of 
unqueftionat>|e Fidelity to him, and above the reach of Popu- 
lar disapprobation ; and, at the lame time mcption'd the Mar- 
quis of Hertfordy who was indee^i Superior to any Tempta- 
tions. The King cpuld not diflikc the Earls Judgement upon 
his own iotereft and concernment ; and did forefee likcwife 
™ he might pobably have occaQon to ufe his Scryic^ un- 
dct another quaiificatipn ; and therefore was well contented 
tpdifmifs him from the Prince. 

The Marquis of Hertford was a Man of great Honour, th* u^rams 
Intereft, ;ind Eftate, and of an univerfal efteem over the /««"«?'<* 
whole Kingdom i and though he had receiv'd rpany, and^"''"^'"'"' 
coQiinucd difobjigations from the Court , from the time of 
this Kingi's coming to the Crown, as well as during the Reign 
Qf King Jamefy in both which feafons, more than ordinary 
ca'^ehad been taken to difcountenance and Icflen his Intereft ^ 
y^he had carried himfclf with notable fteadinefe, from the 
l>eginning of the Parliament, in the fiipport and defence of 
the King's Power and Dignity, notwithftanding all his Allies, 
^ thofe with whom be had the greateft Familiarity and 
^ricndlhip, were of the oppofite'Party j and never concurred 

with 
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with them igainft the Earl of Sirsrffltrd, whom he Wis imown 
not CO love, oor in any other extravagancy^ 
. And then, he was not to be fluken in his ABbEdcm to 
the Government of the Church ; though it was enough 
known that be was in do degree bydftd to taj great indi- 
iiation to the Perfon of any Church-man. And with all dm, 
diat Partf Carried themfelves towards him with profound re- 
ipe&, not prefuming to venture their own credit in endea- 
vouring to leflcn his. 

I T is very true, he wanted fome of thofe qnalitiesy whkh 
might have been wifhed to be in a Perfon to be trufted in the 
Education of a great, and hopeful Prince, and in forming of 
his Mind and Manners in fo tender an Age. He was of an 
Age not fit for much Adivity and Fatigue, and lov*d, and 
was eVen wedded fo mudh to his Eafe, that he lov'd his 000k 
above all Exercifes ; and had even contrafied fuch a Lazinefs 
of Mind, that he had no delight in an open and liberal Con- 
verfatjon ; , and cared not to difcourie, and argue on thofe 
ptrincs, which he undcrttood very well, only for the trouble 
of contending ; and could never impofe upon himfelf the 
' pjdn'that was nece(Fary to be undergone in fuch a perpemal 
attendance : but then thofe lefler duties might be othorwife 
provided for, and he could well Support the Dignity of aGo- 
vernour^ and exaA that diligence from others, which he 
could not exerdfe Hirafdlf i and his Honour was fo nnbfc- 
midied, that none durft murmur agaipft the defignation; and 
tfherefore his Majefty thought him very worthy of the high 
Truft, againft whieh there was qo other exception, but that 
he was not Ambitious of i^ nor in truth wijimg to receive 
and undergo the Charge, (9 contrary to his natural Conftf* 
rutton. But in his pure Zeal and Afieftioa for the Cro^rn, 
and the Conicience, that in this conjunfture hi^-fubmiffion 
might Advance die King's Service, and that the refofing it 
might pnjve difadvantagecxis to his Majefty^ He very chcar- 
fiilly undertook the Province, to the general Satis&ftion and 
publick Joy of the whole Kingdom ^ and tb die ho* little Ho- 
nour and Credit of the Court, that ftr impbrtant and beloved 
a Perfon Would Attach hfrnftlf to it lindferfoch a relation, 
when fo many, who iad'^rce ever eaten any Bread but the 
King's, Detached themfeWbs from their.deperidencc, that they 
might without Jiim, an3 againft him, preferveand improve 
tfe9fe "Fortones, which ihey had prepared ^|id gotten under 
him, and by his Bounty; " ^'- ' ' '. 
Thf Kln^ * Now the Bill for the taking away the Votes of Bifliops out 
frcpd to ofrhcHoufeof Peers, -which was called a Bill for taking away 
'al'uriitZ ^^J 1 elnp(^ral Jurimiaion- tram, ^hpfc ia holy Orders, was no 
ii/.r-i -• o/r/JtK)rjcr paflcd the HoufeorPeiVs, ihnnhc King Waps«arncfll7 
* ' '• dcfired 
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defired ^*co give his Royal Afleac to it. The KJ^ig icturo'd, 
^^ ibat it was a matter of great Concerrunent : and therefore^ 
^^He woald take ticne to AdvKe^aod would returns Anfwcr 
^^ tn Qomrenient time- But thu delay pleafed not their ap* 
pedce^ they ccMiId not attempt their perfcd Reformation m 
Chiudian^ State, till thofe. Votes were utterly abolifhed; 
tberefere they fent the fame day again to the King, who was 
yet at Wmdfir y and gave mm reafbns to periwade him 
^ immediately to confent to it^ One of which waathe Griev* 
" anas the Subjeds fuflcr'd by the Bifliops exercifing of Tem* 
"ponl Jurifdimon, and their makipg a Party in theliordi 
^^Hottle; a Secona^ the great Content of all fort^ by the 
'^bappyConjunftipn of both Houiea in their ab&nce: aqd a 
^Thirdy that the paiHng of that Bill would be a comfori;)blf 
"{fedgpofhis Mtjcfty's gr^pou* Aflent to the fiuure Reme* 
Hh of thofe Evils, which were to be preiented to bim^ tbU 
''once beii% pafled. 

Reasons fufficient to have Converted Him, if be had 
the leaft incjination or propenfity to have Concurr'4 with 
Them. For it was, upon the matter, to perfwad/5 him tp 
jopwich them, in this^ becaufe, That being done, beibpuld 
beablc to deny them nothing. . . 

HowEv £R thofe of greateft Txuft about the Kings wA 
vbowere very, faithful to. his Service, though in thi&par|l* 
cuk exceedingly deceived in their Judjgements, and not fiif- 
ncieotly acquainted with the Conftitution of the Kingdom, 
peifwaxled bim ^' that the paffing this Bill was the only way 
^^to preferve the Church, there beiog (b united a Coi^Dbina- 
^^^ioii in this particular, that he would not be able to with* 

flaad it. Whereas, by the pafling this BiJL fo many per- 

foQs in both Houies woulcf be fully &tisfied, that thev 
^ would joy n in no further alteration : but, on the other han^^ 
^ if they were eroded in this*, they would violently endear 

vouran Extirpation of Bifliops, and a demoliflung of the 
" ivhole Fabrick of the Church. 

^They alledged that he was, upon the matter, deprived 
^ of their Votes ahead v, they being noc fuffer'd to come to 
'^^ Houfe^ and the Major part in rrifon under an peculation 
^ofHigh Treafbn, of which there was not like to be any 
^^RcfoTOatioq, till thefe prefent Diftempers werecompofed; 
^^ ^od theii that l)y his Power, aad the memory of the indireft 
^ iDeaos that, had been u&d againft them^ it wjould be ea£er 
^to briog them in again, ihan to keep them in now. They 
^^told him, there were two inatters of great laqportance 
^^prcfled upon him for his Royal Aflent, but they were noc 
^ of equai.confequence, and concernment to his Sovcraiga 

lower; the Firft, that Bill touching the Bifliops Votes; the

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*^Otber, the 'whole Militia o£c^e Kingdpai, the gianting o 
^ which would abfolotely dtvcft him of all l^^al Power 
^* that he would not be able to deny Both y but by grantini 
" the former, in which he parted with no matter or Mbmenr 
^ he would, it may be, not be prefled in the' fecopd ^ or i 
"he were, thata$ he could not have a bofe Popular Qjarre 
^* to take up Atmcs,thantd deftnd'himfelf, and td preferve that 
*' Power in his hands, which the Law had vefted in 1^^ and 
** without which he could not ,be a King^ 'Co he coufd not 
*' have a more Unpopular argumi^nt for that ConteHdpn) than 
•* theprefervatfoh of the Bilhops ru the Houfe of Peers, which 
"few Men thought Efletitial, and moft H/lctt belie v'd Preju-

These arguments, though ufed by Men whom 'he rood 
tnifted, and whoih he knew to have oppb&d thac' Bill in its 
paffige, and to be cordially Fridndsto the Church of J^giand 
inlDiicipiine and Do&rine, prevdil'd not' To much' with his 
Majefty, as the pcrfwafions,of theQjjeenj whcrwas not only 
perlwaded to thtnk thofe reafbns valid (and there are that be- 
lieve that Infufion to have been made in H<*r by liet own 
Priefts, bv thftrudion^ from Prance^ and for reafons of Smc 
of that Kingdom ) bur that her own Safety "vtry mtich de- 
pended upon the King!s confcnt to that Bill j and that, if 
he fliould refufe it, Her Journey into Hettani vtomXA be crofed 
by the Parliimcnt, and pofflbly herPerfon in danger either 
by the Tumults, which might eifflV be brought rq JVtndfir 
from IVefhnvrflery or by the f nfurreaioh of the Cddnfcrics in 
her j^.ifl%c from thence to Dovtr , where (li6 ititfcnded to 
take Shipping. Whereas by her IntercefTion With the King 
to do it, flie woulB lay a raoft Seafonable and Popular Ob\\- 
gttion upon* the whole Nation, arid leave a pleafanr odour of 
het Grace and Favour to the People behind her, which wouJd 
prove much to her advantage in her abfence \ and (be (hould 
have the Thanks for that Aft, as acquired by her goodnefs, 
which otherwife would be extorted from the King, when (he 
was gone. 
r&# f^n£ ' These Infinuations arid Dlfcourfes fo far C^tisfied the 
f^ffis tbst Queen, and (lie the King, that, contrary to his moft"pofitive 
^^' w* Rcfolution, the King confented, and fent a Comnrriffion for 
rfr^^„ the Enafting both that Bill, and the other abottt Preffing i 
fcb. 14.. which was done accordingly, to the great Triumph of the 
Boutefeus, the King fending the farrie dav that he Pafs'd thofe 
Bills, which was the fourteenth of February ^ a Meflage to 
both Houfcsj "That he was aflurcd his having Pafs'd thofe 
*'two Bills, liing of fo great importance, fo fuddainly, would 
**(erve to a0ure his Parliament, that he dcfired nothing more 
*^ than the Satisfaftlon of bis Kingdom. For Ireljindj he feid, 
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" ^ he hiid Coocurr'd in ftll Propoficions made for that Ser- • 

^ vke by his Parliament, fo be was RefoVd to lesar e nothing ! 

^UQdoiie for their Relief, which (hould poffibly fall within ! 

^ hisPovcr, nor would rcfiife to venture his own Perfon in 
^^dMtWar, if the Parliament fhould think icconvenitor^ for 
^ die redodioQ oF that roiferable Kingdom . 

TflE piling that Bill for taking away the Bifliops Votes, 
teceedingly weaken'd the King's Party'; not only as it fwepc 
away fo confiderable a number out of the Houfe of Peers, 
^\uchm« conftantly devored to him ; but as it made im* 
preffioo on others, whole minds were in fufpence, as when 
Fooodadons are Ihaken. Befides, diey that were beft ac- 
quainted widi the King^ Nature, Opinions, and Refolutions, 
bad reaSm to believe, that no exigence could have wrought 
uponhimtobave confcntedto fo Ami- Monarchical an Aftj 
aorf therefore, never after retained any confidence, that he 
would deny what was Importunately asked j and fo, either 
abfoIuceJy withdrew thcmfelves from thofe coftfoltations , 
thereby avoiding the envy, and the danger of oppofing them, 
or quietly fuficrd themfelves to be carried by the Stream, 
and to cc»fent to any thing that was Boldly and Luftily at- 
tempted. 

And then it was fo far from dividing the other Party , * • 

that I do hot remember One man, who vchemOTtly infifted 
on, or indeed heartily wifhed, the paffing of tfiat Bill, that 
tvcr deferred them, till the Kingdom was in a Flame : but 
on the comrary, very manj^ who cordially and conftantly 
oppofcd that Aft, as friends rather to Monarchy than Reli- 
gion, after that Bill, never confidcr*d or refiftcd aiify attempt, 
or further alteration, in the Church, looking ontheBifhops 
« ufclefi to Sovertignty, and fo not of Importance enough 
to be defended by the Sword. And I have heard the fame 
Men, who urged Before, " that their places in that Houfe 
"had no relation to the Difciplineof the Church, and their 
*^ Spiritual Jurifdiftion, and therefore ought to be Sacrificed 
" to the Prefervatfon of the other, upon which the Peace, and 
^*Unity of Religion fo much depended, fince argue, "that 
**Since their power in that Houle, which was a good Out- 
** work to defend the King's from Invafion, was taken away^ 
''any other form of Government would be equally advanta- 
"gBous to his Majefty ; and therefore, that he ought not to 
" in6ft on it, with the leaft inconvenience to his condition. 

But that which was ^>ove, or equal to all this, was that 
by his Majefty s cnafting thofe two Bilk, he had, upon the 
tnatter, approved the Circumftances of their paflage, which 
had been by direft violence, and alrooft force of Arms ; in 
which cafe, he dught not to have confirm'd the moft Poli- 
tick, 
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(ick) or the moft Pious Conftitudoos : Mak ftfita fS Ln^ 

Jfue tumuliuarie fojha tfi^ was. one of thofe policioos of An- 
}otky which hath Never been fince concradiAed,. a<i4 was 
an advantage, that, being well managed, and fiQmy[ infifted 
upon, would, in fpifihc. of all their Machinatioi^ wiucfa.were 
not yet firmly and lolicily formed, have brought theiixi to a 
temper of being Treated with. But I have ibme caufe to 
bclieve^^ diat even this Argument, which was UnaUfwerabk 
for the keje&ing that Bill, was applied for the CDDgrcDing 
h i and an opinion that the violence, and force, uied in pro* 
curing it, render'd it abiblutely Invalid and Void, made the 
Confirmation of it leis conGderd, as not beinjgof ftrength to 
made that A& good, wbt^h was in it SeltKulI. And I 
doubt this Logick had an influence upon other Ads of no 
left Moment than thefe : but it was an Erroneous and Un* 
skilful fuggeftion ^ for an Aft of Parliament, what Circum- 
iiances foever concurred in the contriving aod framing it, 
will be allways of too great reputation to be avoided, or to 
be declared Void, by the fole Authority of any Private per- 
fons, or the Single power of the King Hinofelf. And though 
tfaeWifdom, Sobriety, and Power, of a future Parliament, if 
God (hall ever blefs the Kingdom with another Regularly 
Conftituted, mav find caufe to declare this, or that Aft c^ 
Parliament, Void ; yet there will be the fame temper requifite 
to fuch a Declaration, as would ferve to Repeal it. And it 
may be Then, many men, who abhorr'd the thing when it 
was done, for the Manner of doing it, will be of the Civi- 
lians opinion, fieri non debuit, faBum valet ^ and never con* 
feat to the Altering of that, which they would never have 
confemjed to the Eftablilhing of^ neither will that fingle Pre- 
sident of the Judges in the cafe of King Henry the Seventh, 
when they declared the Ad of Attainder to be Void by the 
AccefSon of the Crown ("though if he had in truth been the 
perfon, upon whom the Crown had Lineally and Rightfully 
defcended, it was good Law ) find, or make, dbe Judges of 
another Age parallel to them, till the King hath as ftrong a 
Swopd in his hand, and the People as much at his devotion 
and difpofal; and then the Making, and Declaring Law, will 
be of equal Facility, though, it may be, not of equal Jufbice. 
How much foever the King's Friends were, for the reafons 
aforcfaid, dejeded upon the pa(fing thofe two Ads, it is cer- 
tain, They who thought they got whatfoever He loft, were 
mightily Lxaltcd, and thought Themielves now Superior to 
any Oppoficion ; And what returns of duty and acknowledge- 
ment they made to the King for that Grace and Favour, is to 
be remembsr'd in the next place. 
T li li feme day thole two Ads were by his Majefty's Com-

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million paffid, and as fix>n as a very fborc MtBsm of thanks 
fartbtt favour, as much importing the Safety of bothKin^^* 
doott, of Effghmd and Inumd^ was contented to^ an Ordi* 
nance for ihi fettling the Militia was agreed on by both 
Hodes, and, together with a lift of the Names of fiich Per* 
foQ5, as for the prefent they meant to Confide in, was im*

*« as well within the County of a^ within any 

^ other part of this Rtilm of England^ or D<^ttiti'ionof Wakf, 
"forthefupprcflingofall Rebellions, Infurfc<Sions, and In- 
" vafions, that may happen, according asthey^ from time to 
^ time, (hall recdve dirediions by his Majefty V Ad^thorhy, 
^' Unified unco them by the Lords and Commons, aflelnbled 
"in Parliament. And it is further Ordain'd, that fiich, as 
" Qiall not obey in any of the Premifes, (liall anfwer their 
^negled and contempt to the Lords and Coroipons, in a Par- 
" liamentary way , and not otherwife , nor elfewhere ; and 
** that every the Powers, granted as aforefaid, ttiill continue, 
** until it (hall be otherwife order'd, or declared by both Houfes 
^^ of Parliament, and no longer. This to go 

**alfo to the Dominion fFaks. 

A fecond Aft of the fame day, and the only way they took 
to return their thanks and acknowledgment to the Queen 
for her interCefEon, and mediation in the pairing thoieBills, 
was the opening a Letter rhey intefcepted, which was direct- 
ed to her Majefty. The Lord Digfy , after their Majefty's 
going to Wlndfir^ when he found in what umbrage he ftood 
with the powerful and prevailing Party, and that they were 
able to improve his going through a Town in a Coach and f\x 
horfes to a Warlike appearance, and fo to expoCb him to the 
fury of the People, at leaft to the power of the Counties, to 
be fupprefled, as they had done by their Order, or Procla- 
mation of the twelfth oi January, before remembcr'd, and ap- 
pointed to be read in all Market Towns throughout EvfAny^^ 
concluded for his own fecurity, and to free the King^s Coun- 
cils from the imputation of his evil influence,' to remove 
hirofelf into fome parts beyond the Seas : and fo, by the King's 
leave, and by his licence, was tranfported into HolUmdy from 
whence he writ fome Letters to his friends at Liffulotky to 
give them an account where he was, and for fupplying 
himfelf with fuch accommodations as he ftood in neea of. 
Amongfl thefe Letters there was one to his B)rother in Law 
Sr Ijewk Dives^ which, by the treachery of that perfoh, to 
whofe care it was intruded for conveyance, was brought to 
the Houfe of Commons : and it being averred, ^^ that it came 
^^ from the Lord Dtgfyy whom they looked uponas.aFagi* 
tive, they made no fcruple of opening it; and finding another 
in it direAed to the Queen, after a very httlepaufe they did 
the like ^ for which they made no other excule ( when upon

In that 'Letter to the Qaeen were theft words, " If the

" andprotedt his Servants ( from rage I mean and violence J 
"foi" from jaftice 1 will never implore it ) Ifhailrfienlh^ein " 
'Wmpatience, and in mifery, till I wait upon y oil. Bat if, !' 

"rfter all he hath done of lace, helhall be|;akc himfelfto the 
"eaGeft knd comply^nteft ways of accortutiOdation . I ami 
" cfifnfideht, that then . 1 (hafl ferve him more by my aofenife, 
"than by all iny, induiftry. And in that to Sf Lewts Dives j^ 
^ere thefc Woirds : **X3od knows, I have not a thought to 
" make.me bluih towards toy Country, mach Kfe triminal j 
" bat where; . .Traytors, haye fo 'great a fway , the honefteft; 
"thoughts 'may pyoV^,moftjl'tC3fqnabIe. Which gave thofe, 
that thoughtthcmfelyes qoricernM^' fo greftt ofit'nce, that wich-» 
in two days after, they'^ccufed himpf Hfigh'Treafon.; and .

roefitioned ^ ^in^on upon ThaMes^ when to the terrbur of 
Ae Kiftg*s Subj^a:s, lie Was feen there in a Coa^ch with fix 
Horfes. Though thiseiitravagancyoiFtheits feecbs to 'bedi-| 
refted a^4iritt a particular^ perfon, I could hot omit it in this 
place, being accompatiiecl with thofe circumftances. And ic 
roaybe, bofterity may look upon thefeverc profecution of a 
young ISfoble man of admirable parts, and ^eminent hopes, id 
^injplacabte a manner, as a- moft pertinent inftance of the 
Jyi^^nny^ arid Injuftice of that time, not poffible to end, but 
infoffiuch wickednefsashath (ince been pradtiiTcd.

{tutting the Bifhops out of the Houfe of Pc!crs ; is famous 
ikewiie for thofc three Unparallelled Ads of contempt upon 
the Sovcraign powers the demand of the fole power over all 
the Militia of theKingtiom^ theopening Letters direftcd to 
i;he Sacred perfpn of the Queen j and the impeaching the A^ 
turncyGetVralj^for perforiping, what he took to be thediity 
of his place, by his, Mafter? cotpmand. All which were very 
ill ioftances of that application and compliance his' Majefty 
had reafon to,Gxpe&, and fomer men had promifed bim he 
Ihould receive. ' , . ' ; 
rheKing^' .. Thoux;h the King was rcfolved in m degree (6 CDofcnt 
•^"/*'^ *!*• to the Propofiiictn for the MUftia,,yct he thought hot the 
M^ifs* ^^^^ fcafonablc for his pofetive Denyal, the Queen retaining 
ftill her fears of feeing ftppped. iii her lourneyT Thcrgfore, 
for the prcfent, he returned Ahf\^'er, "that his de,areft Con- 
*^fort the Queen, and his dear Daughter the Prihc<fr^ Af^ry, 
f' i:cing then Mpon their dcpariure for tlpVand^ he' could not 
*^ have ifogobd time to cohfider pf a particular anfwer for a 
"matter of fo great weight, as .That was ; and therefore, he 
^^ would refpite the fame till his return : the King ihtending 
to acorn pauy the Queen to Dt^^^r, and as foon as fhc was 
imbarkedto-.feturnl . They "received' this Anfwer with their 
ufual impatiefice, and the next day fent Meflerigcrs to him, 
with that, which they called an Hurnble Petition j in which 
Their reply, theytold him, "that they had, with a great deal of grief, 
*' received his Anfwer to their juft and necedary Petition con- 
*^cerning the Militia of the Kingdom; which, by a gracious 
*' Meflage formerly fent unto them, he had been pleafed to 
*^ promue fliould be put into fuch hands, as hiis Parliament

*' being now done, and the perfons Nominated, his Majefty

" they hoped , his Majefty would not deny to thofe, who 

" ni\ii\y in the difcharge of their duty to his Majefty and the 

'' Common-wealth^ reprcfcnt unto him, what they found Co 

" abfolutely neceflary for the prcfervation of both j which 

'^ the Laws pf God and man enjoined them to fee put in cxe- 

" *iicioD, as feveral Counties by their daily Petitions defircd 

"Then? to do, and in fomc places begun already to Do it of 

*' Theihrclves. Nochwithftanding all that importunity, the 

King made no otlicr Anfwer than formerly he had done, 

"that he would give a full Anfwer at his return from Dover. 

In the mean time, the Houfe of Commons, to whom eve- 
ry day Petitions arc diredted by the feveral Counties of Ejrg-^ 
latid^ profciling all Allegiance to them, govern Abfolutely, 
the Lords ccncurfiog, or ratlier fubmitting, to whatfoever is Ut r.ordi 
propofed ; infomuch as when they had bailed the twelve ^«''^'»ix 
Bithops, who were in the Tower for the Treafon of their ^^^'""j^ 
Protcftation, which they did the next day after the Bill was ,4"'^]|^'^^^, 
palled for taking away their Votes, the Houfe of Commons recommit 
in great indignation expoftulated with them, and caufed thern'^'^'"* 
immediately again to be recommitted to the Tower. So 
they gave their private intimations to their Correfpondents in 
the Counties, that they (hould make fnall entries upon the 
Militia ; which was done in manv places, thejpeople choofiog 
their Officers, and Lifting themlelves, and fo Training and 
Exercifing under the name of Voluntiers ^ whereby they bad ^^'^""'^ ^ 
opportunity to unite themfeives, to know their Confederates, ,^iIJJ|^ *"I 
obferve thofe who were of other opinions, and to provide #r«)fjij the 
Armes and Amunition againft they fliould have occafion. /'•««^ •/ ^*« 
The Tower of Jjotidon was at their Devotion, and BuU was •*^''»''*' 
their own ^ the Mayor of that place having been lately fent 
for and reprehended, for having faid, "that they ought not 
** to have Soldiers billetted upon them by the Petition of 
"Right, and for refufing tofubmit that Town, which was 
^' His cnarge, to the Government of M' Hoihgm ^ and after a 
tedious and chargeable attendance, without being brought to 
a publick hearing, he was perfwaded tofubmit 3 arid io wa$ 
difcharged. 

Then they fell to raifing of money under pretence oiniwrf rdif- 
the relief of Ireland^ and, for that purpofe, prepared " an Aft ^'J '"''7»A' 
"for the payment of four hundred thoufand pounds to fuch^^'^"^* 
*^ perfons as were Nominated by themfelves, and to be dis- ireUnd. 
^^ burfed and iflued in fuch manner, and to fuch ufes, as the 
" two Houfes fliould direft, which the King confirmed ac- 

Ee a *^ cording] y J 
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^cordingly; whereby they had a ftockof aedit to ndfe mo- 
nies, wheofoever they found chemfelves put to it: And this 
could not be prevented ^ for the King having coromttced the 
carrying oh the War of Irelandto thens,and they beif^ engaged 
both for the payment of the arrears to the Officers of the 
Northern Army disbanded the Summer before, and of the 
three hundred thoufand pounds to the Scatty his Majcftv was 
ncceflitated to pais the AA with fuch General claufes^ mat ic 
might be in their power to divert the money to other ufes 
than thofe to which it was given; as it afterwards fdl out. 
The ^Hten T H E Quecn being fliippcd for HaBanJjbis Majefty returned 
/hippt^for to Gnevwich^ whither he had fent to the Marquis of Ibrt" 
Holland, ford to bring the Prince of Waies from Haff^0n-C0ur$ to 
/fc# /(y.^ meet him; of whidi as foon as the Houfes were advertifed, 
u Green- ^^1 ^^^^ a Meflage to the King, who was upon his way from 
wich,»Afrel>c'L»fr, to deGre him, "that the Prince might not be remov- 
r/jf vrtnct tc g J £j.Qjjj Hamfton^Caurty for that they conceived his removal 
meets him. u ^^ -fhat time, might be a caufe to promote Jealoufies and 
'' Fears in the neans of his good Subje&, which they thought 
^'neceflary to avoid; and, at the fame time, fent an ey^prtfs 
Order to the Marquis of Hertford , ** to require him not 
*' tofuffer the Prince to go to Greemwicby but his Lordihip, 
choofing rather (o obey the King's commands than Theirs, 
carried nis Highnefs to his Father; of which theHoofes no 
fooner were informed, than they fent fome Members of both 
Houfes to Greenwich *' to bring the Prince from thence to 
London. But when they came thither, they found the King, 
whom they did not cxped there ; and fo made no attempt 
to perform that Command. The reafon of this extravagancy 
( befides thehr namral humour to afFront the Kin^, and this 
teeming care of the Prince was a Popular thing ) was pre* 
tended to be an information they had received from a Mem- 
ber of the Houfc. 

There was one Griffith^ a young WeUh-man, of no parts 
or reputation, but for eminent Licence ; this youth liad long, 
with great boldnds, followed the Court^ and pretended to 
preferment there ; and fo in the Houfe had always oppofed, 
as far as not confenting, all the undutiful AAs towards the 
King, and, upon thisftock of merit, hstd preflbdmore confi- 
dently for a reward ; and, when the Queen was ready to take 
fliippinp at Dover for HoBandy he barefaced iinpoftuned her 
to mediate to the King, " that he might be forthwith a<!- 
v"mitted of the Prince's Bed- Chamber; the which her Maje- 
fty refofing, he told his Companions, '^ that fince he could 
*' not render himfelf confiderable by doing the King Service, 
"he would be confiderable by doing him Diflcrvice ; andfo 
made great haft to London^ and op<niy in the Houfe told 
^ thcra 
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them (the fame day that the Prince was to go to Greemvich) 
'^cbac if they were not exaAly careful, they would fpeediJy 
"lofe the JPrincei for, to His knowledge, there was a dc* 
'^fign and refblution immediately to cany him into Prague. 
From which (enfelefs and groundlefs information, he was 
taken into tiieir favour j and, his Malice fupplyingche defcd 
rf other parts, was thenceforth taken into Truft, and ufed as 
Mt Bravo to juftify all their Excefles in Taverns and Ordi^ 
naries. And I (aw M^ Hambien^ (horrly after this difcovery, 
take him in his arms, telling him, '' his Soul rcjoyced to fee, 
^^ that God had put it into his Heart to take the right way. 

To their Meffiige the Kii^ fent them word, '^ That to 
''rbeir Fears and Jealoufies he knew not what Anfwer to 
'^give, not being able to imagine from what grounds they 
^'proceeded ^ but if any information had been given to them 
'^co aufe thofe appreheofions , he much deQred the fame 
'^ might be examined to the bottom ; and then he hoped that 
'^ their Fears and Jeaiouiies would be hereafter continued 
'^ only with reference to hisMajefty's Rights and Honour. 

Th.'e Queen being gone, and the Prince come to his Fa- t/« KJng*9 
thcr at Greemuicby the King fent an Anfwer to the two Houfes /•«•«*'«'' •^v 
conccraing the Militia; **ihat having, with his bed care and ^^^„^f^ 
"underftanding, pcrufedand confidercd that, which had been [JJ^!"„^^ ' 
"fern him from both Houfcs, for the ordering the Militia to 
"be made an Ordinance of Parliament by the giving his Royal 
"A&nt^ as he could by no means do it for many reafoiis, 
^fo he did not conceive himfelf obliged to it by any pro- 
'^mife made to them in his Anfwer to their former Petition. 
"He faid, he found great caufe to except a^inft the Preface, 
"or Introidudion to that Order ; which contefled a mod daa«-~ 
"gerous and defperate defigo upon the Houfe ot Comir^ons 
"of late, fuppofol to be an efFed of the bloody Couifels of 
"Papifts, and other ill aflfed:ed Pcrfons, by which jKiany might 
"underftand (looking upon other Printed Papers to that pur- 
"pofe) his own coming in Perfon to the^oufe of Com* 
"mons on the fourth of Januarj^ which begot fo unhappy a 
"mifunderftanding between him and his People. And for 
"that, though he believ'd it , upon rAie information fince 
"given him, to be a breach of their^Privilegcs, and hadof- 
"fer'd, and was ready, to repair the fame for the future, by 
"any Ad fliould be dcfired from/^is Majcfty ; yet he muft 
" declare, and require to be bcfeeved, that he had no other 
"deGgn upon that Houfe. or amy Member of it, than to re- 
" quire, as he did, * the Pcrfofcs of thofe five Gentlemen he 
" had before accufed of Hii^ Trerfon, and to declare that 
•"he meant to proceed agatnft them legally, and fpecdily; 
" upon which he bcliev*dbr that Houfe would have delivered 
"them up. 7 Ee 3 "He 
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5^ He called the Almighty God to wirncfs, that he was fo 
^' far from any intention, or thought of Force or Violence, al- 
** though that Houfe had not delivered them accoiding to his 
*' demand, or in any cafe whatfoever, that he gave thofc his 
." Servants, and others, who then waited on his Majcfty, ex- 
^^ prcfs charge and command, that they fhould give no of- 
*' fence unto any Man ] nay if they received any provocation 
"or injury^ that they fliould bear it without return ^ and he 
'* neither (aw, nor knew, thai any Perfon of his train had any 
"other weapons^ but his Pentioners and Guard, thofc with 
" which they u(ually attend his Perfon to ParliarAchc j and 
"the other Gentlemen, Swords. And therefore he doubted 
f^ not, but the Parliament would be r^ardful of his Honour 
*^ therein, thjit he fhould not undergo any imputation by the 
"rafhapd indifcreec expreffions of any yoUngMen then in his 
*^ train, or by any de(pcrate words ucter'd by others, who 
" might mingle with them without jiis Conlent or Appro- 
*' bation. 

"For the Perfons nominated to be the Lieutenants of the 
"fcvcral Counties of £»g/^»i and f^/«, he faid he was con- 
*' tented to allow that recomftiendadoni only concerning the 
" City of JLtf»/<?», and fuch other Corporations as by awcienc 
"Charters had granted to them the Power of the Militia, he 
"did not conceive that it could ftand wiih Juftice or Policy 
"to alter their Government in that particular. And he was 
" willing forthwith to grant to every one of them, that of 
** London and other Corporations excepted, fuch Commillions 
*^ashe had granted this Parliament to fome Lords Lieuce- 
" nants by their advice. ' But if that Power were not thought 
" enough, but that more Ihould be thought fit to be gran.eJ 
*' to thofe Perfons named, than, by the Law, is in the Crown 
*' it felf, he faid, he thought it reaionable that the fame fliouId 
"bc'by fome Law firftvefted in him, with Power to tranf- 
"fcr it to thofe Perfons; which he would willingly do: and 
" whatever that Power fliould be, to avoid all future doubts 
" and queftions, he defircd it might be digcfted into an A£t 
"of Parliament, rather than an Ordinance j fo that all his 
•'Subjefis might thefcby particularly know, both wha| 
** were to do, and wliat they were to fuflfer for their^ 
" that fo there might be ;he leaft latitude for them/ 
" under any Arbitrary Power whatfoever. 

"To the time defired fof the Continuance of t! 
" to be granted, he faid, he cd\ild not confent to di^ 
" fdf of the juft Power, which God, and the Law3 
" Kingdom, had placed in him fbr the defence of his 
"and to' put it into the hands of others fo^|^ii 
**tinje. And fincc the ground of t^^icir 
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fuch other Refolutions to be immedjacely publifhed in Princ^ 

that tbeir Friends ^ibroad might know what they had .to do, 

they fcnc a Coramitcee of both Houfcs to the Ring at Tieo* 

WTttitim ^^'^^ with a.nQther Petition ; in which they told hip\, **Thac 

•/ hik '* cheir juft apprebenfions of Sorrow and Fev, in refpedl of 

Hnfts f «the Publick. Dangers. and MiCeries like to faJl Upon his Ma- 

i* ThH^'^id' "J^^y ^^ the Kingdom, were much increafed'upon the re- 

''"ceipt of hfs uaexpcdtcd denial of their inoft Humble and 
"NeceOary Petition concerning the Milicia of che'Kiogdom; 
*^ and that they were efpecially griey'd, that wicked and mif- 
** chievous Counfellors Ihould flill have that Power with him, 
*' a$ ia that time, of approa.c;hing and imminent Ruin , he 
'* fliould rather incline to that, which was apt to further 
*^ t;hc. accoropJiQiment of the defire.s of the moft Mal^nant 
** Eneroiesof God's true Religion, and of the Peace and Safety 
*"^of himfelf, and his Kingdpm, than to the Dutiful and Faith- 
^'ful Counfel of his Parliament. Wherefore^ they faid, they. 
^* were inforced in all Humility to proteft, that, if his Majefty 
*^ (hould perfift in that denial, the dangers and difte^pers of 
** the Kingdom were fuch, as would endure no longer delay : 
"but unlefs he fliould be jgracioufly pleafed to aflure them by 
thofe Me(&ngers, that he would ipeedily apfdy his Royal 
Aflent to the fatisfaftion of their former dejSres, they Ihould 
'^be inforced, for the Safety of his Majefty and his Kii^^ 
*^ doms* to difpofe of the Militia by the Authority of both 
^^ Houles, in (uch a manner as had been propduhded to him 3 
*' and they rclblv'd to do it accordingly. 

"They likewife moft Humbly befought hi^Majefty to 
^^ believe, that the dangerous and deiberate defign upon the 
*' Houfe of Commons, mentioned in tneir Preamole, was not 
*^ inferred with any intention to caft the leaft afperfion upon 
^^ his Majefty ; but therein they reflefted upon that J^al^nant 
*^ Party, of whofe Bloody and Malicious pradtjces they had 
** fo often experience, and from which they coqld neypr be 
'^ fecure, unleft his Majefty would be pleafed to ptjt from 
"'him thofe wicked and unfaithful Counfellor^j, wha inter- 
*^ pofed their own corrupt and malicious defigns, betwixt his 
** Majefty 's Goodnefs and Wifdom, and the proiberity and 
" contentment of himfelf, and of his reople : And that for the 
*' difpatch of the great AHairs of the Kingdom, the Safety of 
^* his Perfon, the Prpteftion and Comfort of his Subjefts, he 
"would be plcafcd to continue his abode near to London^ and 
"the Parliament; and not to withdraw himfelf to any the 
^^ remoter partf, which if he 0iould do, muft nee^ bea caqie

"That He would likcwiie be gracioufly pleaied to con- 
.^^tinue the Princess Highnefs in thofe part$ at & James\ 

"Dr 
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^^ or a^y p^i^er of his Houfes near London ^ wliercby . th^ de- 
*^figDs, which the Enemies of the Religion, and Peace c^the 
"KinMom might have upon his Perfon^ and the Jealoufics 
"and Feaj[s of his People might be prevented. 

"And they befoi^ht him to be inform'd by them, tha^ 

"by the Laws of the Kingdom, the Power of raifing, order^ 

"ing, and difpofing of the Militia within any City, Town, 

''or other Place, could not be g;ranted to any Corporation by 

"Charter, or otherwife, without the Authority and Confcnt 

"of Parliament ; And tW tho(e parts of the Kingdom, which 

"had put themfelyes in a pofture of Defence againft the 

"Common danger, had therein done nothing but accordmg 

^to the Declaration and Diredtionof both Houfes, and whac 

"was juftifiable by the Laws of the Kingdom. All which 

"their rnoft humble Counfel and Defires they prayed him to 

"accept, as the effed of that Duty and Allegiance, which 

"they owed unto him, and which would not fufter them to 

"admit of any thoughts, intcntlQns, or endeavours, but fuch 

"as were n^ceflary and advantageous for his Greatnefe, and 

"Honour, and the Safety, and FroJQperity of the Kingdom, 

"according to that Truft and Pl)wcr which il^e Laws had re- 

"pofed in them. 

AssooN las the Petkioii was read, the King told them^** Ki^f* 
that prefented it, " That he was fo much amazed at their Mef- ^'^'^ ^'^ 
"Tage, that he knew not what to Anfwer. He faid, they^**^* 
"rpoke of Jcaloufics, and Fears, but he defired them to lay 
"their hands to their hearts, and ask themfelves, whether He 
"might not likewife be difturbed with Fears and Jealoufies ? 
"and if fb, he ailured them, that Meffige bad nothing lef- 
"fened them. 

"For the Militia, he faid, he had thought fo much of it 
" before he fent his Anfwer, and was fo well afllired that the 
" Anfvyer was agreeable to Whac, in jufticc or reafon. They 
"could ask, or He in Honour grant, that be fliould not alter 
"it in any point. 

"For hisRefid^nce near them, he faid* he wiflied it might 
"be fo Safe and Honourable, that he had no caufe to abfenc 
"himfclf from White-HaS : He bid them ask themfelves, whe- 
"ther he had not ? For his Son, " He faid, he (hould take that 
"care of him, which fliould juftify him to God, as a Father j 
"and to his Dominions, as a King. To conclude, he afTured 
"them upon his Honour, that he had no thought but of 
"Peace, and Juftice to his Peonle^ which he would t» all 
"fair means feek to prelerve and maintain, relying upoa the 
"Goodnefs, and Providence of God for the prctervation of 
"himfelf, and bis Rights, 
This being fuddainly, and with more than ufual quick- 

nefs 
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ne&rpQkenby the King, much appill'd them; but tliey were 
too far engaged to retire ; and therefore, anpoo ^s it wsis re- 
TU'kefiiu- ported to the Houfes, they relblv'd, upon Debate, . **^ t*hat the, 
n»»»/w»fc t< Kingdom flioiild be forthwith put into a pofturc of Defence, 
,,/" «<^» tc^yy Authority of both Hoqfes, in X^ch a w^y .$s*{iad been 
•* formerly agreed upon by both-Houfcs ; and that 'a Dcclara- 
^^tion fliould be fjieedily fent.untp the King, containinjg'tBe 
"caufcs of their jull Fears and Jealoufies, and to make it cVi- 
"dent that any that were entertained againft Them were 
"groundlcfs ; Ordering at. the fame time, " that alJ the Lords 
** Lieutenants of any Counties in England^ who had been 
"formerly fo conftituted by the King by his Commiffions. 
^' under the great Seal oi England ^ fliould immediately bring 
^^ in thofe CommifTions to be cancelled as illegal : Albett feme 
fuch Commidions had been granted, upon their own dcfire^ 
fince the beginning of the Parlianient, as particularly to the . 
Earl of Ejjix to be Lord Lieutenant of Tark/hire^ and to the 
Earl of Salisbury for Dorfit-JIjire. 
TUjftnJbf Then both Houfes fent to the Earl of Nortbumherlamd^ 
»jr E»i •/ being High Admiral of England^ " that they had rctsiv'd ad- . 
j^'JI^J"" " vertifement of extraordinary preparations made, by the. 
fwiidM 4 ^^ Neighbouring Princes, both by Land and Sea ^ by which an 
iuu, *' apprehenfion was raifcd in both Houfes, that the publick 
" Honour, Peace, and Safety of his Majefty, and his Kingdom, 
" could not be fecured, unlefs a timely courfe was taken for . 
'*the putting the Kingdom into a condition of Defence at 
^' Sea, as well as at Land : and they did therefore Order him 
"forthwith to give eflPedlual direftion that all the Ships bc- 
*' longing to his Majefty's Navy, and fit for Service, and not 
^^ already abroad, or defign'd for the Summers Fleer, fliould 
" be Rigged, and put in fuch a rcadinefs, as that they might 
" be loon fitted for ihe Sea : and that his Lordlhip would alfo 
" make known to the Mafters, and Owners of other Ships, 
"in any of the Harbours of the Kingdom, as might be of ufe 
'^for the Publick Defence, that ic would be an acceptable 
"Service to the King and Parliament, if they would likewife 
" caufe their Ship to be Rigged, and fo far put into a readi- 
"nefs, as they might, at a {horc warning, likewife be fet to 
" Sea upon any emergent occafion \ which would be a means 
" of great Security to his Mjjefty and his Dominions. To 
which the Earl returned an Anlwer full of Submiffion and 
Obedience. 

I H A V E been aflured from Perfons of very good Credit, 
and converfant with thofe Councils, that they had in delibe-

*' furrow CO them; ycc it v/as nor wichouc fomc mixcurc of 

"Confidence and Hope, conlidcring thofe expreffions pro- 

"cecded from the mifapprehenfions of their Adiions and In- 

" tendons ; whith, having ro ground of cruth or reality, 

" might, by his Julticc and Wifdom, be rembved, when he 

"(houii be fully . informed, that thofe Fears and Jcaloufies of 

"theirs, which his Mijefty thought to be caufelcls, and with- 

*'ouc any jail ground, did necefifarily and clearly arife from 

"tiiofe d'»ngcrs and diftcmpeis, into which the mifchicvous 

"and evil Councils about him had brought the Kingdpm. 

"And that thofe other Fears and Jcaloufies , by which his 

"Favour, his Royal Prcfeacc, and Confidence, had beea 

" v^ithdrawn from his Parliament, hfid no foundation, or fub- 

"fiftcace'inany Adion, Intention, or Mifcarriigc of Theirs j 

"but were merely grounded upon the falfiiood and malice ot 

"thofe who, for the fup'porting and fomenting their own 

"wicked defigns againft the Religion, and Peace of the 

"Kingdom, did feek to deprive his Majcfty of the ftrength, 

" and the aneftion of his People ; and Them of his Grace and 

"Protcdion i and thereby, to fubjedl both his Perfon, and 

"the whole Kingdom, to Ruin and Deftru&ion. 

** T H A T to lacisfy his Majefty's Judgement and Confcience 
"in both thofe Points, they dcfircd to make a free, and clear 
^•^Declaration of the caulcs of cheir Fears and Jealoufics, in 
"feme particulars. 

I. " That the defign of altering Religion, in this and his 
"other Kingdoms, had been potently carried on, by thofe 
"in grcateft Authority about him, for divers years together : 
"and that the Queen's Agent at Rome^ and the Pope's Agent, 
"or Nuntio, Here, were not only evidences of that defign, 
"but had been great Actors in it. 

1. *^That the War with Scot/anJwzs procured tomske 
"way for that intent, and chcifly fomented by the Papifts, 
"and others Popilhly affedkedj whereof they had manycvi- 
"dences, cfpcciaily their free and general contribuiion to it. v 

3. *' T H a T the Rebellion in Ireland was framed, and con- 
" trived, here in England y and that the Engliflj Papifts fliould 
"have rifen about the fime time, they had feveral teftimo- 
"niesand advertifemenfs from Ireland -^ and that it was a 
"common Speech amongft the Rebels (with ^hich, they 
"faid, o:her evidences did Concur, as the information of a 
" Miniftcr who came out of Ireland ^ the Letter of one Tri- 
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^^Jham Whttcamt in Ireland to his Brother in &gland^ and 
*' many others ) that they would recover unto his Majcfty 
** his Royal Prerogative, wrefted from him by thic Puritan 
^' Faftion in theHoufes of Parliament in England*^ and would 
^^maintainEpifcopal Jurifdidion, and the lawfulnefs thereof; 
"which, they faid, were the two quarrels, upon which his 
'^ late Army m the North fliouid have been incenfed againft 
** them. 

4- " T H E caufe they had to doubt that the late defign, 
^Mtyl'd the Queen's Pious Intention, was for the alteration of 
*' Religion in this Kingdom, for fuccefs whereof the Pope's 
**Nuntio fthe Count Rozetti) enjoy n'd Fafting and Praying 
"to be obferv'd every week by the Englifh Papifts; which, 
*'they faid, appearM to them by one of tde original Letters 
" direded by him to a Prieft in LancaJIme. 

y. "The boldncfs of the Irijh Rebels in aflBrming they 
" do nothing but by Authority from the King; that they call 
*^ themfelves the Queen's Army ; that the prey and booty 
" they take from the E^g/ifb^ they mark with the Queen's 
" mark; that their purpofe was to come into Englatidy when 
"their bufinefs was done in Ireland^ and fundry other things 
*' of that kind, which, they (aid, were prov'd by OTi^Oc9nelfyy 
" and others ; but efpecially in the forementioned Letter from 
^^TriftramWlfitcomh^ wherein there was this paflage, that ma* 
** ny other Speeches they utter, concerning Religion, and our 
" Court of England, which he dares not commit to Paper. 

6, "The many attempts to provoke his late Army, and 
*' the Army of the Scots^ and to raife a Fadtion in the City of 
" London, and other parts of the Kingdom. That thofe who 
'^ had been A(3:ors in thefe buflnefles, had their dependence, 
'^ their countenance, and encouragement, from the Court ; 
" witneft the Treafon, whereof M' Jermyuy and others, ftood 
^^ accufed ; who, they faid, was tranfported beyond Seas by 
** Warrant under his Majcfty's own hand, after he had given 
" adurance to his Parliament, that he had laid a ftridl Com« 
^^mand upon his Servants, that none of them fiiould depart 
"from Court. And that dangerous Petition delivered to 
'^ Captain Ijtg by his Majefty 's own hand, accompanied with 
"adiredion Sign'd with C. 1?. 

7. '^ T H E falfe and fcandalous accufation againft the Lord 
^^KimMtonj and the five Members of the Houfe of Com- 
" mons, tender'd to the Parliament by his own Command, 
" and endeavoured to be juftify'd in the City by his own Pre- 
" fence and Perfwafion, and to be put in execution upon their 
** Perfons by his demand of them in the Houfe of Commons, 
*' in fo terrible and violent a manner, as far exceeded all for* 
" mer breaches of Privileges of Parliament a^ed by his Ma- 

"jefty. 
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'^jeftf, or any ofhisPredeceflbrs: and tbey fud, whatever 
^' his own intentions were, divers bloody and defperace Per- 
^'foQs, that attended him, difcovered their aficAions, and re- 
"folutionsj to have MafBcrc'd and dcftroyed the Members of 
^ tbat Houfe > if the abfence of thofc persons accufcd had 
*^not, by God's providence, ftop'd the giving that word, 
'^ which chey expedied for the fetting them upon chat barba- 
^rous and bloody Ad : The lifting of Officers, and Soldiers, 
''for aGuardat J^ir^-ffifff, and fuch other particulars. 

t "That, afcer a Vote had pafled in the Houfe of Com» 
^ mons, declaring that the Lord Di^fy had appear'd in a War* 
*' like manner at Khifim upon Thsmis , to the cerrour and 
''affright of his Majefty's eood Subje&s, and difturbance of 
"the publick Peace of the Kingdom, he fliould nevenhelefs 
'^i)ein that Credit with his Majefty, as to be fent awav by 
"hisMajefty's own Warrant toS'^. P^»»«Bg/^ to land him 
"beyond Seas : from whence he vented his own Traytcrous 
"conceptions, that his Majefty (hould declare himfelf, and 
" retire to a pl^e of firength ; as if he could not be fefie 
"amongft his People. Which falfe and malicious counrel,and 
" advice, they faid, they had great caufe to doubt, made too 
"deep animpreilion upon his Majefty, confidering the courfe 
"he was pl^fed to take of abfenting him(clf from his Parlia- 
^'ment, and carrying the Prince with him 3 which feemcd to 
"ezprefs a purjpofe in his Majefty to keep himfelf in a readi- 
" ne(s for the aaingof it. 

9. "The many advertifements they had from Uome^ Fm- 
^^rs's, Venice^ and other parts, that theyftill cxpeftcd that hid 
" Majefty had (bme great dr (ign in band, for the altering of 
^^ Religion, and the breaking the neck of his Parliament. 
"That the Pope's Nuntio had follicited the Kings <AFranciy 
" and Sfatu^ to lend his Majefty four thoufand Men apiece, 
^^to help to maintain his Royalty againft the Parliament. 
" And tney faid, as that For reign Force was tbo moft perni- 
^cious, and Malignant dciign of all the reft; fo they hoped 
*Mtwas, and (hould allways be, fartheft from his Majefty's 
" dioughts j becaufe no Man would believe he would gtve up 
** his rcopie, and Kingdom ^ to be fpoil'd by Strangers, if 
"he did not likewife intend to change both his own Profef- 
'^ fion in Religion , and the Publick profeflion of the King- 
" dom, that fo he might be ftill more afllired of thofe For- 
^' reign States of the Popifli Religion for their future Support, 
** and Defence. 

"These, they faid, were fome of the grounds of their 
''Fears and Jealoufies, which had made them fo earneftly im- 
*' plore his Royal Authority, and Proteftion, for their Dc- 
l^ fence and Security, in all the ways of Humility and Sub- 

" miflion : 
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'* mifEon ; which being denied by his Majcflyj feduced by 
'^ evil Counfel, they did, with forrow for tiVe great arfd un- 
"avoidable milery and danger, which was thereby like to 
"fall upon his own Perfon, and his Kingdoms, apply thenj- 
" felves to the ufe of that Power for rhe Iccurlty and defence 
" of both, which, by the fundamental Laws and Conftitutions 
** of the Kingdom, refidcd in them ; yet ftill rcfolving to keep 
" themfelves within the b()unds oi Faithfulnefs, and Allegiance 
*' to h*s Sacred Perfon, and Crown. 

**To the Fears and Jealoufies expreflcd by his Majefly, 
" when he faid, that for his Rcfidence near the Parliament, he 
" wiflied ic might be fo fafe and honourable, that he had no 
"caufe to abfcnt himfclffrom U4fite Hal! : That, they faid, 
"they took as the greatcft breech of Privilege^ that could be 
"ofFcr'd; as the hcavicft mifcry ro Kimfelf, and imputation 
"upon Them, that could be imcgmed, and the rrioft mif- 
"chievous ef^edfcof evil Counfels j it rooted up the llrongcft 
" Foundarion of the fafety, and honour, the Crown afforded j 
" it fccm'd as m/jch as might be, they faid, to csft upon the 
*^ Parliament fuch a Charge, as was inconfjllent whh the na- 
" ture of that grctt Council, being the Body, of which his 
** Majefty was the Head ; it flruck at the very Being both of 
" the King and Parliamenr, depriving his Majefty, in his own 
" apprehcnfion, of Their Fidelity, and Them of His Prote- 
" dtion y which are the natural bonds and fupforts of Go- 
" vernmenr, and Subjedlion. 

"They faid, they had, according to hisMaj^lly's deGre, 
" laid their hands upon their hearts ; they had asked thcra- 
*^ felves in the ftriflert examination of their Confcienccs ; they 
** had fearched their afFeftions , their thoughts , conGdered 
" their actions ; and they found none , that could qive his 
" Majefty any juft occaGon to abfcnc himfelf from Tf^^ite-Hail, 
" and his Parliament j but that he might, with more honour 
" and fafety, continue There, than in any other place. They 
"faid, his Majefty laid a General Tax upon them : if he 
" would be gracioufly plcafed to let them know the Particu- 
"lars, theyihould give a clear and fatisfadtory Anfwer. But, 
"they faid, they could have no hope ofevergivfng hfs Ma- 
"jefty fatisfatSion , when thofe Particulars, which. he had 
"been made believe were true, yec , being produced, and 
-'^ made known to them, appeared to be falfe ^ and his Ma- 
*'jefty notwithftanding would neither punifli, nor produce 
"the Authors, but go on to contraft new Fears andjealou- 
" fies, upon General and Uncertain grounds ; aflfording them 
"no rneans, or poftibility of Particular Anfwcr to the cTearing 
"of themfelves, of which they gave him thcfe Inftances.

"dom. That, they faid, u^1/ ill thsy expcftcd from hip, and 
"forthat, they would returri tof him.'. their Lives,, Fortunes, 
"andtitmoft endeavours to fupport hi§ Majefly, Ki« juft So- 
**veraighty, and Power ovci* 'ihem. -But, they fald, it wa5. 
''notAVords tiiat could fecu'rc ^bcm in thofe their Humble 
*'defiresi they Could not buc* top well and fdrrowfully re«- 
'*" member, what^gf3cibusMefljges.t"hcy had from^him the laft 
''Summery* whein, with His privity, ^he bringing up of the 
" Army' was in agitatiott : They could not but with the like 
" aflPeftions recall to th^ir minds, Jiow^ not two d.aysi before 
^ he gave ' dircftion for the aforementioned Accufatiohl and 
''his oVh coming to the" Commons Houfe, that Houfe re- 
""ceiv'd from hira.a Gracious Meflage, that he would 'always 
''have care of Their Privileges", as of his Own Preroga- 
"tive; and of the fafery of Their Perfons, as of his Own 
"Chlldi-en'. 

"They faid, t;hat v/hich they expected, and which, would 
"give them afRirance that he had no thought but ojF. Peace, 
andjuft'ice to fils PeojHe, muft be fomereal t^(X, ofjbi^ 
Goodnefs to them, in granting thofe things, which the prc- 
fent neceffiicy of the Kingdom did inforce them to defire. 
And in the firft place, that he would be Gracioufly plcafed 
to put from him thofe wielded, and mifchievous Counfel- 
lors, which had caufcd all thofe dangers, and diftraftlons^ 
and to continue his own RpfiJence, and the Prince's, near

chat a Charge, and Impeachment ihould be prepared againft 
the Recorder Of UndoU^ who, they heard, had been of Coun- 
cil in the drawing up, and preparing that Petition, and, they 
knew, was oppofite to their Tumultuary proceedings. Sc^ 
when the chief Gentlemen of OxTord-Jhirt heard,' that a Pe^ 
tition had been delivered to the Houfe of Commons in their 
Name, and the name of that County, againft the eftablifbed 
Government of the Church, and for the exercife Of the Mili- 
tia, tbcy aflembled together to draw tip a Petition difavowing 
the former, and to defire, <^ that the fettled Laws might be ob- 
^ferved; of trhich the LiOrd Saj having notice, he procured 
tbe chief Gendemen to be fent for as DeRnqucnts, and fy 
fuppr^Qed that Addrefs : And this Was the meafure of their 
Jumcein many other particulars of the fame nature^ receivinfl} 
and cberiQiing all mutinous, and feditious Petitioiis, and dii* 
countenancing fuch as befought the continuancd, and vlndi* 
cation, of the fi> long celebrated and happy Government id 
Churdi and State; the prime leaders or that Feftion noif 
blufliing, in publick Debates in the Houfe , to aver ^^ that 
^' no man ought to Petition for the Government eftablifh^' 
^ ed by Law , becaufe he had ahready his Wifli ; but they 
^(hat <iefired an Akeiation, could not otherwife inyi

^'Dwibts, I did not think thfcy fhoutd hav<e been thought fo 

"trivial and groundlefs, whiift fo many feditious Pamphlets, 

''and Sermons, are locked upon, and lb great Tutriulcs re- 

*^meniber*d, unpunifli'd and uniAquired into. I ftill confeis 

**my Fears, andcaU God towitneft, ' that they are greater for 

^ Ac tnlte Proteftanc pro&flion, my People and Law«, than 

" for my own rights, of iafety ; though I miift tell you, I con- 

" cdve none of thefe arc free from danger. What W6uld yon 

"have? Have I violated your Laws ? Have I deni^fd to paft 

"any one Bill for the eafe, andfecurity of my SufepfSs? I 

'• db not ask you what You have dohe-fof Me. Are my P^p- 

''ple thmfportcd with Fears and Apprehfcnfions ? I have of- 

*'ter'd as free, and general a Pardon as your felves can de- 

"^ vife. There is a Judgment from Heaven upon this Natiorl, 

"if thefc diftraAions continue. God fo deal with Me, and 

" Mine, as all my thoughts, and intentions , are upright for 

"the maintenance of tnetrue Proteftant profeDSdn, and foi: 

*' the obfervatioh and prefervation of the LaWs of the-Land : 

" and 1 hope God will blefs, and affift thbfe Laws for my pre- 

"fcrvafioit 

This befaijg fuddainly, atid with fome vehemence^ fpokeri 
by his Majefty, and he hiving taken farther time to Anfwer 
the Declaration, and the Pleafons, the Cbmtaittee bcfought 
him, ** fince they wertf to carry back with them no other Aii- 
**^fwer, that his Majefty would Vouchfafe to give them, what 
"he had fpoken, in writing; which, the next morning, he 
did : And then the Earl of HaiZ<f»/ again deBred him, "tha^ 
"he would rcfide nearer his Pstrliamenc; whcreunto the King* 
briefly Anfwered, "I would you had given me caufe^ but! 
'* am fare this Declaration is not the way to it. Then being 
asked by the Earl oiVembroke^ whether the Militia might not 
be granted, as was defired by the Pari lament^ for a time? He 
Anl'wercd, " By God not for an hour. You have asked that 
'J of me in this, was never asked of a King, and with which 
''I 'veili not ttuft my Wife, and Children. He told thcm,^ 

Ffi' "he" 
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^* he couU not have believed the Parliament would have fenc 
^'him fuch a Declaration, if he had not ieen ic brought by 
^ fuch Peribns : «Dd (aid he was Sorry for the Parliaroeac, buc 
^'Glad he had it; for by chat he doubted oocto faisfy his 
^ People. He (aid they fpokeof ill Councils j but he was co&- 
^ fident They had wor(e Inforroation, than he had Councils. 
^ He told themt the bufine(s ollre/amJ would never be done 
^ in the way they were in, four hundred would never do that 
/^work; itmuft be put into the hands of One: and, he &id, 
^' if He were trufted with it, he would pawn his Head to end 
^^ that work. 

As SOON as the Committee returned and reported, what 
AnTwer they had received, and in what difpoficion and tem* 

BT they found, and left the King ; it was Order'd, that their 
edaratioq, which they had fent to him, (bculd be fpeediiy 
printed, and carefoUy difperfed throughout the Kingdom, that 
Che People might fee upon what terms they ftood ; aiid all 
other poffible couries were taken to poyfon the hearts, and 
i^'Aions of the Subjeds, and to fuppreu all thofe, who, in 
^uiyd^ree, (eeraed to diOike their high proceedings. Above 
all, care was taken to place fuch Preachers, and LeAurcrs, in 
chemoft popuk)ua Towns and Parifl)e$, as were well known 
to Abhor the prefent Govemmenr, and temperature of Church 
and State ; many of whom were fecommended , and pofi* 
lively injoined, and impofedupon Pariflies, by rheHouie of 
Commons; and^ others, by fuch Fadttous Members , whofe 
reputatkm was moft current : aod all Canonical Clergy- men, 
and Orthodox Divines, were, with equal induftry, difcounte- 
nanced, impri(bned, or forced to a long attendance upon Com- 
mittees, or theHou(e (which was worfe thanlmprifonment) 
^nder die notion and imputation of Scandiilous Minifters. 
Which charge aixl reproach reached all men whofe inclinati- 
ons they lik<3 not, or whofe Opinions they fufpedted. And 
that they mi£ht be fure to be as ilrong and abfolute at Sea, 
as at Land, they appointed the Lord Admiral to fend the 
Names of all thofe Captains of Ships, who were to attend the 
Fleet for that Summer service, to them, to the end they might 
have fuch men, in whom they mignt Confide; which. his 
Lordthip nnoft pur<ftually obfcrved. By which they helped 
to free him of thofe Officers whom he could not plaufibly 
havedifcharged ; 0nd ftruck out the names of thofe, whofe 
AdFc<ftions, or Relations they thought themfelves not (ecure 
in. 
The Kif^'i The King thought it now time, according to his former 
>^«jf'tf« '« refolirtion,which he had not communicated to many,to remove 
MtUMtfii toTarL which was a place of good reception, and conveni* 
Yatk!*^ '* ^^^9 for thole who #ere willing to attend him ; and tothe 
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end that there might be publick nocioe of it, he fct$ ftom 
Ibmtmgtan^ when he was upoo his Journey, a Mel^ to 
both Houfes : ^' Thar, being chen in hit remo?e to his City of 
'TtfrA, where he intended to make his Re£klenoe for iome 
time, he thought fit to £; nd that Meffjge to them, and very 
eariieftly to defire ihem, that they would ufe kll poffible in* 
''duftry in expediting the bufinefi of Irehmd\ in which they 
*' (houtd find 10 chemul a concurrence from his Maiefty, that 
^ no inconycatenGe (hould hatnpdn to that Service oynis ab- 
^'feoce, be having all that paffion for the reducing that King* 
" dom, which he had exprefitd in his former Meffiges, and 
** being, by words, unable 16 mailiieft ihore affeftion to ir, 
'^ than ne had endeavour'd to do by thbfe Mef&ges ! having 
** likewife done all fuch A&s, as he had been movcid unro by 
«« his Parliament. Therefore, if the Misfortunes and Calami- 
« ties of his poor Proceftant SubjeAs there ihpuld grow upon 
* them (though he Ihould be deeply concemM in, smd ieniible 
"^ of theit fuficrings ) he faid, he (hould wafli his hands before 
" the World from the Icaft imputation of Oacknefi in that moft 
**necefli:ry, and pious work. 

^ And, that he might leave no way unattem^rted, which 
^ might beget a good underftanding between him and his 
^Parliament, he uid, he thought it neoeffiury to dedare, that, 
''as He had been &> tender cl the Privileges of Parliament, 
** that he had been ready and forward to retrad any AA of 
" his own, whif:h he had been informed had trenched upon 
^* their Privil^es ^ fo he expefted an equal tendemeis in 
^ them of his known Prero^ives, which are the unqueftion- 
'' able Privileges of the Kingdom ; amongft which, he was 
" aflured, it was a Fundamental on^ that his Subje&s could 
" not be obliged to obey any kOt^ Order, or Injunftion, to 
''which He had not given his Confent. 

''And, therefore, he thought it neceflary to publiih, that 
"he expected, and thereby required, Obedience from ail his 
" loving Subjeds to the Laws eftabliflied ; and that they 
" prefomed not upon any pretence of Order, or Ordinance, 
" to which his M^jefty was no Party, concerning the Milicis, 
" or any other thing, to do, or execute what was not war- 
"rantable by thofe Laws; he b#n^ refolved to keep the 
" Laws himielf, and to require Obedience to them from all 
"hisSubjefts. 

"He once more recommended unto them the fubftance of 
" his MeC&ge of the twentieth tAJmmmry laft ; that they would 
"compofe, and digeft with all fpeed,fuch Afts as they (hould 
"think fit for the prelent, and future eftablillitnent of their 
" Privileges, the free and quiet enjoyin* their Eftates and For- 
'^ tunes, the liberties of their Perfons, the fecurity of the true 
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^'l^^lgMV ^^' pro&fTed in \hi Church of Asilm/, the 
'^ mamq^HOg his R^g^l aqd Juft Authority, aod iectli^ Jhw 
'' Revenue j ne be^ig (noft dwous to tak^ dl fitctAg and juft 
'' ways/ which tpigl^t b^gcc ^ happy underftandioft betweeo 
'^him a^his Parliament, in which te poocaived hia greatdl 
", Povf ^^1 .^d Riches did confift. 
S'-.ii* fiiufis I J^^vi nop i^oown bothHoules in mom cbojter.and iifgc^, 
p ./con. thoQ up9p, ch,e receiving this Md&ffy which c»im cady to 
them pn. WiJ^ddy the fixtcieil|tb of Jl^frfib. Now the day 
before had b^^n (jgent in pieparing aU things ready (ox the 
execution Qf the;QfdiQaiioe or tte Myitis ^ Tbey hm Vbced, 
and Reiolvcd, 'Hhat- it V;^ not^ny way agaioft the Oath of 
Alkgianc^ i^it aU the Qoimniifiona to LieuteoaQta under 
the great Seal were illegi!,: and void ; and chat whofbfivcr 
ihould execute, an v power over the ^{ilitia by ooJouc of aov 
'^Cominiigk)D; of LieuteQm:v^ mdipuc oon&nt:. of liotQ 
'f Houft$ of Parliament, (bouloj^ acoounoed a dimtbcir of the 
'^ Peace of tbe Kiitgdpm. Then they agreed upon this. Rro*- 
pofition, '^That the Kingdom had been of late, indftiU was, 
^ih To evident and imminent danger, bodi iippi Faieynifg 
abroad, and a Popiih and difcontent^ Pai£y at home, that 
there was an urgent, and inevitable neceffity of putting hi^ 
Majefty's Subjeds into a pofture of defence, ht che fidbr 
guard both of the King, and his People ; aod chat the Locda 
^'and Commons, apprehending that danger, and being fen? 
^^(ible of their own duty to provide a iuitabk prevention, 
** had, in feveral Petitions, addreflfed thenifelves to his Ma^ 
jefty for the ordering and difpofing the Militia of the 
KiQgdbm in fuch a way, as was agreed upon, hy the Wif^ 
''dom of both Houfes, to be moft proper for the prefenc exi- 
gence of the Kingdom : Vet they could not obtain it i hue 
his Majefty did ieveral times re&ie to give his Royal Af- 
fent thereunto. Upon this Propofition, they Rdlblved, 
'^ that in that cafe of extreme danger, and of his Majefty^s re^ 
fufal, the Ordioance agreed on by both Houies for the Mi- 
litia did oblige the People, aiid ought to be obeyed> by the 
,*"' Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom^ and that fuch Peribns 
'^ as fhottld be nominated Deputy Lieutenants, and approved 
'' of by both Houies, (hould receive the Commands oS botii 
'^Houfes, to take upoti them to es^ecute their Offices. AU 
which Refolutions were ordered, the fame night, to be Print* 
ed and PuMIbed. So that, when the King's Meilage from 
Htfntmgfon was read the next morning, and ieemed' to be a-» 
gainft their Votes of the day before, they concluded, " that 
^' it could not be fent from the King, but that it had been in- 
*^ fertcd in blanks left in the Town for fuch purpofcs ; an<j 
immedisitely madp a Committee, ^fto find out by whom 
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^'HM MeflBge was framed. But when they remember'd, thkt 
Aey had VcSed as mudi a week before, &nd had examined 
theGentleineii who brought it, and had reoeiv'd it from tho 
Kiol's own hand, they proceeded no further id that inquiG- 
tioD^ but fitisfied thenuclyes with a new Vob?, ''that thoft 
''Berions* who adviied his Majefty to abfent himfelf fropi 
"^fiie Parlianient, and thofe that advifed bim tdthat Meflage, 
''were Enemies to the Peace of the Kingdom, and juftly to 
^'befofpeAed to be farourers of the Rebelhon in Irelnn^i. 
And ibr the matter it felf they reiblT'd to infift upon their 
fermer Voces ; and withal declared, ^ that when the Lords 
'^lod Commons in Parliamenr, which is the fupreme Courc 
''of Judicature intbe^Cingdom, (hould declare what the Law 
''of the Land is, to have that not only queftioned, and co«- 
''eroverted, but contradiAed* and a Command that it fliould 
"not be obeyed, was a high breach of the Privilege of Par- 
" liament. 

JiUTi this likewife they caufed to be fpeedily Printed ; Ie(l 
the King ihould be able to perfwade the Subjeds, that an Or* 
der of theirs, without His copfent, was no Ulw to compel 
Aeir Obedience. And from this laft Refolution, by which 
the Law of the Land, and confequently the Liberty of the Subi* 
jtfi, was relblved into a Vote of the two Houfes, which pai^ 
fed without any dUpute or hefitation, all Sober Men difcem- 
cdthe fatal period of both, and faw a Foundation laid for all 
the Anarchy and Cpnfu6on, that hath followed. 

It was now known, that the King was gone to Tork^ which TWr Ord*^ 
made them apprehend their Principality of tJuU might be in^'":"*"'^ 
danger ; and therefore thev immediately Rcfolve, '' That no ^ 
''Forces whatfocvcr (hall be admitted in that Town, wichouc 
"the immediate conient of both Houfes : which Order was 
"fent thither by an expreft. And havinj^ prepared the People 
to be readjjer the Militia, by publilning "That, in o^fe 
"of extrfeie danger, they were to obey that Ordinance.; 
"they were, in the next place, to find the danger to be ex- 
"trdme; and, to that purpofe, they produced Letters with- 
oat any name, pretended to be written from Amfierdam^ figni- 
fying "that they had Intelligence there, that there was an 
" Army ready in jynmatk to be Tranfported Into E^glana^ 
" and was to be Landed at HuU', which, they faid, had been 
^confirmed to them, by a Perfon of Reputation, from N«>- 
" Market^ who connfmed the intelligence of Htnmatk : and 
^ added, that there were likewife Forces ready in France to 
f be Landed at HftB. 

O p this, how grofs and ridiculous foever it appeared tp 
Wife Men, they made a double ufe Cbefides the general imi&ef-r 
fion iq the People) the one lo colour aid countenance their 
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Order^ to their Governour there ; the other, to make the 
Kiog'sRefidenqe in thofe parts fufpeded and grievous, as if he 
fcame chicher only to bring in Forreign Forces upon them. 
Withthefe Alarms of Forreign Forces, chey mingled other In- 
tellifjenoeortl^ Papifts in Effglaml^ *^thac they had apurpoie 
f^ oTmaking an Infurreftion; and therefore they brcxxodcd in 
preparing a^Qill to fecure the Perfons of thofe oi the beft Qua* 
jity, apcTgireateft Intereft, and injoyning the Oath of Supm- 
ipacj to be taken with great rigour ; and, amongft other ura- 
tagem$ they had to humble the Papifts. I remember, upon an 
WprtnAtion that chey ufed their Proteftant Teqanc; worfe in 
the ratfing their Rents, than they did thofe of their qwn B^eli- 
gion, there was an Order, ''that they (hould not raife the 
• Rents of their Tenants, above die rates that the Protelbnc 
^ Landlords ad jpyning receiy'd from their Tenants : by vir- 
tue of which, i^ ^o^e places, they undertook to determine 
what Rents their Tenants (hould pay to them But, in tbia 
Xeal againft the PapUls, they could not endure that the King 
fliou]phave any fliare ; and therefore, when they found, that 
oii Majefty had pubtiQied a Proclamation in his Journey to- 
wards f^rk^ '^Oomnumding all the Judges,and Tuftices of P^cq, 
f and 6t|ier O&ers, to put in due execution ^1 t^ie l^ws, and 
^' Statutes of the Kingdom, againft Popi(h Rejpufants, without 
^nvouror connivance, they prefcntly feot for theSheriffi of 
tMitm to the Houfe of Comix^ons^and examined them, ^^ why 
^Mven Priefts, who were in Newgste^ and had been long 
f' Condemned, were not Executed? the reafon whereof they 
well knew; and when the Sherifis faid, "that they had re* 
^'ceived a Reprieve for them under the King's hand, chey 
pubiiflied that with great care in their Prints to take off the 
Credit of the new ProcIamatk>n ; and appointed their Meflen- 

f^$y whom they were then fending to the King with a new 
>eclaration, to move his Mijefty, ^^ that he would take off 
'^ his RqMTieve, and fuffer tho/e feven Condemned Priefts to be 
£]i;ecute4, according p the Jqdgements they had received. 
Thet proceeded now to provide all neceffary meafis for 
the raifing great fums of Money, by the diligent collection of 
what was granted by former Ads, and By a new Bill for the 
Iraifingof four hundred thoufand poi)ndi^,for the payment of the 
great Debts of the Kingdom ( by which they meant the ns 
nidinder of the three hundred thouiaiki pounds, they had 
bountifully eiven to their Brethren of SMhmd) and the fup- 
p6rt of the war of Irtlandi All which Monies were to be re- 
ceived,anddifjpofed as the two Houfes (hould diredl ^ of which 
(hough the IQng &w the danger, that might, and did afu!r 
enitie thereupon, vet he thought that probable inconvenience 
imdmifchieftobeIe&« then t£it. whicn the (candal of deny- 
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11^ sajrtbitag^iipod which the raaofiery cflnltmd tstaM tf^ 
dtoefld^' wouU inevtubly bring upon hiia ; iod ib mifiod 
wiifipqevc^. Jtoey broofihc ta h^n of that kind. 

Amongst other Expedienct for raifing of Money for theivr M4r 
Wtttf Ir^imfd^ aboiK this time, they onde certain Propo-^^''*^ 
fieioiis CO inoounge Men to be Adyemuren in thit Tnffidt,^!^^^'^ 

Tim: They concluded ''chat^tn IbgeneialaRebeUtei^ve^lXid! 
'.^17 much Cand muft EfiJieac to theCtown byihe forfekore 
^'of Treafcn^ and that^ out of iiich fbrfeicurea^ fiitis&ftioo 
^ might be given to chofiu who fbould disburfe Moacy to* 
*^ wards the iiippreffion of the Rebels i^ib nmoy Acres of Ltfid 
*'tobe aUowed for fo much Money, afttmiing to the Tahie of 

^ die Lands in the feveral Provinoos^. which was fpccified 19 

^thePiopofittons; which^ having paOed both Houfa, were 
prdented to theKing^ who (it being about the beginning of 
Fthrmaj^ when the breach of their Privileges rung in ail Mens 
Ears) Anfwered^ *^ that as he bad ofier^d, and was ftill ready 
'' (o venture, his own Perfon for the recovery of tiiat Kiog« 
^dom, if fats Parliament ihould advife him thereunto; fi> be 
^' wopid not d^y toomtribute any other aflSftance he oonld 
^to t^at Seryi^ by parting with, any profit or advantage of 
"his own there ^ aiid theretote, relying upon the Wifdom of 

his ^arliaxnenty he did oonleox to every Propofidoo, now rw Kit 

made to him, without taking time to confider, and ext* *H^ <• 
famine, whether that courfe might not retard tberedudog' 
^rhat Kingdom, by exafperating the Rebels, and rendering

ienting the Bill to the King, till tb^y had received ffreai 
fums of Money, and procured very many Perfons of all Con- 
ditions to Sublcribe, manv coming m out of pureCovetoufnefi 
to raife great Fortune?; five hundred Acres of Land being aC 
iign'd for one hundred pound in fome Counties, and not much 
pnder that proportion m others : ibme out of pure foar, and 
to win Credit with the Powerful Party, which made this new 
projed a meafure of Mens Afiedtions, and a tryal how far 
they might be trufted, and rely'd on.

But oetwithfandiiig tU theft prepatathms dtk %hii fide 
tiie Sea, the idief, aod provifioti was very flowly fitppfied to 
the ocher 6de ; where the Rebels ftUl hicreafed id tkteogth, 
and b]r the fame of thefe Propofitions, tnlarged theii* Power, 
very many Perfons of ^Honour, and Fortune^ who till then had 
Ate ftili, and either were^ or letm'd to be averfe to theRe- 
beUionj joynin^ whh tbem^ as being defperate, and conceiv- 
ing the utter (upprefling tiMir Religion, and the very extir- 
padon of their Nacion^tobe decreed againft Ihaifi. And without 
doobti the great Reformers here were williilg enoagfh to drive 
diem to any extremtcf, both 6ai of revenge and contempt, as 
a People eafy to be rooted our, and diat the War might be 
}ptft up ftill $ fioce'they feared an UnioA iii that Ki^dom 
might nrach pr^dice their defigas in this, both a^ it might 
fiippl/ the King with Power, and take away much of theirs ; 
wheseas now they had opportunity, with reference to Ire^ 
hmi^ to raife both Men and Money, which they mia;ht be Mis 
to implov upon more preffing ocarfions,as they will be found 
aftarwaras to have done.

They who now read this Declaration , and remember 
ooJy the infolent and unduriftil ExpreflSons in that Declara- 
rion, to which this was an Anfwer, and the more infolent and 
feditious Anions which preceded, accompanied, and 'attended 
it, may think, that the ftyle was not anfwerable to the Pro- 
vocation, nor Princely enough for fuch aConteft ; and may 
believe, that if his Majefty had then expreffed himfelf with 
more Indignation for what he had fuffcr a, and more Refolu- 
tion, *'thac he would no more endure thofe Sufierings, they 
who were ndt yet grown to the Hirditieft of Avowing the 
contempt of the King ( and moft of them having defigns to 
be great With, and by Him, whom they proydced ) would 
fooner have been checked, and recovered their Loyalty and 
Obedience. But they again who confider and remember that 
JQnfture of time, the incredible difadvantage his Majefty fuf- 
ferUby the mifunderftanding of his going to the Houfeof 
Commons, and by the Popular miftakc of Privilege of Par- 
liament, and confequently of the breach of thofe Privileges r 
And, on the contrary, the great height and reputation' the 
Fa&ious Party had airrived to, the ftratafgems they ufed, and 
the infufions they mstde into' the People, " of the King's dif- 
" inclination to the Laws of the Land \ and efpe'cially, ** thit 
** he had confenred to all thofe excellent Laws made tfeis Par- 
"liament fof which the People were poflefled) veryiihwil- 
"Itn^y, and meant to avoid them : That thp Qiicenhadan 
"irrcconciieable Hatred to the Religion profcflcd, and to the 
" whole Nation, and that her Power was unqueff ionablfi: That 
" there was a defign to fend the Prince beyond the Sisas, and 
" marry him to fome Papift ; Above all ( which the pritjcipal 
of them, with wonderful Confidence, in ^1 places avowed 
to be true) ^* that the Rebellion in Ireland was fomented, and 
" countenanced at leaft, by the Queen, that gciod terms might 
Jf be got for the Catholicks in England : I fay^ whoever re- 
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loembers all this, and, chat though it might be prdiicned, that 
the exortifitancy pFthp Pisirliamenc might be very qfieofiveix) 
fome $pber ana ^Ucerpiog Men, yet his Majefliy li^d no rea- 
. (bncoprefume of their eminent and vehement Zeal an his 
behall', fincq he faw all tbofe ( fome few oqly excepted) from 
whom he might challenge the duty, apd faith of Servants 
u/jue ai araSy and for whofe (akehe had unidetgqne' many 
difiScukies, either totally aliened firoii\ his Service , ami in- 
gaged againft Him, or, like Men in a Trance^ unapplicable 
to it: He will, ifay, a>ndudethatitcopceni'd his Maiefiy, 
by all gentleqefs and condefcenfion, tp undeceive, and recover 
Men to their fobriccy aod utiderftanding, before becouIclEope 
to make them apprchenfive'pf their' pwn duty, or tKe reve- 
rence that was due to him ; and therefore, that he was to 
defcend to all ppiSble Arts, and Means to that purpo6^ iit be- 
in^ very evident' , that sAexx w;oul(i no fooner diicaaQ bis 
Princely Juftioe and Clemency,^ than they inuft befenfibleof 
the indignities Sybich were ofi^r'd to him ^ and incenfed 9£ainft 
thofe who were the. Authors of them. 

An];> the truth is ( which Ifpeak knowingly ) at that tim^ 
the lying's KeiTdlutioo was to Shelter himfeJf whipl,ely under 
the Law i to grant any thii^, that by the Law be was obliged 
tograiit; ^ and to deny, what by w^ Law was in bis own 
power, and which he found. ii^cpijLyenient to cpnTent to^ 
and to oppoie and puniflji ai^y. exti;ayagant ai^tepspt by the 
f9r.ce and power of the Law, preiuming that Ue King and 
the Law together would have been ftro^g ehpii^h for any 
encounter that coiuld happen ^' and that the Law was fib (en- 
fible a thing, that the People would ^ly perceive wbo en- 
deavoured to Prefervc^ and y^o to Supprefe it^ anci difpofe 
tbemfelves accordingly ,

^ tfaey ezptfted to be done for Themfelves ; in both whichy 
'^dieyfiud, they had been very much hmder'd by his Majs* 
*^&fs dental to fecure tbeoi) and the whole Kiiigdom, by 
^ difpofing the Militia as they had divers times rooft Humbly 
'^ PetitioQed . And yet, they faid, they had not been altoge- 
*'ther negl^ent of either, having iacely made good proceed* 
'^ ings in preparing a Book of Rates, to be palled in a BiU 
^^ of Tonnage and Poufidage, and likewift the rooft material 
'^ [leads of thofe humble defires, which they intended to make 
'^to his Majefty for the good and contentment of his Ma|e« 
^fty and his People; butnoneof thofe could be perfedted

^'Doubts, the ground whereof was from feditioi^ji Pamphlets 
'^aod Sermons, they faid, theyOiouldbe as careful toendea- 
^'vour the removal of them, aflbonasthey (hould underftand 
''what Pamphlets and Sermons were by bis Maijefty intend- 
'^ed, as they had been to prevent all dangerous Tumults. 
'^ And if any extraordinary Concodrfe of people out of tha 
^' City to ihfimmfier had the face andfhewof Tumult and 
^ Danger, in his Majefty's apprehenfion, it would appeal to 
^^ be caufed by his Majefty 's denial of fuch a Guard to his Par- 
'^liamenr, as they might have caufe to Confide in; and by 
" taking into Wbite^HaU fuch a Guard for Htmfelf, as gave 
" juft caufe of Jealoufy to the Parliament, and of Tenour 
^^ and Ofience to his Peofde. They told him, they fought 
'^nothing but hi^Msj^y's Honour, and the Peace and Pro- 
^^fperity of fafis Kingdoms ; and that they were heartily forr^, 
^^ tney had fuch pleabtiful matter for an Anfwcr to that Quefti- 
'^ on, whether his Majefty hdd Vidated their Laws ? They be- 
^^ fought his Majefty to remember^ that the Government of 
^ this Kingdom, as ic was^ in a great party managed by hia 
^^Mtnifters before the beginning of thifiParliamenttCon0ftcd 
''of manycontinued and multiplied Adis of violation of Laws; 
'' the wounds whereof were Icarcely heal'd, when the Ex* 
^ trerai cjr of all thofe violations was far exceeded by the latt 
^'Scraagei ^od imbesUd of breach of their Laws in the Ae« 
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^ cufiition o( the Lord KimMtom^ and the five Members of 
'* the Qjmmons Houfc, and in the prtKecdings thereupon '-, 
"for whic± they had yet received no full facisF^dtion. 

"To his Majefty'8 ncxc Queltion, whether he had denied 
-^any Bill for the eafe and lecurity of his Subjefls? They 
♦» wiflied they could ftop in the midftof their Anfwer j thtt 
''with mochthankfulneis they acknowledged, that his Ma- 
''jefty had pafled many good Bills full of contentment and 
"advantage to his People : but Truth and Nccefficy inforced 
" them to add this, that even in, or about the time of pafling 
f* thofe Bills, (broe defign or other had been on foot, which, 
''if it had taken tS^A^ would not only have deprived them 
•''.ofthe fruit of thofe Bills, but have reduced them to a worfe 
''condition of confu (ion, than that wherein the Parliament 
*' found them. 

''And. if his M^jefty had asked them the third Qneftion 
"intimatedin that Speech, what They had done for Him? 
•^they told him, their Anfwer would have been much more 
'"cafy ; That they had paid two Armies with which the 
"Kingdom was burthen'd the laft year, and had undergone 
^ the Charge of the War in Ireland at this time, when through 
"many other exreffive Charges and prcflures^ his Subjeds 
"had been cxhauftcd, and theftock of the Kingdom very 
much dinainiflied ; which great mifchiefs, and the charges 
thereupon enfuing, had been occaGoned by the evil Goun- 
fels fo powerful with his Majefty , which had and would 
coft this Kingdom more thnn two Millions ; all which, in 
■ juftice, ought to have been born by his Majefty. 

"As* for that free and general pardon his Majefty had been 

«*plcafed to ofter, they faid, it could be no fecurity to their 

*" Fears and Jealoufies, for which his Majefty fcem*d to pro- 

'« pound it ^ becaufe they arofe not from any Guilt of their 

*." own Anions , but from the evil defigns, and attempts of 

"others, 

' * To that their Humble Anfwer to that Speech, they de- 

" fired to add an Information, which they had lately received 

" from tlic Depmy* Govemour of the Merchant Adventurers 

^*'2X Rotterdam m H^Uand^ that ati uiiknown Perfon, apper- 

" taining to the Lord Dlg^^ did lately follicit one Jafnes Hen- 

. *''iy a- Mariner,- to go kq Elfinpfe^ and to take charge of a 

*' Ship-in the Fleet of the King of Dtf»z«r/srr^, there prepared ^ 

'"•which he fhould condud to HuU, In which Fleet likewifc, 

'"he faid, a great Army wastd betranfported; and although 

"they were not apt to give credit to Informations of that 

• " Nature, yet they could not altogether think it fltito be ne- 

' ^ glefted ; but that it might juftly addfomewhat to tfee weight 

"of their Featv and Jealoufies^ coofidering with what cir-

'^ fei ; which, chey doubted, would make much deeper im- 

'^ predion in the generality of his People: and therefore^ -ch^y 

^^ moft humbly advifed, and beibughc his Majefty, for the 

*^ procuring and fettling the confidence of his Parliament and 

^' all his SubjedlS;, and for the other important reafons con- 

'^ cerning the recovery of Irelandy and ftcurii^ this King* 

^dom, which had been formerly prefented to him, he woukl 

^^begntctouily pleafed, with all convenient fpeed, to remrn- 

^co thofe Ports, and to clofe with the Counkl and defire of* 

^^ his Parliament i where he fliould find their dutiful AfFedi- 

'^ons and Endeavours ready to attend his Majefty with fuch 

^'encertainnaent^ asihould not only give him juftcaufeof te- 

'^curiry in their faithfulnefs, buc other manifold evidences 

'^ of their earned intentions, and endeavours to advance his 

*^ Majefty's Service, Honour, and Contentment^ and to efta- 

^^ bhfli it upon the fure Foundation of the Peace, and Proipe* 

^' rity of all his Kingdoms. 

This, which they called a Petition, being prefented to 
the King, his Majefty immediately recurn'd, by the fame Mef- 
fengers, his Anfwer m thefe words ; 

"If you would have had the patience to have expected 7^ Kin^i 
"our Anfwer to your laft Declaration (which, confidering*^/* 
"the paturc of it, hath not been long in coming) We bc- 
"lieve, you would have faved your felves the labour of fay- 
" ing much of this Meflige- And we could wifli, that our 
*' Privileges on all parts wcrefo ftatcd, that this wayof Cor- 
" refpondency might be prefcrved with that freedom, which 
"hath been ufed of old. For we muft tell you, that if you 
"may ask any thing of us by Mcflage or Petition, and in 
''what Language (how unfual foever) you think fit, and 
" we muft neither deny the thing you ask, nor give a reafon 
"why we cannot grant ir, without being taxed of breaking 
"your Privileges, or being Counfelled by thofe, who are Ene- 
"raies to the Peace of the Kir^gdom, and Favourers of the 
" Irijb Rebellion ( for we have feen your Printed Votes up* 
^' on our Meflage from Huntingdon ) you will reduce all our 
"Anfwers hereafter into a very little room; in plain Eugiyh^ 
" ic is to taj;3 away the freedom of our Vote ; which, were 
"We but a Subject, were high injuftice, but being your 
" King, we leave all the World to judge what it is. 

"Is this the way to compofe all mifunderftandings ? We 
« thought, wc flicwcd you one, by qur Meffage of the twen- 
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^^tietb of Jsmunjy if you have a better or re^lier. We fh^ 
^ williiigly hearken to it, for hitherto you have fbewed us 
<HK>iie. But why the refiifid to cooient to your Order, which 
^^you call a d^ial of the Militia^ ihoukl be any interruptioo 
^^16 k^ we cannot underftand. For the Militia, which we 
'^always thought necefieu-y lo be fettled, we never denied the 
"thing fas we told you in our Anfwer of die aS* of Jm- 
^nuaty^ tOi thO PecitioB of the Houfe of Comnoons) for we 
^^ accepted d^e Perfons, except for Corporatiomr ; we only 
^^ denied dhe way. You ask it by w^y of Ordinance, and wtdv 
'^ fuch a Preface, as we can neither with jufticeco our Honour, 
" (Mr Innocency confent to. You exclude us from any Power 
^'•in the difpofition or execution of it together with you, and 
"for a time utterly unlimited. We tell you, we would have 
"the thing- done; allow the Perfons, with that exception; 
^^defirca Bill, the only good old way of impofing on our 
^^ SubjeAt : We are extremely uo&tisfied w.hat an Ordinance 
^^ ii^ but well iatisfied, that without our Confent it is no- 
^< thingii nor binding : and it is evident by the long time fpent 
'^in this Argument* the neceility and danger was not fo im- 
•'minentj but a Bill might have been prepared i which if it 
'^ (hall yet be done, with that du^ regard to us, and Care of 
"our reople, in the limitation of the Power and other Cir- 
^^cumftances, wfrfliall recede from nothing we formerly ex- 
**preffed in that Anfwer tayour Order; otherwife, wemuft 
^^ declare to all die Worlds that we are not (atisfied with, or 
"fliall evejf allow our Subjedts to be bound by^ your Printed

"Concerning Fynfs Speech, you will have found, by 
^^what the Lord Comftan zr^AMj^Bi^w brought from us. 
<^ in Anfwer to that MeOage they brought to us, that, as yet, 
^^ we reft nothing fatisfied in that particular. 

"As for the Seditious Pamphlets and Sermony, We are 
"both (oxry and a(hamed ( in fo great varietjr^ an^ in which 
*^ our Rights, Honour, and Authority, are fo infolemly flight- 
**ed and vilified, and in which the Dignity and Freedom of 
** Parliaments is fo much invaded, and violated ) it (hould be 
" asked of us to Name any. The mentioning of the Prore- 
"ftation proccfted^ the Apprpnttces Proccftation , 7> your 
*^TMs O ifrael, 'or any other^ would bc^ too great an cxcufe 
^' for the reft : If ypu think, them not worth your, enquiry, 
^ we have done. But we think it moft ftrange to be told^ 
^^rint our denial of a Guard /which we yettiever denied^ but 

<< granted 
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^gramed in another mttiner, and undef a Command at ths^t 

" time moft accuftomed in the Kingdom ) or the denial of 

^' any thing tlCe ( ^hich is in 6ur Power legally to deny ) 

*^ which in our underftanding, of which God hath i'urely given 

'^ us foxne ufe, is not fit tone granted, (hould be any excufe 

^^kitfo dangerogs a Cbn^ourfe of People ^ which, not only 

" in oar appreheiiffon , birf, we believe, in the interpreja- 

** tfon of the La\lir it fclf, hath been always held moft Tumul- 

^tuous, and Seditious. And W6 mufli wonder, what, and 

^^ whence Come the Inftrufliott^ and Inibirniation^, that thofe 

**Pearfe lucve, who can fo eafily think themfeJves obliged by 

^ the Prot^Satioh to Afl^mble itf foch a manner for the de- 

*^ fence of Privileges, whiqh cannot be fo clearly known to 

«giiyof thfeih, and fo n^lfgently pafs over the confideratipn, 

*'ijnd defence of oiiir Rights, fo beneiBcial and ncceflfary for 

^ditoiielves, and (carce miknown to any of them j which by 

^'tfiei^r Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and even by the 

^fimfc Prbt^ftatidn, they are at le& equally obliged to dc- 

^'fdid. And what ioterruptibiis fuch kind or Aflcmblies may 

"be to the freedom of future Parliaments ( if not feafonably 

" difix>briteriariced and fupprefled ) We miift advife you to 

^^cotifider ^ as likewife, v^berher both our Rights and Powers 

** may not by fuch means be ufurped, by hands not trufted by 

'*theCbhftitutionof this Kingdom. For our Guard, we re- 

"fir you CO biir Anfwer to your Declaration. 

"B Y that Queftion of violating youi* La\^s,by whichwe 

"endeavotrr*d to exprefs our care, and refolution to obferve 

" th^Qb, we did not expeft, you would have been invited to 

"have looked' back fo many years, for which you Have had 

*^fo ample reparation; neither looked we to have beenre- 

**pfoaChed with the Aaions of oUr Minifters' rheii againft 

"the Laws, whilft we expreft fo great Zeal for the^prcfcnt 

"defence of themj itb6ing our Refolution, upon ooferva- 

" tion of the mifchief which tlieii grew by Arbitrary Power 

"(thoi^xnade plaufible to us by the fuggeiUons df NeccflSty 

*' atid immhient Danger, and take you heerd, you fall not into 

" the faine^rror, upon the fame fuggeftions) hereafter to keep 

** the Rule our felf, and to our PoWcr require the fame 

" from all others. But above all, we muft be moft fcnfible 

" of what ybu Gift upon us for requital of thofe good Bills, 

"ybii carinot deny. We have denied any foch def^n ; and as 

*^God Almighty muft judge in that point between us, who 

"kiibws our ut^right intentions at ^hc naflihg thife Laws, fo 

"in the melan tiihe we defy' the' Devil to prove, that there 

" was any defigri (with our' Kndwledge, or Privity ) in or 

**d36utthetitoeof i^flSng; tht>fif Bills, that, had it taken cf- 

^ii&y cdttfd have dewivcd our Subjofts of thi fruit of them. 

Gg* "And 
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'^ And therefore we demand. full reparation in this ppinc^ that 
** we may be cleared in the fight of all the World, and chiefly 
^^ in the Eyes of our Loving Subjedts, from fo notorious and 
'^falfc an imputation, as this is. 

*' W E are far from denying what you hayc done; for we 
^^ acknowledge the charge our People hath fuftained in keep- 
** ing the two Armies, and in reUeving Ireland'^ of which 
** we are fo fenfible, that in regard of thofe great burthens 
*'our People hath undergone, we have, and do patiently 
^^ fufier thofe extreme Perfonal Wanes, as our Predeceflbrs 
•*have been feldom put to, rather than we would prcfi upon 
*'them ; which we nope in time, will be confidcrcd on your 
f * parts. 

** I N our ofer of a general Pardon, our intent was to com- 
*' pofc and fecure the general condition of our Subjeds, con- 
^^ceiving that, in thefe times of great diftra&ions, the good 
^' Laws of the Land have not been enough obferved , b^t it is 
*^a ftrange World, when Princes profiered Favours are count- 
**ed Reproaches j yet if you like not this our ofier, we have 
.^'done. 

''Concerning any difcourfcs of Forreign Forces , 
''though we have given you a full Anfwcr in ours to your laft 
" Declaration, yet we muft tell you, we have neither fo ill 
f ' an opinion of our own Merit, or the Affeflions of our. 
** good Subjefts, as to think our fclf in need of any Forreign 
"Forces to p refer ve us from Opprcffion ^ and we ihall not 
"need for any other purpofc: but are confident, through 
"God's Providence, net to want the good Wiflies and Af- 
*' fiftance of the whole Kingdom, being refolv'd to build upon 
** that fure Foundation, the Law of the Land j and wc rake 
*' it very ill, that general difcourfes between an unknown 
** Pcrfon and a Mariner, or inferences upon Letters, ihould 
"be able to prevail in mattery fo improbable in themfelves, 
"and Scandalous to us^ for which we cannot but likewife 
"ask reparation, not only for the vindication of our own 
" Honour, but alfo thereby to fettle the minds of our Sub- 
"jcds, whofc Fears and jealcufies would foon vaniSi, were 
.^' they not fed and maintained hy fuch falfe and malicious Ru* 
" mours as thefe. 

*^Fqr our return to our Parliament, We have given you 
"a full Anfwer in ours to your Declaration; and vou ought 
" to look on us as not Gone, but Driven ( we fay not By 
** you, yet ) From you. And if it be not fo eafy for you to 
^' make our RcGdence in Jjmdm fo Safe, as we could defire, 
V ^e are and will be contented, that our Parliament be Ad> 
^^journ*d to fuch a place, where we may be fitly and iaffly 
" with yoii. For though we are not ploifed to be tt this di- 

"ftancc 
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'^ftance, yec you are -not to cxpeA our Prefence, until yoQ 
^^ihall both fecure us concerning our juft Apprehenfions of 
^^ Tumultuary In(blence$, and like wife give us fatisfadion for 
^'thofe infupporcable and infolenc Scandals, that arc raifed 
"upon us. 

^^To conclude, as we have or fliall not refufe any agree* 

.^^ableway toju(lioeor Honour, which (hall be otkfdjo us 

'^for the begetting a right i^nderftanding between us; lo w^ 

fare rcfblvcd that no freights or neceiBcies, to which we 

" iBay be driven, fliall ever compel us to do that, which the 

^^ rcaibn and underftanding fy^K God hath given us, and our 

^'Honour and Intered, with which God hath tnifted us for 

.'^rhsgood of our Pofterityaod Kingdoms, (hall render un- 

'^plealant and grievous to us. And we aflure you, how 

'^meanly foever you are pleafed to value the difcharge of our 

^'Publick Duty, we are fo Conicious to our felf of having 

'^done our part fiace this Parliament, that in whatfoever 

'^Condition we now (land, we are confident of the conti- 

^'nued Frotcdion from Almighty God, and the conftant Gra- 

" titude, Obedience, and A^idion from our People, And 

"we (hall truft God with all. 

These quick Anfwers from the King gave them very 
tQuch trouble, and made it evident to them, that he would 
W iQore be Swagger'd into Conceflions that he thought un- 
/^eafonable, or perfwadcd to them by general Promifes, or 
ao implicit Confidence in their future Modefty j but that he 
demanded reparation for the breach of his Privileges, and fo 
Fought with them with their own Weapons, troubled them 
puch more ; apprehending that, in a fliort time, the People 
might be perfwaded to believe, that the King was in the riglit, 
and had not been well dealt with : and though fome few, 
who thought themfelves too far ingaged to retire, were glad 
of the fliarpneis of thefc Paper- Skirmiihes , which they be* 
lieved made the wound ftill wider, and more incurable ; yet 
the Major part, which had been induced to joyn with them 
out of Confidence that the King woul^ yield, and that their 
boldnefs and importunity in asking, would prevail with his 
Majefty to confent, wilhed themfelves fairly unintangled j 
and I have heard many of the Fierceft Concurrers, and who 
have ever fince kept them Company, at that time profefs, 
^^ that if any expedient might be found to reconcile tne pre- 
^'fent difference about the Militia, they would no more Ad- 
.^^ venture upon Demands of the like Nature ; and the Earl of 
Pfex himfelf was (tartled, and confefiled to his Friends, '^ that 
''he defired a more moderate proceeding (hould be in Parlia* 
'^ ment ; and that the King, who had given fo much, Ifaould 
f'leceive (bme £Ltisfa£tion. But thofe of the Court, who 

thought 
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t»ou|» tKdr hxitfs to tbdr MifKr fn6ft iifi(iArdMKbfe, could 
iM dMxitt thni tKc Tounc^ft Coortier, fiknild be the Eidefi: 
Goflhrert; tiid the^eforoL by repCAtine what Ac King and 
Q^eM" bid fikid of Mte heMofiarc, and bv freOi InteB^ence, 
wSich thcv procured from T&ri^ of wnat the King then 
thought of huD, they perfwtaU hun, <<That fibOoAIitloif 
*< waff too dd^ate to reoedcf : 9xid all Men were pcilihtdcd, 
iksLt this ft^cMy deportmtiBC of the King, proceMed from fome 
atw evfl GoimfeUory, who would be aflbon Deftroytd as 
nfcov^i^ed y and that then they would fb carry themfeives, 
that the Kitig ihotdd owe hia Greatnefs, and his Glory ( for 
they fttll ftfd, « He ihould excel all hii PiedeccSbrs hi both > 
ta their formed Gounfels ^d AAivicyy aiid not to the 
#hifpera of thbfe Who thought to do hh bufidels wttfaouc 
fl^m. And I aib perfwadbd that eveii then, aiid I was at 
that time no ftrangef to the PerTons of moft that tioverned^ 
tfnd a dUigeht obierver of their Caitiagej they Had^ nither a 
defigta of making th^mfelTes powierful widi the Kiii^, and 
great atCoart, than of lefltoing the Power rf the Oii<y or re- 
forming Aie Dieipline of the Other : biir, no doiibt, there 
were fome few in the nund>er that looked furth^ ; ye^ by pre- 
t^diflg that) kept up die Mettd of Writing) add inclined 
them tor their Honour to new Dedainations^. 

The King' fotind himfelf at fonie eafe, and moft' Pertbns 
rf Qaality of that great County, and of thfe Countiesr adja- 
cent, reforted to him, and many Perfojb$ of Condition from 
lAiidQmy and thofe pares; who had not the Cottrage to attend 
upon himf zt Mtte-Hal^ y fb that the Court appeared with 
fome Luftre. And now he beeun tothihk of executing fome 
of thofe Refolutibrisi whieh he had maMe with the Qu^ be- 
fore her deparmre^ Ode of whicH was, and to be firft done, 
the removing the wis ofEffis^^XiABdSmtd from their Officea 
lathe Courts the ohe of Ghathbefrlahi,- the othifir of Groom 
of the Stole, ilirhidi hath the reptitiitioh afltid benefit ofbelhe 
firft Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber. Indcfed^ no Jilin cciula 
fpeak in the juftificatioh of cither of therh, yet no Man thought 
thenft e<}uaUy^ culpable. The Earl of HottoMd War a Peiion 
meerly of the Kingf s, and his Fatheir's' Creation; raifedtVom 
theCondition ofa private* Gentleman, aYounger Brother of 
aH Extraffion thtt lay under agftat bfemiftf, andF without 
amy Fortime, to a great height by tfieir meci* Fatrour, and 
Boiiirty. And they had not only adorhM thiertf widi Titles, 
HtJftbiirs^ and Offices, but imlbled th«^th tofypi^ii thofe in 
the higheft Litftre, and' wirti thelargeft Expence": and tl^ 
King had dkwn rhsthy inconvehrehees, and great difitfvah- 
tages, upon himfdf and hJs'S^JrVice, by his preferring him to 
fome Tnift^^ which Others dM not only think Themfelves, 

but 
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bat reftlly were^ woitbler of; but ef|)eciftll7 b^ indulgidg 
him & w in tlie rigoroiu Execuciof) of bn Office of Chief 
Jnftke kk Eyre, in which he brought rrore prejudice upon 
theCeuit, aiKi more difcontent upon the Kmg, from the moft 
cxmfifcnble piut of the Nobilky and Gentry in England , tYaca 
poceeded mm any one AdK)n, that had its r& front the 
Kia^s Will and Plealure, though it way not without fome 
Warrant from Law ; but having not been praftifed for fome 
hundreds of Yearv, was looked upon as a terrible Innovation* 
and IxaAion. upon Perfons, who knew not that they were in* 
any holt ; nor was any imputed to them, but the Original 
Sin of thc«r Fbrc*fethers, even for which they were oblfged 
to pav great Penalties and Ranfoms. That foch a Servant 
(houla Mkt his Zeai to leflen and decay towards ihch a Ma- 
fter, and that he (houkt keep a Title to lodge in hnrBed- 
Chunber^i firom whefe Court he had, upon dte matter with- 
drawn himfeif, and adhered to, and afiifted thofe, who affront- 
ed and contemned his N&jeily fb notoriouSy, would admit of 
no manner of Interpoficion and Excufe. 

Les s was to be'objeAed agginft the Earl of EJpx^ who a& 
be had been^ all his Life, without obligatiem from theCburr, 
and befiev^d he had undergone oppredion there, fo he was, in* 
aW refpeds, tj)e fame Man he had always mofbObd hhnfel£ 
to be, when* the King put him into that Office ^ and' in re» 
ceiving ef which, many Men bclicv'd^ that he rather grati- 
fied tl^Kiiig, than that his Majefty had obliged him in con* 
faring it ; and it had been, no doubt, the chief reafon of 
putting the Staff in his YaaoA^ becaufe hr that Gonjunfiiire no 
other Man, who would in any degree have appeared worthy* 
of it, had theCourage to receive ic However having taken 
the charge upon him, he ought, no doubt, to have ta«en all 
his Mailer's Concernments more to Heart, than he had done ; 
and be can never be excuftd for (laying in Whiti'Haltj whcrt 
the King' was with thatOutntge driven from' thence, and for 
(hoofing to behpldi the Triumph of theMfcmBers return to 
Jf^firnm/htj rather than to attend his Majefty*s Perfon in fo 
great perplexity to HamffmhC^rt -^ which had been his duty 
tohave done, and for failing wherein noother excuiecan be 
tQade,, bat that, after he had' taken fo full aRefolution to have 
waitttl uponhisMajdKy thither, that be had" diefled himfelF 
in his Ttavelling Habit, he was diverted from ir by tlie TSasV 
ofHlUan^ who ought to have accompanied him in the Ser- 
vice, and by ' his avermen^ "That.if he went; helhould be. 
"Aflaffihated;, which it: was notpoffibie fltould have ever 
been fo much as thought of. 

NoTwiTHSTANDTNQ all this, tHciPferfons trufted.by. 
his Majffty and remaining at London, had no (boner notice of 

ic 
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it ( which his Majefty feat to them, that be might .be advi/ed 
the beft way of doing it ) but they did all chf y could to dif-^ 
fwade the purfuing it. They did not think it a good Con- 
juniffaire to make thofe two Perfons defperace j and they knew 
t^t they were not of the Temper and Incliaatipns of thoJle, 
who had too much Credit with them, nor did defire to drive 
things to the utmoft Extremities, which could never berrer 
their Conditions ^ and that they did both rather defire to 
find any Expedients, by which they might ooakea (afeand an 
honourable Retreat, than to Advance in the way they were 
ingagcd in. But the Argument they chiefly infifted on to 
the King, was, ^' That being deprived of their Offices, they 
^' would be able tp do more mifchief, and ready to imbarK 
^'themfelves with the mofl: defperate Perfons, in the moft 
** defperate Attempts ; which f jIJ out accordingly. And there 
i^ great reafon to believe, that if that Refolution the King 
had taken, had not been too obftinately purfued at that time, 
many of the mifchiefs, which afterwards fell out, would have 
been prevented ; and, without doubt, if the Staff had remain- 
ed ftill in the hands of the Earl of ^ffexy by which he was 
Charged with the Defence and Security of the King's Perfon^ 
hip would never have been prevailed witl^ to have taken upon 
him the Command of that Army, which was afterwards raifed 
againft the King, and with which (b many Battles were Fought. 
And there can be as little doubt in any Man, who knew 
well the Nature and Temper of that Time, that it had been 
very difficult, if not utterly impoffible, for the twoHoufes of 
Parliament to have raifed an Army then, if the Earl of Effex 
had not cqnfented tqbe General of that Army. 

But the King was inexorable in the point; He was ob- 
liged by promife to the Queen at parting, which he would 
not break ; and her Majei^y had ContraAed fo great an in- 
dignation againft the Earl of HffQandy whofe ingratitude in- 
deed towards Her was very odious, that (he had faid, ''She 
*' would never live in the Court, if He kept his place. And 
fo the King fent an Order to Uttkton the Lord Keeper of the 
great Seal, ^^ That he fliould require the Staff and key from 
" the One, and the Other, and receive them into hisCuftody. 
The Keeper trembled at the Office, and had not Courage to 
undertake it. He went prefenrly to the Lord Falklandy and 
defired him to affift him in making his excufe to the King. 
He made many profeffions of his Duty to the King^ " w^Oj 
''he hoped, would not Command him in an Affair fo unfiiit- 
" abJe to the Office he held under him : that no Keeper had 
^' been imployed in fuch a Service; that if he Ihould execute 
" the Order he had receiv'd, it would in the firft place be 
^^ Voted a breach of Privilege in him, being a Peer ; and the 

' «'Houfc 
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^ Houfe would commit him to Prifon, by which the Kiag 
" would rccive the greateft affront , though He Ihould jbe 
"ruin'dj whereas the thing it felf might be doiie by a more 
" proper Officer, without any inconvenience. 

How weak ioever the Keafons were , the PafHon wajB 
ftroflg, and the Lord Falkland could not refufe to convey his 
Letter to the King, which contained his Anfwcr in his owa 
words,' with all the imaginable profeflions of Duty and ZcU 
foT his Service. How ill foever his Majeftywas fatisfied, h^ 
fawthe bufineft would not be done that way j and therefore 
he wirit immediately a Letter, all inhiis own hand, to the Lord 
Falkland 'y in which with fo me gracious expreffions ofexcufe 
for patting that work upon Him, he Commanded him "to 
" rquire the fufrender of the' Enfigns of their Offices from 
*^4ofetwo Earls. The I xjrdF^r/^/iw// was a little. troubled 
in receiving the Command : They were Perfors from whom 
hehadalw^s refceiv'd great Civilities, and with whom he 
had much Credit ^ and this harfli Office might have been more 
Naturally', and cs Eflfeftually pcrform'd by a Geiitleman 
Uiher, ?s the fame Staff' had been demanded before from the 
Earl of Pembroke y within lefs than a Year. However, he 
would make no excufe, being a very punctual and cxadt rer- 
fonin the performance of his Duty; and fo went to both of 
them, and met them coming to the Houfe, and imparted his 
Mcffige to them : They defired him very civilly, "that he 
** would give them leave to confer ^little together, and they 
*' would, within half an hour, fend for him into the Houfe of 
"Commons; whither he went, and they, within lefs time, 
fcnt to him to meet tlyem in S^ Thcmas Cottons Garden ( a 
place adjacent, where the Members of both Houfes ufed fre- 
quently to walk) and there with very few words, they deli- 
vered the Staff'and the Key into his hands, who iromcdiately 
carried them to his Lodging; and They wentuptotheHoule 
of Peers: and prefently both Houfes took notice of it, anid 
withPaflton, andbitter.Exprcffionsagainft the evil Counfel- 
lors, who had given his Majefty that Counfel, they concurr'd 
in a Vote, *^ that whofocver prefumed to accept of either of 
" thofe Offices, (hould be reputed an Enemy to his Country; 
and then jthey proceeded with more impctuofity in the bufinefs 
of the Militia, and iill other matters which raoft trenched up- 
on the King's Authority. 

Whilst they were (b eager in purfuit of the Militia, and 
pretended theneccffity fo imminent, that they could not defer 
the diijpofition'thereof till it might be Formally, and Regu- 
larly fettled Vy Bill, they had their Eye upon another Militia, 
the Royal Navy ; without recovering of which to thdf own 
power ( thougbthey were latisfy'd by the pulfe of the People, 

thac 
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that they would joyn with theniy and be geoeraUj obedient 

tQ their Commands ) they bad no mind to veotureupon the 

executipn of their Land Ordinance. And therefore^ in the 

beginning of the Springs when the Fleet for that Year was - 

provided, after they had excepted ag^nftfiich Perfons to be 

Captains of Ships, as they thought not devoted to them ( as 

is before mentioned ) they fent a formal Meflage to the Lords, 

^ that the Earl of ikribumierlamd Lord Admiral, might be 

^ moved to conftimte the Earl of Wsrtmck his Admiral of the 

^ Fleet for that Year^ Service, being a Perfon of fuch Honour 

^and Experience, as they might Ufely Confide in him^ and 

^ that the Earl oS Warwick might be defired to undertake that 

^^ Service. The Lords thought fit that the King's approbation 

might be firft defired, before it was recommended to the Earl 

of NorthiunierlanJ ; but the Commons thought that fuper- 

Suous, fitKe the Officers of the Fleet were zbCAutxlj in the 

Earls difpofal ; and therefore refilled to fend tethe King, but 

of Themielves fent to both ^e one Earl and the other ^ and 

the Earl of ITarwuiy being well pleaied with the Truf^ very 

frankly, without waiting the KingV confent, declared ^^ that 

''he was roidy to undertake the impbvment. But this being 

fo publickly agitated, the King coula not but take notice ot 

it; and fioding that the bufinefs fliould not be propofed to 

him, thought it necel&r]^, to fignify his pleafure in it, that 

fo at le^ the Lord Admiral might not pretend innocence, if 

ought Ibould be done to his diflervice ; and therefore, he 

appointed M^^ Secretary Nxcbalai to write to the Earl of Nortly 

umherUndy <' that his Majefty expcded that S^'Jolm Fetum^- 

^' ton fliouId Command that Fleet, as he bad done two 6r 

*^ three Years before. This Letter belog communicated to 

both Houfes, and the Lord Admkal being thereby twoa the 

di&lvantage of a Single conteft with the King, the Houfo of 

Commons, rather out of kindnelk and refpea to the Earl, 

than of Duty to the King, Condefoended to joyn with the 

Lords to a Meffige to his Majefty ^ which they lent not by 

Metobers of their own, but dirofied the Lord Keq)er ^^ to 

^^ incloie it in a Letter to the Secretary attending th& King, 

^^ and to (end the fame to Xbri> which he did accordingly. 

The Meflage was :

Tait iaine iday that this Memge came tp his Majefty, he 
di^chpd an Anfwer to tb^ Lord Keeper ; in which he told ^ ^V' 
hiroi"That he wonder'd both at the Form, and Matter qf'^*^**'* 
^'cliat mdbfed Paper he had (cnc tqhim, in tbp N^p of 
'^ijoth Hpufes of Parliament : It being neither by the way 
^^of Petkida, I>eclaration, or Letter \ and for the Matter, he 
'^believ'd^ ic was the firft time, that the Houfes of Parlia*

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the mean time, whilft they caufcd him to attend dieir leifure 
to be examined, they proceeded in haflning the Earl of Wat" 
9kk to make hirofelf ready for the Service, who made no 
fcruple of undertaking it; and the Earl of NortbumBerland XC" 
ceivingthe Order, and Dcfireof both Houfes '^to grant his 
" Commiffion to him to be Adtniral of that Fleer, thought 
himfelf fufficiently excufed towards the King, and did it ac- 
cordingly ; the two Houfes in the mean time, without any 
fiirther thought of procuring the King's Confcnr, preparing 
Veafons tofatisfy his Majefty forthe Ncceflity, or Conveni- 
cncy of their proceeding. 

Mant Men, efpecially they ^frho at a diftance obfcrv'd 
and difcem'd the Difficulties the King was like to Encounter, 
wonder'd that upon fo apparent a breach of Truft, and zQ. of 
Undiitifulneft, his Majefty did not at that time revoke the 
Lord Admiral's Commiffion, which was but during" pleafure j 
and fo put that furc Guard of tf^e Kingdom, his Navy, under 
fuch a Command as he might depend upon. But the truth 
is, it was n6t Then Counlelhble; fot ( befides that it wa« 
cafiej^ toUefolve,"that it was fit to remove the Earl of Norths 
** umberlani^ than to find aMan compptent for the place ) that 
* way it might have been poffible to have prevented the gOing^ 
out of any Fleet to Sea, which would have confirmed the 
frantick Jealoufies of bringing in Forreign Forces \ but not 
have reduced jt to his own Obedience. 
• They had, by degrees, fo order'd the Colleftion of Tort- 
nage and Poundage, by pafling Bills forfiis: weeks and two 
ihonths at a time, and putting thofe, who fliould Receive or 
Pay thojfc Duties, otherwife than they were granted by thofe 
Bills, into a'Prasmunire ^ and lb terrify'd the old Cuflomers, 
that the King' had no other means of fetting out his Fleet, 
than by the Monies arifing by the Cuftoms, which they ab- 
folutely difpofed of; and at this time had ContraAed with 
theViftualler, made the Ships ready, and hired many Mer- 
chants Ships to joyn in that Fleet for the Guard of the Seas. 
And whilft this matter of the Admiral was in fufpence, they 
fuftcred the former Bill of Tonnage and Poundage to expire, 
and did not, till the very Night before , pafs a new Bill ; 
which could not have the Royal Aflent t^l many days after, 
the King being then at Tork. '. Yet the Houfe of Commons,' 
tofalve all danger of the Prxmunire, on the 14.1^ of March^ 
being the very day that theformei- Bill expired, fent an Order 
to all the Colleftors of the Cuftoms, many of which coald 
not reccivett in ten days after ;

Bt which Order, which was a inore abfoIuteDifpenfition 
iot a Praemunire, than ever any Non-oifiof^ie granted by the 
Crown, the Cuftoms were as rraokly, and fully paid, as if an' 
Aft of Parliament had been palTed to that purpole ; and af- 
foon as the Commiffion could be fent , and returned from 
tork^ the A& was pafled. But no doubt they had a further 
de&gn in fufiering the Bill totally to expire, before theypre*^ 
pared anew One, than at that time was apprehended ; and' 
ituended, iihder uich a Popular necelEty, which feem'd to be. 
occaGoned by the King^s abfeoce, to bring their own Orders 
in fuch a reputation, that in another neceflity which They 
&ould Declare, they might by the Precedent Of this, which' 
was the only Indemnity all thofe Merchants who paid) and* 
tHeOfScers who receiv'd, Cuftoms, had for thepre&rvation 
of their Eftater, be currently and abfolutejy obeyed and fub*' 
nitted to. 

By this it appears the King qoold not at that time, with]- 
cpnveniency or faiety to his Afliirs , difplace the Earl of 
Northumberland ^ and He belicv'd , if his occafions (liould 
Hereafter require it, that the Time would be much morefciir. 
ibnabk, when the Fleet was at Sea j and the 'Thing it fclf 
rtiore prafticable : which was a true conclufion! Howipyer^j^ 
lie cxpreflfcd fo much diflikc againft the Ealrr of PFar^fcTs 
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Commanding that Fleet « that he was not willing that any 
Officers whom he valued, fliould take impjoyment under 
him y which he had (hortly afcer caufe to repenc For, by 
this means, the Vice^ Admiralty, which was defisn'd to Cstp- 
ttin Cartwrigtt, the Controller of the Navy, wno hath fince 
fufficiently teftify'd how advantagepufly to his Majefty he 
would have managed that Charge, upon His refufal {which 
was oocafioned by intimation from his Majefty, as (ha/1 be 
hereafter mentioned ) was Conftrr'd upon BaPten^ anobfcure 
Fellow ; and, though a good Sea-man, unknown to the Navy, 
till he was, two or three Years before, for money, made Sur- 
veyor, who executed it ever fince with great animofity againft 
the King's Service, of which more hercmer. 

B E 1 NG, by this means, fccure at Sea, they proceeded with 
more vigour at Land ; and, though they thought it not Yet 
icafonable to execute their Ordinance for the Militia with any 
Form and Pomp, they direfted. Underhand , their Agents 
and Emil&ries, ^' that the People , of Themfelves, ihouid 
** cboofe Captains and Officers, and Train under the name 
^'ofVoluntiers; which begun to be pradiled in many places 
of the Kingdom , but only in thofe Corporations, and by 
thofe Inferiour People, who were notorious for FaAion, and 
Schifm in Religion. The King's Declarations, which were 
now carefully publiflied, gave them fome trouble, and made 
great impremon, in Sober Men, who were moved with the 
Reafon, and in Rich Men, who were ftartled at the Com- 
mands in them. But that Claufe in the King's Anfwer to 
their Declaration, prefented to him at Nnp-Market, in which 
He told them, " That if they had not been inform'd of the 
^^ feditious words ufed in, and the circumftances of the Tu- 
^^ mults, and would appoint fome way for the examinatfon 
^' of them, that he would require fome of his Learned Coun- 
^* cil to attend with fuch Evidence as might fatisfy them , 
troubled them much more. For if there were ftill fo much 
Courage left in the King's Council, that they durft appear to 
inform againft aqy of thofe proceedings , whiph They fa- 
voured, they (bould "find Men grow more afraid of the Law 
than of Them ; which would deftroy all their defigns. 
Therefore they Refolv'd to proceed with all expedition , and 
feverely againft the Atturne^ General for his Trefpais and 
Prefumption upon their Privileges, in the Accufation of the 
five Members, and the Lord Kimtobm : of the circumftances 
of which Proceeding, and Judgement thereupon, being as ex-^ 
traordinary, and as diftant from the Rules of Juftice, at leaft 
of praAice, as any thing that then happen'd^ it will fiot be 
amifs to fet down two or three particulars. 
Shortly after they bad Impeached him (which is men- 
tioned 
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tbn^ bcibre ) and the King had found irneceflar^ to give 

over any profecution againit the Others, his Majcfty being 

.4e(irou8 now he had freed Them, that they fliould free His 

Accumcy, writ a Lcttetfrom Royflouy when he was in his 

way to Tarky to the Lord Keeper ; in which he told him, 

*' that the Articles, which had been preferred againft the Mem-> 

"be/s, were, by Hioifelf, delivered to his /uiumey General 

^^engro^d in Paper; and that he had then commanded him 

" to accufe thofe Ferfons, upon thofc Articles of High Trea- 

" fon, and other Mifdemcanours ; end, in His Name to de- 

'^ fire a Committee of Lords might be appointed to take the 

^^examination of ftich Wimcflcs as (houid be produced, as 

^^ formerly had been done in cafes of like nature, according to 

"tbejuftice of the Houfe. And his Majcfty did further de- 

"cJarc, that his faid A ttutney did not advife or contrive the 

"(aid Articles, nor had any thing to do with, or in advifing, 

*^any breach of Privilege that followed after. And ft)r what 

^^ he did in obedience to His Commands, he conceived he 

" was bound by Oath, and the duty of his Place, and by the 

"Truft repofed in him by his Majcfty, fo to do; and that 

" if he had refufed to obey his Majcfty therein, his Majefty 

** would havequeftion'd him for breach of Oath, Duty, aad 

"Truft i but now having declared that he found caufe wholc- 

" ly to defift from proceeding againft the Perfons accufed^ 

" he had commanded him to proceed no fijrrher therein, noi 

*^ro produce, nor difcover any Proof concerning the fame. 

Though this Teftimony of his Majefty's clearly abfolved 
faim from the Guilt, with which he was charged, yet it rather 
haften'd the Trial, and (harpen'd the edge, that was before^ 
keen enough againft him^ and the day of Trial being come, 
when the Members of the Commons, who were appointed 
for the ProfcGution, found thit Ccunfel was ready (which 
had been affigned by the Lortis ) for the defence of the At- 
torney General, they ^profefTed, "chat they would admit nc^ 
" Council 3 tliac it was below the dignity of the Houfe of 
" Commons^ to plead againft Fee'd Council ^ that whoever 
"prcfumed to be of Counfel with a. Perfon accufed by thd 
^ Commons oiEagiandj ftiould be taught better to know his 
*' duty, and Ihould have caufe to repent it. The Lords feem*d 
much moved witli this reproach, that their Ads of Judici:- 
ture fhould be quefttooed, and the Council, which had been 
joftly, and regularly affign'd by them , fliOuld be threaren*d 
ifor fiAmitting to Their Order. But that which troubled them 
moft, was, that the Council, which was affign'd by them, up o« 
this reprehenfion, and threat of the Commons, poficively rc^ 
fufed to meddle further in the bufinefs, or to make any De- 
fence for the Atturney.' Hereupon, they put oft th^ Trul, 
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aod commit to the Tower of Ltwdtm S^ TUwuu B iJmgfieU ^ 
and Sr Thomss GsrJiMer^ for cbeir contempt in refufing to be of 
Council with the Atturoey upon Thdr Aflignment : ftftodera 
by looking upon the juftioe of Parliament with left reyerenoe, 
to fee the Suhjeft, between the contndidoryy and oroofice 
Commands of both Houfes ( the difplcafure of either hdng 
infupportable ) puniChed and imprifoned for doing, by Oae, 
what he was ifareighdy inhibited ^om doing b^ the Other. 

However, this difierence gave only rdfpite for feme days 
to the Atturney, who was quickly again called before nxs 
Judges. To what was oaffionately and unreafonably obje£bed 
againft him. <^ of breacn of Privilege and Scandal, he ccHifi-* 
dently alleog'd '^ the Duty of his place ; that his Maftcr's 
'^Command was Warrant for what he had done; and that 
'^he had been juftly puniihable if he had refoied to do it, 
<' when Commanded ; that there had never been a Pretence 
^^ of Privilege in Cafe of Treafon, the contrary whereof was 
'^ not only underftood by the Law, but had been by Them- 
^^firlves oonfeCfed, in a Petition delivered by them in the be* 
*^ ginning of this King's Reign, upon the imprifonment of 
*^ the Earl of j^nmdel ; in which it was acknowledged, tbac 
** the Privilege of Parliament extended not to Treafon, Fc- 
^' lony, or refufal to find Sureties for the Peace; that he had 
^^ no reafon to fufpeft the executing the Duty of his place 
^^ would have been imputed to him for any TreTpafs, fince 
'^ the very fame thing he had now done, andof whicnhe ftood 
^ accufed, was done, in the firft year of this King's Reign, 
** by S' Rohrt Heathy the then A tturney General ; who cx- 
^ hibited Articles of High Treafon before their Lordfliips. 
^^ againft the Earl of Brifiolj which was not then underftood 
^ to be any breach of Privilege ; and therefore , having to 
^Macc a Precedent^ moft of their Lordfliips being then Judges^ 
^^ he hoped he (hould be held excufable for not being able 
^^ to difcern that to be a crime, which they had yet never de- 
^' clared to be fo. The undeniable reafons of his Defence (a-^ 
gainft which nothing was replied, ^' but the inconvenience 
^^ and mifcbief, which \yould attend a Parliament, if theMem- 
*^ htrs might be accufed of High Treafon without their con- 
*^fent} {)revailedfo far with the Major part of the Houfe of 
Peers, though' the Profecution was carried on with all imagin* 
able flurpnefs, and vehemence by the Houfe of Commons, 
and entertained by thole Peers, who were of that Party, as 
a matter of vaft concernment to all their hopes, that theQue* 
ftions being put, whether he ihould be deprived of his place 
of Atturoey? whether he fliould be Fined to the King ? whe- 
ther he fliould pay Damages to the Perfons accufed ? and whe- 
ther be fliouid be committed to the Tower ? which were the 
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fevertl pirts of the Sentence, which many of the Lords had 
pxefled be flx>uld ondeigo, the Negative prevaUed in every 
one of the Puticulars; to that the Accurney was underftood 
by all Men, who underftood the Rules and PraAice of Par- 
liament to be abfolueely abibived from that Charge and Im»> 
peacfament, by the Judgement of the Houfe of Peers. 

The Hotue of Oxnmoos expreflled all poflible ceient- 
menx, and declared ^^ that they would not relt Citisfy'd with 
^ the Judgement ; and fiuse Lords, even of thofe who had ac- 
qmttiKi him, were very defirous to find out an Expedient, 
whereby the Houfe of Commons might be compounded with ; 
and nt was believed, that the Atturnev himfclf was much 
fliatoi with tte torrent of Malice and Prejudice, which the 
Houfe of Commons feem'd now to threaten him with ; con- 
cdvtBg, ^ that He and his Office now Triumphed over the 
''whole Body, and not over fix Members only: and there- 
Are, after fome days, the Houfe of Peers confidering, *^thac 
''his difcharge was but Negative, that he iliould not be pu- 
''niflied in this and that degree; and that he had no Abfolu- 
''tion from the Crimes, wim wUch he was charged, proceeds 
ed to a new Judgement ( contrary to all courfe and pradice of 
Parliament, Or of any Jixlicial Coun) and complying with all 
tbdr other Votes, Relblv'd, by way of Judgement upon him, 
^' That he (hould be di&bled from ever being a Parliament 
^Man; incapable of any place of Judicature, or other Prei- 
''ferment, tmn of Atturnev General ^ whidi they could not 
deprive hun of, by reafon or the former Vote : and " that he 
^ uioold be committed to the Prifon of the Fleet. Which Set)- 
tence was with all Formality pronounocd againft him, and he 
committed to the Fleet accordingly : with which Sentence 
the Commons were no more iatisfy'd than with the Former; 
fome of them looking that their Fav(^rite , the Sollicitor, 
ihould have the plaoe of Atturney ; Others, that the Accufea 
Members (hould receive ample Damages by way of repara*- 
tion ^ without which they could not think therafelves fccure 
from the like Attempts. 

HaviiNG, by this extraordinary and exemplary proceed* 
ing, fortify'd their Privileges againft fuch Attempts, and fe- 
cured their Peiibns from being Accufed, or proceeded againft 
by Law, they ufed no lefs feverity, againft all thofe who prc- 
fiimed to queftion the juftice, or prudence of their A<5tions. 
efpedally againft thofe, who, following the Method that had 
done fo much hurt, drew the People to Petition for that 
which they had no mind to grant ; and in this profecution 
they were not leis fevere, and vehement, than againft the 
higheft Treafon could be imagined . 

lis ON the Petition mentioned before, that was framed 
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in Zjanion :)gainft their fenling cheMiIitia,thcy committed one 
Georgi Biniony a Citizen of j^reat Reputation for Wealth and 
Wifdom, and who was indeed a very Sober Man. Afcer he 
had lain feme time in Prifon, the Lords^ according to Law, 
Bail'd him j but the Commons caufed him the next day to 
be recommitted, and pn ferr -d an Impeachment agatnfl him, 
for no other Crime but "adviiing and contriving that Pcti- 
^^ tion. The Gentleman defended himfelf, '^ that it was ai- 
^^ ways held, and (b public^ly declared this Parliament, to be 
*' Lawful, in a modm way, to Petition for the lemoYal, or 
^^ prevention of any Grievance : that obferving very many Pc- 
'^ titions to be delivered, and received, for chc fettling the Mi- 
^^iitia, in an other way than was then agreeable to the Law, 
*^ or had been pradiced, and conceiving that the fame would 
f^ prove very prejudicial to the City of LomJoh^ of which he 
^^ was a Member, he had joyn'd with many other Citizens, 
^^ofkqqwn Ability and Integrity, in a Petition againft (b great 
^^an inconvenience; which, he prefumed, was Lawful for 
^^him to do. How reaibnable foever this Defence w:is, the 
Houfe of Peers adjudged him ** to be DisfranchiTed, and in^ 
f^ capable of any Office in the City ; to be committed to the 
f * Common Goal of Colchefter (for his Reputation was fo great 
in London^ that they would not truft him in a City Prifon ) 
and Fin'd him three Thoufand pounds. 

About the fame time, at the General Affizcs inX«»f,the 
Jufticesof Peace, and principal Gentlemen of that County, 
prepared a Petition to be prefented to the two Houfes, with 
a dcfire, ^^ that the Militia might not be otherwife exerclfed 
.*' in that County, than the known Law permitted : and that 
*' the Book of Common-Prayer, eftablilhed by Law, might be 
."obferved. This Petition was Communicated by many to 
^heir Friends, and C^ies thereof fent abroad, before the Sub* 
fcription was ready ; whereupon the Houie of Peers took no* 
tice of if, as tending to fome Commotion in Kmfy and, in 
the Debate, the Earl of Briftol takii^ notice, ''that he had 
'' feen a Copy of it, and had had fome Conference about it with 
"Judge Mallet^ who was then Judge of AflSze in Kenty and 
newly returned out of his Circuit, both the Earl and Judge, 
for having but feen the Petition, were prefently committed 
to the 'J^ower^ and a Declaration publiftied, "That none 
** fhould^ prefume to deliver that, or the like Petition, to either 
" H®ufe. Notwithftanding which, fome Gentlemen of Kent, 
with a great number of the Sobftantial Inhabitants of^hat 
County, came to the City ; which, upon the Alarum, was put 
in Aimes ; ftrong Guards placed at London Bridge, where the 
Petitioners were difarmed^ and only fome few fuflercd to pa/i 
with their Petition to Wefiminfier ^ the reft forced to return 
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to their Country. And, upon the delivery thereof to the 
Houfe of Commons (chougti the fame was very modeft, and 
in a more dutiful Dialed than moft Petitions dehvertd to . 
them) the bringers of the Petition were fharply reprehend* 
fd; two or three of chem committed to feverai Priions j the 
principal Qentlemen of theCountry, who had Subfcribed and 
AdvKed it, fent for as Ctelinquents^ Charges, and Antcles of 
Impeachment, drawn up againft them ^ aAd a Declaration 
publilhed, *' That wholbever (hould henceforth Advife, or 
^^ Contrive the like Petitions, (hould be proceeded againil, as 
^^Eoemies to the Common- wealth. So unlike, and different 
were their Tempers, and reception of thofc modcft Addref- 
feS) which were for Duty and Obedience to the Laws efta- 
bli/bed ^ and thoie which prefled, and brought on Alteration 
and innovation. But that injuftice gave great life, and in- 
couragement to their own Profelytcs ^ and taught others to 
know that their being Innocent would not be long eafy or 
ktt : and this kmd of Juftice extended it ielf in the fame 
mcufure to their own Members, who oppofed their irregu- 
lar determinations; who, befides the Agony and Vexation of 
having che moft plain Reafon, and contefled Law, rejcded, 
and over-ruled with contempt and noife, were lyable to all tho 
ferfdnal Reproaches and Difcountenance, that the Pride and 
Pcnilancy of the other Party, could Jay upon them; and were 
fometimes imprifbn'd and difgraced, for freely fpeaking their 
Opinions, and Confcience in Debate* 

All lorts of Men being thus terrify'd, the Commons re- 
member'd, that a great Magazine of the King's Ammunition 
lay ftill ztHuU ; and though that Town was in the Cuftody of 
* Confident of their own, yet they were not willing to ven-i* 
ture fo great a Treafure fo near the King, who continued at 
Tori^ with a great refort of Perfons of Honour and Quality 
from all parts ; and therefore they Refolv'd, under pretence 
of fupplj^uig Irelandy to remove it fpecdily from thence ; and 
tnovcd {.he Lords, " to joyn with them in an Order to that 
"purpofe. The Lords, who proceeded with lefs Fury, and 
more Formality, dcfired "that it might be done with the 
" King's Confcnt. After a long Debate, the one thinking they 
Merited much by that Civility, the other contented to gratify 
thofe in the Ceremony, who, they knew, would in the end 
Concurr with them, a Petition was agreed upon to be fent to 
his Majefty ; in which, that he might the fooner yield to 
them in this matter, they Refolv'd to remember htm of that, 
which, they thought, would refledt on him with the People, 
and to " move him to take oflf the Reprieve from the fix 
"Priefts, which is before mentioned. And fo they feot 
their Petition to him, telling him, " That they found the Stores

'^removed to the Tower of London^ according as (hoald be 

**direfted by both his Houfcs of Parliament: And whereas 

"fix Priefts, then in Nrwgate^ viftxc condemned to dye, arid 

^^by his Majefty had been Reprieved, they humbly prayed 

*' his Majefty to be pleafed, that the laid Reprieves might be 

^' taken off", and the rriefts executed according to Law. To 

which Petition his Majefty immediately returned Anfwer in 

thcfe words :

" And yet of this, fn point of Right, or Privilegp^ for

** (flioiys to the contrary, (liall be fpeedily given up, if we 
^* (hall require ir, we (hall be contented to difpofe our Mu- 
"nition there, a^ we have done in other places, for the 
^^ Publick cafe and benefit, aj, upon particular advice, we 
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^ finll find oonvenient ; tbough we caftnot think it fie. or 
^ oottfent, that the whole Magazine be retnoved together. 
^^ But when you fliall agree upon foch proportions, as fliall 
^ be held oeotSSay for any particular Service, we (hall fign 
^ fiicfa Warrants as (hall be affrecAble to Wifilom and Reafon ; 
^aod if any of them be de^'d for Uljhr^ or Lemffery you 
'^ jmow wdl the Conveyance will be more eafy, and conve* 
'^ttienr from the ^ce rhey are now in. Yet we muft tell 
^^ you, diat if the Fetfs are fo great from the Papifts at horoe^ 
^ or of Fotreign Force, as is pretended, it feems ftrange that 
^yoa make not proTi6on of Armes, and Munition, for defence 
^ of this Kbigdoro, rather than leek to carry any more from

"CoNjCERjTiNO the fix Pricfts condcmrfd, it is true. 
f they were Reprieved by our Warrant, we being inform'd

"fucd out another, for the due Execution of the Laws a-

" what deciiions, fuch Laws will produce, may eafily be di(^ 
" cerned. So (aid that Gentleman , and much more, very 
" well, in defence of the Law. and againft Arbitrary Power. 
"It is worth loolcing over, and confidering : and if the moft 
'^2iealous Defence of the true Proteftant profcffion, and the 
" mod Refolv'd Prote&ion of the Law, be the moft necefiary 
"duty of a Prince, we cannot believe this miferable diftance, 
"and mifunderftanding, can be long continued between us; 
"we having often, and earneftly declared them to be the 
" chiefeft defires of our Soul, and the End and Rule of all 
"our Adbions. For Ireland^ we have fufficiently, and we 
"hope fatisfadorilv, expreOed to all our Good Slubje^bs our 
" hearty fenfe of that fad bulTinefs, in bur feveral Mel&ges on 
" that Argufiient, but efpecially in our laft of the eighth of 
" this Month, concerning our Refolution For that Service ; 
" for the Speedy, Honourable, and foil performance whereof, 
" we conjure you to yield all poflible affidance^ and prefent 
" advice. 

This Anfwer was receiv'd with the ufual circumftanccs 
of trouble and difcontent, the taxing of evil Counfellors, and 
Malignant Perfons about the King ; and that Claufe about the 
Condemned Priefts exceedingly difpleafed them ^ for by the 
King's reference of the matter entirely to them , he had re- 
moved the fcandal from Himfelf, and laid it at Their doors j 
and though they were well content^ and defiious, that they 

fhotild 
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{kould have beenExecuced by the Kine's Warrant for taking 
off his own Reprieve ^whereby they mould have made him 
rctraA an AA of his own Mercy, and undeniably within his 
own Power j and thereby have kflened much of the Devotion 
of that People to him, when they Ihould have (ecn him quit 
his Power of preferving them in the leaft degree ) yet, for 
many reafbns, they w6re not willing to take chat harQi part 
upon Themielves j and fo thofe Condemn d Priefts were no 
more proiecuted, and were much iafer under that Reference 
for dielr Execution, than they could have been, at chat time, 
by a Pardon under the Great Seal of Eftgland. For the other 
pan of the Anfwer concerning the Magazine, it made no 
paule with them, but within fews days afrer, they fent a 
Warrai|t to their own Govemour, Syjom Hfithamy to deliver 
itj and to their own Admiral, the Earl o^Warwieky to tranf- 
port ittoXiMMbflij which was, notwithftanding the King's in- 
hibition, done accordingly. But they had at that time another 
MeGage from the King, which was tdttx'd to in the laft 
Ciaufe of that Anfwer, and came to their hands fome few days 
before, that gave them fome ferious trouble and apprehenfion 9 
the grounds and realbns of which were thefe : 

The King finding, that notwithftanding all the profeC- 
fions, and proteftations he could make, the bufineis of Irt'^ 
^W was ftill unreaibnably objeded to him, as if he were 
not cordial in the fupprelEng that Rebellion, fent a Meifige 
to both Houfes : 

^^ T H A T being griev'd at the very Soul for the Calamities hu Mdjtfyu 
'^ of his Good Subjc^ of Ireland, and being moft tenderly Mefs^e h 
** fenfible of the falfe, and fcandalous Reports difperfed a- ^* ^•^p 
" mongft the People concerning the Rebellion there ^ which «j5riw\! « 
''not only wounded his Majefty in Honour, but likewifeMp«r/M9». 
^^ greatly retarded the Reducing that unhappy Kingdom, and m Ireland, 
^^multiply'd the diftraAions at Home, by weakning the mu* 
^'tual Confidence between Him, and his People : out of his 
^' Pious Zeal to the Honour of Almighty God, in eflablilhing 
'^,die true Proceftant* Prpfeflion in that Kingdom, and his 
*' Princely Care for the good of all his Dominions, he had 
** firmly refolv'd to go with all convenient fpeedinto JreLmdy 
''to Cbaftife thofe wicked and deteftable Rebels, odious to 
^'God , and all Good Men,, thereby fo to fetde the Peace 
^^of that Kingdom, and the Security of This, that the very 
^'nam^ of Fears and Jea^oufies might be ne more heard of 
^^amongft.them. 

"And He faid, as he doubted not, but his Parliament 
"would chearfully give all poffible Affiftancc to this good 
" Work, fo he required them, and all his Loving Subjeds, to 
"believe^ that he would, upon thofe Con&derations, asear- 

" neftly 
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^^neftly purfue that De^n^ not declining tny haztrd of his 
^ Perton in psrfbnnine that duty^ which he ow'd to the de* 
<' fence of God's true Religion, and his diftrefled Sabje^, as 
^ he Undertook it for thofe only ends y to the fincertty o£ 
^^ which pfX)fefl5on, he called God to Witnefs, with this fur- 
^* ther afliirance, that he would never oonient, upon whatfo- 
^^ever pretence, to a Toleration of the Popifh Profeflfoa 
^ there, or the Abolition of the Laws now in force aguoft 
^'PopiOi Recufants in that Kingdom. 

^^ H I s Majefty further advertifed them, that, towards this 
*^ Work, he intended to raife forthwith, by his Commiflions, 
^ in the Couoties near Wfl-d^efier^ a Guard for his own Per* 
*^fon (when he fliould come into Ireland) confiftingof two 
^ thoufimd Foot, and two hundred Horfe, which liould be 
'^ Arm'd at Wkfi-cbefiery from his Magaiztne at HmU^ at which 
^ time, he faid, all the Officers, and Soldiers, fliould take the 
^* Oaths of Supremacy, and Allegiance; the Charge of raifing 
^and paying whereof, he defired the Parliament to add to 
*' the former Undertakings for that War j which he would 
. '' not only well accept, but, if their Pay fliould be found too 
^^ great a burthen to his good Subjeda. he would b^ wiUing, 
^ by the advice of his Parliament, to Sell, or Pawn, any of his 
^ Parks, Lands, or Houfes, towards the fupplies of tne Ser<* 
^ vice of IreUmd. With the addition of thefe Levies to the 
^former of &r£^4^ and 5*^^/^, agreed upon in Parliament, he 
^'iaid, he hoped fo to appear in that Adion, that by the 
^' Afliftance of Almighty God, that Kingdom, in a fliort time, 
^^ might be wholely reduced, and reftored to Peace, and fome 
^meafure of Happinefs j whereby he might chearfiilly return, 
^ to be welcomed Home with the Afiedioos and bleffings of 
f *all his good Engl^ People. 

^^ Towards this good Work, he fa:id, as he had lately 
*' made difpatches into SceiUndy to qukken the Levies there 
^* for IJlJtir- fo he heartily wiflied, that this Parliament would 
^^give all poffible Expedition to thofe, which they had Re- 
**iolv'd for Munfter and Canaught'y and hoped the ^courag^ 
**ment which the Adventurers, of whofc interefts he would 
^*be always very carefal, would hereby recdve, would raift 
f* full Sums of Money for the doing thereof He tbld tliem, 
*f that out of his earneft defire to remove all occafions, which 
f did unhappily multiply mifunderftandings between him 
"and his Parliament, he had likewife. prepared a Bill to be 
^^oflfer'd to them by his Atturney foncerning the Militia j 
^* whereby he hoped, the Peace and Safety of the Kingdom 
** might be fully fecured to the general (atisfaAion of all Men, 
f* without Violation 6f his Majefty's juft Rights, or prejudice 
^Uo the Liberty pf the SuWedc. .li^^this fliould be thankfully 

v^ecqiv^i. 
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^ received, he ftid, be fliould be glad of ic ^ if refufed, be 
^^ muft call God , and all tbe World , to judge on Whole 
** port the default was ^ only he required^ if che Bill fliould 
^ be appro v'd of, that if any Corporation fliould make their 
^'Lawhil Rights appear, tbey might be rekr^'d to them. 
'^ He £iid, before he would part from England^ be would take 
*^ all due care to entruft fucb Perfons with fucb Authority in 
^ bis abience, as he fliould find to be requifite for tbe Peace 
^' and Safety of the Kingdom, and the happy pr<^refs of the 
" Parliament. 

They neither before nor after ever receiv'd any Meflage 
from his Majefty, that more difcompofed them ^ and fo much 
the more , becaiife that which gave them mofl: Umbrage, 
could not be jpublickly and fafcly avowed by them. For 
though^ to thoie who had a due reverence to the King's Per- 
ion, and an impatient deflre, that all mifunderftandings mighc 
be compofed, they urged ^^ the hazard, and danger to hisMa^- 
'^jeft/s Per(bn, in fuch an Expedition, and the inaeaie o£ 
^^JcBioa&cs and Diftradiions, that would enfueinthis King- 
^^dom t>y his Abfence ^ and to others, who from the barbae 
rity, inhumanity, and unheard of cruelty, exercifed by the 
Rebels in Ireland upon the Engltfh Proteftants ( of which 
they every* day receiv'd frefli and bleedins; evidence) bad 
coatra&ed a great animoCcy againft that whole Nation, and 
were perfwaded that the work of Extirpation was not (b dif- 
ficult as in truth it was ; and to the Adventurers, who had dif- 
burfed great fums of Money, and had diigefted a full Aflii- 
ranoe oF Ample Recompence by Confifcations, and Forfeit 
tares; ^^ that by this Vovage of the King, a Peace would be in 
^ a fliort time concluded in that Kingdom, to their great di£> 
** advantage and damage; yet the true Reafons, which (iir- 
prifedand ftartled them, were, that hereby the managing the 
War of Ireland would be taken out of their hands ; and fo, 
inftead of having a Nurfery for Soldiers of their own, which 
they tnight imploy as they (aw occafion ; and a power of 
niung what Money tbey pleafed in this Kingdom under that 
Title y which they might difpofe , as they found moft fie 
for their affairs; the Kins would probably in a fliort time 
recover one entire Kingdom to his Obedience, by which he' 
might be able to preferve the Peace of the other two. How*' 
ever, working by fevcral impreffions upon feyeral Afledlions, 
tbey found it no difficult thing to perfwade, almoft an Uni^* 
iiimous , averfion from approving the Journey ; they who* 
ufually oppoftd their advice, not enduring to think ot flay-* 
ing in England^ where the power, at lead for a time, would 
be in Them, whofe Government, they knew, would be ter- 
rible when his Majefty fliould be in Ireland. Upon this they 
i^ difpacchea^

#Mi^f»f«r.crj^^^ Levied, Tranfportcd, and raaintain'd at their Chtigei 
|^2*J^^' " which he was pleafed to propound to them, not as a matter 
tg. \^. " wherein he defired the advice of his Parliament, but as al- 
'' ready firmly Refolv'd on, and forthwith to be put inExc- 
"cution, by granting out Commiflions for the Levying of two 
** thoufand Foot, and two hundred Horfe, for a (juard for hi$ 
Per/on when he (hould come into that Kingdom^ wherein, 
they faid, they could not but, withal! reverence and humi- 
lity to his Majefty, obferve, that he had declined his Great 
Council, the Parliament, and varied from the ufual Courfe 
of his Royal Predeceflburs ; that a bufinefsof fo great Im- 
** portancc concerning the Peace and Safetv of all his Sub)ed:s, 
and wherein they have a fpecial intereft, by his Majefty's 
promife, and by thofe great fums, which they had disburfed, 
and for which they flood engaged, fhould be concluded, and 
undertaken without their advice : whereupon ^ they (aid, 
they held it their duty to declare, that if, at that time, his 
Majefty fhould go into Ireland^ he would very much en- 
danger the fafety of his Royal Perfon, and Kingdoms, and 
of all other States profeffing the Proceftanc Religion in Chri* 
fiendomy and make way to the execution of that cruel, and 
bloody deiign of the Papifts, tv^ry where to root out and 
deftroythe Reformed Religion; as the Ir^ Papifts badal- 
" ready, in a great part, effcdted in that Kingdom ; and> in 
all likelyhood, would quickly be attempted in other places^ . 
if the confiderarion of the ftrength, and union of the two 
Nations of England and Scotland, did not much hinder, and 
difcourage theexecutionof any Rich defign. And that they 
might manifeft to his Majefty the danger and mifery, which 
^ fiich a Journey and Enterprife would produce, they pre- 
" fented to his Majefty the reafons of that their humble opi- 
^' nion and advice; 

I. "His Royal Perfon would be fubjed, not only to the 
'''cafiulty of War, but to fecret Pradices and Confpiracies ; 
''efpecially his Majefty continuing his profeffion to maiiH 
^ tain theProtefhnt Religion in that Kingdom, which the Pa-* 
" pifts were generally bound by theirvow to extirpate, 
a. ''It would exceedingly encourage the Rebels; who 
did generally profefs and declare, that his Majefty did fa- 
vour and allow their proceedings, and that this Infurreftiod 
was uuij^rtaken by the Warrant of bis Commiffion ; and it 
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** would make good their expedation of great advantage, by 
*' his Majefty's prcfence at that time, ot To mi:ch diftraftion 
'' in this Kingdom, whereby they might hope the two Houies 
^ of Parliament would be difabled to fupply the War there, 
*^ cfpedally there appearing Icfs ncoeflify of his Majefty'g Jour- 
'^ aey at that time, by reafon of the manifold Success, which 
'^ God had given dgainft them. 

3. ." I T would much hinder, and impair the means whereby 
" the War was to be Supported, and increafe the Charge of 
'^ it, and in both thefe rcfpeds make ic more infupportable to 
^^theSubjedl; and this, they (aid, they could confidently af- 
^^ firm J becaufe many of the Adventurers, who had already • 
^'fubfoibed, did, upon the knowledge of his Majefty*s inten- 
^^cion, declare their Refolution not to pay in their lifoney; 
"and others, very willing to have fubfaibcd, do Nowpro- 
**ic6 the contrary. 

4. "His Majefty's abfence muft neccffarily very much in- 
^^ terrupc the proceedings of Parliament ; and deprive his 
'^ Subjedts of cne benefit of thofe further AGts of Grace and 
** Juftice, which they (hould humbly expert from his Majefty 
^^ for the eftablifhing a perfedl Union, and mutual Confi- 
** dence between his Maicfty and his People, and procuring 
^^and confirming the profperiey, and happinels of both. 

y. "It would exceedingly increafe the Fears and Jealou- 
" fies of his People ^ and render their doubts more probable, 
"of Ibme Force intended, by fome evil Counfels near his 
" Majefty, in oppofition of the Parliament, and favour of the 
"Malignant Party of this Kingdom. 

6. "It would bereave his Parliament of that advantage, 
*' whereby they were induced to undertake that War, upon 
"his Majefty's promife that it Qiould be managed by Their 
"advice; which could not be done, if his Majefty, contrary 
" to their Counfels, ihould undertake to order, and govern ic 
" in his own Perfon. 

"Upon which, and divers other r^fons, they (aid, they 

" had Refolved, bv the full and concurrent Agreement of 

*^ both Houies, that they could not, with difcharge of their 

'^ duty, confent to any Levies or raifiing of Soldiers to be 

^^ made by his Majefty, for that his intended expedition into 

"Irv/«n/; or to the payment of an Army, or Soldiers there, 

^ butfuch as (hould be imployed, and governed according to

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^ apply the Authority of Parliament to fuporeft the fime. 

^* A ND, they faid, they did further moft humbly declare^ 
<< due if hia Majefty (hould by ill Counfel be perfwaded to go^ 
^ contrary to that advice of hia Parliament ( which thoy bop- 
" ed his Majefty would not ) they did not^ in that cafe, hold 
^^ themfelvea bound to fubmit to any Commii&onera, which 
^* his Majefty (hould choofe , but did Refolve to Pre&rve 
** and govern the Kingdom; by the Counfel and Advice of 
'^ Parliament , for hia Majefty and his Pofterity , according 
^^to their AUeffiance, and the Law of the Land : wherefore, 
^^ they did moft humbly pray, andadvifehia Majefty, to de^ 
*' fift from that his intended paflfage into IreUnd^ and firom 
^^ all preparation of men and Armes tending thereunto ; and 
^' to leave the managing of that War to his Parliament, ac- 
<< cording to his promife made unto them, and his Conunif- 
^ fion granted under his Great Seal of Ef^Umdj by advice of 
^both Houfes; in proTecution whereof, by God's blefling, 
^' they had already made a proTperous entrance, by many de- 
^' feats of the Rebels, whereby they were mudi weakned and 
^^ diflieartned ; and had no probable means of fubfiftencc, ^ 
^' the proceedings of the two Houfes were not interrupted by 
^^ that incerpofition of his Majefty's journey : but they hop- 
^' ed« upon good grounds, that, witmn a ftort time, without 
*^ hazard of his Perfon, and fo much dangerous confufion in 
*^ his Kingdoms, which muft needs enfue, if he fhouid pro- 
'^ cced in that refolution, they (hould be enabled fully to' 
^Windicate his Majcfty's Right, and Authority in that King- 
^^ dom f and punifh thofe horrible, outragious cruekieSj which 
^^had been committed in the murtheriog, and fpoiling fo 
'' many of his Sabjeds ^ and to bring that Realm to fuch a 
^ condition, as might be much to the Advantage of his Ma* 
'^jeftv and the Crown, and the Honour of his Government, 
^^ and Contentment of his People : for the better and more 
^^fpeedy efietting whereof, they did again renew their hum- 
^^ ble deGres of his return to his Parliament ^ and that he 
^^ would pleafe to rejed all Counfels , and Apprehenfioos , 
'^ which might any way derogate from the faithfulnefc and* 
<< Allegiance, which, in rruch and fincerity, thev had alwavs 
^^ born and profe0ed to his Majefty, and (hould ever maKe

To this Petition (the Matter whereof finding a general 
Concurrence, there was the lefs Debate, and ContradiAion 
upon the Manner of expreffion ) being fent to the King to 
lark j and, in the mean time, all preparations being fufpended 
for the neceflary relief for IreUnd , infomuch as with the 
Votes ( which were prefently printed ) againft the King's 
Journey, there was. likewife an Order printed to difcourage

"^ that Declaration ; he had great caufe to doubt, whether it 
^ were in his power, to fay, or do any thing, which would 
^' not fall within the like interpretation : but he fat d, as he 
■* had, in that Meflage, called God to Witnefs the fincerity. 
^^of the proieffion of his only aids for the undertaking that 
^^ Journey; fo he muft Appeal to all his goodSubjeds, and 
** the whole world, whether the reafons ailedgcd againft that 
** Joufiney, were of Weight to facisFy his underftanding ; or 
•'theCounfel, prefentedtodiffwade him from it, wer^ hill of 
V that Duty, as was like to prevail over his Affedlions. For 
** the reiblving of fo great a bufinefs without the Advice of his 
*' Parliament, he faid, he muft remember them, how often,' 
*' by his Medage, he made the fame offer, if They (hould ad- 
*^vife him thereunto; to which they never gave him theleaft 
** Anfwer; but, in the late Declaration, told him, that they^ 
** were not to be (atisfy'd with Words : fo that he had reafon

" du£b, and managing of Affairs there, was ftill in this King- \ 
*' dom, notwithftanding his Majefty's earneftne(s exprefied; 
''that he Qiould repair to his Command : and when he con- 
" iider'd the many and great fcandals raifed upon him/elf by 
report of the Rebels, and not fufiEbiemiy ducountenaooe^ 
Here, notwithflanding fo many profemons of his M^je&y; 
and had feen a Book, lately printed by the Order of the 
^ Houfe of Commons, encituled a Remonftranoe of divers le- 
'"'markable paflages conoerning the Church and Kingdom of 
*' Irelnd^ wherein forae Examinations were fee down ( bow 
improt^le or impoffible (bever ) which might make an im- 
predion in the minds of many of his weak Subje<fls : And 
laftly, when he had duely weighed the diQionour that would 
perpetually lie upon this Kingdom, if full and fpeedy relief 
wete not difpatched thither \ his Majefty could not think 
of a better way to difcharge his Duty to Almighty God, for 
"die defence of the true Proteftant Religion, or to manifeft 
''hisA^dion to his three Kingdoms, for their prefervation, 
than by engaging his Peribn in that expedition, as many 
of his Royal Progenitors had done, even in Foneign 
Parts, upon caufes of Lefs importance and piety , with 
great Honour to themfelves, and Advantage to this King- 
dom. And therefore, he expe&ed at lead Thanks for fuch 
''inclination. 

''For the danger to his Perfon, he faid, he conceived it 
" neceflary, and worthy of a King, to adventure his Life to 
" preferve his Kingdoms ; neither could it be imagined that 
"he would (it ftill, and fufierhis Kingdoms to be loft, and 
^ his good Proteftant Subjcd:s to be Maflacre'd, without ex- 
<^ pofing his own Pcrfon to the utmoft hazard for their relief 
"and prcilervation ; his life, when it wasmoft pleafant, being 
"nothing fo precious to him, as it was, and (hould be,togo- 
." vern and preferve. his People with Honour, and Juftice. 

"For an encouragement to the Rebels, becaufeofthe 

"Reports they raifed, he faid, he could not conceive, that the 

"Rebels were capable of a greater t^rrour, than by the Pre- 

•' fence of their Lawful King, in the head of an Army, to 

"chaftife them. Befides, it would bean unfpeakabb advan- 

" tage to them, if any report of Theirs could hinder him 

from doing any thing, which were fit for him to do, if fuch 

report were not raifed : that would quickly teach them, in 

this Jealous age, to prevent, by fuch repons, any other Per- 

''ions coming againft them, whornthey had no mind (hould 

^iJbQ imploy'd. 

Hfi told them, that he marvelled^ that tho Adventurers, 

"whofc 
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^^ whofe advantage was a principal motive ( next the t&Smi

''encly iecured by Adtof Pariiamcnt. 

^^He told him, he thought hirofelf not kindly ufed^thaC 

^^ the addition of ib few Men to their Levies ( for a G<^rd to 

^^hlsPerlbn in Irtlamd) Ihould bethought tit for their re- 

*^ fufal; and much more, that having uied fb many cautions 

'^ia that MeflQige, both in the fmalnels of the number^ in 

^^hi5 harring ratted none, ontil their Anfwer ; in their being^ 

'• to be raifcd only nieaithe place of (hipping ; in their be- 

''ing There to hie armed, iand that not till they were ready 

** to befiitpp'd 5 in the provifion, by the Oachs, that none? 

^^ of them ihouid be Papifts ( all which were fi^fficient to de-' 

" fttoy all grounds of Jealoufy of any Force intended by .rheirf 

"inoppofition to the Parliament, or favour ito any Malig- 

'^nant Party ) any fufpicion fliouldy notwithftandiag, be* 

" grounded upon it. 

"Neither, he laid, could it be underftood, that wierf 

^'hc recommended the managing of that War to Them, he 

** imended to exdud^jHicftfeJf, or not to be concerned irf 

^^dieir Couofels, thatifJ^e found any Expedioot r( which, izi 

'^ his confcience and underftaoding, he tfaoughp neceflary for 

^^ that great work ) be might not put it in' ptadi^* HetolcT 

^'them, he looked upon them as his great Goimctl^whQfe ad-^' 

^' vice he always had , and would , with great regard and 

^' deliheration, weigh and Confider : but he looked upon him-^ 

^^felf as neither deprived of his Underftanding,'or devefted 

"of -any Right he hady if there were no Paribment fitting: 

"Hefiud, be called thera together, byhisowd Writ and Au-- 

"thority ( widiout which they could not have met ) to giver 

"him faitbfel Counfei about his Great Afiairs; but he rc- 

'* figned not up his own Intereft, and Freedom ; he nevef 

^^ inbje&ed htcrfelf to their abfolutc Determinatida- ; He had 

" always weighed their Gounfels, as proceeding from a Body 

" intnitt.d by him ; and when he hacl diflented from them, he' 

**kd returned them the feafons, which had prevailed with 

" his confcience and und«rftanding, with that Candour, whictf 

*'a Prince Qiould ufe towards his Subjedls ; and- that Affefti- 

f^ofl, which- a Father could exprefs to his Children. What 

^^ application had been ufed toreftify his Underftanding by. 

^'Reafons, or what Motives had been given toperfwade hirf 

"Aflfedions, he would leave all the world to judge. And 

f dien, hefaid, he muft tell them, howlbever a Major part! 

lii .J^mightf 
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^ mi^ biod Them in matter of opinioa, he held Himielf 
^^ ( and he was fiire the Law and Cooftkntion of the King- 
^^dom had always held the (ame ) as free to diflsnr, till his 
^'Reaibn was ooovtnced, fiar the General Good, as if they 
^ had delivered No opinioo. 

^'FoR hb loomey it felfy he told them the drcumftaxursr 
^' of their Petition were fuch, at he knew not well what Aa^ 
^fwer to recffirn, or whether he were bcft to give Any ^ 
^^ that part which pretended to carry Reafon with it, did no 
^' way fatisfy him ; the Other, which was rather Reprehenfion 
^^ and Menace, than Advice, could not ftagger Kim. His 
'^ Aofwer therefore was, that he flxxild be very glad to find 
^^the work of Irelmul fo eafy, as they ieem'd to think it^ 
^^ which did not (b appear by any thing known to him, when 
^ he fent his M^&ge : and though he would never refiife, or 
^' be unwiUing, to venture bis Perfon, for the Good and Safe- 
^^ty ofbisPeciple, he was not fo weary of his life, as to ha- 
^^taxA it Impertinently; and therefore, fincethey ieem'd to 
^^ have received Adventfementsof ibme late, and great fuo 
^ c^sin that Kingdom, he would ftay fome time to fee the 
^ event of thofe, and not purfue his refolution till he had 
^given them a(ecoiid.notice : but, if he found the miferable 
^condition of .his poor Subjeds of that Kingdom were not 
•'fpeedily relieved, he would, with God's AflSftance , vifit 
^' them with fuch- Succours, as his Particular credit aadf inte- 
^ reft cduld fupply him with, if They refufed to Joyn with 
^ him. And he doubted not but the Levies he fliould make (in 
^' which he wouM obferve pun Auaily the former, and all other 
^ cautions^ as might beft prevent all Fears andjealoulies ^and 
'^ to ufe no Power but wbat was Legal ) would be f& much 
^ to thsfatisfaAion of his SubjeA&, as no perfon would dare 
^^ preAime to>refifthis Commands ^ and if they fliould, attheir 
^^ Peril be it. In the meantime, he hoped his forwardnefs, 
^ fo remarkable to that Service, flK>uld be notc^ious to all the 
^^ world ^ andthat all fcandals, laM on him in that bufinefSj. 
*^ fhould be dearly wiped away. 

^ H ^ tokl them, he had been fo carefid that his Journey 
^ into Inland fhbuld not interrupt the proceedings of E^ar- 
^liament, nor deprive his Subjeds of any k&.% of JufttCc,or 
"further Ads of Grace for the realbenefat of his Peofrte, that 
*^he had made a free ofier of leaving fuch power -behind, as 
'* (faould not only be neeeffafy for the Peace and Safety of 
^ the Kingdom, but fully provide for the happy progteft of 
"the Parliament: and therisfore he could not bdt wotider, 
'"fince fuch power had been always left here, by .Commifli- 
*^on, for die Government of rills' Kitigdom, when his Proge- 
fnitors had been out of the fame, during the fimng of Parlia- 
r ^■^•^^. *^ment5j: 
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'^meiiCf ; and fince tbemfelYies dcfired that fuch a ppwer 

^ might be ]efthere by hisMaJefty, at his laft goiog ioto Scoti^ 

^ hmd ; what Law of the Luid they had now fowd to dif- 

^ penfe with them from fiibmicting to ilich Auchoricy, legally 

^ derived from him, in hit abfence ; and to enable them to 

^govern the Kingdom by their own meer Authority. 

^FoR his return to LamJmfy he faid, he had given them 

^'fo fiiU Anfwers in his late Dedaration, atid Answers that 

^' he knew not what to add to, if they would not provide for 

*^ hiiB Security with them, nor agree to remove to another 

^ place, where there might not be the fame danger to his Ma-* 

^' jefty. He told them, he expeded, that (fince he had been 

^^fo particular in the caufes and grounds of his Fears) thev 

^'flioixld have fent him word, that they had publifhed fucii 

^' Declarations againft future Tumults and uoiawful Aflem- 

^^blies, and taken fuch Gwrfes for the fupprefling Seditious 

^Pamphlets and Sermons, that his Fears of that kind might 

'^be laid afide, before thev fliould preft his return. 

^^To conclude, he told them, he could wtfli, that they 
^' would, with the iame ftri^jtnefs and ieverity, we^h and exa- 
^* mine their Milages, and Expreffions to him, as they did 
•* thofe they received from him. For he was very confi- 
^ dent, that if they examined his Rights and Privileges, by 
*^ what his PredecdGbrs had enjoyed j and their own Addref- 
^'£e$y by the ufual courfes obferved by their Anceftcnrs^ they 
'^ would find many Expreffions in tbatPetition,warranted only 
^ by their own Authority y whijph indeed he forbore to tak^ 
'^ notice of, or to give Anfwer to, left he Oiould be tempted, 
'^ in a jufb indignation , to expreis a greater paffion, thaii 
^ he was yet willing to put on. God in his good time, he 
^^ hoped, would Co inform the hearts of all his Sub jefts, that 
^he [hould recover frpm tl^ mifchief, and danger of that di« 
^ftemper; on whofe good pleafure, he faid, he would wait 
^ with all Patience, and Humility. 

F Ro M this time the purpofe was never returned of his Ma-r 
jefty's Perfonal Expedition into Ireland^ and fo they were 
freed from that apprehenQon. The truth is , that Counfel 
for his Majefty's Journey into Ireiaml was very fuddainly 
taken, and communicated to very few, without confideration 
of the objeAipns, that would naturally arife againft it ; ana 
was rather refolved as a probable Stratagem, to compofc the 
two Houfes to a better Temper and Sobriety, upon the Apr 
prebenfion dF the King^s abfence from them, and the incon* 
veniencies that might thence enfue, than fufficiently conii- 
der'd and digefted for Execution. For none were more vio- 
lent againft it thap they who ferved the King moft faithfully 
ip the Houfes^ who, in the King's abfence, and af&cr fuch z 
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GrftfiC of the Miliria, as was then ofier'cl, looked upon them- 
felves as facrificed to the Pride and Furyofthofe, whofe in- 
clinations, and temper had begot the Confufions they com- 
plained of. But if it had been fo duely weighed and con- 
'iulced, and Men fo difpofcd, that it might have been executed^ 
and the King had taken a fitCuuncil, and Retinue about him, 
it would at thac time, have been ho hard matter fpeedily co 
have reduced Ireland i and by theR6putacioo,and Authority 
of that, the other two Kingdoms might have been contain- 
ed within their proper bounds. But, as it fell our, the Over- 
ture proved difaavantageous to the King, and gave the other 
Party new caufe of Triumph, that they had plainly Threat- 
cn'd him out of what he pretended to have firmly refolved 
to do^ which difadvantage was improved by the other Pro- 
pofition, that attended it, concerning the Militia. For the 
^ill, fent by the King upon that Argument, brought the bufi- 
nefs again into Debate; and, though nothing was concluded 
upon it, the King was a Ibfer by the Propofirion though 

Sot fb much as he fear'd he ihould have been, when he faw 
is Journey into Ireland defperate; upon the fuppoficion of 
which, he had oaly made that tender. 

Thb Bill fent by the King, and preferred to theHoufe"of 
Peers, by the Atturncy General, granted the Militia, for one 
year, to the Perfons firft nominated by the Houfes in their 
Ordinances to his Majcfty ; and made thofe Perfons, in the 
Execution of thitTruft, fubjedto the Authority of hisi Ma- 
jefty, and th« two Houfes jointly, whilft his Majefty was 
jwithin the Kingdom; and, in his abfence, of the two Houfes 
only. What alterations, and amendments they made in it 
before they returned it again for the Royal Allent, will heft 
appear by the King's Anfvrer, which he fent to them at the 
time of his refufal to pafs it; which was, 
HWajfjfy's' "That he had, with great deliberation and patience, 
jKr/^x' '« ^^ weighed and confider'd (as it concerned him much to weigh 
ffotb Hcufn « the confequenices of every Law before he pafled it) their 
^r *«»». ^^^^^^ '^^'*y ^^^^ tobim for the fettling the Militia; and though 
certfng'7it '^ ^^ ^^ ""^ ^^cn ufual to givc any reafon for the refufal to 
refufii f *^pa& any Bill, it being abfolurely in his power to pafs, or 
fAf the BiU ^ not to pafs any Aft fent to him, if he conceived it prejudi* 
fcrthfMi' ^^cial to himfelf, or inconvenient to his Subjefts, for whom 
^'^* "he was trufted, and mufl one day give an account; yet, in 
^^that bufinefs of tte Militia, which, being mifunderftood 
^' amongft his good Subjefts, had been ufed as an Argument, 
^^as if he were not Vigilant enough for the Publick Safety, 
^^ and kfl he fliould be thought lefs Conflant in his Refbiu'^ 
^^ tions, and that Bill to be the fame he had fent to them, be 
^^ thought fit to give them, and ^1 the \/orld^ particqlar far 
• ' ^^ tisfaftion^ 
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^^ tisfajAioD, why he could not, ought not, muft not p^ft 

^'that BiU, being the firft publick BtU he had refiifed this 

^^ParUament : and therefore, he told them, he muft complain^ 

*^ that having exprefled himfelf fo clearly and particularly to 

^^t\ieiD in that potnt, they (hould prefs any thing upon him, 

^^ whidi they could not but forelee he muft refiife; except he 

^^ departed from thofe Reiblutions, grounded upon fo much 

'^reafiMi, he had fo eameftlv before acquainted them with, 

^^and againft which they had not given one Argument to fa* 

*' tisfy his judgement. 

"He told them, he was pleafed, they had declined the 
** unwarrantable courfe of their Ordinance ( to the which, he 
^' was confident, his good Subjefts would never have yielded 
^^ their confont) and chofen that onlv right way of impoGng 
^* upcm the People, which he would nave allowed but tor the 
'^Reafons following : 

"He (aid, he had refufed to confcnc to their Ordinance, 

*^as for other things, fo for that the power was put into the - 

^Perfons nominated therein by direction of both Houfes of 

'^ Parliament, excluding his Majefty from any power in the 

"difpofition, or execution of it together with them : He had 

^^ then advifed them, for manyReafons, that a Bill fliould be 

^ prepared j ami after in his Anfwer of the z6i^ of March to 

** the Petition of both Houfes, he had told them, if fuch a 

" Bill Ihould be prepared with that due regard to his Majefty, 

"and care of his People, in the limitation of the power, and 

"other circumftances, he Ihould recede from nothing he 

"formerly exprefled. 

"What pafled (enough to have difcouraged him from 
" being further Sollicicous in that Argument ) after his full, 
" and gracious Anfwers, he was content to forget. When 
" he refolv'd on his Journey into Irelandy fo that by reafon 
^'ofhis abfence, there might be no want of fettling that 
" power I befides complying with their Fears ; he fent, toge- 
"ther with a Me(fige of that his purpofe, a Bill for fettling 
" the power for a Year j hoping in that time to return to 
^' them, and being fure that, in much lefs time, thev mi|ht 
" do the bufinefs, for which at firft they feem'd to deure this j 
"which was, that they might fecurely confider his Meflage 
*^of the ^o^^ oi January h.^. ' By that Bill, which hefent,he 
"confented to thofe Names they propofed in their Ordinance, 
"and to the limitation of the power; provided, that himfelf 
"Ihould not be able to execute any thing but by their advice ; 
"and, when he Ihould be out of the Kingdom, the foleExe- 
" cution to be in them ; with many other things, of fo Arbi- 
" trary, and uncircumforibed a ppwer, that he (hould not have 
"coQlented to, but with reference to the abfcnce of his own 

Ii4. <«Perfon 
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' <' Perfen out of the Kingdom ^ and thought it the more fiifier^ 
^' able, in refped the time was but for a Year. Whether that 
^< Bill, they had fent to him to pafs, were the (ame^ the World 
^^ would judge. 

<' H £ faid, they hod, by thait Bill tendered to his Majeflry, 
'^without taking notice of him, put the Power of (he wbale 
^* Kingdom, theLifb and Libertieaof the'Subjedf of aU de- 
^ grees, and qualities, into the hands of particular Me% /br 
^^ two Years. He asked them, if they oould imagiqe ha would 
f'truft fuch an Abfblute Power in the hands oif partkiolar 
^^ Peribns, which he bad refufed to commit to both Hciufea 
f * of Parliament ? Nay, if the Power it felf were not too Ab- 
f'^lolute, too Unlimited, to be committed into any priirate 
*' Hands ? Whether S' ypbm H9f ham's high Infolence Ihe wed 
^^him not, what he might cxpcQ: from any Exorbitant Legal 
f* Power, when he, by a Power riot warrantable by Law, dur^ 
^^ venture upon a Trealbnable difobedience? But his Majeily 
f' would willingly know, and indeed fuch an account in ordi* 
'^ nary Civility, he faid, he might have expeAed, why he 
^^ was, by that Adj:, abfolutely Excluded from any Power, or 
^^ Authority, in t>ie Execution of (he Militia. He &id, fure 
^' their Fears and Jealoufies were not of fuch a Nature, as 
*' were capable of no other Reniiedy, than by leaving him no 
^^ Power in a point cf the greateft Importance ; in which God, 
f ^ and the Law, had trufted him Solely, and which he had 
f < been contenred to Share with them by his own Bill , by 
!^^ putting it, and a Greater, into the hatKls of particular Sub- 
**jefts. He asked them, what all Chriftian Princes woul4 
^^ think of him, after he had pafled fuch a Bill ? How they 
*' would value his Sbveraignty ? And yet, he faid, furc His 
f* Reputation with Forreign Princes was fome ground of their, 
^^ Security. Nay^ he was confident, by th^t time they had 
^^ throi^ghly confider'd the poffible conieiiueQce of that BiiV 
**upon Themfelves, and the reft of his'good SubjeAs, they 
f' would all give him Thinks for not confuting to it ; find- 
^^ing their. Condition, if it fliould have pa(Ied, would not 
f'^have been fo pleafing to them. He told them, lie hoped 
*^ that Animadverfion would be no breach of their Privileges, 
^^ In that throng of bufinefs and difiempef of Ape<3;ions, it 
^^ was poffible, f^cond thoughts might prefent fom&what to 
7^ their Confiderations, Which efcaped them before. 

*^ H E remembered them, that he had paOed a Bill, this Par- 
*Miament, at tbeiif entreaty, concerning the Captives of ^ij- 
^^giersy and waved many objedions of his own to the con- 
^'cr'arjr, upon information that the bufinefs had been many 
•^^ Months confidef'd by them ; whether it proved fuitable to 
f f their iuiectigns, or whether they had nc^, by fome private 
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^Orders, fiilpended that ABt of Parliament upon view of the 

^ miftakes, themfelves beft knew; as likewife* what other 

^^ gif^at alterations they had made upon other Bills, pafled thia 

U Seifion. He told them, he couM not pafs over the putting 

^ tbeir Names out of that Bill* whom before they had rer 

5^ commended to him in their C)rdinance^ not thinking fit, it 

^^ feem'd, to truft tfaofe who would obey no Guide but the 

'^Law of the Land ( he imagined they would not wifh he 

^^ flxxild in his eftimation of others follow that their Rule ) 

«' and the leaving out, by fpedal provlfion, the prefent Lord 

^^ Mayor of Lmatrnj as a Perfon in their disfavour ; whereas^ 

^ be laid, be muft tell them, his demeanour had been fuch, 

^^ chat the City, and the whole Kingdom, was beholding to 

^* him for his example. 

^^To conclude, he £ud, he did not find himfelf poflcfKd 
^ of iuch an ezoefs of Power, that it was fit to transfer, or con- 
^'/enc it Oould be in other Perfons, as was dire^d by that 
^^Biii ; and therefore, he Ihould rely upon that Royal Right 
^^ and Jurifiiidion, which pod, and the Law had given him^ 
5' for the fuppreffing pf Rebellion, and refiftiag Forreign In- 
^^vafion; which had preferved the Kingdom in the time of 
f'all hisAnceftors, and which, he doubted not, but he fliould 
^ be able to execute. And, not more for his own Honour 
^ and Right, than for the Liberty and Safety of his People, he 
^could not confent to pafs that mil. 

Th o u G H no Sober Mm could deny the reafonableneHs of 
that An^Krer, and that there was indeed fo great a difierence 
between the Bill fent by his Majej[ly, and that prefented to 
him from the two Houfes, that it could not foberly be ima- 
^ned he would confent to it; yet, it had been better for his 
Maiefty, that the firft Overture from himfelf had never been 
made^ it giving new life, fpirit, and hopes to them; and 
they ipakinff the People believe (who underftood not the dif- 
ference, and knew not the King's Pleafurc, fignify'd by both 
Houfes pf Parliament, was in efled: the Pleafure of both 
Houfes without the King) that his Majefty now refufed to con-* 
fent to what himfelf had offered, and propofed ; whilft his 
own Party f for fo thofe begun now to be called, vi^ho pre- 
ferv'd their Duty, and Allegiance entire ) was as mych tr@u- 
hied to find fo Soveifaign a Power of the Crown offered to be 

parted wilth to the two Houfes, as was tendered to them by 

the Kii^!s own BiU ; and that it was poffible for his Majefty 
to recede from his'firmeft Refolves^ even in a point, that 
wbuld not naturally admit of the leaft divifion , or dimi- 
nution. 

The King, being well pleafed that he had gone through 
one of bis j^efoIuciohS} and not much (roubled at the anger 
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it htd pnxluoed, and finding hisCourt full of Perfons of Qoa- 
lity of che Coomry, who mtde 'all expreffions of ASc€tion 
and Duty, which they thought would be moft acceptable to 
bim, refolv'd to undertake another Enterprtfe, which was of 
more importance, and which in truth was the fole mocive of 
his Journey into thote pans. The great Magazine of Arnies 
and Ammunition, which was left upon the disbanding the 
Army, remained ftill at fii«£, and was. a nobler proporrfoa 
than remained in che Tower of L/nubMy or all other hisMa- 
jefty's Stores; and there had been formerly a purpofe to ba^e 
lecured th: fame by the Earl of NewCaftk's Prefence there^ 
which had been difappointed, as hath been before mention'd, 
and Sfjctm Hot ham (ent thither to look to it: who was now 
there only with one of the Companies of the TrainM- bands; 
and fo the King refolved that he would Himfelf make a 
Journey thither, with his own ufual Train ; .and being there, 
that he would ftay there, till he had (ecured the place to 
htm. This was his purpofe; which he concealed to chatde^ 
gree, that very few about him knew any thing of it. 

AssooN as it was known that his Majefty meant to refide 
in Tdrh^ it was eafilv fiifpefted , that he had an Eye upon 
that Magazine ; and therefore they made an Order in both 
Houfesy ^^ That the Magazine (hould be removM from JFfoff to 
•^the Tower i and Ships were making ready for theTranf- 
portation ; fo that his Majefty could no longer defer the exe- 
cution of what he defigned. And, being p:rfwaded, by 
fome who believ'd thcmfelves , that if he went thicher, it 
would neither be in Sr JohnHothsm*s Will, nor his Power, 
to keep him out of that Town; and that, being ipotk&d of 
fo considerable a Poft, and of the MagaMe there, he Ihould 
find a better temper towards a ModcAand Dutiful Treaty; 
his Majefty took the opportunity of a Petition preiented to 
him by the Gentlemen of TBrk-Jbrn (who in truth were 
much troubled at the Order for removing the Magazine from 
Jifeff; and were ready to appear in any thing for his Ser- 
vice) in which, "They defired him to caft his Eye, and 
** Thoughts upon the fafety of his own PerfoUjand his Princely 
^'Iflue, and that whole County; a great means whereor, 
'* they faid, did confift in the Armes, and Ammunition at 
^HuU, placed there by his Princely care and char^; and 
** fince, upon general apprehenfions of dangers from torreign 
*' Parts, thought fit to be continued : and they did very ear- 
^ neftly befeech him, that he would take fuch courfe, that it 
** might ftill remain there, for the better fecuring thofe, and 
^^ the reft of the Northern parts. Hereupon, he refolv'd to 
go thither himfelf ; and, the night before, he fent his Son 
U^e Duke of T0rk^ who was lately arrived from Iticbmondy 

accompanied 
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accompanied with the Prince EleAor, thither, with tome other 
Perfons of Honour^ who knew no more, than that it was a 
Journey given to the Pleafure, and Curiofity of the Duke. S' 
JobnUattam receiv'dthem with that Duty, and Civility that 
became him. The next morning early, the King took Horfe 
from Yerk^ and, attended with two or three hundred of bis 
Servants, and Gentlcm.n of the Country, rode thither; and, 
when he came M^ithin a Mile of the Town, ient aGendeman 
to Sr J^hn Hotbam^ ^' to let him know that the King would 
^^ chat day Dine with him ; with which he was ftrangely fur* 
prifed, or fecm'd to be fo. 

The Man ^vas of a fearful nature, and perplexed under- 
fiandJDg, and could better refblve upon deliberation than on 
;z/uddain; and many were of opinion, that if he had been 
prepared dexrroufly before hand, and in confidence, he would 
have oonforcned to the King's Pleafure ; for he was Mailer 
of a Noble Fortune in Land, and Rich in Money; of a very 
ancient Family, and well Allied ; his Afiediops to the Go- 
vernment v. ry good; and no Man lefs defired to fee the Na- 
tion involved in a Civil War, than He : and,^ when he ac- 
cepted this Imployment from the Parliament, he never ima- 
gined it would engage him in Rebellion; but believed, that 
the Ycx)% would find it neceflary to comply with the Advice 
of his two Houfes; and that the preferving that Magazine from 
being poflT^^fled by him, would likewife prevent any poffible 
rupture into Armes. He was now in great Confufion ; and 
calling fbme of the chief Magiftrates, and other Officers to- 
gether to Confult, they perfwaded him, not to fuflfer the King 
to enter into the Town. And his Majefty coming within an 
))our after hi$ Me0engcr,found the Gates ihut, and the Bridges 
drawn^ and the WalUMann'd ; all things being in a readinefs 
(or the reception of ab Enem/. S' John B^ham himfelf from 
the Walls, with feveral profeflions of Duty, and many ex- 
preflions of Fear, tdKng his Majefty ** riiat he durft noto^n 
the Gates, i>eifig intrufted bv the Parliament; the King 
told him, ** that he believ'd he nad no Order from the Parlia- 
^^ tnent to (but the Gates againft him, or to keep him out of 
^theTown. He replied, "that his Train was fo great, that if 
^twere admitted, he (hould not be able to give a good ac«- 
I* count of the Town. Whereupon the King ofier'd " to en- 
^* ter with twenty Horfe only, and that the reft fliould ftay 
' without. The which th * Other refufing, the King defired 
^^ "to come to him, that he might confer with him, upon 
his Princely word of fafety, and liberty to return. And 
^hen he excufed ffipafelf likewife from that, his Majefty told 
^*tn, " that as this Aft of his was unparallel'd, fo it would 
produce fome ootable EfteA ; that it was not ppflible for

^Um to fit down by fuch an Indignity, but that he would 
^immediately Proclaim him Tititor, and proceed againft 
^ him as fuch ; that this Difobedience of his woold proSbably 
^ bring many Mifi^ies upon the Kingdom, and mxh lots oi 
^^ Blood ; all which might be prevented, if he perform'd the 
^'Ebty of a Subjedl;; and therefore advifed nim to cfamk 
^fadly of it, and to prevcntthe neoeflary growth of fb many 
^Calamities, which mufl: lie all upon his Conidence. The 
Gentleman, with much diilraAion in his looks, talked con- 
fufedly of the ^' Truft he had from the Parliament; dienfeU 
on his knees, and wilhed, <^ that God would bring Confiifion 
^' upon Hlm^ and His, iif* he were not a Loyal and Faithful 
^ Subject to his Majefty; but, in conclufion, plainly denied 
^ to fuflfer his Majefty to come into the Town. Whereupon, 
the King caufed him immediately to be Prodaim'd a Trai- 
tor; which the Other received withfome expreffions of Un- 
dutifulnefs and Contempt. And fo the King, after the Duke 
of Thrky and the Prince Eledor, with their Retinue, were 
oomeout of ^Town, where they were kept fome hours, 
was forced to retire that night to Beverly^ four Miles ftoai 
that place; and the next day retumcxl to X>Krky full o£ 
Trouble, and Indupation for the Afiont he had receiv- 
ed ^ whidi He fqreuw would produce a very great deal of 
Miichief. 
rhi KC'Vi T HB King fent an Exprefs to the two Houfes with a Mef> 
•Af«/4{tf <# £ig6) declaring what had palled ; and ^' that S' JdmHotfoMm 
t^ZnT^' had juftif/dhis Treafon and DiQoyalty, by petence of an 
^>!/miU "Order and Truft from Them; which as He could not pro- 
*^duce, fo, his Majefty was confident. They would not 
<^ own ; buc would be highly fenfible of the Scandal be had 
^^ laid upon Them, as well as of his Difloyalty to his Majeftjr. 
^^'And therefore he demanded Juftice of them againft him, 
" according to Law. The Houfes had heard before of the 
King's going out of Tork thitlier, and were in terrible appre? 
henkon that he had poflcfled himfelf of the Town ; at^t chat 
S^John ftatham (for they were not confident of him, as of a 
Manof rheirownFaithJ byPromifes or ^Menaces, had given 
up the place to Him ; and, with this apprehenfion, they were 
exceedingly dejefted ; but when they heard the truth, and 
found that HM was Aili in their hands, they were equally 
exalted, magnifying their truftyGoyernour'fi Faith, and Fide- 
lity againft che King. In the me^n time, the Gentlemen of 
the North exprefled a marvelteus fenfe and paffion on his Ma? 
jelly's behalf; and ofFer'd to raife the Force of the County to 
take the Town by Forc^. But the King chofe, for many Rea-r 
fons, to fend again tQ the Houfes anotlier MeOage, in which 

be told thenar - . 
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"That He was fo much conoern'd in the undutifiil Af- HmUMjtfy't 
^ front ( an Indignity all his good Subjeds muft difdain in hisfi^nd Mtf. 
"behalf J he had received firomS' JohmHatham ac HuBy thac^^''»'Jr 
« he was impacienc till he receiv'd Juftice from them j ^nd ^J!^ 
" was compelled to call again for an Anfwer, being confi- HalK 
^^denc^ however they had been (b careftil, though without his 
^^content, to put ajGarrifonintothathts Town, to iecureit^ 
^^ and his Magazine againft any Attempt of the Papifts, thac 
^ they never intended to difpofe , and maintain it againft 
^' Him, their Soveraign. Therefore, he required them torch* 
" with (for the bufinefs would admit no delay j to take fome 
^' Speedy courfe, that his faid Town and M^azine might be 
^^immediately delivered up unto him y and thatfuch feveie 
^'exemplary proceedings fliould be againft chofe Perfons, who 
^^ had ofier'd that infupportable Anronc and Injury to him^ 
''as by the Law was provided ', and, till that (bould be done, 
^'he would intend no bufinefs whatfoever, other than thebu'^ 
''Qneft of ir eland . For, he faid, if he were brought into a 
'' condition fo much worie than any of his Subjeds, that, 
'* whilft They all enjoyed their Privileges , and might not 
''have their Profeffions difturbed, or their Titles queitioned, 
"He only might be fpoiled, thrown ouc of his Towns, and 
" his Goods taken from him, it was time to examtn how he 
^' had loft thofe Privileges ^ and to try all poffible wa^s, by 
" the help of God, the Law of the Land, and the Adfeftion 
"of his good Subjeds to recover them , and to vindicate 
" himfelf from thofe Injuries ; und ^ if he (hould mifcarry 
" therein , he (hould be the fifft Prince of this Kingdom, 
" which had done fo, having no other end but to defend the . 
"true Proteftant Religion, theLawof theLand, and the H- 
"berty of the Subjeft j and he defired God fo to deal witfr 
^^ him, as he continued in thofe Refolutions. 

Instead of any Adwerto his Majefty upon thcfe two' 
Meffiiges, or fadly confiderkig how this breach might be 
made up, they immediately publifli (together with a declara- 
tion of their former jealoufies of the Papifts ; of the Maligmtnt 
Party; oftl^ LordP#^4>^*s Lett jr intercepted ; of the Earl of 
hSno Cat/He's being fenc thither, upon which they had firft fent 
down a GoVerftour, and put a Garrifon into HuB) feveral 
Votes and Refohifions, by which they Declared, 

"That S^ 7oJint Hotham kud done nothing butmobedi- 
^'ence to ti^e Command of both Houfeisof Parliament, and 
"that the Declaring of him^ Traitor, being a Member of 
"the Hcufe of Coramon&j ^as a high breach of the Privilege 
"of Parlianient, and being wiriiout dueprocefsof Law, was 
'^agaifift the Liberty oftheSubjcft, and againft the Law of 
?lhe Lftiid; 

And' 
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And hearing at the faire time, that a Letter coming from 
Htfff to them the night after the King's being there, had been 
interc::pted by fomc of his Majefty*s Servants, they declared 
'^ that all fuch intercepting of any Letters (ent to Them» was a 
" high breach of the Privilege of Parliament, which by the 
** Laws of the Kingdom, and the Proteftadcwi, they were 
*^ bound to defend with their Lives, and (heir Fortunes, aad 
^* to bring the Violator thereof to condign Punifliment. Then 
they order'd, that the Sheriffi, andjuftices of the Peace of 
the Counties of TQrky and Umobiy and a4i others his Ma)&- 
fty 8 Officers, (houid lupprcfs all Forces, that (liouid be rntfed 
or gathered together in thole Counties, etcher to force the 
Town ofHuUy or ftop the paflages to, and from the iame, or 
in any other way to aifturb the Peace of the Kingdom. All 
which Votes, Orders, and Declarations, being printed, and di- 
ligendy difperfed throughooc the Kingdom before any Ad- 
dre(s made to his Majefty in Anfwer of his Meflages, and 
Qotnvag to his View, the King publiQied an' Anfwer to tbofd 
Votes and Declarations, in whxhhe faid : 
Hm Udji* *' Since his gracious Meflages to both Houfesof Parlia- 
^•'W««»'''inent, demanding Jufticc for the high and unheard of Af- 
^ "^ "" ''front oflFer'd unto him, at th^ Gates of Hirfi^ by S^Jdhn 
" Hothamy were not thought worthy of an Anfwer; but that 
" inft».ad thereof, they liad thought fit, by their printed Votes^ 
'' to own and avow that unparailel'd A6t to be done inobe- 
''dience to the Command of both Houfes of Parliament 
^' ( though at that time ht could produce no fuch Command) 
and, with other Refolution j againft his proceedings there, 
to publifli a Declaration concerning that bufinefs, as an Ap- 
peal to the People, and aslftheir mtercourfe with his Ma- 
jefty^ and. for his fatisfeftion, were now to no more pur- 
pole ; though he knew, that Courfe of theirs- to be very 
unfuitable to the modefty, and duty of Former tijmcs, and 
unwarrantable by any. Precedent , but what Therofelves 
had made j yet, he was not unwilling to joyn iilue with them 
''in That way, and tofctall the world know, how necefla- 
"ry, juft, and Lawful all his proceedings had been in that 
" ppint, and that the Defence of thofe proceedings, was the 
" Defence of the Law of the Land, of the Liberty, and Pro- 
perty of the Subjeft ; and that by the fame Rule of Juftice 
which was now ofier'd. to him, all the Private intereft, and 
Title of all his good SuH^ds to all their Lands and Goods^ 
was confounded and d :;ft roycd . He remember'd them, that 
« M' Fym had faid in his Speech againft the Earl of Str^- 
^^ford ( which was pablithefd by Order of the Commons 
"Houfe) the Law is the fafeguard, ,tbe Cuftody ofalJp/'i- 
"vate Intereft, your Honours, your Lives, your Liberties^ 

"an. 
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^^ and Eftates are all in the keeping of the Law ; without thit 
^' every Man hath ahke Right to any thing. And he faid, 
^^ he would fain be Anfwer*d what Tide any Subjeft of his 
*^ Kingdom bad to HisHoufe and Land, that He had not to 
" his Town of Hutt} Or what right any Subjeft had to his Mo- 
*^ney, Plate, or Jewels, that his Majefty had not to his Ma- 
'^gazioe, and Munition there ? If he had everfuch a Title, 
'^ he faid he woiild know, when he Loft it ? And if that Ma- 
'^ga^ineand Munition, bought with his own n)oncy, were 
"ever His, when and how that Property went out of Hina? 
^^ He very well knew the great and unlimited power of a 
'' Parliament ; but he knew as well, that it was only in that 
" fenfe, ss He was a Part of that Parliament ; without Him, 
'^and againft Hisconfent, the Votes of either or both Hou* 
^^fes together, muft not, could not, Ihould not ( if he could 
'^belp it, for the Subjects fake, as well as his own) forbid any 
^^ thing that was enjoyn'd by the taw, or enjoy n any thing 
*^ that was forbidden by the Law. But in any fijch altcrati- 
^ on, which might be for the Peace, and Happinefs of the 
^^ Kingdom, he had not, fliould not refufe, to confent. And 
'^ he doubted not, but that all his good Subjects would eafily 
^^diicem, in what a miferable Infecurity andConfufion, they 
"muft necefl&rily and inevitably be, ifDefc-nts might be al- 
" tcr'd ; Purcbafes avoided ^ Aflurances and Conveyances can- 
" celled ^ the Sovcraign Legal Authority defpifed, and refift- 
"ed by Votes, or Orders of Either, or both Houfes. And 
"this, he (aid, he was fure, was his Cafe at HuU-^ and as it 
" was His this day, by the fame Rule, it might be Theirs to 
** Morrow. 

"Against any defperatc DeGgn of the Papifts, of which 
" they diicourfed fo much, he had fufficiendy exprefled his 
"2^al, and Intentions; andfliouldbe as forward toadven- 
'*ture his own Life, Und Fortune, to oppofe any fuch defigns 
" as the meaneft SubjeA in his Kingdoms. 

"For the Malignant Party, he faid, as the Law had not, 

" to his knowledge, defined their condition, fo neither Houfe 

" had Prefented them to his Majefty, under fuch a Notion, 

"^ he might well underftand^ whom they intended; and he 

^^ ihould therefore only enquire after, and avoid the Malignant 

I^Pwy, under the Charafter of Perfons'difaSefted to the 

^^ Peace, and Government of th^ Kingdom, and fuch who, 

^ oeglefting and defpifing the Lawof the Land,had given them- 

Jthci other Rules to walk by, and fo difpenfed with their 

Obedience to Authority ; of thofe Perfons, as Deftrudive 

"to the Common- wealth, he (liould take all poffiblc caution. 

"Why any Letters intercepted from the Lord Digiy • 

. wherein He mention'd a retreat to a place of Safety, fliould 

^ f* hinder 
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'* hinder luffl from Tiiiting his own Fore, and how he had 
^' oppofed any wtys of Aocommodation with hU Parliament 
**and what ways, and Chremm^^hadbeenofler'din any way, 
^^ or like any defire of inch AccommodatioD ; or whether hig 
^ Md&%c of the twentieth ofyatntaij lafl, fo often in vain 
^' prefled by him, had not fafficiendy exprdled his earocft de- 
^'ure of it, he (aid, all the world (hould judge; nei^er was 
^* ic in the power of any Perfons to incline him to' take Armes 
^ againft his Parliament, and his good Subjefts , and mifer- 
^^ ably to embroil the Kii^dom in Civil Wars. He had giveti 
*^ fufQcient Evidence to the world how much his AfleSions 
^^ abhorred, and how much his heart did bleed at« the appre* 
** hcofion of a Civil War. And, he faid, Godancl the World 
^^ muft judge, if his Care and Induftrv were not, only to de- 
*^ fend and proteft the Liberty of the dubjeA, the Law of the 
'^ Kingdom, his own juft Rights ( part of chat Law ) and his 
^' Honour much more predous than his Life : and if, in op- 
'^ pofition to thefe, any Civil War fliould arife, upon Whofe 
^' account the Blood, and DeftruAion that muft follow, muft 
^^ becaft : God, and his own Confcience, told him, that He 
*' was clear. 

, ^PoR Captain Legs being (ent heretofore to J^ZT, or (or 
^ the Earl of New-Cffl lit s being fent thither by his Warrant 
'' and Authority, he faid, he had asked a qiieftion long ago^ 
^* in his Anfwer to both Houfes concerning the Magazine at 
^' Hutty which, he had caufe to think, was not eafy to be An- 
^ fwcr'd ; Why the general Rumour of the defignof Papifts, 
'^in the Northern Parts , fliould not be thought fu£Scient 
*^ ground for his Majefty to put fuch a Perfon of Honour, 
"Fortune, and unblemiflied Reputation, as the Earl of JV^- 
" Caftle was known to be, into a Town and Fort of his own, 
'^ where his own Magazine lay; and yet the fame Rumour 
** be warrant enough to commit the fame Town and Forr, 
^^ without his confenr, to the hands of S' John Hotbamy with 
^' fuch a power as was now too well known, and underftood ? 
*' How his refufal to have that Magazine remov'd, upon the 
'^Petition of both Houies, could give any advantage againft 
" him, to have it taken from him, and whether it was aRe- 
*^ fufal, all men would eafily underftand, who read his An* 
" Twer to that Petition ; to which, it had yet not been thou^t 
** fit, to make any Reply. 

"For the Condition of thofe Perfons, who prefented the 
^^ Petition to him at Tdrk ( whom that Declaration call'd, fome 
" few ill Afledired Perfons about the City of York) to con- 
*'tinuethe Magazine 2xHuU'y he faid, he made no doubt, 
\^ but that Petition would appearto be aitefted, both in Num- 
*' ber,and Weight, by Perfons of Honour and Integrity, and 

"much 
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"^ mucb ttiore ocnvmbat with the Afibdions of the whole 
Coaotry, tl^iinx>ft ofthofe Petitions, which had been re- 
ceived with ib much Confenc, and Approbation. And for 
" the Prefiunpdon of interpofing Their advice, his Majefty 
** the more woikLer'd at that exception, when fuch encourage- 
" ment had been given, and Thanks declared to Multitudes 
of mean, unknown People, Apprentices, and Porters, who 
had accompanied Petitlims of very ftrange Natures. 
'^FoR the maimer of his going to HuBy he faid, he had 
deitfly fet forth the fame, in his Meflage to both Houfes 
*^ of that bufinels ; and for any Intelligence given to S^Jolm 
" Ustktm of an intention to deprive Him of his Life, as he 
'' koetv there was no fuch intention in him , having given 
''him all poffible Aflurance of the fame, at his being there^ 
''fohewas confident, no foch Intelligence was given, or if 
''it were, it wasbyfome Villain, who had nofliihg but Ma- 
*']kty or Defign to fright him from his due Obedience ^ and 
" Sy J^bm Hfftbam had all the reafon to adure himielf, that 
"his Life would be in much more danger by refufing to ad- 
" mit his King into his own Town and Fort, than by yield- 
" ine him that Obedience, which he ow'd by his Oaths of 
Allegiance and Supremacy, and the Proteftation, which he 
\cnew was due and warrantable, by the Laws of the Land. 
"For the Number of his Attendants, though that could be 
*' no Warrant for fuch adilbbeBience in a Subjeft^ he faid, 
it was well known (as his Majefty had exprefled in his 
Meflagc to both Houfes, to which Credit ought to have 
^a given } that he ofler'd to go into the Town with 
twenty Horfe only, his whole Train being Unarm'd ; and 
"whofoever thought that too great an Attendance for his 
" Majefty, and his two Sons, had fure an intention to bring ^ 
"him to a meaner Retinue, than they would yet avow. 
''Here then, he faid, was his Cafe, of which all the 
World (hould judge: his Majefty endeavourM to vifit a 
"Town, and Fort of his own, wherein his own Magazine 
lay; a Subjeft, in defiance of him, fliuts the Gates agaiftffi 
Um i with Armed Men refifts, denies, and oppofes his En- 
" trance^ tells him, in plain terms, hefliould not come in'. 
" He faid, he did not pretend to underftand much Law, yet in 
" the point of Treafon, he had had much Learning taught him 
" this Parliament J and ifrhefenfe of the Statute of the a^ch 
"Year of Edward i\ie\\l. Chap. z. were not very diftering 
from the Letter, S^y^fm Hatham's Aft was no lefs thaq 
plain High Trcafon: and he had been contemptibly ftupid, 
"if he had after all thofe circumftanccs of grace and Favour 
" then ihew'd to him , made any fcruple to proclaim hirai 
•^Traitor; And whv*ther he were^ fo, of no, if he would. 
VoLI. Pana. Kk '^render 
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^^ render himfeif, his Majdly would require no other Trial, 
^^ than diac which che Law had appointed to every Siibjed^ 
^ and which he was coniidcQt he h^d not, in che leafl degree, 
^violated in tbofe proceedings; no more than he had done 
** the Privilege of Parliament, by endeavouring, in a juft way^ 
^to challenge his Own unqucftionablj Privileges. So thar^ 
^'infuchaCafe, the declaring hira Traitor, being a Member 
^^ of the Houfe of Commons, without procefsof Law^ (bould 
•^ be a breach of Privilege of Parliament (of which he was 
** fure none extended to Trcafon, Felony,or breach of Peacc^ 
^^againft the Liberty of the Subjw<il, or againft the Law of the 
*' Land, he rauft have Other Reafous than bare Votes. He 
^' faid , he would know if Sr John H^tham had , with the 
•* Forces by which he kept him oucof his Town of Hsttty pur- 
^ fued him to the Gates of Tork , which he might as legally 
*' have done, whether his Majefty muft have ftayed from 
** declaring him Traitor till Procefs of Law might have iffiied 
*^ againft him? Would Fears and Jcaloufiesdifpenfe with ne- 
*' ce(&ry,and real Forms? And muft his Majefty, whtrn a<5tua/ 
^' War is levied upon him, obfcrve Forms which the Law it 
•^fclf doth not cnjoyn ? The Cafc^ he faid, was truly ftatcd, 
^*let all the World judge ( ualcfs the mere fitting of a Parlia- 
'^ ment did fufpend all Laws, and his Majefty was the only 
^ Perfi^n in England againft whom Treafon could not be com- 
^* mitted ) Where the fault was j and wbatfoever courfe he 
** fliould be driven to for the Vindication of that his Privi- 
^* lege^ and for the Recovery and Maintenance of his known 
^^ undoubted Rights, he doth promife, in the prefence of 
** Almighty God, and as he hopes for his Bleffing in his Sue* 
^^ce(s, that he would, to theutmoft ofhis power, defend and 
*^ maintain the -true Proteftant profcffion , the Law of the 
" Land, the Liberty of the Subjeft, and the juft Privilege, 
" and Freedop of Parliament. 

"Fon the Order of Afiiftance given to the Committee of 
'' both Houfcs, concerning their going to HuU^ he faid, he 
*' fliould fay no more, but that thofe Perfons, named in that 
** Order, he prefum'd , would give no Commands , or his 
*^good Subjcifts Obiy other, than what were warranted 
^' by the Law- ("how large and unlimited foever th? Direflions 
** are , or the Inftrudions might be ) for to that Rule he 
*'flK>uld apply his ownAdions, and by it, require an Ac- 
*' count from other men j atrd that all his good Subjefts might 
f* the better know their duty in matters of this Nature, he 
*^ wiflied them carefully to perufe the Statute of the nth 
^' Year of King Henry VII. Ch. i. He faid, he would con- 
^^ elude with Mr Pjrw sown words : If the Prerogative of the 
^Ji King overwhelm the Liberty of the People , it will be 

"turny 



5*tuni'd to Tyranny ; if Liberty undcrmina the Preiogativey 
^^ ic would grow into Anajrchy, and fo into ConfuCbn. 

Besides their EX^ciaraci^n, Votes, and Orders .in« the 

ju^&cationof Sr JohnHothafn^ for hia better Encourageroenr,' 

and for a ground of his Son's icfidence at Butty in whom the/ 

had ia truth a firmer Confidence than in the Father, the^ 

Order'd, *' That if, by any Force or Accident, Sr John Ho* 

\^tbam{hoo\d lofe his Life, or Otherwife die m that Semce ;* 

'^ that his Son (liould fucceed him in the Government ; and 

having thus declared themfjlves, they thought fie at laft to 

fend fpme particular Anfwer to the King upon that bufinefs^ 

which tfcy were the.rathpr inclined to do, that under thac 

pretence, they might iend down, a Committee of their owri 

to refide at Tork ^ whereby th.y; might receiye conftanc Ani* 

m&dverfions of what happeo'd, and what was defign'd, and 

their Friends, and Dependents in .that large v Populous, and 

Rich County, be the v better confirm'd in cheir, Aflidtions, 

and Devotions to them ; and, to that purpofe, they fent dowtt 

the Lord Hoviard of Efirigg , the Lord Fairfax , Sr Hugh 

Cbobnly ( a faft friend to Sr John Hotham ) S' FhiSp StapUton^ 

who had likewife married Hotham^ Daughter, and Sr Harrf 

Cholmly^ who prefented their Anfwer in writing to his Ma- 

je^y ^ the whi^h, being of a Mould unufual, and a Dialid! 

higher and roughcir than even themfeives had yet ufed, I

'^ placed in th^ Guard of that Town and Magazine, if he bad 
^ Jet inyoor Majefty with fiich CounfeUors, andCompmy as 
** were then about you. 

^^ Where FORE, upon full Refdution of both Hoofes, 
^ We have declared S' J^tu HathMm to be clear fh>m that 
^ odious Crime of Treafon ; and have avowed, that he hath 
^ therein done nothing b>it in obedience to the Command of 
'^ both. Houfes of Parliament ^ afluring our felves that, upon 
^* mature Deliberation , your Majefty will not interpret his 
<< obedience to fuch Authority to be an Affiont to yoar Ma- 
^ jefty, or to be of that Nature, as to require any Juftice to 
^* be done upon him, or fatisfadion to be made to your Ma-

'^ Confenc and Approbation, under colour at that time of Fbr^

^^ H E faid, he had often heard of the great Truft, that by

^^ uoderftood, what Truft or Power was committed to either, 

^^or both Houies df Parliament, without the King ; They 

'^ being (limmoA'd to Counfel^ aiKl Advife the King. But 

*^by what Law or Authority, they poflbfs themfelves of his

^^ for he was confident, they would have mentioned their opi-

"Theeefore he expsfted, that upon forther,and better 
**coifidcrationof the great, and necefl&ry cohfeqaence of the 
'^ bofinefi c^ H«ff, and ferioufly weighing, how much it did 
" concfem the Peace and Quiet of the Kingdom, they would, 
^' vitbout further inftance from his Maiefty, give him fuil^ and 
^'fpeedy Jiirftke againft S« j^ihi Hotham. And, he faid, he 
'^ would leave alt his gooa Febple to think, what hope of 
" fuftice there was left for them, whei\ they Refiifed, or Dc- 
"layed to givctheirownSoVeraigil fatisfaftion, And, as he 
^ l)ad already laid, till that fliouid be dohe^ he would iiir

"A N D htj faid, he lik jwife cxp;;<9rd that They wouid not

" his Confenr ; or if rhcy did, he was confident, that he (houW 
** find much more obedience according to Lawr, than ih:y 
** would do a^ainft Law. And he fliould cftccm all thofsy 
" who (houldcpey them therein, to be dillurbcrs of rhePeaof 
5^ of the Kingdom ; «and would, in due Seafon, call them to a 
^^ Legal account for the fame. 

" C N c E R N I N G his return, he told them, he never heard 
"that the flandering of a Kinjj's Government, and his faich- 
" ful ServanLs, the refufing. ot him Juftice, and in a- Cafe of 
5' Treafqn, and the fecking to take away his undoubted and 
"LegaJi^utHority, und^r the pretence of putting th:; Klng- 
^'dom info a pofture of Defence, were Arguments to induce a 
"King to coipe near, or hearken to his Parliament. 

-T HE King difpacched this Anjfwer the foonfsr, that the 
Country might be freed from the'Impreflipn, thePrefence and 
Adivity of the Committee made in them ; but when he de- 
livered it to them, and requirjcd them to make all convenient 
haft with it to the Houfe«, they told him, " They would 
'*fend it by an Exprefs, but that themfelves were required, 
5' and appointed ftiU to rcfide at Tork. The King told them, 
/*that he liked not fuch Supervifors near hiin, and wiflied 
** them to be very careful in their carriage ^ that the Country 
"wasvifibly then very well aSeftedj and if he found any 
"declenfipn, he well kn.w to whom to impute it; and 
*^ fliould be compelled to proceed in another manner a^ainft 
**them, than, with reference to their Perfons (for they were 
all then r?puted Moderate Men, and had not b;^en thought 
difaffcded to the Government of Cburph, or State) ^^ fae(hou/d 
*^ be willing to do. They Anfwer'd swith a fullen confidence, 
*^ that they fliould demean thqipffilyes according to their In- 
*■ ftrudtions j and would perform th ' Truft repofed in them 
" by the two Houfe|5 pi Parlia'tnept. Yet fuch was the dcklilh- 
cefs of the King*s Condition, that, .though it was rooft Evi- 
dent that their ccming, and ftaying there was to pervert, and 
corfupi the Loyalcy,.. and Afiedions of thofe party, and to in- 
fufc into them Ir.clinations contrary to their Allegiance, it was 
not thought Counfelhble at that time, either to commit them 
to Prifon, or to expo! them from that City? or to inhibit tbem 
the freedom of his own Courtj^and Prefeace ; and fo they con- 
tinued, for the fpace of above.a;MQiith, in X^rky even in de- 
fence of the King. . -, ;i ;. 

The Milicia r was ,th^ Argument, which they fpund made 
deepctt impr<0ion in the Pepple^ being toraUy ignoram what

iievlDg wfaatfoever they told them concerniDg ic And there* 
ioie tbey Refoiv'd to drive that Nail home ^ and though, for 
want or their Imminent Danger, and during the time of the 
King's Treaty, -and Overture of a Bill, they had forfoora the 
extcaoon of their Ordinance ; yet the frequent Mufters of Vo- 
kodm without Order, aknoft in all Countries, by the bare 
Auitotity of their Votes, gave them fu£Bcient Evidence how 
open the People were to their Commands j at leaft how unpre- 
^ted Authority was to refift, and oppofe them : and there- 
fore, after the King had difplaced their two Favourites, and 
refufed to pafs the Bill for the Militia, and S' yohn H&tbam 
kdre&kCed to let the King come into the Town of HuB^ and 
Tfaey had juftify'd him for fo doing, they prepared a Declara- 
lioaooDcermng the whole State of the Militia, as theRefolu- 
doflof the Lords and Commons upon that iqatter ^ in which 
theyfaid, 

'^T HAT holding it neceffary for the Peace, and Safety ofTheXeeia^ 
"the Kingdom, to fettle the Militia thereof, they had, for ;;;';« ^'J* 
^HWtpurpofe, prepared an Ordinance of Parliament, and with ^l^ ^/* 
'^ all humility had prefented the fame to his Majefty for hlsj^uutiay 
" Royal Aflent. Who, notwithftanding the faithful Advice May j 1^42 
*^ of his Parliament, and the feveral Reafons ofier'd by them, 
"of the neceffity thereof for the fecuring of his Majefty's Per- 
'^foD, and the Peace and Safety of his People, did refufe to 
"give hisCon&nt j and thereupon, they were neceffitated, 
"vt\ difcbarge of the Tfuft repofed in them, as the Repre- 
"feotative Body of the Kingdom, to make an Ordinance, 
"by the Authority of both Houfes , to fettle the Militia, 
*' warranted thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land : 
"that his Majefty, taking notice thereof, did, by feveral MeP- 
^ images, invite them to fettle the fame by Aft of Parliament; 
"affirming in his Meflage fenc in Anfwer to the Petition of 
" both Houfes, prefented to his Majefty at Tork, March z6. 
" that he always thought it neceC&ry the fame fliould be fet- 
"tied, and that he never denied the thing, only denied the 
"Way; and for the Matter of it, took exception only to the 
"Preface, as a thing not Handing with his Honour to con- 
stat to; and that Himfelf was excluded in the Execution, 
"and for a time unlimited ; whereupon the Lords and Com- 
"moDs, being defirous to give his Majefty all fatisfaftion thaC 
"might be,even to the leaft Tittle of Form and Circumitances, 
"rtcQ his Majefty had pleafed to offer them a Bill ready 
"drawn, had, for no other caufe, than to manifcft their 
"hemy Afleftion to comply with his Majefty's defires, and 
"obtain his confent, entertain'd the fame, in the mean time 
"no way declining their Ordinance; and to exprefe their earncft 
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^ Ztal to oorrerpond with his Nbjefty's defifei (in all duogf 
^^tkat might confift with the Peace, and Safety of the King- 
^^dom, and che Tnift repoTed in them ) did pa& chat Btil, 
5< and dierein omitted the Preamble inierted before the Or- 
^^ dinanoe^ limited the time to left than two Years ; and ooo- 
<^ fined the Au^rity of the Li^uteaancs to thefe three paurtir 
« culars. Namely, Rebellion, lafiine&ion, and Forre^ Jn- 
^Wafion; and returned the lame to his Maj^y for hisRofal 
<< Afient : but all thefe expreffion^ of AScStiou and Loyaky, 
^ all thofe defires, and earoeft endeavours to comply wim hn 
<^ Majefty, bad, to their great grief and lbrrQw»jprodticed no 
<< better E^fts than an abiblute denial, even or that wbkh 
^^his Majefty by his former Mefl&gesy as diey conceived, had 
^ promifed ; the Advice of evil and wicked Coondls reociv- 
<' mg ftili more Credit with him, than that of his Great Coun- 
^^cil of Parliament in a matter of fo high Importanoey that 
f ^ the Safety of his Kingdom, and Peace of his People, de- 
f 5 pended upon it. 

^^BuT Ii0w,whatmuftbetheexcepdoos tothacBill? Not 
^ any fure that were to the Ordinance ; for a care had been 
^' takeq to give latisfaftion in all thofe particulars. Then the 
f^ exception was, becaufe that the difpofine and execudon 
^thereof iiras referred to both Houfes ot Paniament, and his 
^^Maiefty excluded; and now that, by the Bill, the Power 
f and Execution was afcertain'd, and reduced to particulars, 
f ^ and the Law of the Realm m^ the Rule thereof, his Ma- 
^^'^&y would not truft the Perfons. The Power was too great, 
^' too unlimited, to truft them with. But what was that Power ? 
^Was it any other, but, in exprefs terms, to fiipprefsRe- 
ffbellioo, InfiirreAion, and Porreign InvaGon? And who 
^* were thofe Perfons ? Were they not fuch as were nominated 
f^by the Great Council of the Kingdom, and Afiented to by 
*^his Majefty? And was it too great a Power, to truft ibofe 
f^ Perfons with the fuppreflion of Rebellion, Infiirredion, 
5^ and Forreigri Invafion ? Surely, they faid, the moft widccd 
5' of theni who advifed his Majefty to that Anfwer, could not 
*^ fuggeft, but that it was neceflary for the fafety of his Ma- 
** jefty's Royal Perfon, and the Peace of the Kingdom, fuch 
f ^ a Power (hould be put in fome hands ; and there was no 
f* pretence for exception to the Perfons. They faid, his Ma- 
** jefty had, for the fpace of above fifteen years together, not 
** thought a Power, far exceeding that, to be too great to in- 
*' truft particular Perfons with, to whofe Will the Live^, and 
. *^ Liberties of his People, by Martial Laws, were made Sub- 
f'jeft; for fuch was the Power given Lord Lieutenants, and 
f* Depiity Lieutenants, in every County of this Kingdom, 
"and thif \$rithout the confine of the repple, or Authority . 
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^^of Law. But now in cafe of exereme Neceffitjr, upon the 

^ advice of both Houles of Parliament, fix no loiter fpace 

^^ than two yean, a leOer Power, and that for the fafetj of 

^. Kli^ and People, was thought too great to truft particular 

'^ PerJoBS wttii, though named by both Houfes of Parlia- 

^^meot, and approved by hisMajefty himfelf: andfurely, if 

''there were a neoeffity to feCde the Militia (which his Maje- 

^fty was pleafed to ccmfefi) the Peribat could not be imruft- 

^ed with left Power tban ikat, to have it at all efiedhial- 

*^ And Ac Pjrecedens of former Ages, when there happen'd a 

^ neoeflEcy to ratfe fiich a Power , never ftreighten'd that 

^ Power to a narrower compafi; witneft the Coromiffions of 

^ Anay in ieveral Kings Reigns, and often iflued out by the 

^Coofent and Aitthority of Parliament. 

^The Loids and Commons therefore, intnifted with the 
'^Safety of the Kingdom, and Peace of the People ( which, 
^^they called God to wimefi, was their only aim ) finding 
^ themfeivcs denied diofe dieir fo neceflary and juft Demands, 
" and that they ooukl never be diicharged before God or 
'^Man, if they ihould fu£&r the Safety of the Kingdom, and 
^ Peace of the People, to be ezpofed to the Malice of the 
^ Mal^nanc Party at Home, or the Fury of Enemies Abroad : 
'^ and knowing no other wav to encounter the imminent, and 
^ approadiing Danger, but by putting the People into a fit 
^^polbre (^Defence, didRdolve to put their laid Ordinance 
^ in prefenc execution ^ and did require all Peribns in Autho* 
*^rity, by vertue (rf'the faid Ordinance, forthwith to put the 
^^ fame in execution, and all others to obey it, according to 
'^the Fundamental Laws of the Kingdom in fuch cafes, as 
"they tender'd the ui^olding of the tru« Proteftant Reli- 
" gion, the Safety of his Majefty's Perfon, and his Royal Po- 
" fterity, the Peace of the Kingdom, and the Being of this 
^'Common- wealth. This Declaration (being in Annver to a 
Mefl&ge from hisMajefty) was Printed, and, with the ufual 
care and dexterity, difperfed throughout the Kingdom, with- 
out fo much as fending it to the King j and, thereupon. 
Warrants and Diredions iflued into all parts,for theExercifiog 

the Militia. 
This being the fir ft Declaration they had in plain terms 

publiflied againft the King, without ever communicating it, 

prprefenting it to him, as they had done all the reft, his Ma- 
j^% Was the more troubled how to take notice of it, but 
conoeiyiog it necefl&ry to apply feme Antidote to this Poy- 
fco, the violent operation whereof he had reafon to apprcr 
n^od, he puUifliea a Declaration by way of Anfwer to that 
declaration, jn which he faid. 
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Af M^if^i "That he very well underftood^ kow much it wa; be- 
ThcUrmim " |ow the High and Royal Dignity (wherein God had placed 
nik!/^ "him) to take notice of, much more to trouble himfelf 
l^q}^ ''with Anfwering, thofe many Scandalous, Seditious Pam- 
" pblets, and Printed Papers, which were fcatter'd, with fuch 
great licence throughout the Kingdom ( aotwiehftanding 
his Majcft/s earnelt defire, fo often in vain prefied, for a 
Reformation ) though he found it evident, that the mlods 
of many of his weak SubjeAs|* had been, and (till were poy- 
ibn'd by chofe means ; and that fo general a terroor Yva.d 
pofieQed rhe minds and hearts of all Men, that whilft the 
*'rrefles fwarm'd with, and every day produced, new Tra& 
^^ainft the ef(abli(bed Cpovemment of the Church and State^ 
moft Men wanted the Courage, or the Confcieooe to write, 
or the opportunity and encouragement to publifli fuch 
cqmpofed, fober Animadverfions, as might either preferve 
the minds of his good Subjects from fi|^ infedton, or re- 
ftore and recover them, when they were fo infoded : buf, 
his Majefiy faid, he was contented to let himfelf fall to any 
Office, that might undeceive his People, and to take more 
pains that way hy his own Pen, than ever King had done, 
*' when he found any thing that feem'd to carry the Repi- 
" tation, and Authority of either, or both Houles of Pari'a- 
ment, and would not have the fame refuted, and difputed 
by Vulgar and Common Pens, till he fliould be throughly 
informed whether thofe Afts had in truth that Counter 
nance and Warrant, they pretend : which regard of his, 
his Majefty doubted not but, in time, would recover that 
due Reverence (the abfence whereof he had too much rea- 
fon to complain of J to his Perfon and his Me(&ges, which 
'' in all Ages had been paid, and, no doubt, was ^due to the 
*' Crown of England, 

He faid, he had therefore taken notice of a Printed Pa* 
per, Enticuled a Declaration of both Houfes, in Anfwcr to 
his laftMeffigc concerning the MUitia, publiihed by Com- 
mand j the which he was unwilling to believe (both for 
the matter of it, the expreflions in it, and the maimer of 
publiQiing it) could refult from the confent of both Houfes; 
neither did his Majefty know by what Lawful Command, 
fuch Uncomely, Irreverent mention of Him could be 
publiflied to the World : And, though Declarations <rf 
that kind had of late, with too much boldnefs, broken in 
upon his Majefty, and the whole Kingdom, when one, 
or both Houfes had thought fit to communicate their Coun- 
fels, and Refolutions to the People; yet, he faid, he was 
^^ unwilling to believe, that fuch a Declaration as that could 
''be publiftied in Anfwer to his Meflage, without vouchfafing 

''ac 
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■f at leaft to fend it to his Majefty as their Anfwer. Their 
buGnefs, for which they were met by his Writ and Autho- 
ihohty, being to Counfel him for the good of his People^ 
not to write againft him to his People; nor had any con- 
fent of his' Nlajefty for their long continuing together en- 
" abled them to do-any thing, but what they were firft fum- 
"mon'd by his Writ to do. At leaft he would believe, 
"though tnirundcrftanding and jeatoufy (the Juftice of God, 
•^ he fetid, would overtake the Fomenters of that jealoufy, 
** atid the Promoters and Contrivers of that mifunderftand- 
iog) might produce, to fiy no worfe, thofe very unto- 
ward Exprcffions, that if thofe Houfes had contrived that 
*^ Declaration as an Anfwer to his Meflage, they would have * 
''vouchfafed fome Anfwer ro the Queftions propofed in his, 
which, he profeflcd, did, and mult evidently prevail over 
hisunderftanding; and in their Wifdom and Gravity, they 
would have beenfure to have ftated the matters of Fad, as 
(at leaft: to ordinary underftandings ) might be unqueftion- 
able ; neither of which was done by that Declaration. 

His Majefty defired to know, why he was by that Aft 
abfelutely excluded from any Power, or Authority in the 
*r execution of the Miiicia; and, he faid, he muft appeal to 
''all the World, whether fuch an Attempt, were not a great- 
er and jufter ground for Fear and Jealoufy in Him, than 
any one that was avowed for thofe Deftrudive Fears and 
Jedoufies which were fo publickly own'd, almoft, to the 
ruin of the Kingdom. But his Majefty had been told, that 
'' he muft not be jealous of his Great Council of both Hou(es 
^ of Parliament : He faid, he was not, no more than they 
were of his Majefty, their King ; and hitherto they had not 
avow'd any Jealoufy of, or DtfafteAion to his Perfon; but 
imputed all to his evil Counfellors, to a Malignant Party, 
^' that was not of their minds i fo his Majefty did (and, he 
" laid, he did it from his Soul) profefs no Jealoufy of his Par- 
liaiBCQCy but of fome Turbulent, Seditious, and Ambitious 
Natures ; which, being not fo clearly difcern'd, might have 
an influence even upon the A&ions of both Houfes .* and 
" if that Declaration had pafled by that confent ( which he 
"was not willing to believe) he faid, it was not impoffible, 
"but that the apprehenfioa of fuch Tumults, which had driven 
his Majefty from his City of London^ for the Safety .of hig 
Peribn, might make fuch imprefSon upon other Men, not 
"'able to remove from the danger, to make them Confent, 
''or not to own a Diflent, in matters not agreeable to their 
''Confcience, or Underftanding. 

"He faid, he had mentioned, in that his Anfwer, hlsdif- 
" lib of patting their Names out of the Bill, whom before 

" they 
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^they redommended to his Majefty^ in their pretended Qr- 
^ AifC^nrm^ and the leaving out, by ipedal Provifion, the pre- 
^^ lent Lord Mayor of LmJcm ; to all which the Declaratioo 
^ aiSfordexl no AmWer ; and therefore he could not fuppofe it 
*^ was intended for an Anfwer to that his Mefl&ge , which 
^ whofoever looked upon, would find to be in no degree Ao- 
^ fwer'd by that Declaration ^ but it inform'd all his Majefty V 
*^Subjedls, after the mention with what humility theOcdi-' 
^ nance was prepared, and prefented to his Majoty (a mal- 
^ter very evident in the Petitions, and Mef&ges concerning 
^* it ) and his refufal to give his Confent, notwichftandii^ the 
^^ feveral reafons oSer'd, of the neoeflity thereof for the fe- 
'^ curing of his Perfon, and the Peace and Safety of his Peo- 
^' pie ( whether any fiich reafons were given, the weight of 
*' them, and whether they were not clearly and candidly An- 
^' fwer'd by his Majefty, the World would eafily judge ) that 
'* they were at laft neceffitated to make an Ordinance by Au- 
'^ thority of both Houfes, to fettle the Militia, warranted' 
*^ thereunto by the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, bis 
*' Majefty faid, if that Declaration had indeed intended to 
^^bave Anfwer d him, it would have told his good Subjefis 
^^ what thofe Fundamental Laws of the Land were , and 
^' where to be found ; and would, at leaft, have mention'd one 
^' Oniinanoe, from the firft beginning of Parliaments to this 
^' prefent Parliament, which endeavoured to iropofe any thing 
^^upon theSubiedt without the King's Confem; (or of fiich, 
^^ he faid, all the enquiry he could make could never produce 
'^ him one ioftance. And if there were fuch a Secret of the 
*^ Law, which had lain hid from the begnming of the World 
^*to that time, and now was difooverd to take away the 
^^ Juft, Legal Power of the Kins, he wifhed there were not 
**fome other Secret (to be di&over'd when they pleafcd) 
^'for the ruin, and deftruAk>n of the Liberty of the Subjeft. 
*^lFor, he faid, there was no doubt if the Votes of both 
'^Houfes had any fuch Authority to make a new Law, it h^ 
^* the fame Authority to repeal the old^ and tben^what would 
^^ become of the long eftablifhed Rights and Liberties of 
^^the King and SubjeS, and particularly oi Magna Charts^ 
"would be eafily difcern'd by the moft ordinary Under* 
** ftanding. 

'^ H E faid, it was true, that he had ( out of tendernefs of 
" the Conftitution of the Kingdom, and care of the Law, 
^ which he was bound to defend, and being moft affiired of 
^^ the unjuftifiablenefs of the pretended Ordinance ) invited, 
*' and defired both Houfes of Parliament to fettle whatfoever 
" (hoiild be fit of that nature by Aft of Parliament. But was 
^' he therefore obliged to pafs wbatfocver flioiald . be brought 
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^ to bim of thftt kind? He did fay in his Anfwer to the Pe- 

^ tition of both Houfes prefented to bim at Tmrk the i£^ 

^'of MMT^b laft (and he hadfaid the fame in other paffiiges 

*^ before ) chat he always thought it neceffiury that the bu- 

^^ finds of Che Militia (hould be fettled, and that he never 

*^ denied the Thing, only denied the Way; and hefaidthe 

*^kAt ftill; and that fince the many Dilputes and Votes, 

'^upoB Lords Lieutenants and their Comroiffions ( which had 

^ not been begun by his Majefty, nor his Father ) had fo dif- 

^ Gountenaoced that Authority, which for many years toge- 

^^ ther was happily looked upon with reverence, and obedi- 

"ence by the People, hisMajefty did think it very necefl^ry, 

^^that fome wholefome Law ihould be provided tor tliat Bu- 

"fioefs; but he had declared in his Anfwer to the pretend- 

**ed Ordinance, that he expefied, that thatneceflary Power 

^ihould be firft invefted in his Majefty, before he confented 

''to transfer it to other men ; neither could it ever beima- 

^ gioed that he would confent that a greater Power fliould 

" be in the hands of a Subject, than he was thought worthy 

'' to be trafted with Himfelf. And if it (hould not be thought 

"fit to make anew k& or Declaration in the point of the 

^' Militia, he doubted not, but he (hould be able to grant (uch 

*^ Commiifions as (hould very legally enable thofe he trufted, j 

" to do all Offices for the peace and quiet of the Kmgdom, if \ 

^ any diftorbance (hould happen. i 

"But it was faid, he had been pleated to offer them a 
" Bill ready drawn, and that They, to exprefs their eameft 
" Zeal to correfpond with his defire, did pafs that Bill j and 
** yet all thatexprefEon of Afledion and Loyalty, all that ear- 
j^neft defire of theirs to comply with his Majefty, produced 
/ no better efieft than an abfolute denial, even of what by 
/his former Meflageshis Majefty had promifed ; and fo that 
^^Declaration, he faid, proceedeo, under the pretence of men- 
/tioning evil and wicked Councils, to cenfure and reproach 
/hisMajefty in a Dialed, that,- he -was confident, his good 
/Sul^efib would read, on his behalf, with much Indigna- 
^^tion. Bur, his Majefty faid, fure if that Declaration had 

*pafled the examination of both Houfes of Parliament, they 
^ would never have affirmed, that the Bill he had refufed to 

^pafs, was the fame he had (ent to them, or have thought 

**that his Meflage, wherein the diflerence, and contrariety 

^'between the two Bills, was (b particularly (et down, woqld 

''be Anfwer'd with the bare Averring them to be one and 
''the fame Bill: nor would they havedeclar'd, when hisex- 
''ceptions to the Ordinance y and the Bill, were (b notori^ 
''oufly known to all, that care being taken to give fatisfadi* 
*' on in all the.particulars he - had excepted againft in the Or- 
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'^dioftoce, be hadfouod New exceptions co the Bill ;> and yet 
'' chat very Pedaracion confefled, that his extepiioo to the 
''Ordinance was, that, in the difpofing and execudoo thercv 
"of, his Majefty was Excluded; and was not chat an express 
''rcafon, in his Anfwer, for his refufal of the Bill^ which 
" that Declaration would needs confute ? 

'*^BuT the Power was no other thim tofuppre(s RebeJJi- 
" on, Infurre^lion, and Forreign Invaiion ; and the Pcrfons 
'^ trufted, nq other than fuch as were nominated by the Great 
Council of the Kingdom, and aflented to by his Ma^c&y*. 
andth:y asked, if that were too Great a power to uuft 
'* thofe Perfons with ? Indeed , his Majefty faid , whiift 
'' fo great Liberty was ufed in Voting, and Declaring men to 
"be Enemies CO the Common- wealth ( a phrafe^hi* Majefty 
" fcarce underftood ) and in cenfiiring men for their Service, 
and Attendance upon his Maj:fty's Peribn, ai>d in his law- 
ful Commands^ great he :d muft be taken into what hands 
he committed fuch a Power to fupprefs Infurredtion, and 
Rebellion j and if Infurretfiion iind Rebellion h^d. found 
" other Definitions than what the Law had given, his Majefty 
'^ mufl: be fure that no Lawful power fiiouldjuflify thoicDe^ 
'' finitions : and if there were Learning found out to make & 
Joim Hothams taking Armes againft him, and keeping his 
Majefty's Town and Fort from him, to be no Trcaion or 
" Rebelhoii, he knew not whether a new Dilcovery might 
''not find it Rebellion in his Majefty to Defend Himlelf 
"from fuch Armes, and to endeavour to recover what was 
" fo taken from him y and therefore, he iaid, it conceru'd him,' 
" till the known Lawsof the Land were allow'd to be Judge 
'' between them, to take heed into what hands he conamitted 
"fuch power. 

"Besides, he asked, whether it could be thought, that 
" becaufe he was willing to truft certain Perfons, that he was 
"obliged to truft them inWhatfoever they were willing to 
" be trufted ? He faid, no Private hands were fit for fuch i 
"Truft i neither had he departed from any thing, in the 
" leaft degree, he hadoflFer'd or promifed before j though H^ 
"might with as much reafon have withdrawn his Truft 
"from fome Perfons, whom before he had accepted, as They 
" had done from others, whom they had recommended. For 
the power which he was charged to have committed tg par- 
ticular Perfons, for the fpace of fifteen years, by his Com* 
" mif&ons of Lieutenancy, it was notoriouily known that it 
" was not a power created by his Majefty , but continued 
" very many years, and in the moft happy times this King- 
"dom had enjoyed, even thofj of his renown'd Predecef- 
" [of$, Queen mtxMMh^ and his Father c^ happy memory ^ 
f ***aDd 
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<^ and whateFer Authority had been granted by thofe Com- 

^^ miffions, which had been kept in the old forros, the (ame 

c^was determinable athisMajeftys pleafure; and he knew 

^^ not , chat they produced any of tnofe Calamities^ which 

'^ might give his good Subjefts caufe to befo weary of them^ 

^^2S to run the hazard of fo much Mifchief, as thatBiU^ 

'^ which he had refufed^ might poffibly have produced. 

"For the Precedents ot former Ages in the CommifSons 

^^ of Anay, his Majefty doubted nor, but when any fiich had 

^^iSdedout, that the King's confent was always obtain'd, and 

^^ the Commiffions determinable at His plealure ; and then 

^^ what the extent of Power was,- would be nothing applica* 

" ble to that Cafe of the Ordinance. 

"But whether that Declaration had refuted his Majefty 's 
'^ reafons for his refu(al to pafs the Bili^ or no, it refohred, 
" and required all perfons in Authority thereby to put the 
^^ Ordinance in preient execution; and all Others to obey ic 
"according to the Fundamental Laws of the Land. But, his 
*' Majefty feid, He, whom God had trufted to maintain and 
" defend thole Fundamental Laws, which , he hoped, God 
^^ would blefs to fecure him, did declare, that there was no 
^^ Legal Power in either, orbothHoufes, upon any pretence 
" whatfoever , without his Majefty's confenr, to Command 
^^any part of the Militia of the Kingdom; nor had the like 
*^ ever been commanded by either, or both Houfes, fince the 
" firft foundation of the Laws of the Land ; and that the Exe- 
^^cution of, or the Obedience to that pretended Ordinance, 
^ wasagainft the Fundamental Laws of the Land, againft the 
" Liberty of theSubjeA, and the Right of Parliaments, and a 
" High Crime in any that fliould execute the fame : and his 
^'Majefty did therefore charge, and command all his loving 
"Subjects of what degree, or Quality foe vcr, upon their Al- 
^Wegiance, and as they tender d the peace of the Kingdom, 
" from thenceforth not to Mufter, Levy, or Array, or Sum- 
"mon, or Wain any of the Trained bands to rife, Mufter, or 
"March, by Virtue, or under Colour, of that pretended Or- 
^^ dinance : and to that Declaration, and Command of his Ma- 
'^jelly's, hefaid, he expe&ed and required a full Submiffion, 
^^ and Cibedience from all his loving Subjects, upon their Al- 
**legiance, as they would Anfwer the Contrary at their Pe- 
**rils, and as they tender*d the upholding of the True Pro- 
*^ teftant Religion, the fafcty of his Perfon , and his Royal 
'^Pofterity,the Peace, and being of the Kingdom. 

Notwithstanding thefe iharp Declarations f infiil- 
Ijble Symptoms of (harper AAions ) which were with equal 
diligence diiperfed by either fide among the People, fave that 
the Agents tor the Parliament took as much care to Supprefi

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the King's, as to PuUiflicbeirowi]) whtfeat the King's de- 
fire was tKac they mighc be both imparcially read and eza* 
mm'd) and to that porpofe alwap cauiM thofe fiom thePar-^ 
Ifament to be Printed with his own, Tliefhad dbe power 
aynd sictU to perfwade Men, who, but bj thtx perfwafion, oonld 
not have been Seduced, and widioatmlodi^ of whom they 
could have made bota very ibnry pragreis in mifijuef, ^dac 
^^ait would b^ well; that they were wdl affiired diae the 
^' tUng wookt , in the end, yield to what (hey defiied ; at 
^'leaft, that they Qiould prevail for a good Pirt, if notfer 
^ All, and that diere fliould be no War : though themfeWes 
well knew, thatthefiite waa too much Icindled, to be extio* 

fiiiflied without a flame, and made preparations aooordingly. 
or the raifing and procuring of Money ( befides the vaft 
Sums coUeded and contributed for JreUmdy whidi they (tif- 
butfcd very leifurely, the Supplies for that Kingdom, noc- 
withftanding the importunity and complaint from tlience, 
being not (Hfpatch'd diither , both in quantity and quality, 
with that Expedition as was i)retended ) they lent out very 
ftriCk Warrants for the gathering all thofe Sums of Monev, 
.which hadbeeo graated by any Billsof Subiidy, or PoIl*BilI ; 
inutile colledion of all which tnere had been great n^Iigence, 
l^robably that They might have it the more at tteir own 
difpofal in their Need ; by which they now leoover'd great 
Sums intt> their hands. For the raiGng of Men ( tboo^ it 
was not Yet time for them to avow tne raifing an Army) 
befides tlie difoofing the whole Kingdom to fubjedb them- 
felves CO their Ordinance of the Militia, and, by That, liftibg 
in all places Companies of Volumiers^ who would be ready 
when they were called, they made more haft than they had 
done in the Levies of Men, both Horfe and Foot, for the 
relief of Irtland, under Officers chofen, or approved by -Them- 
felves ; and propofed the raifing of an Army apart, of fix or 
eight thou(and, under* the Command of the Lord Whart^m 
( a man veryfaft to them) fot Afsmffer^ under the ftyleofthe ^ 
Adventurers Army, and to have no dependence upon, nor

T 9 1 s I>eclaradoi7) Printed, and appointed to be publiflied 
by the Sh$rij9s in cheir feveral Counties, in all the Market 
Towns within the Kingdom of EnglsmJ, and Dominion of 
Wtiesy was not more iniiended to th^ hearming of choTe who 
yrere impatient for a Reformation (who in truth had fo im- 
plidte a Faith in their Leaders, that they expeifted another 
niaoner of Reforipation than waspublickly prdmifed ) than to 
the lulling choT: atteep, who bcigup to be awake with the 
^pprehenfion of thatconfufion, t;bey apprehended from the pra- 
ftice ^qd licence, they iaw praA^ed againft the received Go- 
vernment, and Dodrine of theChurqh ; ana tO.be perfwad- 
ed, that iOfas time to oppofe chat Current.

abhorred^ and whatatfirftfeem'dProphane andltnpious to

The sAUm^ ^ND HOW they flicw'd what Confultation they meaot to 
kij*f 7)«. blve with Godly and Learned Divines, and what Reforma- 
viM$, tion they intended, by appointing the Knights and ^Burgeflles 
to bring in the Names of flich Divines for the feveral Coun- 
ties, as they thought fit to conftitute an Aflembly for the fram- 
ing a new Model for the Government of the Church, which 
was done accordingly \ thofe who were true Sons of the 
Church, notfo much as endeavouring the Nomination of So- 
ber, and Learned Men , abhorring fiich a Reformation, as 
begun with the Invafion , and Suppreffion of the Church's 
Rights in a Synods as well known as Mapta C^rta : and if 
any well afied:ed Member, not enough confidering the fcan- 
dal, and the confequence of that Violation, did Name an Or- 
thodox, and well reputed Divine, to affift in that Aflembly, 
it was Argument enough againft him, that he was Nomi- 
nated by a Perfbn in whom they had no Confidence ; and 
They only had reputation enough to Commend to this Con- 
fultation, who were known to defire the utter denoolifiiing of 
the whole Fabrick of the Church : fo that of about one hun* 
dred and twenty, of which that Aflembly was to cbnfii^ 
( though, by the recommendation oftwo or three Members of 
the Commons, whom they were not willing to difpleafe, and 
by the Authority of the Lords, who added a fmall h^mber 
to thofe named by the Houie of Commons, a few very Re- 
verend, and Worthy men were inierted j yet of the whole 
Number ) they were not above Twcntyj Who were not de- 
clared, and avow'd Enemies to theDoArtne, or DUdpUne of 
the Church of £sgi!ff»^^ fome of them infamous in their lives, 
and converfations ; and moft of them of very mean parts in 
Learning, if not ot Scandalous Ignorance ; aiid of no other 
reputation, than of malice to tbeChurph of England ^ fothat 
a. that 
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that Convention hath not fincepro4uced any thing, that might 
notl^hen reasonably have been expe&ed from it. . 

But that which gave greateft power, and ftrengtH to their 
growing FaAion, was the feverity they uied flj^ainft all tho(e, 
of what Quality or degree focvcr, who oppoied their Coun- 
fels, and Pjoceedii^. If any Lord, who had anyplace of 
Hcmoor, or Truft from the King, conciured not with them^ 
they nme an inquificion into the whole paflagea. of. lusOEe i . 
and if they cx>uld find no Fault, or no Folly ( iorao^/Levi-.^ 
ty, or Indifcretion, ferved for a Charge) to reproach him' wicH, , 
it wasenough ^^ diat they could loot Confide in him'; , Cq they 
threaicned the Earl of Pvrtlandy who with extraordiQary vi- 
vadcy crofled their Confultatioos, ^' .chat they wpuld remove 
"him fronv his Charge and Coverntpent of cne Ifle of Wight 
( which at laft they did JefiUia^ by committing him to Pri- 
ibn without fo much as affigning a Caufe ) and co that pur- 
pofe, objedted all the Ads of good fellowfliip^ all the waft, 
of Powder, and all the waft of Wine, in the drinking of 
Healths; and other A As of Jollity, whenever he liad been 
at his Government, from the firft hour of his entering upoti 
it : fo that the leaft inconvenience a man in their Disfavour 
was roexpeA, was to have his Name and Reputation ufed^ 
fotcwo or three hours, in the Houfeof Commons with what .. 
Licence and Virulency they pleafed. None were perfecuted 
with more rigour, than the Clergy ; whereof whofoever pub- 
lickly, or privately, cenfured their Anions, or fufpeded their 
Intentions, was either committed to prifon, or compelled to 
a chargeable and long Attendance, as inconvenient as Impri- 
fonment. And this meafure of proceeding was Equally, if 
not with more animofity, applied to thofe, who, in former 
times, had been looked upon by that Party with moft reve-* 
rjcnce. On the contrary, whoever Concurred, Voted, and 
Sided with them, in their extravagant conclufions, lee the in- 
famy of his former life, or prefent pradice be what it would 9 
his iojuftice and oppreflion never fo fcandalous, and notori-^; 
ous i He was received, countcnanc'd, and protcfied with mar- 
veilous demonftrations of Aflle&ion: fo that, between thofe] 
that Loved them, and thofe that FearM them, thofe thap did, 
not love the Church, and thofe that did not love fome Church- 
iQen^ thofe whom the Court had oppreflcd, and thofe who 
had helped the Court tp opprefs Qthers ; thofe tvho fear'd 
their Power, and thofe who fear'd their Juftice i their Par«t 
ty was grown over the Kingdom, but cfpecially in the City^ 
juftly Formidable.

fix Regiments , and under fuch CapHains iand* Colonels, as 
they had caufe to Confide in. At this firft triumpHanc Mu- 
tter, 
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fter, t^Membofs of both Houles appeared in gfpSi'^ -there ' 
bdnga Teqc purpofely fee up for chem^ and anEncertammeoc 
at c^ Cbair^e of cbe City to chc value of near a thoufaad 
poonds^ all Men prefumiog^ that this example of L^nJfm. 
witfafiiaiGereaiony and Soleinnjicy^ would be eafily followed 
throqgjbouc cbe Kingdom ; and many believiog^ cbey )ud 
oadCjOo fm-ill progi^s cowaxd^ the end tbey aimed at, by 
liavipg eiTgaged cbe very body of. the.City in a Guile equal to 
their ^0 : for chough they had before lUfficieot,. evidence of 
thelndinarjons of cbe Meaa> and Common People to them, 
aad reafop^e aflurance, that tliofe in Authority wputd hardly 
be able to qantain chem , yet, till this day > the/ had no 
ioftaoce of xhz Coiunirreoce pf ^p.City in an Atft e^^pre/sly 
ttidaw&l. But JQOW they prefumed all difEculcies were over; 
and fo ient their Diredioii3 to the Counties adjacent, fpeedily 
to exequte the Tame Ordinance; and appoinced all.'the Ma- 
gazines of ch^ feveral Counties of Evigiandiind Wales^ to fuch 
Cufto^ ^ .their Lord Lieutenants, or their Deputy Lieute- 
nants iboold appoint; and that notpnly the Counties' fi)ould 
inaesrfe tbofe Magazines to w)ut proportion fo^ver .they 
thougbt convenient, but that any private Perions,. that v^ere 
vfeU ASenfted, (bould fupply themfelves.with what Armes and 
Anununicion tbey pleafed* ,By which means, beQdes the 
King's Magazines, all which we^ipe in their pofleilion^ they 
caufed ^efat quantities of all .forts of Armes to be provided, 
and difpofed to fuch Places, and Perfons, as they thought 
fitted to be trufted ; eibecially in thofeFadious Corporations, 
which bad Lifted moft VoJunticTS for .their JJeryioQ. . 

The King now faw the Scorm ^coming apace upon him; 
that (noiwUhftanding hisProqlarnation publiihed againft the 
Ordinance. of the Militia, in which he fet down the Laws and 
Statutes, which were infringed thereby , and by which the 
execution of that Qrdin^ncp would be no lefe than High 
Treason) .the Votes, and Declaration of both Houses "that 
" thofe Pf odanutions were illegal, and that thofe Afls of Par- 
"liaroeptsjCQuld not Controle the Afts, and Orders of both 
"Houfes (.which the Subjc^ were, by the Fundamental 
"LwjS of the.Kingdom> to pbey ) prevailed fo far^ that obe- 
dient was given to rhemj that he was fo far from beiiig 
like to have Hull reftored to him, that the Garrifbn the(:e 
daily iQcrea(ed, and. forced the Country to fubmit.to fuch 
Conjmandg, as they pjeafed.to lay on them; and that Srjoim 
f^iam.wiais more likely to be able to Take Tork^ than his 
Majefty to Recover HuB; he thought it, therefore, high tim^, 
'>y their example, to put himfelf into a pofture of Defence; 
tne Dapger being mucin more imminent to his Majefty, thap 
to thofe who had begot that Ordinance. Hereupon, at a

ftiir riffde'd ih:rei and the Faftious Party of the County, 
' which was inflamed, and governed by them) e^prefled ^ great 
•alajcrity to comply with his Majeftys defire. in whatfoever 
. fliould bQ propoied to thchi ; and a fenfe, **that they thought 

** a fufficlent Guard was very neceflfery for the Security of his 
:'*Maj<^ftyyperfon. Heteupdn, the King appointed fuch 
Gwitfcrtierf as were willing, tdLift themfelves into a Troop 
of Hbrfe/and made the'Pdnec.of H^iSfx thbir Caritaitir; and 
roade .choice of one Regifnent 6f the TrainMbands, confift- 
ing of about Bx hundred, whom he caufcd, everjSatitrdayj to 
be paid at his 'own Charge ^ when he had little more in his 
Coffers, thati would defray the weekly Expence of his Table: 
and this Troop, with this Regiment, was the Guard of his 
Perfoni it being (irft declared by his Majefty, ** that no Per- 
**fon ibouldbe fuffer'd, either in the Troop, or the Regi- 
"ment, who did not, before his Admiffion into Ae Service, 
^^ take the Oaths of Allegiance, and Supremacy '; that fo he 
might be free from the icandal of entertaining Papifb for his 
Security. 

But this caution would not ferve ; the Fears and Jealoufies 
were capable of no other Remedies, than fuch as were pre- 
icribed by thofe Phyficians, who were praAiced in the Difeafe. 
Aflbon as the intelligence was arrived at Urnd^my that the 
KingaduaUy had a Guard f though the Circumftances were 
as well known that were ufed in the raifing it) both Houies 
pubUlhed thefe three Votes, and diiberfed them :

T H E s K Jufty Vote« they fent to the King to Ttfri^ together 
with a Ihort Petition, in which they told hiih, ^ - 

"Thax his Loyal Sutgefts^.tbe Lords aodCooimoDS ioT&#f»i 
Pariiament did humbly reprefent unto hisjM^jc;^^ that not-*^*"^' '*"'• 
withftanding his frequeat profeffion^to hift^litfqertt, ^<i^lX%^]^

Itlegree, woand himfelf out of that LabyriAt!h,'1n wlifcfi.' four 
P Months before, they had involved him, with their Privileges, 
^' Yeats, and Jealoufies j but had even fo well infbrmed the 
Pwpi^ tiiat they begun to qucftion both their Logtck and 
tbetrLaw,* and tofufpeft^and cenfure the improVemenr, and 
gradation of thcirFears, and the extent, and latitude of their 
Priviicges y and that they were not only denied i>y the King, 
what they required, but that the King's Reafons of hit -de- 
nial made very many coniclude the unrcafonableneTs of, tfceir 
AwQMvds : I fay, it may feem ftrange, that thefe Men'could 
entertain the hope, and confidence to obtrude fuch-^DttU* 
utioti, and Vote, upon the People,' « that the Kidgdid -in- 
"tend to naake War againft • the Parliament ; when they 
were fo far from apprehending, that he would be able to get 
an Anny to difturb them, that they were rooft aflured, he 
would riot be able to get Bread to fuftaln Himfelf th We 
Months, without fubmitting ali his Counfcls to their Con- 
duft, and Controle i and that the offering to impofe it, dU 
xiot awaken the People to m indignation, which- might have 
confounded them : for, befide« their Prefumption in endea- 
vouring to Search, what the Scripture it CAf told them was 
Dnfeaichable, the Heart of the Ring; the very Law of rhe 
Land, whofe defence they pretended, makes no conclofian of 
tte intention of the meaneft Subjeft, in a mamr Of the hlgh- 
cft, and tendered Confideration, evenTreafon itfelf againft 
the Life of the King, without fome overt, unlawfal Ad, 
from whence, and other circumftances, the ill intention may 
be reafonably made appear ; ' and therefore, to declare that 
t\icKing intended to make War againft hi« Parliannent, when 
he had neither Ship, Harbour, Armes nor Money, and knew 
not how to get any of them, and when he ofler*d to Grant 
any thing to them, which they could pretend a iuftifiable rea- 
fon for asking, was an undertaking of that future, that 
evcQ the Almightincfs of a Parliament might havb deq)air'd 
tofacceed in. 

But, notwithftanding all tht«, they very well knew what 
^ did, and underftood what infinite advantage that Vote 
wonld ( as it did ) bring to them; and that a Natural way 
would never bring them to their unnatural end. The Power 
^Reputation of Parliament , they belie v'd, would impli- 
citly prievail over many ; and ama2.e and terrify others from 
diipating , or cenfuring what they did , and upon what 
grounds they did it. The diflSculty wa$, to procure the judge- 
'peot of.Pailiament ; and to incline thofe different Conftltu- 
tions, and different Aficflions, to fuch a Concurrence, as the 
Hgement might not be difcredited, by the number of the 
pifetKeri ^ nor wounded, or prejudged by the Reafons, and

vhkh the main building may fubuft. So, in the cate of xbeAff- 
lilja, an imminent dao^ muft be firft Cupfolbd'p by wUch 
the Kii^om is in appamt hazard, and then* eke King's xe- 
. fufid to apply any remedy i^gsdoft that danger, bcibre the two 
Houfes woMid pretend to the Power of diipofing chat Militia : 
icMqg too riaiculousto have pretended the natural and or- 
dinar y JuriOiftton over it : but» in cafe of dao^er, and dao- 
CerTo immloeat, that die ufiiai recourfe woulcTnot iierve tbe 
cum, and for ^ iaving of a Kingdom, which tntilt other- 
wife be loi^) many Good Men thought it was reafbnable to 
apply a very Extraordinary prevention, without insagining 
inch a fuppofitkiB might poffibly engage them in anyiixtioo, 
contrary to. iheir own Inclinations; and, wichooc doubc, 
very many who frankly Voted; that imminent neqeflity, were 
iddvcied to it, as an Aigument, that the King (hould be there- 
fore importun'd to confent to the ^Sccrlemenc ; which would 
not b9fft $ffw^d fo neoe(&ry a Requeft, if the occaiion had 
:iK)t been Inqportant; never fufpeOing, that it would have 
been improyed into an Aigument to them, to adventure the 
doing it without the King's conient And it is .not here ^fl- 
feafooable ( how merry toever it may fecm to he ) as an in- 
ftanee of the'Incogitancy^ and Inadvertency of thofe kind of 
Votes and Trania&ions, to remember that the firft Refeltt- 
tion of the Power of the Militia being grounded upon a Sup- 
'pofiiion of an imminent neceffity, the Ordinance firfi &fl^ 
up, from Che Commons, to the Lords, for the execution of 
the Militia, exprefled an^wMsf neceffity ; whereupon, Some 
Lords, who underftood the difference of the word^ and tto 
an eminent neceffity might be fqpplied by the ordinary pro- 
vifion, which, poffibly, an immimnt neceffity might not lately 
attend, defired a Conference with the Commons, for the 
Amendment : which, I remember, was at laii, with great 
difficulty^ confenced to : many ( who, I prefume, are not yet 
grown up tO; conceive the di&rence ) fumofing it an unoe- 
cefliiry contention for a Word, and fo yielding to them, for 
£iViiip; of time, rather than difpute a thing which to them 
feem d of no great moment. 

The IN who contriv'd this Scene, never doubted, but ot- 
ter a Refohition what was to be done upon a Suppofed tie- 
ceffity, they ftould eafily, when they found it conveoient,

notabk leputarion , or hia Gortefpdndence j and always to 
have o;^ed That that Was of fiicfa an Allay, ai, in truth, did 
opertoe upon the>^aj(»r pare* So, in the Cafe upoo which 
weooirdifooorie, if they had, in the moft advantagoout Ar* 
cicfe of their fury, profeiled the raifing an Army agaioft the 
King, there was yet that reTicrenoe toMajefty, and Uklc Spi- 
rit of Sobjeftion and Aitegiance in .moft Men, that chey would 
bave looked upon it with Oppofition^ and Hocroar : but De* 
fenfive Armes were more plaufible DiTihity, and if the King 
(houid oosmntt fiich an Outrage, ais to levy War againft tm 
Parliameht, to (feftroy the Rdigiott, Laws, and Libeity of 
the Kingdom, Good men were perfwaded, that fiich a refi- 
ftance might be made, as might prefem the Whole ; and he 
that wouM have argued againft thisThcfis, befides the Imper« 
tineacy of argomg againU a iimpoGtkin^ that* was not like to 
be R(^ and m which the Gorntpc confideracbn of Safety 
feem'dto bribe moft Men, could never efirape the cenfiire oif 
promottng Tynmiy, and lawlefs Dominion. Then to tn- 
dioe Men to conoir in the Dedaratton '^ of the King's In- 
^^tCDttoi! to make War againft the Parliament , they were 
peifiraded it might hav^e a Good, and Could hmc no til e^

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confemed that the King intended to make War agunft the 
Parliameor, that when he Ihould Do it, he bad hrokeii his 
Oath, and diflolved his Government ^ and , tiiat wha&)eyer 
fliould affift htm weic Traitors j I iay, how eaiy was it to 
perfwadeThacman, that he was oblif^ to defimd the Par- 
liament 'r no endeavour to uphold That Govenunent ; and to 
refift Tbofe Traitors ? and, whofoever confiders that the na- 
ture of men, eQiecially of men in Authority, is indino/ la- 
ther toGommit two erroars, than to Retraft on^ will not 
marvel, that from this Root of unadvUednefs, (b main, and 
tall Branches of mifchief have proceeded. And therefore, it 
were to be wiflied, that thoie who have the honour to be 
trufled io PuUick Confultations, were indued with fo much 
natural I^iOgick, to difixm theconiequences of every pnblick 
A^ and Conduiion ; and with fo much Gonfcience and 
Courage, to watch the firft impreffions upon their underftand- 
ing aiM compl^anoe : and that, neither out of the Imperti- 
nency of the thu|^, which men are all aft to conclude out of 
itnpatiency of diif^h; or out of Stratagem to make men 
Odious (as in this Parliament many forbore to oppofe unrea- 
fona|rie. reiblutions, out of an opinion that they would make 
th^ contrivers Odious) or upon any other (though ieemiog 
never fo Politick ) con6deration8 , they confent not to any 
Proportions, by which Truth orjuiliceare invaded. lam 
confident, with very good Warrant, that many men have, 
from their Souls, abtorred every Article of this Rebellioo y 
and heanily deprecated the miferies, and deiblation wehave 
fofier'd by it , who have Themfelves, with great aLaaity 
and induttry , contributed to, if not contrived , thoic very 
Votes and Ucniclufions, from whence the Evils they abhor, 
have moft naturally and regularly flowed, and been cieduced ; 
and which they could not reafonably, upon their own conccl- 
fions, oontradid: and oppofe. 
* B u T to conclude, a roan (hall not unproficably fpeud his 
contemplation, that, upon this occafion, confiders the mediod

Liberty of the One, made ufe of for the deftroying the Rights 
bf the other : Only that of the Pialmift is yec Inyerted; for 
many of thofe, who were the Principal makers of (he firft 
Pit, are fo far from falling into it, that they have been the 
chiefeft Diggers of the fecond Ditch^ in which fo many have 
been confounded. 

Thoug H they had yet no real Apprehenfion, that the King 
woold be able, in the leaft degree^ to raife a Force againft 
them, yet they were heartily enraged to find that he lived 
more like a King, than they wifliedhe (hould ^ that there was 
fo great refbrc to him from all partff ; and that whet^as little 
more than two Months before, his own Servants durft hardly 
avow the waiting on him, Now the chief Gentlemen of aU 
Counties Travelled to him, to tender their Service j which im- 
plied a Difapprobat ion at leaft, if not a Contempt of the two 
Houfes carriage towards him. Therefore, to prevent this 
mtfchief, they eafily found exception to, and information a*> 
gainft, fome Perfons, who had reforted to Tcrk^ whom they 
fcntthe Serjeant of the Houfe of Commons to apprehend, and 
bring them before the Houfe as Delinquents, to Anfwer fiKit 
matters, as (hould be objeded againft them. lathisNum* 
ber there was one Beckwith^ a Gentleman of t^k^jkhre^ who, 
^SfJohnHotham had fent them word, had endeaveur'd td 
corrupt fome Officers of the Garrifon to deliver HmU up to the 
King; this they declared to be a very heinous crime, and 
licde lefs than High Treafon, and therefore concluded htm a 
Delinquent, and to be lent for to attend them : it was thought 
ftrangely ridiculous by Sranders by, that S'Jetm HifiSam 
Ihould be juftify'd for keeping the Town againft the King, 
and another Gentleman be Voted a Delinquent for defigning 
to recover it to it's Allegiance j and.that 1 hey, who, but few

foiv'd, and publifhed their Reblution in Print (a^ they did

^* T K g King, ^9y faid, had been pleated to Dilavow the 
^^aving. any w«i eviiCounfcl or CounfeUors as were men- 
** tion'd m tfieir Declaration, to Sis Knowledge; and they 
•* held it Aeir Dijty htasbly to Ai^bw there were fudi , or 
^elfetbey muft (ay, that all the ill things done of late in his 
^ Majefty'fi natiie^ liad bcoti done byHimfclf ; wherein they 
^ (hould neithdr ^llow the Direction of the Law, nor the at- 
f* fedion of theiir o^vn Hearts, which was, as muchas might 
^he, to crle^r, ^ia (fajcfty from all imputation of Mtigbvernr 
"** ifacnt, aijd to Jay. the 'fault upoii' bis Mniftcrs. Tbe&ire 
** accufing of fix Members of Parliament; the juftifyiiig M' 
^^^ Atturney in that faOe accufation ; the violent comii^ to the 
^Houfe of Commons j the denial pf.the Militia; Jpfa^. Iharp 
"^ M60ag^t6 both Hpufes, co'ntrajy to the cuftoms brfbrmer 
** Kings^j the long and remote Aolehce of his Majcfty from 
"Parliament;; ,thp tovy.an^.. wrongful Taxes upon both 
f* Houies ;' the cnpriihing' and (^ntepai^cing a diKontented 
•* Party in the Kingdom againfttKcm, were certainly the fruits 
y^ of very evil Counfels^apt to put the kingdom into aCbmbsb- 
*^ (lion, tohipder the fupplies odrtkfut, and to countenake 
^ the Prpceecjings and pretenfions of the Rebels there : gnd 
*^ the Authors of Ihefe evil Counfels, they conceived, muft 
Zfpeeds be known to his Majefty ^ and Kli^y hoped ^eir la- 

Jf bouring 
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'^ boaring with his Majefty, to have chofe difbovered and 
^^broughc to a juft Ceofiue^ would not lb much wound his 
'^ Honour in the opinion or his goodSubjeds, Ashi^labour* 
'^ ing to preferve and conceal thtzn. 

*^ A N D whercAS his Majcfty had faid. He could wilh that 
*' his own immediate Aftbns which he avow'd, and his own 
'^Honour might not be (b roughly ceqfured under the com* 
'^ men Style of evil Counfellors y they faid , that they could 
'^alTo heartily wiih that thev had not caufe to make that Stylo 
^^fo common ; but how often, and undutifuUy tbcvexj thofb 
<< wicked Counfellors (hould fix their Dishonour upon tho 
*^ King by making hisMajefty the Author of thofe evil Adti-* 
'^ ons, wnich were the efibos of their own evil Counfels, 
'^ They his Majefty*s Loyal and Dutiful Subjeds could ufe no 
^^ other Style, according to that Maxim o^ the Law, th Ka^ 
*^can do »0 ourmr ^ but if ^ny ill were committed in matter 
'^of State, the Council ^ if in matter of Judigej the Judges 
** muft anfwer for it. 

^^ T H £ Y faidy They had laid no Charge upon his Majefty, 

'^ which (hould put him upon that Apology, concerning hia 

^^ faithful and zealous ASedion for the Proteftant Profeffion ; 

'^ neither did hisMajefty endeavour to clear thoie in greateft 

^^ Authority about him, by whom they bad faid that defigQ 

^^ had been potently Carried on for divers years ; and they 

'^ rather wiflied that the Mercies of Heaven, than the Judge-* 

^^ menoL might be manifefted upon them ; but that ther^ hid 

^^ been uich, there were fuch plenci^ and frequent Evidences, 

** that they believ'd there was none, either Proteftant or Pa- 

** pift, who had had any reafonable view of the Paflages of 

'^ later Times^ but, either in fear or hope, did expeft a fud- 

" dain ifliie of that Defign. 

''They faid. They had no way tran(gre(&d againft the 
^ ASt of Oblivion, by remembring the intended War againft 
^Scotlandy as a Branch of that Uefign to ^Iter Religion by 
^ thofe' wicked Couofels, from which God did then delivef 
^'them, which they ought never to forget. 

''That the Rebellion in luUmd w^ framed and che<» 
^^ riihed by the Popiib, and Malignant Party in England^ was 
^ not only affirro'd by the Rebels, but, they faid. might be 
"dear'd by many other proofs : the fame Kebelfious Prin« 
" ciples of pretended Religion, the fame politick Ends were 
"apparent in both, and their malicious Defigns and Pra&ices 
" were maiqued, and difguifed with the fame falfe colour of 
'^ their earneft Zeal to vindicate his Majefty s Prerogative, 
" from the fuppofed oppreffion of the Parliament. How much 
^' thofe Treacherous Pretences had been countenanced, by 
^' fome evil Council about his Majefty, might appear in this,

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•**th^t tbeProdafnatfon, whereby they were declared Trai- 
^*rorsf, vj^s fo lotig withheld, ai to the fecond o^ January^ 
** though the Rebellion broke forth in OBoher before, and 
**then no.qoore ti)^ for^y Copies appointed to be Printed; 
^ with a'fpectaf C6mmand from his Majeftv not to exceed i&^t 
** number J and that none of them (houfd be publifh'd, till 
**hisMajefty's Pieafurewasforther fignify'd, as by the War- 
*• rant appears^ a true Copy whereof was annex'd to th?5 De- 
"claration ; fo that a few only oauld take notice of it ; whkA 
•*Was made more obfervable, by the late contrary Proceedr 
^' ings agaihft the Scats^ who were in a very quick and fharp 
** manner Proclaimed; and thofc Proclamations forthwith 
f ' difperfed, with %i much diligence as might be, throughout 
•^all t)>c Kingdom, andorder'd to be read in all Churches, 
** accompanied with Publick PfayeVs, and Execrations.* An- 
•* other Evidence of favour and coutitenance to the Rebels in 
^* fome of Power about his Majefty, was this, thac they had 
*'put forth, in his Majcfty's Name, a cauilefs complaint a- 
^^gainft the Parliiiment, which fpeakesthe fame Language of 
*' the Parliament which the Rebels do, thereby to raife a bc- 
*' lief in Men's minds, that his Majefty's Affedions were alic- 
*'nated, as'^ell as his Perfon was removed, from that his 
** Great Council. All which, they fatd, did exceedingly re- 
^ tard the fopplies of Irehmdy and more adv^npe the Pro- 
**ceedings of tne Rebels, than anyjealoufy or Mifapprehen- 
♦* fion begotten in his Subjefts, by the Declaration of the Re- 
^*bels, InjunSion of "Rifitt'ty or Information *jf Trifiram 
^^Whetc9mh'^ fothat, confiJering the prefent State and Tem- 
'^'per of both Kingdoms, his Royal Prefence was far more 
'' neceflary; here^ than it could be in Irehmd^ for redemption 
*' or proteflipn of h?s Subjefts there. 

"And whether there were caufe of his Majefty's gieat 
*^ Indignation, for being reproached to have inttoded Force 
"or Thrcatbing to the Parliament, they defired tfaech'tp con- 
** fidcr who fliould read their Declaration, in which there 
** was no word tending to any fuch repfoacfa j and tertainly, 
"they faid,. they had been more tender of his Majefty's 
*' Honour in that point, than he, whofbever he wa.% that did 
" write that Declaration ; where, in kis Majefty's Name, he 
" did call God to witnefs, he never had any fuch Thought, 
"or knew of any fuch Refolution of bringing up the Army j 
^^ which truly, they faid, would feem ftrange toihofe, who 
** fliould read the Depofition of M' G^rhtgj the Information 
^'of M' Piercy^ and divers other Examinations of M' Tf^lmet^ 
** M' PoUdrd, and others j the other Examination of Captaii^ 
^^Ijfgy S^ yacah Afikjy and S' J^bn C(myers\ and confider 
^^ the condition and nature of the PetitioD, which was fenc 
* • "unto 
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" unto S» yac9^ ^Ifley, under the approbation of C. R. which 
^ his Majcfty had now acknowledged to be his own Hand ; 
*'and, being full of Scandal to the Parliament, might have 
^^ proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom , if the Army 
^^ ihoald have interpofed betwixt the Kmg and them, as wai 
^^defired. 

^'They did not affirm that his Majefty's Warrant was 
^granted for the Paflage of M^Jerfiyn, after the defire of 
'^bodi Houfes for reftraint of his Servants; but only that he 
"did pais over, after that reftraint, by virtue of fuch a War- 
" rvit. They knew the Warrant bore date the day before 
" their deiire ; yet, they faid, it fcem'd ftrange to thcfe, who 
" knew how great refpcd and power W^itmjn had in Court, 
^ that he (bould begin his Journey in fuch haft, and in Ap];)a- 
*^rt\ fo unfit for Travel, as a black Sattin Suit, and white 
** Boots, if his going away was defign'd the day before. 

''Thb Accufation of the Lord Kimholtony and the five 

"Members of theHoufe of Commons, was called a breach of 

"Privilege ; and truly fo it was, and a very high one, fer 

*^ above any fatisfadlion that had been yet given ; for, they 

" asked, how it could be faid to be largely fatisfy'd, fo long 

*' as his Majcfty laboured to prcferve M' Atturacy from punilh- 

" meiu:^ who was the vifible Aftor in it? So long as his Ma- 

"jeftyhad not only juftify'd him, but by his Letter declared, 

"that it was his Duty coaccufe them,and that he would have 

" puniihed him, if he had not done it ? So long as thofe 

" Members had not the means of clearing their Innocency, 

" and the Authors of that malicious Charge were undifcover'd, 

" though both Houies of Parliament had feveral times Pcti- 

" tion'd hisMajefty to difcover them, and that, not only upon 

" the grounds of Common Juftice, but by Aft of Parliament, 

" his Majefty was bound to do it ? So long as the King rc- 

^^ fufed to pafs a Bill for their difcharge, Pledging that the 

"Narrative in that Bill was agaioft his Honour^ whereby he 

'^ feem'd ftill to avow the Matter of that falfc and fcandalous 

" Accufation, though he defcrted the Profccution, oflfering 

" CO pafs a Bill for cheir Acquittal ; yet with intimation that 

" they muft defert the avowing their own Innocency, which 

" would more wound them in Honour, than fecure them ia 

*^Law ? And in Vindication of that great Privilege of Parlia- 

"ment, they did not know that they had invaded any Privi-^ 

^^ lege belonging to his Majefty, as had been alledg'd in that 

"Declaraqon. '~ 

^'BuT, they faid, they looked not upon that only in the 
" notion of a breach of Privilege, which might be, though the 
"Accufation were true or falfe^ but under the notion of a 
^^ h«iqous Crime in the Acturney, and all other Subjeds, who 

M m 4 " had 
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'^ bad a Hand in h ; aCrime agaloft the Law of Nature, a- 
^* gainft the Rules of Jufttce j that Innoocnt Men flioakl be 
^^ charged with fo great an Ofllence aS Treafoo, in the face dF 
^'ehe hh^heft Judicatory of the Kloftdom, whereby their Livw 
'* and Ejftates , thetr Blood and Honour were eadan^erV^ 
'^without Wicnefs, without Evidence, without all pofflv* 
^^ lity of Reparation in a legal Gourfe ^ yet a Crime of fiicfa 
^amtin-e, that his Majefty's Command can no more War- 
^rant, than it can any other Ad of Injuftice. Thefe iaogs 
^ which were evil in their own Nature, fuch as a fidfeTtfi- 
^' mony or ftdfe Accufatioo, could not be the fubjedt of uif 
^ Command, or induce any obligation of Obedience upon any 
^ Man, by any Authority whatibever : therefore the Attur- 
^ney, in that caie^was bound to have refilled to execute fiich 
^ a Command, unfefi he had feme fuch Evidence orTcfti- 
^'mony, as might have Warranted him againft the Parties, and 
^ be lyable to make fatisfaAion if it fliouM prove fiilfe ; and it 
•* was fufficienly known to every Man, and adjudg'd in Par- 
^ Hament, that the King coukl be neither the Relator, Infor- 
^ mer, or Witncfs. If it (faould reft as it was, without further 
^ fatisfadton, no future Parliament could be fafe, but that 
^ the Members might be taken, and deftroy'd, at pleafure ; 
•* yea the very principles of Government, and Juftice wcndd be 
^ in danger to be diflblved. 

^ T H £ T {aid, they did not conceive, that Numbers did 
^make an Aflembly unlawful, but when either the end, or 
^^ manner of their carriage (hould be unlawful. Divers juft 
'^occaCons might draw the Citizens to ffyimfn/hr; wnsre 
**many publick and private Petitions, and other Caufes were 
^' depending in Parliament ; and why that flxnild be found 
**more faulty in the Citizens, than the rcfort every day in the 
" Term of great Numbers to the ordinary Courts of Juftice, 
"they knew aot: that thoft Citizens were notorioufly pro- 
^ voked, and al&ulted at Wkfinumfiir by Colonel Lmsfrrd^ 
^ Captain Hfi^y and others, and by fome of the Servants of 
*^ the Arch-Bifnop of Torky was fufficiently proved ^ aod that 
" afterwards they were more violently wounded, and mofl: 
•^ barbaroufly mangled with Swords, by the Officers and Sol- 
^* diers near T0fHe^l^U, many of them being without Wca- 
^ pons, and giving no caufe of diftaft, was likewiie proved 
**by feveral Tcftimontes; but of any Scandabus or Seditious 
" Mifdemeanours of Theirs, that might give his Majeft v good 
"caufe to fuppofe his own Perfon, or thofe of his Royal Con- 
**forc or Children, to be in apparent danger, they had no 
^* proof ever offered to either Houfe; and if diere had been 
^ any complaint of that kind« it was no doubt tiie Houfcs 
^ would hare been as forward to joyn in an Order, for the

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<' iuppreffing of fiidi Tumqlc8>^a8 chey were, not io9g bcSare, 
<^ upoa anochcr occafion, when (hey made an Order to t(iac 
c^ purpofe ; inrtiercas thofe CMSoers and Soldiers, which com* 
<^ nmred that Vicrienoeupoo fo many of the Citizens at Jfi^r- 
<< Htff, were cherifhed and fofter'd in his Majefty's Houfe ; 
<^ and wfaea^ not long after, the Common Council of Lotui^m 
(' prdenced a Petition to his Majefty for Reparation of thofe 
^injuries, his Majefty's Anfwer was , without hearing the 
^pn3of of the Complaints, that if any Citizen were wounded 
<^or ill entreated, his Majefty was confidently alTured, chat ic 
(^happeaVi by tlieir own evil, and corrupt Demeanours. 

^ T H£ ¥ tosdj they hc^)ed, it couM not be thought con- 
" trary to the Duty and Wifdom of a Parliament, if many con- 
^^ carriage and frequently reiterated, and renew'd Advertife* 
'^ ments from lUme^ Vemce^ Fsris^ and other Parts; if the Sol- 
'Midtattons of the Pope's Nuncio, and their own difconcenc- 
<^ed FugtttTes, did make chem jealous, and watchful for the 
*' fafety of the State : and they had been vtxy careful to make 
'^ their exprefEons theraof (q eafy, and (o plain to the Caps- 
^^ctty and XJnderftanding of the People, that nothing might 
*^ juftW fttck with them, with Refleftion upon the Perfon of 
'^ ins Majefiy : wherein they appealed to the judgement of any 
^^ indifterent Perfon, who (bould read and perufe their own 
** words. 

" T H B y faid, they muft niaintain the ground of their Fears 

^ to be c^ that moment, that they could not difcharge the 

^ Trufi: and Duty that lay upon them, unlefs they did anply 

^^ themfclves to the ufe of thofe means, to which the Law 

'^had enabled them in cafes of that nature, for the neceflary 

"Defence of the Kinsdoro; and as his Majefty did grad- 

" oi^fly declare, that the Law ilioukl be the raeafure of his 

^* Power ; ib did they moft heartily profcTs, that they flioukl 

<^ always make it the Rule of their Obedience. Then they 

^' obferved, that there were certain Prudent Omiffions in hia 

*^Majefty*s Anfwer; and faid, that the next pcnnt of their 

^VDeclaration, was, with much caution, artificially pafled over 

"by him who drew his Majefty's Anfwer; it being indeed 

*' theFoundadon of all Their Mifery, and his Majefty's Trou- 

^^ hie, that he was pleafed to hear general Taxes upon his Par- 

^Miament, without any particular Charge, lo which they 

*^ might give iatisfaAion; and that he had often conceived 

^pilpleafore againfi particular Perfons , upon Misinforma- 

''tion; and although thofe Informations had been dearly 

^^proved to be &Ife, yet he would never bring the Accui^s 

'^ to queftion ; which did lay an impoffibility upon honeft Men 

^^ of clearing themfel ves, and gave an encouragement to falfe, 

*' and onwimfay Perfons lo trouble him with untrue and 

"ground- 
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^groundldf Informarioifs. Three particulars Atf had oeo- 
^ cion'd In cheir DedantcioD, which the PeoMr of his Ma- 
^ jeft/s Anfwer had good caufe to omit : the words tappokA 
^co nave been fpoken at Kemfirngtm-y the pretended Artides 
'* againft the Queen } and the groundlefs AocufittioQ of cbe 
''fix Members of Parliament ^ there being nothing to be £ud 
** in Defence, or Denial of any of them. 

''Concerning his Majefty*! defire to jojnwkbba 
'' Parliament, and with his faithful Subjefts^ iui defeooe of 
'' Religion, and the Publick goodof theKii^dom^ ^ fakl, 
'' they doubted not he would do it fully, whea evil Con&- 
'' feilors (hould be removed from about him ^ and until that 
^fhould be, as they had ihew'd before of words, b maft 
'' they alfo fay of Laws, that they could not Acuie them : 
^'witnds the Petition of Right, which had been foUow'd 
'' with fiich an Inundation df illegal Taxes, that they had jo/l 
^ caufe to think, that the payment of eight hundred and twen- 
^ ty thoufand pounds, was an eafy burthen to the Gommoa- 
.^ wealth in exchange of them ^ and they oould not but juftly 
'' chmk, that if there were a continuance of flidi ill Coun- 
'' feilors, and Favour to them, they would, by ibme wkkcd 
*' device or other, make the Bill for the Triennial ParliamcDC, 
^^and thofe other exoelicno Laws mention'd in his Majefiy'i 
''Declaration, of leis value than words. That excellenc Bill 
- ' for the continuance of this Parliament, they iaid, was to oe- 
'^ ceOary, that without it, they could not have raiusd £i great 
'^ Sums of Money for the Service of bis Majefty and the Com- 
'^mon wealth, as they h?.d done, and without which the ruifl 
'^ and deftrudion of the Kinedom, muft needs have followed : 
** and, they were refolved, the gracious favour <rf his Majefty, 
^' exprefled in that Bill, and the advantage and fecurity wliich 
^' thereby they had from being Diflblv'd, fhoukl not eocoo- 
'^ rage them to do any thing, which otherwiie^had not beeii 
** fit to have been done. And they were ready to make it 
** good before all the World, that though his Majefty ted 
'* parted many Bills very advantageous for the Subjed, yet in 
** none of them had they bereaved his Majefty of any iuft> 
*' neceftary, or profitable Prerogative of the Crown. 

**THEy faid, they fo earneftly defired his Majcfty's R^ 
** turn to Lomhm^ for that upon it, they conceived, depcod- 
^* ed the very Safety, and Being of both his Kingdoms : and 
** therefore they muft proteft, that as for the time paft, nei- 
"ther the Government of Iieiii/(ns,nor any Laws of the Land, 
** had loft their Life and Force for his Security, fo for the fu- 
*'turethey (hould be ready to do, or fay any thing, that 
^ might ftand with the Du^t or Honour of a Parliament 
f ^ which might raile a mutual Confidence between his M^/^ 
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^ and them, as they did wifh, and as the AflairsoftheKing- 
'^dom did require. 

*5Th0s fat, they faid, the Anfwcr to that, which was 

"called his Majeftv's Declaration, had led them. Now they 

"came to that, wnich was emkuled his Majefty's Anfwer to 

"the Petition of both Houfes, prefcnted to him at Tark the 

«26t^ dl March i6^x. In the beginning whereof, his Ma-' 

'^jefty wifhcd, that their Privileges on all parts were fo ftated, 

"that That way of Gorrcfpondency might be prefervcd with 

" that Freedom, * which had been ufed of old. They faid, 

*' ihey knew nothing introduced by them, that gave aiiy Im- 

" pediment thereunto j neither had theyaffirm'd their Privi- 

"reges to be broken, when his Majefty denied them any 

"thing, or gave a Reafon why he could not grant it j or 

"tbattnofe, who advifed fuch Denial, were Enemies to the 

" Peace of tbe Kingdom, and Favourers of the Ir^ Rebel- 

"lion y in which Afperfion, that was turn'd to a general AA 

"/ertion, which, in their Votes, was applied to a particular 

" cafe J wherefore they muft maintain their Votes, that to 

"cootiadid that, whicn both Houfes, in the Queftion con- 

" ceming the Militia , had declared to be Law, and G>m- 

" mand it fbould not be obeyed, is a high breach of Privilege, 

^'and that thofe, who adrifed his Majefty to abfent himfelf 

"from his Parliament, were Enemies to the Peace of the King* 

"dom, and juftly to be fufpefted to be Favourers of the Rc- 

"belUonin Ireland, The reafons of both were evident^ be- 

"caafc, in the FIrft, there was as gpcat a derbgation from the 

**Tniftand Authority of Parliament ^ and, in the Second, as 

"much advantage to the proceedings, and hopes of the Re- 

"hcls, as might be; and they held it a very cauflefi Imputa- 

'tionupon the Parliament, that they had therein^ any Way 

"impeached, much left taken away the Freedom of his Ma- 

'jefty's Vote ; which did not import a Liberty in his Ma- 

"jefty, to deny anv thing how neceflary foevcr for the Pre- 

^^<ervation of the Ningdora, much Icfs a Licence to evil Coun- 

^fcllors, to iidvife any thing, though never fo dcftrudlive to 

* his Majefty and bis People. 

^'By the Me(fige of the twentieth ofyamiory^ his Majefty 
j^ had propounded to both Houfes of Parliament, that they 

would, with all fpeed, fell into a ferious Confideration oif

*' thought it neoeffiiry, firft to be Suitors to bis Majefty, fo to

"It wasdeclar'd, in his Majefty's Name, thit he re:

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" the fame of all others. They faid, the7 xnuft needs ac- 
''knowledge^ that fuch a refolution wa< like to bring mod 
'' happinefi, and bleffing to his Majefty , and all hiB King- 
«*'doras; yet, with humility, they muft confeis, they had not 
''the Fruit of it in that Cafe of the Lord Khm^Aom^ and the 
** other five Members, accufed contrary to Law, both Com- 
" mon and the Statute Law ; and yet remained unbxkfy'd : 
''Which Cafe had been remembered, in their 'Dcdmdoo, 
" as a ftrange and unheard of Violation of their Laws: But 
" the Penner of that Anfwer thought fit to pais it over,bo^ 
" ing that many would read his Majefty's AnfWer, which had 
^' been fo carefully difperfed, who would not read their De- 
" daration. 

"Whereas, after their ample thanks, and acknowledg- 
" ment of his Majefty's favour inpaffing many ecx>d Bills, they 
had faid, that truth and necef&ty infbrced tnem to add this, 
that in, or about the time of pafling thofe Bills, fomeDe- 
fign or other had been on foot, which, if it bad rakeoef- 
fed, would not only have deprived them of the Fruit of 
thofe Bills, but would have reduced them to aworfe con- 
dition of confi]fion, than that wherein the Parliament found 
them : it was now told them,, that the King muft be moft 
fenfible of what they had caft upon him, for the requital of 
thofe good Bills; whereas, out of their ufual tendemefsof 
his Majefty's honour, they did not mention Him at iU; 
but fo injurious, they faid, were thofe wicked Counfellors 
to the Name, and Honour of their Mafter and Soveraign^ 
that as much as they could, they laid their own Infamy and 
Guilt upon His Shoulders. 

"Here, they obferved, God alfo was called to witncfi 
his Majefty's upright intentions at the pafling of thofe 
Laws; which, theyfaid* they would not queftion, neither 
did they give any occauon for fuch a fblemn Afleveration, 
as that was ; the Devil was likewiie defied to prove there 
was any defign, with his Majefty's knowledge or privity. 
That might well have been fpared ; for ihey fpake no- 
thing of his Majefty : but (ince they were (b far taxed, as 
to have it affirmed, that they had laid a falfe, and notori- 
ous Imputation upon his Majefty, they thought it neceflary;^ 
for the juft defence of their own Innocency, to caufe the 
" Oaths and Examinations, which had been taken, concern- 
" ing the Defign, to be publifhed in a full Narration, for fa- 
" tisfaftion of all his Majefty's Subjeds; out of which they 
would now offer fome few Particulars, by which the woria 
might judge, whether they could proceed with more ten- 
dernefs towards his Majefty, than they had done. MrGormg 
confefled^ that the King firft asked nim^ whether he were

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" engaged in any Cabal coocerniag the Army ? and command^' 
'' cd him to joyn with M' Psercy^ and M' Jtrtt^n , and fome 
"others whom they Oiould find at Mr Piercy's Chamber^ 
"where they cook the Oath of Secreqr, and then debated of 
*' a dcfign propofed by M' J^rmyn^ to fecure the Tower, and 
'' to coofider of bringing up the Army to Laudon : and Cap* 
"mljg confefled, he had received the draught of a Peti-^ 
''tioo, in the King's preience, and his Majefty acknow-^ 
'' ledgetb, it was from his own Hand : and whofbever readt 
^ the Sum of that Petition^ as it was proved by the Teftimonv 
"oi%fjac0i jifHejy S^'f^hm CatfytrSy and Captain JLc;, will 
" eafily perceive fome Points in it, apt to beget in them Ibme 
"Difcootents agatnft the Parliament. And could any man 
" believe there was no Defign in the Accufation of the Lord 
" Kimhbomj and the reft, in which his Majefty doth avow 
"himfelf to be both a Commander, and an Ador? Thcfe 
"thiogs being fo, it would eafily appear to be as much 
"agaiaftthe Rules of Prudence, that the Pennerof that An-> 
"fwerUKHild entangle his Majefty in that unneceflary Apo^ 
''logy, as it was againft the Rules ofjuftice, that any Repa* 
'' ration from Them Qiould be either yielded, or demanded, 

"It was profefled, in his Majefty's Name, that he is tru-<t 
" ly fenfible of the Burthens of his People ; which made them 
'^ hope that he would take that courfe, which would be moft: 
^'effeftual to eafe them of thofe burthens, that was, to joyn 
''with his Parliament in preferving the Peace of the Kipg- 
*" dom, which, by his Abfence from them, had been much 
*' endanger'd ; and which, by hindering the voluntary Ad-« 
"ventures for the recovery of Irelandj and difabling the Sub- 
" }eds to difcharge the great Tax impofed on them, was like 
''to make the War much more heavy to the Kingdom. And 
" for his Majefty's Wants, the Parliament had been no cauio 
''of them; They had not diminilhed his juft Revenue, buc 
''had much eafed his Publick Charge, and fomewhat hit 
"Private, and they fliould be ready, in a Parliamentary way, 
" to fettle his Revenue in fuch an Honourable proportion, as 
" might be anfwerable to both, when he ihould put himfelf

"out of any Guilt of their own Adions, but out of the evil 
" Dcfigns and Attempts of others} and they left the World to 
"judge, whether They therein bad deferved fo heavy a Tax

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** and Exclamation ? ( That it was a ftrange World, when' 
** Princes profiir'd Favours were counted Reproaches ; fachj 
** were the words of his Majefty's Anfwer ) who did cftecra 
*<thicOflferasan Ad of Princely Grace and Bounty, which, 
^< fince the Parliament begun, they had humbly defired they 
" might obtain, and did ftill hold it very neceffary, and id- 
" vantageous for the generality of the SubjeA, upon vAom 
** the Taxes and Subudies lie heavieft : but, they laid, they 
"faw, upon every Oocafion, how unhappy rhey wereialiis 
" Majefty's mifepprchenfions of their Words, and Aftions. 

*'They faid, they werefully of the King's mtnd, as it 
*^ was there declared, that he might reft fo fecure of tfee Af- 
" fcftions of his Subjcfts, that he IhouW not ftand in need of 
^* Forreign Force to preferve him from OppreflSon ; and were 
** confident, that he fliouldneterwantanabuodam evidiKt 
^ of the good Wiibes, and Affiftance of his whole Kingdom j 
" cfpecially if he would be pleafed to hold to that gizcms 
•^RcWution of building upon that fure Foundatfc>n, the Law 
•* of the Land j but why his Majefty (houki take it ill, thar 
" they, having received Informations fo deeply cctfJceiDtng 
^* the fafety of the Kingdom, fliould think them fit to becon- 
^' fider'd of, they could not conceive 5 for although the Name

** Dirt : but of his Majefty's Perfon, there was no caufe of 
f^Fear^ in the greateft heat of the People's Indignation) after 

«^thc 



the Accafacfoa^aod his Majefty's violent comiog to the Houfe. 

^ there was no fiiew of any evil intention againft his Regal 

^ Perfon^ of w^hich there could be no better Evidence than this, 

^^ that he came the next day without a Guard into the City, 

'' where he heard nothing but Prayers and Petitions,no Threat- 

^' nings, or irreverent Speeches, that might give him any juft 

^^occafiocu of Fear, that they had heard of, or that his Ma- 

^^je/ly exprefled j for he ilaid near a week after at IVhtte- Hatty 

'^ in a fecore and peaceable Ccxadition : whereby they were 

'^ induced to believe, that there was no difficulty, or doubc 

^^ u all, but his Majefty's refidence near London might be as 

'^ fafe, as in any part of the Kingdom. They faid, they were 

^^ moA aflured of the faithfulne^ of the City, and Suburbs ; 

'^and for chemfelves, they (hould quicken the Vigour of the 

^'Law5, and Induftry of the Magiltrate, the Authority of 

"Parliament, for the fuppreffing of all Tumultuary Infolence 

''wbatfoever, and for the vindicating of his Honour firom all 

^^ infupportable and infolent Scandals, if any fuch ihall be 

^^ found to be raifed upon him, as were mention^ in that An- 

'^fwer : and therefore they thought it altogether unneceflSiry, 

" and exceeding inconvenient, to Adjourn the Parliament to 

^* any other place. 

^W HERE the defire of a good underftanding betwixt the 
^^ King and Parliament, was on both fides fo eameiit, as was 
'^ there profeiled by his Majefty to be in Him, and they had 
^' fuffidently teftif/d to be in Themfelves, it feejoa'd ftrange 
^^ chey ihould be, they £iid, fo long afunder ^ it could be no- 
^^ thing elfe but evil -and malicious Counfel in mifreprefenting 
^^ cheir Carriage to his Majefty, and in difpofing his Favour 
^^ to ihem. And as it (liould be far from them to take any 
^^ advantage of his Majefty 's fuppofed ftreights, as to defire, 
^^ much \eSs compel him to that, which his Honour or la-^ 
" tereft might render unplcafant, or grievous to him j fo, 
"they hoped, his Majefty would not make his own Un- 
" derftanding or Reafon the Rule of his Government j but 
"would fiiffer himfelf tq be affifted with a Wife and Pru- 
" dtnc Council, that might deal faithfully betwixt Him and 
" his People : and that he would remember, that his Refo- 
"lutions did concern Kingdoms i and therefore ought not 
"to be moulded by his owp, much lefs by any Private Per- 
"fons, which was not alike proportionable to fo great a 
^^Truft : And therefore they ftill defired and hoped, that bis 
"Majefty would not be guided by his own Underftanding, 
" or chink thofe Courfes, Strcights and Neccffities, to which 
"he ftiould be advifed by the Wifdom of both Houfes of 
"Parliament, which are the Eyes in the Politick Body, where- 
^ by his Majefty was, by the Conftitution of the Kingdom, 
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^ Co diTcern the difierences of thofe chiags, which concern 
" the Fublick Peace and Safety thereof. 

"They faid, they had given his Majefty oo caufe ta fay, 
^thac they did meanly v^ue the difcharjge of his Pablick 
*' Duty ; whatfocver Adls of Grace or Juftioe had been done, 
*' they proceeded from his Majefty by the Advice and Coizn- 
'' fel of his Parliament* yet Aey had and fliould always An- 
" fwer them vrith conftant Gratitude, and Obedience, an/ Af- 
'* fedtton ; and although many things had been done, finer 
'' this Parliament, of another nature, yet they (hoold not 
^' ceafe to deGre the continued Psote&icxi of Almighty God 
" upon his Majefty, and moft humbly Petition him to ca& 
'^ from him all thofe evil, and contrary Counfels, which had, 
^in many particulars formerly mentton'd, much decraAed 
^ from the Honour of his Government, the Happinefi df his 
" own Eftate, and Profperity of his People. 

''And having palled fo many Dangers from abroad, fo 
^many Confpiracies at home, and brought on the Pubiick 
'♦Work fo &r, through the greateft difficulties that ever ftood 
" in oppofition to a Parliament, to fuch a degree of fiiccefs, 
** that nothing feem'd to be left in the way able to binder 
"the full Accomplifliment of their Defires, and Endeavours 
" for the Pubiick Good, unlefi God in his Juftice did fend a 
''grievous Curie upon them, as to turn the ftrength of the 
" Kingdom againft it felf, and to efleA that by their own 
^f Folly and Credulity, which the Power and Subtilty of their 
** Enemies could not attain, that was, to divide the People 
'* from the Parliament, and to make them ferviceable to the 
" EndS) and Aimes of thofe who would deftroy them : There- 
*'fore they defired the Kingdom to take notice of (hat laft 
'' moft de^^erace, and mifchievous Plot of the Malignant Party, 
«' that was a&ed and profecuted in many parts of the King- 
^'♦dom, under plaufible notions of ftirring them up to a care 
««'of preferving the King's Prerogative ; maintaining tbeDif- 
'^ cipline of the Church ; upholding and continuing the Reve- 
•♦rence, and Solemnity or God's Service; and encoun^ng 
•^ of Learning: And, upon thofe grounds, divers mutinous 
^ Petitions had been framed in lAndon^ Kent^ and other Coun- 
<'ties; and fundry of his Majefty's Subjedis, had been folli- 
"ciled to declare themfelves for the King againft the Parlia- 
'^ment; and many falfe and foul Afperfions had been caft 
^ upon their Proceedings, as if they had been not only negli- 
'' gent, but averfe in thofe Points ; whereas they defired no- 
. "thing more, than to maintain the purity and power of Re- 
''ligion, and to honour the King in all his juft Prerogatives; 
"and for encouragement and advancement of Piety and 
^' ILearning, they had very earneftly endeavoured, and fliU did, 
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'^ to the utmoft of. their Power, that all Pariflies might have 
'^Learned, Pious, and Suflideot Preachers, and all fucb 
Preachers, competent Livings. 

''Many other Bills and ^opoficions, they faid, were in 

preparation, for^ the Kind's Profit and Honour, the People's 

Safety and ProiTperity; in the proceedings whereof, they 

were much hinder 'd by his Majefty's Abfence from the Par- 

''iiament; which was altogether contrary to theufeofhis 

Predeceflbrs, and the Privilege of Parliament, whereby their 

time was confumed by a muhitude of unneceflary Meuages, 

' and ihtdr Innocency wounded by cauflefs and Iharp In« 

'' vedives ; yet they doubted not but they ihould overcome 

''^l this at laft, if the People fufier not tbemfclves to be de« 

''iuded with falfe and fpccious fliews, and fo drawn to be* 

''crayTheoQ to their own undoing, who had ever been wiN 

''ling to hazard the undoing of chemfelves, that chey might 

"not be betrayed, by their ncgled of the Truft repofcd ia 

^UVv^m; But if it were not poffible they fhould prevail here-* 

"in, yet they would not fail, through God's Grace, ftill to 

^'oerfift in their Duties, and to look beyond their own Lives, 

"Eftates, and Advantages, as thofe who think nothing worth 

"the enjoying without the Liberty, Peace, and Safety of the 

"^mgdom ; nor any thing too good to be hazarded ill dif- 

"charge of their Con(ciences, for the obtaining of it : And 

''(hould always repoie themfeJves upon the Protcdion of Al-* 

"mighty God, which, they were confident, would never be 

" wanting to them ( while they (ought His Glory ) as they 

"had found it, hitherto, wonderfully going along with them, 

"in all their Proceedings. 

With this Declaration they publUhed the Examinations 
olU^Gormg, M' Fiercfs Letter to the Earl oi Northumber^ 
lnul; which were the great Evidence they had of the Plot 
of bringing up the Army, to awe the Parliament ; and feve- 
ral other Letters and Depofitions, or rather fuch parts of De- 
pofidons, as contributed moft to their purpofe. For the truth 
is, a£ they never publifhed, fo much as to the Houfes which 
vrcre to J&dge, many Depofitions of Witnefles, whofe Tefti- 
monies, in a manner, vindicated the King from thofe Afper- 
fions, which they had a mind fliould flick upon him (for many 
kh there were) fo of thofe which they did publitb, they 
kft out many p^rts, which, being added, would either have 
obfcured, or contradided, or difcredited much of that, out 
of which they made the People believe much to the King's 
dillervice. And yet with all thofe ill Arts and Omiffions, I 
prefume many, who without paffion do now read thofe De« 
pofitions (for they are in all hands to be read) do much mar- 
vel bow (iich condufions could refult to his Majefty's difad** 
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iranta^e; out of the word part of all that Evidence ; which 
could not, naturally, carry that feofe to which it was wrefted. 
About this time (which I fliall mention before the other 
Declaration, becaufe it intervened ) there happened an Acci- 
dent that gav^ them much trouble, and the more, becaufe un- 
looked for, by the Lord Keeper's quitting them and refort- 
ing to Tork^ by which the King got the pofleffion ofh'aowa 
Great Seal ^ which by all Parties was, at that time, thought 
a moft confiderable advantage. The King was very much 
unfatisfy'd with the Lord Keeper Littleton-^ who did not ap- 
pear fo ufeful for his Service as he expedted, and, from the 
time of the Accufing the Members, had lott, all his Vigour, 
and inftead of making any oppofiticn to any of their extra- 
vagant Debates, he had filendy fuffcr'd all things to be car- 
ried y and had not only declined the performing the Office the 
King had enjovn'd him, with reference to the Earls of EJpx 
and HiUand (before mention'd) but very much complied 
with, and courted that Party of both Houfes, which frequently 
teforted to him ; and d[ late in a qqeftion, which had been 

tut in the Houfe of Peers, in the point of the Militia, he 
ad given his Vote both againft the King and the Law, to 
the infinite O&nce and Scandal of all thofe who adhered to 
(be King. 

He was a Man of great Reputation in the profeOion of the 
Law ; for Learnings and all other Advantages, which attend 
the moft Eminent Men ; he was of a very good Extra/ftion 
in Shropjbire^ and inherited a fair Fortune, and Inheritance 
from his Father ; he was a handfome^ and a proper Man, of 
a very graceful Prefence, and notorious for Courage, which,' 
in his Youth, he had manifefted with his Sword; he had taken 
great pains in the hardeft, and moft knotty part of the La\^, 
as well as that which was more cuftomary , and was not 
only very ready and expert in the Books, but exceedrngly 
verfed in Records, in ftudying and examining whereof, he 
had kept M.^ SeUincomptnjj with whom he had great friend- 
fliip, and who had much affifted hini ; fo that he was looked 
upon the beft Antiq^arv of the ProfeflSon, who gave him- 
felf up to Praftioe 4 and, upon the meer ftrength of hts own 
Abilities, he had raifed himfelf into the firft Rank <if the Pra- 
fticers in the Common Law Courts, and was choien Recor* 
der of L$ndo$$ before he was called to the Bench, and grew 
prefently into the higheft PraAice in all the otfccr Courts, 
as well as tho(e of the Law. When the King looked more 
narrowly into his bufinefs, and found that he fliould have 
much to do in WeJhnmfter^HaUy he removed an old, ufeleis, 
illiterate Perfon, who had been put into that OfSce by the 
favour of the Duke of Bucihtg/fom, and made UftU^^m his 

SoUicitor 
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SolUcitor General, much to his Honour, buc not co his Pro- 
fet ; the obligation of Attendance upon that Office, depriving 
t\iin of much benefit he ufed to aoquire by his Praifiice, be- 
fore he had that relation. Upon the death of the Lord Ca- 
•v^mtry^ Fimch being made Keeper, He was made Chief Juftice 
of the Common Pleas, then the beft Office of the Law, and 
that which he was wont to fay, in his higheft Ambition, in 
his own private wiflies, he had moft defired ; and it was in- 
deed the Sphere in which he moved moft gracefully, and 
>with moft advantage, being a Mafter of all that Learning 
-atid Knowledge, which that Place required , and an excel- 
lent Judge, of great Gravity, and above all fufpicion of Cor- 
ruption. 

Whilst he held this Place, he was by the favour of the 
Arch-Bifhop o( Ofnterhtry^ and the Earl of StrajforJ, who 
had a great efteem of him, recommended to the King to be 
called to the Council Table, where he kept up his good 
Wame ^ and, upon the Lord Finch's leaving the Kingdom, in 
the beginning of the Parliament, he was thought, in many re- 
(pe€ts, to be the fitteft. to beemrufted in that OflSce^ and, 
upon the defire of the Earl of Straff$rd after he was in the 
Tower, was Created a Baron, out ot' expedation that, by his 
Authority and Knowledge of the Law, he would have been 
of great ufe in reftr^ining thofe extraordinary, and unwar* 
ranrable Proceedings ; but, from the time he had the Great 
^eal, he &em'd to be out of hi9 Element, and in fome per- 
plexity and irrcfolution in the Chancery it felf, though he 
nad great escperience in the praAipe^ and proceedings of that 
Coun; and made not that difpatch, that was exped^, at th^ 
Council Table ; and in the Parliament he did mot preferve 
any dignity ; and appearM fo totally difpirited, that few Mcq 
Ihewcd any refpcdk to him, but they who moft oppofed the 
King, who indeed did exceedingly apply themfelves to him, 
and were with equal kindnefs received by him. This won- 
derful alteration in him, his Friends believed to have proceed- 
ed from a great ficknefs, which had fcifed upon him quickly 
after he was Created a Baron, infomuch as every Man believ- 
fed he would die ; and by this means, he did not attend the 
Houfc in feme Months ; and fo perfiarm'd none of thofe Of- 
fices coward the Earl of Str^^d^ the expcftation whereof 
had been the fole Motive to that Promotion : From that time 
he never did appear the fiune Man ; but fore there were 
other Caufes for it, and he was poffeded with fome melan- 
dioly apprehenfions, which he could not Matter, and had no 
Friend to whom he durft entirely communicate them. 

M* Hyde, one of thofe who was moft tnifted by the King 
in the tu)u& of Commons^ and had always had a great refpeA 

for 
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for the Keeper, was as much troubled at his behaviour, as 
any Man j and ufing frequently to go to him, went upon that 
occafion ; and with great freedom and plainneft^ told him, 
^< how much he had loft the cfteem of all Good Men, and 
*^ that the Kine could not but be exceedingly diflatisfy'd with 
'^ him ; and di£ourfed over the matter of that Vote. Though 
he did not know, that the Kiqg did at that time put fo great 
a feaet Truft in M' tij^de, yet he knew very well, that the 
King had a very good opinion of him, and hail heard hisMa- 
jefty often, from the beginning of the Parliament, when ^ 
difcourfe happened to be of the Lawyers of the Houfe, take 
an occafion from thence to mention M' HfJe, as a Man of 
whom he heard very well ; which the Keeper had many 
times taken notice of to him : and then he knew the Friend- 
fh'P that was between the Lord FdlkUnd and Mr Hy^> and 
had heard the many Jealoufies which were contradted, upon 
the great communication he had with the two new Coumel- 
lors ^ and fo no doubt believed, that he knew much of the 
King's mind. So that aflbon as he had enter'd upon this dif- 
courfe, which he heard with all attention ( they being by 
themrdves in his Study, at Exe$er Houfe) He rofe from his 
Chair, and went to the Door^ and finding (bme Perfons in 
the next Room, he bad them to withdraw ^ and locking both 
the Door of mat Room, and of his Study, he fat down 
himfdf, and making M' Hyde fit down too, he begun ^^ with 
^* giving him many thanks for his Friendfhip to him, which, 
'^ he faid, he had ever efteem'd, and he could not more ma- 
<' nifeft the efteem he had of it and him, than by ufing that 
^^ freedom again with him, which he meant to do. Then be 
^^ lamented his own Condition j and that he had been preferr'd 
^^ from the Common Pleas, where he knew both the Buiinefs 
^^and thePerlbns he had to deal with, to the other high Of- 
^^ fice he now held, which obliged him to converfe and tianf- 
'^ aft with another fort of Men , who were not known to 
^' him, and in Affiiirs, which he underftood not, and had not 
*^ one Friend among them, with whom he could confer upon 
'^ any doubt, which occurred to him. 

H £ fpoke then of the unhappy ftate and condition of the 
King's bufinefs ^ how much he had been, and was ftill, be- 
trayed by Perfons who were about him ; and with all poffible 
indignation againft the proceedings of the Parliament; and 
faid, ^^ they would never do this, if they were not refolved 
'' to do more : that he knew the King too well, and obferved 
^' the Carriage of particular Men too much, and the whole 
'^ current of publick Tranfaftions thefe laft five or fix Months 
*^not to fbreiee that it could not be long, before there would 

^^ be a War between the King and the two Houfes ; and of 

*^tbe 
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^ the importance, in that Seafon, that the Great Seal (hould 

^^ he with the King. Then he fell into many expreffions of 

his Duty, and Anedion to the King's Perfon, as well as to 

his high Degree : and ^^that no Man (hould be more ready , 

'^ to periQi with, and for his Majefly, than He would be 3 that 

^^ the profpeA he had of this neceuity, had made him carry 

**iiimielf towards that Party with fo much complyance, that 

'^he might be gracious with them, at leait, that they might 

^have no difturft of him ; which, he knew, many had en- 

^^ deavoured to infufe into them ^ and that there had been a 

^ oonfiiitation within few days, whether, in regard he might 

^ be fent for by the King, or that the Seal might be talcen 

^'from him, it would not be beft to appoyit the Seal to be 

^kept in fome fuch fecure place, as that there might be no 

^ d^iger of lofing it ; and that the Keeper fliould always re- 

**ceive it, for the execution of his Office; they having no 

^^ purpofe to difoblige him. And the knowledge he had of 

'^ this confultation, and fear he had of the execution of ir, 

** had been the reafon, why in the late Debate upon the Mi- 

^< litia, he had given his Vote in fuch a manner, as, he knew, 

*^ would make very ill impreffions wifh the King, and many 

"others who did not know him very well; but that, if he 

^^ had not, in that Pointy fubmitted to their opinion, the Seal 

^had been taken from him that Night; whereas by this 

^^ complyance in that Vote, which could only prejudice him* 

^^felf, and not the Kinfi;, he had gotten lb much into their 

^ Confidence, that he mould be able to preferve the Seal in 

'' his own hands, till the King required it ; and then he would 

" be as ready to attend his Majefty with it, 

M' HyJe was very well pleafed with this difcourfe ; and 
asked him, ^' whether he would give him leave, when there 
^ Ibould be a fit occafion, to afliire the King, that he would 
^^ perform this Service, when the King (hould require it ? He 
dciired, *' that he would do (b, and pafs hw Word for the per- 
*^ formance of it, aflbon as his Majefty pleafed , and fo they 
*^ parted. 

It was within very few days after, that the King, ex- 
ceedingly difpleafed and provoked with the Keeper's beha- 
viour, fent an Order to the Lord Falkland^ " to require the 
"Seal from him; in which the King was very pofitive, 
though he was not refolved to what hand to commit it. His 
Majefty wiftied them (for he always included the other Two 
in fuch references ) to confider, *^ whether he (hould give it 
^'to the Lord Chief Juft ice Banks (againft whom he made 
/bme objedion htmfelf ) ^' or into the hands of M' Selden ; and 
*^ to fend their opinions to him. The Order was pofitive for 
requiring it firom the prefent Officer > but they knew not 

who 
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who to advifc for a Succefibr. The Lord Chief Juftice Bmks 
appeared to be as much afraid, as the other ; and noc thoughx 
equal to that Charge, in a time of fo much diforder ; chough 
otoerwife he was a Man of great Abilities, and unblemifbed 
integrity ; they did noc doubt of M' SeUens ASc£tkm to the 
King, but witDol they knew him fo well^ that they CQQcIuded 
he would abfolutely refufe the place, if it were ofier'd to 
him. He was in years , and of a tender Confticution j be 
had for many years enjoyed his eafe, which he loved i was 
Rich ^ and would noc have made a Journey to Tarij or hait 
Iain out of his own Bed, for aoy Preferment ^ whidi he had 
never afieded. 

Being all Three of one mind, that it would not be fit to 
ofier ic to the one or the orher ^ hereupon M' HyJi told them 
the Conference he had with the Keeper, and the profef&ons 
he had made; and was very confident, that he would very puQ<- 
dually perform it ; and therefore propofed, that ^' they ra^hc, 
*' with their Opinions of the other Perfons, likewife advife 
^' his Majeily to fufpend his Refolution concerning the Lord 
^^Keeper, and rather to write kindly to him, to bring the 
^^ Seal to his Majefty, -inftead of fending for the Seal ic ielf, 
^' and caft him offj and o&r'd to venture his own Credit with 
the King, that the Keeper would comply with his Majefty's 
Commands. Neither of them were or his opinicui ; and had 
both no efteem of the Keeper, nor believed, that he would 

i^o to his Majefty, if he were icnt for, but that he would find 
ome trick to excufe himfelf; and therefore were not willing, 
that Mr HyJe (hould venture his Reputation upon it. He 
defired them then ^^tb confider how abfolutely nece(&ry it 
'^ was, that the King lliould firft refolve into what hand to 
^^put the Seal, before he removed it^ for that it could noc 
'^ be unimploy'd one hour, but that the whole Juftice of the 
^^ Kingdom would be put out of order, and draw a greater and 
'' a juiter clamour, than had been yet : That there was as much 
^' care to be taken, that it ihould not be in the power of any 
** Man to refufe it, which would be yet more prejudicial to 
^^ his Maj::fty. He defired them above ail, to weigh well, 
^^ that the bufine(s cotififted only in having the Great Seal in 
*^the place where his Majefty refolved to be^ and if the 
'^ Keeper would keep his promifc, and defired to ferve che 
^' King, ic would be unqueftionabiy the beft way, that He 
^^and the Seal were both therQ : if, on the other fide, he were 
^not anHoneftMan, and cared not for ofiending the King, 
'^ he would then refufe to deliver it ; and inform the Lords of 
^^ it : who would juftify him for hisdifobedience, and reward 
^^ and cherifb him ; and he muft then hereafter ferve Their 
^^ turn ; ^e mifcbief whereof would be greater^ than could be 

«cafily 
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^^ cafily imagined : and his Majefty's own Great Seal (hould 
^ be every cay ufed againft hiro^ nor would it be poffible in 
^^ many Months to procure a New one to be made. 

These Objeftioos appeared of weight cothem ; and they 
Refblv'dco give an account of the whole to the King, and to 
expcA his CMer : and both the Lord talkUmlj and M' i^ir, 
writ to hisMajefty, and tout their Letters away that very 
Ni^i. The King was (atisfy'd with the Reafons, and was 
very glad that M> Hyde was fo confident of the Keeper ; 
thou^ he (aid, ^ he remained ftiil in doabt ; and Rctolv'd 
^^ that he would, fiich a day of the Week ioHowtng, fend font 
^^ the Kaeper aiid the Seal ; and tbcK klbooid be, as had been 
odvifed, upon a Satm^day Afternoon, aflbon as the Houfe of 
Lends (houid rife ; becaufe then no notice could be taken of 
it till JMbmday. Mr Hyde^ who had continued to fee the Keeper 
frec^aently, and was confirm'd in his confidence of his Inte- 
grity, went now to hitn ; and finding him firm to his Refo* 
lution, and of opinion, in regard of the high Proceedings of 
theHoofts, that it (hoold not befengdefisrr'd; he fx>ld him, 
^^ that he mi^t expeA a Mciifenger the next Week, and that 
^ he (hould once more fee him, when be would tell him the 
^^Day^ and that he would then go him&lf away before him 
^* to Terk , with which he was much pleafed, and it was agreed 
between the Three, that it was now time, that he QxHild be 
gone ( the King having fent for him fome time before ) after 
a day or two ; in which rime the Declaration of the nine- 
teenth of May would be pafled. 

Ok the 5:tfrsr^^ following, between twoand throe of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, MrflK*^, a Groom of the Bed- 
chamber to the Prince, caitieto the Keeper, and found him 
alone ib tl>e Room where he ufed to fir, and delivered him a 
Lettei* from -the King in his own hand; wherein he required 
him , with many expreffions of kindnefs and efteem, "to 
" make haft to him ; and if hisindifpofition ( for he was often 
troubled with gravel and Iharpnefsof UrincJ " would notfuf- 
** fer him to make fuch haft upon the Journey, as theoccafion 
** required, that he (hould deliver the Seal to the Perfon who 
^*gave him the Letter ; who , being a ftrong young Man, 
"would niafcefuch haft as wasneoeflary ; and that he might 
"make his own Journey, by thofe degrees which his Health 
"required. The Keeper was furprifcd with the Meflenger, 
whom • he ^d not like ; and more when he found that he 
knew the ^[Jontents of the Letter, which , he hoped, would 
not have been communicated to any Man, who (hould be fent : 
He Anfwer'd hhn with much rcfervation, and when the other 
withbluntne&, as he was no polite Man, demanded the Seal 
of him, which he had not thought of putting out of his own 

bands; 
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hinds; hcAnfwer'd him^ ^^ that he would not deliver it ifi« 
« to any hands, but the King's ; bat prefeotly rcoollefiiif 
himfelf, and lookine over his I^mer a^un, he quiddy coh 
fider'd, that it would be hazardous to carry the Seal hii^ 
fiich ajoumey ; and that if by any purfuit of him, wfaidi hs ^ 
could not but fufpedy he (hould be feifed upon, the King ^ 
would be very unhappily difappoioted of the Seal, wluch lie 
had reafonib much to depend upon; and that his misbrame 
would be wholely imputed to his own fault and io&k&f 
(which without doubt heabhorr'd with his heart ) and^ 
only way to prevent that mifchief, or to appear iimooent un- 
der it, was todeliver the Seal to the Peribn trufted by the 
King himfelf to receive it ; and fo, without telling bim any 
thing of hts own purpofe, he delivered the Seal into his hands ; 
who forthwith put hmifelf on his Horfe, and with wondeifiiJ 
expedition preiented the Great Seal into his Majeftys own 
hands, who was infinitely pleafed with It , and with the 
Meilenger. 

The Keeper, that Evening, pretended to be indifpofed, > 
and that he would take his reft early, and therdwe tist no 
' body (hould be admitted to fpeak with him : and then he 
called Serjeant Ijt to him, who was the Serjeant who waited 
upon the Seal, and in whom he had great Confidence, as he 
well might ; and told him freelv, ^^ That he was rd(blv'd> the 
'^next Morning, to go to the iCing, who had ient for him; 
'^ that he knew well, how much malice he flK)ul€i contrad ^ 
^'byit from the Parliament, which would ufe all the meaiii 
^^ they could to apprehend him ^ and he himieJf knew not 
''how he (hould perform the Journey, therefore he put him- 
^'felf entirely into his hands ^ that he (bould caule his Horfes 
^' to be ready agatnft the next Morning, and only his own 
^' Groom to attend them, and he to guide the beft way, and j 
** that he would not impart it to any other Perfon. The ho- ( 
neft Serjeant was very glad of the Refolution, and chearfiil// ; 
undertook all things tor the Journey ; and fo (endine d^ 
Horfes out of the Town, the tCeeper put himfelf in his Coach 
very early the next Morning, and a(foon as they were out of 
the Town, He and the Serjeant, and one Groom, took their 
Horfes, and made fo great a Journey that day, it being aboue 
the beginning of June^ that before the end of the third dayi ! 
he killed the King's hand at Tork. \ 

H E had purpofely procured the Houfe of Peers to be Ad- ' 
journ'd to a later hour, in the Morning for Monday y than it 
ufed to be. Stmday pafled without any Man's taking notice i 
of the Keeper's beiiu; abfent; and many, who knew that he 
was not at his Houfe, thought he had been gone to CrMffrrJ^ 
to his Country Hou& , whicher he frequently went on ^ 
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tmrdof nights , and was early enough at the Parliament on 
Monday Mornings ; and fo the Lords the more willingly con- 
fenced to the later Adjournments for thofe days. Buion Monday 
Morning, when ic was known when, and in what manner he 
had left his Houfe, the confufion in both Houfes was very 
great; and they who had thought that their intereft was (o 
great in him, that they knew all his thoughts, and had va* 
Jucd themfelves , and were valued by others, upon that ac- 
count, hung down their heads, and were even diftra<fted with 
fiiame : However they could not but conclude, that He was out 
of their reach before tne Lords met ; yet to (hew their indigna* 
tion againft him, and it may be in hope that his Infirmities 
would detain him lon]^ in the Journey ( as no body indeed 
thought that he could have performed it, with that expedi- 
tion ) they ifliied out fuch a Warrant for the apprehending 
him, as had been in the cafe of the fouleft Felon or Mui- 
therer ; and Printed it, and caufed it to be difperfed by Ex- 
preflles, over all the Kingdom with great haft. Ail which 
circutxiftances both before, and after the Keeper's Journey to 
Torky are the more particularly, and at large let down, out of 
]ufttce to the memory of that noble Perfon ; whofe Honour 
fu£fer'd then much in the opinion of many, by the confident 
report of the Perfon, who was fentfor, and received the Seal, 
and who was a loud and bold Talker, and defired to have ic 
believed, that his Manhood had ravilhed the Great Seal from 
the Keeper, even in fpightof his teeth ; which, how impof« 
fible (bever in it felf, found too much Credit ; and is therefore 
cleared by this very true and pundual Relation, which in 
truth is but due to him. 

But the Trouble and Diftrafliion, which at this time pot 
felled them, was vifibly very great ; and their 4ejedion fuch, 
that the fame day the Earl of Northumierland ( who had been 
of another temper ) moved, " that a Committee might be ap- 
^ pointed, to confider how there might be an Accommoda- 
^ tion between the King and his People, for the Good, Hap- 
^ pinefs, and Safery of both King and Kingdom; which Com- 
mittee was appointed accordingly. 

This temper of Accommodation troubled them not long, 
new Warmth and Vigour being quickly infofed into them 
by the unbroken , and undaunted Spirits of the Houfe of 
Commons ; which, to fliew how little they valued the Power 
or Authority of the King, though fupporced by having now 
his Great Seal by him, en the aH^cb of May agreed on a new 
Remonftrance to the People j in which, the Lords concurring, 
tbey informed them, 

"That although the great Affairs of the Kingdom, and i^'JJIli^^"

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^^ afforded them liccle leifiirc, to fpend their time In Dedira-

** fliarp invectives, under hia Majcfty's Name againft then), 
^* and their proceedings (a new Engine they had invented to 
'^heighten the Diftra^ions of this Kingdom, andto5e^er, 
'^andincreafediftruft, and difafieAion between the King) and 
'^his Parliament, and the People) they could not be fo much 
/^wanting to their own Innoccncy, or to the duty of iW 
** Truft, as not to clear thcmfclvcs from thofc falfe afperfions, 
^*and (which was their chicfeft care) to difabufe the Pcopk'8 

minds , and open their Eyes, that, under the falfe fliews, 
^Snd pretexts of the Law of the Land, and of their own 
*' Rights , and Liberties , they may not be carried into the 
^^ Road way, that leadeth to the utter Ruin, and Subverfioo 
*^ thereof. A lace occafion that thoie wicked Spirics of divi- 
*' (ioo had taken tode&me, and indeed to arraign the pro- 
^^ ccedings of both Houfes of Parliament , had been frooi

*'fel?es bad made. They faid, if tnc Penncr of that M^flage, 
^hadexpeded awhile, or had notexpeded that two Houteflf 
^ of Parliament (efpecially burthen'd, as they were at that

*<And as for the Duty and Modefty of fomer dmety Horn 
<< which they were laid to have varied, add to want die Wif^ 
^< rant of any Precedents therein, but wliat Themfelwcs had 
^ made : If they had jnade any Precedents this Parluisenr^ 
^^ they had osade them ibr Pofterity, upon the fiune, or beaer 
*< grounds of Reafon and Law, than tlK>fe werenipoo, wliidi 
^' their Predeceflors firft made for Them : And as feme Vie* 
'^ cedents ought not to be rules for them to follow, fb none 
<< could be limits to bound their Proceedings } whtdi nH^bt^ 
^^ and rouft vary^accordingtothe diflerentcondition of Times. 
^* And for that Particular , of fetting forth Dedaration^ for 
^' the fatisfa&ion of the People , who had chofto, and en- 
^* cruiled them with all that was deareft to them : If there 
^* were nqexample for it, it was becade there were never any 
** Monfters before, that ever attempted to difiiffirft the Peo- 
^ nle from 1 Parliamefit, or could ever harbour a thought 
>'tnat it might be eftfted. Were there ever fucb praAices 
** to poyfon tht People with an ill apprehenfion of theParlia- 
*^ ment ? Were there ever fuch imputations, and fcaudals laid 
*' upon the Proceedings of both Hoofes ? Were there ever fo 
*^ many, and fo great breaches of Privilqge of ParUament ? 
^^ Were there ever fo many, and fo defperate defigns of force 
^and violence againft the Parliament, and the Members there^ 
^* oi ? If they had Done more than ever their AnceOora had 
'^ Done, they fatd, they had Suflfered more than ever They 
*^ had Suffered i and ye^ in point of Modefty and Duty, they 
*^ would not yield to the beft of former times j and they 
^< would put that in iilue, whether the bigheft, and moft un- 
^ warrantable Precedents of any of his Majefty's Fredecedbrs, 
*^ did not &11 {h6rt, and mucn below, what had been done 
^ to them this Parliament ? And on the other fide, whether, 
^^ if they (hould make the bigheft Precedents of other Rurlia- 
'^ mencs their Patterns, there would be caufe to complain of

^^ man's confeicnce, that had obferved their proceedings, whe^ 
^^ ther they di&joyn'd his Majefty from his Parliament, wbcrj 
^^ had in all humble ways fought hi^ concurrence with them, 
'^ as in that particular about f^Uy and for the removai of the 
^^ Ma£aztne there , fo alfo in all other things ; or whether 
^^ thofe evil Councils about hinu had not (eparared him from 
^^his Parliament; not only in diftanceof place, but aUb in the

^^They had given no occafioh to his Majefty, they faki, 
^^to declare with fo much eameftneis his refolution^ that he ^ 
*^ would not fufter either, or both Houfes by their Vbtcs, i 
*^ without, or againft his Confent, to enjoyn any thing that 
" was forbidden by the Law, or to forbid any thing that was 
** enjoyn'd by the Law , for their Votes had done no fuch 
^^ thing :** And as they (hould be very tender of the Law 
^^ ( which they did acknowledge to be the fafeguard, and cu- 
^ ftody of all publick and private Interefts ) fo they would 
*' never allow a few private Perfons about the King, nor his

''the Great Council of Parliament herein; and what was 

''the Obligation that lay upon the Kings cf this Realm, to

" Parliament, in the Name, and for the Good of the whole 

'^ Kingdom, whereunto they ftand engaged both in Confci-

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Lord the King; Th^ fich the Right of the Crown of &t 
iMwd, and the Law of the (kid Realm i$ fuch, that upoQ 
mirchiefs and damages, which happen to tbu Realm, Hi 
ought, and is bound by his Oath, with the accord of his Peo> 
pie in his Parliament, thereof to ma)ce Remc^ v and Law, and 
in removing the mtfchieft, and damages which thereof enfii^ ' 
that it may pleafe Him thereupon to ordain Renaedy . 

Our Lord the King (being tHe mifchieft and damagffte- 
fore mention'd, and having regard to the Statute made iathe 
lime of his faid Grandfather, and to the Caufes contaioe&tt 
the lame« which Statute holdeth always his force, and was 
never ddeated, repealed, or annulled in any poin^ and by b

*^ happen to this Realm ^ and the King doth not deny it, al- 
^' though he take occafion from a Statute formerly made by 

his Grandfather, which was laid as part of the grounds of 

this Petition, to fix his Anfwer upon another branch of hi< 
^* Oath, and pretermits that which is claimed by theLoids and 
** Commons; which he wQuld not have done, if it migbr 
^'have been excepted againft. 

^* I N Juftice, they faid, they are obliged thereunto, in re- 
^^ fpeft' of the Truft repofed in them ; which is as well to 
^'preferve the Kingdom by the making new Laws, where 
^ there fliall be need, as by obferving of Laws already madej 
*5 a Kingdom being, many times, as OQUch expofed to ruin, 
^< for the wane of a new Law, as by the violation of thofe that 
^zxt in being : and this is (o clear a Right, that, no doubt, 
^^ his Majefty would acknowledge it to be as due to his Peo- 
^ ple^ as his Prote&ion. But how far forth he was obliged 
^ to follow the judgement of his Parliament therein, that is the 
^^ Queftion. And certainly, befides the words in the Kiog'$ 
*^Oath, referring unto fuch Laws as the People lliall choofe, 
^' as in. fuch things which concern the Publick Weal and Good 
^^of the Kjngdomi They nt the xnoft proper judges, i^ 
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^ Are feot from the whole Kingdom for that very purpofe ; b 

'^^tbey did not find, that fiace Laws have paflcd by way of 

^^BtUs (which are read Thrice in both Houfes find Commit- 

^^ ted ; and every part, and circumftance of them full v weigh- 

^^ed, and debated upon the Commitment, and anerwards 

^^paSed in both Hpufes) that ever theKii^sof this, Realm 

^^ did deny them, ocherwilc dian is expreued in that ufiial 

^^ Anfwer, LtRoj^ S'dVffira^ which fignifies rather a fufpen- 

^^ fiofl, than a refufal of the Royal Afleor. And in thofe other 

^^ Laws, which are framed by way of Petitions of Right, the 

^^ Houfes of Parliament have taken themfelves to be fo far 

'^ Judges of the Right claimed by them, that when the King's 

^' Amwer hath not, in every point, been fully according to 

'' their defires, they have ftill infifted upon their claim, and 

'^ oever refted fatisfy'd, till fuch time as they had an Anfwer 

'^according to their demand; as had been done in the late Pe*- 

'^tttion of Right, ,and in former times upon the like occafion. 

^^ And if the Parliament be Judge between the King and hie 

'^ People in the Qu^ftion of Right (as by the manner in the 

^^ claim in Petitions of Right, and by Judgements in Parlia- 

^ ment, in cafes of illegal Impofitions and Taxes, and the 

*^ like, it appears to be ) why Ihould they not be fo aUb, in 

^^ the Queftion of the Common Good, and NeceflitY of the 

^ Kingdom y wherein the Kingdom hath as clear a Right alfo 

*^ CO have the benefit, and remedy of Law, as in an]r thing 

'^ whatfoever ? And yet they did not deny, but that in Pri- 

^^ vate Bills, and alfo in Publick Ads of Grace, as Pardons, 

^'and the like Grants of Favour, his Majefty might have 

'^ a greater latitude of Granting, or Denying, as he fliould 

"think fit. - 

"All this confider'd, they faid, they could not but won- 

" der, that the Contriver of that Meflage ihould conceive, the 

"People of this Land to be fo void of Common fenle, as to 

"enter into (o a deep miftruft of thofe, whom they have, and 

"hisMaje^ly pught to repofe fo great a Truft in, as to de- 

"foair of any fecurity in. their private Mates, by Defcents, 

"rurcfaafes, Aflurances, or Conveyances; unlels bis Majeily 

"ihould, by His Vote, prevent the prejudice, they might re- - 

"cei?e therein by the Vptes of both Houfes of Parliament ; as 

" if They, wl^o are eijpecially chofen, and entrufted for that 

"purpofe, and ^ho Tnemfelves muft needs have fo great a 

^iharein all Grievances of the Subjed, had wholely caft off 

"all care of the Sul^edts Good, and his Majefty had folely 

/taken it up; and as if it could be imagined, that They 

^ ftouid, by their Votes, overthrow the Rights of Defcents, 

^^ Purchafes, or of any Conveyance or Afliirance, in whofe 

Judgement the whole Kingdom hath placed all their partir 

Qo^ *'ailar 
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^cular Interefts, if any of them (bould be called in queftion, 
^' in any of thofe cafes ; and that (as not knowing where to 
** place them, with greater fecurity ) without any Appeal 
** from Them to any other Perfon, or Court what(bevcr. 

** B u T indeed they were very much to feek, how the Cafe 
''ofH#ffcouki concern Defc^ntsand Purchaies, or Conver- 
sances and Aflurances; unlets it were in procuring ofxne /c- 
•*curity lo Men in their Private Interefts, by the pr^fora- 
** tion of the Whole from Confiifion, and Deftru&iOD ; ard 
*^much left did they underftand, how.thft Soverai^n Poi»ct 
'^ was refifted, anddefpifed therein. Certainly no Cooimand 
*^from his Majeftv, and his High' Court of Parliament (where 
" the Soveiatgn Power refides ) was difobeyed by S' Jotn 
^^Hotham-y nor yet was his Majefty's Authority derived out 
** of any other Court, nor by any legal Comroiflion, or by 
**'any other way, wherein the Law had appointed his Ma- 
*' jefty's Commands to be derived to WsSubjefts ; and <rf what 
** validity his Verbal Commands are, without any fuchftamp 
^^of his Authority upon them, and againft the Order of both 
*'Houfes of Parliamcm, and whether the not fubmitticg 
*^ thereunto, be a refitting and defpifingof the Soveraign Aa- 
'^ thority, they would leave to all Men to judge, that do at all 
**tindcrftand the Government of this Kingdom. 

'**They acknowledged that his Majefty had made many 
^^ expreffions of his Zeal, and Intentions agaitifi: the defperace 
** defigns of the Papifts j but yet it was alfo as true, that the 
**Counfels, which nad prevail'd of late with him, had been 
^Mittle fuitablc to thofe Expreffions, and Intentions. For 
** what did more advance the open, and bloody defign of the 
** Papifts in Ireland ( whereon the fecret Plots of the Papifb 
^^here did, in all likclyhood, depend) than his Majefty's ab- 
** renting himfelf, in that manner that he did,'from his Parlia- 
** ment ; and fetting forth fuch Iharp Invefti ves againft them, 
^^ notwithftanding all the humble Petitions, and other means, 
^"^ which his Parliament had addreOM unto him, for his re- 
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, and for his fatisfadion concerning their proceedings? 
*' And what was more likely to give a rife to tne defigns of 
'' the Papifts (whereof there were fo many in the North, near 
*^ to the Town of HmB) and of other Malignant, and ill Af- 
^ ^cfted Perfons (which were ready to joyn with them) or to 
*' liie Attempts of Foi'reigners from abroad, than thecontinu- 
" mg of that great Magazine at ffuBy at this time, and con- 
*^ trary to the defire and advice of both Houfes of ParHanient ? 
^' So that they had too much caufe to believe, that the Papifts 
*'had ftill fome way and means, whereby they had influ^ 
**ence upon his Majefty's Counfcls for their own advan- 
<<tage. 
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^^ Fo R the MaligDant Party, they Taid, his Majefty needed 

^^ftoc a defiaidon of theLaw, npryeta more fuUCharader 

^of them from both Houfes of Parliament, for to find them 

'^out, if he would pleafe only to apply the CharaAer, that 

^^ Himfelf had made of them, to thofe, unto whom it dcMth 

'^pioperly and trulv belong. Who are fo much dilaQefted to 

^*(he Peaoe of theiCingdom, as they that endeavour todifaf- 

^^fi& his Majefty from the Houfes of Parliament, and per- 

^'fwade him to be a; fuch a diftance fr6m them, both in 

" place and affefiion? Who are more difafi^Aed to the Go- 

^^ vernmem of the Kingdom, than fuch as lead his Mmfty 

*' away from hearkning to his Parliament) which, by the Con- 

'^fti(ution of the Kingdom, is hisgreateft and b^ftCduncil^ 

^'and periwadehim to follow themaliciousCounfelsof Ibme. 

'^private Men, in oppofing and contradijfting the wholefome 

'^ Advices, and juft Proceedings of that his moft faithful 

'^ Council, and higheft Court ? Who are they, that not only 

'^negledt and defpife, but labour to undermine the Law un-^ 

^'^ der colour of maintaining it, but they that endeavour to de- 

^^ftroy the Fountain and Uonfervatory of the Law, which is 

'^ the Fariiatnent ? And who are they that fet up other Rules 

'^ for thetnfelves to walk by, than (uch as were according to 

^^ Law, but they that will make other Judges of the Law than 

^' the Law hath appointed ^ and fo difpoife with their Obe- 

^'dience to that, which the Law calleth Authority, and co 

^' their determinations and r^lutions, to whom the judge-> 

^^ment doth appertain by Law ? For, when private Perions 

^^ (hall make the Law to be their Rule according to their own 

^^ underftanding, contrary to the judgement of thofe that are 

^^the competent Judges thereof, they fet up'unto themfelves 

'^ other Rules than the Law doth acknowledge. Who thofe 

^^Perfons were, none knew better than his Majefty himfelf: 

'^^And if he wouM pieafeto take allpoffible caution of them. 

*'as deftrudive to the Common* wealth andHimielf, and 

** woald remove them from about him, it would be the moft 

^'efl&dual means to compofe all theDiftraftions, and to cure 

''the Difterapers of the Kingdom. 

*'FoR the Lord D«*/s Letter, they faid, they did not 
^' make mention of it as a ground to hinder his Majefty frooi 
**vifiiing his own Fort j but they appealed to the judgement of 
*^ any indifierent Man, that (hould read that Letter, and cort- 
'* pare it with the pofture that his Majefty then dW, and ftill 
"doih,ftand in towards the Parliament, and with the circum- 

ftances of that late Aftion of his Majefty's going to ttrf?, 
^* whether the advifers of that Journey intended only a Vifit 
^of that Fort, and Magazine ? 

^ A« to the ways and overtures of Accommodation, and 

"the 
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*^ theMcflan of the twentiech of Jmnunj la(t, fo often 
^ fed, hue ftiU in vain, as was alledg'd : Their. Anfwer 
*^That although fo often as chat JMeffiige of the twentieth 
^^Jiummj had been prefled, fo often had their PriWleges*^ 
^'dearlv idfringed, chat a way and method of proceec 
<<(hou!d be prelcribed to them, as well for the lettling of .^| 
^^ Majefty's Revenue, as for the preftnting of their own Dt^, 
^ fires ( a thing which in former rarliamems had al wa75 bfea 
^^ excepted againft, as a breach of Privilege ) yec, in refped 
*^to the matter contained in that Meflage, and ouc of nxn 
^^ earneft deGre to beget a good underftanding between Us 
^ Majefty and them, they fwallowed down all matters of Ctr- \ 
^^ cumftance ^ and had e re that ticne presented the chief of ' 
^^ their defires to his Majefty, had they not been iocemjpxd 
<^ with continual Denials, even of thcne things that were ne- 
^^ceflary for their prefent Security, and SubHlience ; and had 
^^ not thofe Denials been followed with perpetual In veAives 
^'againft Them, and their Proceedings ^ and had not tbo6 
*' InveAives been heaped upon them fo thick one after another 
^( who were in a manner dready taken up wholely with the 
^ preffing Afiairs of this Kingdom, and of the Kingdom of 
'^ Irehma) that as they had little encouragement from thence, 
^^ to hope for any good Anfwers to their Defires, to they h^ 
'^ not fo mudi time left them to |>erfcA them in fuch a man- 
^ ner, as to ofifer them to his Majefty. 

^* T H E Y confeOed it to be a Refolutk>n moft worthy of a 
'* Prince, and of his Majefty, to (hut his Ears againft any 
^^that would incline him to a Civil War 3 and to abhor cbe 
^' very apprehenfion of it. But they could not believe that 
^ mind to have been in them, that came With his Majefty to 
'^ the Houfp of Commons j or in them that accompanied 
'^ his Majefty to HMmfton-Cowrt^ and appeared in a Warlike 
'^ manner at KiugSan upon Tkanus ^ or in divers df them, 
^^ who followed his Majefty lately to HuU^ or in them, who 
'^ after drew their Swords io T$rk^ demanding, J0fo would if 
^^ for the King} nor in them that advifcd his Majefty to dc- 
**clare S' John Hotbam a Traitor, before the Meflage was 
^ fent concerning that bufineis to the Parliament, or to make 
'^ Propofitions to the Gentlemen of the County of Tori to af- 
^^fift his Majefty to ptoceed againft him in away of Forces 
^' before he had, or poflibly could receive an Anfwer from 
^^ the Parliament, to whom he bad fent to demand Juftice of 
** them againft S' Jobn Hitham for that Fad : and if thofe 
^^ Malignant Spirits iliould ever force them to defend their 
^^ Religion, tlie Kingdom, the Privileges of Parliament, and 
'^ the Rights, and Liberties of theSubieds, with their Swordsj 
^^the Blood, and Deftruftion that mould enfue thereppooi

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' muft be wholely caft upon their Account; God, and their 
^own Confciexices told them, that they were clear ; and they 
^doubted not, but God, and the whole World would clear 
*them therein. 

^' F o R Captain Lig^ they had not faid that he was accufed, 

^' or that there was any Charge againft him, for the bringing 

**up of the Armv; but that he was employed in that bu£ 

^ Qefs. And for that concrming the Earl of NpuhCaflky fnen- 

^^tioned by his Maje(fy, which was faid to have been asked 

*' long fioce, and that it was not eafy to be Anfwcr'd : They 

^^ concdv'd it was a Qieftion of more diffi:ulty, and harder 

** to be Aofwer'd, why, when his Majefty held it neceOary, 

^^ upon the fame grounds that firft moved from the Houfts of 

"Parliament, that a Govcmour flx>uld be placed in thatTown^ 

*^ S' Jobm Hotham^ a Gendeman of known Fortune and In- 

^^ tegrity, and a Perfon of whom both Houte of Parliament 

^'had expreOed their Confidence, (houM be refufed by his Ma- 

^' jefty ^ and the Earl of New-Oiftle (who, bv die way, was fo 

"iar named in thebufioeft of bringing up tneArmy, that aJ- 

^^ tVxough there was not ground enough for a Tttdicial Proceed- 

^^ ing, yet there was ground of fufpicion ^ at leaft his Reputa* 

^' tion was not left fo unblemifli'd thereby, as that he (hould 

<< be thought the fitted Man in BftgUmd tor that Employment 

"of Hvo) (hould be fent down, in a private way from his 

^^ Majefty to take upon him that Government ? And why he 

^^ (hould •difguife himfelf under another Name, when became 

*^ thkher, as he did ? But whofocver (hodd confider, together 

^^ with thofe circumftances, that of the time when Sr Jtm J&« 

^* tham was appointed, by both Houfes of Parliament, to take 

^ upon him that Employment, which was prefendy after his 

^' Majefty's coming \q the Houfe of Commons, and upon the 

^^ retiring himfelf to HamftM^Court^ and the Lord Digifz af- 

'^iembliDg of Cavaliers at Khfgffom upon Thames^ would find 

^'reaibn enough, why that Town of HM (hould be commit-- 

^^ ted rather to Sr J^hn H^tham^ by the Authority of both

^'refpedt of their Number ; becaufe they were mean Perfons, 
^^ or oecaufe they were Few ^ but beoujfe they being but a 
*^ few, and there being fo many more in the County of as 
^'sood Quality as themfelves (who had, by iheir Petidoa to 
^ bis Msqefty, difavow'd that A& ol theirs] chat tbcjOmU 
^ take upon them the Style of all the Gentry, and Inhabtisnts 
^ of that County ; and, under that Title, (bould prefume to 
^ inrerpofe (heir Advice contrary to the Votes of both Houfes 
*^ of Parliament : And, if it could be made to appear, that any 
^ of thofe Petitions, that are (aid to have been prefented to 
^ the Houfes of Parliament, and to have been of a ftrange 
** nature, were of fuch a nature as that, they were confi- 
*^ dent, that they were never oeceiv'd with their Confent and 
** Approbation. 

** WHETHER there was an intention to deprive S^ Jolm 
'^ Hptism of his Life, if his Majefty had been admitted into 
^ BitB ^ and whether the Information were fuch, as that he 
^ had ground to believe it,they would not bring into queftion,^ 
** for that was nor« nor ought to have been, the ground for 
** doing what, he did : Neither was the number of his Ma- 
^* jefty^ Attendants, for being more or fewer, much confider- 
able in that Cafe ; for although it were true, tbac if his 
Majefty had entred with twenty Horfeonly, he might hap- 
pily have found meaos for to have forced the Entrance of 
" the reft of his Train ; who, being once in the Town, would 
" not have been long without Armes j yet that was not the 
** ground, upon which S^Johm Hvthsm was to proceed ; but 
"upon the Admittance of the King into the Town at all, fo 
** as to deliver up the Town and Magazine unto him, and 
•*to whomfocver he Qiould give the Command thereof, 
^ without the Knowledge and Confent of both Houfes of P^^- 
*^ liament, by whom he was entrufted to the contrary : and 
"his Majefty having declar'd, that to be his intention con- 
" cerning the Town, in a Meflage that he fent to the Parlia- 
" ment, not long before he went to ffi^ff j faying, th^t be did 
•* not. doubt, but that Town fliould be deliver'd up to him^ 
" whenfoever he pleafed, as fuppofing it to be kept againft 
" him ; and in like manner concerning his Magazine, in his 
** MeC&ge of the i+th of Afril^ wherein it is exprefled, that 
^ his Majefty went thither, with a purpofe to take into his 
^' hands the Magazine, and totiifpofe of it in fuch manner, as 
•*he (hould think fit : Upon thofe Terms, S^John Hftham 
^* could not have admitted his Majefty, and have made good 
^^ his Truft to the Parliament, though his Majefty would have 
' '• '^enter'd 
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^^ enter'd alone, wichouc any Attendants at all (rf* his owo^ . 
^^ or of the Prinoe or Duke, his Sons ; which they did not 
^^ wifh to be lefi, than they were, in their Number, but couM 
^^ heartily wiih that they were generally better in their Con«- 
** dition. 

^^ I N (he doTe of that Me(&ge, his Majefty dated the Cafe 
^^ of HuBj and thereupon inferred, that the Ad of Sr Jobm 
^^ H^tham was levying War againft the King ^ and, conie^ 
^^ quently, that it was no lefs than High Trealon, by the Let-' 
'^ ter of the Statute of the a; Edw. iii. €h. %. unleis^'the fenTe 
^^ of that Statute were very far differing from the Letter 
*^ thereof. 

^^In chQ dating of that Cafe, they faid, divers Particulars 

^* might be'obferv'd, wherein it was not rightly ftared; As, - 

I. ^^That his Majefty's going to £bi/, was only an en* 

<^ deavour toVifit aTown,^andFortof his: whereas it was 

^^ indeed to Poflefs himfelf of the Town, and Magazine there^ 

^' and to difpofe of them, as he himfelf ihould chink good^ 

** without, and contrary to the Advice, and Orders of both 

^^ Houfes of Parliament j as did clearly appear by his Majefty's 

^^ own Declaration of his Intentions therein, by his Meffi^es 

^^ to both Houfes, immediately before, and after that Journey. 

'^ Nor could they believe, that any Man, whofliould ccmfider 

'^ the circumftances of that Journey to Hull , could think^

J. ^ Which was the main Point of all, Sr Jdht Httbim 
" was bid to have (hut the Gates againft his Majefty, and to 
"have made reiGftance with Armed Men, in ddfiance of his 
" Majefty i whereas it was indeed in obedience to his Majefty^ 
" and his Authority, and for his Service, and the Servk:e of 
*' the Kingdom ^ for which ufe onlv, all that Intereft is, that 
" the King hath in the Town ; ana it is no further his to di*- 
^^ fpofe oL than he ufeth it for that end : and S' John Hotham 
^^ being Commanded to keep the Town and Magazine, for his 
^^ Majefty and the Kingdom, and not to deliver them up, bat 
" by his Majefty's Authority fignified by both Houfes of Parv 
"liament^ sJl that wastq.be underftood by thofe expreffions^

" fion from abroad, and that to begin at Hvff, and to takedie 
«^.oppomjnity of feiztng upon fo great a Magazine there ; fo a 
^rime of fo great diftanoe and alienation of ^is Majefty's Af- 
** foftion from his Parliament ( and in Them from his Kinf- 
** dom, which they renrefent ) by the wicked fuggeftions of & 
^ few Malignant Pertons , by whofe mifchievous Couofeb 
^'he was wholdy led away from his Parliament, and dieir 
'^ faithful Advices and Counfels : In fuch a time, the Lords 
<c and Commons in Parliament command Stjohm HUbm^ to 
"draw infome of the Traind-bandsofthe parts adjacent to 
^ the Town of HfJt, for the fecuring that Town and Maga- 
''Zinc for the Service of his Majefty, and of the Kingdom: 
" of the fafety whereof there is a higher Truft repded io 
^' Them, than any where elfe ; and they are the proper Judges 
"of the danger thereof. 
''This Town and Magazine beiqg entrufted to S^^ih

''nefi of Hd?, and wasprefently difpatched away into Hot- 

^* Immdy fbon aifter his Majeftv's return from HiJl ^ for what 

'*" Purpofe, they left the world to judge. * 

'^'Ufon the refufal of S' j^ibi Hs/ihisi to admit his Ma* 
'*' jefty into fiivff, prefently, without any due proceis of Law, 
**" before his Majefty had fenr up the narration of his Faft to 
^r the Parliament, he was proclaim'd Tray tor ; and yet it was 
^ (aid, that therein was no violation of the Subjects Rights, 
nor any breach of the Law, nor of the Privilege of Parlia- 
menr, though S'Jo/m lUtham be a Member of the Houie 
of ComnH>ns ^ and that his Majefty muft have better rea- 
^^fony than bare Votes, to believe the contrary; although the 
Votes of the Lords and Commons in Parliament, being the 
Great Council of the Kingdom, are the reafon ot the King, 
and of the Kingdom : yet thefe Votes, they (aid, did not 
want clear, and apparent reafon for them; for if the folemn 
proclaiming him a Traytor fignify any thing, it puts a Man, 
'' and all thofe. that any way aid, affift, or adhere unto him, 
in the fame condition of Tray tors; and draws upon him 
all the cpnfeQuences of Treatbn : And if that might be done 
by Law, without due procefs of Law, theSubjedl bath a. 
'^ very poor defence of the Law; and a very fmall , if any, 
proportion of Liberty ther^y. And it is as little fatisfa- 
^iontoaMan, that (lull bc^ ei^pofed to fuch Penalties, by 
"that Declaration of him to be Traytor, to fay, he fliall 
% ''have 
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^^ have a Legal Tryal afterwardi; as it » to condcnm a Man 
^^ firtL and cry him after watds. And if there could be a ik- 
^ ceifity for any fuch proclaiming a Man a Traytor witboat 
^* due procels of Law, yet there was none in this cafe^ for 
^ his Majefty might as lyell have expeded the judgment of 
^' Parliament ( which was the right way ) as he had leifure 
^ to fend to them to demand juftice againft Sr y^Jbm l&tbtm. 
^ And (he breach of Privilege of Parlhiroent was as dcar/o 
''this Cafe, as the Tub verfion of the SQbjdSteCominoQ right : 
'^For, though the Privileges of Parliament, do not extend to 
" thofe Cafes, mentioned ip the Declaration, of Treafon, F^ 
^ lony, and Breach of Peace, fo as to exempt die Members 
'' of Parliament from puniihment , nor from all manoerof 
*' Procefs and Tryal, as ic doth in other Cafes ; yet it doth* Pri- 
" vilcge them in the Way, and Method of their Tryl aand 
'^Puniihment; and that the Parliament Qiould have theCauie 
•' firft brought before them, that they may judge of the Faft, 
" and of the grounds of the Accufation ; and how £ur forth tk 
'* manner of their Tryal may concern, or not concern the Pii- 
*' vilegc of Parliament. Ocherwife it would be in the power, 
*' not only of his Mlegefty, but of every Private man, under 
"pretenfions of Treaibn8,or thofe other Crimes, to take any 
" Man from his Service in Parliament ; and fo as many one 
''after another as he pieafetb ; and, confequently, to make a 
" Parliament what he will, when he will; which -would bc^ 
" breach of fo Eflential a Privilege of Parliament, as that the

" no ways doubted bat every One, that had taken the Prot^ 
" ftation, would, according (o his Solemn Vow, and Oath,

"jefty was the only Perfon againft: whom Treafon could not

^ which only maketh EMgland a free Monarchy. 

^^ For the Order of AflSftance to the Committee of both 

^'Houfes; as they had no Directions or InftruAions, hue 

*^what had the Laws for their Limits, and the Safety of the 

^^ Land for their Ends, fo they doubted not but all Perfons 

^^mention'd in that Order, and all his Majefty^sgood Sub- 

1^ jefts, would ^ield obedience to his Majefty's Authority^

^ all Men might.the better know their duty in matters of that

^ nalty, chat (bould follow the King, and fare him in War

^ Kingdom, and the Laws thereof ? That could not be ^ for 
*^ that could not ftand with the Duty of their Allegiance ; 
*< which, in the beginning of the Statut^ was czprci&d.tobe 
*' to fcrve the King for the time being in his Wars, for tiie 
'* defence of Him , and the Land ^ and therefore if it be s- 
^ gainft the Land f as it cannot be underftood to be ocher- 
^* wiie, if it be againft the Parliament , the Rejnreientame

'^ in his Wars, and alfolecure tho(e, which (liouldferveHim, 
*' who might otherwiie fear to (erve htm in the Wars^ left, 
^' by chance of Battle, that might happen to him alio ( if a 
*^ Duke of Tffrk had fet up a Title againft him ) which had 
'^happen'd to his PredecefTor, lie procured this Statute to be

^^ T H E T faid, they would conclude, that although thofe 

^^ ivicked Counlellors about his Majefty, had prefum'd, un- 

^^ der his Majefty's Name, to put that difhonour, and am-onc 

^ upon both Hollies of Parliament ; and to n^ake Them the 

'^ countenancers of Treafbn, enough to have diflblv'd all the 

*^ bands, aikl finews of confidence between his Majefty, and 

^^ bis Parliament ( of whom the Maxim of the Law 1$, that a 

^^ diihonourable thing ought not to be imagin'd of them ) yet 

^^ they doubted not, but it Ihould, in the end, appear to all 

^ the world, that their endeavours had been moft hearty and 

^^ fincere, for the maintenance of the'true Proteftant Reli- 

^^'gtoo; the King's juft Prerogative^ the Laws, and Liberties 

** of the Land ; and the Privileges of Parliament : in which' 

** endeavours, by the Grace of God, they would ftill perfift,

This Declaration wrought more upon the minds of Men, 
than all that they had done ; for the bufinefs at Hull was, by 
very many, thought to be done before projeAed ; and the Ar- 
gument of the Militia to be enter'd upon at firft in paf&on, and 
afterwards purfued with that vehemence, infenfibly, by be- 
ing oigagec^ and that both extravagances bad fo much weigh- 
ed down the King's Trefpafles, in coming to the Houfe and 
accu&ig the Members, that a realbnable agreement would 
have been the fooner coniented to on all hands. But when, 
by this Dedaratiod, they faw Foundations laid, upon which 
not only what had been already done, would be well juftifi- 
ed, but whatfoever they (hould, hereafter, find convenient to 
lecond what was ahready done; and that not only the King, 
but the Regal Power was either fuppreSed, or depofitedin 
other hands; the irregularity, af)d monftroufnefs of which 
Princii^s found lif tie oppoficion or reiiftance, even for the 
Irregularity, and MoBftrou&efs : Very many thought it as un- 
fafe to be prefent at thofe Conroltadons, as to confent to the 
Conclufions ; and (b great Numbers of the Members of both 
Houfes abfeked themfelves ; and many , eft)ecially of th^ 
Houie of Peers;, reforted to his Majefty at T&ri, So that, inf 
the Debates of the higbeft coi^equence, there was not ufu- 
allv prefent, in the Houfe of Commons, the fifth part of their 
jure Numbers ; and, very often, not above a Dozen or Thir-' 
teen, in the Houfe of Peers. In the mean time the King 
had a full Court, and receiv'd all Comers with great clemen- 
cy, and grace ; calling always all the Peers to Council, and

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cotnmunicariog withtbefn all fuch DedantHXis, as bethought 
fit topubliflitn Anfwer totbofeofthe Parliament; and all 
MdlageSy and wbattm dfe was neceffiuy to be donefor the 
improvement of his oonditton i And having now the Great 
Seal with him, iflued fuch Proclamations, as were ieaibnable 
for the prefervation of the Peace of the iCti^dom. Firft he 
publtfh'd a Declaration in Anfwerto that of the ninefcenth 
^ of Jlf#f , in which his Majefty faid. 
musjifft "That if he could be wearv of taking any {Kuns facthe 
Ti^il^s- " fatisfadHon of his People, and to undeceive them of thofe 
f »<! rftht ^ fpectous, mifchievous inAifions^ which were daily ioftill'd 
ipribif May/' into them to fliake, and corrupt their Loyalty, and Affidi- 
'* on to his Majefty and his uovemment, amr (o fiiU, and 
'^ ample Declaration of himfeif and Intentions , and (o fair 
^* and fattsfadory Anfwers to all fuch matters as had been ob- 
'* jefited to him, by a Major part prefent of both Hoofa of 
'^ Parliament , He might well give over that labour of his 
^* Pen J and (ic ftill, tiU it ihould pleafe God to enlighten the 
'^ afiedions, and underftandingsof his good Subje£te on his 
^' behalf (which he doubted not, but that, inHis^oodTtme, 
^^he would do) that they might fee His (iiffinringB were 
^ Their fuficrings : but fince, inftead of applying themfelves 
'^ to the method, propofed by his Majefty, of maUng fiich fo-

^and fully Anfwer'd by his Majefly, He had prevail d with 
^^himlelf, upon verv mature and particular confideration of 
^ it, to Anfwer the fate printed Bookentimkd a Declaration, 
^^or Remonfhrance of the Lords and Commons, which was 
^^orderM, the nineteenth of ilf4y lafl, to be prinml and pub- 
'^ liOied ^ hoping then, that they would put his M^yefly to no 
*^ more of that trouble, but that That mould have been the 
^^ laft of fiich a Nature they would have communicated to 
^' his People ; and that they would not, as they had done

^' (hould have another Anfwer : and he doubted not, but that 
^^ his good Subteds would, in fhort time, be fo well infbudt- 
^^edinthe di&rences, and roiftaldngs between thsm^ that

^ reoeiv'd from his Maidfty, in Anfwer to that whidi was 
" prefented to his Majefty at Ntia-Miriety the modkK£ Mtni 
^'Jaft^ and likewife his Anfwer to the Petition of both 
. "Houfes^ prefented to himacr^rit, the K^thof Mard: Bat, 
''before it fell upon any particular of his Majefty's Dedbn- 
'* tion or Anfwer, it complain'd that the Heads of the Ma.* 
'' lignant Party had, with much Art smd Induftry, advifed him 
''tofufier divers unjuft Scandals, and Imputations upon the 
'' Parliament, to be publiflied in His Name, whereby they 
"^ might make it odious to the People, and, by their help, 
''deftroy it : but not inftancing in any one Scandal, or Im-

(hould fay more i and which indeed threaten'dib much dan- 
ger to his Perfon, and laid fo much Scandal upon the Pri** 
vilege, and Dignity of Parliament, that he wonder'd ic 
could b^ DQcntion'd without blufhes or indignation: But of 
cfaat, anon ; But why the Malignant Party (bould be charged 
'^^ with the cauiing a rvefs tobetranfported to ri^ri^^bis Ma<* 
*^ iefty faid, he could not imagine; neither had any Papers or 
** >Arr kings iflued from thence, to His knowledge, but what 
*^ had been extorted from him by fuch Provocations, as had 
noc been befbfc oflfer'd to a Kine. And, no doubt, it would 
appear a moft trivial, and fond Exception, when all Preflcs 
were ojpen to vent whatfoever they thought fie to fay to the 
People (a thing unwarranted bv former cuftom) that his 
Majefty Ihould not makeufe of ail lawful means, to publiSi 
his juft, and neceflary Anfwers thereunto. As for tne Au» 
chority of the Great Seal ( though he did not know that it 
bad beennece0ary to things of that nature) the fame (hould 
*^ be more frequentlv ufed hereafter, as occafion ihould re- 
^'^ quire ; to wnich ne made no doubt, but the greater, and 
'' better part of his Privv Council would Concur ^ and whofi^ 
^^ Advice he was relblv'd to fdlow, as far as it (hould be agree- 
able CO the Good j arid Welfare of the Kingdom. 
'' B E F o R E that Declaration vouchfafed to infift upon any 
particulars, it was plea(ed to cenfure both his Majefty's De<- 
claratfon and Anfwer to be fiU'd with har(h Cenfures, and 
cauflefs Charges upon the Parliament (ftilt mifapplying the 
word Parliam^n; to the Vote of both Houfes ) concerning 
which they refolve to give latisfadtion to the Kingdom, (ince 
they found \% very dirocult to fatisfy his Maiefty. If, as in 
the ufage of the wofd Parliament, they bad lett his Majefty 
out of their thoughts ; fo by the word Kingdom^ they in* 
tended to exclude all his People who were not within their 
Walls (for thit was grown another Phrafe of the time, the 
Vote of the Major part of both Houfes, and fometirocs of 
one, was now call'd theRefolution of the whole Kingdom ) 
his Majefty believ'd, it might not be hard to give fatif- 
faifUontothemfelves; ocherwife he was confident (and, he 
faid, bis confidence proceeded from the uprightnefs of bis 
^ "own Confdcnce) they would never be able fo to (ever the 
' '' A£&d:ions of his Majefty and his Kingdom, that what could 

not be fatisfaAion to the One, (hould be to the Other : 
Neither would the ftyle of Humble, and Faithful, and tell*- 
ing hia Msjeftyv that they will make him a Great and Glo^ 
rious Kinfe in their Petitions and Remonftrances, fo deceive 

Pp 4. ''his 
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^^ his good Subjefts, that they would pab over the Reproaches, 
^'Threats, and Meoaces they were ftuflcd with; which fine- 
<< Iv could not be more gqitly reprehended by his Majdly, 
^^ than by faying, their ExprdEons were diSerent from the 
^^ufual Language to Princes; which that Dedaratioa told 
^hiffi, he had nooccafion to uy : But he believed, whdbever 
** looked over that Declaration, prefented to hun at Ahr- 
^ Mtrkety to which his was an Anlwer, would find the Lao- 
^ guagje throughout it to be fo unufual, that, before tbts?ir- 
^ Bament, it could never b^ parallel'd ; whilft, under prcttDcc 
^of juftifying their Fears, they gave lb much countenanGe to 
? the difcourie of the Rebels of Ireland, as if they bad a mind 
^ his good Si^bjeds (bould ^ive credit to it : Othorwife, being 
« warranted by the lame evidence, which they have fincepub- 
^Miflied, thev would have as well declared. That thofe Re- 
*^ beis jpublicUy threaten the rootine out the Name of the 
**£sgq/!&, and that thev will have aKUig of their own, and 
^no longer be governed by his Majefty, as that they fiiy, 
**That they do nothing, but by his Majmy's Authority; and 
^ that they call themfehres the Queen's Army. And therefore 
^he had great reafon to complain of the abfimce of Juftice 
*^ and Integrity in that Declaration ; befides the unfitnefi of 
.** other Ex|muions. 
^'Neither did his Majefty miftake the SubSano^ or 
' f'Logick of their Meflage to him, at TteetaUs^ concerning 
*' the Militia ; which was no other, and was ftated to be no 
Vothe^, even by that Declaration that reproved him, than a 
f^ plain Threat, That if his Majsfty refufed to joyn with them 
*' they, would make a Law without him : Nor had the Pra- 
^ dice (ince that time been other ; which would never be ju*- 
^^ ftified to the mpft ordin^y if not partial underftandings, by 
f ^ the meer averring it to ht according to the Fundamental 
^^Laws of this Kingdom, without giving any diredions, that 
'^^ the pioft Cunning and Learned Men in the Laws, might be 
. f^able to find thofe Foundations. And he would appeal unto 
^^U the World, whether they might not, with as much }u- 
^ ftice, and by as much Law, have feifed upon the Eftate of 
^* every Member of both Houfes, who diuented fit>m that 
^^ pretended Ordinance (which much the Major pare of the 
^^ Houfe of Peers did, two or three feveral times ) as they 
*^ had invaded tha;: Power of His over the Militia, becauie he, 
*' upon reafons they had not fo much as pretended to Anfwer, 
•* refufed to Confent to that Propoficion. 

*' An p if no better Eflcflis, than lo(s of Time, and hinder- 
^^ ance of the Publick Afiairs, had been found byhis Anfwers 
^' and Replies, all Good Men might judge by whofe Default, 
^^and whofe want of Duty, fuch Efieas bad been : for as his 

*^End 
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^^ find, indeed his only End, in thore Anfwers and Replies, 
^^ had been the fecdemenc and compofure of Publick Affairs ; 
^^ fo^ he was aflured, and moft Men did believe, chat if that 
^^ due regard and reverence had been given to his words, and 
^^ that confent and obedience to his Counfels, which be ex- 
^^ pe£l;ed« there had been, before that time, a chearful calm 
^^ upon the face of the whole Kingdom; every Man enjoying 
^ his own, with all poffible Peace and Security that can be 
^^ imagin'd ; which furely thofe Men did not deure, who ( af- 
*^ ter all thofe Afls of Juftice, and Favourpafled by him, this 
^^ Parliament ; all thofe Suffisrings, and Aflronts, endured and 
^^ undergone by him) thought fit ftill to reproach him with 
^^ Sfaip*money, Coat and dondud* money, and other things 
^^ fo abundantly dedar'd, as that I>edaration it felf confefKd, 
^^ in the general Remonftrance of the State of the Kingdom, 
^^ publiihed in November laft ; which his Majefly wonder'd to 
^' filled now avow'd to be the Remonflrance of both Houfes ; 
^^and which, he was fure, was prefentcd to him only by the 
^^ Houfe of commons ; and did never, and, he was confident, 
^^ in that time could never have pafled the Houfe of Peers ; 
^^ the Concurrence, and Authority of which, was not then 
*^ thought necefl&ry. Should his Majefly believe thofe Re- 
^^ proaches to be the Voice of the Kingdom of EtfgUnd^ That 
^^ all his loving Subjeds eafed, refraned, ftrengthen'd, and 
^^ abundantly fatisfied with his A&s of Grace and Favour to- 
^^ wards them, were willing to be involved in thofe unthank- 
*' (ul Expreffions ? He would appeal to the Thanks, and Ac- 
^^knowledgements publifhed in the Petitions of moft of the 
<^ Counties of Engl^ ; to the Teftimony, and Thanks, he 
<< had received from both Houfes of Parliament ; how fea- 
^' fonable, how agreeable that ufage was to his Majefty's Me- 
^^ rit, or their former Expreflions. 

^ H I s Majefly faid, he bad not at aU fwerved, or depart- 
'^ed from his Refolutions, or Words, in the beginning of this 
^ Parliament : He had faid, he was refolved to put himfelf 
*< freely, and clearly upon the Love and Affeftion of his £»;- 
'< /^ SubjeOs ; and he faid fo ftill, as far as concerns England. 
^^ And he call'd Almighty God to witnefs, all his Complaints 
<^and Jeak)ufies, which had never been cauflefs, nor of his 
^^Houtes of Parliament (but of fonoe few Schifmatical, Fa&i- 
« ous, and Ambitious Spirits ; and upon grounds^^as he feared, 
•^aihort time would juftify to the World) his Denial of the 
^' Militia, his abfenting himfelf from Londom^ had been the 
^efi^sof an upright, and faithful AfFeAion to his Engi^ 
^'Subjeds ; that he might be able, through all the inconve^ 
** niences he might be compeird to wrcftle with, at laft to pre- 
^^lerve, andreftore their Religion, Laws, and Liberties unto 
<«thcm. ^ ~ ''SiNCB 
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^'Sin4:b the Proceeding agaioft the Lord KimMtoB, and 
^ the five Members, was ftiJl looked upon, and (o ofteopref- 
^fed, as lb great an advantage agalnft his Majefty, thatno 

* Retraftion made by him, nor no Adion, finoe that tune 
*^ oommited againft Him, and the Law of the Land, under 
^the pretence of Vindication of Privilqge, could (adsfy the 
^ Contrivers of that Declaration, but that they wouU Izave 
^hjs good Subjcfts to believ^ the Acoifidon of thofc iSr 
^'Members muft be a Plot for the breaking the Keck i the 
" Parliament { a ftraiu^ Arrogance if any of thofe Mcnka 
*^ had the Penning of that Declaration ) and that Jl was fo 

often urged againft him, as if by that fingte, caTual Mi- 
« ftakeof his, in form only, he bad foridted all Duty,0 
^'dit, and Allegiance from his People, he £ud, he would, 

* without endeavouring to excufe that, which in truth was an 
"Error (his going to the Houfc of Commons; give his Pco- 
. P'^j * ^^ *°^ c'«" NarratkMi of the matter of Fad; af- 
^furinghimfelf, that his good SubjeOs would not find hit 
^i;|ag9 in that bufincis, fiich as had beenivported. 

/^His Majefty faid, that when he refolv^ upon fucb 

grounds, as, when they ihould be publiOiec^ would fatisfjf 

^ the World, that it was fit for his own Safety, and Honour, 

and the Peace of the Kingdom, to proem againft tboie 

* Perfons ; though he well knew , there was no degree of 
" PnvUcge in that Cafe ; yet to (hew his defire of Cor/cfpoo- 
• dence with the two Houfcs of Parliamenr, he chofe rather 
•tlton to apprehend their Perfons by the ordinary. Miniftcn 

of Juftice ( which, according to the opinion, and pradicc 

of former times, he might have done) to Command his 

Atturney General, to acquaint his Houfe of Peers widi' his 

mtention, and the general matters of his Charge (fwhidi 

was yet more particular, than a roeer Accufation) and fo 

^proceed accordingly;^ and at die fame dme fent afworn 

Servant, a Serjeant at Armes, to the Houfe of Commoof^ 

to acquaint them, that his Majefty did accofe, and imemW 

to profccute the five Members of that Houfe for High 

Trea&n ; and did require, that their Perfons might be fe- 

« ?*^^^J u Cuftody, This he did, not only to (hew ttot he 

^^ intended not to Violate, or Invade their Privileges^ but » 

ufe inore Ceremony towards them, than he then. conceived 

^^ in juftjce might berequlrcd of him; and efcpeftcd at Icaft 

^^luch an Anfwer, as might inform him, if be weie outof 

^^ the way; but he received none at all; only, in the inftant, 

^^ without ofiering any thing of their Privileges to his Confr 

cc J ^"^' an Order was made, and the fimie Night publifc- 

•I A '° '^^'^^ That if any Perfon whatfoever, ihould ofler to 

^Axj^ the Pcrfoa of any Member of that Houfe, without 

«firil 
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^ firCfc acquaintiag that Houfe therewith, and reoeiving further 

^ Order from that Houfe, that it fliould be Lawful for fuch 

'^ AdlexDber, or any PerfoQ, to refift them, aod to ftand upon 

•^ liis^ or meir Guard of Defience ; and to make refiftance, 

'^ according to the Protefbitipn taken to defend the Phvil^e 

'^^ of Parliament: And this was the firft time that he heard 

^ Che Pioteftation might be wrefted to fuch a (enfe, or that in 

*' ajay Cafe, though of the moft undoubted and unqueflion- 

able Privilege^ it might be Lawful for any Perfon oo refift. 

aAd ufe violence againft a Publtck Minifter (^ Juftice, arm'd 

urith Lawful Authority; though his Majefty well knew, 

chat even fuch a Minifter might be puniflbed for executing 

fuch Authority. / 

^^ Upon viewing that Order, his Majefty confeOed, he 

^^ vf as ibmewhat amaz'd, having never Iben, or heard of the 

^^ like ; though he had known Members cf either Houfe com- 

^^ mitted, without fo much formality as he had ufed , and 

^^ upon Crimes of a far inferlour nature to thoie he had fug* 

^^ gefted; and having no courfe propofed him for bis Pro* 

^^ ceeding, he was, upon die matter, only told, that againft 

^^ thoie Pcrfons he was not to proceed at all -, that they were 

^^ above His reach, or the reach of the Law. It was not eafy 

^^ for him to refolve what to do : If he iraploy'd his Miniffcers 

^^ of Juftice in the ufual way for their apprehenfion , who 

^^ wiuiout doubt would not have refitfed to have executed 

^^his Lawful Commands, he faw what oppofidon, and re- 

^^ iiftance, was like to be made -, which, very probably, might 

<^ have coft fome Blood : If he iate ftiil, and defifted upon 

** that T^rrour, he Ihould, at the bcft, have confefled his 

*' own want of Power, and the weaknefs of the Law. In that 

^f ftreight, he put on a fuddain RefoludoUj^ to try whether his 

** own Prefence, and clear difcovery of his Intention, which 

^^ happily might not have been fo weU underftood, could re- 

^^ move thote Doubts, and prevent thofe Inconveniences , 

^^ whidi feem*d to have been threatened y and thereupon, he 

"Refolv'd to go, in his own Perfon, to the Houfe eiF Com- 

'^ mons; which he difcover'd not^ till the very minute of his 

^^ going; when he fentoot Orders^ that his Servants, and 

^^ uich Gentlemen as were then in his Court, fhould attend 

^^himtoffijhmfi^r; but giving them exorefs Command, as 

'^ he had expreffed in his Anfwer to the Ordmnce^ that no 

^f AccidmtSs or Provocation, (hoiild draw them to any fuch 

^ Aftion, as might imply a purpofe of Force in Us Majefty ; 

^^and Himlelfv requirii^ tbote of his Train not to come 

'^widiiii the Door, went into the Houie of Cononons ; the 

<f bare doing of which, he did not then conceive^ wotdd have 

^^been (bought more a breach of Privilege, than if he had 

<*gon« 
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^gpat to the Houlb of Peers, and lent for them to come to 
^^ nin i whidi was the ufiial Cuftom. 

^*Hb ufed the beft Expitffions he could, to afliire diem 
^'how far he was from any intention of violatiif their Pri- 



^^vtl^es; that he intended to proceed legally^ and fpeedily 
<< aptinft the Perfons he had accuTedi and defired thefefoit, 
^'ifthey were in the Houfi^ that they might be deUverV/ra 
**him; orifab(ent,that fu^courie might be taken for dkxir 
*^ forth coming, as might fi^isfy his JuftDemaixls ; and fob 
^'departed, having no other piirpote of Force, £f cliey M 
^' been in the Houfe, than he had before protefted, befoie 
^ God, in his Anfwer to the Ordinance. They had an ac- 
^^ count now «f his part of that ftory fully ; his People m^ 
^* judge fipeely of it. What foUowd on their part (though 
** that Declaration fiud, it could not withdraw any pait of 
*^ their Reverence and Obedience from his Majefty ^ it might 
*'be any part of theirs it did not) he ihould have too much 
^^ caufe hereafter to inform the World. 

^ H I s Majeftv faid, there would be no end of this difcourfe, 

*<and of upbraidiw falim with evil Couniellors, if, upon his 

^conftant denial of knowing anv, they would not vouchfafe 

^to inform him of them ; and after eight Months amufing 

^ the Kingdom with the ezpeftatioa of the diicoverv of a 

^^ Maliniant Pany, and of evil Counfeilors, they would not 

** at lad name any, nor detoribe them. Let the AAions or 

^ Lives of Men be eseamin'd , who had Contriv'd, Coun- 

^^feUed, aftually confimted to Grieve, and Burthen his Pe^ 

*' pie 'y and tf iuch were now about his Majefty, or any a- 

^ gainft whom any notorious , malicious Crime could be 

^ proved, if he (helter'd and proteAed any fuch, let his In- 

^^ juftke be publilhed to the World : but till that were done 

*^ particularly and manifeftly (for be fliould never conclude 

'^ anv Man upon a bare, general Vote of the Major part of 

^^ eitner, or bbth Houfes, till it were evident, that That Ma- 

^ jor part was without Paffion or AfiedHon ) he muft look 

^^ upon the charge that Declaration put upon him, of cheriOi- 

^^ ing and countenancing a Difcontented Party of the King- 

'^dom agatnft them, as a heavier and unjufter Tax upon his 

'^ Jufticc and Honour, than any He had, or could lay, upon 

^' theFramers of that Declaration. And now, to countenance 

^^thofe unhandlbme Expreffions, whereby they ufiially had 

^ implied his Majefty's donnivance at, or want of 2>al againft, 

^' the Rebellion of Inlatul (fo odious to all Good Men J they 

^had found a new way of exprobration : That the Procla- 

'^ mation againft thofe bloody Tray tors came not out , till 

^ the begmning of Jamtary^ d^ough that Rebellion broke 

^' out in O&Qiir^ ana tben^ by fpecial Command from his 

^ "Majefty, 
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^^Majeftv, but forty Copies were appointed to be Printed* 
** His Majefty faid, it was well known where he was at that 
'^cime, when that Rebellion broke forth ; in ScotUnd: That 
*^ He immediately* from thence, recommended the Care of 
^ that Bufinels to both Houfes of Parliament here, i^er he 
*< had provided for all fitting Supplies from his Kingdom of 
^^ScotUmd: That after his return hither, heobferv'd alltbofe 
^ Forms for that Servkre, which he was advifed to by his 
^ Council of IreAnvi/, or both Houfes of Parliament here, and 
^^ if no Proclamation ifliied out fooner ( of which, for the pre- 
^^ lent, he was not certain; but thought that others, by his 
^^ direAions, were ifliied before that time ) it was, becaufe 
^^ the Lords Juftices of the Kingdom defired them no fooner ; 
^^ and when they did, the Number they defired was but 
^ Twenty ; which they advifed mieht be fign'd by his Ma- 
^^ jefty ; which he, for expedition of the Service, commanded 
^^ CO be Printed ; a Circumftance not required by them ; there- 
^^ upon he fign'd more of them, than his Juftices defired ^ all 
"which was very well known to fome Members of one, or 
" both Houfes of Parliament ; who had the more to Anfwer, 
** if they forbore to expreis it at the pafling of that Declara- , 
" tion 'y and if they did exprefs it, he had the greater reafon 
*^ to complain, that fo envious an Afperfion fhould be caft on 
" his Majefty to his People, when they knew well how to An- 
** fwer their own ObieAion. 

^< W H A T that Complaint was againft the Parliament, put 
^' forth in His Name, which was fudi an Evidence and Coun- 
^' cenance to the Rebels, and fpoke the fame Language of the 
^ Parliament which the Rebels did; he faid he could not un- 
^ derftand. All his Anfwers and Declarations had been, and 
<^ were « own'd by himfelf ; and had been attefted under his 
^^ own hand \ if any other had been publiflied in his Name, 
^ and without his Authority, it would be eafy for both Houfes 
^^ of Parliament to difcover , and apprehend the Authors : 
** Andhe wiflied, that whofoever was truftcdwith the Draw- 
** ing, and Penning that Declaration, had no more Authority^ 
*^ or Cunning to impofe upon, or deceive a Major part of 
** thofe Votes, by which it pafled, than any Man had to prc- 
'^ vail with his Majefty to plublifli in his Name anything, hut 
^^the fenfe, and Refolutionof his own Heart ; or that the 
** Contriver of that Declaration could, with as good a Con- 
^^ fdenoe , call God to witnefs, that all his Counfels and En- 
^^deavours had been firee from all private Aimes« peifonal 
^^Rcfpefts or Paflions whatfocver, as his Majefty had done, 
^* and did. That he never had, or knew of any fuch Refolution 
f'ofbringingupthe Army to London. 

^^ A N D unce that new Device was found out, inftead of 

"An- 
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^ Anrwering his itafons^or radsfying bis juft demands, tobUl 
^ his Declarations and Anfwen, as if they were not his o«i; 
^' a bold, fenfleis Itnputatkm : He faid be was fare, that eveq 
'^ Anfwer, and Declaration, publifhed by his Majefiy, was 
^ much more his own, than any one of thofe bold,threacning) 
** and reproachful Petitions, and Remonftrances , were the 
*^ A&s of either, or both Houfes. And if the Penner of that 
'^ Declaration had been careful of the Tnift repofcd k biw, 
*' he would never have denied (and thereupon found iialc 
'^ with his Majefty's juft indignation) in the Text or Mai^t, 
^^ that his Majefty had never been charged with the Intom 
^' of any Force ^ and that in their whole Declaration, these 
^^was no one word tending to any fuch reproach; tte cod- 
^' trary whereof was fo evident, that his Majefty was, in ex- 
^^ pre-terms, charged in that Declaration, that he had feot 
'^ them gracious Nkflages, when, with his Privity, brioging 
^* up the Army was in agitation ; and, even in that Declara* 
^ tion, they fought to make the People believe fome M 
'^ thing to be proved, in the Depofitions therewith publiflied; 
'^ wherein, his Majefty doubted not, they would as muchfaii^ 
'^ as they^did in their Cenfure of that Petition, ihew'd fbr- 
*^ merly to his Majefty by Captain Leg, and fubicribed by him 
'* C. R. which, notwithftanding his Majeft/s full, and paid- 
'^cular Narration of thefubftance of that Petition, the dr- 
*^ curoftances of feeing and approving it, that Declaratiofl ^^ 
'^ pleafed to (ay, was full of Scandd to the Parliament, aod 
'' might have proved dangerous to the whole Kingdom. If 
*^ thev had that dangerous retition in their hands, his Majefty 
'^ faid, he had no reafon to believe any tendernels toward; 
** Him had kept them from communicating it; if they had it 
** not, his Majefty ought to have been believed : But that all 
'< good People might compute their other pretended daflgeri 
^*oy their clear underftanding of that, the noife whereof had 
'* not been inferiour to any of the reft, his Majefty faid, he 
*^ had recover'd a true Copy of the very Petition he had fign'd 
^* with C. R. which' (hould, in fit time, be publifhed ; and 
** which, he hoped, would open the eyes of his good People 
"Concerning his Warrant for Mr y^nwysi's Pauage^ 
" his Anfwer was truCjand full j butfor his black SattinStfif, 
*' and wh.ite Boots, he could give no Account. 
"His Majefty hadcoropkin'din his Declaration, and, as 
ofccn as he (hould have occafion to mention his return, and 
refidence near London^ he fliould complain, of the barbarous 
and fedicious Tumults at White-H^y and TFeffmmfier; whid 
indeed had been fo full of Scandal to his Government, and 
" danger to his Perfon, that he fliould never think of his rt' 
", turn thither, till he had Juftice for what was paft, and Sc- 
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ourity for the time to come : And if there were fo great a 
neGemty, or defire of his return, as was pretended, in all 
time, upon fo often prefling his defires, and upon caufea 




^ Jp^jindnfitr was as lawful, as the refort of great Numbers 

^^ every day in the Term to the Ordinary Courts of Juftice; 

^^ IThey knew no Tumults. Strange ! was the diforderly ap» 

^^ pearance of fo many thoufand People , with Staves and 

^^ Swords, crying through the Streets, WefimmBer-HaU^ tho 

^^Pa(£qge between both Houfes (infomucti as the Members 

^^ could hardly pafs to and fro ) No Bijhofs^ dawn with the 

" .^Jhofs^ No Tumults ? What Member was there of either 

'^ 1 -€ou&, that faw not thofe- Numbers, and heard not tbofe 

*^ O'rics ? And yet lawful Aflcmblies ! Were not feveral Mem- 

^^ bers of either Houfe, aflaulted, threatened, and evilly en- 

•^treiited ? And yet no Tumuls ! Why made the Houfe of 

«« PecTS a Declaration, and 4cnt it down to the Houfe of Com- 

*' motis for thefuppreffing of Tumults, if there were no Tu- ^ 

" mults ? And if there were any, why was not fuch a Decla* 

** ration confented to, and publiQied ? When the Attempts 

^' were ib vifible, and threats fo loud to pull down the Abby 

*^ at IVefimmftefy had nothisMaJeftyjuft caufe to apprehend, 

^' chat iiich People might continue their work to Wbite-HaB? 

** Yet no Tumults ? What a ftuaiigc time are We in , that 

^ a few impudent, malicious ( to give them no worfe term ) 

^^Men, (bouldcaft fuch a Mift of errpur before the eyes of 

^^ both Houfes of Parliament, as tliat they either could not, or 

'' would not, fee how manifeftly they injured themielves, by 

^^ maintaining thofe vifible untruths. His Majefty faid, he 

^^ would fay no more: bv the help of God and the Law, he 

*' would have Juftice for thofe Tumults. 

"From excepting, how weightily every Man might judge> 

^^ to what his Majefty had faid, that Declaration proceeded to 

^^ cenfure him for what he had not faid ; for the prudenc 

** Omiffions in his Anfwers : His Majefty bad forborne to fay 

*^ any thing of the words fpoken dXKenJinitony or the Arti-

''He faid, he did not reckon himfelf bereav'd of any part 
"of hisPrercgative ; which he was pleafed freely, for a time, 
^ to part with by Bill j yet he muft fay, he exprefled a great 

"Truft 
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<< Troft in his two Honfes of Parliamciic, when he dhreU 
^^himTelfoftbe power of diflblving this ParliaiDeiit^ vUA 
^ was a ^uft, neoef&iy, and proper Prerogarive. But he wu 
^' glad to hear their refolucion, that it (hould not enoounge 
^^ them todo any thfaig which otherwtfe had not been fit to 
*<have been done : If it did, it would be (udi a breach of 
^^Truft, as God would reauire an Account for at theirhafldr. 

^^ Fo R the Militia, hehad fiud (b much of it before^ md 
^^ the Point was fo well imderftood by all Men, that hefooif 
** wafte time no more in that Difpute. He never badU, 
** there was no fuch thing as an Ordinance, though he knevi 
** that they had been long difufed, but that there was oevet 
^^ any Ordinance, or could be any, without the King's cod- 
^ fenc ; and that was true : And the unneccOary Precedett^ 
'^ cited in that Declaration, did notofier to prove the contn- 
'* ry. But enough of that } God and the Law muft detenznne 
^ that bufineft. 

^^Nbither had that Declaration, given hifiMajefty any 
^' fiitisfadion concerning the Votes of the fifteenth and fix- 
" teenth of AUrcb laft ; which he muft dcdare, and appeal to 
^ all the world in the Point, to be the greateft violation (^bis 
** Majefty's Privilq^e, the Law of the Land, the Liberty of 
^ the Subjeft, ancT the Right of Parliament, that could be 
*' imagin'd. One of thofe Votes waiL and there would need 
^^ no other to deftroy the King and People, That when the 
^* Lords and Commons f it is well the Commons are admitted 
^' to their part in Judicature ) (hall declare what the Law of 
^* the Land is, the fame muft be aflented to atxl obey'd^ cbiC 
^ is thefenfe in few words. Where is every Man's Proper" 
^ ty ^ every Mans Liberty ? Ifthe Major part of bothHouies 
*' declare, that the Law is that the younger Brother fhall in- 
^* herit ; what is become of all the Families, and Eftate in 
*^the Kingdom? If they declare, that by the Fundamental 
^ Laws orthe Land, fuch a raOi Aftion, fuch an unadvi&d 
^ Word, ought to be punifli'd by perpetual Impriionmeof) is 
^ not the Liberty of the SubjeS, lArr^ntf « tenefUcittj reoQ^ 
^^ dileft. That Uedaration confeflles, they pretend not to a 
*^ power of making new Laws ; that without his Majefty, thsy 
" could not do That : They needed no fuch power, if tbci^ 
^* Declaration could fufpend this Statute from being, obey <d, 
'^ or executed. If they had power to declare the LordD^^ 
*^ waiting upon his Majefty, at Hamftam-Cmfrty and thence 
^' vifiting feme Officers at Khfgfiom , with a Coach aod fix 
** Horfes, to be levying of War, and High Treafon ; and S' 
^^ Johm lfythani% deiying his Majefty to his face, keeping b^ 
"Majefty's Town, Port, and Goods againft him, by force of 
** Armes, to be an Aft of Aflcftiop , and Loyalty ; Whaf 
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' g^oedod a. power of iQaking^ew Laws ^ OFwo^l4 tbere be 
' fitch a thing as Law lefc ? 

^^Hb defired his .good Subjefts to mark the rcafeQ^ and 
^cooieqiieDCCofthofe Voces ^ cheprogre&^they had alrcadjr 
^ made, aod how iofioite the progfefs might bq. Firft, they 
^ Voted the Kingdom was inlmmioeac daoger. (ic was nqw 
^ above three Months fioce they diicem'd it ) fro^. Eneqoies 
^ abroad, and from a PopUhi anddiiafikdted j^rty at; bgrne ; 
' that is matter of Va&y the Law follows: XMs, Vote had 
•< given them Authority by Law, the Fuadam^ntal L^ws of 
^' the Kingdom, to order kod dkjpofe of the MiUtid^ of the 
^^ Kingdom ^ and, with this Power, and tp p;event that dsusi* 
^^ ger, to enter into his Majefty's Towns, feife uppQ bis M^^ 
^^ gaziae, and, by Force, keep both firoiaor ti^ni. W^ QC^ that 
*^ ills Majefty's Cafe? Eirft, they Vote;he had ;aa Incentipa

^' a general Deckration, whereby the known rule of the Law 
*^ might be cro0ed, or alter'd, they had no pow^r ; nor could' 
" exercife any, without bringing the Life and Liberty^ of the 
"Subjeft toaLawlefe, and Arbitrary Subjediion. , ^ ., 
"His Majefty had complain'd (and the world might 
*' Judge of the Jojtice, and Neceffity of that coraplaint)of the' 
"mukitudeof feditious Pamphlets, aod Sermons j and. tjaat 
^* Dieclaration told him, they knew he had ways enough in 
*^his ordinary Courts of Juftice to puoiOi, thole j fobia M&^, 
^^iefty faid*, he had to; jHtm&y TutouUs! a»d Riot^j^ asid yet; 
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*» ihcy wottM not fcrvc his turti to keep his Towns, hfs Fot- 
^refts, and Parks from violence. And it might be, though 
^ thofe Courts had ftill the Power to puoNhi they might have 
^ loft the ikill to define, what Tuimifrs and Riots arc; othci- 
*^ wife a Jury \aS9uihmMrky legally impanneird to examine a 
•* Riot there, would not have been fuperfe ^ed, and the Sherff 
"^njoyn'd not to proceed, by virtue of an Order of the Hoafe 
*'ofCommons'; wWch, it feem'd, iat that time hadtbc/bie 
•'power of Declaring. But it Was no wonder that they who 
•'could not fee the Tumults, did not confider the Pactifcki 
•'and Sermons; thoogfa the Author of the FrcteBstm. Pw- 
**tefitd^ were well known to be Burton ( that infamous diftor- 
•* ber of the Peace of the Church and State ) and that he 
" Preached it at Wihrinfiir^in the hearingof divers Members 
•^ of the HoHfetrf" Commons. But of fnch Pamphlets andfedi- 
" tious Preachers ( divers whereof hadi^een recommended, if 
•*■ not impofed upon feveral Pariflies, by fome Members of 
*» both Houfes, by what Authority htsMajefly knew nor) fie 
'' would h^reafccf take a farther Account. - 

^His Mtjefty <aid, heconfeOed he had little skill in the 
** Laws; and thofe-that had had moft,he found noW wereroudi 
•« CO feck : Yet he c6uki not underftand or believe, that every 
*♦ ordinary Court , or any Court, had power to raife wftit 
•'Guard they pleafed, and under what (Command theyplcaf- 
" ed . Neither could he imagine, what dangerous Eflefis the/ 
*' found by theGuard he appointed them ; or indeed atty the 
^ leaft occafion, why they needed any Guard at all. 

"But of all the Imputations, focauUefely and unjuftly laid 
•"upon his Majefty by that Declaration, he (aid, he m\& 
•» wonder at that Charge fo ap^rently, and evidentJy Vn- 
'^truej TTiat (uch Were continually preferr'd and couoteoan- 
« ccd by him, who were friends or favourers or related unto 
" the chief Authors, aiid Adbors of that Arbitrary Power here- 
"tofore prafticedj "and complain'd of : And on the other fide, 
•' that fudi as did appear againft it, were daily difeounrenan- 
" ced, and difgraced. He faid, he would know One Pcrfon 
"that contributed to the ills of thofe times, or had JiepeO' 
^ uencc ypon thofe that did, whom he did, or lately bad 
'«' counrenanced, or preferr'd j nay he was confident ( anti h^ 
''lookod for noocher at their hands) as they had been always 
*' moft Eminent Affefiers of the pubiick Liberties ^ fo if t^^y 
"found his Majefty inclined to any thing not agreeable to 
" Honour and Juftice, they would leave him to morrow. Whe- 
*' ther different Perfons had not, and did not receive coun^^' 
** nance elfewhere, and upon what grounds, all men might 
"judge; and whether his Majefty had not been forward 

''enough to honour aad prefer thofe of the moft contrary opi- 

fffflion, 
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how liccle comfort ibever he had of thoiePre^tfrmeDti^ 
fceftbwing of whi<;ti> h^reaitpr, he would be moi» giiid- 
by Mea'2^ Adions, than Opinions. And therefore^ b0^ 
gpodcaufeco |>!eflaw cl^at admonition f forhisMajefit/ 
'd them, ic wAsan^dmonicipn of his Own} u^nbotli * 
Hou(e$ of Parliameic, ;6cake heed of inclining, under 
(pecionsfhewsof NeceflicyandDanger, to the exercife 
liicb an Arbitrary Power, they before compIaiQ'd of : the- 
.A^dvice wouM do no harm, and be fhould bp .glad cb iee ic

•■ a.nd fear'd abroad ; wore lefolv'd into this^ TJiat they would

" W H K T H £ R the way to a good underftanding betweei»

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^^tinous? Had a multitude of mean, unknown, inconfider- 

^ able^ (Dontemptible Perfbns, about the City, and Suburbs of 

*^ XiOsin/^.had liberty to Petition againft the Govera^enf of 

^^ the Church ; againil the Book of Q>mmon-'Prayer ^ a^ainfl: 

^^ the Freedom, and Privilege of Parliament^ and beea thank- 

^^ ed for it : and fhould it be call'd Mutiny, in the greateft and . 

^^beft Citizens of London, and the Gentry and Commonalty 

^^ of X,e»t^ to frame Petitions upon tfaofe grounds ; and to de- 

•* fire to be governed by the known Laws of the Larid, not 

^ by Orders and Votes of either, or both Houfes ? Could this 

*' be thought the Wifdom, and Juftice of both Houfes of Par^ 

^' liament ? Was It not evidently the work of a Fadion, with- 

*^ in or without both Houfes, who deceived the Truft re- 

'^ polc^d in them ; and bad now told his Majefty, what Mu- 

*' tiny was ? To ftir Men up to a care of prefe rving his Pre- 

^^rogative, maintaining the Dlfcipline of the Church, upholdi-

** H I s Majeft V faid, he had been the longer, to his very

^' been objeded a£ainft him ; and that he might not be again 

*' reproached, with any more prudent Omiffions. If he had 

^'been compell'd to fliarper Language, than his Majefty afle- 

^'6ted, it. might be confiderVI, how vile^ how infufterable his 

*' Provocations had been : And, except to repel force were to 

^* aflault, and to give punftual and neceflary Anfwers to rough 

^'^ and infblent Demands, were to make Invefl;ives,1ie was con- 

^* fideot the World would accufe his Majefty of too much 

^^mildnefs; and all his good Subjects would think, he was 

^^not well dealt with; and would judge of his Majefty, and 

" of their own happinefs, and fecurity in him, by his Aaions; 

*' which be defired might no longer Profper, or have a Blef- 

** fiog from God upon them, and his Majefty, than they fliould 

*' be diiredled to die Glory of God in the maintenance of the 

*'true Proteftant Profeflion; to the prefer vation of the Pro- 

"perty and Liberty of the Subjeft, m the obfer vation of the 

**Laws; and to the maintenance of the Rights and Freedom 

'^ of Parliament, in the alfowance and protection of all their

*' to be teM In pieces) to T0ri ; ^ere his Majefqr, and aU &A 
^MViMxild i^c tbemielves under his Protemon, tn^^ live, 
f* he thanked GM HAd the Loyalty and Afle^on of that good 
''Peoptoi very fecurely : His not fubmitting liimJeiFabro- 
''Itttely ('and renouncing his own underftandiagi to die 
'^Votd^, and^eJMntions of the Contrivers of thiU: Dedara- 
«*«clon, when they told his MajeAy, thsLt thqr we«e above 
**^him y and might, by his own Authority, do with hisMajefiv 
*^what they pleafed : and his not bemg contented, that aUhtf 
^good Subjedls Lives , and Fortunes, (hould be difiwfed of 
by their Vbees ; bucby thekhownLaW ortheLand. Tb» 
was the '^vilCounfel given, and taken: And would not aU 
Men belfeve, there needed much power and skill of the Ma- 
lignartc* Party, to mfofe that'Gounfel into him ?

'f' Rdigion of the Kingdom, or the juft Freedom and Privi- 
lege of ;Pafliamenr, ice him be Accurfcd ; iiftd he fliould be 
no Counfdltsrr of His, that would not fay -/*wh. -For the 
"pontriver5 of that Declaration, he had not faid any thmg, 
' which tfiight imply any inclination in them to be Slaver- 
That 'which hq had chafgcri them with , was iiivading 
the PuMick Liberty ; and hi$ prcfutftption might be very 
ftrbng and Vehement, that,*tttt5Uj;h they had no mind to be 
Slavc5, they were not unwiJKng to te Tyrants: What is 
f' Tyranny, but to aimitno rules v6 govern by,- but thefr own 
'* .- \. ' • ■ « Wilis? 
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*♦ Wais? And ihev fcu^ the laifery of jUbms was it the 
"^^ Ii^^dt^ when it (uflfer'd undcfr the Airty Tyrants. 

*«Ta I s Majefty faid, if that Deckfatfon had told hita ( as 
•** indeed ft might, and as in juftfcse it ought to have done) that 
■'*' the Precedents of any of his Aftceftors did fell fliort, ^nd 
T^ tmidi 'below what had been done by Him, this Parfiiittenf, 
>•' in pdltfi of Grade, and Favour to his People j he Ihould not 
*' otfaerwife have wonder'd at it, than at iTuch a truth in fuCh a 
place. Bur when to jufttfy their having done ipore than 
ever their PredeodObi^ did, it told his good Sabjefts ( as 
moft itijuriouOy and Infolently it did ) that the highefft, and 
moft upwarraatabie Precedents of any of his Predec^rs 
*' didfaU Ihort, and much bdow what had been done to them 
'**'thi8 Pirtiaraent-by him, he muft confefs himfelf amaieci, 
f*' and notable to uioderft and them; and he muft tell thoie 
ut^teful Men (wfaodurft t<^ll their King, that theytn^ht, 
withbtttwant ofModefty and Duty, Depofe him ) that the 
Condition of hisSubjefis, When, oy whatfoe vet Accidents 
f^ and Coiijtt Aure$ of time, it was at worft under his power,

Did they not 
f then call Themfelves diis Parliament, and challenge that 
''Power without his Confent? Did thpy not extend that 
•' Power to all Cafes, where the Neceffity or Common - Good 
of thte -Kingdom was concern*d ? And did they not arro- 
gate to themfelves alone, the Judgement of that Danger, 
'^thdt Neceffity, and that Common Good of the Kingdom ? 
''\Vhatwas, if that were not, to unfctrle the Security of all 

' ' " ' f' Men's 
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^^ M^o*s Elites ; and -.lo expofe cbem to an, Ai;t>iunary Povcx 

^ of their own ? If a Faiflioo (houU at any t^me by cainoing, 

^'or force, or abfcniei or aoddeor« prevail ^rfcx a Major pan 

^* of both Houfet^ and preieod tnat there, were evil Coqb- 

^' fellors, a Malignant Party about the Kjng ,. b>» whom the 

^'RelieioQ, and Liberty oMheJCingdom,; were both iadaik- 

^'ger (this they might do, they had done k then) they mighc 

^ uke awav, be it from the King, or People, whadbeyer 

'^ they, in tneir iudgcmeats (hould think fie Thif was Uw- 

^' fill, they had de. l^rd it i> : Let the WorU judge, wbethec 

^^ his Majefty had charged them unjuftly : and whether thq 

^' were not Guiky of the Crime, which th^mfelves coofefled 

^ (bping proveJ ) was a grea^ Oop ; and how fafiplY his Mar 

^Jefty might commit th^ power, tfao^ People deured, into 

^' their Hands ^ who, in all pfobability, wpuki be no ioooer 

*' Do0c(led of ky than they would revive that Tragedy, whkh 

^^Mr Hdoier related of th^ Anabaptiibin Germs$gfy who, 

^ talking of nothing but Faith, and of the true Fear of God, 

^* and that Riches and Honour were Vanity ; at firft, upon 

^ the great opinion oif their Humili^, Zeal, atid Devodoii, 

^procured much Reverence, and Eftimation with the People^ 

** aftpr, finding how many Persons they had enfiiared widi 

^ their Hypocrify, they begun to propofe to themfelves to re- 

^^ form both the Eccksiuftical, and (Jtvil Government of die 

*' Scare : Then, becaufe poflibly they might meet with fome op- 

^^ pofition, they iecreily euter'd into a Leigue of Aflociation ; 

^'andihortly after, fiading the power they had gotten with the

'^That was a Principle, that puU'd up the Foundation of the 
*^ Liberty, and Property of every Subjeft. Why ? becaufe 
*^ the King's Property in his Towns, and in his Goods bought 
'^ with the Publick Money, as they conceive his Magazwe at 
" /M to be. was inconfifteat with the Subjeds Property in 
" their Lands, Goods, and Liberty. Did thofe Men think, 
'^ that as they afliimed a power of declaring Law (and whatfo- 
^* ever contradided that Declaration broke thek Privileges) 
^^ (b that they had a power of declaring Senfe, aqd Reaioo, 
f^and impoGng Logicl^ and SyllogUms on the Schools^ as well 
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.'^^ OS l,^wup6n tfee People? Did not all Mankind know that 

*^ levcralMen njl^hc have feveral Rights, and Interefts in th^ 

^^ felf facDeHpure and Land, and yet neither deftroy the other? 

*^ Was iSot.the Intereft of the Lord Paramount cx)nfiftent wit^ 

:*^ that of the Nlefne Lord ; and His with thac of the Tenant.; 

*^ and yet thetf Properties or Jnifejefts not ac all conlbiinded? 

** And why might nqc his Majefty then have a full, lawful 

Intereft, and Property id his Town of J&ff, and yet his Sub- 

jeijts have a l^rdperty in their Houfes too ? But he could 

not fell, or give' away at his Pl^afure this Town and Fort, qa 

** a. privare M^ri 'c(iight do his Lah^s pr Goods. What then ? 

'^ Klany M^^ bayano Authority to let, or fet their Leafes, or 

*^ feu their Larid^ nave they therefore no Title to them, or In- 

*^ ter^ft iti tHem ?• May they be taken from them, becaufe they 

*^ cannot fell them ? He faid, the purpofe df his Journey to 

^* Jdfoff, Was neither to fell, or ^ive it away. 

** B u T for" the' Magazine^ the Munition there, that hje 

** bought with his own Money, he might furely have fold that, 

** Ic nt, or given It away. No \ he bought it with the Publick 

** Money, knd the proof is. They conceive it fo^ and, uppn 

** rtiat Conceit, had Voted, that it fhould be taken from hiqa, 

*^ Excellent juftice I Suppofe his Maj^fty bad kept that Money 

** by hitii, and not bought Armes with it, would they have 

** taken it frorn him upon that Conceit : Nay, might th^y 

*^ not, wherefcerer that Money was ( for through how maijy 

** hands foever it hath pafied, it is the Publick Money ftiH, if 

*^ ever it were ) feife it, and take it from the owners ? But the 

^* Towns, Forts, Magazine, and Kinedom, is entrufted to his 

** Majefty ; and he is a Perfon trufted. His Majefty faid, he 

** was fo i Godj and the Law had trufted him ; and he had

" and the Kingdom had Trufted them for that purpofe. Im- 
•^poffible, that the fame Truft IhouWbp irrecoverably com- 
** mitted to his Majefty, and' his Heirs for ever, and the fame 
f* Truft, and a Power ahovp that Truft (for fo was fhe Power 
** they pxerended) be committed to others. Did not thePeo- 
** pie, that lent them, look upon them as a Body but Tempp- 
<^ rary^ and DiiTolvable at his Majefty's Pleafure ? And co\ild 
* ' ^*il 
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^^it be bcUey'd, chat they intended them for his Guardiant, 
^ and CoBcroUers in the managing of that Tnift, wfaidi God 
^and the Law had granted to Him, and to hisPofterity br 
"^'cvcr? What the extent of the Commiffion, aodTroftwas, 
^^ nothing could better teach them than the Writ, whereby 
^ they are met. His Majefty faid, he call'd thefn Cand with- 
^ out that cal^ they could not have come togetberj to be his 
•^ Goonfellors. not Commanders (for however they freraciit- 
•* ly confounded them, the Offices were £YeraI ) and Coan- 
^ fellors not in all things, but in Ibme thingiSy ae fuihftm 
^arJuif &c And they would qafilv find amoc^ their Pre- 
^^ cedents, that Queen SBz. upon wnofe time aU good Men 
'^ looked with reverence, committed one ff^MtwartS^ a Mem- 
" bcr of the Houfe of Commons, to the Tower^ feting the 
^Houfe, but for propofing that they might advile the Queen 
^' in a matter She thought theyliad nothing to do to meddle 
'f in. But his Majefty is Trufted : And is He the only Per- 
^' fon Trufted ? And might they do what their own indina- 
*^tion and fury led them to? Were they not Trufted by his 
^ Majefty, when he firft feat for them ; and were diey not 
^* Trufted by him, when he pafled them his prdmiie, that bo 
"would notDiflblve them ? Could it be prclumed (and pre- 
" fuiQptions go far with them ) that he Trufted them with a 
*' power to deftroy himfclf, and to diflblve his Government, 
** and Authority? If the Pcoplemight be allowed to make an 
^'^ equitable tionftrudion of the Laws and Statutes, a Doftrine 
" avowed by them, would not all his good Subieds fwear, be

*^Thr Contrivers of that Declaration told his Majefty 
^^that they.would never allow him (an humble, and duti&l 
'^cxpreffion) to be iadge of the Law i That belonged only 
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^ toUiem; ^eV tfiighr^iifidifilift, judge and declare. Hig 

<< Majefty &id, th^y all t»ew ' wbac power the 7ope^ imder' 

<< pretence of Interprecing Saiptures, and decliiriiig Articles 

^ of Faith, though he decline the maklrig the one or the other, 

<<had ufurped over Men's confciences; and that, under oo» 

<^ lour of bavtng power of ordering all things for the Good of 

<' Men's Souls, ne entitles htofelf to all the Kingdoms of d^e 

^^ world r He woiild not accufe the Framers of that Deokra- 

" tion ( how bold foever they were with his Majefty ) : that 

^^they incfined to Popery^ of which another Maxim w^, 

<<that air Men muft iubmit their Reafon and Underft«id- 

*^ing, and the Scripture it felf^ td that decbring power of 

^his: Nieither wojid he tell them , though They had told 

<^Him fo, that they ufe the very Language of the Rdbeif of 

<< Ireland : aind yet they fay thofe Rebels declare, that what- 

^Hoever they do, is for tne Good of the King and King- 

^^dom. But bis good Subjeds would eafily put the cafe tof 

^^ themfelves, whether if the Pa^fts in Ire/and in truth were^ 

"or, by Art or Accident, had made themfdves the Major 

^' part of both Houfes of Parliament there i and had pre- 

'^ tended the Truft in that' Dedaration from the Khi^dofn of 

^ Ireland'^ thereupon, had Voted their Rdigion and Liberty 

'^ to be in danger of extirpatioD from a M^ig^aant Party of 

" Proteftants, and Puritans ; and therefore, that they would 

*^putthemfelvei5 into apofture of Defence; that- the FortSjj 

'^and the Militia of that Kingdom were to be put inta the 

"hands of fiidi Perfons, as they could Confide in'; that his, 

" Majefty was* hideed trufted wiirfi the Towns, Forts. Maga- 

** zincs, Treafures, Offices and People of the' Kingdom, for 

**the2ood^ fafety, and beft advantage thereof; but as his 

" Truft is for the ufe of the Kiiigdom, fo it ought to be roa- 

"nagedbytbe Advice of both Houfes of Parliajrenr, whom 

"the Kingdom had trufted, for that purpofe, it being their 

"duty to fee it difcharged according to the condition, and 

" true intent thereof, and by all 'pomble ftie^ns to prevent 

*'the contrary/. His Majefty.faid, Jet all his g(5od Subjefly 

** confider, if that Rebellicm had been plotted with all' that 

" formality, and thofe circnn^ances declar'd to be legal, at 

^ieaft according to the Equitable fenfe of the Law, and to be 

^ for the publiclc good, and juftifiable by neccflSty, of which 

^ They were the only Judges, whether, though they might 

" have thought their defign to be more Cunning, they would 

" believe it the more Juftifiable. 

^ **Nay lee the Framers of that Declaration ask themfclveis, 
^' if the evil Counfeltorsjthe Malignant Party, the Perfony 
^ ill afie(Sted, the Popilh Lords and their Adherents, (houid 
. prove now, or hereafter, to be a Major partof both HouCes 
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^ f fi3r it had been dedaicdT' thtc •great part of boAHWitt 
^ had b^co fiich, and fo iritght . h%yjj4)cen. the Greater ; Nij^ 
** the creater part of the Houfe of Peers was ftiJl dcdar'd iq 
*< be (uch, and bis Majctty had WK heard of any of thcu: con- 
^* verfion ; and thereupoo it had been carncftly prcDed, that 
•< the Mapr part of the Lords might joyn with ttc Major

** and (o often prefled after a Diflent dcdaredf ) and did it 
" grow immediately neceflary for the publick fafcty,and law- 
*' fijl by the taw of the La^id, aflaon as fomanyofthedil- 
^* fenti^ P|l^s wc;c driven away ( after their Names had 
" been required at the Bar,^ contrary to the freedom * and 
foundation of Parliament) that the other Opinion prevail- 
ed? Did the Life, and Literty,oftbe Subjoft depend upon 
' fuch Accidents di days, and Hour^ that it was imjpoi£ble 
*' for him to know his Right in eicHer ? God forbid. 

**BuT now, to juftify their Invafion of his MajeRy'san- j 
^^cient , unqueftion'd , undoubted Right , fettled and ella- j 
^^bliOi'd on his Majefty and his Pofterity by Godhimfclfi ! 
**confirm*d, and (Irengthen'd by all poflible Titles of Com- 
*^ padt. Laws, Oaths, perpetual and uncontradidfaed Cuftom, j 
^*by his People; What had they alledg'd to declare toibe 
^' Kingdom, as they fay, the obligation that lieth upon the 
** Kings of this Realm to pafs all fuch Bills, as are ofler'd 
^^ unto them by both Houfes of Parliament ? A thing never 
^* heard of till that day ; An Oath { Authority enough foJ 
*^ them to break ajl theirs ) thatis,- or ought to be, taken by 
^^ the Kings of this Realm, wlEiich is as well to remedy bjf 
^^Law fudb Inconveniences thi^JCing may fufler, as tokeep>

** all poffible po^er to perform the great bufinefs of the. Oath j 

** which was to proteft them ? ffhil Majefty jjave away all 

•^hifi power, or if it were«takenfrom him, hecouJd not pro* 

** teft any Man: And what difcharge wpuld it be for his Ma-^ 

"jefty, either before God or Man, wten his Good Subjeds, 

** whom God and the Law had committed to his charge,

The King Anfwereth j 

With awUling and devout Hcan: I promife, and grant 
my Pardon ; and tpat I will prcferve and maincain to yo*^ 
and the Churches committed to vour CfcpBc, all Canomou 
Privileges, and due Law, and Juftice, and that I will be yo^^r j 
Proueftor and Defender, to my Power, hy the afliftafloe ot \, 
Qo^y as every good King in his Kingdom in right ought to 
Dxotca, and defend the BiOiops, and the CbutchW wder m 
jGdvcirnmcnt. r TBKR 
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Then the King arifech , and is led to the Communion 
Table : where He makes a folemn Oath in fight of all the 
People, to obierve the PremiTes 3 and laying his Hand upon 
the Book, fayech : 

The Oath. 

Th£ thit^s which I before promifed, I fliall perform, and 
keep : So help me God, and the Contents of this Book. 

His Majefty laid, ^* all the World might judge, whether 
^^fucfa Doftrine, or fuch Conclufions, as thofe Men brought^ 
" could follow, or have the leaft pretence, from that Oath ; 
** For the Preamble of the Statute they cited, that told his Ma- 
" jefty, that the King was bound to remedy, by Law, the 
" mKcfaJefe and damages which happen to his People : his Ma- 
^' jefty laid, he was lo ; but asked whether the King were 
" bound, by the Preamble of that Statute, to renounce his 
*' own judgment, his own underftanding in thofe mifchiefs, 
"and of thefe remedies? How far forth he was obliged to 
"follow thejudgmentof his Parliament, that Declaration ftill 
^^ confeffid to be a queftion. Without queftion, he faid, none 
^ could take upon them to remedy even mifchiefs, but by 
^' Law, for fear of greater mifchiefs than thofe they go about 
" to remedy. 

"But his Majefty was bound in juftice to confent to their 
" Propofals, becaufc mere was a Truft repofed in his Majefty 
^topreferve the Kingdom, by making new Laws: He faid, 
"he was glad there was fo ^ tnen he was fure no new Law 
" could be made without His Confent ; and that the gentle- 
"nefsofhis Anfwer, le Roy ^aviferay if it be no Denial, ic 
"is no Confent 5 and then the matter wa« not great. They 
*' would yet allow hi^ Majefty a greater latitude of granting, 
'* or denying, as hefhould think fit, in publick Afts of Grace, 
** as Pardons, or the like Grants of Favour; Why did they 
"fo? If thofe Pardons, and publick Adts of Grace were for 
" the publick Good (which they might Vote them to be) 
" they would then be abfolutely in their own difpofal : But 
**ha(i they left that power to his Majefty ? They had fure, at 
** leaft, (hared it with him ; How elfe had they got the power 
"to pardon Serjeant-Major-General SkipfoH (a new Officer 
*^^ of State, andaSubjed his Majefty had no Authority to fend 
'* to fpeak with ) and all other Pcrfons iroploy'd by them, and 
^'fuch as had imploy*d themfelves for them , not only for 
^'^hat they had done^ but for what they fliquld do? If they 
"hadpowertodeclarefuchAftions to be noTreafon, which 
''his Majefty would not pardon ; foch Aftions to be Treafon, 
" which need no pardon ; the Latitude they allowed his Ma-

^ A L L this Confider*d , the Contriver of that MeSage 
•* ( fincc they would aflford his Majefty no better Title ) whom 
^ they were angry with, did not conceive, the People of this 
^' Land to be fo void of Common Senfe, as to believe hii 
^'Majefty, who had denied no one thing for the ea(e,andbe- 
*^ nent or them, which in Juftice or Prudence could be ask* 
^^ cd, or in Honour and Conlcience could be granted, to have 
** caft off all care of the SubjeSs Good; and the Framere, 
^^atnl Devifers of that Declaration ( who had endeavoui^d 
^^ to render his Majefty odious to his Subjedls, and them dif- 
^ loyal to him, by pretending fuch a Truft inTbem)tohave 
^'oruy taken it up: Neither, he wasconBdent, would they 
'* be fatisfied, when they felt the mifery and the burthens, 
^ which the fury and the malice of tbofe People would bring 
'' upon theoK with bemg told that calamity proceeded from 
*^ evil Counlellors, whom no body could name ; from Plots

^'and to advance thedefifn ofthePapifts in Ireland} Emit 
" was no wonder that they , who could believe S^ 7«i» 
** Hftham'g Glutting his Majefty out of HuUy to be an Add 
** Aficdion and Loyalty, would believe that the Papifts, or 
^ the Turk perfwaded him to go thither. 

^' And could any foberMan think that Declaration to be 
** the confent of either, or both Houfcs of Parliament, un- 
*^awcd either by fraud or force ; which (after fo many Thanks, 
^'and humble Acknowledgements of his gracious favour is 

hisMeflage of the twentieth of T^rmv^^, fo crfcen, and^' 

unanimoufly prefented to his Majefty from both Houfes of 
** Parliament ) now told him, that the Meflage at firft was, 
^' and, as often as it had been fince mentioned by him, had 
** been a breach of Privilege ( of which they had not ufed to 
^* have been fo negligent, as in four Months not to have com- 
"plain'd, if fuch a breach had been ) and that their own M^ 
^ thod of proceeding fliould not be propofed to them; as if

^* B u T fee now what excellent Inftances, they had found

*' to the Houfe of Commons ( fo often urg'd, and fo fully 
" Anfwer'd) their attending on him to Hamftdm court ^ and 
'^ appearing in a Warlike manner at KwffloM upon Thames j 
^^His going to HuU^ their drawing their Swords at Zbrit, de* 
" manding , who would be for the King ? the declaring S*" 
** John Hotham Tray tor, before the Meflagc fent to the Par- 
"liamenti the Eropofitions to the Gentry in Tork-Jbire, to 
*^ affift his Majefty againft S' John Hatham^ before he had 
*^ receiv'd an Anfwer Irom the Parliament : AH defperate In- 
*' ftances of an inclination to a Civil War. Examine them 
"again: The manner, and Intent of his going to the Houfe 
■ "of Commons, he had fee forth at large, in his Anfwer td 
" their Declaration of the nineteenth of May ; all Men might 
'^ judge of it. Next, did they themielves believe , to what 

* ■ purpofe foever that Rumour had ferv'd their turn, that there 
'^ was an apperance in Warlike manner at KrngBon upon 
'* Thames ? Did they not know, that whenfoever his Majefty 

\ ''had been at Hav^ton^Courty fmce his firft coming to the 
; ** Crown , there was never a lefs appearance , or in a le.s 
'* Warhk« manner, than at the time they meant ? He faid, 
1 '* he would fey no more, but that His appearance in a War- 
\ '' like manner ar K*!r^^ upon Thames^ and Theirs at K/»^- 
' ** Bon upon RuU^ was very different ? What was meant by 
'* the drawing of Swords at r<^ri^, and demanding, who would 
^ be for the King, muft be enquired at London ; for, his Ma- 
*^ jefty believed, very few in T^k underftood the meaning of 
" it. For his going to l^^ which they would by no means 
I ** endure flioirid be called a Vifit, whether it were not the 
** way to prevent, rather than to make a Civil War, was very 
** obvious : And the declaring him a Traytor in the very A A- 
; ^^ of his Treafon, would never be thought unreafonable> but 
\ ^'hythofe who believed him to be a loving, and loyal Sub- 
I '' jed ; no more than the endeavouring to make the Gentle- 
women of that County feti&ble of that Treafon ( whfch they 
^ were in an honourable, and dutiful degree ) before he re- 

* ceiv'd the Anfwer from both Houfes of Parliament : For, 
I* if they had been, as his Majefty expeAed.they (hould have 
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** been, fenfible ofthac intolerable injury oflfer'd to him, m^ 
'* he not have had occafion to have ufed the afie^tioo of iask 
" Genclenien? Was he furc that Styphm H^Jbam, who had 
*' kept him out without thdr Order ( he fpake of a pubkk 
^^ Order ) would haVe lee him in, when they had forbkideQ 
^^ him ? And if they hadnotfuch a feofe of him (as d)e cafe 
^^ falls out to be ) had he not more reafon to maice Pro- 
** poQtions to thole Gentlemen, whole readinds and afl^i- 
*^ on he, or his Pofterity, would never forget? 

« B u T this bufinefs of iMfticics ftill with tbem ; and &nd- 
<< ine his Qieftions hard, they are pleafed to Anfwer his Ma- 
<^ jelty by a:>lcing other Queftions of Htm : No matter for the 
^' exceptions againft the }mI of New-Oilfk ( whkh have been 
*' fe otcen urged , as one of the principal girounds of their 
^^ Fears and Jealoufies ; and which drew that Queftion from 
<^him) They asked hisMajeftv, why, when he held it necef- 
^' fary, that a Goveraour (hould be placed in HnUy S' J^lm 
^f Hotham (hould be refuFed by him , and the Earl of Ne^ 
** Caftle fent down ? His Majefty Antwer'd, becaufe he had a 
*^ better opinion of the Earl oiNem-Cafik than of ^ J^bt 
^^Hffthami and defired to have liich a Governour over his 
'* Towns, if he muft have any, asftiould keep them for, and 
^' not againft him : And if his going down were in a more 
"private way th^mSfJoim H0tfam\ it was becauie he had 
^^ not that Authority to make a noife by levying and biUet- 
" ing of Soldiers, in a peaceable time, upon his good Sub- 
*^ jccts, as it feem'd S' Jolm Hotham carried down with him 
'^ And the Imputation which is caft by die way upon that 
"Earl, to make his reputation not fo unblemifli'd, as he coo- 
'^ ceiv'd,attd the WorldbeUeves it to be ; and which, though 
^^ it was not ground enough for Judicial Proceediiu; ( k 15 
wonder it was not ) was yet ground enough for iofpicK)0) 
muft be the cafe of every Subjedt in EftgUmi ( and he wjlh* 
ed it went no higher ) if every vile Afperfion , contriv'd 
by unknown hands , upon unknown or unimagiflable 
" grounds, which is the way prafiifed to bring any Vertuous 
f^ and deferving Men into obloquy* (hould receive the leafi 
" credit, or countenance in the world. 

^'They tell him, their Exception to thofe GeutJefliefl, 

^' who dehver'd their Petitk)n to nim at Tcrk, was that they 

<' prefiimed to take the Style upon them of all die Gentry; 

'and Inhabitants of that County; whereas, they fay, fomaoy 

more of as good Quality as themfelves , of diat Couoty, 

were of another opinion $ and havefince^ by their Pecicioa 

to his Majefty^ difavowed that. Aft. Their Informaicioo 

<Mn that point, his Majefty faid, was no better tbanituietb 

^^tobe; and they would mid^ that neither the Number, or 
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^beQ^licyofchofe who have, or will difavow that Petid* 
; was as chey imagine ^ chough coo many weaicPerfons 
ere miiled (which chey did, and would every day more 
d more underftand ) by the Fadion, Skill, and Induftry 
chaC True Malignanc Party, of which he did, and had 
^ reafon co complain. They faid, chey bad received no Petition 
^ of fo ftrange a nature : What nacure? Contrary to the Votes 
^ ofbochHoufes: chat is, they had recelv'd no Petition they 
^ bad no mind to receive. But his Majefty had told them a- 
^ eatn, and all his good Subjefts would tell them, that chey had 
r-eceiv'd Petitions, wich joy and approbacion, agaidl the 
A/oces of both Houfes of their Predeceflbrs, confirmed and 
eftablifh'd into Laws by theconfent of his Majefty, and his 
Anceftors ; and allowed thofe Petitions to carry the Style, 
2ind CO feem CO carry the defires of Cities, Towns, and Coun- 
ties, when, of either City^ Town, or County , very few 
known, or confiderable Peribns, had been privy to fudi Pe- 
titions : whereas , in truth , che Petitions deliver'd to his 
** Majefty, againft which they except, carried not the Style 
of all, buc fome of the Gentry and Inhabitants ; and im'- 
plied no other confenc, than fuch as went Viiibly along 
with it. 

^^ B u T his Majefty was all this while in a miftake ; the Ma- 

*^ gazine at Huu was notcaken from him. Who told chem 

*^fo? They who afliire chem fand whom without breaking 

** their Privileges they muft believe ) that S^ J^hn Hotharns 

^^ fhucting the Gates againft. his Maiefty, and reGfting his en- 

*^ trance with arm'd'Men ( chough he thought it in defiance 

^^ of him) was indeed in obedience co hitP) and his Authori- 

^^ ty ; and for tl^s Service, and the Service of che Kingdom. 

•' He was co let none in, buc fuch as came with his Majefty's 

^' Authoricy, fignified by boch Houfes of Parliament : himfelf 

•^ and chey had ordered it fo. And chereforc he kept his. Ma- 

*^ jefty one, only cill his Majefty or he hinifelf might fend for 

^^ cheir Diredions. His Majefty faid, he knew npt whether 

«* che Contrivers of chac Declaration meant, that his good 

"Subjeds (hould fo foon underftand, tjiough it was plain 

^'enough to be underftood, the mesAipgofche King's Au- 

<^ cbority fignified by both Houfes of Parliameoc : Bucfure the 

^^ world would now eafily difcem in what miferablecafe he 

**had, by chis time, been ( it is bad enough as it is ) if he had 

<« confenced co cheir Bill, or to cheir Ordinance of the Mili- 

^ tia, and piven thofe Men power co have raifed all the Armes 

^^dP che Kingdom againft him, for che ComnaonGood, by 

** his own Authoricy : Would they not, as riiey had kept him 

" from JF&ff, by chis time have, beaten him from Xork^ and 

*^ purfued him out of the Kingdom, jn his own behalf.^ Nay 
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** mtghe not thii Municion, which \z not taken bom bim, be 
^ tmploy'd agatnft him ; not againft his Authority iigm&ed 
^' by both Houfesof Parliament, but only to kiil thdc 31 
Ccxinfellors, the Malignant Party which is about hira, and 
yet for His Good, for the Publtck Good { they would declare

*' which, by their Interpretation, had left his Majefty, the 
r King of Eftglamdy abfolutety lefs provided for, in point of 
''fafety, than the meaneft Subjeft of the Kingdom : And every 
" Subjed of this Land (for whofe fecuritythat Law was mode, 
'' that they may know their duty, and their dao^er in break- 
^ ing of it ) may be made a Tray tor when thefe M,en pleafe 
to fay, he is fo. But did they think That, upon fuch an 
Interpretation ( upon pretence of Authority of Book Ca/e; 
^' and PieoedentB , whicn, without doubt, ttey would have 
^ *' cited, if they had been to their purpoTe ) out of which no- 

^' thing can refult, but ccmfufion to King and People, would 
find any credit with his good Subje&s ? And that fo excel- 
lent a Law, made both for fecurity of King and People, 
(hall be fo eluded, by an interpretation no Learned Lawyer 
in England would at this hour, he believed, fet under bis 
hand, notwithftandine the Authority of that Declaration j 
^' which, he hoped, (ball bring nothing but Infamy upon the 
* Contrivers of it ? 
"Now to their Privileges: Though it be true, they fay, 
that their Privileges do not extend to Treafon, Felony, or 
breach of the Peace, fo as to exempt the Members from all 
manner ofProce(i,and Trial ; yet it doth privilege them in 
the way, or method of their Trial : the Cau(e muft be firft 
brought before Them, and Their confent asked, before you 
can proceed. Why then their Privileges extend as far in 
thefe Caies, as in any that are moft unqueftion'd ^ for no 
Privilege whatfoever , exempts them from all manner of 
Procefs and Trial, if you firft acquaint the Houfe with it, 
and they give you leave to proceed by thofe Proce(lcs, or to 
that Trial: Bur, by this Rule, if a Member of either Houfe 
commit a Murther, you muft by no means meddle with 
him, till you have acquanted that Houfe of which he is a 
*' Member, and received their dirediionfor your Proceeding, 
" afliiring your (elf, he will not ftir from that place where 
you left him, till you return with their confent^ ihould it 
be otherwife, it would he in the power of every Man, under 
the pretence of Murther, to take one after another, apd as 
*'many as he pleaieth; and fo, confequentlv, bring a Parlia- 
" roent to what he pleafeth, when he pleafeth. If a Member 
" of either Houfe (hall take a Purfe at Tork ( he may as pro- 
*' bably take a Purfe from a Subjefl^ as Armes againft the 
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"^*" King) you muft ride to London, to know what to do, 
*"*" and He may ride with you, and take a new Purfe every 
*"*■ Stage, and muft not be apprehended, or declared a Felon, 
^^ cili you have asked that Houfe of which he is a Member ; 
*■«" ffaould it beotherwife, it might be in every Man's power 
^*' to accufe as many Members as he would of taking Purfes j 
^^ and fo bring a Parliament, and fo all Parliaments, to nothing. 
**■ Would thefe Men be believed ? And yet they make no 
doubt but every one who hath taken the rroteftacion, would 
''*' defend this DoArine with his Life and Fortune. Would 
^^ not his Subjefts believe, that they bad impofed a pretty 
■*■ Proteftation upon them ; and that they had a very good end 
^^ in the doii^ of it, if it obligeth them to fuch hazards, to 
*"* fuch undertakings ? Muft they forget or neglefl: his Ma- 
"jetty's Perfon, Honour, andEftate, which, by that Prote- 
** ftation, they are bound to defend 5 and, in lome degree, 
*'*' do underftand ? And muft they only venture their Lives 
•"'and Fortunes to juftify Privileges they know not, or ever 
^'lieard of before? Or are they bound by that Proteftation 
•"•^ to believe, that tbeFraraers of that Declaration have power 
•' to extend their own Privileges, as far as they think fit ^ and 
•*to contraA his Majefty's Rights, as much as they pleafe; 
'' and that they are bound to believe them in either, and to 
venture their Lives and Fortunes in that Quarrel ? 
^^ From declaring how mean a Perfonhis Majefty is, and 
how much the Kingdom hath been miftaken in the under- 
ftanding of theStatuteof thex^ . £. iii. .concerning Treafon, 
and that all Men need not fear Levying War againft him, 
♦'fo they have their Order to Warrant them j They pro- 
♦'ceed, in the Spirit of declaring, to certify his Subjeds in 
^the miftakings, which, near one hundred and fifty years, 
♦'have been received concerning the Statute of the x Hm. vn. 
♦' cb. I. ( a Statute all good Subjects will read with Comfort) 
*' and tell them, that the ferving of the King for the time be- 
^ ing, cannot be meant of Ferkm Warheck, or of any that 
** (hould call himfelf King j but fuch a One as is allow'd, and 
''received by the Parliament in the behalf of the Kingdom: 
" And was not his Majefty fo allow'd ? However, through a 
"darkmift of words, and urging their old Privil^es (which,

). That the Parliament may difpole of any thii^^where- 
in the King oc Subjeft hath a Right, for the Publick Good ; 
that they, without the King, are this Parliament, and judge 
of this Publick Good ; and that his Majefty's Confent Is not 
necefl&ry : So the Life and Liberty of the Subjeft, and all the 
good Laws made for the fecurity of them, may be difpofed of, 
aod repealed by the Major part of both Houfes at any time 

Eeieiit, and by any ways and means procured fo to be ^ and 
5 Majefty had no Power to proieft them.

T h A T the Levying of Forces againft the Perfonal Com- 
mands of the King, though accompanied with his Prefence, 
is not Levying War againft the King ^ but the Levying War 
againft his Laws and Authority (which they have Power to 
dechre, and fignify | though not againft his Perfon, is Levy- 
ioi War againft the King : And that Treafm cannot be com- 
mitted againft his Perfon^ otberwiiie than as he is entrufted 
with the Kingdom,and discharging that Truft; and that Thev 
have a Power to judge , whether be difi:harges that Trult 
or no. 

7. That if they fliould make the higheft Precedents of 
other Parliaments their Patterns, there would be no caufe to 
complam of want of Modeftv or Duty in them ; that is, they 
mtji Depofe his Majefty when th«(y will, and are not to be 
blamed for fo doing. 

^^AnD now (as if the meet {MiUtflilng of their Rcfolu- 
^^ tions, would not only prevail with the People, but, in the 
^^ iaftant, deftroy all Spifit> twd Courage in his Majefty to 
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*^ preferve his own Right, and Honour) they had fince taken 

'^^ the boldnefs to aflaulc him with certain Propofitions : which 

^ they call the moft necelTary efieAuai means for the remov- 

^^ ing thoie Jealoufies, and Difierencea between his Majefty 

^^ and his People j that is, that he would be content to de- 

^^ veft himfelf of all his Regal rights, and dignities ; be con- 

** tent with the Title of a King, and fuSer Them, according 

^^ to their difcretion to govern Him, and the Kingdom, and 

^' to difpoTe of his Children. How fuitable and agreeable this 

•^ Dodrine, and thefe Demands were to thb Afiedtion of his 

^^ loving Subjeds, under whofcTruft thefe Men pretend to 

^^ fay, and do thefe Monflrrous Things; and to defign not 

*^ only the ruin of his Perfbn, but of Monarchy it felf ( which, 

^* be might juftly fay, was more than ever was ofler'd in any 

*^ of his Predeceflbrs times y for though the Perfon of the 

^* Kii^ hath been fometimes unjuftly Depofed, yet the Regal 

** Power was never, before this time, ftruck at ) he believes 

*^ his good Subjefis would find fome way to let Them, and 

^^ the World know : And, from this time, fuch who had been 

** mifled, by Their ill Counfels, to have any hand in the exe- 

^^ cution of the Militia, would fee to whatknds their Service 

*^ was deGgn^d : and therefore if they fliould prefume here- 

*^ after to meddle in it, they muft expeft, that he would im- 

*^ mediately proceed againft them as adual raifers of Sedition, 

<« and as Enemies to his Soveraign Power. 

^^ H I s Majefty faid, he had done : And (hould now expeft 
^^ the worft Aftions thefe Men had Power to commit againft 
'^ him ; worfe words they could not give him : And he doubt- 
^^ed not, but the Major part of both Houfes of Parliament, 
^^when they might come together with their Honour and 
*^ Safety (as well thofe who were furprifed at the palling of 
^^ \ty and underftood not the malice in it, and the confufion 
^^that muft grow by it, if believed ; as thofe who were ab- 
^^ ient, ot involv'd ) would ib far refeat the indignity ofier'd 
^^ to his Majefty, the dilhonour to Themfelves, and the mif- 
^' chief to the whole Kingdom, by that Declaration ; that; 
*' they would fpeedily make the foul Contrivers of it inftances 
^^ of their exemplary Juftice; and brand Thero> and their 
^^ Dodrine, with the marks of their perpetual Scorn and In- 
'^dignation. 

Whilst this Anfwa^ and Declaraticm of his Majefty's 
was prenaring and publUhing, which was done with all 
imagii^le h^ , and to wmch they made oo Reply till 
many Months after the War wa« begun, they proceeded in 
all their Counfels towards the leQening bis Majefty both 
inReputation, and Powers and towards the improving their 
own iQteireAs ; For the firft^ upon the advantage of their 
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' former Vote, of che Kiw's Intenttoo to Levy War againft his 
Parlkment, in the end kaMmj they publifliea Orders, ^ That 
^^the Sheriffi of the adjacent Counties (hould hinder, and 
** make ftay of all Armes and Ammunition carqring towards 
^^T9rky until they had given notice thereof unco the Lords 
^^ and Commons; and (touldhave receiv'd their further Di- 
^'reftion; and that they (hould prevent the coming together 
^ of any Soldiers, Horfe or Foot, by any Warrant of bis Ma- 
^ jefty, without their Advice or Confent : Which they did, 
not upon any opinion that there would be any Armes or Am- 
munition carrying to his Majefty, they having entirely pof- 
feOcd themfelves of all his Stores ; or that they indeeid be- 
lievM, there was any Commiffion or Warrant to raife Sol- 
diers, which they well knew there was not ; but that^ bj this 
means, their Agents in the Country ( which many Sherifis 
and Juftices of Peace were; and moftConftables, and Infe- 
rior Officers ) might, upon this Pretence, hinder the Refon- 
ing to his Majefty, which they did with that Induftry, that 
few Perfons, who, forefeeing tne defign of thofe Orders, did 
not decline the great Roads, and roa(fe not pretences of Tra- 
velling to ibroe other place, and Travelled in any Equipage co- 
wards his Majefty, efcaped without being ftay'd by Fodi 
watches : And moft that were fo ftay'd, finding it to no pur- 
pofe to attend the ReToIution, or Juftice of the Houfes, who 
always commended the Vigilance of their Minifters, and did 
notexpeA they (hould be bound up by the Letter of their Or 
ders, made (hift to efcapc with their own Perfons, and were 
contented to leave their Horfes behind them ; They who at- 
tended to be repair'd by the Juftice of the Houfes, finding ib 
many delays, and rhofe delays to be fo chargeable, and them- 
felves eitpofed to To many Queftions, and fuch an Inquifitioo, 
that they thought their Liberty a great prize, whatever they 
left behind them. 

For the improving their Intereft, and Dependence, though 
they bad as much of the Afiefiion of the City as could rea- 
fonably be expcAed ; and by their exercife of die Militia, had 
united them in a firm Bond, the communication of Guilt; 
yet they well underftood their true ftrength confifted in the 
Rabbleof the People ^ for the greateft part of the fubftantial, 
and wealthy Citizens, being not of their Party, and except 
(bme Expedient were found our, whereby they might be in- 
volv'd, and concem'd in their Profperity or Ruiii, they thought 
themfelves not fo much in truth pouefled of that City, as 
they feem'd to be. They had heard it faid, that Edward the 
Fourth of England recovered the City of Landw^ and by that 
the Kingdom, by the vaft Debts that he owed there ; Men 
looking upon the helping of Him to the Crowa^ as the helping 

Them- 
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7hemfelves to their Money, which was elfe defperate. Upon 
this ground, they had taken the firft opportunity of borrow- 
ing great Sums of them, in the beginning of this Parliament; 
IV hen the Richeft and beft AfieAed Men, upon aprefumption 
that hereby the Scots Army would fuddainly march into their 
own Country, and theJBM^/^ as foon be Disbanded, chear- 
fully furnifhed that Money. Upon this ground they ftill for- 
bore to repay thofe Sums^ difpofing what was brought in 
upon the Bills of Subfidy, and other Publick Bills, to other 
purpofcs. And now, to make themfelves more fure of them, 
they borrowed another Sum of loooooU of them, upon pre- 
tence of the great Exigences of Ireland '^ which was their two- 
edged Sword, to lead them into the Liberty of laying what 
imputations, the^ thought moft convenient for their pur- 
pose?, upon the Kjng and Queen; and to draw what Money 
they thought fie from the City ; and ferv'd them now to ano- 
ther important end, to raife Soldiers; but that Service it felf, 
in order to fuppreiSng the Rebellion there, was not, in any 
dcgx^ , advanced. Having, by thefe means, thus provided 
for their main Ends, they made the People believe, tney were 
preparing Propofitions to fend to the King ; and the People 
were yet fo Innocent as to believe, that the^ would never fend 
Propofitions that were not reafonable : For though the un- 
ufual Ads which had been done by the King, as the going 
to the Houfe of Commons, and demanding the Members 
there, had put them into as unufual apprehenfons ; and thofe, 
by the warmth and heat of Declaraaons and Anfwers, had 
drawn from them, by degrees, another kind of Language, 
than had before been ufed ; yet moft Men believ'd, when 
thofe Paflions were difgefted , and that any Propofitions 
ihould be made by them ( which the King had long call'd 
for and invited) that they could not but be fuch, as would 
open a door for that A6&£tion, Confidence, Duty, and Truft, 
upon which the Peace of the Kingdom might be reaibnably 
founded. And Propofitions they did fend to the King, in the 
beginning of June-, which were prefented to his Majefty, with 
great Solemnity, by their Committee refident there; which, in 
this place, are very ceceflSury to be inferted in the very terms 
in which they were prefented, as foUoweth ;

^ the juft and faithful perfbrmanoe of their Duty to your 
^ Majefly, and this Kingdom : And being very fedible d 
^ the great diftraAions and diflempers, ami of the Immi- 
^'nent dangers and calamities, which thofediftraAioosand

' 8. "That your Majefty will be pleafed to confent, that 

"fiich a Reformation be made of the Church Goverameat, 
"andLiturgy, as both Houfesof Parliament Oiall advifej 
" wherein they intend to have confuications with Divines, 
" as isexprefled in their Declaration to that purpofe : And 
'^ that your Majefty will contribute* your beft aflSftance to

" Uefigns and Attempts of the Pope, and his Adherents, to 
•• fubvert andfupprefs it ; whereby your Majetly will obtain 
" great acceis offtrength and reputation, and your Subjeds 
^' be much encouraged and enabled, in a Parliamentary way, 
"for your Aid, and Afliftance, in reftoring your Royal Si- 
" fter, and her Princely Iflue to thofe Dignities and Domini- 
" ons, which belong unto them j and relieving the other

18. "That your Maiefty will be pleafed by Ad of Parlia- 
^*ment, to clear the Lord Khn^oaon^^d the five Members

19. "That your Majefty will be gracioufly pleafed to pafs

The fame day that thefe Articles of Depofition were paS&i 
the Houfes, that his Majefty might fee how unable he was 
like to be to contend with them, they dedai^d by an Order 
the fame day printed and carefully difperfed, ^^that they had 
^ received Information ( and indeed tneir Informations were 
wonderfol particular, from all parts beyond Sea, of whacfo- 
ever was agitated on the King's behalf y as well as from his 
Court, of whatfoever was defisn'd, or almoft but thought 
of to himfelf : Befides they coula pretend to receive Informa- 
tion of whatfoever would any way conduce to their purpofe, 
true or falfe } ^' that the Jewels of the Crown ( whidi, they 
** faid, by the Law of the Land ought not to be aliened ) were 
^^ either pawn'd or fold in Amfferdamy or fome other parts 
'^ beyond Seas ; and thereby great Sums of Money provided 
*^ to be returned to Tork^ or to fome of his Majefty's Servants 
^^ or Agents, for his Majefty's ufe :. And became, they (aid, ic 
'^ was more than probable that great provi£k)n of Moneys, 
'Mn fuch an extraordinary way, was to maintain the intend- 
*'ed War againft the Parliament, and thereby to bring the 
'^ whole Kingdom into utter ruin, and combuftion : It was 
ordtr $f thi '< therefore dedar'd, by tlie Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
tm$ Htmfa <c incnt, that whofoevcr had been, or (hould be, an Ador in 




whofoever ha9, or fliould accept o^ any Bill from beyond 
'^ the Seas for the payment of any Sum of Money , for or 
^' upon any of thofe Jeweb, and (hiould pay any Sum accord- 
^' ing to fuch Bill, after notfce of that Order, without acquaint- 
^^ingthat Houfe with the Receipt of that Bill, before he ac- 
^ cept the fame ; or if he had afaready accepted any fuch BiU, 
'^ then with the Acceptance thereof, before the myment ot 
'^ the Money, every fuch Perfon ifaould beheld and accounted 
^^ a Promoter of ttut intended War, an Enemy to the State, 
^^ and ought to give fatisfadkm for the publicR damagie out of 
** his own Eftate. 

U P o N this confident Adumption, ^^ that it was not in the 
^^ King's power to difpofe of the Jewell of the Crown^that what- 

*' foevcr 
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"focver Jewels were oBSr'd to be'pawn'd or fbld^ bf iafty of 
"the King's Miniftcrs beyond the Seas, were the Jewels' ot 
" the Crown, and no other ; and that all Money, rctuni'd 
"from thence for his Majeft/s Service, was Money fo tiL^fei 
"and procured ^ they fomucbtefrifiied MenofallCondition^j 
that the' Queen, having, by the Sale of fome of her own Jew- 
els, and by her other Dexterity, procur'd fome Mon^y for 
the King's iupply, could not in a long time find any means to 
tranfmic it. However, this made no inipreffion up6Yi the 
King's Refolotion; and though it might have fome influence 
uponMerchantly Men, yet it ftirr'd up moft Generous minds 
to an indignation on the King's behalf; and' was^^new Evi- 
dence, if there had wanted any, what kind ofGreatnefs he 
was to expeft from complying with fuch inimodefl:^ and ex- 
travagant Propofers. 

The King was once Rcfolv'd to have retum'd no A ttfi^r 
to them upon thofe Propofitions ; but to let the People alone 
to judge of the unreafonableneft of them, and of the liidignity 
oflfer'd to him in the delivery of them ; and that was the 
reafon of the (hort mention*he made of them, in the cldfc of 
his Declaration to theirs of the z6i^ of May : But he was af- 
terwards perfwaded to vouchsafe a farther notice of them^ 
there being fome particulars Popular enough , and othctej^ 
that, at the firft View, feem'd not altogether fo derogatory 
to him, and fo inconvenient to the Pepplfcj as in trurh they 
were J and that therefore it was neceffary to let the People 
know, that whatfoever was reafonable, and might be bene- 
ficial to the Kingdom, had been , for the mdf): parr, 'before 
oflfer'd by his Majefty ; and fhould all be readily grimed by 
him : and fo to unfold the reft to them, that they might 
difcera their own Welfare, and Security, to be as muchcn-r 
daogcr'd by thofe Demands, as the King's Rights, Honour, 
and Dignity. So that, in a fliort time after he receiv'd them, 
he fent to the two Houfes, and publifli'd to the Kingdom, his 
Anfwer to thofe Nineteen Propofitions, whereof it wiH be 
fufficient to repeat fome few Particulars: 

*4n which he firft remember *d them of their method, they 7^ Su^-

" Cenfures ; illegal Imprifonments ; that few of them durft 
"offer to prefent their tendcrnefs of his Majefty's Sufierings,^' 
f* their own juft Grievances, and their fenic ^ thofe Viola-'.

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^ rioof of the Law ( the Birtb-richt cf every SvbjpBk of the 
^Kingdom) though in an humble Petition to both Houfes *• 
^ and if any did| it was ftifled in the Binh ; caU'd Sedition i 
^ and bom'd by the Common Haneman : That they bad le- 
^ ftrain'd the attendance of his Ordinary , and NeoeiTary 
^* HouQiold-Scrvants : and feifed upon thofe finall Sums of 
^^ Money, which his Credit had provided to buy him Bre^d j 
^^ wicK Injunftions chat no Money Oiouid be fufier'd to be 
^' convey 'd, or returned to hisMajcfty to Tori j or to any of 
^^ his Peers, or Servants with him , {6 that, in eflfefi, they 
^^ had block'd him up in that County : That they had fiil'd 
'^ the Ears of his People with Fears and Jeaioufies ( though 
^^ taken up upon truft ) Tales of Skippers, Salt-Fleets, and 
*^ fuch like ; oy which Alarms they roighc prepare them to 
^ receive fuch Impreffions, as might beft advance their De- 
'^ fign, when it Ibould be ripe. And now, it feem'd^ they 
^^ thought his Majeity fufficiently prepar'd for thofe bitter 
^' Pills ^ that he was in a haodfome pofture to receive thofe 
^* humble Defires : which, probably, were intended to make 
^' way for a Superibctation of a yet higher Nature; for they 
^'did not tell him, This was All. Hefaid, hemuft obferve, 
*^ that thofe Contrivers (the better to advance their true ends) 
^'in thofe Propofirions, diiguifed , as much as they could, 
'* their Intents w^th a mixture of fome things really to be ap» 
^ prov'd by every honeft Man ; others. Specious and Popu- 
^ lar ; and fome which were already granted by his M^fty : 
^ All which were cunningly twifted, and mixed with thofe 
''other things of their main Defign, of Ambition and private 
** Intcrcft, in hope that, at the firft View, every Eye might 
^ not fo clearly difcern them in their proper Colours, 

"His Majefty faid,ifthe i, x,3>4»5i)9, lo, ly, i6,i9,D&> 
*' mands had been Writ, and Printed, in a Tongue unknown 
'' to his Majefty and his People, it might have been poQible, 
**lhat He, and They might have charitably believ'dthe Pro- 
'' pofitions to be fuch , as might have been in order to the 
'' Ends pretended in the Petition ; to wit, the Eftabliflimenc 
''of his Honour and Safety ^ the Welfare and Security of his 
" Subjeds and Dominions ; and the removing dK^ Jealou^ 
" iies and Diftrences , which were (aid to have unhappily 
" fallen betwixt his Majefty and his People ; and procuring 
** both his Majefty, and Them^ a conftant courfe of Honour, 
"Peace, and Happinefs; but being read and underftood by 
'^ all, he could not but affure Himfelf, that that Profeifion^ 
" joyn'd to thofe Propofitions, would rather appear a Mocfce- 
" ry, and a Scorn ^ the Demands being fuch, that he were 
"unworthy the Truft repofed in him by the Law, and ofhi» 
" Defcent from & many Great andFamous Anceftors, if he 
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^^ could bebroaghc to abandon that Power, which aldnecould 

^^ enable him to perform what he was Sworn to, in protedt- 

^^ isg his People, and the Laws ; and fo atliime others into it^ 

^^ as to deveft Him&lf of it , although not only his prcfent 

*' Conditioa were more Ncccffitous than it was ( which ic 

*' could hardly be ) and he were both Vanquilhed, and a Pi i- 

** {oner, and in a worfe Condition than ever the moft unforr 

^^ cunate of his Predeceflore had been reduced to, by the mofl: 

^^ Criminal of their Subjeds ^ and though the Bait laid to draw 

^-him to it^ and to keep his Subje&s from Indignarioh at the 

** mention of it, the Promifts of a plentiful and unparalld'cl 

** Revenue, were reduced from Generals ( which fignify no- 

^ thing ) to clear and certain Particulars \ fince filch a bargain 

^ would have but too great a refemblance of that of Efdu\ \i . 

** be would part withfuch flowers of hitf Crown,as were worth 

*^ aJI thereft of the Garland, and had been tranfmitted to him 

•' from fo m^ny Anceflors, and had been found fo ufeful and 

*' neceffiiry for the Welfare and Security of his Subjed3:s,for an^ 

*^ prefent wecefHty, or for any low and fordid Confideration^ 

^' of Wealth and Gain. And therefore, all Men knowing 

*' that tbofe Accommodations are moft eafily made, and riibS 

^^ exadly obferved, that are grounded upon reafbnable and 

*^ equal conditions, his Majefty had great caufe to believe 

^^tbitthe Contrivers of thofcPropofitions, had no Intention: 

*' of fettling any firm Accommodation ^ but to increafe thoic 

^Jealoufies, and widen thdtDivifion, which, not by his Ma-" 

'* jefly's fault , wa^ now unhappily fe!h between Him and' 

** both Houfes. 

** It was asked, that all the Lords and others of his Privy 
*^ Council, and fuch great Officers and Minifters of States 
** either at home or beyond the Seas ( for, he faid, care was 
*^ taken to leave out no Perfon, or Place, that his diflionout^ 
** inight be fare not to be bounded Within this Kingdom )' 
^ fhould be put from his Privy Council, and from thofe Of- 
**fices and Imployments, unlcfs they fhould be approved by 
'^botbHoufes ofFarliament, how fa^^ful foever his Magcfty 
^ had found them to Him, and to the Publick \ and how far 
**foever they had been from oflcnding againft any Law, the 
^' only Rule they had, or any Others oiight to have, to walk 
*^ by. His Majefty therefore to that part of that Demand r6- 
** tum'd this Anfwer, That he was willing to grant, that they 
" fhould take a larger Oath, than thfey themfelves defired in* 
*^ their eleventh Demand, for maintaining not of any Part,^ ' ^" ' 
*' but the Whole Law. And, he faid, he had, and did afTure 
*' them, that he would bfc careful to make Ele6tion of fuch* 
" Perfons in thofe Places of Truft, as had given good Tefti- 
^^raixites^ of their Abilities and Integrities, add againft wh^m'^ 
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'* there could be no juft atufe of £zception, whereoa reafon- 
^' ably CO grouod a Diffidence : Thac if he had, or (bould be 
^^miftakeninhis EleAion, be had, and did allure chem^ that 
^^ there was no Man fo near to him, in Place or Affi^&ton, 
^^ whom he would not leave to the Juft ice of the Law, if cbey 
^' (hould bring a particular Charge, and fufficient Proof agatntt 
^^ him: That he had given them a Triennial Parlianaenc ( the 
*^ fcMcft pledge of the Effids of fuch a Promife on His parr, 
'^ and the 1^(1 Security for the performaoce of their Duty on 
'^Theirs ) the apprehenfion of whofe Juftice, would, in ail 
'^ probability, rnaKC Them wary how they provoked ir, and 
'^ his Majclt/ wary, how he chofe fuch as, by the difcovery 
^^ of their faults, might in any degree feem todiicredic his 
"Eiedion^ but thac without any (liadow of a fault objeAed, 
^' only perhaps becaufe they follow their Confciences, ami pre- 
^^fervethceiiablilbed Laws, and agree not in fuch Voces, or 
*^ aflenc not to fuch Bills, as fome Peifons, who had then too 
^^ great an Influence even upon both Houfes, judged, or (eem'd 
^^ to judge, to be for the publick good, and as were agreeable 
^*to thac new Utopia of Religion and Government, into 
^^ which they endeavour'd to transform this Kingdom (for, he 
^^ faid) he remembcr'd what Names, and for what Reafbns, 
^^they left out in the Bill ofier'd him concerning the Militia, 
^' which they had themfelves recommended in the Ordinance ) 
*' he would never confent to the difplacing of any , 'whom 
''for their former Merits from, and AfieAion to his Majefty 
^^ and the Publick, he had entruftcd j fince, heconceived^ thac 
'^ to do To, would take away both from the Adfedtion of his 
'* Servants, and care of his Service, and the Honour of his 
'^Juftice: Andfhefaid, be the morewonder'd, that it Ibould 
<^ be asked by them, iince it appears by the twelfth Demand^ 
'^ that Thexnielves counted it rca(bnable> after the piefenc 
'^ Turn was ferved, that the Judges and Officers, who were 
.^'then placed, might hold their Places, quamdiufi ifenegeffe- 
'^ rint : And he was Refblv'd to be as careful of thofe whom 
*^He had chofen, as they were of thofeThey would cboofe j 
M and to remove none , till they appear'a to him to have 
'^ other wife behaved themfelves, or fhoiud be evi(3ed, by L^al 
** Proceedings, to have done fo* 

^' Bur, his Majefty faid, thac Demand, as unreafbnable as 
*^ St was, was but one Link of a greac Chain, and but the firft 
"Round of that Ladder, by which his Majefty s Juft, Anci- 
*^enc. Regal Power, was endeavour'd to be fetched down to 
^^ the ground^ for it appeared plainly that it was uoc with 
" the Pcrfons now cholen, but with his Majefty's Choofing, 
** that they were difpleafed. For they demat>ded, that the Per- 
^* fom put into tb« Places and Imploymencs of thoie, whd 
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^^ ihould be removed, might be approved by both Houies ; 
^' which was (b far from being lefs than the power of Nomi-' 
^^ nation, that of two things, of which he would never grant 
** either, he would be fooner content, that They fliould No- 
*^ minate, and he Approve, than They Approve and his Ma- 
*^jefty Nominate; the meer Nomination being fo far from 
<< being any thing, that if he could do no more, he would' 
^^ never take the pains to do that; when he fhould only ha- 
^^!z^rd whoih he efteem'd to the Scorn of aRefufal, if they 
^'happen'd not to be agreeable not only to the Judgement, 
*' but to the Paffion, Intereft, or Humour of the prcfent Ma- 
** jor part of either Houfe : Not to fpeak of the great Fafti- 
^'ons, Animofities, and Divifions, which that Pmver would 
^Mntroduce in both Houfes, and in the feveral Counties for 
** the choice of Perfons to be fcnt to that Place, where that 
^^ Power was ; and between the Perfons that were fo chofcn. 
** Neither was that ftrange Potion prefcribed to him only for 
'^ once, for the Cure of a prefent, prefling, defperate Diieafe ; 
^^ but for a Diet to Him, and bis Poftericy . It was demand- 
^^ed, thaf his Counfellors, all Chief Officers both of Law 
'^ and State, Commanders of Forts and Caftles, and all Peers 
^' hereafter made, be Approved of, that is<Ihofen, by Theni 
^^from time to time: And rather than it fliouId ever be left 
*• to the Crown (to whom it only did, and ftould betong) if 
'^ any place fail void in the intermifiion of Parliament , the 
^^ Major part of the approved Council was to approve them. 
** Neither was it only demanded that his Majcfty (hould quit 
*^ the Power, and Right, his Predeceflbrs had had of appoint- 
^^ingPerlbns in thofe Places; but for Counfellors, he was 
^^ to be reftrain'd, as well in the Number as in the Perfons ; 
^^ and a Power muft be annexed to thofe Places, which their 
** Prcdeceflors had not. Aqd indeed, if that Power were 
'^ paflfed to them, he faid, it would not be fit He (hould be 
^^ trufted to choofe thofe who were to be trufted as much as 
"Himfelf, 

^^ H E told them, to grant their Demands in the manner 
*' they propofed them, that ail matters that concerned the Pub- 
"lick,&c. fliould berefolv'd, and tranfafted only inParlia- 
^^menr, and fuch other matters of State &c. by the Privy 
^^ Council fo chofen, was in effeft at once to depofe Himfelf, 
*< and his Pofterity. He faid, many exprefficxis in their De* 
^^mands, had a greater Latitude of (ignification, than they 
** feem'd to have ; and that it concern'd his Majefty therefore 
^the more, that they fliould fpeak out; that both He, and 
** his People, might either know the bottom of their De- 
^^mands, or know them to be bottomless. Nothing more 
^^ 'concern'd the Publick, and was indeed more proper for the 
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^Higk Court of Parliament, than the making of Laws; 

^' which not oniy ought there to be traniafled, but could be 

^< tranfa<3«d no where elfe. 3ut then they muft admit his 

'^^ Majefty to be a part of the Parliament; they moft not (as 

<^the fenfe was of that part of that Demand, if it bad any) 

^* deny the freedom of his Anfwer, when He had as much 

^' right to rejeA what he thought unreafonable, as They had 

<'to propofc what they thought convenient, or neceflary, 

''Nor was it poffible his Anfwers, either to Bills or any 

5< other Propoficions , fliould be wholely free, if he might 

*' not ufc the liberty, that every one of Them, and every 

'^ Subject cooic, to receive Advice ( without their danger who 

** fliould gi^eic) from any Perfon blown or unknown, fworn 

'^ ui unCworn, in thofc matters in which the manage of his 

'^ Vote is trufted, by the Law, to his own Judgement and 

'^ Confcience ; which how beft to inform was , and ever 

^ (hould be, left likewife to Him. He faid, he would always 

^ with due Confideration , weigh the Advices both of his 

f^ Great, and Privy Council ; yet be fliould likewife look on 

^* their Advices, as Advices, not as Commands, or Impofi- 

'^ tions ; upon Them, as his Councilors, not as his Tutors, 

'^ or Guardians ; and uponHimfelf, as their King, not as their 

*^ Pupil, or Ward : For, he faid, whatfoever of Regality was, 

*^by themodefty of Interpreution, left in his Majefty, in the 

^^ firft part of the fecond Demand, as to the Parliament, was 

^^ taken from him, in the fecond part of the fame, and placed 

^^in that new fangled kind of CounfeUors, whofe power was 

<^fucb, andfo exprefled by it, that in all Publick AAscon- 

^' cerning the Affairs of the Kingdom, which are proper for 

^' the Privy Council ( for whofe Advice all Publick A£ts are 

**fometimes proper; though very neccflary) they were de- 

*^ fired to be admitted joynt Patentees with his Majefty in 

*' the Regality. And it was not plainly exprefled, whether they 

f^ meant his Majefty fo much as a Angle Vote in thofe Affairs; 

"but it was plain they meant him no more, at moil, than a 

** fingle Vote in them ; and no more power, than every one 

f ' of the reft of his fellow Counfellors. 

A ND fo after a fliarp difcourfe, and explanation of the un- 

reafonablenefs of the feveral Demands , or the greateft part 

iof them, and the confufion that, by cpnfenting thereunto. 

would redound to the Subjeft in general, as well as the dii* 

honour to his Majefty (which may be read at large by it 

felf ) He told them, " to all thdfe unreafonable Demands, his 

** Anfwcr was, nolumus Leges Anglia mutari : But renewed 

f * his Promife to them, for a very punftual and ftrifl: obfer- 

** vation of the known Laws eftablifhed ; to which purpofe he 

f^was willing an Oath fliould be framed by them, and taken 
" "' ,♦ * ' f • ^^bv 
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^^ by all his Privy CouofcUors. And for any Alteration in 

^^ the Goveramenc of the Church , that a National Synod 

^< fiiould be call'd, to propofe what (bould be found neceflary 

*' or convenient : And chat for the Advancement of the Pro« 

^ ccftant Religion agatnft the Papifts, they had not propcMfedL 

^^ So much to his Majeftv, as he was willing to grant, or as 

^' he bad himfelf oBS^r'd before. He concluded with conjur* 

^^ ing Thon, and a!l Men, to reft fatisfy'd with the truth of 

^^ his Majefty's Profeffions, and the reality of his Intentions ^ 

^' and not to ask fuch things as denied themfelves : That they 

'^ would declare againft Tumults, and punifli the Authors : 

" That they would allow his Majefty his Property in his 

^^ Towns, Armes, and Goods ; and his (hare in the Legiila- 

*^tive Power; which would be counted in htm not only 

^^ breach of Privilege, but Tyranny » and Subverfion of Parlia- 

^' ments, to deny to them : And when they fliould have given 

^^ him fatisfa£lion upon chofe Perfons, who had taken away 

** the One, and recalled thofe Declarations ( particularly that 

'^of theo^thof JlCfjrj and thofe in the point of the Militia, 

^' his juft Ridits wherein he would no more pare with, than 

^^ with his Crown, left he enabled others by them to take 

^^thac from him) which would take away the Other; and 

'^ declined the b^ltmings of a War againft his Majefty^ un- 

^' der pretence of His intention of making one againft Them ; 

^^ as he had never oppofed the Firft part of the thirteenth- 

'^ Demand, fo he would be ready to Concur with them in the 

'^Latter; and being then confident that the Credit of thofo 

'* Men, who defire a general Combuftion, would be fo weak- 

^' en'd with them, that tiiey would not be able to do this 

<^ Kingdom any more hurt, he would be willing to grant bis 

^ General Pardon, with fuch Exceptions as (hould be thought 

^^ fit ; and (hould receive much more joy in the hope of a full, 

*^ana oonftant happinefs of his People in the trueReligibn, 

^* and under the ^ce&ion of the Law, by a blefled Union 

^between his Majefty and his Parliament, than in any fuch 

" locreafe of bis own Revenue, how much foever beyond for- 

^ mer Grants, as ( when his Subjects were wcalthieft ) his 

^* Parliament couk) have fettled upon bis Majefty. 

Thouoh the King now lived at Terk in a much more 
Princely Condition, than he could have hoped to have done 
near I^Mfos; and had fo great a Train and Refort of the No- 
bility and Gentry, thait there was not left a fifth part of the 
Home of Peers at Wfiwmfn^ and truly I do not believe, that 
there was near a Moiecy ot the Houfe of Commons who conti- 
nued there; yet his Majefty made no other ufe, for the prefent, 
of their prefence with Him, and of their abfence from the two 
Houfes, than to have fo many the more, and the more cre- 
' Sf<. dibl? 
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dible Wittielles of his Counfels and Carriage > and to unde- 
ceive the People by his clear Anfwers to all the Scandals andRe- 
proacbes which were laid on him, and by his ample prof^fions 
andproceftations of htsfincereSjCal to Religion, and Juftice; 
an& CO make it appear to them, how' far the Quality and the 
Number of thole who thought, or leem'd to diink otherwife, 
was, from what they might Jmagine it to be. And it cannot 
be denied, but the People 'were erery day v't&hij reformed 
in their underftandings, from the Superftitious Reverence they 
i)ad paid (he two Houfes ; and grew fenfible of their Duty to 
the King, and of thofp Invafions which were o£^'d to his Re- 
gal Dignity. 
' Q^ tbe^other fide, the two Houfes flacken'd not their pace 

y'oiy proceeded with ^reat and unufiial fliarpnefs againft thofe 
embers who were gone to the King ^ Proclaiming fomc of 
rhem by Name ^^to be Enemies to the Kingdom, and, by a 
'Formal Judgement, Sentencing Nine Peers together, ^^to be 
^Mncapable of fitting again in Farh'ament, whilft this ihould 
"condnae: The Houfe of Commons having carried up an 
Impeachment of Mifdemeanours againfk them (which was 
&s illegal in point of Juftice, and as extravagant in point of 
Privilege, as any thing they could do) ^^ for being abfent, and 
f^ refuting to attend^ upon a Summons from the Houfe of 
^' Peers : And upon their own Members they impofed a fine 
of ibo( apiece, on every one who was gone to the King, and 
upon thoiev who being in other places, they thought were 
well aHcded to his Service: Yet, left they ihould upon this 
proceeding return again, todiAurb, and crofs their Counfels, 
they provided, ^'' that . no Man ttpon whom that Sentence fell, 
<^ ihould fit again in the Houfe ( though he paid his fine ) till 
^' he had been examined by a Committee, and (o given the 
^^ Houfe fatisfadion in the caufe of his abfence. And, by 
thofe means, they thought bodi to remove the Scandal, that 
fo many Members wereabfentj and to prevent any inconve- 
nience too, that might befal them by dieir returfi. For they 
well knew, if the Members of both Houfes were obliged to 
a conftant and ftrid Attendance, it would not bepoffibkthat 
they could compafs their mifchievous Defigns. 
Tupoftthns, ' Then they profecuted their great Bufinefs'of the Militia, 
itHdorderslftioi Only near Ijmdon^ where they were in no danger of op- 
b9th Houfe* pofition, but in thofe Northern Counties near his Majefty, 
^Motl"^ as LekeferJbire , Chejbire^ Limoln-fiire, where whotoever 
^^nd ^uti ^^fu^t^d to give Obedience to them, or publifhed the King's 
f^ main- ' Proclamation againft their proceedings (for the King had yet 
tmnin^ prafticcd no Expedient to prevent the growth of that mif- 
Horfe &c. fj^j^f^ jjjjf ^|jg publifliing his Proclamation againft it ) were

'^ Grounds whereof tjbey declaifd to be the {Cing's Intentioil' 

^•^ to make W^r $igaioft hiiS Parliament ; That, under, pretence 

*' of a Guard for his Perfofi^ he had aftuaUy begun co hevf 

f ^ Forces, both of Horfe and Foot ; and fent ouc Sutnmonff 

^* throughout the County of Tfrk^ for the calling tigether of 

*^ greater Numbers; and fome ill aflcfted Perfons, in other 

^^ parts, had been imploy'd toraife Troops, under the co- 

'^ lour of hjs Majefty's Service ; making large oScrs of rewfard 

^,^ and pr<:fermenc to fuch as wqpld come in : That his Ma-* 

^* jefty did, with ^ high and forcible hand, proteft, and keep 

f' away Delinquents, not permitting them to make their ap-

**fome whereof, under the naipe of Cavaliers, without hav- 

^' ing refpe<3: to the Lgws of* the Land, or any fear either 

** of God or Man, were ready to commit all manner of Out- 

^' rage and Violence ; which muft needs tend to the diflblu- 

*' tion of th^ Government y the dcftruftion of their Reli- 

*^gion. Laws, Liberties, Properties; all which would be ex- 

** pofed to the Malice and Violence of fuch defperate Per- 

'^ fons, as muft be imploy'd in fo horrid and unnatural an Aft, 

"as the overthrowing pf ^ Parliament by Force; which was 

f ^ the fupport) and prefervation of t^cm. Thofe particulars, 

"they laid, being duly cpnfider'd ^y the fiords and Com- 

"mons, and how great an obligation lay upop them, in Ho- 

"nour, Confcience, and Duty, according to the highTruft 

^^repofed in them to ufe all pofi^t^Ie means, in fuch cafes, to 

" prevent fo gi^at and irrecove^ble Evils, they had thought 

"fit to publifli their (enfe,^ and apprehenfion of that Immi-

^^ T H t s recourfe to the good ifiedKons of thofe, that ten- 
t ^der their Religion and jaft Liberties, and theenjoyosent of 

^ the bleded fruits of this prefent Paritament, which were al- 

^ reoft Veady to be reaped, and were now as ready to be 

^ niinM by thofe wicked hands, beings they iaid, the only 

^^ remedy 4eft them under God; and without which they 

^were no longer able to preferve Thenifelves, or Th<^ by 

** whom they were entrumd : Thcrcfbre> they dedar*d that 

'^whofoever would bring in any proportion of ready Money 

^*or Plate, or would Ufklerwite to furnifh and mahirain any 

^ number of Horfe, Horfe-men, and Armes, for the prefcr- 

^ vation of the Publick Peace, and for the defimoe c^ the 

^ King, and both Houfes of Parliament, from Force and Vio- 

•* lence, and to uphold the Power and Privileges of Parliament 

^ according to his Proteftacion ; it (hould be held a good and 

** acceptable Service to the Ciomnum- wealth, and a Tefti- 

^^ mony of his ^ood aflfefiion to the Proteftant Rel%ion, the 

^' Laws, Liberties, and Peace of the Kingdom ; and to the 

** Parliament, and Privileges thereof. And they farther dc- 

^clared, that whofoever brought in Money or rlate, or for- 

'^niOi'd and maintain'd Horfe, Horfe-men, and Armes, upon 

^' thefe Propofitions, and to thofe purpofes, (hould be repaid 

^ their Money with intereft of eight fn Ctn$ ; for which they 

•*did engage the Publick Faith, and they appointed the Guild- 

" •* Hall in Umdon for the place whither this Money, or Plate, 

^ (hould be brought; and four Aldermen df Lomhrn to be 

** their Trcafurers for the receiving the (ame ; and likewife 

^' other Confiding Men to receive, and pri^ fudi Horfes and 

^ Armes, as fhould be brought in for thdr Service. And 

*' lafHy, for their better encouragement, the Members of both 

^^ Houfes appointed a Solemn Day to fet down their own Sub- 

"fcriptions ; which they performed liberally^ 

Most of ihofe who abhorr'd their ioftpious HtlipvBy not 
thinking it lawful for them to be pre(ent at (uch Coi^lta- 
tions, withdrew before the day came, or ahfented th6m(elves 
then, But many had the Courage to be prefent, and (toutly 
to refiife what they thought they could not boneltly conieot 
to. Sr Kenry KiO^ev^j who was a remarkable Enetaiy td all 
their devices, being calFd upon, . told them, "If th«rewere 
'^occafion^ be would proride a good Horfe, and a good 

"Swordi 
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^ Sword; and made no c^eftion bot^ hd flioukl find a good 

^ Caule. Buc, wbhin very few dayv, both He, and all thofe 

ivho were taken notice of for rcfiifing, found it fafijft for 

them to leave the Town ; there bdng very viBbly great Ani- 

tnoficy againft them both within^ and without the Walls. And 

a. Gentleman of good (>|ulk)i aSiired tne a&erwards^ that, 

within few days after he bad rcfb&dto SuUcribe^ he wa^ pri* 

irately advifed by one of the-^otltec Fadk>n, who yet retained 

(bme ktndnefii to. htm, ^'to kave the Town, left his Brains 

^^ were beaten out by the Boys in the Streets. And many of 

thofe who too impotently defired not to be looked upon as 

RefraAory PerfQu^V^ndhad pleafed themfelves with Subfcrib* 

ing more Articulately for the defence of the Kingis Perfon, 

found it afterwards neceC&ry to fiipply whatfoever they had 

Subfcribed, to.be tmpioy'd that way as was declared to be for 

the defence of the King's. Perfon, whatfoever their intention 

was at firft, or their opinion after. And it is hardly credible^ 

what a vaft proportionof Plate was brought in to their Trea- 

furcrs within ten days 4 there being hardly Men enough to 

receive it, or Room to lay it in; and the Throng being fo 

great of the Bringers, that, in two days attendance, many 

could not be difcharged of their Seditious Ofierings, And, the 

very next day after diefc Propofitions, they further Ordered, 

^^ That there (hould be aftrid fearch and examination made, 

^^ by the Juftices of Peace, Mayors, BayliflFs, and Conftables, 

*' near all the Northern Roads, for the feifing all Horfes for 

'^ Service in the Wars, or great Saddles, that ibould be carried 

'^ towards the North parts of im^Uwdy without the Privity or 

** Diredlion of one or both Houfes of Parliament j which 

was a great improvement of their former Order, which ex^ 

tended only to Armes and Ammunition ; though, the truth 

iSy the Dexterity and Spirit of their Minifters, who knew 

their Meaning, made the former almoft as inconvenient and 

dangerous to raflengers, as tht latter. 

It was by many impatiently wonder'd at then, and, no 
doubt, will be more cenfured hereafter, that, notwithftand- 
ing all thefe Invafions, and breaches upon the Regal Power, 
and all thefe vaft Preparations to deftroy him, the King, hi- 
therto, put not himfelf into a pofturc of Safety ; or provided 
for the refiftance of that Power, which threaten'd him ^ and 
which, he could not but know^ intended whatfoever it hath 
fincedone; And though they had not yet form'd an Army, 
^d chofen a General, yet, he well knew, they had Maceriais 
abundantly ready for the Firft^ and particular, digefted Refo- 
lutions, in the Second ; which they coutd reduce to publick 
Ads, whenfoever they pleafed. It is very true, he did kiiow 
all this, aod the uaipeafeablc l^a!zard8 ^ run, in not preparing 
' ^ ^ '- ■ ■ ■ again^ 
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•gtioftir. But die hflztidt, which pfcfentied themfelTci 1^^ 
kmi on cheocher 6dc, were no left Prodigious: He had a 
very creat appearance' of the Nobility^ not only of chafe, 
who had from the beginhtng walked, and govem'd them- 
ielves by the Ruleatfae Law. preferibed, and, in that refped, 
;were unblamable to Kin^ iuid People : But of Others who 
had paffiooacely and peeviOdv (to uy no worie) concurred in 
all the moft violent Votes and Adbtons, which had been done 
ftom the beglniiine : Forbefides the Lord Sfencer Cwfao had 
been chofisn their Lieotenant of Kortbiomftm'Jbin ^ but was 
recovered to a right underftanding, of which he was very ca- 
pable, by his Uncle the Earl of S&iabsM^m ) the Lord Paget 
likewife,«who had cont r ib u ted aJl his Faculties to Their Ser- 
vice, and to the prejudice of the King's, from before the 
beginning of the Parliament^ had been one of their Teizers 
to broach thofe bold high Overtures iSoberer Men were 
not, at firft, willing to be feen in; and had been, as a Mao 
moft worthy to be Confided in, diofen Lord Lieutenant of 
one of the moft Confidiw Counties, the County <rf Bttckmg^ 
kmm ( where he had, wim great Solemnity and Pomp, exe- 
cuted their Ordinance,in detyance of the ling's Proclamation] 
and had Subfcribeda greater number of Hemes foir their Ser- 
vice, upon their Propofitions,' than any other of the famt 
Suality ; convinced in his Conlcience fled from diem, and 
Sought the Kind's Pardon : And, for the better manifefting 
the tendernefs ofhis Compunftion, and the horrour he had 
of his former Guilt, he frankly dUcover^d whatfoever he had 
known of their Counfels; and aggravated all the ill they had 
dooe^ with declaring it to be done to worfe and more horrid 
Ends, than many good Men believ'd to be pc^Bible for them to 
propofe to themfelves. 

Notwithstanding, this glorious Convention was 
rather an Ornament to his Court, than any great Advantage 
to his Counfels j and the ufe of them more to diicredit toe 
fmall remainder at U^pmnfierj and that the People might 
£ee the Number and Quality of the Diflraters, than that they 
contriv'd any thing to the aftive improvement of his Afiairs; 
every Man thinking it high merit in him, that he abfenced 
himielf from the Company and Place, where all the milchief 
was done : and that the keeping himfelf Negatively inno- 
cent, was as much as he ow'd his King and Country. I am 
willing to impute it to the drowfy and una&ive Genius of 
the Kingdom ( contracted by long eafe, and quiet) which fo 
much abhorr'd the thoughts of a Civil War, that it thought 
it lively and vigorous Preparation agamft it, was to invite it : 
aqd there were very few of all the great Lords, who did at- 
tend upon the King, who did not declare^ <^ That the Parli^^ 
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*^ ment durft not in truth ( whatever (hews they made in hope 
** to fliake hisMajeft/s conftancy ) make a War j and if they 
^^ ihould attempt it, the People would unanimoufly rife for 
^^the King, who would bemoft fafeby not intending his 
" own (afecy. Whereas, if he raifed Forces, the Parliament 
*' would procure themfclves to be bellev'd, that it was to 
^^ overthrow Religion, and fupprefs the Laws, and Liberties 
*'of the People. They who were of another opinion, and 
could have fpoken more reafon, held it not fafe to exprefs 
thexnfelves but in the King's own Ear ^ there being in the great 
CouiKil of the Peers, who, for ftate, were frequently Af- 
fembled, and by whom in truth the King then deur'c^co have 
tranfaded all diings of Moment, fome who were not good 
Gounfel-Keepers, and others who were look'd upon, and be-^ 
liev'd to be Spies upon the reft. But that which made the 
thought of raifing Farces (whatever Arguments there were 
for it ) abiblutely unrealbnable, was, that the King had no 
poCIibility to procure either Armes, or Munition, but from 
HoBand^ from whence he daily expefled fupply : And till that 
arriv'd , let his Provocations and Sufierings be what they 
could be, he was to fubmit and bear it patiently. 

I N the mean time , for a ground of fiirther proceeding 
upon occafion^ the King defird the Peers in Council, to fet 
down in writing the Affronts, and Violence, which had been 
ofier'd to them at Jjmdom^ by which their Prefence in the 
great Council of the Kingdom was rendered both unfafe, and 
diflionourable ; the which thev the more willioely conde- 
scended to, for that the Lonam Pamphlets already afperfed 
them, as Deferters of the Parliament, and Betrayers of the Li- 
berty of their Country ; An Inftrument being drawn up, and 
agreed upon between them, in which they fet down ^^ the 
*« Tumults, and the Violence ofier'd to particular Perfons in 
'^ thofe Tumults ; the Threats and Menaces of the Rabble, 
<^ at the doors of theHoufe, when they had a mind any Ex- 
<^ orbitant thing (hould pafs : the Breach and Violatbn of the 
^^ old Orders, and Rules of Parliament, whilft Matters were 
'^ in Debate, and the refuming Matters again in a thin Houfe i 
<< and reverfing , waving, or conrradiding Refolutions made 
<' in a full Houfe : And, laftly, M' HdUk's coming to the Bar, 
^' and demanding the Names of thofe Lords who refufed t6 
^^ oonfent to the Militia, when the multitude without, me- 
^'naced and threatened all thofe Diflenters: after which, they 
iaid '* they conceived, they could not be prefent there, with 
"Honour, Freedom, or Safety j and therefore forbore to be 
<^ any more prefent^ and fo all thofe Votes, Conclufions, and 
^* Declarations had pafled, which had begot thofe Diftradbi- 
^ ons throughout tne Kingdom. And. |hit they delivered to 
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the Kitig, figoed under Aeir Hands. And yet ( wMch is a 
fuflScieat Inftance how oncnducd Men were with that Spirit 
and Courage, which was requifitc) the next day after thede- 
livery, many Lords came to his Majefty, and befixight him 
« that he would by no means publilh that Paper, but keep it in 
« his own hands ; fome of chem faying, " that, if it were 
«* pubKlhed , they would dtfavow it : lo that material and 
weighty Evidence, which Then might have*becn of Soveraigo 
ufe to the King, was rendered utterly ineffedual to his Ser- 
vice; his Majcfty finding it neceffary to engage his Princely 
word to them, "never to majce it publick without Their con- 
« fent ; jvhich he performed Btioft pandtually ; and fo, to diis 
day, it was never divulged. 

To make fome little amends for this want of mettk (kt 
it proceeded from nothii^ elfe, They being moft fhy in fub- 
fcribing, and moft paflkmate againtt publifliing , who were 
of unqucftionable Affcdlioii to his Majcfty, and integrity to 
his Caufe ) and that the World might fee, there was a Com- 
bination among good Men, to aflSft his Majefty sn the defence 
of the Law, as well as there was againft both by Others : 
Upon the King's declaring himfelf fiiUy in Council, where 
Hi,M4;Wiall the Peers wereprefent, *« That, as He woukl not require 
DecUrstUn a ^^ t\^ atty obcdkuce fiom them, but what fliould be 
u theurdi u warranted by the known Law of the Land j fo be did ex- 
w^T^ ** pofl: that They wouU itot yield to any Comnaands not Ic- 
York.june" gaily crouiided, or impofcd by. any other : That be wouU 
13. i642r. << defend every oneof them^ and all fuchas {hould refufeanj 
*' fuch Commands, whether diey proceeded from Votes, and 
" Orderis of both Houfes, or any other way, from all dan- 
*^gers and hazards Whatfoever. That his Majefty would de- 
'' fend the true Proteftant Retigk>n, eftabliibHsd by the Law 
" of the Land ^ the Lawful Liberties of the Subje&s of £9^- 
«« iaitd; and juit PrivUeges of all the Three Eftates of Parlia- 
'^ ment ^ and would require no further Obedience from them, 
^ than as accordingly he (bould perform the fame r And his 
^^ Majefty did further declare, that he would not, as was falfdy 
" pretended, engage them, or any of them^ in any War a- 
" gainft the Parliament } except it were for his nrceflary de- 
<' fence and fs^y, againft fuchas did infolently Invade or 
<' Attempt againft his Majefty, or fuch as (hould adhere to 
"his Majefty : All Ac Peers engaged themfelves, "not ro 
Thtfrmife ^^ ohcj any coders, or Commands wnatfoever, not warranted 
0fth€ Lords <<by the known Laws of the Land; and to defend his M^- 
Mnd ttbirt c< jefty's Perfon, Crown, and Dignity, together with his juft 
thtrt»^». c< j^nd Legal Prerogative, againft all Perfons and Power whac- 
*^ foever : That they would defend the true Proteftant Rcii- 
^ oion^ eftabliihed by the Law of the Landf the Lawful Li- 
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^^ beities of the Subjed of E^hmd ; and juft Privileges of 
^« hjsMajefty^aiidboch hisHoiifo<»fParlaanienc: Aodlaftly^ 
^^ They engaged thttiifely«s not toobey any Rule, Oder, or 
^^ Ordinance whaitfoeyer, oonceming any Militia , that had 
** not the Royal Aflent : 

** T H I s being Subfcribcd by their Lordfhips, was, with theb 
GonlcDC, imm^dtely Printed, and carefuiiy divulged over 
the ICin^om, bearing date ac Tbrk the thirteenth dlJuM ' 
16^%. with the Names of (be Subfcribers. Two days ziker^ 
his Majefty in Council taking notice of the Rumours fpread, 
and Informations given , which, might induce many to be- r 

lieve, that his Majeftv intended to male War agaioft his Par« 
liament^ ^^prpfefled before God, and faid, & declared toH»Mi>/7V 
'« all the World, that he always bad, and did abhor allfuch'^''^J2?* 
« Dcfigns, and defircd all his NobUity and Council, who were r« tnu w

*^ Liberty oftheSubjed^ tlie Law, Peace, and Profperity of 
'^ this Kingdom : 

AV HEREUPON all the Lords, and Counfelbrs prefent, 
unanimoufly agreed, and did fign a Paper in thefe words :

'' ag^nft him, and to make ail thoife Delinquents who attended

''his Majefty (aid, he could not imagine* And if thofe Ca- 
^ valiers were fo much widiout the fear of God and Man, ancf 
" fo ready to^ commit all manner of outrage and violence, as^ 
" was pretended, his Majefty's Government ought to be thc^ 
" more efteem'd, which had kept them from doing fo; ihfo- 
^'^ miich as hebeuev'd,^ no Perfon had caufe to complain of an/ 
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^^ injury, or of any damage^' in the leaft degree,* by suiy Mail 
'^ about his Majefty, or who had ofier'd his Service to biml 
^^ All which being, hefaid, dulv confider'd, if the ContriTer^ 
'' of tbofe Propofitions amd Or<xr)had been mily feoiible of 
'^ the obligations, which lay upon them in Honour, Coo* 
^^ fcieoce, and Duty, aocordtng to the high Tnift lepofed iti

** fiftent with the very Conftitution and Eflenceof the King- 
** dom, and the Right and Privilege of Parliament : That he 
^« was bound by his Oath (and all his Subjects were bound by 
^* theirs of Allegiance, and Supremacy, and their own Pro- 
•* teftation lately taken, to affift his Majefty ) to oppofe that 
** Ordinance, which was pucalready in execution againft him, 
*^ not only by Training and Arming his Subjefts > but by 
** forcibly rcmovtttg the Magazine, fr6m the place trufted by 
** the County, to their own Houfes, and ^arding 4c there 
*^ with Arm*d Men : Whither it would Be next removed, and 
^^ how ufcd by fuch Perfons, he knew not.' 

** That the keeping his Majefty out 6flftff by Sf7#*» 
*^ Hftham^ was an Aft of High Trcafon againft his Majefty ; 
^* and the taking away his Magazine and Munition from him, 
^^ vras an Aft of Violence upon his Majefty, bv what hands 
** o* by whofe direftion foevcr it was aonc : And, in both 
<^ cafes, by the help of God, and the Law, his Majefty faid, 
^ lie would have Juftice, or lofehis Life in the requiring it;

aadrae Kiog bad newly dbemd her to fend all co Nnh<u^li^ 
triuch mu m then (iecored to htm by the cfilteeiice of the 
Earl of dMt Nane. In the mean tine both the lung Himfelf, 
wd they wbo beft knew theftate of his AflSttiv, feemVl tobt 
widioutanf thoughts of making War; and to hope, that the 
Parliament wouia at laft tndine lo Ibme Aooommochitte \ for 
which both' his Majefty, and thofe Ferfcns were €Xpoled to i 
dioufand reproacbes: 

XuLfiseen had many difficulties to contend wiicb ; fo 
dioughth^ Prince of Of4M^# had a very figitalaffiidioo for die 
King's Service^ and did all he cooid to di^pofe the States ro 
concern theroMvcs in his MajeftyV Quarrel ; yet his Ambo- 
rity« and Inoereft, was miichdiimnifh'd with the v%our of his 
Body and Mind: And the States of JJ i> giiari/ were fofar from 
being indin'd to the Ktrie, that they did him all the milchicf 
theycouM. They had before affifted the Rd>elUoa in ^sf- 
knd^ with giving diem credit for Armei and AmmunitiQny 
before they had money to buy anj ; and they did afterwards, 
fcveral ways \ difoover their amCHons to the Parliament ; 
which bad fo many Spies there, that theQiieen could do no- 
thing they liad not prelent noriceof ^ fo that it was no eafy 
matter for the Queen co provide Armesand Ammuniclon, hoc 
the Parliament had prefent notice of it> and of the ways which 
were thought upon to tranfport them to the King : And then 
their Fleer, under the Command of rhe Eafl of liFSrra^i, 
lay ready to obftni A and intercept that Communication ; nor 
was any remedy in view to remove this mifchief ; inibmudi 
as it was no eaty thing for rhe King to fend to, or to receive 
Letters* from, the Queen. 

There ^as a fmall Ship of x8 or ;o Guns, that was pait 
of the Fleet that wafted her Majefty into HfiBstuI from Df- 
^utTy which was called the Pr&i^dena^ under the Command 
of Captain StroMghoMj when the Fleet was CcHnmanded by 
S^J^bmFemmffom, and before the Earl of Wawkk'wzsbi* 
psriaduced into that Chaise againft the King's Will. That 
Ship, the Capcaia whereof was itnowo to be faitiifol Co his 
Majefty^ was, by the C^een, derain'd, and Icepc in HMmd 
from the time of her Majefty's Arrival, under feveral preten- 
ces, of .which the Captain made ufe, when he afterwards re- 
ceived Orders from the Earl oElfkrwkk ^'to repair so die 
*^ Fleet in the Dovms^ until, after many promiies and er- 
cufes, it was at lafl d&em'd that he bad other Bufioefir and 
Commands; and fo was watched, by the other Ships, as an 
Enemy. This Ve0el the Qjjeen retblv'd to fend to the King^ 
a ' prindr 
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tflofdpally H> infonn his Majeftyoftb^ftreights Qiewasifi^ 
>f the provlGonsflie had made j and to return with (uch par- 
icular Advioe« and Diredigos from his Majefty, that (he 
night take^further refolutiont. And bdcaufe che VHIel was 
ight, anddttw ooc much Water, and ibcodld rufi into any, 
Creek, or oped Road* or Harbour, and, from thence, eafiW 
fend an exprtTs to the Ring ^ chere vas put into it about two 
hundred Barrels of Powder, and two or three thouiand Armes 
with 4even or eight Field-Picoes j which, they knew, wpuld be , 
very welcome to the King, and ferve for a begioping and coun* 
cenance to draw Forces together. The Captain was no fboo- 
er put to Sea, but nott(» was iint to the Command er of th e 
Fleet in the DewHs ; who immediately feot three or^UtKVMpdf 
to the Monh, which eafily goit the Providence in Vkw, bdbne 
it could reach that Coaft ^ and cha^ it with all their Sails, ti|l 
they faw it enter into che River of Hhrnhp ^ when, looking 
upon it as theit own, thev made 1^ haft to follow it^ beiiihg 
tontent to drive it before tnem iiyto their own Port of Mkui 
there being, as they thought, no other way to e&ap^ them ; 
ianttl they plainly raw the Ship entring into a narrow Creek 
but cSHuinbir^ which dciflined H«ff, and led into the Countnr 
fome Miles above \t ; which was a place well known tp the 
Captain, and defiga'd by him to arrive at from the begianing. 
It was ia vain for them tohaften their purAiit^ for th^y quick* 
ly found that their gr^at Ships could not enter into that paf> 
Jage, and that the River was too (baliowto follow bim^ and,: 
fo, witfafliaiBe and anger, they gave over the Chafe ^ whilft 
thie Captain continued his courle ^ and having neV^r theuf^c 
of faving the Ship, run it onSfaQieoa that fide towards B*f^ 
biiffm ; ond^ i^^ith ail expedition, gave notLe to the King of 
his arrival ^ who, immediately, caufed the Perfons of Quaf jcy^ 
in the parts adjacent, to draw the Train'd- bands of the Coun- 
try together, to fecure the incurfions fro6i HuB ; and by thif 
means, the Armes, Ammunitiofi, and Artillery, wejfe <{\iif^^ 
brought to Ifl^rit. 

T H 1^ King wai well conteet diet :k (hould be generally fo* 
Ueved^ that this fmall Ship, the fize whei^eor was fcdQwn to 
fow, had brought a greater quantity and proportion of Provi^' 
fioas for the War, tnan in truth it had, and therefore^ though' 
it had brought no Money, wh^ he ei^pefted, he forthwith^ 
granted Coinmiffions, to ratfe Regiments of Horfe and Foot; 
tofiid) Pei%>ns ^Quality and Intereft, as Wcreable tp .com<^ 
ply with their obligations. He declared the Earl of Urndfiy^ 
Lord High (^amberlaia hfEf^aitiy faisGeneral of die Arni) jf 
a Perfon of great Honour and Courage, and geher^iy ^ belpv-r 
ed; who many years before had good Cammands in ibOani^ 
and GiMmamy and had Mmii Admral at Sea iafeveral£xpedi>

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ft Oyy^»fi»v< he was very equal to, and had ezercife4 befoie, 
and cMCuted after, with sreac approbatioo. The Generalfliip 
of the Horfe, his Majefty referved for his Nephew Prinoe 
tUfirt i who was dayiv expeded, and arrived fooo after : And 
all Levies were haften d with as much expedition as was poffi- 
btcinto great a fcardty, and ooiorioiis want of Money ; of 
whadi no more need befaid, after it is remeniber'd doc all 
the I^rds, aod Couocil about the King, with leveial other Per- 
Ibas of (^ality, ▼oiuntarily made a SuMcriptioa for the pay- 
ment of fo many Horfe for three Months ; in which time they 
would needs believe, that the War fliould be at an end; every 
imt$Sf9fm% down what the three Months pay would amount 
10, into tSe handsof aTreafurer appointed to receive it ^ and 
this Nfonev was prefenrly naid for the making thofe Levies of 
Horlb, which were deQgod j and which could not have been 
made but by thofe Moneys. 

A ND now theKiog thought it time to execute a RefehitioD 
' he had loq; intended, and which many Men woDder'd he neg« 
lededfoiong; which was,as much asin Him lay, to take the 
Admiralty into his own hands. He had long too much caoii: 
to be uniatisfied, ami difpleafed with the Earl of Nortlmmter* 
/swdi whom he thought he had oblig*d above any Man what- 
ibever. His delivering the Fleet into the hands and Command 
of the Earl of ^krwicky after his Majefty bad exprefsly refiifed 
it to the Parliament, the King could not eafily forgive; how- 
ever he thought it not Then feafooable to refent it , be- 
caufe he had nothing to obje A againft him, but his comply- 
anoewith thp Command of jhe Parliament, who would have 
own'd it as their own quarrel^ and muft have obliged that Earl 
to put his whole Intereft into Their hands, and to have run 
Their Fortune i to which he was naturally too much inclin'd : 
And then his Majefty foreiaw, that there would have been no 
Fteet at all let out that year, by their having the Command of 
all the Money,which was to be applied to that Service. Where- 
as, by his Majefty's concealing his refentment, there was a 
S^ood Fleet made ready, and fet out ; and many Gentlemen 
ettled in the Command ofShips,of whofe AfieAion and Fide- 
lity his Majefty was allured, that no Superior Officer could 
corrupt it ; but that they would, at all times, repair to his 
Service, whenever he required it. And, indeed, his Majefty 
bad an opinion of the devotionof the whole body of the Com- 
mon Sea- men to his Service, becaufehe had, bountifully,^ (6 
much mended their condition, and increafed their Pay, that he 
thought they would have even thrown the Earl of Warmick 
over Board, when he fliould Command them ^ and fo the re« 
Ipiting the doing (^ it would be of little importance. But now,

Tie refolv'd therefore, tb revoke tbeEarl of N&rthumSen 

i^f^iTs Commiflioh of the Offi£;e of High* Admiral of Engtanii 

smd to fend the Relocation to bim under the Greats Seal of 

Sm^l^nd: Then, to fend S^John Vetunmgion^ who wa^ thea^C 

ICork^ on board the Fleet, and to take the Charge of it.' and 

l^etc^rs were prepared, andfign'd by the 'King, to evfry on6 

of the Captains \ whereby they were required, *' to ob#rve thfif 

'^ Orders of S' John Vefmington And all this was cariied Urith' 

all fioffible Secrecy, that none, but thofe few wh o were , f rtift* 

ed, knew, or fufpet^ed any fuch Alteration. ^f"^"^ 

But the King thought fit, firft to ^dtife with S^ Jotm 

mmgtmi ; of whole Integrity he was confident, aqd whofe judg^ 

menc he always principally relied on in all his Maritime Adi* 

ons ; and thought him the only Perfon fit immediately to take 

the Fleet out of the £arl of Warwick s pofleffion; who hid di& 

poOefTed of Him the Command that year, which he had ufually 

exercifid. S^John Fenmngton^ finding the matter full of diffi* 

culty, 4nd the execution like to meet with fbme interrupt!-^ 

dns, 9Jtprefledno alacrity to Undertake itin his o#n Perfoni 

alledging, ^^that himfelf ftood in theParlidment'^ disfavour, ana 

^^jcaloufy (which wa^ltriie) and that therefore his motion, an4 

^^ journey towards the DowiiSj where the Fleet then lay, would!

Fifft a Rc?ocatioo of tfce Eail of NMlmminf^mfs CommiT- 
fiooof Admiral, under che Great Seal of JSiQ^Ann^; of which 
tbeic was a Dupiicate ; che one to be fax co his Lardfli^ , the 
other to the Earl cfWnwkk; whofeGoimniffioo was found- 
ed ttpoOy and fo determined by> the other. Then a paidoular 
Letter to each of the Captains of his Ships, informing them 
^ of his Majefty's Revocation of the Admiral's Pateoti and, 
^ confequeocly, of the determination of the Earl of Witrwkk'i 
^Com|niflEiOn ( to whom his Majeftv likewile wric^ to^mhi- 
^ bk htHfrom further meddling in tnat Charge ) and there*

the whole diQpatch to the Fleet to M' EJmmrd VUUerSy whofe 
diligence and dexterity his Majefty iomA fit for any TrUft ; die 
fojcvsM being direded ^^taot to make fiichhaft, but chat the 
^otherm^bt be at leaft as foonat thei>#«u»r,as He at Z^eaN^s^ 
andMFfSEbrr again being appointed what Letters be flxxild 
firft deliver to che Captains y << and that he Ihould V^ the 
«< Earl of mnick in tliebft place; that his Adivity m«ht 
have no influence upon the Sea- men co prevent their oibedtence 
to his Majefty- And furely if this relolution had been par- 
fued, it is very probable, that ijieKii^bad been Mailer of 
very many of his Ships again. But, when the Meflsngers were 
dtfptfched, and well inftrMfted, and he that was for Ijmin 
gone on hts Journey , there was a fuddain and unexpe&ed 
change of the whole. direAion to cheFleet, by S^T*^^^- 
wwpoJ% repair to his Majefty ; and, upon (coond thou^ts, 
oflering ^ togo Himielf to theJOswe^, and to take Charge of 
^^ the Fleer; which chawed the Forms of die Letters to the fe- 
ventl Captains; and, inftead of leaving everyone tonfe hii 
heft ei^iedtrion to bring away his own Ship to BurHmttm^ ^re- 
^ quired them only to obferve Aich Orders^ as they Chould re- 
^ cdve by Sr Tisihi Feffsm|g;^tf« ; whothou^not fit ffor the 
reafons formerly given of ms bebg taken notk» of) togo with 
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IAt yiBitrs ; buty by bin, writ to S^ Hmy Fsbmr^ to whom 
likewifc his Majefty fenc a Letter to diat purpoTe^ bdng an Of* 
ficer of the Navy, and who liv'd by the JDM*^ ^* inuMdiately 
^ to go aboard the Admiral ; and that be Hknklf would make 
^^all pofliUe baft to him, fetthig out at the Tame time with 
^' MF^ierf'y but Journeying a ftirtber and more private way. 
Mr fSJBIvrx, left, by his ftay for the iteration of bis difpaldies, 
the Page's ooming to L0nd0m Iboner than was intended at his 
letting out, might produce feme inconvenience to the Service, 
ffept not till became to SrHmr^Pahur^ who, being infirm^ 
in his Health, and furprifed with the Command, xg|||d||^^^^^^ 
inake that Expedition aboard, as might have been requlfte^^""^ 
though he was Loyally and Zealoufly affiled to bis Majcfty's 
Service. However, ^rf^Virr/baften'd to the Ships whi» lay 
then at Anchor, and accordh^ to his Inftrudions, ddiver'd 
his (e vera! Letters to the Captains; the greateft part whereof 
received them with great expreffions of duty and fubmiffion, 
expNcAing only to receive St Jifhn Pnmh^m*s Orders, for 
which they ftav'd ; and, without doubt, if either the firft Let« 
ters had been lent, or S^ ?sfai Psmemr/ws been prefent, whoi 
the& others were deliver^, his Majefty had been poflbfled of 
the greateft part of the Fleet y the Earl of Warwick beinjg; at 
that time, according to his ufual Licences, with fome Officers 
whofe comj^y he liked,on fliore making merry ; fe that tbero 
was only his Vice- Admiral, Captain Bstftm, onboard, who 
was of eminent difafiedion to his Majefty : The Rear- Admi* 
raU S' Jotm Mnmesy being of unqueftionable Integrity. 

But afrer five or fix touts (in which time nothmg could 
be adedy for want of advice u^ direftion y enough bdi^ ready 
to Obey, bnt none having Authority to Command j the Earl 
of JFanvkk caxcto aboard bis Ship, to whom M^ FXiers like- 
wife gave his Majefty'^ Letttrs ofhis Diftharge; who. with- 
out any Declaration of dilbbcying it, applied htmTelf to tbe 
confirming thofe who he thought true to his Party, and di- 
ligentty to watch the reft; nrefaming, thatte ihould foeedily 
hear from thofe by wbom lie had been originally trufied. 

In the mean time, the Captains expeiAedOraersfrom S' 
y^tM Pmmm^am ; who IHtewlfe privately expeAed fiich an ac- 
count Aom Sr Hmiy P^dmety as m^ht encourage him to come 
to the Ships. Butuhisunfortunatedelay difappoimedall: For 
the other Gentleman, according to his InftruAions, having 
reach'd Lentdm in the evening after the Houfes were rifen. . 
deliver'd the King%Lotter,imd theDiicharge of his CommU-^^'";^ 
fion, to Ae Es^rlat NMlmmhrlmtJ; who^ with all Ihews oU^ufrnot^ 
Du^ and Submiffion, estpfefled ^* his Rtiolutfon to obey hischamber- 
*' Majefty ; and a hearty iorrow^ that he Iwd, by any Misfor- ^•n^*' ^ 
<< tuney incurred bis Mt^fty's dt^eafure. How ingenuous fo- ^^^ 

Uuj ever 
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ever tUi demeanour of his Lordfliip's wis, the buQneft was 
quidd/'known ro chofe who were moieoofioernVl ink:; who 
Airer^ exceedingly perplexed, with the appreheofion of being 
difpoOeOed of fo great a pare of their ftrengch, as the Royd 
JFleec I and eameftly preOed the E^I cfNMlmm^Lmdy '^ that, 
5'ixxwithftaading fqch his Maj^lly's Revocatioay he would 
^ ftill coatinue the exeqition of his Office of Lord Hig)i Ad- 
•^miral ^ in which they would aifift him with their uciBoft and 
v^fuU Power, lu^ Authority. But his Lordflup alledgtng, 
^ chat it would iU become Him, who had received thacCbargr 
^^fion^he Kiqg with fo notable circumftaoces of Tniftaw 
^^T^Safi toponcinue the pofleflion thereof agatnft hisexprcft 
^'PJ^uire, there being aUaufe in his Grant, chat icfliould he 
5^ op]y during fudi time as his Majefty thought fit to ulehis 
^ Service ; and fo, ^ utterly refufing to meddle further in u ; 
$B)oa as they could get the Houfes together the next morning, 
^hey eafily agreed co pafs an Ordinance, as thev call it^ ^to 
f^ appoint the Earl of Wkrwuk to be Admiral of that Fleet, with 
/^ as full and ample Auchoricy, as he had fc^re had from the 
^< Earl of NvrtbitmhrUml Which Ordinance, cogether mi 
Letters, apd Votes of encouragement to his Lordfliip and to 
(he Officers and Sc^-men, they fpeedily fent, by a Member of 
(heir own ; who arriv'd therewith, the next morning, alter 
M' VJlierf hvi delivered the King's Lfetter i S^ jQim Pemf 
fom in thp mean time neither coming, nor lending any further 

The Earl of ffarvsek, being thus arm'd, found hitnlelt 
Mafter<rf'hisWork5 and immediately fuinmon'4 all theCap- 
tains, to attend him on board his Ship in Counpil ; the whicli 
jMI but two did fCaprain Sik^s^y and Captain fPkie } who, 
^ng . by his . Ma jetty's Letters, as the rdft were, expreislf 
charged to yield no fi|rther Obedience to the ]^arl oiW^^) 
refuied to repair to him ; making themfelves ready torefifta^y 
Violence, and puttuig their Ships in order to go out to Sea, 
that they might be at Liberty to attend, his Majefty's CooQ- 
fnands ^ but they were (o encompafied by the whole Fleet, 
f nd the dexterity of the Eurrs Mmifters was fuch, and the de- 
yotion, generally, pf the Se^^-men fo tainted^ and corrupted 
from th^ King's Service, that, inftead of carrying away the 
Ships, tbeCaptah^s theinfelves werefeifed, taken, and carri^ 
by thehr, own Men tp the E^l; who iipmediately ooaimitted 
fhem to Cuftody, and fent them up Prifoners to the P^^' 
ineqt. Then the Earl communicated the Ordinance, Letter^ 
and Votes from the two Houfes, to the reft of the Officers i 
pf whom only two more refufed to continue their Cb^ 
againft the fignificacion they had received from the King ^ 
J9lm Mnfnisjij^Qi^t»m Burly) who weie quickly diicb^S^ 
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and let on Shore; and the reft) without anf foruple or hefic*- 

tion, ^^ obl^'d themfelyes to obey the Earl o£ Jfkrmidt^ io the 

** Service of the Parliamenc; fo tnat the Scorm was now ewer, 

and the Parliament fully, and entirely poflefied of the whole 

Royal Wavy, and Militia by Sea ; for they quickly difpofed c^ 

two other honeft Captains, KetpMy^ mdStradii» (whom they 

could not corrupt) who guarded the Irfi Seas y and ^ot tboie 

Ships likewife into their Service. And thus' his Majefl^ was 

wimout one Ship of his own, in his three Kingdom^ at bit 

Devotion. 

A s this lofi of the whole Navy was of unfpeakable ill coo- 
fequence to the King's Affairs, and made his Cond ition much 
the lels confider'd by his Allies, and Neighbour PriiCR?lRkPi 
iaw the Soveraignty of the Sea now in other haods, that were 
like to be more imperious upon the apprehenfion of any di^ 
courteiies, than regular and lawful Monarchs ufb to be ^ I can- 
not but obferve feme unhappy circumftances, and accidents in 
this important bufinefs of tiie Navy, which looked like the 
hand ot Providence to take that ftrength^of which his Majefty 
was moft confident, out of his hands. When therefolutionof 
the Houft of Commons, and the concurrence of the Lords was 
peremptory, and the Earl of NtfrthumherUnd had declared his 
comply^ance with them, ^' for the fending the Earl of l^nwri( 
^^ Admiral of that Fleet, in the place of S>^ John Petmniffpm, 
*^ upon whom the King depended ^ it was refolv'd likewife by 
them^ ^^ that Captain cimierety Controller of his Majefty's 
**Navy, a Man of great Eminency, and Reputation in Naval 
^' Command, fiiould be Vice- Admiral ; who thinking it became 
his near relation to his Majefty's Service, to receive his Royal 
Pleafiire before he engaged himfelf in any imployment of that 
Nature, addrefied himfelf for his diredions. But the King, 
looking upon the Fleet in a manner taken from him, when an- 
other, whofe difaffeAion to his Service was very notorious, 
was, contrary to his expreis Pleafure, prefumptuoufly put into 
the Command of it, and his own Minifter difplaoedfor no 
other reafon (his Sufficiency, and ability for Command being 
by all Men confeiled ) but his 2lleal and Integrity to Hios, 
would not countenance that Fleet, and that Admiral, with 
fu£S»'ing an Officer of his own to Command in it under the' 
other ; and therefore order'd Captain Carteret to decline the 
imployment, which he, prodentty, and without noife, did^ 
and thereupon, another Officer of the Navy, the Surveyor 
General, Cjaptain Bs^^^, aMan of very diKrent inclinations 
to his Mafter, and his Service, and furious in the new JRuides 
of Religion^ was fubftituted in the place : Whereas ifpiptain

People might fully underftand his intentions, he fuinihon'd 
fixne of the Train d*bands to attend him at Beverfyj a Town 
within four Miles of HkB ^ whither he removed his Court, and 
Tw rimti^i poblifli'd a Prodamacion, briefly containing <^ the Rebellion 
laUSL ^of Sr y^lm atluN^ in holdii^ that Town by a Garrifon 
9im fim ^^ againft him ; his demanding Juftice from the two Houlis 
levcrtey. << without efied; the feifing his Fleet at Sea, and the hoftik 
^ Ads dF Sir y^bm Jfytbam upon jthe Inhabitants of that Town, 
^ many of wliom he turn'd out of their Habitations ^ and up» 
^ the Neishbour Countv, by imprifoning many, and drivmg 
^others forfoar from tneir Houfes: And therefore that he 
. ^ was refdv'd to reduce the fanoe by Force ; inhibtring all 
*^ Commerce or Traffick with the faid Town, whilft It con- 
^ dnued in Rebellion. 

Which Proclamation he likewife fent to both Houfe of 
Parliament, with this further fignification, <' That, before he 
^^ would ufe force to reduce that place to it's due Obedience^ 
^'he had thought fit, once more, to require them, that it 
^' might b^ forthwith delivered to him ; wherein if they fliould 
^^conifbrm themfelves, his Majefty would be then willing to ad- 
^^ mit fuch ^ddredes from them, and return fuch Propofitibns 
*' to them, as might be proper to fettle the Peace of the King- 
^^dom, and compofe the prefent Diftradions. He wi(b»I 
^^ them to do their Duty^ and to be aflitred from Him, on the 
^^ word Qf a King, that, nothing ihould be wanting on His 
^ pait, that might prevent the Calamities which threatened 
^^ the Nation, and might render his People truly happy ; but 
^^ if that his gracious Invitationf fliould be declined, God and 
'^ all eood Men muft judge between them : And affign'd a 
Day, by which he would expeA their Anfwer at Beveriy. 

In the mean time, to encourage the good AfieAions of 
Notth/gbam-Jbi^^ which ieem'd almoft intirdy to be devoted 
to his Service ; and to countenance and give iome Life to hii 
Friends in Um^Ah/biriy whercj in Contempt of his Proclama- 
tion, 
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tion. the Ordinance of the Militia had beeo boldly executied 
'by the Lord WiUcugUy of Vkrham^ and fome Members of the 
iHoufe of Commons, his Majeftv took a (horc Prpsreft to 
J^evjork ; and, after a days day, from thence to Lanc^^ and 
foy by the /day appointed, rctum'd to Beverly -^ hay ing, id 
both thofe places, been attended with fuch an Appearance of 
the Gentlemen, and' Men of Quality, and fo fuU a ConpouHe 
•of the PeQpl^, as one might reafonably have guefled the Af- 
feSiiops of both thofe Counties would have feconded any jufty 
and r^ui^r. Service for the King. 

The Y at London were no lefs A6Hve; but, upon their, 
Succeis in the bufinefe of the Navy, proceeded u 
ielve^ ftrong enough, at leaft, to keep what they had ; 
therefore, having, by their Ordinance of the Militia, many 
voluntary Companies form'd of Men according to their owa 
Hearts; and, by their Subfaiptions, being fupplied with a 
good ftockof Money, and a ^ood number of Horie; before 
the King's Meflagc from Beverly came to them, on the twelfth 
oijuly^ being the fame day the Meflage went from the King, 
both Houfes Voted, and Declared, " That an Army Qiould be i*» V^^ V 
" forthwith raifed for the Safety of the King's Perfon ; De- J^**!^ 
*' fence of both Houfes of Parliament, and of thofe, who ^'S^ZJjtrm. 
^^ obeyed their Orders, and Commands; and preierving of the 
^^ true Religion, the Law>, Liberty, and Peace of the King- 
^^ dom. That the Earl of Bffe% fiiould be their Qeneral, am 
^^that they would Live and Dye with him. And, having 
put therofelves into this poftqre of Treating, the fiime day 
thev agseed that a Petition fiiould be framed, ^'tp mpve the 
'^ ICing to a good accord with the ^J'arliamenr^ to prevent a 
^^CtvU War; the whiph was purpofely then conknted to, 
that the People might believe, the talk of an Army and a 
GeneraL was only to <|raw the King to the more reafonable 
Conce(uon$. And it is certain, the firfl was contented to by 
many, efpecially of the Houfe of Peers (in hope the better 
CO copapafs the otherj| with the perfeft honour of the thought 
of a War. Though the King's Meilage came to them bemre 
their own was difpatch'd, yet, without the leaft notice taken 
of it, and left the concents of their Petition might be known 
before the arrival of their own Meffinger^, the Earl of HofU 
Imiy Sr John HoUandy and S^ Thilif StapUton^ being theCom- 
mittee appointed for the fame, made a fpeedy and quick 
Journey tor Beverly'^ and arriv'd, in the lame minute that 
the Kin£ came thither from JJncom : So that his Majefly no 
iboner heard of the raifing an Arm v. and declaring a General 
tg^ixA him, but he was encounter d with the Meflfengers for 
Peace ; who reported to all whom they met, and with whom 
they cpnverfedj ^^ That they bad broMght K> abfolate a Sub-

^be no doubt of a 6tm and htppjr Peaoe: And when the 
Earl of HMZmi/ piefenced the Pecitioa, he firft made jn Ifaort 
Speech to the King; celiioghim, ^That tfaeelorkxis Mocto 
^6[ hta bkf&d Fkther, Ki^ jMes^ was BmfTpju^ whidi 
^ he hoped hif Majefty would oontinoe^ that they fnefemed

^•ooeciafioe of Peace; they luming at nodung but hn Ma-

^ Magatineof muff, and committed the fame to S^J^bm Hi- 
^ibsm y who (hut the Gatci agaitift hit Majefty, and, by Foioe 
^ of Armes, denied entrance thither tohisownPef^ : That 
^ they iuftified this Ad: which they had not diraAedj and took 
^S'^Uii Mf$lmm into their proreoion for whatlbever he had 
^ done, or Oiouki do,agatnft hit M^y. And all this, whiift 
^ hit^y^kfty had no ocher attendance than his owo Menial 
rvSStsf Upon this, the Duty, and Afl&dk>a of this Coun* 
^ ty, prompted his Subjefts here to provide a fmall Guard for 
^' his own Perfeh; which was no (booer done, but a Vgce 
^ fuddainly paffid of his Maiefty's intention toleyy War a- 
^gaiirft his Parliament fwhiai,God knows^ his heart abhof- 
^ reth ) ^nd notwithftandin^ all his Majefty's Prcfieffions, Db- 
^ ciaratkms, and Proteftauonsto the contrary, feoooded hj 
^' th^ dear Teftimooy of fo great a Number of Peers upon die 
<*plaoe« PropoGtions and Orders for LeyiesofMea* Fforfe, 
^ and Armes, were feot throughout the Kii^dom ; Pl^tc aed 
^ Money brought in, and reoeiy'd; Horfe and Men raiiedto- 
^ wards an Army, Mufter'd, and under Command : and all 
^ this contrary to the Law, and to his Majc^y's Pioclama* 
'*t]on: And a Decburation pubUfhed, thatif hefliould ufe 
^ Forc^for the recovery of Hif^ CMrfuppreffing die precended 
^Ordinance for the Militia, it (houldbeheld levying War 
^ agaunft the Parliament : And all this done, before hi^ Maje- 
^ tty granted any Commiffion for the levying, or raiittg ^ 
^ Man. His Majefty's %ips were taken from him, ftad com- 
^ mitted to the cuftody of the Earl of Wknmck-y who pcTiimes, 
^imder that power, touforp tohimfdfthe Soveraignty of the 
^< Sea, to chafe, fright, and impriTon fiich of his Majeftyls good 
^ Subjeds, asdefire to obey his Lawful Commsuds; atdioi^ 
^ he had notice of the legal Revocation of the Earl of N9f- 
^"HmoAerlsnJF^ Commiffion of Admiral, whereby all powtf 
^ deriyM from that Commiffion ceafed. 

<< L ET all the world now judge who begun this Warp tsA 
^ upon whofe account the mifinies, which may foifev, muft 
^ be caft ^ what his Majefty could have done lew than he hsitfa 
^ done i and whether he were not coropell'd to make provifi- 
^^on^ both for the defence of faimfelf and recovery of what vi 
<( fo violeml]|P, and injurioufly taken from him j and whether 
^^thefe injuries, and indignities, arenotjuft grounds for his 
^'Majefty's fears and appreheirfions of hirther milchief^ and 
^ dattgv to him. Whence the ftars and jealoufies of the Peti- 
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^^ tionersbave proceeded, hath never been difcover'd ; diedan* 
^^ gers they have brought upon his Subjedsare coo evident $ 
^^ whatthofe are they have prevented, no Man knows. And 
^^ therefore his Maiefty cannot hut look upon that Charge as 
^^ the boldeft, and the moft fcandalous, hath Heen yet laid upon 
^^ him ^ That this nqcefl&ry provifion, made for his own fafety 
^^ and defence, is to overrule the Judgement, and Advice of 
'^his Great Council; and by force to determine the Quefli- 
*^ ons there depending,cpncerning the Goveminent and Liber- 
^^ ty of the Kingdom. If no odier force had been r^ifed to de- 
^^ termine thofe Queftions, than by his Majefty,. this unhappy 
'^ mifunderftanding had not been : AndhisiM[ajefty no longe r 
'^ defires the bleiling, and proceiftion of AlixiighCf^Xjofmr 
^^ on Himfelf and hisPoftenty, than He, and They, fliall fa- 
^^ lemnly obferve the due execution of the Laws, in the defence 
*^ of Parliaments, and the juft Fireedom thereof. 

^^FoR the Forces abou; Hull^ his Majefty will remove 
*^ them, when he hath obrain'd the End for which they were 
^' brought thither. When Hull (ball be;againreduc'd to his tub- 
^^ jedlLion^he will np longer have an Army before it. And when 
^^ he (halt be aCdir'd, that the fame Neceffity and pretence of 
'^PublickGood, which took /foiZ from him, may not put a 
^^ Garrifon into New-Caflk to keep the fame againft him, he 
*' w:ill remove His from thence, and from TtTmouth'^ till when, 
^^ the exacpple of HuU will not out of his memory. 

''For the Commiflions of Array, which are legal, and are 
^' fo proved by a Declaration now in the Prefs, his Majefly 
^' wonders why theyJliould,at this time, be thought grievous, 
^^ and fit to berecalPd ^ if the fears of Invafion and Rebellion 
^' be fogreat,that, by an illegal pretended Ordinance, it is ne- 
^' ceflary to put hisSubjefls intoapofture of defence, to Ar* 
** ray. Train, and Mufter them, he knows not why the fame 
'' (hould not be done in a regular, known, lawful way. But i£y 
^^ in the execution of chat CommifSon, any thing (hall be un? 
'' lawfully impofed upon his good Subjedts, his Majefty will 
'* take ail juft, and neceflary care for their redrefs, 

"For his Majefty's coming nearer to his Parliarhent, his 
*' Majefty hath exprefled himfelf fo fully in his feveral Mef- 
^' fages^ Anfwers, and Declarations j and fo particularly a- 
'' vow'd a real fear of his fafwty, upon fuch inftances as cannot 
^^be Anfwery, that hehathreafontotake himfelf fome what 
'^ negleded. That, (inceupbn fomanifeft reafons it is not fafis 
^5 for his Majefty to come to them, both his Houfes of Parlia- 
*' ment will not come nearer to his Majefty ;or to fuch a place

they brought an abfolute fubmiiSon tq his Majefty; when in 
truth, what they brought, appear'd to be afuUJuftification of 
whatfoever they had done before, and an itnply'd Threat of 
dojog worf(^ and fixine all the Scandals upon |iis M^fty, 
which they had fcatter'd abroad before : infomuch thattall Men 
expeded, and beiiev'd bis Majefty to be engaged^ for the vin- 
dication of l|is Prii^ceiy Pignicy and Honour, to return a much 
{harper 49fw^r to them, than h^ had ever fent. So that, when 
this whkib 19- before fet down (aodwhigh bod before been 
coafented too, and approved inthofuK Allembrybf thePeers, 
andCounfe^s) was read publickly, it was g^erally thought* 
that ih» King had not enough relented the Infolence , and 
Ufumtion of the Parliainent ; Ojr appeared fenfible enough of

^ rcafon, that their Mcffiiges and Declarations were writ in fo 
" high a Dialeft, and with that Soveraignty of Language, ^ if 
" He were fid>jeft to Their Jurifdidion ; and did not know 
" but it might nave Ibme Influence upon his People to hie dif- 
" advantage, that is, raife terror towards Them, and leflfai 
^' their reverence towards' his Majefty, when aH their Petitions

^ neceffary Refofids : Which Conctefeenfion his Majdtyhad 
^ brought htrafelf to, in hope, that His exampte, and Xheir

^ words: That this laft Addrefa, under the name of a PetidoQ 
**( a few days after they h^d violently ravifli'd his whole Fleet

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lets indin'd to be rul'd by their profeffioni and promtfes, ^as 
** ih'* Au'-hors of a Civil War : And making thetn as odious as 
thcv CO • d, where ever they came. 

And fure, from that cime, the Earl of JtiB^md was more 
tranfported from his natural temper and gentlenefs of difpoii- 
tion, into Paffion and Animoficy agaihft the King, and hisMi- 
niders; arid, having been nothing pleafed with his ownCan- 
dicion at London^ finding the Earl of £^x (whom he did not 
fecretly love, and did indeed contemn ) to draw all Men's Eyes 
towards him, and to have the greateft Intereft in their Hearts, 
he had ferioufly intended, under colour of this Meflage to the 
King, tq difcover if there were any fparks yet left in his Royal 
breaft, whieh might be kindled into afiedrion, or aqpeptation 
of his Service; and hoped, if he could get any Credit,' to re- 
deem his former Trefpailes : But when he not only foand his 
Majefty cold towards him, but eafily enough diftemVl, by 
his reception, tliat all former inclinations were dead, and more 
than ordinary prejudices grown up towards him in their places, 
and that his advices were rejedcrf, he retum'd with rancour 
equal to the mod furious he Went to ; and heartily joyn'd and 
concurred towards the fuppreffing that Power, in the Admi- 
niftration whereof he was not like to bear any part. 

His Majefty having, by his Anfwer,oblig'd hinifelf not to 
make any forcible Attempt upon Hull ml the %j^oi Jufyj by 
which time he might reafonably expe& an Anfwer to his Pro- 
pofitions, in the mean time reiblv-d to make fbme (hort pro- 
greTs into the Neighbour Counties ; and accordingly, the mat 
day the MeSengers departed, the King went to I>muMfiery 
acd the next day to Notfingham\ and to to Z/w^frj- where 
he heard, the Earl of Stamford^ and fome other Parliament 
Me?j/werel!fc^cuting the Ordinance of the Militia: But, be- 
fore his Majefty came thither, -they remov'd Hienifelves to 
l^orthamfton'^ a Town fo true to thein,as, if they had been 
purfued, would have (hut. their Gates againft the King him-* 
lelf, as H^ff had done. 

A !• Lekejfer the King was rec^v'd, with great expreffions 
of Diitv and Loyalty, by the appearance of the Train'd-baiid& 
and full Acclamations of the People j yet there were two Ac- 
cidents that happened there, which, if they be at all remem- 
bered, will manifeft, that if the King were Lov'd there as he 
ought to be, that the Parliament was more Fear'd than H6. It 
happen'd to be at the time of the general Affizes, and Juftice 
tteeve (a Man of a good reputation for Learning, and Inte- 
grity j and who, in good Tim^, would have been a good 
Judge) fate there as Judge; andM^Hflwy Haftn^s^ younger 
Son to the Earl o{ ffynthgtMy'wtis purpofely made High-Sberifl^ 
to contain the County within the ilknits of their Duty by the 
Power of that Office, as well as by tb^Intercfti andRdation 
'•■■-'■ ■ •- of 
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his Family. < The Earl of Stawfard^ and his Affiftants, had 
departed the Town but few hours before his Majeft/g en^ 
trance; and had left their Magazine, which w^ indeed the 
M^^zine of the County, in alittle Store- houfe at the end of 
the Town, guarded by fome inferior Officers whom they had 
brought down to Train and Exerdfe the Militia^ and other 
zealous and devoted Men of the County, in all to about the 
Mumber of ay^ who had barricadoed the door of the Houfe ; 
and profeBed ^to keep it againfl all demanders ; having provi- 
0ons within it of all forts. The Ring was very unwilling (com- 
ing in fo peaceable a manner, at fo i^eaceable a time ) to take 
any notice of it On the other hand, it was an ^€t of too 
great Infblence to be fufiet^d; and, upon the matter, to leave 
a Garrifon of the Rebels in pofleffion of the Town ; and there- 
fore he Tent Word to the Judge, ^* that if He took not fome 
^^ legal way to remove fuch a Force fo near his Majefty, hia . 
^^ Majefly would do it in fome Extraordinary courfe: Which, 
upon the fuddain, woqld have puzled him to have done ; 
having neither Soldier, Caiinon, nor Powder to tSeSi it ^ the ' 
want of which as much troubled the Sheriff. In the end, the 
Gentlemen of the Country, who had not yet otherwife deciarM 
themielves on either fide, than by waiting on his Majefty, find- • 
ing that the King would not go from the Town, till that 
Nuifance was remov'd^and that it might bring Inconveniences, 
Charge, and Mifchief to the County of a high nature ^ fo pre- 
vailed, that, as his Majefty was contented to rake no notice of 
it, ib they within the Houfe, in the night, upon aflurance of 
Safety, and Liberty to go whither they would, removed and 
left the Hoiife ; and fo tnat matter was quieted. 

The other Accident was, or was like to ham ^XQMiij, 
more Rtdicutous : Some of the King's ^ervants, hearing that 
fhe Earl of Stamfordy and the other Mtlitia Men were newly 
gone out of theTown, had of chemfelves coming thither be- 
tore the King, GaHoiMKl after them ^ intending to have ap- 
prehended them, and brought them before the King ^ and,, 
though the other were too Fleet for them, had,in the way,over-' 
taken D' Bafinmk^ a Man well known, who had been a prin* 
dpalOflker wkh them at JLeuefiep^ and fled at the iame time, 
but could not keep pace with his CoKimanders: Him they 
brought to theTown, where, by the Sheriff, he was commit- 
ted to Prifon ; having confefild enough Treafeo, and juftify- 
ing it, as would have juftly hanged any Subj^. The King 
thought once to have had him tndiAed then, at the Aftizes, 
upon the plain Stature of 1^. E- in. But the Judge befought his 
Majefty not to put a matter of fo great moment, upon which 
the Power of the two Houfes of Parliament, and a Parliament 
fitting, muft be determin'd, before one fingle Judge, whofe Re- 
putation was no( enough to bear fo great a burch^ i however, 
• he

His Majefty wasno (booer pnfwaded to be Qfiptmt that 
this ProfecudoB might be fuTpeaded, but the dole Agjeats for 
the Parliament's Service, who wcreaot yet difcnver'c^butap- 
P9ar'd very eptire to the Kiog^fo dexuoufly carried tb^nfelves, 
t!|at they prevailed with thofe Condemea of the Counay , 
whofe2>al to bisMajefty was moft emineat aad tmqgyrftioQ* 
ablcL and evea with the ludge himfelf, ^^ to wi(b, that ids Ma- 
^ iefty would freely and gracioufly difijiargp the DoAor of bis 
^' imprifonmeitf y or give the Jud^e leave to do fo upon a fir- 
^ Ar4# Ow-^ (which be was adviied to reouire ) ^^ And that it 
<^ would be fuch an Ad of Mercy, and angular Juftice, that

To that purpofe^ the Bill for the payment of Tonnage 
andFoundage being expii^t, on the firft day x£JtUy^ andthey 
haying ftnt another of the fame nature to the King for his Goa- 
fimt, for fix Months longer, his Majefty, fince he ikw dut^ 
and ail other Money properly belonging to him^violendy taken 
from him, and imploy'd by them agamft him, refufediogive 
his Royal Aflent thereunto : Whereupon, without the feafl 
hssGtadon (albeit it had beea enabled tliis very Parliament^ 
^^xhat whoibever fliould prefiimeto pay, or receive that ducy, 
<^ after the expiration of die Aft, betbre the fame was granted 
^* to his Majmy with thejoonfenc of the Lords and Commons,

Towards fuch, as any ways f though iindcr the Obliga- 
tion of O^ths or Otfices) oppofed,or difcounteoanced what they 
went aboitr, they proceed^ with the moft eztravs^ant feve- 
rity chat had been ever heard of; of which I Ihall only men- 
tion two inlhinces ; the Firft, of the Lord MaycMc of XmnAmt, 
Sr Bkbard Gcurmey, a Citizen of great Wealth, Repu&tioD,aQ<i 
Integrity ; whom the Lords had, upon the complaint of the 
Houfe of Commons, before their lending the la<t Petition to 
the King (of which his Majefty gave them a toucb ia his Ad- 
fwer) committed to the Tower of Lm$dam : for .aiufing die 
King's Pmdamation againft the Militia, by vertueof his Ma* 
jefty's Writ to him<lirefted, andaocording to the known dutf 
of his place, to be publidtly Proclaimed. And ihortly after, 
that they might have a Man more compliant with thehr defigns 
to govern the City, notwithftanding that he inftAed upon nif 
Innocence, and made it appear that he was. obliged by the 
Laws of the Land, the Cuftomsof Ae City,.and the Gonfti- 
tution of his OfSce, and. his Oath^ to do whacfoever he bad 
done : He was by their Lordfiiips^ ta the preA^oeof dxe Com- 
monsy adjudged ^^ to be put oat of his Offioe of Lord Mayor 
^^o{LDMdm$i tobciittferlyincapabkofbearihgOffioeinOqf 
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' or Kifigdbm^ and of all Honour or Dignity ; and to be itn- 
^ prifiMi'd, during the pleafureoFche twoHouies of Parlia-

^ feliors, had railed a great Army 6f t^apAs j by wblchhe io^ 
^ tended tb awe, and deftfoy the Pafliament; tJOf introduce 
^ Popery, and Tyranny : Of whidi hKetttfoft, thev UM, his re- 
^ guirinjg /ftri?; his fending out OonMlffionis oi Amy,* be- 
^' Ipeaking Armes and Atnmynifiofl beyond tht Seas ( thertf 
^ having been fome brought to Mm by the Ship calfd file fio* 
^ videncd ) his deckiring S* Joim Htihm^ Tfaytof $ -sOaA the 
^ putting out the Earl of RMimmiefbmi frofao bei^ Lord 
^ High- Admiral cXB^iilmid^ his removing the £i^I of Pm^ 
^ Ar9%f, £^. H^Kmm/, the Lo¥d tkU^, Mid S* iiM»7 ^JW, 
\ ^^ from their teveral places and ImfRoym^ta ; Were liiflideffi 
^ and ample evidences : And therefore^ they Odnjut^d all Nfcti^ 
** to affift their Getteral, the Earl of Effh. A%if for dwlr bet- 
ter and more fecret tranfii€lionof alifiich Oduaftls^ as wtre 
neceflary to be enter'd upon, or feHo^ld, i^f mode a Com- 
mittee, of fome diofce Menfbersof efthh* H«>Me, to intaad 
the great bufttiefs of the KrtfgdoM ^ith reference to the Ar- 
my; who had Auchoficy, Without fo ndHich as cortmiMAcating 
the mattdr to the Houte, to ftnprifott PerfomrjIMfe «pon their 
Eftates ; and fhany othev Particulars, Which the tw^Hduf^ 
in foil Parliament, had ndt the leaft Regular, Lc^al^Juftifiabk 
Authority to do. And for tbe better eikrouragement of Meo 
to engage in the Service, the Lord Kin^Mt&m, and ^e fift 
Members of the Houfe of Gotoftions, fcH'roerly accuftd by bis 
Majefty of High Treafbfr, upon folemn Detnite, hsd feveral 
Kegii2it<t»ix^nferr'd oft tbM» i ffid, by their «»cmpt^ many 
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other Metnber 8 of both Houiei , foibe upon tbe ldwttdl> 
And decatednefs of their Fortunes, odiers to get name and t^ 
putation to be in the number of Reformers ( amongft nrhoAi 
they doubted not all Places of Honour, or Offices of pro£^, 
^would be beftoVd ) moft upon the confidence, that all would 
l>e ended without a Blow^ by the King's Vfant of power to 

father ftrength, defir'd and obtained Comtnand ofHorlbor 
'cot ; tfaeir Quality making amends for their WaAt of expert- 
enccy and their other defedts} which were repair*d by many 
good Officers both\fi«g/j^, ^nd Scots ^ the lace Troubles hav- 
ifig brotr^t many of that tribe to London^ and the reputation 
of the Earl of Eff^x having drawn others, out of the Low- 
Countries, to engage id that Service. In the choice ofwMch 
Officers, whilft they accufed the King of apurpofe to'bri^ ih 
'^ Forreign Fbrdejand of entert^iilring Papifts, they neither eon* 
lider'd Nation nor ReUeion; but entertained all Strangers, 
and Forreigners, of what Keligion fbever, who defir'd to rub 
their Fortune in the War. 

On the other fide, Preparations were not made w'ithenual 
expedition, ^nd fuccefs by the King, towards a War: For, 
though he wdl underftood, and difccrn'd, that he had nothing 
elfe to truftto, he was to encounter ftrange Difficulties to do 
that. He was fo far from having Money to levy, or paySot 
diers, that he Was, at this very time, compell'd for very rcil 
want, to let fall all the Tables kept by hi^ Officers of State iii 
Court> by whidi fo many of all qualities fubfifted; and the 
Prince, and Duke ofliw*, eat with hisMajcftyi which Tiabte 
only was kept. And whoever knows the CJonftitution of ft 
Court, well knows what indifpofitions naturally Sow from 
thofe declenfions ; and how ill tnofc Tempers bear any dimi* 
nucionof their own Interefts^ and, being once iisdifpofed 
themfelves, how cafily they infed others. And that which 
made the prefent want of Money the more intolerable^ th^re 
was no vmble-hope from whence fupply could come, m any 
reafoflable tirfie : And that which was a greater want than Mo- 
ney, which Men rather fcar'd than found , there wttc no 
Armes; for, notwithftanding the fame of the great Store of 
Amtnunicion, brought in by that Ship, it coiififted only tfi 
truth of Cannon, Powder, and Bullet , with eight hundred 
Mufqucts, which was all the Kin^s Magazine. So that the 
haftning of Levies, which at that time Was bdiev'd would not 
prove difficult, wou|d be to little purpofe, when they Ihould 
continue unarmed. But that which troubled the King mora 
than all thefe real incapacities of making War, was the temper 
and eonfKtution of his own Party ; which was compounded^ 
for the mbft part, in Court, Council, and Country, of Men 
drawn to him by the impulfion of Confcience^ and abhorring 
the unjoft «&d icrcgul^ progecdinjss of tb^ ParUameor 7 ocher^ 

wife 
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Wife ttoexperieneed in Aftioii^ and luucqaaiiited with tbe 
Myfteriea> and neoeflary Policy of Govcrnmem y fevere ob- 
ier?ersof theLaw, and asicrapulous in all matters relating to 
it, af the other pretended to be. AU his Majefty's AoaexH 
CounfeUors, and Servants ( except fome fewoflafting Ho- 
nour, whom We (hall have occanon often to mention ) that 
tbcf might redeem former ovcrfighcs, or for other unworthy 
demns, being either publickly againft hiro in UmJam^ or pri- 
vately dtfcrediting hislncereftand Adions, inhisownCoun. 
ThcK Men ftill urg'd ^^ the execution of the Law ; that what 
*' extravagances foerer the Parliament, pradiced, the King's 
.« obfervation of the Law would, in the end, fuppreft them aU. 
And, ioddbd, believ'd tbe raifin^ a War to be fo wicked a 
thing, that they thought it impoflSble the Parliament (houid 
. intend it, even when they-knew what they were doing. How- 
ever they concluded, <^ that he that wasforwardeft in thepre- 
<< paring an Army, would be firft odious to the People 9 by 
^ the aledions of whom, the other would be eafily fuppreft. 
This was the general receiv'd Dodrine ^ and thtxigh it 
appeared plainly to others ( of equal afiedion to the Publidt 
Peace ) 1k>w fatal thole Conclufions, in that fenfe in which 
they were uiged, muft prove to the whole Kingdom ; and 
how foon the King mull be irrecoverably loft, if he proceed- 
ed not more vigoroufly in his defence ; yet even thofe Men 
durff not, in any form'd and publick Debate, declare them- 
felves ^ or fpeak that plain £ngli(b the State of Afiairs requir- 
ed ^ .but iatisfied themfelves with fpeaking, what they thought 
n^geflary, to the King in Private^ by which means the Mog 
wanted thofe firm, and (olid foundations of Counfei and Fore- 
fight, that were moft neqeflary for his condition : So that he 
could neither impart the true motives, and grounds of any im- 
port^t Adion, nor di&ovcr tbe utmoft of his Defigos. And 
to he ftill (eem*d ( notwitliftaading the greateft, and avow'd 
preparations of the Enemy ) to intend nothing of Hoftility, 
but in order to the reducing of Hull ^ the benefit of which he 
hpped, would engage the Train'd-bands of that great Q)un- 
ty ( which was the fole ftrength he yet drew thither ) till he 
ooidd bring other Forces thither, which might be fit for that, 
or any other Dcfign. 
But there was another Reafon of his Majefty's going to^ 
, andftaying-at Beverfyy than was underftood: and, ir may be, 
if it had bepn known, might have produced a better Efted ; 
which I think neceflary to infert in this place. The Lord 
^^&h> ^boni We have mention'd before, in the firft difbrder, 
by which the King and Queen were driven {torn London^ to 
have kft Efi^lamly and tobeafter unreafonably accufed by the 
. Houfe of Commons of High Treafon, had remained from 
thac timiB in HoUand-^ and, hearing the King's condition ax 
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T&rty to be fb mucfaiiDproved beyond what he lefi^t' it^fkj- 
Jir, had, with fomc Commands from the Queiti, arrived there 
very privately, aTid ftayd fomedays in a diftuiffe at Tortrj re- 
vealing himfeif to ?ery few Friends, and (peakiftg with the 
King in fo fecret a manner in the night, that no nocice was 
iakKtof his beii^ there J and, fiodihg the Kihff^ ABairs not 
in Co good a pofture as he erpcfted, and conceiving it yet not 
fitfbr nim to appear, rdblv'd to return again to thfc'Q^en, 
and to haften that proviiion of Amaes and Amrnunirioii, with-* 
6ut which it wasnocpoiliblefbrtheKtngto refifta«y violence 
thatthreaten'd himj and fo, in the fame Bark which brought 
bimover, he went again to Sea for HoBmd, with WHmet- 
j4/biMrtrhim, PeSard, and Berklty ; who purpofely rcraov'd * 

themfelves from Court, upon the clamour of the Parjiameiit, 
till the King was ready to nfe cheir'Service. They were not 
many hours at Sea, when they met the ProviJma ( which We 
mcntion'd before ) with the Ammunition , Whifli wan only 
fl'antedj and, well knowing her, they agreed, '*that^/mo*, 
*• PbUarJ, and Btrkley, (hould return with the Ammunition to 
"the King; and D^^, andColl- 4**'"''**Wjfl»ould porfue 
" their former Intentions far J*ff"Wi': But theti' Pkrties conti- -■ .■- 
nued lb long, that the PariiamcntShips, who had Watched and 
<inalfcdthePrffi'i<fo»«,caiTi(!'tiptoi:hetn, and thoiwh the Ship 
dcaped, and run on fliote, as was before mention d, ytt the 
Fly-Doac, In which the Lord Di^i^ was, could not fo well get 
iway ; but Was taken by chcm, and iarried in with 16 nwch the 
iSiore triumph into H«U, that they had been difeppoinired of 
fheir greater Ptiz?. Co\\. j'^J^ttmha^, though lie was ingrrae 
umbragtwith'the Parliament, andoncof thoft-Delinquents, 
whom they frproachcd the King with; was fo weH Ichbwn to 
Sf Joht liethafit, with whom he flood in a good dj^ree of i^- 
miliaticy, that he couid no: diffemble or conceal hhnfelf j but 
rile Lord Di^, being in fu real 3, difguife, that his ncareft 
friends woold not eafily have fcnoivh him, pretended to be a 
i^ftw A-man, whoCe Language he fpokee«cellen(iy j^and feem'd 
[obefo Sea-fick, rhat he kepthimfclf inthehtfletrf rfieBark, 
till they came to HmU ; and, in that time, difpdfed of fuch Pa- 
pers as Were nbt fit to be perufed ; and when he came on 
Shore, fo well counterfeited ficknefs, and wanrof health, that 
heeaftty procured hi cr a Guards to Tome 

obfcure corner for re Ifitlmrnham-^ who was 

the only Prifoner th le looking after, was- 

carefully carried to o reccfv'ff-liim witH ''^ 

as much Civility, as ispcfl:. *' - ; '■ n, iM 

The Loi-d Digl f, quickfy conHdcr'd D'gV'. 

the dcfperarentfs o' That it would nor bc""^^"^'^'

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" whowettinthtPr§ vidi m tf f andtheGarriibnquickif know- 
^' ing whacfoever was fpoken of in tbe Counuy : Tbac he 
^^ was, howimjufUy, or unrcafixubly (beTer, the xDo(todk>us 
^' Man in the Kingdom to the Parliament » into whole hands if 
^^ he (hould then comeyhisLife wouU be, at ieaft, in a^arent 
^^ hazard: And how to get htmfelf out of that Labyrinth was 
f ery difficult, finoe S' 3^ms JWbam was fb far from any incli- 
nation of kindneft towards him, as he had o wn'd to C<ul.<4f&- 
lurmbdmy that t^ was in the Number of his moft notorious 
Enemies. However^ in this eminent extremity (as he isaMan 
ofthegreatcft prefcnceof mind, and the Jeaft appalled upon 
danger, that I nave known ) he reiblved, not to give him&lf 
over ; ^d fcund means to make one of lus Guard, in broken 
EM^lyb^ which might well have become any Fr Awi^man, un- 
deriland, '< that he defired to fpcak privately with the Gover- 
*' nour y and that he would diicover iome Secrets of the King's, 
*^ and Choi's to him, that would highly advance the Service 
^' of tbeParliaroent. The Fellow inade haft to lee the Gover- 
pour know thefe good tidings ^ who underftanding Frewch 
wel^ asfpeedily &nt for tbe Frewcb-maai ; who was brought 
before him it| the prelence of much company, and ^ with^ 
anydiforder, eave fuch an account of himfelt, as they under- 
ftood him to nave ieen much of the Pratcb Service ( of which 
be (poke very fluently) and to have come over recommended 
to tne Kioyg for fome Command, if he(houId have ocdifion to 
ufe Soldiers.; as, he faid. People abroad conceiv'd him Jjkefy 
to have. After be had entertained the company with fudi di^ 
courfe, there being prefent fome Gentlemen, who came late- 
ly out of Framciy and fo being the more curioi|8 to admimfter 
Queftions, beappliedhimielf to theGovemour; and told him, 
^ that if he might be admitted to privacy with faim^ he would 
^'dilbover fomewhat to him, which he would not repent to 
^' have known. The Govemour, who was a Man apt enough 
to fear his own fafety, but more apptehenfive of the Jea* 
loufies which would attend him ( for hiseldeft Son, and fome 
others, were more abfolutely confided in by the Parliament 
chanhimfelf, and were in truth but Spies over him) would 
not venture himfelf in another Room j but drew him to a 
great Window at a convenient diftance from the company, 
and wiihed him '< to fay what he thought fit The Lord I>4^^, 
findinghe could not obtain more privacy, asked him, in £»- 
tUshy 5^ whether he knew him ? the other, furprifed, told him, 
^^ No i Then, laid he, I (ball try whether I know %^Jobn Uf- 
^^tham^ and whether he be, ]ntiri\th, theiame Man of Ho- 
^* nour, I have always taken him to be : And, thereupon, told 
him who he was ; and ^' that he hoped he was too much a Gen- 
5* deman to deliver him up a facrifice to their rage and fory, 

« who. 
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^< who, he well knew, were his implacable Enemies. Tha 
other, being a(ix>nifli'd, and fearing that the By* (landers would 
difcover him coo (for, being now cpld who he was, he won^^ 
derM he found icnoc out Himfelf } he defired him '^ to fay no 
^^ more for the prefent ; that he (houid not be forry for the 
^'trufthe repofedinhim, and ihould fipdhim^he fame Mao 
^^ be had thought him : That he would find fome time, as foon 
*' as conveniently he might, to have more conference with 
^^ him. In the meantime, that he fliould conten; himfelfwith 
^ the ill accommodation he had , the amendment whereof 
^^ would begetfufpicion : and fo he called the Guard^ inftant-^ 
** ly to carry him away, and to have a very ftridt. Eye upon 
^^ him i and, turning to the Company, and being coofcious to 
himfelf of the trouble and Diibrder in his Countenance, told 
them, ^^that the flr(f»f^-manwasa(hrcwdFellow,andunder- 
^' ftood more of the Queeq's Counfels and defigns, than a Man 
*^ would fufpeA : That he had told him that which the Par- 
^' liament would be glad to know ^ to whom preiendy hci 
^^ would make a difpatch, though he had not yet fo dear in* 
^^ formations, as, he prefum'd, he'fhould have after two or 
^' three days : And fo departed to his Chamber. 

It was a wonderful influence, that this Noble Perfon's 
Stars ( which ufed to lead him into, and out of the greatefb 

Eerplexities and dangers, throughout the whole courfe of his 
.ife ) had upon this whole a&ir. Hotham waSj by his nature, 
^nd education, a rough and a rude Man ; of great covetouft 
nefs, of great pride, and great ambition ^ without any Bowels 
of goodnature, or the leaft fenfe or touch of generofity; his 
pares were not quick and iharp, but compofed, and he judged 
wellj he was a Man of craft, and more like to deceive, thao 
to be couzen'd : Yet, after all this, this young Noble Man^ 
known, and abborr'd by him, for his admirable faculty of DiH 
iimulation, had fo far prevail'd, and impofedupon his ipirir^ 
that he refolv'd to Praiaice that Virtue, which the other had 
Imputed to him; and nottofu£&rhimtofidl into the hands 
of his Enemies. He fent for him, the next day, at an hour 
when he was more vacant from attendants, and obfervers; andi 
atfirft. told him his reiblution 9 ''that,(incehehad(b frankly 
^* put himfelf into his hands, he would not deceive hisTruft j 
and wifh'd him '' to confider, in what way, and by what co- 
^^ lour> he (hould fo fet him at Liberty, that he might, without 
^^ any other danger, arrive at the place where he woMld be. 
'^ For, he laid, he would not truft any Perfon living with the 
^^Secretj and leaflof allhisSon) whom he mentioned with 
all the bitternefs imaginable, ^^ as a Man of an ill nature, and 
'' furioufly addicted to the worft defigni the Parliament had, 
*^ot could have; and One that was more depended upon by 
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^ them than Hhnfelf, tnd feoc diidier only as a Spy upon him. 
From hoicehecntcrVi upon the dircouriie *^orclw times, and 
^ mifchlef that was like to befal the whole Kiiigdoin^ from the 
^ diflereoce between the King and the Parliament. Then la- 
mented his own Fate, ^ that, beii^ a Man of very diffifenc 
*< Principles ffom thofe who drove things to this extremity, 
^ and oMentire aftftion and duty to the King, he (hould now 
^^belodcVl upon as the chief ground, aild caufe of the Civil 
^War which was toenfue, by his not opening thePort& 
" when the King would have entered into the Town: Of whic£ 
bufineft, and of -all the circumftanoes attendiou^ it, he fpake at 
large ; and avowVJ, ^ that the information lent him of die 
^ Knag's purpofe prefently to hang him, was the true caufe of 
^ his naVmg nroceeded in that manner. 

T H B Lord D^hy who knew well enough how to cultivate 
every period of fiich a difirourfe, and how to work upon tboh 
Paf&ons which were moft predominant in him, joyn'd wlA 
him in the fcnfe of the Calamities, which were luce to befal 
the Nation; which he bewail'd Pathetkally : and, ^tbot ic 
* (hould be in the power of a haiidful of ill Men, oonnptcxl 

. ^^ in their ASeCKons to the King, and againft Monarchy it 
^felf, to be able ro involve him, and maby others of his dear 
** intentions, in their dark Counfels, and to c|iigage di^ to 
^profecuteends which they abhorr'd, and whi(£ mufldcter- 
*' mine in the ruin of all the undertakers. For, he told him, 
^ that the King, in a (hort time, would reduce all liis Ehe- 
**mies: That the hearts of the People Were already, in all 
*^ places, aliened^om them; and that the Fleet was fo mudi 
^ at the King's difpofal, that, as foon as tliey ihould receive Us 
•* Orders, they would appear in any place he appointed : That 
^' aU the PriiKCs in ChriftenJom were conccm'd in the ^larrel, 
^ and would engage in it, as foon as they Ihould be invited to 
•* i t : And that the Prince of Orange was refolv'd to come over 
^ in the head of his Army, and would take Jf&ff in three days. 
All which ought, reafonably, to have been true in the Praftfck, 
though it had very little ground in the Speculation. And when 
he had, by degrees, amufed and terrified him with this dif- 
courfc, he enlarged upon ** the Honour and Glory, that Man 
" would have, who could be fo blefled, as to prevent this ter- 
*' rible Gonfufion, that was in view ; That King and People 
^ would joyn in rewarding him with Honours, and Prefer- 

. '^merits of all kind; and that his Name would be derived to 
"Pofterity, as the Preferverof his Country. He told him. 




Iramcdiaccly a Peace would be eftabliih'd throughout the 
** Kingdom : That the world believ'd^ that he had fome cre- 

. V ■ ' «dic 
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^^ die both with the King, and Qgeea ; that he would imploy 

^^ it all in bis Service ; and if he would give him this rife to be* 

^^ gin upon, he fliould find, that he would be much more foUi* 

^ cifious for his Greatneis, and a full recompenoe for his Merit, 

^ chan he was now for his own fafecy. All thefe Advertife- 

Boents, and Refledions, were the fubjed of more than cms dtf* 

cour^; for S^ Jebm Hftham could not bear the variety, and 

burthen of all thofe thoughts together ^ but within two days 

all .things were adjufted between them. Hotbam faid, ^^ic 

^^ would pot become him, after fuch a refulal, to put the Town 

'^ into the King's hands ^ nor could he undertake ( if he re« 

*^ (bly'd ) to efiecl ic ; the Town it ielf being in no degree af« 

^^ fe^ed to his Majefty's Service ; and the TrainU bands, of 

^^ which the Garrifon wholely confined, were under Officers 

^ upon whom he could not depend. But, he faid, if the King 

*^ would come before the Town, though but with one Regi-* 

'^ is^t, and plane his Cannon againft it, and make but one 

<^ (hot, he (hould think he had difcharged his Truflno the Par^ 

^^ liament, as far as he ought to do ; and that he would imme* 

*^ diateiy then deliver up the Town ; which he made no doubt 

^^ but that he (hould be then able to do. And, on this errand, 

he was contented the hoxiDigby ihould go to the King, and 

be conduced out of the Town beyond the limits of danger ; 

theOovemour having told thofe Officers he trufted moft,thac 

^^ he would fend the Fremb-m^n to Tork'^ who, he was well 

^^aflifed, would return to him again. He gave him like wife 

a note to a Widow, who Uv'd in that City, at whofe Houfe 

he might Lodge, and by whofe hands he might tranfmit any 

Letters to him. 

When he came to Xork^ and after he had fpoke with th^ 
King, it was refolv'd, he (liould appear in his own likenefs^ 
and wait upon the King in Publick, that it might be believ'd, 
that he had Tranfported himfelf from HfiBamI in the Ship that 
brought the Ammunition ; which was hardly yet come to Xfrk, 
it being now about the time that M^ ViltierSy and Sr John Few? 
sMij^sMi had been fent away, and before the news came of their 
ili Succeft. This was the caufe of the fuddain March towards 
HiKff, before there was a Soldier levied to make an Aflault, or 
maintain a Siege; which was fo much wonder'd at then, and 
fo much cenfur'd afterwards. For aflbon as his Majefty jre-c 
ceiv'd tliis afliirance, which he had fo much reafen to depeod 
upon, by the treatment the Lord Digly iiad receiv'd, he de- 
clared, ^ he would, upon fuch a day, go to Beverly^ a place 
within four Milespf Ifoff ; and appointed three or four Regi- 
mepts of the Country^ under the Command of fuch Gemic* 
men whofe ASBsSaxm was unqueftionable, to March thither, as 
^ Guard ca hisPerlba j and likewife fent a Jittle Train of Ar

rilkfff 9 which might be readjr for the SummoDS. When 
Majdiy was ready wtch this Equipage for his March, the Loid 
J>igif recuro'd again in hii old difoiiie to ABy to make fufc 
that all thioffs there mu^hc corrc^od with the fennor obii- 
gatioo. Afloon as the iung, and the whole Court (foroooe 
i-vhir^ifm temain'd in Ttrk) aiDCXoBiverfy (where they vere all a& 
thi Kj^ commodated) which kept them from beiog quickly weary) and 
X"*' » Be> the Train'd-bands were Ukewife oome thither, the General, 
I^"'^ the Earl of Lm^, firft took poOeffioo of hif Office; a Itctie 
1^^ XhT troubled, and out of countenance, that he fbould appear the 
» vJU. General without anArmyj andbeengagpd in an Enterpriz^ 
which he could not imagme would fuoceed. His Majefiy or- 
p dcr'd him to lend out fomeOfficers, of which therewas a good 

ftore, to take a view of the Town, and of fuch adyantage 
ground, within diftance^ upon which he might raife a Batt^ j 
as if he meant on afiiddain to Aflkult the place; which ap- 
pear'd no unreafonable defign, if there were a good Party in 
the Town to depend upon. And yet the General had no opi- 
nion, that hit Army of Train'd4Mnds would frankly ezpofe 
themfelves to fuch an Attack : Befides a great number of Of- 
ficers, and Perfons of Quality, who were all well Horied, and 
had many Senrants as weU provided, the King had hia Troc^ 
pf Guaros fo oonftituted, as hath been faid before ; and there 
vere few Horfe in Hsff, and thofe without Offioen who un- 
derftood that kind of Service. So that it was no hard matter 
to take a very full vi0w of the Town, by Riding to the very 
Ports, and about the Walls j nor, at brft appearance, was 
there anv fliew of Hoftility from the Town upon their nearefi: 
approacncs to it ; but after they had made that vi& two or 
three days together, they obftrv'd that the Walls were better 
Mann'd, and that there was every day an increafe of labourers 
repairing the Works ; and then thev begun to Shoot, when 
any went within diftanoe of the Works. 

All this while Sr Jchm Hafhsm had tryed fomt of his Of- 
ficers, in whofe particular Affiodion he had moft Confidence, 
how far they were like to be govem'd by Urn ; and found 
them of a temper not to be rely'd upon. His Son was grown 
jealous of fome defign, and was Caballing with tibo& who 
were moft notosious for their di£i£^ion to the Government ; 
and new Officers were fent down, by the Parliament, to a(&ft 
in the defence of the Town^ which, they thought, might pro- 
bably be attempted ; and (uppliss of Men had bem taken in 
from the Ships^d had been fent thither from Bj^s», a Town, 
upon the fame C^aft, of eminent Diiloyalty. So that, when 
the Lord Digty retura'd thither, he found a great damp upon 
the fpirit of the Governour, and a fadoefs of mind, mat he 
had poceeded fo far ; of which hisLordflup made all the haft 
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he ooald to a<ivertt(e the King ; but his Lettef 6 muft firft be 
'4hnt to York before they could come to Beverly ; und, when 
they were' received, they contained ftill fomewhat of hope, 
^^ that he- (boutd be able to reftore him to his forn^er Courage^ 
^^ and confirm his Refolutkxi : So that the Kins feem'd td 4^er * 
any attempt, upon the hopes of tbe Ea)rl oS^HaOdftits M<ffiige 
before mentioned, and, in the end, he was compeH'd to %vm 
over the defign, all hope fmmthe Govemour gfrowing de^ 
fperaie; whether from his w^t-of Courage, or warn of Power 
to execute what he defiir'd, remitns itill uncertain. WbenS' 
Jabn Ihthmn gave over furthelithoughts of ir, he diforfled 
both the Lord -Digtj and Coll. jtfbiumfoam^ whom he had 
likewife detained till then, as a Man of ufe in the execution of % 

the defign, with many profelfiofis of Duty to the King; and 
as the concealing thoie two Perfons, and afterwards rcleafing 
them, immediately increafed the jealoufy of the- Parliament 
sgainfthim, fo it was the Principal Caufe, afterwards, of the 
lofs of hfs Head. 

The King difmifled theTrain'd-bands, and return^ with 
his Court to Y0fk^ in fo much lefs Credit than when he came 
from thence, as the entring into a Wiir without Power, or 
Preparation t6 profecute it, was like to produce. The incon- 
venience was the greater, becaufe the principal Perfons of 
Quality, of Court or Country, and the Officers, had the lefs 
reveraice for the King's Condud-, byifeeing fucban AAlon 
epter^d upon with fo little Reafon, and profecuced fo perfun&o* 
rily : All which reproaches his Majefty thought fitter to bear^ 
thsn to difcoveir (he Motives of his Journey i which were 
then ItnOwn to few, nor, tothts day: have been poblifhed. 

W H E K the King returned to Tcrrir, exceedingly troubled at 
the late March he had made, and all Men exprcifing great im- 
patience to be in Adrion, very many Perfons of Honour and 
Quality, having attended long at Court,believtng they might 
be more ufefiilto his Majefty*s Service in their own Countries^ 
in reftraitiing the difafieoed from any Seditious Attempts, ana 
difi^ofing the Peopk in general to becooftant in their Loyalty, 
an Aoddencfeltouty that mad^ it abfolutely neceflary for the 
Kmg to dcdare die War, and to enter upon it,before ne was in 
^yiegieeriptfiJrAdionj which was, that Fort/muth hadcftf. (Sa« 
dedtra for tneiCing, and refiiiedxo fubmit to the Farliament ; ring) ^ 
which had thereupon &nt an Army, under the Command of ^^^^'j^ ^ 
S'f9Wiam U^Ber^ to reduce it. The relating how this came^«rr« fL- 
10 pafs, requires si large difcourfe, and will adminifter much tb« kJi^, 
variety, not without ibmewhat of pleafure and wonder, from 
the temper and fpirit of the Perfon who conduced that A&ion^ 
if ic can be faid to be condud:ed withcHK any ConduA. 
' Wb faav^renMSibet'db<tfbre,in(jie^iaftYear,thedif(X)tirfe 
. . Y y 4 of

fiicratedefigoa ; yet he carried hiiordf witbfo groat dexterkfy 
that, wfthia few Moatbs Jut wiougbt upoft th^.Kiog and 
QuecQ to believe, that he fe mucb repented cbac Faul^ due 
he ¥HKild redeem it by any Service ; and to draft hiop to that 
degree, that the Queen, otmf relblv'd, wheo tbe Tnaults 
drove their Majeftte^* firf^-from Lmhm^ for her li^curity, to 
put her ielf into Pm/knihi whkb was under hi« Goveco- 
meoc; whiift his Majefty betodc himfelf to the Noithero 

Krts ; which defign was no foohcr over (if not befi^ie) than 
, 3«iin, intimated (o mwii c^it to the u>td K imMt ^y aod 
that Party, that they took all tbe Truft he had from Coor^ tQ 
proceed from tbe Confidence their Majeftiea Imd of his Fa- 
ther's incereft in him ; whofe Affi&ion and Zeal to their Ser- 
vice was ever moft indubitable : but aflured. themfelves. He 
was their own, even' againil his own Father. So that he car- 
ried the matter by that, at the &me time, be received ^pop^ 
from the Queen ( which (he raifed by the iaie of her Plate, 
and ibme Jewels ) to Fortify, and Vioual, and Retofiyoe his 
parrifon, againllthe time it (hould be nccet&iy todedaMfe for 
the King; and a good fupply from the Parliament, 6>f tbe 
ipaymeot of the Garrifon, that it might be kept tbe beilsr de^ 
voted to Them, and to Their Serviqp. AU whtdi he fe^^ 
form'd with that admirable diffimulatiaOt and rare coQ&dnce^ 
that, when the Hoideof Commons wasinforin'd by a Mem- 
ber, whofe Zeal, and Afie&ion to them was ae mvdi valivd 
as any Man's, ^^ that all his oorrefjpondeQce in the County waf 
f ' with the rooft Malignant Perfons i that of thefe, many fte? 
^ quendy refortcd to, and continued with him in tbeGara- 
^fQi\; that be was Fortifying, and raifing of Baetefiormwards 
^< the Land : And that, in his difcourfe^ e^pmMf ntfk^ 6^ 
'^fonsof his good feUowihip, he ufed to gutter thmatBdRainft 
f ^ the Parliament, and fliarp jeenTures of their Frpoiicsdinef, and 
upcvi fucfa lQformacioc\a (tiie^Author wbeitaf Wae^relblomm 
to them,and of gceatlUphtarion; and )i9*46>^0mtBmffi^^M^ 
gat he could not be miikker^ in the matter of Juft) tte 
Houfe fecc for him, moil thinking he would refoft ^ come; 
pdond Gffrkfg came^ upon tbe Summons«widi that imdaimord* 
nefs, chat ail clouds of diftnift immediately vamOicd, inionancb 
as no Man prcfum'd to whifper the ieaft jealoufy of bun: 
which he obfervinfe came to die Houfe of Gommoof, ot 
which-hfinto; a Member; and> fairing fiteub daji or two pa-

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tieptl^s «8 if he tSMfo6M fixoe CiMii|Be^ in the end heftood 
up» with ft Coaoteoaiioe fbll of Modefty, aad vet aot without 
a nuxnure of Anger (4$ hs coiild help hiaiielf vidi ail the 
infimiation^ of dcnibt) or fefur, pr Oiame, or fia)pik±y in liis 
face, that might gain belief^ to a greater degree than I ever 
law any Man^ and could feem the nx)ft coofonnded when he 
uras heft prepared, and the moft out of Countenanoe whoi h€ 
was beft refolv'd, and to want words, and the habit of fpeak- 
log, when they flowed from no Man with greater power) and 
toU them, ^that he had b«en feat for by them, uponfome 
^^ information given againft him, and that, though he believ^d^ 
^^ the Charge being fo ridiculous, they night have ieoeiv'<L 
^^ by their owo particular inquiry, fatisfiuSooii ; yet the di& 
^^ GOttriea that had been ufed, and his being &nt for in that 
« manner, had begot ibme Prejudice to him in hisRepuution ; 
^^ which if he could not prefinrve, he fbould be lefs able to do 
^^Them Service; and nesefore defired, that he might have 
^^ leave (though very unskilful, and unfit tofpeak,in fo Wifis 
^ and Judicious an Aflemblyj toprefent to them dbeftate and 
^oondition of that Place under liis Command ; and then he 
^< doubted not but togive them ' full fiitisiadion in diofe parti- 
^cttlars, which, pomly, had made fome^imprcffion in diem 
^ to his di&dvantage : That he was far fromtiikiog it ill from 
^ thofe, who had given znf information againft him ; for, 
^ what he had done^ and muft do, might give (bme Umbrage 
^^ to well a£bfted rerfbns, who knew not the giounds and 
^ reafons, that induced him fo to.do ; but that if any fuch Per- 
^ ion woiild, at any time, refort to him, he would clearly in* 
^ fbvmthem of whatever Motives he had ; and would be glad 
^^of their Advice, and Affiftance for the betcer doing thereof* 
Then hetooknotke of every particular that had ^n pub- 
UcUy laid againft him, or privately whifper'd, aad gave fudi 
pfauifiblftAnfwers to duswhol^ mteraungling (harp Taunts^ 
aad Scorns, to what had been uiid of him, wiii pretty appli- 
Ofitkn of himielf, and flattery to the Men tha^fpaJce it : Coo- 
dading, ^* That they well know, in what efteem he flood widi 
^^ others: fo that i^ by bis iUGarrii^e, he fliould forfeit the 
*< good opinion of that Houie^ upon whkdi hoonly depended^ 
f^and.to^whofe Service he entirely devoted* hkaleif, ne were 
^madder than his Friends took him to be, and muft be as un* 
^pitied in any mifery, that could befal him, as his Enemies 
^* would beglad to foe him. With which,, as innocently and 
upafieAedly utter'd, as can be imagin'd, he got fo gcneriU an 
Appleufefiom the whole Houfe, that, not without fome little 
Apology for mxibling him, '^ They defired him again to repair 
<<to his Goimament, and to finifh thofe Works, which wer^ 
^f oeoeffiry for the fafory of the Places aad giatified Mm with 

? confcntiB| 
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ooafemiog to all the PfopoGdoof, he made ia behdf <tf hit 
GarrifiiD, and! paid him a good Sum of Money for their Ar- 
rears; with whid^, and being prmtelyafliued (wbidi was in- 
deed refidv'd on) that he (hoold be Lieutenant General of fbeir 
Horfe in their new Army, when it Ihould be form'd, he de- 

Greed i^atn to Fntjmtttbi in the mean time, aflurii^ his 
ajefty by thofe who were tmfted between them, ^< That he 
^^ would be fpeedily in a Poftnreto make any fuch I>eclaracioa 
^for his Servioe^as he (hoold be requir'd; which he was forced 
to do foooer than he wasprovidea for it, though not foooer 
than he had reafon to expeft. 

When the Levies for the Parliament Artxiy were in good 
forwardneft, and that Lord had received his Oxnmiffioo for 
Lieutenant General of the Horle , he wrote to die Lord 
KM \$ km^ who was his moft boTome Friend, and a Man very 
powerful, defiring, ^^ That he raighc not be call'd to give his 
^attendance upon the Army, till it was ready to Nfarch; be- 
^^ caufe there were fo many things to be done, and peifofted, 
^' for the fiifiety of that important Place, chat he wasdefiroiisto 
^*be pieftnt Hirafeif at the work as Icmg as was poffibie. In 
^ the mean time, he had given direftions to bis Agent in JLsir- 
^As, to piepare all diiogs for his Equipage ;fo that he would 
^ be ready to appear, at any Rendexvous» upon a day's warn- 
^ fog. Though the £ari of JE^ did much defire his Com- 
pany, and Affiftanoe in the CoaocU of War, and preparing the 
Artides, and forming the Diiapline for the Army, he bar* 
ing been more lately verfed fo the Order and Rule of Mtfdie^, 
and the Provifions neceOary, or convenient thereunto^ Aon 
any Man then in chdr Service, and of greater Cooamand tbui 
any Man but the General : yet the Lord Kimbobom prevaiFd, 
that he might not be fent for, till things were riper for A£kion. 
And, when that Lord did afterwards write to btm^ ^^Thac it 
*^ was time he ihould come away, he feat fuch new, and rea* 
ibnable exoufes, that they were not uniacisfied with his de- 
lay ; till he had multiplied choic excufes fo loog, that they 
bqgun to fufped ; and they no foonev indined to fufeidon 
but they met with abundant Arguments to cherilh it. Tus be- 
haviour and courfe of Life was very notorious to all the Neigh- 
bours, nor was he at all leferv'd in his Mirch, and publick 
Difcourfes , to conceal his ppinbo of the Parliament, and 
their Proceedings. So that, at laft, the Lord KmB§l$an writ 
plainly to him, ^That he could no longer cxcufe his abfence 
*f from the Army, where he was much wanted ^ and diat, if 
'^ he did not oomc to London by fuch a (hort day,as he named, 
*♦ he found his Integrity would be doubted j and that many 
^^ thinas were laid to his v . irgc, of which he doubted not 
•*lii» Innocence J ^nd u.i;,:: •; -. cuujired him^ immediately. 
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^to be %tWefimimfter *j it being now to be no longer deferred, 
<< or put off. He writ a jolly Letter to that Lord, "that, the 
'^ truth was, his Council advifed him, that the Parliament did 
^^ manv things which were illegal ; and that he might inmr 
^ much danger by obeying all their Orders; that he bad re-: 
^^ ceived the Command of that Garrifoii from the King ; and 
^^ that he durft not be abfent from it, without His leave : And 
concluded with fome g^od Counfel to the Lord. 

This Declaration of the Governour of a Place, which had 
the reputation of being the only Place of ftrength in EftgUmdy 
and fituated upon the Sea, put them into many apprehenfions^ 
and they loft no time in endeavouring to reduce it ; but, upoa 
the firft underftanding his Refolution, S' William Waller was X^ ^ 

fiait, with a good part of the Army, fo to block it up, that ^^ 

neither Men, nor rrovifion, might be able to get in ; and 
fome Ships werefent from the Fleet, to prevent any relief by 
Sea: And thefe Advertifements came to the King, aflbon as 
be returned to Tork. 

I T gave n^ imall Reputation to his Majefty's Affiiirs, when 
there was fo great a damp upon the fpirits of Men, from the 
mifadventures at Bevnfy^ that (o notable a Place as Fortp 
mouth had declared for him, in the very beginning of the 
War; and that fo good an OiScer a« G^rnig, was returned to 
his Duty, and in the poi&ffion of the Town : And the King, 
who was not furprifed with the matter, knowing well the Re- 
folution of 'the Colonel, made no doubt, but that he was 
very well fuppli^ with all things, as he might well have 
been, to have given the Rebels work for three, or four Months, 
attheleaft. Whereupon, he forthwith publiih'daDeGfaurationy 
that bad been long ready, in which he recapitulated all the 
Infolcnt, and Rebellious Adions the two Houfes had com- 
mitted againft him : and declared them ^^to be guilty ; and 
^^forbid alLhis Subjects to yield any obedience to them : And, 
at the fame time, publitfaed his Proclamation ; by which, he 
^ required all Men, who could bear Armes, to repair to' him 
^'at Nottn^ham^ by the a;cl» of ylTivgi^ following; on which 
<^ day, he would fet up his Royal Standard there, which all 
<<good Subjeds wereobli^ to attend. At thefame time,he 
ient the Marquis of Hsrtfrrixo raife Forces in the Weft, or, 
at leaft, to reftrain thofe parts fwhere His Intereft, and Re^- 
putation was greater than any Man's ) within the limits of 
their Duty ro the King, and from being corrupted, or pervert-^ 
ed by the Parliament; and with him went the Lord Seymwr^ 
bis Brother ; the Lord Pam/ety Hofton^ StasM, Coventry^ Berktt^ 
fy, Windham^ and fome other Gentlemen, of the prime Qua* 
iity, and Intereft in die Weftem parts ; who wele like to 
give as good examples in their Perioss, an4 to be followed kj 
' * as 
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umtajrliifetty ttsoyfiadiNiiniberofGcAdenaiinAiFteiirf, 
could be And ftom tfaU Party, enlivenVl by the Power, ^iid 
RcfHttMOD of the Marquis, the King was iahopes, tfaatP#r^ 
flMM would be (hortly relieved, and made the head Qiianer 
tea good Army. When all this was done, he did all that was 
poffible to be done, without Money, to haAen his Levies of 
Horfe and Foot, and to prepare a light Train of Artillery 9 that 
be might appear at Ntitn^b^m^zt the day when the Staadard 
was to be fet up, with fiidi a Body of Men^ as might be^ at 
the leaft, a competent Guard to his Perfixi. 

Many were then of opinion, ^^ that it had been moie for 
<<hi8 Majeft/s Benefit and Service, if the Standard had been 
^appoimd to be fet up at Tprt^ and lb that the King had 
^ ftay*d thm, without moving further South, until he could 
^ havemarcfaed in the Head m an Army, and not to depend 
^ upon ^thcdng an Army up in his March. AlltheNoruiem 
^Oounties wer& at prelent, moft at his devotioo^ and to it 
^* would be moft ealy to raiTe Men there: Nf9<kBb was 
^tfaeonly Port in his obedience, andwbidier hehadappoint- 
^ed his lupplies of Armes, and Ammunition cp beienc; of 
<< which he had to prefent need, that all his Magazine, which 
^ was brought in the Pr^videicey was aheady diftriboted to 
^ thofe few Gentlemen, who had received Commiffions, and 
^^ were moft like fpeedily to raUe their Regiments; and it would 
^^ be a very long, and mi^t prove a very dangerous paffiige 
^ to get the fupplies,which were daily ezpefted, to bebnicigac 
*^ with fecurity from Nm-OMUby when the King fliould be 
^* advanced to many days Journey beyond Tark. AU wluch 
were very important Confiderations, and ought to have pie* 
vailed; but toe King's inclination to be nearer iMuhm^ and 
the expeAacion he lud of great efl^ds from Ftrtfimuiby and 
the Weft, difpofed him to a wilUngneis co prefer M^Mf&sss; 
but that whicn determio'd the Point, was an afmrnt, and 
manifeft averfion in the r«ri(:/birv Gentlemen, whofe a£kfti* 
ons were leaft fufpeAed, that his Majefly fliould continue, and 
lematn at tcrk^ which, they faid, the People appicliended, 
^ would inevitably make that Country the teat of die War : 
unskiifally imagining, that the War would be no where^ but 
where the King's Army was ; and therefiare they fadlitatcd all 
things, which might contribute to his remove from thence ; 
undenook, to provide Contoys for any Armes and Ammom- 
tion from NnuCsBh ; to haften the Levies in their own 
OEwntry ; and to borrow the Armes of fome of die Traisi*d-« 
bands ; which was the beft eitpedient^ that could be fbuod 
eut, to Arm the King's Troops, and had it's reverie in th^ 
murmurs it produced, and in leaving die beft aflfeAed Meii, 
by beiiv diUfSn'd^ at the Mercy of their Eijemicij who case* 
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fhlly kept thdr Weapons, that they migbc be ready to fight 

ftgaioft the King. This caufed the reflation to be taken for 

IWtm^am^ without enough wdghing the objedtions, which, 

upon tne Entrance into great AAions, cannot be too much 

deliberated, though, in the Execution, they were beft (hut out. 

And it quickly appcar'd in thoFe very Men, who prevailed 

moftin that Council ; for, when the time drew on, in which 

fais Majefty was to depart, and leave the Country, Then they 

remember d, ^^ that the Garrifon of Hull would be left as a 

" thorn in their fides , where there were well formed, and 

** aAive Troops, which might march over the Country with- 

"out control, and come intol^* it felf without refiftance : ^ J 

** That there were toany difafieiited l^erfbns of Quality, and ^i§9^ 

^ Intereft in the Country, who, as foon as the King Ihould be 

^' gone, would appear amongft their Neighbours, and find a 

.^' concurrence from them' in their woilt defigns ^ and that there 

^ were fome places, fome whole Corporations, fb notorioufly 

^^ difaffedied , efpecialiy in matters relating to the Churdi, 

^^ that they wanted only Condudtors to carry them kito Rebel- 

«lion. 

T H s s E, and the like refleAions, made too late impreflions 
upon them ^ and Now, too much, they niagnified this Man'y 
power, whom before they contemn'd ; and doubted that Man^s- 
A£PeAion, of which they were before fecurej and made a thoii- 
fand Propofitions to the King this day, whereof they rejeAed 
the greateft part to morrow ^ and , as the day approached 
nearer for the King's departure, their apprehenuons andirre* 
folutions increafed. In the end, they were united in twoR&- 
quefts to the King ; that <' he would commit the fupreme 
•' Command of the Country, with reference to all Military Af- 
^^ fairs, to the Earl oi Cumber hnd-^ and qualify him, with an' 
*^ ample Commiffion, to that purpofe. The other, ^^thathir 
^ Majefty would command S^ Thomas Glemtam to remain' 
" with them, to govern and command &ch Forces, as the Eaarl 
^ of Cumieriaud (hould find nece(£iry for their definice. And 
this Provifion being made by the King, they obliged them* 
felves to concur in makifig any preparations, and forming any 
Forces the Earl (hould require. His Majefty, as willinely, gra« 
tified them in both their defires. The Earl of CumSersMul war 
ft Man of great Honour and Integrity, who had all his Eftatt 
in that Country, and had lived moft amongft them, with very 
much acceptation, and afFediion from the Gentlemen, and the 
Common repple ; but he was not, in atiy degree, acfciv«, or 
of a MaTcial temper ; and rather a Man more hke not to have 
any Enemies, than to oblige any to be firmly, and rcfolutely 
his Friends j or topurfue his Intereft: The great Fortune of 
the Family was divided^ imd the greacerpartof it carried away 

by 
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by an Heir Female; and his Father had t3 wafted the rt- 
mainder, that the Esurl oould not live with that luftre, nor 
draw fo great a dependence upon him, as bis Anceftors had 
done. In a word, he wu a Man of Honour, and Popular 
enough in Peace, bntnoc endued with thofe pares which were 
nec^tfyforSudiaSealbn. S^ nssM CriSm^Ms was-a Gentle- 
man of anobleextraftion. andafair Fortune, though he had 
much impaired it ; he had fpent many years^ in Armies, be- 
yond the Scats : and he had been an Officer of very gcxxl efteem 
' in the King's Armies, and of courage and Integrity unque- 
ftionable; out was not of Ibftirring and afttve anatur^ as 
to be able to infiife File enough faito the Flegou^ick oonftitii- 
tionsof that People, who did rather with to be Spedators of 
the War, than Parties in it } and believed, if they did not pro- 
voke the other Party, they might all live quietly tajgetfaer; 
unvlS^JobmlMbMm, by his excurfions, and depredations out 
efH^U^ and their fisditious Neighbours, by their Infurredions^ 
awato'd them out of that Plea&nt uream. And then the 
greateft part of the Gentry of that Populous Country, and very 
many of the Common People, did behave themfelves with 
fignal Fidelity, and Courage in the King's Service: Of all 
which Particulars, which dderve well to be remember'd, and 
tranfmitted to Pofteritv, there will be occafion to make men- 
tion, in the following Difcourle. 

Vet I cannot leave Tori withoat the mention of onePar- 
.ticular; which, in truth, is a lively Inftance <^ the Spine and 
. Temp^ of that time, and was a fad Pre&ge of all the fflisfor- 
tunes which foUow'd. There were very few Gentlemen, or 
Men of any Quality, in that large County, who were aftively 
or &Aioufly dii^fted to his Majefty ; aiid of thofe the Lord 
Fahfsxy and his Son, S' TUmis Fdirfsx, were the chiefs who 
were govem'd by two or three, of inferiour Quality, . more 
converfant with the People ; who were as well mown as 
They. All thefe were in the Country, at their Houfes, within 
few miles of York ^ and the King refolved, at his goiiu; away, 
lo have taken them all Prifoners, and to have put mem in 
fafe Cuftody y by which, it was very probable, thofe mUchieft, 
that (borcly after broke out, might nave been prevented. But 
the Gentlenoen of the County, wnio were met together to con- 
fult for their own fecurity, hearing of this Defign, beibught 
bis Majefty '^ Not to do it ; alledging, ^' that he would, there* 
'^ by, leave them in a worfe condition, by an A& fo un^rad- 
^^ouSy and unpopular ^ and that the difafl&ded would be fo 
'^ &r from being weakened, that their Party would be increaf- 
*' ed thereby : many really believing, that neither Father nor 
Son were tranfported with over-vehement inclinations to the 
Parliament i but would willingly fit ftiU, without being ABtiva 
% od 
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on either QdCy wbich^ no doubt, was a Policy, tbac many, 
of tbofe, who wiflieci w^ll, dc^Qred and intended to be fafe 
by. And fo his Majefty .left Tork^ taking with him only two 
or three of inferior rank. ( whereof one Sfapletom was one) who 
were known to have b^n very afiive in flirring (he Peo- 
ple to Sedition y and yet, upon fome fpecious pretences jfome 
very good Men were perfwaded, withm few days, to procure 
the Liberty and Enlargement even of chofe from his MajeSy. 
So tickliih were thofe times, and (o wary were all Men ta 
advife, the King ihould do any thing, which, upon the ftri A- 
eft inquificion y might feem to fwerve from tl^e ftrift rule 
of the Law y believing , unreafonably , that the fofteil and 
gentleft Remedies might be moft wholefomely applied to 
thofe rough, and violent Difeafes. , ' 

The King came to Nottingham two or three days before 
the day he had appointed, to fct up the Standard ^ having 
taken Lmco/n in his way, and drawn fome Armes from the 
Train'dbands of that Country with him to Notth^Jbam ; froo) 
whence, the next day, he went to take a view of his Horfe ^ 
whereof there were ieveral Troops well arm'd, and under 
good Officers, to the number of feven or eight hundred. .Men ; 
with whigb, being inforo^'d^ ^^ that there were fome.Regi- 
^'mentsofFpot marching towards Coventry y by the Earl of 
^' Ejjex his Orders , he made haft thither ^ making little 
doubt^ but that he mould be able to get thither before <hem^ 
and (o to podefs himfelf ofthat City^ and he did get thither 
the day betore they came ^ but found, not only the Gates (hue 
againft htm, but fome of his Servants (hot, aiid wounded from 
tne Walls : Nor could all his Meflages, and Summons pre- 
vail with the Mayor and Magiftrates, before there was any 
Garrifon there, to (ufifer the King %q enter into the City. So 
great an Intereft, and Reputation the Parliament had gotten 
over the Afie&ions ofthat People, who(e hearts were alie- 
nated from any reverence to the Government. 

The King could not remedy the Affironr, but went that 
night toStonefyy the Houfe then of Sr7)&MyjfZ.«v> where he 
was well receiv'd ^ and, the next day, his Body of Horfe^ 
having a dear view, upon an open Campania, for five or fix 
miles together, of the Enemies fmall Body of Foot, which con* 
fifted not of above twelve hundred Men with one Troop of 
Horfe, which Marched with them over that plain, retired 
before them, without giving them one Charge ; which was 
imputed to the ill condudl of Wfbnoty who Commanded ; andi 
bad a colder Courage, than many who were under him, and 
who were of opinion , that they might have eafily defeated 
that Body of Foot: Which would have been a very feaibn- 
abJe Viftory i would have put Covontrj unqueftionably into

whidi looked like a Defeat, and the Rebellioiis behaviour of 
Cfviftiryy made his Majefty's retarn to Nmiwgbgm very Me- 
lancboiyi whither he returned the Ycry day die Standard wai 
ap po in te d to be fetup. 
Atjyy According to the Pfodamadon, upon the twenty fiftb 
AM^/#dgy of Afguff^ the Standaid was erefted , abcRK fix of the 
^T^^^ dock in the evening of a very ftormy, and tcmpeftnoos day. 
"tj^jV The King himlelf, with a fmall train, rode to the top of the 
itf^i. ' Ctfik Hul, f^imythe Kjiight-Mar(hal, who was ^andard 
Beuer , cijryinff the Standard, which was then eredled, in 
tfiat place ^ wiui little other Ceremony than the found of 
Drums, and Trumpets : M^ndioiy Men oUerv'd many iU 
Pirefitges about that dme. Tiiere was not oat Regiment of 
Foot yet brought thither, fo that the Train'd-bands, whidi 
die SherUThad drawn together, were all theftrength the King 
bad for his Peribn, and the Guard of the Standard. There 
ippear'd no Conflux of Men in obedience to the Proclama- 
tx>n ; the Amies, and Ammohltion were not yet come from 
nrk^ and a General &ulnefi coverM die whole Town. The 
Standard was blown down, the (ame night it had been fet up, 
by a very ftrong and unrdly wind, and could not be fixed again 
in a day or two, till the^empeft was allayed. This was the 
Melancholy State of the King's Affidrs, when the Standard 
was fet up. 
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
